The work of pi-epuiing- t,he records of the war for public use \T^as 
beg'iui under the resolution of Congress of May 10, 1SG4, by Adjt. Gen. 
E. I). Townsend, (I. y. Army, who caused copies to Ire made of reports 
ol buiiitles on iile in his office and steps to be taken to collect missing 
records. 

lJnd(U‘ the provisions of joint resolution No. 01, of 1866, Hon. Peter 
H. A ntson was a])i)ointed to supervise the preparation and formulate 
<i plan lor the publication ot the records, but lie did no worlc and drew 
no pity under this appointment, which, expired July 27, 1868, by limi- 
f cition oi the r(3Solution. Tliis resolution also repeah’d the former one 
and work (icased. 

The first decisive step taken in this work was the act of June 23, 
1874, providing the necessary means ‘‘ to enable the Secretary of War 
to begin th(‘. publication of the Official Records of the War of the 
Rebellion, both of the Union and Confederate Armies,” and directing 
him “to have copied for tiic Public Printer all reports, letters, tele- 
grams, and general orders, not heretofore coxjied or printed, and prop- 
erly arranged in chronological order.” Appropriations liave been made 
from time to time for continuing such preparation. Under this act the 
lu-eliminary work was resumed by General Townsend, who first out- 
lined the])lan on which the records are printed, though it ai^pears that 
originally he^contemplated publishing to the world oiily the more im- 
portant military reports. 

Subsequently, under meager appropriations, it was prosecuted in a 
somewhat d(;sultory manner by various subordinates of the War De- 
partment until .December 14, 1877, when the Secretary of War, per- 
(ieiving that the undertaking needed the undivided attention of a single 
head, detailed Lieut. Col. Robert N. Scott, U. S. Army, to take charge 
of the bureau and devote himself exclusively to the work. 

The act of June 23, 1874, greatly enlarged upon the first crude 
scheme of publication. On this more comprehensive basis it was de- 
termined tliat the volumes should include not only the battle reports, 
but also “all official documents that can be obtained by the compiler, 
and that appear to be of any historical value.” Colonel Scott system- 
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atized tlie work and the plan and presented tlie records in the following 
order of arrangement, which has been adhered to by his successors : 

The lirst Beri( 3 S will eiiihrace the formal reports, both Union and Confederate, of 
the first seizures of United States .property in the Southern States, and of all mil- 
itary operations in the field, with the correspondeiuie, orders, and returns relating 
specially thereto, and, as proposed, is to he acc-ompanied hy an Atlas. 

In this series the reports will ho arranged acseording to the canipaigns and sev- 
eral theaters of operations (in the chronological order of the ov(!nt8), and tlui Union 
reports of any event will, as a rule, he immo<lia.tely f«)llowed hy tlie Coni’ederate 
accounts. The correspondence, etc., not emhracod in the "reports" proper will 
follow (first Union and next Confederate) in chronological order. 

The second series will contain the correspondenc.e, orders, reports, and returns, 
Union and Confederate, relating to prisoners of war, and (so far as the military 
authorities were concerned) to State or political prisoners. 

The third series will contain the correspondence, orders, roport.s, and returns of 
the Union authorities (omhracing their oorrespondence with the Confederatii oi'li- 
cials) not relating s])ecially to the subjects of the first and second H<n’i(^s. It will 
set forth the annual and special reports ^of the Secretary of War, of the Ueiuvral- 
in-Chief, and of the chiefs of the several staff corps and departments; the eaills for 
troops, and the correspondence hetw<5en the National and the several Stale aaithor- 
ities. 

The fourth series will exhibit the corresioondence, orders, reports, and retiu’us of 
the Confederate authorities, similar to that indicated for the Union officials, as of 
the third series, hnt excluding the corresioondonce between the Union and Confed- 
erate airthorities given in that series. 

The first volume of the records was issued in the early fall of 1880. 
The act approved June 16, 1880, iirovided “for the printipg and bind- 
ing, under direction of the Secretary of War, of 10,000 copies of a com- 
pilation of the Official Eecords (Onion and Confederate) of the War 
of the Eebellion, so fiir as the same may be ready for publication, 
during the fiscal year;” and that “of said number 7,000 copies shall 
be for the use pf the House of Eepresentatives, 2,000 copies for the 
use of the Senate, and 1,000 copies for the use of the Executive De- 
partments.” Under this act Colonel Scott proceeded to publish the 
first five volumes of the records.* 


*A11 subsequent volumes have been distributed under the act approved August 
7, 1882, Avhich provides that: 

"The vohimes of the Official Eecords of the War of the Eebellion shall be distrib- 
uted as follows: One thousand copies to the Executive Departments, as now pro- 
vided hy law. One thousand copies for distribution by the Secretai'y of War 
among officers of the army and contributors to the work. Eight thousand three 
hundred copies shall bo sent by the Secretary of War to such libraries, organiza- 
tions, and individuals as may be designated by the Senators, Rep-resentatives, and 
Delegates of the Eorty-seventh Congress. Each Senator shall designate not exceed- 
ing twenty-six, and each Representative and Delegate not exceeding twenty-one of 
such addresses, and the volumes shall he sent thereto feom time to time as they are 
published, until the publication is completed. Senators, Representatives, and Dele- 
gates shall inform the Secretary of War in each case how many volumes of those 
heretofore published tliey have forwarded to such addresses. The remaining copies 
of the. eleven thousand to be published, and all sets that may not be ordered to be 
distributed as provided herein, shall be sold by the Secretary of War for cost of 
publication with ten per cent, hdded thereto, and the proceeds of such sale shall be

ili(^ Secretary ol: War appointed Maj. George B, Davis, judge-advo- 
cate, TJ. S. Army, iis the military member, and Leslie J. Perry, of Kan- 
sas, jtiid tTose])li W. Kirklcy, of Maryland, as the civilian expert mem- 
bers of said board. The board assumed direction of the publication at 
the coimnonccnumt of the fiscal year 1889, its first work beginning with 
Serial No. 3(; of Vol. XXIV. 

Each volume iiududes a copious and accurate index, and for the fur- 
ther convenience of investigators there will be, in addition, a general 
index to the entire S(5t when complete in a volume by itself. 

Nothing is jiriiited in these voliiines except duly authenticated con-, 
temporaiieous records of the war. The scope of the board’s work is to 
decide upon and arrange the matter to be published; to correct and 
verify the ortliograiihy of the papers used, and occasionally to add a 
foot-note of explanation.

Dear General: I take great satisfaction in reporting] 
in iiossession of Savannali and all its forts. At first I pre 
tend across tfie river aboA-e tbe city from Slocum’s left, bi 
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had a giin-boat and ram heavily armed that would have made the step 
extra hazardous; also the submerged rice fields on the northeast bank 
wmre impracticable. I then went to Hilton Head to arrange with Gen- 
eral Foster to re-enlbrce his movement from Broad Eiver, but before I 
had <*-ompleted the move Hardee got his garrison across and off on the 
Union plank road. Our troops entered at daylight yesterday, took 
about 800 prisoners, over 100 guns (some of the heaviest caliber), and 
a perfect string of forts from Savannah around to McAllister, also 
12,000 bales of cotton, 190 cars, 13 locomotives, 3 steam-boats, and an 
immense supply of shells, shot, and all kinds of ammunition. There 
is a (tomiffete arsenal here, and much valuable machinery. The citi- 
zens mostly remaiii, and the city is very quiet. Tlie river below is 
much obstructed, but I parted with Admiral Dahlgren yesterday at 4 
1 ). in., and he will at once get about removing them and opening away. 
The enemy blew up an iron-clad (Savannah), a good ram, and three 
tenders, small steamers. As-yet we have made but a partifil inventory, 
but the above falls far short of our conquests. I have not a particle 
of doubt but that we have secured 150 fine guns, with plenty of ammu- 
nition. I have now completed my first step, and should like to go on 
to you, via Columbia and Ealeigh, but will prepare to embark as soon 
as vessels come. Colonel Babcock will have told you all, and you 
know better than anybody else how much better troops arrive by a land 
marcdi than wlicn carried by transports. I will turn over to Foster 
Savannah and all its outposts, with, say, one division of infantry, Kil- 
patrick’s cavalry, and plenty of artillery. Hardee has, of course, 
moved into South Carolina, but I do not believe his Georgia troops, 
militia and fancy companies, will work in South Carolina. His force is 
reported by citizens at from 15,000 to 20,000. The capture of Savannah, 
with tlie incidental use of the river, gives us a magnificent position in 
this quarter ; and if you can hold Lee, and if Thomas can continue as he 
did on the IStli, I could go on and smash South Carolina all to pieces, 
and also lireak up roads as far as the Eoanoke. But, as I before re- 
marked, I will now look to coming to you as soon as transportation 
comes. We are all well and confident as ever.

On the 12th of November my army stood detached and cut off from 
all communication with the rear. It was composed of four corps — the 
Fifteenth and Seventeenth, constituting the Eight Wing, under Maj. 
Gen. O. O. Howard; the Fourteenth and Twentieth Corps, constituting 
the Left Wing, under Maj. Gen. H. W. Slocum — of an aggregate strength 
of 60,000 infantry; one cavalry division, in aggregate strength 5,500, 
under Brig. Gen. Judson Kilpatrick, and the artillery, reduced to the 
minimum, one gun per 1,000 men.

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The whole force was moved rapidly aud grouped about Atlanta oi 
14th of November. In the meantime Oapt. O. M. Poo Jiad thoroii 
destroyed Atlanta, save its mere dwelling-houses and clnu'ches, 
the Right Wing, with General Kilpatri(45:’s cavalry, was x)ut m motion 
ill the direction of Jonesborough and McDonough, with 
strong feint on Macon, to cross the Ocmulgee about .1 lantei s Mi us, 
and rendezvous in the neighborhood of Gordon in seven days, exclu- 
sive of the day of march. On the same day General blocum moved 
with the Twentieth Corps by Decatur and Stone Mountain, with orde.rs 
to tear ux) the railroad from Social Circle to Madison, to burn the large 
and iuniortant railroad bridge across the Oconee, east ol; Madison, a, nd 
turn soutli niid rccicli ]VIillc(lgcvill6 on tlio SGvcntli dny, cxclubiyc oi tlic 
day of march. In x^erson I lelt Atlanta on the lOlh, in CMiinxiaiiy with 
the Fourteenth Corxis (Bvt. Maj. Gen. Jed. 0. Davis), by Lithonia, Cov- 
ington, and Shady Dale, directly on Milledgeville. All the troops were 
provided with good wagon trains, loaded with ammunition and sup- 
plies, approximating twenty days’ bread, forty days’ sugar and C()llee, 
a double allowance of salt for forty days, and beet-cattle ecxual to forty 
days’ supplies. The wagons were also supplied with about thixm days^ 
forage, in grain. All were instructed, by a judicious system of tbragiiig, 
to maintain this order of things as long as possible, living chielly, if not 
solely, upon the country, Avhich I knew to abound in corn, sweet pota- 
toes, and meats. 

My first object was, of course, to place my army in the very heart oi 
Georgia, interposing between Macon and Augusta, and obliging the 
enemy to divide his"forces to detend not only those points, but Milieu, 
Savannah, and Charleston. All my calculations were fully realized. 
During the 22d [20th] General Kilpatrick made a good feint on Macrm, 
driving the enemy Avithin his intrenchinents, and then drew back to G I'is- 
woldville, where Walcutt’s brigade of infantry joined him to cover tluit 
flank, whilst Howard’s trains were closing up, and his men s(.;attered, 
breaking up railroads. The enemy came out of Macon [22d] and atta cked 
■Walcutt in position, but was so roughly handled that he never repeated 
the experiment. On the eighth day after leaving Atlanta (namely, on 
the 23d [22d]) General Slocum occupied Milledgeville and the inii)ortant 
bridge across the Oconee there, and Generals Howard and Kilx)atrick 
were in and about Gordon. 

General Howard was then ordered to move eastward, destroying the-, 
railroad thoroughly in his x^rogress as far as Tennille Station, ox)l)osite'. 
Sandersville, and General Slocum to move to Saudersville by two. 
roads. General Kilpatrick was ordered to Milledgeville, and thence- 
move rax^idly eastward, to break the railroad which leads from Millen 
to Augusta, then to turn ux)on Millen and rescue our xArisoners of wjir 
suiAi^osed to be confined at that xfiace. I accomiAanied the Twentieth 
Cories from Milledgeville to Sandersville, approaching which x:)lace, on 
the 25th, Ave foimd the bridges across Bufialo Creek burned, Avhich de- 
layed us three hours. The next day we entered Sandersville, skirmish- 
ing with Wheeler’s cavalry, Avhich offered little opposition to the ad- 
vance of the Twentieth and Fourteenth Corps, entering the x>brce 
almost at the same moment. 

General Slocum was then ordered to tear uxo and destroy the Georgia 
Central Railroad, from Station 13 (Tennille) to Station 10, near the 
crossing of Ogeechee — one of his corps substantially following the rail- 
road, the other by Avay of Louisville, in sux)port of Kilpatrick’s cavalry. 
In x)erson I shifted to the Right Wing, and accompanied the SeAm.u- 
teenth Corx:)s (General Blair) on the south of the railroad, till abreast of 
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Station 9^ (Bai?ton), Geueral Howard, in person, witli the Fifteenth 
Corps, keeping tarther to the right, and about one day’s march ahead, 
ready to turn against the flank of any enemy who should oppose our 
progress. At Barton I learned that Kilpatrick’s cavalry had reached 
tile Augusta railroad about Waynesborough, w-here he ascertained that 
our prisoners had been removed from Millen, and therefore the purpose 
of rescuing them, upon which we had set our hearts, was an impossibility. 
But as Wheeler’s cavalry had hung around liim, and as he had retired 
to Louisville to meet our infantry, in pursuance of my instructions not 
to risk battle unless at great advantage, I ordered him' to leave his 
wagons and all incumbrances with the Left-Wing, and moving in the 
direction of Augusta, if Wheeler gave him the opjmrtunity, to indulge 
him with all the flghting he wanted. General Kilpatrick, supported 
by Baird’s division of infantry of the Fourteenth Corps, again moved in 
the direction of Waynesborough, and encountering Wheeler in the neigh- 
borhood of Thomas’ Station, attacked him in position, driving him from 
three successive lines of barricades handsomely through AVaynesbor- 
ough and across Brier Creek, the bridges over which he burned; and 
then, with Baird’s division, rejoined the Left Wing, which in the mean- 
time had been marching by ea,sy stages of ten miles a day in the direc- 
tion of Lumpkin’s Station and Jacksonborough. The Seventeenth 
Corps took up the destruction of the railroad at the Ogeechee, near Sta- 
tion 10, and continued it to Millen, the enemy oflering little or no oppo- 
sition, altliough preparations had seemingly been made at Millen. 

On the 3d of December the Seventeenth Cor])s, which 1 accompanied, 
was at Millen; the Fifteenth Corps (General Howard) was south of the 
Ogeechee, opposite Station 7 (Scarborough); the Ihventieth Corps 
(General Slocum) on the Augusta railroad, about four miles north of 
Millen, near Buck Head Church, and the Fourteenth Corps (General 
Jeff. C. Davis) in the neighborhood of Lumpkin’s Station, on the Augusta 
railroad. All were ordered to march in the direction of Savannah — 
the Fifteenth Corps to continue south of the Ogeechee, the Seventeenth 
to destroy the railroad as far as Ogeechee Church — and four days were 
allowed to reach the line from Ogeechee Church to the neighborhood 
of Halley’s Ferry, on the Savannah Kiver. All the columns reached 
their destinations on time, and continued to march on their several 
roads — General Davis following the Savannah Biver road; General 
Slocum the middle road, by way of Springfield; General Blair the rail- 
road, and General Howard still south and west of the Ogeechee, with 
orders to cross to the east bank opposite Eden Station, or Station Ho. 2. 

As we approached Savannah the country became more marshy and 
difficult, and more obstructions were met in the way of felled trees, 
where the roads crossed the creek, swamps, or narrow causeways; but 
our pioneer.companies were well organized, and removed these obstruc- 
tions in an incredibly short time. Ko opposition from the enemy worth 
speaking of was encountered until the heads of columns were within 
fifteen miles of Savannah, where all the roads leading to the city were 
obstructed more or less by felled timber, with earth-works and artillery. 
But these were easily turned and the enemy driven away, so that by 
the loth of December the enemy was driven within his lines at Savan- 
nah. These followed substantially a swampy creek which emi)ties into 
the Savannah Biver about three miles above the city, across to the 
head of a corresponding stream which empties into the Little Ogeechee. 
These streams were singularly favorable to the enemy as a cover, being- 
very marshy, and bordered by rice fields, which, were flooded either by 
the tide water or by inland ponds, the gates to which were controlled 
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and covered by Ms heavy artillery. Tlie only ai)i)roaclies to tlie (oty 
were by live/narrow causeways — namely, the two railroads, and toe

In apxiroacliing Savannali (leneral Slomim struck tlu'. ('liarlest/on 
railroad near the bridge, and occupied the river-liank as his left Hank, 
Avhere lie had captured two of the enemy’s river boats, and had iiri'- 
vented tAvo others (gun-boa.ts) from coming doAvn tlie^ river to com- 
municate AAUtli the city; Avhile General IloAvard, by his right flank, 
had broken the Gulf railroad at Fleming’s and Wa,y’s Sta,tioiis, and 
occuxiied tlie I'ailroad itself doAvn to the lultle Ogei'.eliee, near Station 
1; so that no sui)x>lies could reach SaAninnali by any of its accustonied 
channels. We, on the contrary, iiossessiMl largi'. herds of cattle, which 
Ave had brought along or gathered in the country, a.nd our Avagons still 
contained a reasonalile amount of breadstulfs and other neiiessarii's, 
and the fine rice crojis of the Savannah and Ogeechee Itivm'S furnished 
to our men and animals a large amount of rice and ric.e straAV. ^ \\ 
also lield the country to the south and Avest of the Ogeechee as_ forag- 
ing ground. Still, communication AAuth the fleet Avas of vital imiM)r- 
tance; and I directed General Kiliiatrick to (‘ross the Ogeecliee by a. 
pontoon liridge, to reconnoiter Fort McAllister, and to proceed to Saiirt. 
Oatherine’s Sound, in the direction of Sunbery or Kilkenny lllutf, and 
open communication Avith the fleet. General lIoAvard had ])r('A’iously, 
by my direction, sent one of his best scouts doAvn the Og(H‘,chee in a 
canoe for a like xmi'pose. lint more than this aaois neci^ssary. ^Ve 
Avanted the vessels and their contents; and tin,'. OgeiM'hee Iliver, a nav- 
igable stream, close to the rear of our cami)S, Avas tin* jiroiier aAMmiie 
of supply. 

The enemy had burned the road bridge across the Ogeechee, just 
beloAv the mouth of the Cannouc.hee, knoAvii as King’s Bridge. TTiis 
was reconstructed in an incredibly vshort time, in the most substantial 
manner, by the Fifty-eighth Indiana (Oolonel Buell), under the direc- 
tion of Captain Keese, of the Engineer CorjAS, and on the morning of the 
13th of December the Second Division of the Fifteenth Gorx)s, under com- 
mand of Brigadier-General Hazen, crossed the bridge to the Avest bank 
of the Ogeechee and inarched doAvn Avitli orders to carry by assault 
Fort McAllister, a strong inclosed redoubt, manned by tAVO comiiauies 
of artillery and three of infantry, in all about 200 men, and mounting 
tAventy-three guns in barbette and one mortar. General Hazen reachetl 
the vicinity of Fort McAllister about 1 p. m., deployed liis division 
about the place, AAuth both flanks resting upon the rwer, posted his 
skirmishers judiciously behind the trunks of trees, Avhose brandies Inul 
been used for abatis, and about 5 p. m. assaulted the xilace Avith nine 
regiments at three ])oints, all of tliem successfully. I Avitnessed the 
assault from a rice mill on the opposite bank of the river, and can bear 
testimony to the handsome manner in Avhich it Avas accomplished. 
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Up to this time w(“. had riot coinmimicated with, our fleet. From the 
signal station at the rice mill our officers had looked for two days over 
.the rice lields and salt marsh, in the direction of Ossahaw Sound, hut 
could see nothing of it. But while watching the preparations for the 
assanlt on Fort McAllister we discovered in the distance what seemed 
to he the smoke-stack of a steamer, wdiich hecame more and more dis- 
tinct, until about the very moment of the assanlt she was plainly visi- 
ble below the fort, and our signal was answered. As soon as I saw our 
colors fairly x)lanted upon the walls of McAllister, in company with 
General Howard I went in a small boat dowm to the fort and met Gen- 
eral Hazen,Avho had not yet communicated with the gun-boat below, as 
it was shut out to him by a point of timber. Determined to communi- 
cate that night, I got another small boat and a creiv and pulled down 
the river till I found the tug Dandelion, Captain Williamson, U. S. 
FTavy, who informed me that Captain Duncan, who had been sent by 
General Howard, had succeeded in reaching Admiral Dahlgren and 
General Foster, and that he was expecting them hourly in Ossahaw 
Sound. ’ After making communications to those officers, and a short 
communication to tlie War Department, I returned to Fort McAllister 
that night, and belbre daylight was overtaken by Major Strong, of Gen- 
ei'al Foster’s staff, advising me that General Foster had arrived in the 
Ogeechee, near Fort McAllister, and was very anxious to meet me on 
board his boat. .1 accordi 1 1 gly returned with him, an d met Gen eral Foster 
on board the steamer hTemaha; and after consultation determined to 
procec'd with him down the sound in hopes to meet Admiral Dahlgren. 
But we did not meet him until we reached Wassaw Sound, about noon. 
I there went on board the admiral’s flag-sliip, the Harvest Moon, after 
having arranged with General Foster to send us from Hilton Head 
some siege ordnance and some boats suital)le for navigating the Ogee- 
cliee .Biver. Admiral Dahlgren very kindly furnished me wuth all the 
data concerning his fleet arid the numerous forts that guarded the 
inland channels between the sea and Savannah. I explained to him 
how completely Savannah wa,s invested at all points, save only the 
plank road on the South Carolina shore, known as the Union Causeway, 
■which 1 thought I could reach from my left flank across the Savannah 
Kiver. I explained to him that if he would simply engage tlie atten- 
tion of the forts along Wilmington Channel, at Beaulieu and Eosedew, 
I thought I could carry the defenses of Savannah by assault as soon 
as the heavy ordnance arrived from Hilton Head. On the 15th the 
admiral carried me back to Fort McAllister, whence I returned to our 
lines in the rear of Savannah. 

Having received and carefully considered all the reports of division 
commanders, I determined to assault the lines of the enemy as soon as 
my heavy ordnance came from Port Eoyal, first making aformal demand 
for surrender. On the 17th, a number of 30-i)ounder Parrott guns hav- 
ing reached King’s Bridge, I proceeded in person to the headquarters 
oi Major-G eneral Slocum, on the Augusta road, and dispatched thence 
into Savannah, by flag of truce, a formal demand for the surrender of 
the place; and on the following day received an answer irom General 
Hardee refusing to surrender. 

In the meantime further reconnaissances from our left flank had 
demonstrated that it was iminactieable or unwise to push any consid- 
erable force across the Savannah Eiver, for the enemy held the river 
opposite the city with iron-clad gun-boats, and could destroy any pon- 
toons laid down by us between Hutchinson’s Island and the South Car- 
olina shore, which would isolate any force sent over from that flank. 
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I tlieretV)re ordered CTeiieral Slociini to get into position the siege guns, 
and make all the preparations necessary to assault, and to report to me 
the earliest moment when he could be ready, whilst I should proceed 
rapidly round by the right, and make arrangements to occu])y the 
XJiiion Causeway from the clirection of Port Itoyal. General Foster 
had already established a division of troops on the peninsula or neck 
between the Coosawhatchie and Tullilinny Elvers, at the head of Broad 
Eiver, from which position he could reach the railroad with his artil- 
lery. .1 went to Port Eoyal in person, and made arrangements to 
re-enforce that command by one or more divisions, under a proper offi- 
cer, to assault and carry the railroad, and thence turn towa.rd Savan- 
nah until it occupied the causeway in question. I went on board tlie^ 
admiral’s flag-ship, the Harvest Moon, which j)ut to _s(5a tlie iiight of 
the 20th. But the wind was high, and increased during the night, so 
that the pilot judged Ossabaw Bar impassable, tnid ran into Tybee, 
whence Ave proceeded through the inland cliannels into Wassaw Sound, 
and thence through Eomney Marsh. But the ebb tide caiiglit the Har- 
vest Moon and she was unable to make the passage. Admiral Dahl- 
gren took me in his barge, and pulling in the direction of Vernon Eiver 
we met the army tug Eed Legs, bea, ring a message from my adjutant, 
Captain Haytoii, of that morning, the 21st, to the effect that our troops 
were in possession of the enemy’s lines, and were advancing without 
opposition into Savannah, the enemy having evacuated the place dur- 
ing the previous night. 

Admiral Hahlgren proceeded up the Vernon Eiver in his barge, while 
I transferred to the tug, in which I proceeded to Fort McAllister, aiid 
• thence to the rice mill, "and on the’morning of the 22d rode into the city 
of Savannah, already occupied by our troops. 

I was very much disapimiuted that Hardee had escaped with his 
garrison, and had to content myself Avith the material fruits of victory 
Avithout the cost of life Avhich Avould have attended a general assault. 
The substantial results aatII be more clearly set fortli in the tabular 
statements of heavy ordnance and other public, property accpiired. And 
it aatII suffice here to state that the important city of SaAmnnah, Avith 
its A'alnable harbor and riAmr, Avas the chief object of the campaign. 
With it we acqnire all the forts and heavy ordnance in its vicinity, Avith 
large stores of ammunition, shot and shells, cotton, rice, and other 
A^aiuable products of the country. We also gain locomotives and oars, 
which, though of little use to us in the x)resent condition of the rail- 
roads, .are a serious loss to the enemy; as Avell as four steam-boats 
gained, and the loss to the enemy of the iron-clad Savannah, one ram, 
and three transports, blown up or burned by them the night before. 

- Formal demand having been made for the surrender, and having been 
refused, I contend that everything within the line of intrenchments be- 
longs to the United States, and I shall not hesitate to use it, if neces- 
sary, for public xmrposes. But inasmuch as the inhabitants generally 
have manifested a friendly disposition, I shall disturb them as little as 
X^ossible consistently Avith the military rights of present and future 
military commanders, without remitting in the least our just rights as 
caxffors. 

After having made the necessary orders for the disposition of the 
troops in and about Savannah, I ordered Oapt. O. M. Poe, chief engineer, 
to make a thorough examination of the enemy’s Avorks in and about 
Savannah, with a vieAV to making it conform to our future uses. Uoav 
lines of defenses will be built, embracing the city proper; Forts Jackson, 
Thunderbolt, and Pulaski retained, with slight modifications in their 
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armament and rear defenses; all tlie rest of tlie enemy^’s forts vill be 
dismantled and destroyed, and tbeir heavy ordnance transferred to 
Hilton Head, where it can be more easily guarded. Our base of sup- 
plies will be established in Savannah as soon as the very difficult obstruc- 
tions xdaced in the river can be partially removed. These obstructions 
at i)resent offer a very serious impediment to the commerce of Savan- 
nah, consisting of crib-work of logs and timber heavily bolted together, 
and lilled with the cobble stones which formerly paved the streets of 
Savannah. All the channels below the city were found more or less 
filled with tori)edoes, which have been removed by order of Admiral 
Hahlgreii. So that Savannah already fulfills the imx)ortant x)art it was’ 
designed in our |)lans for the future. - 

In thus sketching the course of events connected with this campaign, 
I have purposely liassed lightly over the march from Atlanta to the sea- 
shore, because it was made in four or more columns, sometimes at a 
distance of fifteen or twenty miles from each other, and it was impos- 
sible for me to attend but one. Therefore, I have left it to the army and 
corx)S commanders to describe in their own language the events which 
attended the march of their respective columns. These reports are 
herewith submitted, and I beg to refer to them for further details. I 
would merely sum up the advantages which 1 conceive have accrued to 
us by this march. 

Our former labors in North G eorgia had demonstrated the truth that ^ 
no large array, carrying with it the necessary .stores and baggage, can 
overtake and capture an inferior force of the enemy in his own country. 
Therefore no alternative was left me but the one I adopted — namely, to 
divide my forces, and with the one x)art act offensb'ely against the 
enemy’s resources, while with the other' I should act defensively, and 
invite the enemy to attack, risking the chances of battle. In this con- 
clusion I have been singularly sustained by the results. General Hood, 
who, as I have heretofore described, had moved to the westward near 
Tuscumbia, witli a view to decoy me away from Georgia, finding him- 
self mistaken, was forced to choose either to pursue me, or to act ofl’en- 
sively against the otlier part left in Tennessee. He adopted the latter 
course; "and General Thomas has wisely and well fulfilled bis part of 
the grand scheme in drawing Hood well up into Tennessee until lie 
coidd concentrate all his own troops and then turn upon Hood, as he has 
done, and destroy or ffitally cripple his army. That part of my army 
is so far removed from me that I leave, with perfect confidence, its man- 
agement and history to General Thomas. 

I was thereby left with a well-appointed army to sever the enemy’s 
only remaining railroad communications eastward and rvestward, for 
over 100 miles — namely, the Georgia State Eailroad, which is broken np 
from Fairburii Station to Madison and the Oconee, and ■“the Central 
Eailroad, from Gordon clear to Savannah, with numerous breaks on the 
latter road from Gordon to Eatontou and from Millen to Augusta, and 
the Savannah Gulf Eailroad. We have also consumed the com and 
fodder in the region of country thirty miles on either side of a line from 
Atlanta to Savannah, as also the sweet potatoes, cattle, hogs, sheep 
and iioultry, and have carried away more than 10,000 horses and mules, 
as well as a countless number of their slaves. I estimate tbe damage 
done to the State of Georgia and its military resources at $100,000,000; 
at least, $20,000,000 of which has inured to our advantage, and the re- 
mainder is simple waste and destruction. This may seem a h ard species 
of warfare, but it brings the sad realities of war home to those who 
have been directly or indirectly instrumental in involving us in its 
attendant calamities.

for their country and their men. Ceneral Kilpatrick, who comiiiaiiibMl 
the cavalry of this army, has handled it with spji'it 
entire satisfaction, and kept a superior lorce ot the enemy s euv.ili > 
from even approaching our infantry columns or Avagon trams. 
report is full and graphic. All the division and brigade conmuiiKUirs 
merit my personaf and official thanks, and I shall sjiare noeltoits .o 
secure them commissions equal to the rank they Imve exercised so wolL 
As to the rank and iile, they seem so full of coniidence m tlieinsolves 
that I doubt if they want a compliment trom me; but 1 must do them 
the justice to say that whether called on to light, to inarch, to wade 
streams, to make roads, clear out obstructions, liiiild bridges, iiuike 
corduroy, or tear up railroads, they have_ done it with ala.erity aiul ii 
degree of cheerfulness unsurpassed. A little loose in toraging’, they 
“did some things they ought not to liave done,’’’ yet, on the whole, 
they have supplied the vlmts of the army Avith as little violence UiS 
could be expected, and as little loss as I eahailated. SonuMd’ tlusse, 
foraging parties had encounters with the enemy whieb would in ordi- 
nary times rank as respectable battles. The lielmvior ot our troops in 
Savannah has been so manly, so quiet, so perfei’t, that 1 take it as ffiie 
best evidence of discipline and true courage. Never was a liostih^ city, 
filled with women aud children, occupied by alarge army with less dis- 
order, or more system, order, and good government. Tlie same general 
and generous si)irit of confidence and good feeling pervades the Jiriuy 
which it has ever afibrded me es])ecial i)leasure to report ou l()rmer 


occasions. 

I avail myself of this occasion to express my heartfelt thauks to 
Admiral Dahlgren and 'the officers and men of his fleet, as also to < leii- 
eral Foster and his command, for tlie hearty V'Cleome given iis on our 
arrival at the coast, and for their ready and prompt eo-oiieration in all 
measures tending to the result accomplished. 

I send herewith a map* of the country through which we have passed ; 
reports from General Howard, . General Slocum, and General Kilpat- 
rick, and their subordinates, respectively, with the usual lists of eax)- 
tiired property, killed, wounded, and missing, prisoners of war taken 
and rescued; as also coifies of all papers illustrating theeampaign.

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In order that all may understand the importance of events it is 
proper to revert to the situation of affairs in September last. We held 
Atlanta, a city of little value to ns, but so important tc the enemy that 
Mr. Davis, the head of the rebellious laction in the South, visited his army 
near Palmetto and commanded it to regain it, as well as to ruin and 
destroy us by a series of measures which he thought would be eff ectual. 
That army, by a rapid march, gained our railroad near Dig Shanty, and 
afterward about Dalton. We pursued it, but it moved so rapidly that 
W6 could not overtake it, and General Hood led his army successlully 
far over toward Mississippi, in ho])6s to decoy us out of Georgia; but we 
were not then to be led away by him, and xu'cferred to lead and control 
events ourselves. Generals Thomas and Scholield, commanding the 
departments to our rear, returned to their posts and prepared to decoy 
General Hood into tlieir meslies, whilst Ave came on to complete the 
original journey. We quietly and deliberately destroyed Atlanta and 
all the railroads which the enemy had used to carry on war against us, 
occupied his State capital^ and then captured his commercial cajiital, 
which had been so strongly fortitied from the sea as to defy approach 
from that quarter. Almost at the moment of our victorious entry into 
SaiVanuah came the welcome and expected news that our comrades in 
Tennessee had also fullilled nobly and well their part; had decoyed 
General Hood to Nashville iind then turned on him, defeating his army 
thoroughly, capturing all his artillery, great numbers of prisoners, and 
were still pursuing the fragments down into Alabama. So complete a 
success ill military operations, extending over half a continent, is an 
achievement that entitles it to a place in the military history of the 


^ The armies serving in Georgia and Tennessee, as AA^ell as the local 
garrisons of Decatur, Dridgexiort, Chattanooga, and Murfreesborough, 
are alike entitled to the common honors, and each regiment may inscribe 
on its colors at pleasure the AYords “ Savannah ’’ or “ Nashville.’’ The 
general commanding embraces in the same general success the oper- 
ations of the cavalry column, under Generals Stoneman, Bur bridge, 
and Gillem, that penetrated into Southwest Virginia and paralyzed the 
efforts of the enemy to disturb the peace and safety of East Tennessee. 
Instead of being put on the defensive, Ave have at all iioints assumed 
the bold offensive, and completely thwarted the designs of the enemies 


of our country.

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Second Division. 

[JSFovemher.] — During tlie month the division has marched from 
Gave Si)riiig, Ga., via Vining’s Station, Atlanta, Hough and Heady, 
McDonough, Indian Springs, Ocmnlgee Mills, Hillsborough, Oliuton, 
Larksville, Irwinton, Ball’s Ferry, Irwin’s Oross-Eoads,_ and Summer- 
ville, Ga., and is still marching in a southeasterly direction toward the 
coast. The division has participated in all the skirmishes in which the 
cori>s was engaged. During the month the division has received some 
800 recruits. 

December 1. — Marched from Summerville, Ga.,in a southeasterly direc- 
tion. 

December 9 . — Grossed the Gannouchee Eiver in the morning, struck 
the Gulf railroad near Eden, destroying between six and ten miles of 
the road. 

December 10 . — Eecrossed the Gannouchee, and moved to a point near 
the junction of the Gannouchee and Ogeechee, and crossed in good 
order, 

December 13. — In the morning crossed the Ogeechee at King’s Bridge 
and toolc up our line of inarch ibr Fort McAllister; invested the fort at 
3.30 o’clock ; stormed at 4.30 o’clock. The flags of nine regiments were 
planted on the fort in ten minutes from the time the order to charge 
was given. Our loss was 4 commissioned officers and 20 men killed, 
and 7 commissioned officers and 103 men wounded. The enemy’s loss 
was 14 killed, 21 wounded, and 195 prisoners (unhurt), including 1 offleer 
killed and 17 captured; total, 230. The fort contained 11 siege guns, 1 
10-inch mortar, 12 field pieces, and 60 tons of ammunition, and a large 
amount of commissary stores and liquors. 

December 14. — Went into campon Middleton’s plantation, near the 
fort. 

December 17 to 21. — Made a thorough destruction of the Gulf rail- 
road from the Ogeechee Eiver to Walthourville, a distance of thirty 
miles. 

December 21 to 31. — In camp near the fort. All the guns, ammuni- 
tion, &<},, moved out. 

The following is a repetition of losses, &c., since December 1: 4 
commissioned officers killed, 7 wounded, and 2 captured; 20 enlisted 
men killed, 111 wounded, and .38 captured.

November Having concentrated at Oartersville and Allatoona, 
Ga., and the sick, surplus camp and garrison ecpiipage, baggage, &c., 
having been sent to the rear, the division started for Atlanta, Ga., to 
reioin the corps (Fifteenth), arriving, at that place and encamping near 
White Hall on the 14th. At Atlanta the command was supplied with 
the necessary quartermaster’s stores. 

November i5.— The division started south from Atlanta, since which 
time it has marched via McDonough, Jackson (crossing Ocmulgee Eiver 
at Seven Islands), Hillsborough, Clinton, and Gordon (at which time 
the command tore up four miles of railroad),^ Irwinton (crossing the 
Oconee Eiver about four miles below the railroad bridge, at Ball’s 
Ferry), and Irwin’s Cross-Eoads; from thence moving on the extreme 
right to Summerville. 

December i.— The division started from Summerville and marched via 
Cannouchee, Statesborough, crossing the Ogeechee Eiver at Jenks’ 
Bridge; thence marching between the Little and Big Ogeechee Eivers 
to Bethel Church, on the Savannah Canal. 

December 10. — The suiiply train was left in camp, and the division 
moved up on south side of canal to a point about four miles and a hali 
from Savannah, at which point the enemy were met; sliirmished with 
them during the 10th and 11th; evening of the 11th moved toward the 
right to Anderson’s plantation. 

December iA— Marched to Miller’s Station (Eo. 1), on Gulf railroad, 
remaining at that place until the 21st, and then, the enemy having 
evacuated, the command moved into its present camp in the suburbs 
of the city. 

During the campaign the command cut about ten miles of road 
through the woods, corduroyed over 5,000 yards of impassable roads; 
and destroyed 800 bales of cotton.

November 25 . — Marched to Irwintonj twelve miles. 

November 26 . — Marched eleven miles. 

November 27 . — Grossed Oconee Eiver; encamped six miles beyond. 

November 28 to 30 . — Continued marching, and arrived at Summer- 
ville; no fighting; plenty to eat, and all in good spirits. 

Neeemher 1 . — Left bivouac near Summerville; marched toward 
Savannah. 

December 9 . — Grossed Ogeechee Eiver near Edwin’s [Eden ?] Station 
and bivouacked at the Ogeechee Canal, fourteen miles from Savannah; 
met the enemy strongly intrenched and skirmished until dark. 

December 11 . — Ordered around to the right; went into camp near 
Station No. 1, Gull railroad, on the 12th, where command remained 
until the 21st, when it moved into Savannah and encamped on the out- 
skirts of the city.

9th, moved in rear of the Seventeenth 
Army Corps and encamped at Pooler Station, eleven miles from 
Savannah, Ga. 10th, encamped five miles from SavaTiiiali, Ga. 

December li.— Patrolled the Ogeechee Eiver to find a crossing and 
encamped near King’s Bridge. 

December Crossed the Ogeechee and Oaimouchee on pontoons. 
Encamped four miles of Fort McAllister, which we intended to attack 
and take on the following morning. , . , . „ . 

December 18. — Beceived orders from the general-in-cluel not to attack 
the fort, but try and open communication with our fleet at Saint Cathe- 
rine’s Sound, which was done. Encamped at Kilkenny Blulf. 

December li.— First Brigade encamped at Sunbury ; Second Brigade, 
at Midway. Kotliing transpired. 

December 15. — In camp. 

December 16 and 77.— Marched to vicinity of King’s Bridge and went 
into camp. 17th, 2,000 men, under Colonel Atkins, in conjunction with 
one division of infantry, moved to Altamaha bridge to destroy it and 
railroad track. The former being difficult of approach and strongly 
defended, its destruction was prevented: but the latter was thorougldy 
destroyed, and the command returned to camp, patrolling the Ogeechee 
until the 23d, when headquarters and First Brigade crossed and went 
into camx> nine miles from Savannah, where the command is now 
[December 31] encamped.

Sm: I Lave tlie lionor of reportmg- to the Engmeer Department as 
follows coiiceriiiiig- tbe operations wliicli have just ended in the oeeu- 
pation of Savannah and the opening’ of eoniplete ccniiniuiii cations In*.- 
tween this army and the forces in the Department ol fche Souih . 

On the 15th of November the Fifteenth, Seventeenth, and Twcnrtietli 
Army Corps took up their line of march from Atlanta, Prepa.i’afory 
to the movement, General Slierman directed me to destroy witli engi- 
neer troops all railroads and property belonging tinweto; all .store- 
houses, machine shops, mills, factories, &c., within the lim'S of the ene- 
my's defenses at Atlanta. The work of destrindion was thoroughly 
done, under my personal supervision, by the Michigan Engineers and 
Missouri Engineers. About ten miles of track were destroyed l)y 
burning the wood-work and twisting each rail, the latter operiition 
being performed by a very simple machine designed by myself. The 
designated buildings were first burned and the walls afterward razed 
to the ground. For military ijurposes the city of Atlanta has f .eased 
to exist, there being no railroad either to or from it. The Oliatta- 
nooga road was destroyed from Cartersville to Atlanta, the West 
Point road to Fairburn, and the Macon road to Lovejoy’s. On tlu^ 
morning of the 15th of November the march began — the Fifteenth and 
Seventeenth Corps taking the roads whichleadto Griswold and Gordon, 
on the Macon and Savannah Eailroad, and the cavalry moving^ upon 
their right flank, threatening Macon; the Twentieth Corps took that 
passing through Stone Mountain to Social Circle, on tlie Augusta I'nil- 
road; the Fourteenth Corps moved on the morning ofthelOtli of No- 
vember, taking the road through Lithonia and Covington . The Twentieth 
Corps destroyed the Augusta railroad from Social Circle to apoint near 
Greensborough, the Fourteenth Corps destroying Irom Lithonia, to 
Social Circle. The Twentieth Corps then hurried southward tliroiigli 
Eatonton to Milledgeville, which place they entered on the evenings of 
the 22d of November. The Fourteenth Corps deflected at Brick [Store | 
and passed via Shady Dale, Salem, Eatonton Factory, Vaughnks, iind 
Eaimoth to Milledgeville, where they arrived early in the morning of the 
23d of November. The Fifteenth and Seventeenth destroyed the (leor- 
gia Central Eailroad from Griswold to Tennille Station, including the 
Oconee bridge. The cavalry made a strong demonstration on the Avorks 
at Macon, and afterward destroyed the railroad from Griswold westward, 
to include Walnut Creek bridge, three miles east of Macon. TLe cav- 
alry, supported by M alcutt’s brigade, of the Fifteenth Army Corps, had 
a severe fight at Duncan’s farm on the 21st [22dl of November, in 
which our forces gained a complete Adetory. 

On the 24th of November the Fourteenth anil the Twentieth Corps and ' 
Q 4 moved from Milledgeville, the cavalry taking the road, via 

intending to jiass to the eastward 
01 Aiillen, and, if possible, liberate the prisoners of Avar at th^t iioint. 
iJiey struck the Augusta and Milieu branch railroad near Waynes- 
joiough, captured a train of cars, and burned some track and biddge.s, 

■ "Jit ^'aruing that the piksouers had been removed from Milieu turmul 
Dact. iiie r ourteenth Corps marched direct for Saudersville and the 
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Tweiitietli Corps took tlie road, via Hebron, to the same place. At this 
[K)int some (Rivalry, under the command of AVlieeler, offered resistance, 
but were quickly dispersed, only the skirmishers of the advanced guard 
of the two infantry corps being engaged. The court-house in Sanders- 
ville, a very substantial brick" l)uilding, was burned by order of Gen- 
eral Bhenn an, because the enemy had made use of its portico from 
whi(;h to lire ui)on our troops. Tlie Fifteenth and Seventeenth Corps, 
which had been destroying railroad, here communicated from Irwin’s 
Cross-Hoads, and then lelt the railroad, the order of march being as 
follows: The cavalry on the left flank; the Fourteenth Corps direct to 
Louisville; the Twentieth Corps, via Da^nsborough, to Ogeechee bridge, 
destroying the railroad from Tennille Station to and including said 
bridge; the Seventeenth Corps, by the first road south of the railroad, 
to Burton Station (Ho. 9J); and the Fifteenth Corps via Johnson’s. 
The Twentieth Corps, after burning Ogeechee bridge, ijassed to the 
northward through Louisville; the Seventeenth Corps crossed the 
Ogeechee on a pontoon bridge at Station 9|, and thence moved along 
the railroad to the Five-Mile Post from Savannah; the Twentieth 
Corps tlirough Springlield; and the h'onrteenth Corps close as possible 
to the Savannah Eiver; the Fifteenth Corps continued on the south 
side of the Ogeechee to Station 2 (Eden), -when three divisions crossed 
to the north side, while one (llazen’s) moved on down to Fort McAllis- 
ter, which w(;)rk -was very handsomely carried by assault, capturing the 
entire garrison, twenty-three guns, and all the stores. The same even- 
ing General Shermuff ])ersoiially communicated with the fleet. Orders 
had been given on the previous day for the investment of the city. Ho 
at tempt at assault was made, though the opinion universally ijrevailed 
that such an attempt would be successful. The general commanding 
was not willing to sacrifice any lives, feeling certain that the city must 
soon fall into our hands at any rate. 

The line occupied by the enemy was as follows : Beginning at the 
mouth of the small creek emptying into the Savannah two miles and a 
half above the city; thence along the southeastern bank of that creek 
until the headwaters of Salt Marsh Creek were reached; then follow- 
ing along that stream to and along Vernon Eiver to the sea, the lower 
points being held by detached works behind impassable swamps. All 
the a])proaches to this line w'eie rendered very difficult by dams con- 
structed across all small streams. A line Avas found interior to this, 
coiniiiencing at Laurel Grove Cemetery on the right, and resting on 
the river between Savannah and Fort Jackson. This was a very heavy 
line, consisting in part of a continnons bastioned line and in part of a 
system of detache<l lunettes in detensive relations. Ho attempt was 
made by the enemy to hold this line. They abandoned Savannah and 
all its dependencies on the night of December 20, and we occupied 
them on tlie morning of the 21 st, a. Amst amount of warlike material 
and many guns (the number not yet definitely known) falling into our 
hands, i iioticed among them one brass 6-ponnder liaAong upon it the 
arms of the State of Georgia and the words ‘‘Georgia Military Insti- 
tute.” I suggested to Oaptaiii Baylor, chief of ordnance, that he send 
that gun to the Military Academy at West Point, and he has signified 
his intention of doing so. The enemy evidently evacuated his position 
on aecouiit of want of supplies. An assault had been ordered, and 
Avonld liave been made in a day or two, Avbicli AAmuld probably have 
been successful. 1 should have said that the enemy, in consequence of 
onr occupation of the city, destroyed his gun-boats and the iron-clad 
ram Savannah. 
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A new line of defenses seleiited by myself and approved by General 
Sbermaii.bas been begun, Captain Keese, Corps ol; Engineers, being 
cliarged with its construction. It will consist of a system ot detacdied 
lunettes in defensive relations, wliicb are intended to be connected at 
our IdSiJe. These work will be principally anned with captured 
cnins. The line will be about two miles and a half in development and 

fs intended for a garrison of about 5,000 men. . 

On the march, the Engineer Department was constantly engaged iii , 
the most arduous duties, repairing roads, building bridges, 
railroads, and all other matters coming within our province. I think 
I can safely say that the department is popular in this army, and 
enjoys the esteem and confidence of all commanders. Not haying yet 
received detailed reports, I cannot specify the amount ot labor per- 
formed, but it was immense. ^ ^ ^ 

Cant 0 B.Eeese, chief engineer Department and Army ot the Ten- 
nessee, was my constant reliance and support. Tlie Corps ot Engineers 
has no more valuable officer in the field. Tlis services are appieciated 
in the army to which ho belongs. First Lieutenant btickiiey acted as 
assistant to Captain Eeese and discharged his duty in a satistactory 

First' Lient. William Ludlow acted as cliiel' engineer of ttio wins' 
comimmded by Geiiei-al Slocnin, and is liiglily commended by that otii- 
cer. He is a (lashing young officer. . ’ 

The pontoon train accompanying the Left Vv mg^Ayas in charge ot the 
Filtv-eighth Indiana Volunteers, Col. GeorgUA T. Lnell (ummaiidiiig ; 
that with the Eight Wing Avas in charge of the First Missouri Engi- 
neers, Lieutemmt-Goloiicl TAveeddale. Neither of these trains, tlniugh 
frequently used, failed ns at any time. Their efficiency Imcame a subject 
of remark tbroughont the army. One of these trains (tlm one belong- 
ing to the Eight Wing) has been Imuled on wagons all tlie AAniy Irom 
Nashville, Ifenn., whence it started in April last, {pd it is still in an 
efficient condition — strong evidence of the durability ot the canAuis

Early in November tlie preparations for the march to Savannah 
were completed and everytliiug held in readiness tlierefor. IJnder di- 
rections from tlie major-general commanding, engineer orders were 
issued making the proper assignment of engineer troops and bridge 
ijX'ctins 

Meanwhile a freshet in the Chattahoochee carried away all onr trestle 
bridges, and such as were necessary for the passage of the army on its 
return to Atlanta were relaid trom the pontoon trains. I hey were put 
down, tAvo at the Chattahoochee railroad bridge and one at inrner s 
Ferry. 

Foi' portion of report (here omitted) relating to tlie Atlanta Cainpaigu, etc., see 
Vol. XXXVIII, Part I, p . 127. 
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Tlie engineer organization for tlie inarch to Savannah was as follows ; 

. First. Engineer troops and troops of the line on engineer duty : (1) 
First Eeginieiit Michigan Engineers and Mechanics, Ool. J. B. Yates, 
unassigned, receiving orders direct from headquarters Military Division 
of the hlississippi, ten companies, 1,500 men, (2) First Missouri En- 
gineers, Lieut. Col. 'VVilliani Tweeddale, in charge of pontoon train with 
iiight Wing (Army of the Tennessee), live companies, 500 men. (3) 
Fifty-eighth Kegiment Indiana Volunteer Infantry, Col. George P. Buell, 
in charge of iiontoon train of Left Wing, ten companies, 775 men. 
Total, 2,775 men. 

Second. Pioneers: Loft Wing, six divisions, each having a pioneer 
(iorjis of the average strength of 100 men, 600 men ; Eight Wing, seven 
divisions, each having a pioneer corps of the average strength of 100 
wddtes and 70 negroes, 1,200 men; total, 1,800 men. 

Eecapitnlation : Engineer troops and troops of the line doing engineer 
duty, 2,775 men; pioneers, 1,800 men; aggregate for engineer duty, 
d,575 men. 

Third. Tools and tool trains: Each of the pioneer corps carried a suf- 
ficient number of tools to work their full strength, and in the Bight 
"Wing they were supplied Avith a duplicate set, wliich Avere carried in 
AATigoiis. Ill the Left Wing each brigade was provided AAuth a tool 
wagon, loaded Avith about 350 in trenching tools. A great many axes 
and sliovels Avcre in the hands of the troops, but alAAOiys AAuthin reach 
ill case of emergency. The Michigan Engineers and Mechanics had a 
train of fifty Avagons, of AAdiicli twenty were loaded with tools, as fol- 
loAVS: 1, 500* axes and hel ATS, 1,500 sIioatIs, 700 picks and hehTs, 200 
hatchets, and an ample supply of carpenters’ and bridge building tools, 
and extra saAVS and angers; also, 100 hooks Avhicli 1 had devised for 
tAvisting railroad iron. The remainder of the Avagons carried subsist- 
ence and quartermaster’s stores. The Missouri Engineers had a much 
smaller train, Avliich was soniCAAiiat mixed up with the pontoon train of 
which they had charge. They carried the following intrenching tools: 
500 shoveis, 500 axes; also, an assortment of carpenters’ and black- 
smiths’ tools. 

Eourth. Pontoon trains: Lett Wing — pontoniers, Fifty-eighth Begi- 
ment Indiana Volunteer Infantry, Ool. George P. Iliiell commanding, 
775 men. Materials: 51 canvas iiontoon-boats, complete, 15 extra 
covers, 10 anchors, 2,000 pounds roiie, 37 horses, 505 mules, 94 wagons, 
3 ambulances, 2 tool wagons, 3 forges, 850 chesses, 196 balks, and the 
necessary harness, &c., to make the outfit complete. This regiment 
carried its oavii supplies of subsistence and forage on the wagons in the 
above list. The lengtli of bridge Avhich could be built fi’om this train 
by cutting small timber for the balk was 850 feet. Eight Wing — pon- 
toiiiers, First Missouri Engineers, Lieut. Col. William Tweeddale com- 
manding; strength, 530 men. Materials: 28 canvas pontoon-boats com- 
plete, 28 boat wagons, 600 chesses, 15 chess-wagons, 196 claw balks, 1 
forge, 1 battery Avmgon, 2 tool Avagons (a general assortment), 7 forage 
wagons, and a sufficient quantity of harness, rope, &c. Length of 
bridge, 580 feet; total length of bridges, 1,430 feet. 

The foregoing was the engineer organization and equipment which 
was considered sufficient to make the campaign which I knew AAmuld 
be made to Savannah. 

On the 7th of BoATmber I received a telegram from General 
Sherman directing me to take charge of the destruction of the 
railroads, depots, steam machinery, &c., in the city of Atlanta. On 
the 9th I telegraphed as folloAAT: “I am all ready to do the Avork

^*^ 1 ^ waruot\mtirth?e\ma of the 15th of November that lire was 
apiilied to the heaps of rubbish we had made. 1 was upon the ground 
in person to see that the work was done in a proper and ordealy man- 
ner; and. so far as engineer troops were concerned, this awxs the ca,se. 
But maiiv buildings in the business part of the city Avere destroyed 1),\ 
lawless persons, who, hy sneaking around in blind alleys, succeeded in 
firing many houses Avhich it was not intended to touch. 

Three army corps moved on the luoriiiiig’ of the l.ith ot .Novembei, 
striking bohlly out toward the sea. On the moriiiiig of tlie IGth the 
other army corps and the headquarters military division moved. ^ 1 lu*. 
map* forwarded to the Bureau of Engineers w^itli my letter dated (rolds- 
borougli, N. 0., April 7, 1855, will indicate the routes pursued by each 
army corps until our arrival in front of Savannah. During this marcli 
the Augusta railroad Avas destroyed, as described above, to include 
the Oconee bridge. The Georgia Central Avas destroyed from Walnut 
Creek, within three miles of Macon, to the city ot Sayaiiuali. The 
Charleston and Savannah llailroad from the Savannah River bridge to 
Savannah, the Savaimah and Gulf Railroad from Savannah to tlie 
Altamaha, the branch from Milieu to Augusta for several miles IToni 
Milieu, and the branch from Gordon to Eatontoii siilfered severely. 

Pontoon bridges Avere built at the following xioiiits: Over tlie YelloAV 
River, at railroad crossing, 100 feet; o\"er the Ulcofauhacliee, at roaid 
crossing, 80 feet; over the Ocmulgee, at Planters’ Eactory, 200 feet; 
over the Little River, at railroad crossing, 250 feet; oA^er the Oconee 
River, at Ball’s Ferry, 300 feet; over the "^Buffalo Greek, on Sandei'vS- 
Aulle road, 400 feet; over the Buffalo Greek, on u];)X)er Sandersville 

* To appear iu the Atlas. 
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road, 400 feet; over tlie Ogeeoliee Eiver, on Louisville road, 20 
over tlie Ogeecdioe Eiver, near Burton Station, 200 feet; over tlic 
cliee Eiver, Jones’ Ferry, 300 feet; over the Buck Head Grr 
Milieu road, 100 feet; over the Little Ogeechee, near Station 4^, i 
over the Ogeechee, at Jenks’ Ferry, 300 feet; over the Ogeecimt;, au 
Dalton’s Ferry, 250 feet; over the Ogeechee, at Hilton’s Bridge, 300 
feet; total, 3,460 feet. 

On the 10th of December the army arrived in front of Savannah. 
Eeconnaissaiices were pushed south of the Cannouchee Eiver, and, for- 
tunately, a i.)lau of Fort McAllister Avas found. Other reconnaissances 
were made along the entire extent of the enemy’s front, Avhich was found 
haaited along the southeastern edge of the chain of SAvainps ruiiuiug 
from the Savmnnah Eiver, opposite King’s Island, via the point where 
the Ogeechee road crosses Salt Marsh Greek, to the junction between 
Salt Marsh Greek and the Little Ogeechee, and thence through the 
Vernon, Eosedew, and Beaulieu batteries to Fort McAllister. This 
line was intrenched in the usual manner, and the defenses were greatly 
strengthened by closing the sluice gates at the Savannah Eiver and 
building dams across Salt Marsh Greek, the effeof being to make a 
body of water in front of their entire line. 

dll the 11th it was decided to attack Fort McAllister, as that was the 
only obstacle to our free communication with the fleet in Ossabaw Sound. 
iThe enemy had destroyed the bridge over tlie Ogeechee, on the Darien 
Voad, commonly known as the “ King’s Bridge.” Tliis Avas rebuilt by 
the First Missouri Engineers, under direction of Gapt. G. B. Eeese, 
Gorps of Engineers, and chief engineer Department and Army of the 
Tennessee, and on the morning of the 13th the Second Division, Fif- 
teenth Army Corps, crossed over and moA'ed along the south bank of 
the river, reaching the vicfliiity o'f Fort McAllister in the afternoon. 
As soon as the troops could be properly formed the assault Avas made, 
and tlie fort Avas carried in handsome style. The same evening the 
general commanding the military division passed down the river ami 
communicated Avith the fleet. Fort McAllister stood on the right bank 
ol the Ogeechee Eiver, at the first point of “ fast land ” met Avith in 
ascending that stream, and perfectly commanded the channel. The 
trace of the fort Avas irregular, the water front conforming to the shore 
line and the line of “ fast land,” Avhile the land front Avas on a regular 
bastioned trace. The guns— of Avhich there were twenty-tAvo — Avere gen- 
erally mounted in barbette. The fort was provided on its land front 
Avith a good ditch, having a voav of stout palisades at its bottom, 'well 
built glacis, and a row of excellent abatis, exterior to Avhich was planted 
a roAV of 8-inch shells arranged to explode when trodden upon. These 
shells Avere arranged in a single row just outside the abatis, and were 
about three feet tfom center to center. It Avas impossible to move an 
assaulting force upon the fort Avithoiit suffering from the explosion of 
these shells. The fact that nearly all the guns of the fort were mounted 
in barbette rendered it much easier to carry it by assault, since our 
skirmish line advancing at a run readily approached Avithin 200 
yards, and by throwing themselves flat on the ground were Avell con- 
cealed by the high grass, and could pick off the rebel gunners at their 
leisure, readily silencing the fire of the fort, after Avhich our assaulting 
force was formed in full view of and not more than 500 yards from the 
parapet. 

After the capture of Fort McAllister the obstructions in the river, 
consisting of a double roAv of piles and torpedoes, Avere removed, and 
steam-boats ascended to the King’s Bridge, Avhere was established our 
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depot of supplies. Some of tlie guns were removed from Fort McAllis- 
ter and taken there preparatory to placmg them in ^attery along our 
lines, and six 30-pounder Parrotts were brought down from Hilton Head 
for the same purpose. We were fast getting ready lor another assault, 
which would this timehavebeen made directly upon their main line, when, 


nah Kiver on a bridge of flat-boats, made his escape, havmg abaiidoned 
a larce number of guns and other material of war, and bloun up his 
iron-clads. In this case, as in that of Atlanta, no attempt was imicm to 
make regular siege approaches. Our lines vrere thrust forward at all 
points to the edge of the water defenses of the enemy without any neces- 
sity for siege approaches, and beyond that it was useless to attempt 
anything of the kind. We could only get into the rebel lines by open 
assault, '^'which was deemed quite practicable, yiarticularly near the 
crossing of the Ogeechee road over Salt Marsh Greek, and in fi out of 
our batteries at Shaw’s Bridge, over the Ogeechee Canal. 1 had closely 
recoimoitered the latter yioint and found that the natural obstacles 
were not very great, but the enemy’s works were strongest here. Soon 
after our occupation of the city of Savannah, the major-geneial com- 
manding directed me to select a new line, to be intrenched lor the defense 
of such" stores, depots, and material as we would leave there in future 
operations. In company with Captain Hcese, 1 made a caiefiil leoon- 
naissance, and decided upon the location and character of the woiks. 
These were, in their main features, a system of large lunettes to be 
closed at the gorge and to be placed in defensive relations Avith each 
other, so that they might be held independently, but to be also con- 
nected by curtains of infantry parapet, so as to be used as a continu- 
ous line, "if that was deemed desirable. The estimated garrison was 
5,U00 men. The location of the new lines was very nearly the same as 

those of 1814. _ , v i 

Before leaving Savannah on the campaign through the Oaroliiias, by 
request of Greueral GroA^er, Avho was left in command at Savannah, I 
handed him a paper, of Avhich the following is a copy:

complete anuainent are indicated. Caiitaiu Sntef has also been turnished with tfiose 
maps captured at this city A\'hich relate to tlie defense. Opposite the city, on tue 
main Carolina shore, two small AVorks should he built to (.‘ommand the Union canse- 
Avay and the Huger causeway. The aboA'c coutemxilates an attack hy a much larger 

force than the garrison, and, in my opinion, Avill ncA'^er he made. 

Second. The defense of the approaches : Three main roads lead into the city lr(^ 
inland, xiz, the Ogeechee plank road (Darien road), the Louisville stage road, the 
Augusta stage road. The Last tAAm join Avithiu one mile and a hall ol the city, ihe 
points Avhere the enemy's late lines crossed these roads fnraish the best delense. When 
taken in conjunction with the obstacles formed hy opening the sluice gates at high 
tide the positions are strong. If the bridge across the Ogeechee at King sis destroyed, 
it effectually cuts off direct approach hy that road, and it can only be reached by 
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{■roasiiig the river above and getting to it by some of the numerous cross-roads. An 
(>,noniy would not be likely to do this, unless he were in largely superior force, since 
lie woxild necessarily put himself in a “pocket. ” 

Third. The defense of the river navigation: This is best accomplished by a force 
stationed at this city large enougli to go out and tight any enemy that would be 
likely to approach. In order that onr opijonents might reach any of the points yvhere 
they could injure us much, they Avonld bo compelled to thrust themselves some miles 
beyond us, leaving Avlnatever garrison there might be in Savannah on their flank and 
in rear. They could not interrupt navigation without establishing themselves in 
inclosed Avorks upon the hank of 8aint Augustine Creek (we hold Fort Jackson), and 
a very short time Avould su ffice for the capture of any' enemy having temerity enough 
to do this. With all our great resources of water transportation I regard it impossi- 
ble lor our enemy to make a successful lodgment on Saint Angustine Creek.

8avannah, Ga., December 38, 1864. 

Captain : The campaigii of Savannah is so closely connected with 
the campaign into Alabama, jiivSt closed, and I have so carefully stated 
tiic strength of luy army and left it concentrated at Atlanta, where it 
remained but one day, that 1 will not weary you with a repetition. 
General Sherman’s Field Orders, Kos. 115 and lio, issued from Kings- 
ton, Ga.,’<' so remarkable for comideteness and so explicit that they could 
not be misunderstood, have been faithfully adhered to. They were the 
means of initiating preparations fully adequate to the work that has 
been acconqilishecl. 

My command consisted of two army corps— the Fifteenth {Maj. Gen. 
F. J. Osterhaiis), of four divisions, as follows: First Division, Brig- 
adier-General Woods; Second Division, Brig. Gen. W. B. Hazen; Third 
Division, Brig. Gen. John E. Smith; Fourth Division, Brig. Gen. J. M. 
Corse ; the Seventeenth Army Corps, Maj. Gen. F. P. Blair commanding, 
consisted of three divisions, as follows: First Division, Maj. Gen. J. A. 
Mower; Third Division, Brig. Gen. M. D. Leggett; Fourth Division, 
Brig. Gen. Giles A. Smith— one regiment cavalry (First Alabama), 
one regiment of engineers (First Missouri), and a bridge train of suf- 
ficient capacity to throw tAvo bridges across any stream that we found 
en route.

On my arrival at Gordon, I directed General Blair to'seud 
loiuvard the Inrst Alabama Cavalp'^ and General G. A. Smith’s division some eight 
or te,u imlos toward the Oconee bridge, which he did, with iustrnctious to move tor- 
ward to-day, and, il jiossihle, to secure that bridge and plank it over for infautrv to

^ No vein 1)01 23, 18ti4, tire fourth Division, Fifteenth Corps, with bridge train, hav- 
ing roads that were almost impassable, only reached tlio vicinity of Clinton last 
night, ihia morning fllty-live six-mnle teams have been sent to assist the iiontoon 
tyjiiu tlirongh. General Woods’ division is moving up this way abreast of General

The number of prisoners of war iinny hands: In the Seyenteenth Corps, 35 enlisted' 
men; in the f ilteenth Corps, 80 enlisted men; total, 115. I belieye the cayalry 
haye some 50 or (10 more in addition. We have about 45 wounded of our own men " 
The number of bales of cotton reported officially to have been burned is 2 130 
A large cotton factory, known as Ocmnlgee Mills, or Planters’ Factory, on the map 
coubainiug 1,500 .spindles and giving employment to 150 hands, and some 20 cotton ' 
gins, liiive also been destroyed. 

We have found the country full of provisions and forage, and have almost com- 
pletely suiiplied ourselves, drawing but very little upon our rations. 

The above estimate is independent of what has been done by the cavalry I regret 

to say that quite a number of private dwellings which the 'inhabitants have foft 
have been destroyed by lire, but without official sanction; also, many instances of 
the most iiiexcusahle and wanton acts, such as the breaking open of trunks takin<>- 
of silver iilate, etc. I have taken measures to prevent it, and I believe thevNvill be 
cfffiotiial. The inliabitaiits are generally terrified, and believe us a thousand times 
worse tluiii avo are. Having soldiers in the command who have been bitten b v blood- 
hounds, permission has been given to kill them. " 

Permit me to commend to you Generals Blair and Osterhaus and the officers and 
men under them, also General Kilpatrick and his command, for their faithfulness 
energy, and untiring exertions to make our march a complete success While the ' 
pleasant weather lasted, the marches Avere easily made ; but as soon as the rains came 
on, the roads became very heavy and the poorer mules broke down, hut Ave have 
ffiimd a munbor in the cojiutry that have more than replaced our losses 
The members of my stalf have given me material aid, and I hope to be able to 
reward them substantially at some time for faithful serAuces.

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The above order was literally couformed to, excepting- tliat a portion 
of General Oorse’s division bore to the right and entered Wi-ightsville 
the capital of J olmsoii County. Some considerable difficulty arose from 
the numerous roads through the pine woods, and from the fact that 
neither citizens nor negroes knew of such a place as Johnson’s Gross- 
Itoads, At night of the 28th the comm.and encamped — the center col umn 
near liiddleville, the left abreast on the Sandersville and Savannah 
roads, and the right (consisting of one brigade and a batterv of artillery) 
at Wrightsville. " v 

The next day (29th) the two lower columns nearly formed a junction, 
the advance, under General Woods, encamping near Summerville, and 
the rest along the lower Savannah road and near Sunderland’s Mills 
some seven miles to the rear of General Woods; the Seventeenth 
Corps on tlie upper Savanua.h road, abreast of Station hlo. 10 of the 
Georgia Central Kailroad. The character of the country, open pine 
woods, wire grass, quite a number of swamps along the Ohoopee Eiver 
and its tributaries, very few clearings or plantations. Quite a number 
of mules and horses were captured in the swamps, the citizens havin«- 
run them off, in the hope of escaping our army and Wlieeler’s cavalry. 

ISIoveniber 30, Generals Woods and Corse’s divisions pushed on through 
Summerville northward, until they reached the upper Savannah road 
a,nd eiH'amped near Deep Creek. General Blair moved forward to 
Station No, 9J, effecting a crossing of the Ogeechee. At that point he 
rebuilt the wagon bridge, partially destroyed, and also laid a pontoon 
bridge across tbe river. 

December 1, the three columns moved as follows: The lower on the 
Statesborough road, the middle upon the Savannah road, and the left 
along the Georgia Central Eailroad, destroying it en route. The two 
right columns encamped opposite Station No. 8, General Woods secur- 
ing and repairing the wagon bridge across tlie Ogeechee at that point.. 
A small force crossed over and made a break in tlie railroad and 
destroyed the depot. The Seventeenth Corps succeeded in reaching Sta- 
tion No. 9. December 2, the columns preserved the same order of 
march. General Blair reached Millen, having completely destroyed 
the railroad up to that point, including the large depot, and consider- 
able lumber, railroad ties, &c. The middle column encamped near 
Clifton’s Ferry, having thrown a bridge over the Ogeechee at that 
point, and sent a brigade of General Corse’s division to assist the 
Seventeenth Corps in breaking up tbe railroad. Tii addition to the 
above. Scull’s Creek, a wide stream too deep to be forded, was carefully 
bridged in two places. Our scouting parties hurried on to Scarborough 
a little below, and seized a mail, which gave us Savannah jiapers of 
that day. December 3, the Fifteenth Corps remained in position 
excepting that two brigades of General Corse’s division, crossed the 
river and aided the Seventeenth Corps in destroying the railroad from 
Milieu to Scarborough. The Seventeenth Corps earn© up abreast 
encamping near Station No. 7. December 4, the central column 
marched to Wilson’s Creek; the left reached Station No. 5^, havin<>' 
coiitiiuied the destruction of the railroad up to that point; the rio-ht 
proceeded as fa,r as Statesborough, .Hazen’s division leading encoun- 
tered a small body of the enemy’s cavalry, said to be 400 strong and 
had a successful skirmish with them.

We came npoii some careful ly construcited 
works some three miles and a half from Station Ko. 2, but they weri! 
abandoned. The road was obstructed with trees at several points, but 
the obstructions were so quickly removed by the pioneers that the c,ob 
ninn did not halt. On reaching the Savannah Canal we found the 
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ionipletely destroyed ; but DilloiVs Ferry, a mile and a lialf above, I 
tbiiml x)raeticab]e for a i)oiitoon bridge. General Corse sent fopmrd 
:i reeonnaissaiice, wliicli found the enemy in force at the junction of 
(liis road with King’s llridge and Savannah road. General Osterhaiis 
etTecte(l*a <;rossing of the Caimouchee with a couple, of brigades, as 
(li reefed. The Seventeenth Corps meanwhile moved up abreast of 
Station No. 2, liaving much corduroying to do and many obstructions 
to clear away . After reaching the canal, I returned to the Station No. 

2 and commitnicated with General Sherman in x^erson. He was glad of 
the results of the reconnaissance, but directed me to allow General 
Blair to contiime on the Louisville road. 

Idle next day (December 9) the Seventeenth Corps came upon the 
CTieiny in ritle-ioits three miles and a half from Station No. 2 . General 
Blair drove the rebels from them, but soon came upon an intrenched 
line with gums in position. At this lolace the road led through a dense 
swamp c<)vere(l with wood and undergrowth peculiar to this region. 
The swamp -was apparently impassable, yet General Blair moved three 
lines of battle, ])recededby a skirmish line, along on the right and left 
of the road for some two or three miles, occasionally in water knee- 
deep. He drove the enemy from every position where he made a stand, 
and enca.mi)ed for the night near Station No. 1. The Fifteenth Corps 
marched as follows: The’ detached brigades succeeded in reaching the 
Savannah and Gulf Eailroad at different points and destroying it. The 
Third Division (General John E. Smith) closed up on General Corse at 
tlu‘. canal. As soon as he was within supporting distance General Corse 
moved forward toward Savannah. He encountered about 600 rebel 
infantry with two pi(?ces of artillery near the cross-roads. His ad- 
vanced brigade (luickly dislodged them, capturing one piece of artillery 
and several prisoners. He followed them up across the Little Ogeechee, 
and by my direction, took up a strong position about twelve miles from 
{Savainiali, and sent a detachment hvliich broke the Gulf railroad. His 
advance crossed the Little Ogeechee and halted about eight miles from 
the city. King’s Bridge bad been burned by the rebels. All the 
eru'iny’s force was withdrawn from Osterhaus’ front in the morning, 
except the independent garrison at Fort McAllister, situated on the 
ri‘"lit baidt ami near tluMiionth of tlie Ogeechee. During the day that 
section of tlie pontoon bridge which bad been witli General Blair’s col- 
iiinn was sent to Dillon’s Ferry, near Fort Argyle, and laid across the 
Ogeechee, thus substantially uniting my two right colmnns. 

'December 10, the entire command closed in on the enemy’s works 
whii-h covered Savannah— General Osterhaus with the right column, 
consisting of General Corse's division, followed by General Hazen, 
on the King’s Bridge road; the central column, consisting of Gen- 
eral John F. Smith’s division, followed by General Woods; and the 
left General Blair’s corps, Major-General Mower’s division in advance. 
These several colmnns struck the enemy’s lines simiiltaueonsly Avith 
the Left Wing of the army. The nature of the country was such as to 
render the ap'’proaches to that front extremely difficult. By means of 
the canal and the Little Ogeechee Elver he Avas able to flood the coun- 
try besides, tlie great portion of the front AAms a marsh, AAdth a deep 
.stream Aviuding through it, uuder the cover of a number of batteries 
<ff‘ the enemy. Pursuant to Special Field Orders, No. 130, from your 
lieadtpiarters, the Army of the Tennessee simply gained ground to the 
right. With regard to opening communication Avith the fleet, the_ engi- 
neer department, under direction of Capt. C. B, Ecese, chief engineer, 
AA'as instructed to rebuild King’s Bridge, AAdiich was effected by the 
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*md bv our glasses we could observe Hazen’s 

fort " About the same time a movable smoke, like that Ironi a steame , 
ISnicfed our attention near the mouth of the Ogeechee. co m- 

miinicatioii was established with General Hazeu, who gave ns noti -o 
that he had invested the fort, and also that he observed the steame . 
General Sherman signaled him from the top of the old rice mill that 
[t was in^mrtant to rn-ry the fort by assault to-day. The stemner had 
now approached near enough to draw the hre ^ 
signal foig was descried. Captain McClintock, aided by Lieutenant 
Sampson, signal officers, speedily couimnnicated with the vessel, which 
proved to be a tug sent by General Foster and Admiral Dahlgren lor 
the purpose of commnnicatiug with ns. Just as the signal (mi<;er ot 
the ve.ssel inquired if the McAllister was ours, we noticed a brisker lire 
at the fort, and oiir flags and men qiassiug the abatis, through the 
ditch and over the parapet, and then we saw the men lire upward iii 
the air, and could distinctly hear their cheer of triumiih as they took 
po.ssessioii of the fort. It was a gallant assault. General Hazeu lost, 
ill killed and wounded, about 9Q men; of the garrison, between 40 
and 50 killed and wounded, and the rest captured. There_wei‘e 22 guns 
of various descriptions, and a large quantity of aininunition, captured 
in the fort. That night I accompanied Genei’al Sherman in a sniall 
boat on a visit to General Hazen, to the fort, and thence down the river 
to the steamer. Here we learned that Captain Duncan and the two 
scouts that 1 had sent down the Ogeechee, on arriving at the Savannah 
canal, had succeeded in xiassing all obstructions and reaelied the fleet, 
and communicated with Admiral Dahlgren. Until now 1 tmd been 
uneertain as to the fate of the party. After the general had \vritteii

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mated that our future plans would be modified by specific instructions 
from the Commander-in-Chief, General Sherman and his officers became 
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anxious to crown our success by tlie capture of Savanuali. In 
accomnlisli this every exertion was made. Heavy guns were brought 
troin flilton Head and McAllister and placed m position, the diiUiS 
were worked up closer to the enemy, along the dikes, good batteries 
constructed for small guns, and every part 
Osterliaus and Blair thorougldy reconnoitered ; light 
constructed and tascines made, so asto span the streams and fill up H e 
ditches; in brief, every possible preparation was niad^ 
enemv’s works. The same was the case along General blocum s limit,. 
Two at least, of my division commanders felt iierfectly conhdent ol sue- 
cels in ease the assault should be made. While these preparations were 
o-oing on, the general-iii-chief, having demanded the siirrender of 
Savaimah on thelSth instant, and having been refused, had gone to the 
heet in order to secure co-operation from the admiral and General h os- 
ter ill the eontemplated attack. He left directions to got ready, but 

not to strike till liis return. ' . ^ 4.4. 

The morning of the 21st, about sunrise, Brigadier- General Ijeggett 
reported that the enemy had evaenated his fi’ont. _ Soon the same re- 
port came from General Sloenm and from other ofiicers. General Slo- 
cum moved at once and took possession of Savannah, the enemy Iniv- 
ing withdrawn to the South Carolina shore. He had ahandoiied heavy 
gnus ill all the works on my front, in town, and at the diilercnt forts on 
the coast. Until now our depot had been at King’s Bridge, where the 
army had built a good wliarf and corduroyed the main road thereto 
from our frout for the most of the way. Besides, the railroad between 
the Ogeechee and the Altamalia was completely destroyed l>iigadiei- 
Geueral Hazen having the eastern and Major-General Mower the west- 
ern half. This work was completely done, as directed in Special h leld 

Orders, ko. 133, from yonr headfiiiarters. , 

I have only attempted to touch upon the work really accomplished 
by the Eight Wing of the army, and have purposely abstained li-oin dis- 
cussing the contemplated objects of tlie campai gn . The former i s best 
told ill the accompanying statistical record, and the latter fiiio alieady 
evinced in the growing confidence of onr army in a speedy and com- 
plete success. . , , 

I wish to acknowledge my obligations to Major-General Osterliaus, 
commanding Fifteenth Corps, for his great activity and energy displayed 
during the entire campaign. 

To Major-General Blair, commanding beventeeiit.li Corps, I feel spe- 
cially indebted for his hearty co-operation at all times, and for liis suc- 
cessful accomplishment of the work allotted to his command. 

I here name again the division commanders: Maj. Gen. J. A. Mower, 
Brig. Gen. C. E.'Woods, Brig. Gen. John B. Smith, Brig. Gen. M. D. 
Leggett, Brig. Gen. W. B. Hazeir, Brig. Gen. J. M. Corse, Brig. Gen. 
Giles A. Smith. T cannot express too high commendation of these offi- 
cers, who have worked vigorously, early and late, without flagging, to 
keep their commands in order, to accomplish the marches, to bridge 
creeks and rivers, to figlit: battles, destroy railroads; in short, Avho were 
ready, without question or hesitation, to set on foot and carry through 
the varied labors given into their charge. 

I wish further to tender to brigade commanders and to other offlimrs 
and soldiers of this army something of the deep) sense of obligation I 
feel toward them, and commend them to the eominaiider-iii-chief, and 
through him to the country, for cheerfulness, for eonstaney, for ability, 
and for distinguished gallantry.

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his department, for his careful record and disposition of prisoners, and 
for his unremitting attention to the comfort and interest of myself and 
staff, while acting in his capacity of commandant of headquarters. 

]tTo department of this army has been better conducted on this oam- 
liaigii than the inedical. To Asst. Surg. D. L. Huntington, acting med- 
ical director, is due great praise for his diligence and eminent success. 
To him and to Doctor Duncan, the staff surgeons, the officers and sol- 
diers at headquarters of thq army are indebted for all the medical aid 
they required. 

Maj. 0. H. Howard, senior aide-de-camxi, is commended for his dili- 
gence, in causing my orders to be executed, in bearing dispatches by 
X)erilous and distant routes, and for affording me sympathy and moral 
support of one who identifies himself completely with the interests of 
the service. 

Oapt. W. M. Beebe, jr., additional aide-de-camp, receives my thanks 
for his generous assistance, being over fmxious to undergo any risk, or 
Xierform a gallant action. 

Capt. F. W. Gilbreth, aide-de-camp, is always at the post of duty, 
and has spared no pains to carry my orders promptly, and see them 
executed. 

Lieut. B. Blake, staff quartermaster and commissary of subsistence, 
has shown himself remarkably efficient, and. has often received my 


special thanks. 

Capt. E. H. Kirlin, chief of scouts, has carefully reconnoitered the 
country through Capt. William Duncan and the other scouts, and kept 
me well advised of the inoveinents of the enemy. 

Lieut. J. A. Sladen has cheerfully aided me, writing at my dictation, 
hearing dispatches, and keeping iinportant records. 

My recommendations for the promotion of general and staff officers 
have already been forwarded and will be found separate in duplicate 
aceompaiiying this reimrt. 

The general-in-chief has been enabled, under a Providential care, not 
to be mistaken to conduct our noble army thus far to results that one 
year ago seemed scarcely possible of attainment. He has secured our 
complete confidence, and, therefore, it may not he improper for me to 
express the taith that it is onr mission, under his direction, to give the 
finishing blow to this hated rebellion.*

Report of Gapt. James M. McGUntoclc, V. S. Army, Acting Chief Signal 

Officer. 

Signal Ooeps, IJ. S. Army, 
Department and Army of the Tennessee, 

Sanannah, Ga., Beoemher 34, 1864. 

Colonel : I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the detachment under my command during the campaign 
commencing November 15 and ending in the occupation of Savannah, 
Ga., December 21, 1864: 

On the lf)th the detachment moved with the army from Atlanta in 
the following order, viz: With department headquarters, Lieutenant 
Sampson, acting adjutant; Lieutenant Ware, acting assistant quarter- 
master, signal detachment, and myself. With Fifteenth Corps, Lieu- 
tenants Sherfy, Weirick, Shellabarger, and Adams; and with Seven- 
teenth Corps, Lieutenants Dunlap, Worley, Allen, and Kelly. 

During the time from the departure from Atlanta till the investment 
of Savannah no line of communication by signals was established or 
regular signal duty performed, owing principally to the unfavorable 
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coiiTitiy tliroiigli wMcli we passed, it being densely wooded and quite 
level. Yet the detachment rendered valuable service upon the march 
l)y scouting, carrying information regarding roads, rivers, ferries, &c. 
Ill one instance a detachment, of which Lieutenant Sampson and ten 
men formed the greater part, was sent out by the general commanding 
to destroy a bridge on the Gulf railroad, but after proceeding some 
thirty miles was compelled to abandon the project, having met the 
eneniy in greatly superior numbers. A rocket code was also estab- 
lished by Captain Bachtell, chief signal officer military division, for 
the purpose of transmitting information from the different corps to 
the general commanding the grand army, and used when occasion re- 
quired. 

On the 10th of December, under orders from the general commanding, I 
accomi)anied a party to recomioiter the country, between the Ogeechee 
Ivivers, with a view of opening communication with the fleet, which was 
supposed to be in the vicinity of Ossabaw Sound, but failed to see any- 
thing of our vessels. On thell th Lieutenant Sampson and myself estab- 
lished a station of observation at a rice mill on the Great Ogeechee two 
niih^s and a half north of Fort McAllister. From this point we obtained 
a good view of the rebel works on the Little Ogeechee, also part of the 
sound; and to the 13th a strict watch w^as kept during the day, while 
rockets were sent up at certain intervals through the night to attract, 
if possible, the attention of any vessel that might be in the sound near 
the mouth of the river. The sub-detachments, in charge of Lieutenants 
Sherfy and Dunlap, also put forth their efforts in a similar manner, but 
all was appiirently of no avail. On the 13th Lieutenant Sherly and 
Ijarty accompanied the Second Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, Brig- 
adier-General Hazen comiiianding, which moved across the river and 
attacked Fort McAllister. Upon arriving near the fort he opened com- 
munication with the mill station, and during tlie engagement several 
important messages were transmitted. The rice mill being a good posi- 
tion from which to observe the operations at the fort, there were conse- 
quently a number of general officers assembled at this point, and among 
them were Generals Sherman and Howard. About 2 p. m. a vessel wms 
discovered in the sound, which tinally moved up the river to within 
calling distance. We then opened with her, and messages were then 
exchanged between General Sherman and General Foster and Admiral 
' Dahlgren. After the fall of the fort Lieutenant Sherfy moved his 
station to it, and again established communication with us. This line, 
by direction of the general commanding, was to be kept open until 
further orders. While in communication with Lieutenant Sherfy and 
the vessel we received great assistance from Lieutenants Ware and 
Kelly, who had arrived with the general just before the commencement 
of the fight at the fort. 

On the 14th Lieutenant Sampson and myself returned to headquar- 
ters, leaving Lieutenants Dunlap and Kelly to work the station. On 
the 17th I received orders from Captain Bachtell to extend the line to 
General Sherman’s headquarters, due north.from the fort. Lieutenant 
Sherfy was ])laced in charge, and opened it as soon as practicable. 
Length of line when completed twelve miles, wdth three intermediate 
repeating stations. On the 19th Lieutenant Dunlap reconnoitered the 
country between the fort and King’s Bridge, fifteen miles up the river. 
At that place supplies for the army were to be landed, and communica- 
tion betAveen the points Avas necessary for the benefit of the commis- 
sary and quartermaster. On the 2’oth, having reported favorably 
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resardins: the iiroposed line, lie was instructed to open it, but tlie occu- 
nation of the city on tlie 21st by the Federal forces rendered tins Ime 
useless. Lieutenant Slierfy, however, was retained, and many impoi- 
tant messages transmitted until the evening of the ^2d, "when, by order 
of the general commanding, it was broken np and the olficers with- 
drew to their respective detachments.

Medical Dihectoe’s Office,

General: I have the howr to submit a brief report of the oper- 
ations of the Medical Department of the Army of the Tennessee, during 
the past campaign, terminating in the occupation of Savannah. 

Previously to entering upon the canix)aign such sick and wounded 
n.K would not immediately he lit for duty, or who were liable to em'- 
bai rass the movements of the army, were transferred to the general 
hospitals at Chattanooga, Nashville, and beyond. The nuinber thus 
removed was 748, the greater portion of whom were recruits suffering 
from inea,sles and diseases incident to newly enlisted men. The army 
has been as well supplied Avith medical stores as the authorized trans- 
j)ortation would allow. No scarcity has been felt, the sick aud wounded 
receiving everything necessary. All prex)arations being complete, the 
army left East Point upon the 15th of November, and upon the 21st of 
December entered the city of Savannah. The average distance marched 
daily has been ten miles and two-thirds. The sanitary condition of 
the army has been i)eculiarly gratifying — the abundance of nutritious 
food, and particularly of vegetables, tlie fine Aveather, good roads, and 
easy marches, have all proved most salutary to the troops. From, an 
examination of the Aveekly reports, I find that the average percentage 
oi‘ men unfit for duty from the 15th of NoA-ember to tlie Aveek ending 
December 17 has been scarcely 2 per cent, (in actual figures 1.9), and 
tins including the wounded. During the same period, 32 cases of death 
from disease luwe occurred, and 29 men have died from Avounds, the 
greater pai’t of this number dying Avithin three days after the receipt 
of the injury. On the third day’s march one mild case of varioloid was 
reiAorted. immediate directions were given to vaccinate all Avho had 
been exjiosed, also all as to Avhom any doubt existed as to their having 
been vaccimited. No further case has come to my knowledge. Two 
cases of fractured thighs were left on the road, it being deemed im- 
liracticable to transport them. 

On tlie 22d of November, near Macon, the lines held by troops of the 
First DiAusion, Fifteenth Army Corps, were attacked by the rebels. 
After gallantly repelling the assault, our loss was found to be 13 killed 
and 40 Avounded. The AAWinded Avere transported in ambulances 190 
miles, and liave done remarkably well, many of the slighter cases hav- 
ing iilready returned to duty. At the passages of the Oconee and 
C)geechee itiA^ers skirmishing occurred, but with very trifling injury 
to us. 

On the 13th of December the troops of the Second Division, Fif- 
teenth Army Corps, assaulted and gallantly carried Fort McAllister, 
Avdth a loss of 12 killed and 80 Avounded. The major part of the casual- 
ties occurred from the torpedoes Avhich Avere xdaced in and about the 
Avorks. The Avounds thus inflicted Avere generally of a grave nature. 

On the 19th of December the hospital transport Cosmopolitan 
reported, and, in obedience to instructions from the chief medical oflicer 
of the military division, I transferred to the hospitals at Beaufort, S. 
0., 266 cases of sick and wounded.

Oaptain:* 

The orders issued regulating the march of the columns Aoni Atlanta 
south assigned me again to the extreine right, \yith the privilege ot 
using one or more parallel roads, if it did not interfere with the columns 
on iny left (Seventeenth Army Corps). I respectfully refer the major- 
general commanding to the accompanying inap,t inai'ked B, for the 
routes taken by, and the cami^s of the different divisions at the end ol 
every day’s march. 

On November 15, 1864, in pursuance of orders received, theFilteentli 
Army Corps left its encampments — Gienerals Woods, Smith, aud llaisen, 
marching in one column from Atlanta, arrived, via Bough and Beady, 
in the vicinity of Stockbridge; General Corse, who had on the ])revious 
night reached the Chattahoochee Biver, Avas necessarily <lelayed at 
Atlanta, receiving and issuing (piartermaster’s .stores, which were laid 
apart for them, and therefore had to halt for the night in the vicinity 
of Bough and Beady. The head of the former columns ( First, Second, 
and Third Divisions) found near the aforesaid railroad station sonic 
rebel pickets, who, evidently surprised at our unexpectml appearance, 
fled. Bear Stockbridge the rebel general, Lewis, with about 1,000 
mounted troops and one section of artillery, held a position, but he also 
yielded it after a very feeble show of resistance. Tliis rebel general 
subsequently indulged merely in the destruction of bridges to oiipose 
our advance, keeping his troops at a very discreet distance. The First, 
Second, and Third Divisions were encamped in the vicinity of Stock- 
bridge, with a view to prevent a collision with the SeA’-entceiitli Army 
Corps, whose march was also directed toward Stockbridge. 

McDonough being the point to be reached on the 16th of November, I 
directed General Hazeu (Second Division) to march on the main road via 
Stockbridge, while Generals Woods and Smith moved via Lee’s Mills, 
and General Corse was to take a direct road from his cam]) at Bough 
and Beady, by Lee’s Mills, to McDonough. At McDonough the whole 
of the Fifteenth Army Corx)S was for the first time assembled, and the 
divisions in supporting distance of each other. 

The corps marched on Bovember 17 in one column to Locust Grove, 
wkere, to facilitate the movement, two columns Avere formed, moving 
toward Planters’ Factory, on the Ocmulgee Biver — Generals Woods 
and Hazeu Ada Indian Springs, Generals Smith and Corse via Jackson. 
On the same day I succeeded in pushing the Twenty-ninth Missouri 
Infantry to th-at river, and secured both banks for tlie intended bridges. 
As soon as the pontoon could be laid down at the Ocmulgee Factories, 
General Smith crossed and took a defensive position on the east side 
of the Ocmulgee (Bovember 18), the other divisions of the corps remain- 
ing in their respective camps until the SeA^enteenth Corps had crossed. 

At 7.30 a. m. Bovember 19 the Seventeenth Corps yielded the bridge 
to us and we commenced crossing. General Hazen leading. General

Walcutt was ordered at once to relieve the cavalry, and ^ J 
was sounded. A strong line of skirmishers, supported by two i eg 

ments and some cavalr>, which General a'creek^ or 

•ni-^iTiPtl soon struck the rebels, who were in line behiiia . 
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throngli the belt of timber beyond until they readied an open prairie- 
like held, which was in jiossession of large rebel cavalry forces. G-en- 
eral Walcutt baited here just long enough to correct his lines, caution 
his skirmisliers and supiiorts to be prepared for a cavalry dash, and 
then they emerged into the open field and made for the rebels, who, 
throwing away the best chance that can be desired by an intrepid cav- 
alry, iled in confusion. General Walcutt followed rapidly, capturing 
many horses, equipments, &c. When beyond Griswoldville the rebels, 
who were commanded by General Wheeler in person, took different 
roads; and as I had some knowledge of Wheeler’s way of maneuvering — 
which is not formidable in the dash of arms, but sometimes successful 
by great activity and circumspection— I ordered General Woods to have 
General Walcutt’s command rallied and take a defensive position near 
the open field mentioned above. The position selected was in the edge 
of the tiinber and along a slight rise in the ground, at the base of 
which a kind of marshy swamp formed a natural obstruction to the 
approach ; the right and left of the position was pretty wrnll secured by 
swamps, &c. Light breast- works, built of rails, were put up to cover 
our men, and a section of artillery of Captain Arndt’s (First Michigan) 
l)}ittery was ordered there. These preparations were considered sufli- 
cient to meet any of General Wheeler’s reconnaissances, which be 
might undertake after finding out that he was no longer pressed, but 
had to stand a more severe trial. In the afternoon the rebel com- 
mander brought forward four brigades of infantry and a battery of 
artillery, supported by a strong cavalry force, to dislodge General 
AVahaitt from his position. For several hours their attempts w^ere 
rei)cated with the greatest impetuosity. Their artillery threw a terrific 
lire into the frail works of Walcutt, while their columns of infantry 
marched in heroic style to within fifty yards of our line. It was all iii 
vain! Walcutt and his brave brigade proved that superior skill, cool- 
ness, and valor made up for the great disparity in numbers. When 
night came the enemy retired, leaving over 30() dead on the battle-field 
and a number of wounded, who were taken care of by our medical 
corps; also a number of prisoners were taken. Our loss was compara- 
tively light. The brave General Walcutt was wounded by a piece of 
shell during the fight, and Colonel Catterson as.sumed the command of 
the brigade. 

During these operations at Griswoldville the division of General 
Hazen had passed behind General Woods and taken a defensive posi- 
tion in his support two miles south of Gordon. General Smith entered 
Gordon and General Corse passed by Clinton. A portion of General 
Woods’ command during the day was employed in destroying the rail- 
road track from Griswoldville to within three miles of Gordon, and 
General Smith, immediately after his arrival, put his men to work to 
meet General Woods’ parties. General Smith finished the work of 
destruction in the next two days. 

General Hazen advanced on the 23d within seven miles of Irwinton, 
and Woods intrenched a line south of Gordon commanding all the ai)- 
proaches from the west and south. Both divisions inarched the follow- 
ing day to Irwinton. At last, on November 24, General Corse’s division 
and the brigade of Second Division (Colonel Jones) arrived with all 
the trains at Gordon, relieving us of a great deal of anxiety. These 
officers deserve the highest credit for their faithful execution of orders 
under difficulties almost insurmountable. They brought a train of many 
hundred wagons fifty miles and over roads whose condition beggars all 
description. General Corse encamped for the night in the position

On November 29 Woods and Corse followed a very dim road (cidEMl 
the Democrat road) to its intersection with the Swaiiisborougb and old 
Savannah road. The divisions of Hazen and Smitli inarchea on tbp 
main Saudersville and Savannah road nil til they strncli, one mile sonth^ 
of Station No. 11, the Seventeenth Army Corps, who had the riglit ot 
way. The ground iierinitting, I ordered a parallel road to be eiit tor 
about two miles to a fork ivhichled into a road that ran iiarallcl to that 
taken by Woods and Corse. The country here is almost a iiertee.t 
wilderness — long-leaved pines cover the poor sandy soil but sparcdy, 
and exclude all other vegetation except where an occasional creek or 
marsh, lined with narrow skirts of shriih-like undergrowth, lireaks this 
monotony; but what makes the soil almost worthless for agricultnrid 
purposes" rendered it favorable to our operations. A. 11 . energetic, corps of 
axmen to corduroy roads across the creeks and marshes opens in a short 
time enough space for anyniiinher of columns. On Nlovembcr 30, when 
we in arclikl toward the little town of Siinimerville, the Second, Third, 
and Eonrth Divisions moved part of the way abreast of each otlnn'. 
Generals Woods and Corse reached that day a point within three miles 
and a half of railroad station No. 9^. Generals Hazeu and Smith 
halted at Siinimerville. As the accompanying ma|)* shows, there are two 
roads running substantially parallel to and south of tlie Ogeeidieo Itivm' 
and the Savannah railroad; they unite opposite Station No. 2. Both 
roads were represented xiracticable, and consequently the corps was 


Not fouud, 
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(liv^Mod into two columns— Hazeii and Smith, were to march from Sum- 
inorville, via Statesborough, to Ifo. 2; the left column (Woods and 
( lorsc.) on the inner route. I took care to regulate the inarches daily, 
so as to have the columns always in supporting distance, and used a 
X)ortion of the Twenty-ninth Missouri (mounted) to keep up communi- 
eation and explore the intermediate ground between the columns. The 
two (‘olUmns crossed Scull’s Greek on December 2, and were ordered 
to lie over on December 3, to give the columns to our left time to come 
nj) wirli us. The troops of these columns were partly employed in 
breaking the railroad, and in order to assist this work, detachments of 
( ieneral Woods’ troops had crossed the Ogeechee, at Green’s Bridge, 
on December 1 (which we had to repair), and burnt the railroad in the 
vicinity of Station No. 8. 

Next day (December 2) a pontoon was ordered to be laid opposite 
Station No. 7, and large portions of the divisions of Generals Corse and 
Woods put to work destroying the railroad there, which they did most 
eli'ectually for many miles. On the 4th and 5th of December the two 
columns continued their routes, bringing the left column opposite Guy- 
ton (Station No. 3), while the right column camped about four miles off 
on the heachvaters of Black Creek, December 5. General Hazen, who 
led the right column, fell in on both days with a force of General 
Wheeler’s cavalry; after a lively skirmish at Statesborough, the rebels 
dispersed and did not make their appearance any more. The next day 
the corps liad to lie over again ; but very early in the morning 1 pushed 
the Twenty-ninth Missouri forward to secure the crossing of the Ogee- 
chee liiver, near Station No. 2 (at Wright’s and Jenks’ Bridges). We 
found the bridges burnt. I ordered at once a foot bridge to be con- 
structed on the remains of Wright’s Bridge, and directed General 
Woods to send one brigade to the bridge and hold it. The command- 
ing officer of the brigade (Colonel Williamson) threw a regiment across 
the Ogeechee, and constructed on the east side breast-works, and then 
pushed a detachment of fifty men, under Captain McSweeney (Ninth 
Iowa.), to the railroad with orders to break it, and thus iirevent the 
enemy from re-enforcing his troops, who opiiosed the advance of the 
(jolumns on the east sideof the river. Captain McSw.eeney moved directly 
for the railroad about two miles off and broke it in plain view of a train 
coining down loaded with troops. He then fell back pursued by the 
rebels, but lie kept them in check. When in the evening the enemy 
attempted to drive Colonel Williamson’s men from the breast- works 
thrown up in the afternoon, he was repulsed with some loss. Our ap- 
pearance on the flank of the rebels drew their attention to the lower 
crossing, and they sent a detachment of infantry to Jenks’ Bridge, 
three miles below Wright’s. 

The ne.xt morning (December 7) the divisions of Generals Woods, 
Smith, and Corse were concentrated near Jenks’ Bridge. General 
Hazen was ordered to send, by way of a diversion, the brigade of Colonel 
Oliver, ivhich had been pushed on the day previous toward Jenks’ 
Bridge, to the Cannouchee and take possession of the bridge near Bryan 
Court-House; with the rest of his command General Hazen was to fol- 
low Colonel Oliver’s brigade as far as Black Creek. When Colonel 
Oliver withdrew in the morning from Jenks’ Bridge he left the Ninetieth 
Illinois (Colonel Stuart) there to watch the rebels on the east side of 
the river. General Corse on his arrival at Jenks’ Bridge found Colonel 
Stuart behind a line of rifle-pits, livelily disputing the crossing., To 
re-enforce Colonel Stuart one section of Arndt’s battery was brought 
into position and opened. They succeeded in keeping the rebels under 
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struck liigli ground and a rebel picket. Onr men fired and created the 
greatest alarm in tlie rebel camj). .They opened with infantry and, 
artillery most vigorously, and, to my astonisbment, they left the position 
by 2 a. m. 

' The next morning (December 9) showed that the con tempilated cross- 
ing at the old ferry, which the rebels could not prevent, would have 
exposed their flanks, and, therefore, their sudden departure. Troops 
•were crossed as fast as possible in boats, while the damaged bridge was 
being repaired. I ordered General Hazen to send two of Lis brigades 
to the railroad, which was in full work yet. One brigade marched 
toAvard King’s Bridge and Way’s Station, the other to Fleming Station; 
both with orders to^destroy the road as efiectually as possible. (This 
Avork of destruction was afterward comi)leted and extended for twenty 
miles by G eneral Hazen.) The remaining brigade was placed in reserve 
at the bridge. The expeditionary brigades returned during the night 
irom their woik at the railroad, having, with the assistance of the 
Twenty-ninth Missouri (mounted), driven everything from the road and 
taken some i)risoners. 

On the inoridng of December 8 General Smith Avas left in charge 
of the trains corralled at Jeuks’ Bridge (west side), and General 
Corse, Avho Avas on the east side of the Ogeechee Eiver, moved 
bis division doAvn the stream toward Dillon’s Bridge, A\diich he found 
burned, hoAvever, and had to be replaced by pontoons. On the fol- 
loAviiig day (9th) the general pushed on and met some rebels at the 
Savaniiali Canal and'drove them back to their main line, Avhich he 
assaulted and carried, taking 1 piece of rifled artillery and some 60 
prisoners. General Corse’s report was laid before you, and I respect- 
■fully refer to it for the p)articulars of this brilliant a'lfair. General 
Corse folloAved the rebels across Little Ogeechee and to the north fork 
of it; but Avas recalled by General Howard behind the Ogeechee, Avhere 
lie threw up a line of defense. General Smith, Avith the trains of the 
Third and Fourth Divisions, moved to the canal, and, early on the 
morning of December 10, from there up the towpatli along the canal 
(south side) abreast of General Corse, who advanced again lieyond the 
Little Ogeechee on the Savannah road. 

I left, on December 10, General Hazen, with orders to march by way 
of a foot bridge constructed at Dillon’s Ferry to the support of Corse, 
Avhile General Woods, with the trains of the First and Second Divis- 
ions, nioAmd across the Ogeechee Eiver by the pontoon bridge near 
Dillon’s and closed on Smith’s division (the trains were to be left at the 
canal). General Corse’s advance, AAkich I had joined, found no opposi- 
tion Avest of the north fork; but behind that stream, Avhich is rather a 
Avide swamp subject to the influence of the tides, the rebel fortifica- 
tions and camps were stretched out. The rebel troops gathered on and 
behind the parapets, and with their banners defiantly unfurled avmited 
the apxiroach of our column. The open and exposed ground, swamps, 
and stream in front of the rebel works forbade all sudden attacks, and 
the men of the advance were kept accordingly under cover, while 
skirmishers probed all along -the lines as closely and carefully as possi- 
ble. I ordered Captain De Gress’ 20-pounder Parrott battery to be 
brought forward in a position from which it could throw an oblique 
fire into their main Avorks, which covered the Savannah road, without 
coming under fire of the rebel batteries. With wonted precision De 
Gress landed his shots and created great commotion in the garrison. 
The profiles of the works and the traverses AA^ere too heavy, however, 
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to inflict any serious damage, A sectioii, of Battery H, First Missonri 
Artillery, oiiened from an advanced position near the bavaniiah 
covered only by some trees. It caused the rebels to oj)en at once, with 
six guns and great vehemence; so mncli so, that it w'as not considered 
prudent on onr side to contiiine the fire. The troops of the four divis- 
ions were before night in the positions assigned to them and encamped 
just out of range of the enemy’s artillery. In pursuance ot ordiu’s 
received dnring the night, the Fifteenth Army Corps was to occuiiy 
the ground on the right of the Savannah road, and accordingly in tln^ I 

morning of the 11th of December General Corse shifted to the riglit and I

ions, and General Smith moved to Station No, 1, on the Gulf railroad, 
pushing his pickets forward on that road and to the right to cover , 

the approaches from the south. These movements were very dillicidt j 

to execute owing to the rain which had converted the road througli the I 

marshy soil into a sea of mud and quagmire. To prevent serious dehiys f 

hereafter I ordered the jiioueers at once to construct a double corduroy 
track from our front to the rear. 

On the 12th of December I sent, on the general’s order, a sec.tion of 
20-ponnder Parrotts and the Twenty-seventh Missouri Infantry (General ; 

Woods’ division) to Cheves’ rice mill, to assist in some niovciueiit ; 

against Fort McAllister; and in the night the division of General ' 

Hazeu, with Battery H, First Missouri Artillery, and the renmiiiing i 

section of De Gress’ 20-pounder Parrotts, were ordered to march viuy 
early on the 13tli, via King’s Bridge, to the aforesaid fort and take it. 

Fort McAllister was very strong and apparently well garrisoned. Gen- 
eral Hazen arrived before it at 2 o’clock, and at 3.45 p. m. he bad com-

t ' rebel itut on the Savannah road, where they had a number of heavy 

1 ' , ‘ siege pieces in jiosition, and which they undoubtedly considered the 

I their whole line. The rebels had also a number of batteries 
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farther to tlieir left, and tlieir fire annoyed Generals Smitli’s and Corse’s 
lines to some extent; however, tlie guns used in these batteries were 
light field i)ieces, and it appeared that the enemy thought their left 
sufficiently secured by the natural obstructions; at least, its lines of 
infantry there were weah, and I did not wish to disturb this belief by 
an ostentations display of activity. The ground on our side was cov- 
ered \Yith timber, and thus permitted us to i)repare for any operations 
that might become desirable in perfect concealment. 

On tiie 19th of December 1 received your orders to prepare every- 
thing for an assault on December 21. The closest investigation of the 
ground betbre us showed that the stream could be crossed in two x>lnces 
(in addition of the Savannah road),wffiere it is but very narrow and the 
approa(!lies to it juacticable. One of these poiTits was in General 
Woods’, the other in General Corse’s front. Both places never had 
drawn the enemy’s attention, and parties of General Woods aiid Gen- 
eral Corse had gone across in boats without being observed by Die 
rebels. Trestles were built and pontoon-boats gotten ready; the rilie- 
I)its were pushed within 150 to 200 yards of the rebel w(.)rk8. Major 
Stolbrand, chief of artillery, brought ten pieces of artillery on and to 
the left of the Savannah road, keeping the remaining eight pieces in 
reserve, and in a convenient place where they could be ordered to iiny 
X 3 oint wliere the contemxilated attack might demand them. On the 
morning of December 20 an imi)ression was created that the rebels 
were withdrawing their pieces from the fort on_ the Savannah roiuL 
To i)revent such an undertaking I ordered Oai)tain Zickeriek (Twellth 
Wisconsin) on the Savannah road battery and Captain Arndt on the 
Cemetery battery to open on the fort. Their praeticie was splendid. 
The enemy, who, after considerable work, succeeded in opening his 
heavy batteries, had to cease firing very soon under the terrific accu- 
racy of our guns. General Woods’ advanced line of infantry, which 
was rather less than 150 yards from the rebel main line, kept tlm 
enemy’s sharpshooters completely silent and behind their breast- works. 
This morning’s experience gratified the best hope of a successful as- 
sault ill the coming night, but orders from General Blierman postponed 
the attack. During the night of the20tb General Woods’ pickets kept 
the enemy closely under tlieir control, always fearing they would get 
away, 'iiieir fears were correct. Leaving their guns and anmiunition 
in the fort, the rebels sneaked away in the darkness of the night, and 
the Sixth Iowa Infantry entered, before daylight, their fortifications. 
Savannah was ours. It proved the richest capture of the Avar. In my 
immediate front on the Little Ogeechee and in the portion of the lines 
around Savannah, which was assigmed to the Fifteenth Army Corps on 
the morning of 21st of December, forty-seven guns, with all aimiiiini- 
tion, were found, not counting in the armament at McAllister. 

In order to recapitulate, I state that since October 4 to December 21, 
the Fifteenth Army Corps had marched, in forty-six actual marcliiug 
days, 084 miles; cut, corduroyed, and otherwise constriuded thirty-two 
miles of road, and built 1,502 yards of bridge; while it destroyed most 
eftectiially over 60 miles of railroad. Being on an exposed Hank, the 
corps had a large share of the fighting during the campaign, and the 
actions at Allatoona, Griswoldville, and McAllister will shine as bright 
stars in the record of the cordis. 

Onr losses in battle were comparatively light, and I am happy to 
state that, thanks to the very efficient and skillful medical corps under 
the direction of Doctor Mccolls, surgeon of volunteers, not a single man 
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of our wounded was left behind and given up to tlie oI‘ a propi- 

diced enemy. All those j)oor sufferers came with us through t ic v i - 
derness of Georgia, and are all doing well. It is a consoling thoiiglit 
that even the remains of those noble martyrs are resting in sou winch 
soon will be redeemed from treason and become our country once iiioio. 
Lists of casualties have been forwarded. 

notwithstanding we were dependent on the country lor the subsist- 
ence for men amf beasts, and large numbers of foragers were nec.es- 
sarily and constantly at large, tlie system adopted to regulate these 
parties was efficient enough even in the face of fibiqiiitous rebel ca.v- 
airy on our flanks. The troops and animals were more than ainxily sup-^ 
plied. At times the men fared luxuriously; and wliile but very ie\v ot 
our men were taken prisoners, our foraging parties captured a consid- 
erable number of rebel officers and soldiers; in one instance they 
secured the bearer of important disiiatches from General H ardee to 
General Wheeler. 

I cannot look back on this campaign without feeling under the greatest 
obligations to the officers under my command. With tlie assistanc<‘ of 
Generals Woods, Hazen, Smith, and Corse, there are but few things 
which cannot be achieved by such officers and men as the Fifteenth 
Army Corps is composed of. I had occasion befoi’e this to bring the 
services of the above generals, and of General Walcutt ainl olber 
officers, officially to the notice of the major-general commanding the 
army, I here beg to express my high admiration of them. 

My thanks are due to the officers of my staff, nami'ly : Colonel Fort, 
chief quartermaster; Colonel Carpenter, chief commissary of subsist- 
ence; Major Gordon, acting senior aide-de-camp; Major Woodworth, 
medical inspector; Major Gillette, provost-marslial ; Captains Whitiv 
head and Wheeler, assistant adjutants-general; Caxitain Ilnlibard, act- 
ing aide-de-camp; Captain Perkins, acting assistant inspector-general ; 
Lieutenant Dickey, commissary of musters; Lieutenant Perry, a, (‘ting 
aide-de-camp; and Lieutenant Mitchell, ordnance officer, They p(U'- 
formed their arduous duties with great zeal and proved to be rcvliable 
soldiers. 

To Major Stolbrand I have to acknoAvledge important services dur- 
ing the campaign as chief of artillery of the corjis. Tlu'ough his 
energy and skill that branch of the arms wliic.h was under his imme- 
diate care was in most excellent condition. 

Captain Klostermann, the acting chief engineer, filled the position 
with marked ability. He did most valuable services in exploring roads 
through the virgin forests of Johnson, Emanuel, Hulloch, and Bryant 
Counties, where for miles and miles there is no guide or landmark,’ and 
the compass his sole reliance. 

I respectfully refer to the inclosed reports of my subordinate com- 
manders.

Captain: I liave the honor to make the following report of duties 
performed by the detachment of the. Signal Corps sei'ving with the 
Pifteentli Army Oorjis during the mouths of hToveinber and December, 
1864: 

November 1 to 5 I was on the march with the Fifteenth Army CoriiB, 
returning from the campaign in North Georgia and Alabama, and Inul 
with me the seven enlisted men of iny o^yn party. On this march w'c

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were generally iii advance of the infantry colninn, reconixoitering and 
scouting, and twice during the live days had successful skirmishes with 
the enemy. When not iii advance I was with the general, doing the 
duty of a staff otli(ier. The army having gone in camp at Smyrna 
Oamp-Ground, I went to Atlanta with permission to re-equip and collect 
the detachment, where I remained until the 14th, when I rqioined the 
corps. 

First Lieut. J. H. Weirick was on a signal station on Ivenesaw Moun- 
tain November 1 to 14. The line this station was on was one of con- 
siderable importance, as it was the only rapid means of communication 
between Atlanta and our base of supplies when the telegrai)h. was in- 
terrupted, wLich was frequently the case; and Lieutenant Weirick’s 
station was the most important one on the line, being, in addition, a 
station of observation overlooking a considerable portion of country 
infested by the enemy. Besides this, the lieutenant had no officer to 
assist him, and was on an exx)Osed and uiniomfortable station, but he 
and the men with him did their duty well. First Lieut. J. L. Shella- 
barger was at Chattanooga on business for the chief signal officer on the 
1st of November, whence he returned to Atlanta on the 3d, reporting 
to me on the 6th, and remained there until the 14th, awaiting orders. 
Second Lient. J. Q. Adams was on a signal station in Marietta until 
November 14, conducting it creditably and without assistance from the 
other officers. 

Lieutenant Shellabarger and myself with fourteen enlisted men joined 
the Fifteenth Corps wben it started from Atlanta on November 15, and 
that day we were in a sharp skirmish at Bough and Keady, wliere, 
linding a road around the enemy’s flank, wo assiisted in driving them 
from a fortified x)ositiou. When the rear of the army had x)assed Keiie- 
saw Mountain on its inarch southward. Lieutenants Weiricik and Adams 
abandoned their stations there, (joining forward rapidly, and joined the 
remainder of the detachment on the morning of the 16th. That day Ave 
met the enemy at McDonough, and the detachment assisted in. a (jharge 
in driving a brigade of rebel (javalry from thetoAvn, following it iqi Avith 
little supxiort for several miles. There being four officers x>resent with 
the detachment, one was detailed to accomiiany the general eacjh day 
during the remainder of the march to assist in staff duties, or in any 
other way in which he could make himself useful, AAdiile AAuth the remain- 
der of the party, uoav numbering more than tAventy trusty men, mounted 
and Avell armed, I Avas continually reconnoitering and scouting in front 
and on the flank of the infantry column. In this Avay Ave AA^ere enabled 
to obtain much valuable information in regard to the enemy and the 
■ roads, and* occasionally having a skirmish. AAuth or a chase after the 
rebels. During the march Ave captured 11 inisoners and nearly 100 
horses and mules, not losing a single man or animal out of the detach- 
ment. On our arrival opposite Station No. 3, I crossed the Ogeechee 
Fiver in a little boat AAuth but three men, on the order of General How- 
ard, and reconnoitered tlirough savuiuxas and woods, intending to cut 
the railroad that night, but was not x)ermitted to do so. The night of 
our arrival at the Cannouchee River, I crossed that stream in the face of 
the enemy AAutli but two men and reconnoitered for roads througli the 
swamxAS until midnight, reporting to General Osterhaus. The follow- 
ing day we sAvam our horses across, and Avith the detachment went in 
advance of the infantry and Avere the first to reach and destroy the 
Gulf railroad and telegrax)h. On our arrival in front of Savannah each 
of the officers reconnoitered and made himself acquainted Avith the 
lines and occasionally directed the fire of our artillery with the aid of 
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our superior glasses. Wlieii the Second Division was sent to reduce 
Fort McAllister, I, with Lieutenant Adams and ten men, went with it, 
and, taking the advance, charged over torpedoes in the road and cap- 
tured tlie picket. While the lines were being formed around the fort 
we opened communication across the river to a point where General 
Sherman was, and received through signals his order for the assault, 
our station being at the time so near as to be under fire that we might 
be near General Hazen. When the fort was taken Ave immediately 
moved to it, and soon after opened communication with the Feet, which 
was kept up whenever vessels were near us. 

December 16, 1 returned to headquarters of the corps, Lieutenant 
Weirick taking my place at the fort j and two days afterward I and 
Ijieutenant Shellabarger opened signal communication through from 
headquarters to the fort, passing a number of important messages, and 
continuing the line until a day after the fall of Savannah, when it was 
relieved liy order of General Sherman. We then came to the city. On 
tlie LMth I was placed in charge of officers of the Seventeenth Corps, and 
ordered to oioen comniunicatioii from the city to Fort McAllister, con- 
necting AAuth the telegraph at EosedeAv, which I succeeded in accom- 
plishing the following day. On the 28th Lieutenants Shellabarger and 
Adams established a signal station on the tower in the river below Fort 
Jackson, thereby opening communication from the city to Fort Pulaski 
and Hilton Head, which post they still occupy. 

It is but just to say that the officers and men of this detachment have 
(lone their (iuty well and nobly, nor have there been wanting instances 
of personal bravery well wmrthy of commendation.

Captain : I have the honor to report that the affair of yesterday at 
Duncan’s farm, near Griswold, Avas of greater magnitude than was at 
lirst supposed. 

Early in the morning I received orders from Maj. Gen. P. J. Oster- 
haus, commanding Fifteenth Army Corps, to take up a strong defensive 
position near the church, and Avith one brigade to make a demonstra- 
rion in the direction of Macon. I selected the Second Brigade, com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. C. C. Walcutt, composed of the folloAving regi- 
ments : Fortieth Illinois Infantry, Lieut. Col. H. W. Hall commanding, 
206 enlisted men; Forty-sixth Ohio Infantry, Lieut. Col, I. FT. Alexander 
commanding, 218 enlisted men ; One hundred and third Illinois Infantry, 
Maj. A. Willison commanding, 219 enlisted men; Sixth Iowa Infantry, 
Maj. W. H. Clune commancting, 177 enlisted men; Muety-seATiith 
Indiana Infantry, Col. E. F. Catterson commanding, 366 enlisted men; 
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Olio liiiiidredtli Indiana Infantry, Maj. It. M. Jolinson coniinandiug, 3-( < 
enlisted men ; total present for duty, 1,513; and one section of Battery * 
B First Micliigan, Captain Arndt commanding’. About tlie time 1 
started, tlie pickets of Brig. tieu. J . Kilpatrick were Mvon m by a 
superior force of the enemy. General Walcutt moved tor\yard about 
two miles and a half on. the Griswold road, with a lieavy line of skii- 
mishers, which drove everything in front of tliein to a point beyond^ 
Griswold. The forces met on this reconnaissance were a part of 
Wheeler’s cavalry. I then, by direction of General Osterhaiis, drew 
General Walcutt’s brigade back to a strong position on the Bniican 
farm, and posted it in the edge of the Avoods, with open fields in 
front, the flanks resting near a swamp, impassable except at one or 
two points, and directed temporary works of rails and logs to be 
throAvn up. About 2 o’clock the enemy attacked with iirfantr]\' (mili- 
tia), three lines deep, and numbering aliout 5,000, four pieces of artil- 
lery (12-pounder Napoleons), and two brigades of Wheeler’s cavalry in 
reserve. The enemy moved across the open fields in three compact 
lines and gained a ravine witliin seventy-five yards of opr works, from 
which they made three assaults, but met each time ivith a bloody 
repulse. The fight continued until sundown, Avlien they retired, leav- 
ing their dead and ivounded on the field. Shortly after dark the bii- 
gade was withdrawn to the position near tlie church. About the 
middle of the engagement Brig. Gen. 0. G. Walcutt Avas Avounded 
severely in the lower part of the leg; he retired from the field, and Col. 
E. F. Cattersoii, Ninety-seA^enth Indiana Infhntry, assumed command 
of the brigade. He shoAved marked ability in the manner in Avhich ho 
handled the troops. Shortly after the engagement opened the section of 
the battery was withdraAvn on account of the sewere fire from the enemy’s 
lines, theiiAvithin 100 yards of our position, and very destructive to 
the men and horses of the battery. About 4 o’clock I sent Major Bald- 
win, Twelfth Indiana Infantry (First Brigade), to report his regiment 
to Colonel Oatterson, AAdio put him on the right of his lines to prevent 
the enemy from turning that flank. I also applied to Colonel Murray for 
some cavalry to cover the flanks; he kindly sent a regiment on each 
flank, covering and Avatching the crossing of the SAvamp. 

I cannot speak in too high terms of the coolness and gallantry of Brig. 
Gen. C. 0. Walcutt and Col. R. F. Oatterson, Ninety- seventh Indiana 
Infantry. The skill Avith which they handled the troops and the 
results obtained show them to be uieil of marked ability. 

The rebel loss, as near as could be ascertained Avithout actual coimt, 
was 300 killed and ffom 700 to 1,200 Avounded. Major-General Philips, 
Colonel Munn, Fifth Georgia, and Colonel Geoige, are reported by the 
prisoners taken to have been killed, arid Brigadier-General Anderson 
to have been Avounded. Twenty-eight iirisoners Avere captured and 
turned over to the iiro vost-niarshal of the army corps. Fifteen w ounded 
Avere brought in and left at a house, not havung transxiortation for 
them. Our loss Avas 13 killed, 70 Avounded, and 2 missing. 

Inclosed please find a list of killed and wounded.’'' 

I will forward Colonel Catterson’s report as soon as received.

I renew my commendations of the brigade commander and others 
engaged on that day.

I have the honor to submit the following report of tlu^ i)art taken by 
this divivsion during the camx>aigu from Atlanta to tsaA-iiiinah : 

On tlKilSth of November last my coraniand started from White Hall, 
near Atlanta,, moving sontloyard on the old Maeon road. Wlnm tlui 
head of the column had arrived in the vicinity of Hongh and Beady, 
imli('ations of tlie enemy became appai’ent. Mowever, th(M’(‘l)(>lssteailily 
withdrew belbre my skirmishers, as they were from time to time devel- 
oped. In the afternoon, after having gone into cani]), tln^ Ihvmity-ninth 
Missouri Mounted Infantry developed a <?avalry force of the (ujeiny, some 
900 vstrong, in our front, who made use of two light held ])je(5es. How- 
ever, they soon withdrew, and the advance, via McDonough and Indian 
Springs, was continued without mteiTU]rtioii until reaching the Oeninlgm^ 
Elver oil the 19th. My eominaud crossed th<‘. same day on tlu^ pontoon 
and marched to within seven miles of Ilillsborough. Passing througli 
Hillsborough and Olinton, the Macon railroad was lamclied the night 
of the 21st at a point some thirteen miles east of M’acon. The morning 
of tlie 22d, in accordance with instrLudions from the ma.jor-gtvneral 
commandiiig, I iiromptly ordered two regiments — the Sev(mt.^''-sixth 
Ohio Infautry and Ninth Iowa Infantry — at woi’k tt‘aring up tlu^ rail- j 
road. Some four miles were completely destroyed, in addition to a 
large trestle-work bridge that was burned by the Seventy-sixth Oliio. 
Being ordered to make a reconnaissance in tlie diri'ction of Ma,con to 
develop the enemy in that vicinity, I dispatched tin*. Second Brigade, 
Brig. Gen. 0. 0. A¥alcUtt coimiiaiiding, for that i>iiri)ose. 1 scmd luwe- 
with my official repoi't of this reconnaissance as made a t, the time to 
Major-General Osterhaus.* The morning of tlie, 2od of Novemlx-r the, 
march was resumed, and continued uniiiterriixitedly until reaching tlu' 
Oconee Biver, which was crossed oii the aftei'noon of the 2<)th. Novem- 
ber 27, in comiiliauce with orders received from the imijor-general com- 
manding the eoips, I ordered one of my brigades — the Idiird, Ool. d. A. 
Williamson commanding — to the Macon railroad for the xmiqiGse ol* 
destroying the rails and ties. Colonel ‘Williamson rejoined the division 
the same evening at Biddleville, re])orting that he had eomiiletely 
destroyed some three miles of the track. From this time until Decem- 
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ber () iiotliiug worthy ol:' record transpired. The line of march lay 
tbroiigh a desolate piiiey barreuj dotted witli nnniberless swamps and 
slnffgisli streams, that were a constant liinderance to oiir advance, olten 
causing delays of three, four, and five hours’ duration. 1 may sdate, 
however, that when encamped on Scull’s Creek, December .3, 1 sent one 
regiment beyond the Ogeechee ItiAmr lor the purpose ol destioying' the 
iron and ties on the (Central railroad; one mile of tin*, track was torn 
up and burned. December G, the Third Brigade, together with one 
section of my battery (Twelfth Wusconsin), was ordered to Wrights 
(’crossing, for the purpose of securing the crossing over the Ogecv.hee 
Eiver at that place. The bridge, hoAvever, had been destroyed, but 
Colonel Williamson managed to cross the Twenty-lilth and part ol the 
ISfinth Iowa Infantry, who at once secured a lirm foothold on the east 
side of the river. The rebels here made their a])i)earance in small loice, 
and some considerable skirmishing occurred. Three companies ol the 
Ninth Iowa were advanced as far as Station No. 3 on the railroad; but 
before they could succeed in tearing up any of the track a superior 
force of the enemy appeared, and the companies av ere obliged to retiirn 
to the river crossing. Tlie next morning, having been directed, to send 
one brigade down on the east .side ol tlie river toward rienks Budge, 
and if possible to Station No. 3, the Third was dispatched witli these 
instructions; and that evening (.’olonel Williamson reported to me his 


being made beyond the Ogeechee Eiver. 

December 10,- crossed the Ogeechee Eiver at Dillon s Crossing, where 
I was joined by the Fir.st Brigade, and my command at once marched 
eastward, following the towpath of the Ogeechee Cana]. (Jontmumg 
some nine miles I .struck the Augmsta and I.)arien road, and beaiiiig 
off to the riglit for the distance of three miles 1 went into ])Osition, 
throwing uii Avorks in my front and connecting my .skirmishers Avith 
those of tlie Fourth Divi.sion, Fifteenth Army Corps, on my right, while 
the nature of the ground on my left Ava,s such as in itself to afford pro- 
[tection. The night of tlie 11th my division was moved to the right 
about twelve miles, to the neighboi'liood of Anderson’s plantation, 
Avhere I again took position, Avith my left resting on the fcSavauiiah and 
King’s Bridge road, and my right connecting Avith the Fourth Division 
of tliis corps. The enemy Avas soon developed, strongly posted about 
one mile to my front, Avith Ioav, mar.shy ground and the Little Ogeechee 
Eivi'r intervening. This stream, about thirty feet wide and from 
tAvehm to fourteen feet deej), folio Aved their line of Avorks from tAventy 
to fifty yards in front of the same. I’he only axiproach to the rebel 
lines Avas OAmr the main road, Avhich was but a naked causeway, com- 
pletely swept by artillery admirably posted. Froin this time I con- 
tinued to strengthen my works and advance my lines, so that by the 
30th of December I was strongly intrenched, with a good earth-AVork 
for my guns, and Avith my skirmishers advanced to Avithin 100 yards of 
the main line of the rebels. December 31, my diA^isioii marched Avitli 
other portions of the army into Savannah, the enemy Inwing evacuated, 
and camped on the south side of the city. „ 

During the march from Atlanta to Savannah my command bxnit 
more than four miles of corduroy road, one mile and a. half of bridging 
over the swamps, creeks, and bayous, besides cutting eleven miles ot 
road through the timber for the passage of trains and troox)s. 
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I ]()«(, ill killed 15 enlisted men; in wounded, S-cominissioned officers 
and 80 enlisted men, with 2 enlisted men missing; ina-king’ a total of 
105, 

My division captured during the entire cain])aign 0 commissioned 
officers and 45 enlisted men (total, 54), besides killing and wounding a 
great ma.ny. 

The rebels abandoned 10 pieces of artillery in my inimediate front 
when they evacuated the works around Savannah.

Report of Col. Milo t^inifh, Tieenty-nixth lonni Infantry, eommandiny 

First BrUjade. 

ITnipis. Tnis'i’ Duki., Tirs'I' Div., 15th Aumy Corps, 

Sai'amiah, Get., January 2, AS'6'5. 

Captain: 1 hav<‘. the honor to report that at 0 a. ni. of tbe 15th day 
of Novemher, 1804, 1 lelt camp at Wliite Hall, Oa., with my brigade; 
marclied on the road toward Hough and Keady with the balance of 
division. My brigade consists of the following regiments : Seventy-sixth 
Ohio Veteran Volunteers, Ool. William B. Woods eoinmandiug; Twenty- 
seventh Missouri Volunteer Infantry, Ool. Thomas Ourly command- 
iiig; consolidated battalion Thirty-first and Thirty-second Missouri, 
Maj, A. fl. Seay eoinmandiug; Twelfth Indiana Volunteer Infantry, 
Maj. B. 1). Baldwin commanding; Twenty-sixth Iowa Volunteer In- 
fantry, Maj. John Lubbers commanding; Twenty-ninth Missouri Vol- 
untem' Inlhiitry, Lieut. Col. Joseph S. Gage commanding. The latter 
regiment being mounted and on duty at headquarters Fifteenth Army 
( lorps, I respectfully refer you to the rexiort of Lieut. Col. Joseiih S. 
Gage. I marched, via McDonough and Indian Springs, toward the 
crossing of the Ocmulgee Kiver a't Hutting’s Factory, meeting with no 
resistance on the roads, striking the Georgia Central Eailroad about 
ten miles east of Macon, near Griswoldville., on the evening of the 21 st 
of Hov ember, and encanqied for the night. 

On the morning of the 22d one regiment — ^tlie Seventy-sixth Ohio 
Veteran Volunteer Infantry — was ordered to report to Brig. Gen. C. R. 
Woods to destroy railroad, wliich was done by said regiment destroy- 
ing three miles of railroad, including one large bridge and trestle-work 
over a stream near Gordon Junction. 1 moved witli the balance of my 
brigade about three miles and halted; was ordered into position, on each 
side of the road running from Gordon to Griswoldville, Avbere I put up a 
line of works. Tlie i^avalry under Brigadier- General Kilpatrick liad 
been skirmishing with the enemy in our front. Brigadier-General Wal- 
cutt, Second Brigade, First Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, was on a 
reconnaissance toward Griswoldville, when they found the enemy in con- 
siderable force, and my brigade was ordered from tbe line of works to 
the support of Second Brigade. After moving three-quarters of a mile, 
I was ordered to return to the works which I had just left, and was 
ordered to extend them to right ajid left to cover more than niy brigade 
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prevent lueiu iiuiu — tt i i i 

Indiana had one man slightly wounded. Adjt. Marshall H . I arks Inul 
his horse shot from under him while assisting in forming the lines ol 
Ids regiment. Tlie skirmishers had advaneed hut a short distance in 
front of the line when they were engaged, and soon drove the eneni> 
from their front. As soon as it became dark I was called on hir one 
more regiment, which I sent out on tlie road near where the fighting 
had been done during the day, and was put in position, forming' on the 
right of the road, and there remained until about .) o clock, wlnin tlie 
troops were withdraAvn and my regiment returned to the line of winks 
I had built during the day. x\t 12 p. m. the Seventy-sixth Ohio, Col- 
onel Woods commanding, returned from the railroad. 

The next day we resumed our march, marching about five miles, and 
Avas assigned a position on left of road, Avhere Ave halted, facing' to the 
rear, and put u]) a line of Avorks. Marched again about 2 o clock same, 
day, halting for the night about five miles farther, at Gordon Cross- 
Koads, and put up another line of AAa)rks, Next morning at i o clock 
resumed our line of march and moved on tOAvard IrAvinton, crossing tlie 
Oconee River at Planter’s Ferry, and encamped that night at IrAVintoii 
Cross-Roads, AvliereAve lay in camp until 12 m. the next day, resuming 
our inarch, keeping all the time on the right of Cential lailroad. 
Nothing of any importance transpiring; capturing mules and horses 
and contraibands every day. MoAung toAvard Savannah, Ave struck the 
Ogeechee River beloAV Milieu, and after crossing Scull’s Creek lialted lor 
one day, my brigade crossing the river and destroying about one nule. of 
railroad; returned the same day. Marched the next day. My brigade, 
having the advance, Avas delayed about one hour in repairing the 
bridges OA'er Nevil’s Creek, this being the 4th day of llecembei. hiltli 
day Ave marched about sixteen miles, encamping four miles south of 
Mill Creek. Lay in camp on the 6th until noon, marched nine miles, 
and encamiied for the night. 7th, lay in camp until 12 m., changed 
front, and encamjied for the night, having three regiments in my front 
line behind works Avhich I had thrown up. Next day marched seven- 
teen miles, and encamped for the night. About 1 o’clock of the 9th, by 
order from Brig. Gen. C. R. Woods, my brigade Avas ordered three miles 
farther, with instructions to report to Major-General Osterhaus, at Eden 
Court-House, Avhere we took a position and threiv up AVorks. At l-^ 
o’clock that night I received orders from Major-General Osterhaus to 
move at 4 o’clock on the direct road to Dillon’s Bridge, and to take 
measures to xiass the cami) of Second Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, 
by 7 o’clock in tlie morning, Avhich I did, crossing the Ogeechee River on 
a foot bridge at Dillon’s "Crossing, my teams crossing on the pontoon 
about tAYO miles farther up the river, and moving on the towpath along 
the canal until Aim struck a cross-road running to the King s Bridge 
road, filing right, and encamping for the night near the Little Ogeechee 
River close in front of the enemy’s AVorks. 

Next day Ave tried to get to King’s Bridge road, but could not oii 
account of the road being full of cavalry moving. After dark 1 moved 
Avith tlie balance of the division across the causeway, in front or tiie 
enemy’s guns, and camped on the King’s Bridge road, nine miles irom 
Savannah. Nothing of importance transpired for some days. Remammg 
in tlie same camp, and, with a detail from my brigade, put iqi a line ol 
works and furnished one regiment eacli day to support tlie battery by 
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til.. iraiKiteiy from tJm laUi to a-'d [aintj, whoii it was illsi-ovotcd Umi i lio 
<ou!my had i^vaouated tlie iiis'lit hotore, and 1 uiarolied in '''.'J;'' '

The men are in miieh hotter health than when we startisl, and our 
animals have improved at least 25 per cent.

Report of Col. Tliomau Curly, Twenty -seventh Mwuouri of oyer- 

atiom May l-Deoemher /JL 

Hdqrs. Tw^bnty-sevbnth Missouri Vol. Infantry, 

Near Savamiali, Ga., .December I HOI. 

Oeneral: I have the honor to give yon a brief history of this regi- 
ment since my last report : 

On tlu' 1st day of May, 1864, we left Paint Pock Bridge, Ala., and 
commenced the great and well-known campaign of Maior-Umieral Wher- 
inan through Northern Georgia, which lasted four months. The. Twmity- 
seventh Missouri has taken an active part, and has had seven dillerent 
engagements in the series of great battles that have taken phiet‘, during 
the Avhole campaign, as well as the siege of Atlanta, which lasted (me 
month; in all of vdiich our losses were 1 commissioned ofli.cer killed 
and 1 wounded, and 15 enlisted men killed and 47 wmnnded. 1 am 
proud to say that every officer and soldier has done his duty faithfully 
and with credit to the great State to' which he belongs. 

On the 14th [15th] day of November, 1864, we left A tlanta for the G ulf 
coast, through ■ Southern Georgia, for the purpose of the eaiftnre of 
Savannah. 'Nothing of any great interest transpired, exccipt occasional 
skirmishing with the enemy, along our trinmidiant march to the sea- 
coast, where we opened conunnuication vdth the lieet of Admiral Dahl- 
gren on the 13th day of December, 1864. The regiment and one sec-^ 
tion of the First Illinois Artillery, the latter under the eoinmaiid of 
Captain De Gress, were the first to open fire upon Fort McAllister, 
which is situated on the Ogeechee Biver four miles from its mouth. 
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On tlie evening of tlie 13tli of December tlie Ibrt Wtis assanltert and 
carried attbe innnt of tlie bayonet by tbe Second Division, Fifteentb 
Army Corps, commanded by Brigadier-General Hazen, by wliicli onr 
communications were billy opened and our base cstablislied; wbicb 
bas enabled tlie grand army under the heroic Slierman to completely 
invest tbe proud city of Savannab, in wbicb position we rest at tlie 
liresent time, and quietly await tbe bill of tbe doomed city before tbe 
close of tbe present year. , . . 

Tbe distance marched by tbe regiment dui-ing both campaigns is 800 
miles.

Heahqttarters Seventeenth Army Corps, 

Near Station 5^, Qa., December d, 1864. 

Captain: In accordance with instructions from tbe major-general 
commanding, ! proceeded this morning with tbe First Alabama Cav- 
alry and G Company, Eleventh Illinois Cavalry, on tbe road to Station 
4^.' 1 first struck tbe enemy’s pickets opposite Station 5|, on our left 
flank, and drove them to Station 5. At this ]ioint I found Colonel 
Cage, Twenty-nintb Missouri Mounted Infantry, retreating, with tbe 
eiiemy in bis front and I'ear. I drove the enemy bade, and by directions 
received from tbe major-general commanding, sent Colonel Gage and 
bis command to tbe rear. I continued di'iving tbe enemy until I reached 
tbe Little OgeecbeeEiver, when I found him in position on tbe opposite 
side, with a strong line of skirmishers on this side. He bad burned the 
railroad bridge, but bad left tbe jiasseuger bridge uninjured. I dis- 
mounted a company and deployed them as skirmishers, and drove their 
skirmishers over tbe river, and found on reaching tbe banks that they 
were busily engaged in fortifying on tbe other side. I skirmished with 
them a short time for tbe purpose of developing their force, and I 
estimate them at from 2,000 to 5,000 strong. I learned from reliable 
sources that there were four trains came in there to-day loaded with 
troops, and that they have four pieces of artillery, all under command 
of General Wayne. Tbe loss was one man mortally wounded, from the 
First Alabama Cavalry. We captured six of their horses, with equip- 
ments and arms complete.

Report of Col. Bohert F. Oatterson, Mnetij-sefentli Indiana Infantry,

In the Field, near Gordon, Ga., Norember i28, 180d. 

CAPTAIN: I liavc tlie honor to snbniit the following report of the 
engagement hetweeii this brigade and the enemy, near C-riswold, on tin* 
22d instant: 

Early on the morning mentioned six regiments of the brigade, Generfil 
Walcutt cominanding— Yiz, the Forty-sixth Ohio Intantry, Ninety- 
seventh and One hundredth Indiana Infantry, Sixtli Iowa Infantry, tlnv 
Fortieth and One hundred and third Illinois Infantry— were ordered to- 
inove on the road leading to Macon, Ga., for the purpose of feeling the 
enemy’s position in. that direction. .Proceeding about one mile w(i nud 
the enemy’s cavalry, under Wheeler, and drove them bey()nd GriswohL 
The object of the reconnaissance having been accomplished the bri- 
gade was retired about one mile and took position at a point kno-\vn as 
Buncan’s farm. The enemy seeing this move followed up with thret* 
brigades of militia, numbering in all between 6,000 and 7,000 men, 
"We had scarcely taken position in the edge of timlier skirting the farm 
on the east when our pickets wmre fired upon. The brigade, thus 
posted behind a light barricade of rails hastily prepared after our 
l)ickets were driven in, lay anxiously awaiting bis appearance. He 
wms soon discovered emerging from the 'woods about 800 yards from 
our position, and rapidly running across an open field toward us in 
three lines of battle, either of which more than (sovercd our brigade 
front, General Walcutt ordered Captain Arndt, of the First Michi- 
gan, Battery B, to open fire upon them, which he did with one secTJou 
of his battery in position on the road near the center of our liiui, which 
was replied to sharply by four guns of the enemy in the open field, at a 
distance of about 800 yards, to the right and front, the first shot strik- 
ing and damaging a caisson. On came the enemy, endeavoring to gain 
possession of a ravine running i)arallel to and about 100 yards to oni‘ 
front, but the lire was so terrible that ere he reached it ]nany of Ids 
number were stretched upon the idain. It was at this moment that 
General Walcutt received a severe wound and was compelled to leave 
the field. I immediately assnmed command, and discovered tlie enemy 
moving to the right. I supposed he contemplated turidng my right 
flauL ^ As I had already disposed of every available man in tlie brigade, 
and my left being so strongly iiressed that not a man could be, spared 
from it, I sent to the general commanding the division for t\YO regi- 
ments. The Twelfth Indiana Infantry was sent, and immediately placed 
in position on the extreme right; also, a sipiadron of cavalry to watch 
the right and left flanks, but the day was already ours, «as the eneniy 
had heen repulsed and driven from the field. I immediately sent for- 
ward a line of skirmishers, who succeeded in capturing about 42 pris- 
oners and 150 small-arms. The battle commenced at 2.30 p. m. and 
lasted until sunset. During the engagement the enemy inade tliret^ 
separate charges, and were as often repulsed with terrible slaughter. 

I would gladly notice the many deeds of daring during tlie action, 
but to do so of every man who distinguished himself would be to men- 
tion each man by name in the brigade; but suffice it to say, the couduct 
of both officers and men was most superb.

Headquarters 103d Illinois Volunteer Infantry, 

Greene Square., Savannah, Ga., January 2, 1865. 

In compliance with instructions received from brigade headquarters, 
I have the honor to make the following report of the part taken by the 
One hundred and third Regiment Illinois Volunteer Infantry in the 
camiiaign just ended :

Captain: I liave the honor to report the fblloAyinj>: as the operations 
of this regiment in the engagement near Griswoldville on the 22d in- 
stant : 

Tiie regiment marched from its encampment, being in column next 
in front of the rear regiment. Proceeded Avithoiit any occurrence 
Tvorthy of note until the brigade arrived at a point near wliere the gen- 
eral engagement occurred, when X was ordered to move tlie regiment 
down a road leading to the left. Having advanced a shoi-t distance 
skirmishers were thrown to the front, Avhich had not jiroceeded more 
than forty paces in advance of the regiment in column, when they en- 
countered a strong line of rebel cavalry. The skirmishers engaged 
them, when the cavalry charged them liercely. In the meantime the 
regiment was put in line, and to the end that our skirmishers might 
reioin the regiment in safety they were allowed to come within thirty 
yards before orders Avere given to fire; they were easily repulsed. 
They left upon the field a. number of horses Aviiich had been killed and 
disabled and one prisoner. We then received orders from the general 
commanding brigade to retire to a iiosition to the rear and on tlio ex- 
treme left of a new line, with the left wing deployed, extending to a 
SAvamp, in charge of Major Upton. Sliortly after the engagement had 
commenced, the enemy not appearing in our front, I Avas oi’dered to move 
the regiment to the exti’eme right, where the emmiy Avas then ju'essing 
very closely, and to extend well to the right, Avhicli I did under heavy 
fire, deploying out so as to cover a space equal to about three times my 
own proper front. In this position, which Avas liastily fortified, A^^e re- 
pulsed the enemy in three or four assaults Avhich he attempted, and 
remained in it until Avitlidrawn by the brigade commander. There lay 
in this front about 49 of the enemy’s dead and a large jiumber (if 
Avounded. 

We had (mgaged 186 men and 13 officers. Our casualties Avere 5 men 
wounded.

Captain: In compliance AAuth orders just received from your office, I 
beg leave to submit the folloAving report of the operations of this regi- 
ment on the late campaign through Georgia : 

We started with the brigade from our camp, two miles east of Atlanta, 
November 15, 1864, on the road toAvard McDonough ; passed through 
McDonough the 17th, and Indian Springs November 18; crossed the 
Ocinulgee Eiver November 19; passed through Hillsborough the 20tb, 
and Clinton the 21st, and encamped the night of the 21st dn the Cen-

tral Georgia Eailroad, about twelve miles from Macon, witbout any 
oc-ciiri'ence worthy of note. Tlie next day (November 22) the regi- 
ment was sent with tlie brigade on a reconnaissance toward Macon; 
met the enemy’s cavalry in tlie forenoon, arid were attacked in tire 
afternoon by a heavy force of infantry at Duncan’s farm, near Gris- 
woldville, at which time and place occurred the battle of that name, 
in which the regiment participated. For details of the part which the 
regiment took in the battle, I would beg leave to refer you to a report 
forwarded immediately after by the late Lieut. Ool. I. N. Alexander, 
then commanding the regiment.* The casualties oi the regiment during 
the day were six men wounded. The day succeeding the fight we 
resLiine'd our marcli toward Savannah, and passed unmolested through 
Irwinton November 24, Eiddleville November 27, and Summerville 
November 30. At Wright’s Bridge, on the Ogeechee River, December 
7, the regiment was ordered at 2 p. m. to cross tlie river with the One 
hundredth Indiana. Inlantry, and relieve part of the Third Brigade, 
which was sent on a. reconnaissance. At 12 in the night we were 
ordered to ■withdraw, destroy the bridge, and rejoin the brigade. Noth- 
ing of iiniioitance occurred until we again encountered the enemy 
eight miles ft'om Savannah, at Anderson’s larm, December 11,^ 1864. 
Here we remained until the 21st performing our regular tours of duty 
in the front line of works, where, wdiile lying in support of the Twelfth 
Wisconsin Battery, December 14, we had one man wounded, the only one 
witli the exception of those atGriswoldyille, wounded in the campaign. 
Decemlier 21, we proceeded with the brigade to within one mile and a 
half of the city (our present encampment), where we have remained 


ever since. , „ , , , . , 

Beibre closing this report I would respectfully call your attention to 
the good conduct of both ofiicers and men, each and all trying to sur- 
pass his comrade in soldierly bearing and cheerfulness.

Nothing 1‘urtlier 
of interest occurred during this iiortion of the camxiaigii. 
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Left Atlanta, (Ta., November 15, 1864, in the expedition through tleor- 
Lda to onr new base at Savannah. Nothing worthy of particular numtion 
occurred until our arrival at Fort McAllister, Deeeinber 1.3, 1.S64. 1. ar- 

ticinatedin the successful assault upon the fort, and claim tliG hoiioi oj. 
nlantiii g our colors on the works of the fort (irst. Casualties iii regiment 
were 2 killed and 14 wounded in the assault upon the fort. Iteinained in 
the vicinity of Fort McAllister until the fall of Savannah, when we 
moved to within four or five miles of the city; are now enoainixul one 
mile from the city on the right of the Atlantic and Gulf Itailroad. 

Officers and men did their duty so well during the entire campaign 
that I can make particular mention of none. 

Loss during campaign: 2 killed, 14 wounded, 1 missing; total, 17.

Hdqrs. Eighty-third Kegiment Indiana Voluntihqks, 

Saommah, Ga., January 4, 1805. 

Captain: In accordance with instructions I submit the following 
report of the operations of the Eighty- third Ivegiment Indiaiiai Volun- 
teers from September 5, 1804, up to the occ.upation of the city of Savan- 
nah, to wit : 

Cam])ed at East Point, Ga., until October 4; marched toward Chat- 
tanooga in pursuit of the enemy, via Kingston and Kome, and camped 
on Little Ewer October 21 ; distance traveled, -104 miles. Detailed to 
go to Kome to guard supxdy train; returned October 25; distance, 
eighty-two miles. Marched on the 29th via Powder Sxiriiigs, and 
camxied near Marietta November 5 ; divstance, 104 miles. Eeg’iinent was 
paid here. November 14 [15], took ux) line of march south, via Hills- 
borough and Irwinton, toward the coast, meeting with very littl(‘. opposi- 
tion. Crossed the Ocmulgee, Oconee, Cannouchee, and Ogeechee 
Elvers, and struck the Gulf railroad on the 9th of December and tore 
up several miles of the track. Eeturned and marched to Fort McA Uls- 
ter on the 13th. Eemained here a. few days and marched out on tlu' 
Gulf railroad, and assisted in destroying about nine miles of the track, 
Eeturned and crossed the Ogeechee Eiver on the 21st. Enemy evacu- 
ated the city of Savannah on the night of the 21st [20th]. Remained 
in camp until January 2, and marched into town ; went into cainx) inside 
the fortifications. 

Distance marched since October 4, 1864, 750 miles. 

The regiment lost 1 man killed and 2 missing.

On the 13tli day of November, 1864-, the regiment marelual from ( 'amp 
ISmyrna, Ga., to Atlanta, Ga., a distance of tAve.lve miles, and l lua'c 
having been equipped, marched out of Atlanta on the loth us a. part of 
the army which, under the command of Maioi’-Gema-al Slaa'ina n, under- 
took the great invasion of the State of Georgia,, from the nortIn\'estern 
])art to the sontheastern border of said State. Tin* line of march the 
regiment made was over McDonough, Indian S])ringvS, near which place 
it crossed the Ocmnlgee River, passing tbrongb llillsl)orough and Glin 
ton; At the latter place, November 22, the regiment, with the. .fifteenth 
Michigan Volimteer Infantry, went on picktd, on the I’oad hauling to 
Macon, from Avliere the enemy’s cavalry tried to enter Glinton, and cn( 
otf the train of tlie division.

On the 12th the regiment returned Avith the brigade and division to 
the Ogeechee River, crossed it at ‘King's Bridge on the I3th, and 
advanced on Fort McAllister, Avhieh Avas iiiAU'sted and carriinl by 
assault. The regiment bivouacked near the fort until DecH.milau’ if, 
when it marched A\dth the brigade to Melntosli, thirty miles sontlnvc'st 
of Savannah, on the Savannah and Gulf itailroad, Avhich was rea.eln'd 
on the 18th, and the regiment being engaged in desti-oying the railroad 
<;ompletely, so that nothing was left but the tAvisted iron fails, until tlu' 
night of the 20th. On the 21st the regiment returned to the Ogeeclu'c 
River and crossed it at King’s Bridge, in the nieaiitinuA SaAcinnab 
being evacuated by the enemy. The regiment Aveiit in l)ivouae, eleven 
miles from Savannah, and marched on the 29th to within four miles of 
Savannah, and Avent into camp on the soutlnvest side of Savannah, at 
the Gulf railroad, on the 2d day of January, 1805.

If they liad been destroyed avc could not have reached 
the (fnlf railroad or saved any x><>rtiou of King’s Bridge Avithout mak- 
ing a march of thirty miles. ‘ Tlie behavior of the otfuiers and men dur- 
ing this expedition 'at as highly praiscAVortliy. We have no skulkers. 
Tlie balance of the ilivision and pontoon train joined ns hm-iA and 
(mmmeiieed to x>'d in artillery during the night. 9th, th(‘ enemy bvll, 
during the niglit, but before leaving opeiuMl a- brisk fire of aa-tillery 
and inusketry. At dayliglit Avas ordered to secure and liohl King’s 
Bridge, across the Ogeeehee. I at omm eommenm'd to cross my 
brigade over the Oaiinoiicliee, by ferrying them in poiitoon-lioafs and 
SAvimining the horses. It took us nearly two hours to cross. Bushed 
rapidly foiward for eight miles to King’s Bridge, but wen* nimble 
to save but part of it. 'We then returned to Way’s IStat-ion to camp, 
leaving tAvo companies of Eorty-eightli Illinois Volunteers fo gnard 
the (irossing and xu’^vent further destriudion of the briilge.^ We 
received orders to destroy all tre.stles on tlie railroad; also the railroad 
bridge across the Ogeeehee. AVe destroyed tburteen trestles, varying 
from 30 to 150 yards long, and the Gulf railroad bridge meross the 
Ogeeehee, a magnificent bridge 500 yavds long; took 18 xu'isoners; fin- 
ished onr Avork at 9,30 p. in. 10th, left Wary’s Btation at 5 a. in ; re- 
turned to the Oaniionchee Elver, recrossed, and mari'.hed to the 
Ogeeehee Eiver, and crossed at Dillon’s Berry, and enca.mped Avithin 
ten miles of Savannah; distance marched, eighteen miles, lltli and 
12th, rested in camp. 13th, left cami> and mar(;hed, crossing the Ogee- 
ehee on King’s Bridge, to Avithin about one mile of Fort JMcAllister 
and formed. The ITiird Brigade formed the center of division line, the 
Ninetieth Illinois on the right. Forty-eighth Illinois in the center, and 
Seventieth Ohio on the left.

On the 19th a Avork Avas commenced on the railroad lor 
three guns. It Avas not completed, however, Avhen the enemy evacu- 
ated Savannah. On the morning of the 21st the command moved into 
SaAmnnah, camping in the suburbs between tlu' (lulf railroad and Shell 
road. ... 

The conductof the officers and soldiers of this division is worthy ol the 
highest commendation — ahvays cheerful and complying strictly Avith 
all orders, Avhich made the march a. very pleasant one. 1 take pleasure 
in reporting that not a single man Avas lost by straggling. The (;om- 
manding officers of brigades and regiments ha v(' my thanks for their 
co-operation. 

The weather during the march av as pleasant, and supplies of foAvls, 
pigs, and sweet potatoes abundant, Avith plenty of forage for the ani- 
mals. 

During the march this command cut about ten miles of road tlirougli 
the AA'oods, and made 5,010 yards of corduroy, not including many 
lilaces Avhere rails were couAmnient and could be throAvn doA\m withou t 
detaining the column. 

A few prisoners were captured, and 800 bales of cotton destroyed.

Tlie command by (Mmsecutive marches passed through Kingston, 
Allatoona, and Marietta, and arrived at Atlanta on the morning of the 
15th [November], just as the Fifteenth Corps debouclied from the town. 
T^wenty days’ siijiplies were loaded on the trains, and the command 
moved to overtake tlie corjis, and encamped near East Point on the 
night of the 15th. During the Idth and 17th the column was on the 
roiid, and bivouacked near .lackson, Ca., on the IStli. On the night ot 
the ISth the division was put in motion and inarched until 10 a. m. of 
the loth, Avhen it arrived at the Ocmulgee Mills,- where it lay until the 
entire corps and corps •trains luid crossed. At noon of the 2()th, by 
direction of the major-geiu'ral commanding the corps, the division 
crossed the river. Tlie pontoons were taken up and the train placed 
under my (diarge. From the Ocmulgee to Gordon we had continuous 
wet weather aiid lieavy roads. The coinmand, incumbered by the pon- 
toon train, about 300 wagons belonging to the cavalry division, and a 
drove of 3,000 head of cattle, struggled through the mud aini swamps, 
■making fair ])rogress, and arriving at Gordon, where we for the first 
time joined our corps aft(‘r leaving the Ocmulgee Kiiver. Here we were 
relieved of the additional trains, and after one day’s rest at Gordon 
took up our line of march, arriving at the right bank of the Oconee, at 
Ball’s Ferry, November 26, at 10 a. in. The pontoons being speedily 
laid, the division crossed in advance of the corps and marched to Irwin’s 
(Jross-ltoads, where we encamped during the .27th. 

In accordance with orders from corps headquarters, two brigades 
(Rice’s and Hurlbut’s) were sent to the Georgia Central Kailroad, at 
No. 13, to destroy the road between that point and the Oconee Eiyer. 
. Six miles were eftectually destroyed on the 27th, and the division united 
again at a point about twelve miles southeast of Wrightsville. The 
march from here to the point at which we crossed the Ogeechee was 
through a country well watered, sparsely inhabited, furnishing, however, 
by means of extensive foraging parties, abundance of vegetables and 
stock. On the 3d of December we camped on Scull’s Creek, near No. 
7, to whicli point Rice’s brigade was sent to destr oy the railroad, while

On reference to memoranda I find that Ave have obtained on the 
march, beyond Avhat was necessary for daily issue, 1,000 head of cattle, 
about 300 head of horses and mvdes; that nearly seven miles of road 
were corduroyed and thirty bridges built by the pioneer corps of this 
division. 

The list of casualties is exceedingly small.

Keport of Brig. Gen. Flliott W. liiee, U. N. Army, eommanding First

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following as my report of the 
recent campaign which resulted in the capture of the city of Savannah, 
as participated in by the First Brigade, Fourth Division, Fifteenth Army 

Glorps: • -n-f 

In compliance Avith orders from headquarters Fourth Division, int- 
teenth Army Corps, Brig. C-en. J. M. Corse commanding, the brigade 
destroyed its camp in coiinkdiou Avith all property, public and private, 
for Avhich transportation was not furnished, and left the city of Home, 
G-a., at 8 a. m, on the 11th day of Hovember, 1804. From thence I 
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marclied tlie brigade, via Kingston, Allatoona, Big Sbanty, Marietta 
and d-unier’s Ferry, to tbe city of Atlanta. Here I supplied my com 
intmd with shelter-tents and clothing. This having been hastily done 1 
left the city on the 15th day of November, it being also the date of my 
arrival, having joined my brigade with the grand army of Greneral 
Sherman. We passed through Bough and Beady, McDonough, and 
dackson, crossing the Ocmulgee Biver at Seven Islands on the evening 
of the 19th and morning of the 20th. Here the division took charge of 
the pontoon train, moving steadily and slowly along over or rather 
through roads made almost impassable by the incessant rains. Having 
passed through the towns of Monticello, Hillsborough, and Clinton, the 
fair weather had greatly improved the roads, and after we had been 
relieved of the pontoons we moved southward rapidly. We crossed 
the Georgia Oeiitral Bailroadat Gordon, and marched on a road south 
of and parallel to the railroad through the town of Irwintou. Crossing 
the Oconee Biver at Ball’s Ferry, we camped at Irwin’s Cross-Boads 
during the night. 

On the inorning of November 22 we struck the Georgia Central Bail- 
road at mile-post 138, and from thence we effectually destroyed the 
road by burning tlie ties, bending, twisting, and breaking the rails 
as far as Station 13, a distance of three or more miles. Moving again 
on the road south of and parallel to the railroad, we crossed the Ogee- 
(.'hee Biver, and once more made an effectual destruction of three miles 
of the same road to Station Ho. 7. We recrossed the river and struck 
it again after a long march at a point south of Station Ho. 2, Here 
the enemy resisted the crossing, but were easily forced back by the 
Second Iowa Infantry, which I had deployed as skirmishers, supported 
by the Seventh Iowa Infantry. The country for nearly three-quarters 
of a mile was nearly waist deep with water in the swamps and lagoons, 
through wliich the troops waded with a good will, driving the enemy 
into a small rail-work which they had hastily constructed, I endeav- 
ored to turn their position and gain the rear of their defenses by throw- 
ing a portion of the Second Iowa to their left under cover of a thick 
woods in that direction, but the troops in their front aud on their left 
could not be held back. They dashed forward with an uiqoaralleled 
impetuosity, right over the rail- works, capturing 20 prisoners, killing 2, 
aud wounding 4 men. The balance of the rebel force rushed to the 
railroad, aud taking the cars moved oft’ in the direction of Savannah. 
In this skirmish the Second Iowa Infantry lost 2 men killed and 2 
wounded, and the Seventh Iowa Infantry 2 men wounded. The night 
after the skirmish I threw up a line of works near Station Ho, 2. On 
the following morning we took the road north of the Ogeechee Biver, 
moved down that stream, crossed the canal and supported the Third 
Brigade in the skirmish for King’s Bridge Oross-Boads on the 9th day of 
December, 1864. On the 10th day of December the enemy wasfound occu- 
pying a strong position on the north side of the Little Ogeechee Biver. 
Here the troops were placed in position. My brigade was assigned the 
right of the line, which rested on the Anderson plantation one mile 
west of where the Gulf railroad crosses the Little Ogeechee Biver. 
Here we skirmished slightly with the enemy and made demonstrations 
and reconnaissances until the 21st day of December, when. Savannah 
being evacuated by the enemy, the brigade marched into the city. 

Officers aud soldiers conducted themselves remarkably well during 
the march. Dwelling houses were not entered by soldiers of this bri- 
gade; citizens were not molested in their persons or peaceful pursuits.

ment in the late campaign: _ , ^ « t> 

The regiment, with the brigade and division, marched from Home, 
Ga., at 7 a. m. November 11, and passing through Kingston, encamped 
near the railroad, two miles south of the town. At 4 a. m. the following 
day the march was resumed, passing through the towns of Cassville, 
Cartersville, and Allatooua, also crossing the Etowah Fiver, encamxnng 
for the night on Allatooua Creek. The next night bivouacked near the 
base of Kenesaw Mountain, having passed the towns of Acwortli and 
Big Shanty. On the 14th the regiment marched to the Chattahoocliee 
River, encamping for the night on the west bank of the same, several 
miles below the railroad bridge. On the 15th Atlanta was reached, 
and the column halted while the trains were being loaded and clothing 
and rations issued to the men, after which the march was resumed, 
halting for the night live miles south of the city on the McDonough 
road. Early the following morning the command moved, marcliing by 
side of the trains, wliich Avas very difficult this day, owing to the nar- 
roAv road and tliick undergroAAdh ; bivouacked for the night about five 
miles southeast of Jonesborough. November 17, marched at 6 a. m. on 
the Jackson road, passing through McDonough, and encamped ten 
miles from the Ocinulgee River. The following day did not move until 
after darlv, the SeA^’cnteenth Corps having the road during the day. 
Marched through Jackson and rested until daylight, when the inarch 
was resumed, reaching the river in the forenoon. At dark, with the 
Seventh Iowa, the regiment crossed the river and camped two miles 
beyond. The folloAving day the march was resumed, the regiment being 
the rear guard, and tlie roads very heavy owing to the drenching rain 
of the night before. Monticello and tlie camp of the division was not 
reached until after night. I^eft Monticello early next morning and 
arrived at Hillsborough at dark. November 22, marched on the road to 
Clinton, camping near the toAvn during thenight. The heavy roads again 
delayed us, and but a shortdistance was marched. At noon the next day 
the regimem; moved and continued the march until 1 o’clock at night. 
This was probably the most disagreeable march of the campaign, oAving 
to the darkness of the night and roughness of the roads. November 24, 
marched on the Gordon road, passing the toAvn, and encamped two 
miles beyond. NoA^ember 25, passed through IrAvinton and cainxied 
near the Oconee River, the regiment this day having the advance of 
the division. November 26, crossed the river and camped at the 
cross-roads, six miles beyond. November 27, this day the brigade 
destroyed three miles of the railroad, camping for the night near 
Tennil'le. November 28, 29, and 30, the march Avas continued through a 
barren and swamiiy country. 

December 1, this day the march was attended with some difficulty, 
the road being occupied by the Third Division. December 2, the 
brigade crossed the Ogeechee River; this regiment, AAuth the Fifty- 
second Illinois, remainkl at the crossing, and during the night threw 
up works to x>rotect the same. December 3, the regiment, with the 
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brigade, was engaged in destroying the road to Scarborough Station; 
hiter in the afternoon recrossed the river and encamped for the night. 
December 4 and 5, the march was continued down the right bank of 
the river, encamping near the same during the night; also during the 
following day and night. December 7, the regiment, with the brigade, 
crossed the Ogeeehee Eiver again, and the enemy being found, a por- 
tion of the Second and Seventh Iowa were dexdoyed as skirmishers, 
and drove tlieiii, the former sui)ported by the Fifty-second Illinois and 
the latter by this regiment; during the night breast-wmrks of rails and 
sand were thrown up two miles from the river. December 8, the regi- 
ment was this day the rear guard, and when near Eden ayus fired into by 
a concealed enemy. Three companies were immediately deployed and 
inirsued the enemy, who fled at once. No casualties occurred. At the 
railroad crossing the regiment halted and built a barricade, and 
remained until 8 p. m., when it marched, having charge of the teams 
of the division, to the Savannah Canal, where 'it arrived at midnight. 
December 0, marched in rear of the Second Brigade, wiio met the enemy 
early in the morning, but drove them before this regiment, which was 
dexdoyed on tlie extreme right, came under lire; built a line of works 
during the night. December 10, marched on the road leading to Sa- 
vaniiali, and found the enemy on the opposite bank of the Little 
()geeoliee_, seven miles from the city; from this time no movement 
ocjcui'red in which this regiment took part until the morning of the 
21st, when the city 'was taken possession of. 

There were no casualties in this regiment during the campaign of 
any kind whatever; the men were in better health and spirits at its 
close than at its commencement.

Report of Col. Afoel B. Hoivard, Becond loiva Infantry,

Savamiah, Ga., December 25, 1864. 

Sir: In compliance with General Orders, No. 11, headquarters First 
Brigade, Fourth Division, Fifteenth Army Coi'xis, December 25, 18G4, 
I have the honor to submit the following rexiort of the part taken by 
the Second Eegiment Iowa Infantry Yolunteers, in the campaign just 
ended : 

November 11, the regiment marched from Eome, Ga., on this day 
with the brigade and division at 7 a. m., passed through Kingston, and 
camped three miles beyond on the Cassville road. November 12, con- 
tinued to march, passing through Cassville, Oartersville, and Allatoona, 
camping two miles beyond the latter iilace. November 13,.the march 
VMS resumed at 7 a. m. and Marietta reached, nothing of note occur- 
ring. November 14, on this day the regiment was the rear guard of 
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the division, marcliing behind the train, reaching Turner’s Ferry at 
sunset 5 the men kept well in ranks. November 15, the regiment 
moved out with the command on the White Hall road, passed Atlanta, 
halting beside the road long enongli to issue clothing to the men, and 
encamped four miles beyond the city. November lO, the march Avas 
continued on the McDonough road, the command moving alongside the 
train; the march was rapid and very latiguing, the Aveather being 
warm. November 17, moved at C a. m. on the Jackson road and camped 
four miles from that idace, making a tiresome march of tAveiity- three 
miles; about one-third of the men fell out of ranks during the day. No- 
vember 18, on this day the regiment did not leaA^e. cami) until about 9 
1 ). m., Avhen it moved to the riAmr at Ocmulgee Mills and remained until 
morning. NoA^ember 19, did not move, the bridge being occupied by 
other troops crossing. November 20, the regiment crossed the ri ver 
at 8 a. m. and, with the Fifty-second Illinois Infantry, remained to pro- 
tect the pontoons till they AA'ere taken up, then mai’ched Acith tln^ 
brigade to Monticello, the brigade being the i-ear guard. November 
21, regiment marched at daybreak, iiassing through Monticello, and 
camped at Hillsborough] the day Avas cold and rainy. No\'enil)er 22, 
the march was continued on this day to Avithin two miles of Clinton and 
Avas much delayed by the pontoon train. November 28, the marcli 
was resumed at 12m, on’ this day and continued till 1 o’clock at night; 
much confusion existed during the night march on account of the troops 
marching beside the train. November 24, on this day Ave marched 
through "Gordon Station, where Ave reunited Avitli the corps. Novem- 
ber 25, i)assed through IrAvinton on a fine road and Avith line Aveather. 
November 26, on this day the regiment, with the command, passed the 
Oconee Eiver on pontoons, at 2 x). m., and camped ten miles beyond. 
The regiment at this i)lace Avas joined by the three (iompanies of the 
Third Iowa Infantry, which had been transferred to it. .November 27, 
the regiment, with the remainder of the brigade, Avas on this day 
engaged in destroying the railroad, and adAmneed but a few mil(*s from 
its last camp. November 28, the march on this day was most of the 
time through pine barrens over iieAV roads. November 29, about tAventy 
miles were made to-day, through a Aumy x^oor country. November 80 
and December 1, the march aauis continued on both days Avith no occur- 
rence worthy of note. 

December 2, the Ogeechee Eiver Avas reached on this day and 
crossed, and the regiment, with the Seventh loAva Infantry, tore uj) one 
mile of the railroad track beloAv Millen. December 3, tlie regiment, 
with the brigade, was engaged all day in destroying the railroad, and 
recrossed the river at night, camping on the west side. December 4 
and 5, marched both days doAvu the river road and camped at the 
cross-roads opposite Station No. 3. December 7, the regiment marched 
at 7 a. m. and reached the river at 12 m. at a point ojAposite Station 
No. 2, where a crossing Avas to be effected. The enemy ax)peared in 
light force on the opposite side with the evident intention of contesting 
the passage. Pontoons AA^ere laid, and the First Brigade being ordered 
to cross, my regiment, which had the advance, was tlirown across at 
about 1 xn m. and Avas dex^loyed as skirmishers as soon as the x)eculiari- 
ties of the ground Avould admit. The enemy’s skirmishers fell back, 
lightly contesting our advance, to a barricade in an open field one mile 
and a half from the river. Our skirmishers, supported by the reserve 
of four companies and the SeAmnth Iowa, advanced briskly and droA^e 
the enemy from his position, killing and Avounding several, and taking 
twenty prisoners. An attempt was made to take the enemy’s position 
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in flank by advancing tlie rigiit of my line, ^itb tlie reserve, along tt 
timber bordering tlie field, but tlie sharpness with vrhich the cente 
.attacked and the discovery of the flank movement caused the enemj 
to retreat in contusion before it could be effected. The station, one 
mile farther oil, was occupied by us without further resistance. Ihe 
loss ill the regiment in this affair was 2 killed_ and 2 wounded, all be- 
longing to Oompany E. December^, on this day we made a rapid 
and tiitiguing march of about twelve miles, to the feayaiinah Canal. 
December 1), the regiment moved out suddenly with the brigade on this 
day The advance of the division came up with the enemy about three 
miles out, and alter considerable skirmishing drove him from Ins posi- 
tion, but the regiment ivas not brought iimler fire during this afiaii. 
December 10, on this day the command marched on the dir^ect 
Savannah road and tbiiiid the enemy on the opposite side of the Eittle 
Ogeechee. December 11 to December 21, in the operations m trout ot 
this place, on and near the Little Ogeechee, the regiment pertormed 
its diity as a part of the brigade without becoming at any time directly 
engaged with the enemy, and entered the city on the 21st instant with

November 27, marched at (5 a. m. in tlie 
direction of the Georgia Central Eailroad and destroyed one mile of the 
same, then proceeded to Station No. 13 and camped, having no trans- 
pDortatioii with the brigade. November 28, marched at 5.30 a. m; at 
9 a. m. came in contact with Third Division; camx')ed at 3 pi. m. near 
a large swamp; distance marched, ten miles. November 29, left camp 
at 5 a. m., crossing the swampo, and marched over bad roads, campnng 
at sunset; distance marched, eighteen miles. November 30, marched at 
6.30 a. m., p)assiug through the town of Summerville, and camped four 
miles from the Ogeechee Eiver; distance, fifteen miles. 

December 1, marched at 7 a. m. toward the Ogeechee, then down the 
river, parallel with it, a distance of fifteen miles. December 2, marched 
at 0.30 a. m.; crossed Scull’s Creek; then crossed the Ogeechee and 
proceeded to the Georgia Central Eailroad, and destroyed one mile of it 
about four miles east from Millen ; camp)ed at dark near railroad. Decem- 
ber 3, moved at daylight, and commenced further destruction of the road ; 
at 2 p). m., had destroyed two miles, as far as Station No. 7 ; then recrossed 
the Ogeechee and went into camp. December 4, took up our line of march 
at G a. m., and marched twelve miles. December 5, marched at daylight; 
the Seventh Iowa was soon ordered to the front in sup)p)ort of the Second 
Brigade, but did not overtake them; campled at dark near the Ogee- 
chee; distance, eighteen miles. December 6, remained in camp all day. 
December 7, marched at 6.30 a. m. and struck the Ogeechee at 11a. m.; 
laid pontoons and crossed about noon. Met the enemy in small force; 
had a lively skirmish and drove them to Station No. 2, where they went 
on board a train and left in the direction of Savannah. In this skir- 
mish I had two men slightly wounded. Moved to the rear of Station No. 
2 about one mile and camped for the night, leaving Company K on picket 
guard at the station. December 8, marched at 8 a. m. and struck 
the Ogeechee and Savannah Canal at 2 p. m., where we went into 
camp. Here shovels were sent to the front, and we, for the first time 
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on tlie march, threw ni) works. December 9, left camx) at 9 a. m., 
crossed the canal, and proceeded in the direction of the Coast Bailroad. 
At 10 a. m. the regiment was formed in line of battle; two companies, 
commanded by Major Mahon, were deployed, as skirmishers and moved 
obli(inely to the right and iront. The regiment nioved by the right 
flank on the donble-qnick till it reached a road leading from the river ; 
then i)roceeded np said road, but before arriving at the place of 
acjtion the enemy had fled, leaving a disabled 10-pounder Blakely rifle 
gun. Camped at 2 p. m. and threw up works. December 10, marched 
at 9 a. m., and after proceeding a short distance found that the enemy 
liad flooded the country by letting the water out of the canal, which 
the men were obliged to wade for some distance; but the obstruction 
was slight, and we soon reached the Little Ogeechee Biver. The regi- 
ment was ordered into line of battle, and moved forward through a 
heavy-timbered, dense swamp until I came in sight of the rebel works 
on tlie opposite side of the Little Ogeechee. In the afternoon I moved 
the regiment, under orders, about 100 x)aces to the rear and camped for 
the night. December 11, moved to the rear and encami)ed on Ander- 
son’s i)]antation, where we remained encamped until the 21st, keex)ing uj) 
all tlie time a lively skirmish on the picket-line. On the night of the i9th 
my regiment was ordered to effect a crossing of the Little Ogeechee. 

I marched the regiment to the viciuity of the river. Company A being 
detailed to carry boards for the purpose of crossing sloughs, and Com- 
pany B was detailed to carry a boat for the x)nrx)ose of crossing a de- 
tachment to recounoiter the opposite bank. Major Mahon, with four 
lucked men, crossed the river, and from his reconnaissance it was found 
to be impossible to cross the regiment on account of swamps and mo- 
rasses on the opposite bank. At 12 midnight the regiment was ordered 
back to camp. December 20, was quiet all day. December 21, reports 
were in circulation at an early hour that the enemy had abandoned his 
stronghold on the Little Ogeechee. The brigade was ordered to move 
to the front, and at 2 p. m. entered the city of Savannah without firing 
a gun, the enemy having made a hasty retreat. 

During the march my regiment captured 24 horses and mules, 8 of 
which were turned over to Captain Itattray, acting assistant inspector- 
general, Fourth Division, at the crossing of the Oconee Biver. _ The 
remaining 16 were turned over to Lieutenant Martin, acting assistant 
quartermaster. First Brigade, Fourth Division, Fifteenth Army Corps, 
at Anderson’s plantation. My regiment also captured a number of 
cattle, hogs, «&;c., and unearthed many bushels of sweet potatoes, all of 
which were properly disposed of. 

My whole casualties on the march were three men wounded, as follows : 
Job A. Clark, Company B, shght, December 7 ; Oliver Kneudsen, Com- 
pany C, slight, December 7 ; Alexander Krieger, Company D, severely, 
December 11. Three men are missing since leaving Borne, but whether 
they are deserters or were captured by the enemy I am unable to say. 

My regiment to-day is in fine condition, there being but eight men 
sick.

Thev soon encountered the enemy’s pickets, and a brisk skirtmsh ensued. 
OimcZpS^TthrsiW-sixth Illinois Infantry was then dep oyed as 
skirmishers/ The Seventh Illinois Mounted Infantry were placed on. 
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the flanks and ordered to move forward, supported by tlie Sisty-sixtk 
Illinois Infantry on the right and the Twelfth Illinois Infantry on the 
left of the road, the Eighty-first Ohio Infantry being held 
After moving forward about halt a mile m this 

line was strengtheiied by two companies, one from the Eighty-fiistOhio 
and one ti'oin the Sixty sixth Illinois Infantry, and ordered to chaige 
the enemy’s works, which was successfully done, resulting in the cap- 
ture of one 12-pounder rifled gun and twelve, prisoners, l^esides see- 
ing for us the important position we desired. We continued, how- 
even, to drive the enemy until we reached the ^est kiaiieh 
of the Little Ogeechee Eiver, the bridge over which he had pai- 
tially destroyed. Here the brigade was halted and ordered to 
return to the division. 10th, two, regiments of the 
Illinois and Sixty-sixth Illinois Infantry, were ordered to move to the 
Gulf railroad bridge, over the Little Ogeechee Liver, and, if iiossible, 
effect a crossing, the Eighty-first Ohio Infantry being left to guard divis- 
ioir;m)ply tra Arriving at Station Ho. 1 on the above-named rail- 
road dne^mpany of the Sixty-sixth 

«VivTvn^llprs sunnorted bv one company of the Twelfth Illinois infantry, 
and ordered to move forward to the railroad bridge, and the two regi- 
ments moved down on the right of the railroad, under cover, to wdhm 
a (urirter of a mile of the bridge. Here the ground became so marshy 
oii\dther side of the railroad tliat it was impossible for even the skir- 
risii line to advance farther, except only the few men that were maxch- 
in«’ on the railroad. It now being ascertained that the bridge could 
onlv be rJached by the railroad, and that it had been burning for some 
time and no enemy having yet been discovered, Gapt. Janms Oomiiton 
was ordered to move down the railroad with ten men and eftect a cross- 
ing if possible. He accordingly advanced to tire railroad bndge, and 
wnis about to make some arrangement by 'wliich to cross^ liiinself and 
men wlien tlie enemy suddenly opened upon him from behind the abiit- 
mciit on the opposite side of the river. Here the captain discovepd 
hrtarconXn^^^^^^ by a considerable force of the enemy behind 
wmrks (both artillery and infiiiitry), and that the only approach to the 
rivOT was by the railroad. These facts ha%dng been reported, an effort 
was made to llnd a crossing at some xioint above tlie bridge, but with- 
out success. The picket-post thou at the bridge was strengthened and 
ordered to open a brisk fire upon the enemy for tbe purpose of ™oi^ 
fully developing his forces. The enemy returned the fire from 
the almtSt of the bridge on the opposite side of tbe river and from 
hi wSrtLv huM yards from the river, and also used two pieces 
of artillery. A brisk fire wms kept up until dark, when, by direction of 
the geneiml commanding division, the brigade was withdrawn and 
eucamned on Miller’s plantation, at Station JNo. 1. 

On the 11th an effort was made to find a crossing at 
low the bridge.

Notbiiig ot 
importance occurred (tbe brigade lying quietly in camxJ) until the niglit 
o±* tbe 19tb, wben anotlier attempt was made to cross tbe Little Ugee- 
olnee Eiver. Tbe order was simply to effect a crossing with a few men, 
■fco reconnoiter tbe ground on tbe soutb bank x^reparatory to effecting a 
< *iiossing in force on tbe following wigbt. Tbe crossing w as s uccessful^ 
made under tbe imincdiate supervision of First Lieut. William i itt- 
man, of tbe Eigbty-lirst Ohio Infantry, with ten men from tbe Ligbty- 
lirst Obio Infantry and Sixty-sixtb Illinois Infantry, wbo volunteered 
Tor tbe purpose. This hazardous movement was accompbsbed witliont 
loss, or without even being discovered by tbe enemy. Although Lieu- 
tenant Pittman is ever first in tbe line of duty, yet for bis conduct on 
tills occasion be deserves sxiecial mention, as Avell as feeigeant Mason 
fLiid the men Avlib accomxianied biin. Ho advantage, however, was 
olitained from this crossing, tbe enemy having, on tbe night ot tbe 20tb, 
evacuated tbe Avorks in our front, thus leaving us the free passage 
of tbe river and in quiet xiossession of tbe beautiful city of Savannah. 

Tbe casualties of this command during tbe campaign Avere 4 enlisted 
men— 1 captured and 3 Avouuded, 2 severely and 1 mortally. 

Tbe campaign, Avitb tbe excexition of afeiv days, Avas a xdeasant one. 
IMen bad an abundance to eat and arriA-ed at Savaimab, as they bad 
Ijeen during tbe entire march, in tbe best sxiirits and condition xiossible.

Report of May. Wheeloch S. Merriman, Twelfth Illinois Infantry.

November 14, passed through Marietta and marched to^ Turner’s 
ITerry : fifteen miles. Eovember 15, marched into Atlanta Avith supx^ly 
train, and at 5 p.ni. moA^ed to East Point, having marched eleven miles. 
I^Tovember 16, marched about eighteen miles through a wooded country, 
leaving Jonesborougb to tbe right. November 17, marched about 
twenty miles, passing tbrougb McDonough. Moved at 5 x"). m. on the 
IStb, and marched ten miles, going tbrougb Jackson. November 19, 
inarched nine miles to Ocmulgee Eiver at Seven Islands Factory, and 
crossed it on the 20th , marching to Monticello ; nine miles. On tbe 21st 
marched to Ilillsborougb, ten miles, over bad roads. November 22, 
marched about ten miles over A^ery bad roads, and on the 23d passed 
tErougb Clinton, marcliing about twelve miles; lost one man near Clin- 
ton, captured by guerrillas. November 24, passed tbrougb Gordon and 
camped two miles soutb ; distance, seven miles. On tbe 25tb passed 
tProugb Irwinton; marched eighteen miles and reached Oconee Ewer. 
Crossed it on tbe 26tb and camped at Irwin’s Cross-Eoads ; seventeen

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miles march. Moved at 2 j). m. November 27, and marched hve miles. 
Marched sixteen miles on the 28th, passing through -Wrightsville. 
29th, marched eighteen miles through a very swampy country, and 
crossed the headwaters of the Little OhooiDee liiver. 30th ol November, 
passed Summerville, marching fourteen miles. 

December 1, marched ten miles, and on the 2d marched to Scull s 
Greek and camx)ed near it. December 3, crossed the Ogeechee Biver; 
was on iDicket four miles from Milieu, and returned at 5 p. m. 4th, 
marched down the Ogeechee Biver fifteen miles. 5th, marched eight- 
een miles and camped on the bank of the Ogeechee, but finding a bad 
crossing, lay in camx) on the 6tli, and on the 7th inarched to JenksG 
Bridge ; eleven miles. On the 8th crossed the Ogeechee and inarched to 
the Ogeechee Canal; fifteen miles. On the 9th marched four miles, and 
found the enemy in force behind breast-works hastily constructed ol 
logs and rails, though in some places dirt had been thrown up. The 
Sixty-sixth Illinois deployed across the main road as skirmishers, while 
the regiment and Eighty- lirst Ohio marched by the fhnik until tlie 
enemy" were driven from their first position, after which tliey were 
deployed in line of battle on the left of the road. The enemy retreated 
to iirevent capture by flank movements, and were pursued across Salt- 
water Creek. On tlie lOth the regiment and Sixty- sixth Illinois were 
sent to burn the railroad bridge over the Little Ogeechee, but the 
enemy burnt it on our approach. W e lay in camp on the 12th and 13th, 
and on the 14th joined the division in line of battle on Anderson’s plan- 
tation. Lay in camp on the loth and IGth, and reported to the pro- 
vost-marshal-general, Fifteenth Army Corps, on the ITtli, by order of 
General Corse. On the 18th started for Fort McAllister with rebel 
l)risoiier8, and while in camp there, awaiting transi)ortation to Hilton 
Head, received information of the capture of Savannali. 23d, sent tlie 
prisoners on the steamer Ashland (Lieutenant-Colonel Yan Sellar tak- 
ing 100 men with him, as guards, to Hilton Head), and on the 24th 
rejoined the brigade at this place.

THE SAVANNAH CAMPAIGN. 


On the morning of the 11th of I^ovemher the regiment broke up camp 
ut Kome and proceeded, Tvith its brigade and division, to Atlanta, Ga., 
Avbere it joined Sherman’s grand army. The regiment entered Atlanta 
on the 15th; remained long enough to draw rations and clothing for 
the command, and the same evening headed southward. ^ The regiment 
was continually with its brigade throughout the march from Atlanta to 
the Little Ogeechee Eiver, not participating in any action until the 9th 
of .December, when the regiment, with its brigade, crossed the Ogeechee 
Canal near the Ogeechee Eiver, and proceeded in the direction of Savan- 
nah. The advance of the brigade soon encountered the enemy. The 
Twelfth and Sixty-sixth Illinois were formed on the right and left of 
the road, the Eighty-first being held in reserve. One company, F, 
Lieutenant Pittmki commanding, was sent forward as skirmishers. At 
times the musketry and cannonading was quite brisk, yet the enemy 
were driven for a considerable distance by our skirmish line. The 
brigade being very much annoyed by a rebel battery, Colonel Adams 
ordered the regiment forward with instructions to advance through a 
wood oil the left of the road, and, if possible, get in rear of the battery 
and capture it. After marching for nearly two miles through a wood, 
almost impassable on account of the thick underbrush, it was discovered 
tliat the enemy had taken the alarm and fled. During the operations 
of this day the regiment was under fire several times, but did not sus- 
tain any loss. Several prisoners were captured by the company on the 

skirmish line. , „ ^ 

Froin the 10th of December until the capture of Savannah, the reg- 
iment was in (‘amp on the Anderson place, near the Little Ogeechee 
Eiver doing its share of picket duty, with the loss of one man mortally 
Avounded. Sjiecial mention shoul(i be made of hirst Lieut. William 
Pittman and Sergeant Mason, who, assisted by seven volunteers from 
the Bightv-flrst ()hio and three from the Sixty-sixth Illinois, Avere the 
first to cr()ss the Little Ogeechee Eiver. Several attempts were made 
bvtlie division to eflecd a'crossing, but OAving to the marshy ground on 
both sides of the river all the attempts failed, until the night of the 
19 th of November, when Lieutenant Pittman and party eliect(3d a cross- 
ing. After they had explored the ground on the opposite side of the 
river and had ascertained that troops could be easily throAvii across,^ 
they were ordered to recross. The enemy evacuated o'n the night of 
the 20th, before the necessary jireparations could be made to cross 
a large force, so that no advantage resulted from the crossing 
effected by Lieutenant Pittman and party; yet they are not deserv- 
ing of less praise on that account. The undertaking was a hazardous 
one, and liad the (inemy remained in our front the information gained 
by Lieutenant Pittman Avould have been of great importance to the 
army. Captain McCain and Lieutenant Harbaugh are also deserving 
of praise for valuable assistance rendered Lieutenant Pittman. 

On the morning of the 21st the regiment, with its brigade, crossed 
the Little Ogeechee, and proceeded ' to Savannah, near Avhich iflace it 
Avent into camp.

On the loth [November] arrived at Atlanta. _ Eemained at this place 
a fe\Y hoiirsj received some supplies and clothing, and then moved out 
four miles and '& half and camped near East Point. On the 16th, 17th, 
and 18th passed through the towns of Eough and Eeady, McDonough, 
and Jackson, and arrived at the Ocmulgee Eiver on the morning of the 
19th, nothing unusual occurring. The First and Second Divisions were 
crossing. Here the Seventh Illinois Infantry Veteran Volunteers were 
ordered to be mounted, and they have succeeded in mounting 4 com 
missioned officers and 120 enlisted men. At daybreak on the 20th 
crossed the Ocmulgee. On the 21st passed Monticello and Hillsbor- 
ough; on the 23d passed Clinton, and on the 24th reached Gordon at 
12 m. Left camp at 6 a. m. the 25th, and, passing Irwintoii, reached the 
Oconee Eiver on the 26th at 11 a. m. The bridge being soon completed, 
the brigade wnis the first infantry that crossed the river at Ball’s Ferry. 
Eeceived orders on the 27th to move with two days’ rations, and pro- 
ceeded to the Central railroad at Deep Cut, and, in connection with 
the First Brigade, destroyed the road to Station No. 13, a distance of 
six miles; camped that night at Teimille, near General Sherman’s 
headquarters. On the 28th broke camp at 5.30 a, m., and marched to 
Peacock’s Cross-Eoads, and camped on Little Ohoopee Eiver. Moved 
at 5 a. m. on the 29th, the First Brigade in the advance, and joined the 
Second Brigade at 12 m., at cross-roads. 30th, moved at 5,30 a. m., 
passing Summerville; camped on Scull’s Creek. 

December 2 and 3, remained in camp; the men cleaned up. An 
inspection of the command was held, and its condition Avas found 
as good as could be expected. The command moved at 6.30 a. m. 
December 4, nothing unusual occurring, and readied cross-roads, one 
mile from Jenks’ Bridge, over the Ogeechee, on the 7th. At 5.30 
a. m. on the 8th the command proceeded forward Avith tAVO days’ 
rations in haA^ersacks, accompanied by no more train than Avas 
necessary; crossed the Ogeechee Eiver at 7, the Seventh Illinois in 
advance. Moved through Eden Station, and took the right-hand road 
in the direction of the Ogeechee Canal. Soon after some slight skir- 
mishing took place, and the Seventh Illinois captured one rebel lieu- 
tenant and three privates. The I'oads Avere obstructed by fallen timber 
in several places. At noon reached the canal at Dillon’s Bridge, and 
found the bridge, which had been fired by the enemy in the morning, 
still burning. Two regiments of my command crossed the canal, 
remained a short time, and Avere ordered to recross, and the AAffiole Avent 
into camp. The mounted portion of the Seventh Illinois, sent, iu 
advance, haAuug proceeded to the cross-roads, encountered a rebel 
force of infantry intrenched. On skirmishing an hour, and finding the 
enemy well fortified, the mounted Seventh returned to the command, 
having one man Avouuded so severely it Avas impossible to remove him. 
He Avas captured by the enemy, but has since escaped. Eemained in

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camp on tlio 9tli until 11 a. m., and were then ordered forward; moved 
ill a south direction until we entered the main road leading from 
King’s Bridge, over the Ogeechee, direct to Savannah, which we fol- 
lowed for two miles, and went into camp on the left of the same, and, 
under orders from the general commanding, threw_ up stpng breast- 
works ill our front, the enemy being reported in the immediate vicinity. 
(In this day the mounted portion of the Seventh Illinois, under Colonel 
Periiii, moved in advance of the Second Brigad.e, and, on approaching 
tlie cross-roads, moved on the flanks of the brigade, skirmishing with 
tlie enemy during the engagement that followed ; and, after taking pos- 
session of the cross-roads, by direction of General Corse, Lieutenant- 
Oolonel Perrin proceeded with one company to the Gulf railroad, 
which lie efiectiially destroyed for a distance of 200 yards, thereby 
stopping and capturing a locomotive and train of cars, wliich he 
destroyed, and capturing 25 jirisoners, ivhom he turned over to the 
provost-marshal-general. On the morning of the 10th, at 2 a. m., five 
companies of the Thirty -ninth Iowa Infantry were ordered to report to 
Captain Barbour, chief of grand guard of the division; were sent for- 
ward by him on the Savannah road. At 7 a. m. the brigade moved 
forward, being the advance of the division; two miles out crossed Salt 
Greek, where the road for some distance was submerged by tidewater. 
A little farther on came up with the five companies of the Thirty-ninth 
Iowa, sent Ibrward as before stated. On moving still farther two com- 
panies of the Thirty-uinth Iowa were detailed to rebuild a small bridge 
that had that morning been destroyed by the enemy. * Here the Seventh. 
Illinois were thrown forward and deployed as skirmishers, and exchanged 
shots with the enemy. It being soon ascertained that the enemy had 
planted a portion of his artillery so as to command the road, the column 
was ordered to keep to the right of the road under cover of the timber. 
On reaching a field the column was ordered to form in line of battle by 
battalion ; did so ; moved across the field and halted . The skirmish line 
was here strengthened, the right by two companies from the Thirty- 
uinth Iowa, the left by one company from the Piftieth Illinois and one 
from the Fifty-seventh Illinois. The command then moved forward 
three- cpiarters of a mile until the camp of the enemy was distinctly 
visible some 1,500 yards distant across open fields and on the east side 
of the Littl e O geechee, strongly intrenched. By order of the command- 
ing general the battalions in reserve were ordered to halt under cover 
of timber. I ordered the Seventh Illinois as vskirmishers, with strong 
reserve, to advance across the ojren field and develop the enemy, which 
was done most valiantly, under command of Major Johnson, who 
advanced his skirmishers to within about 400 yards of the works 
under heavy fire from enemy’s artillery. Remaining in present position 
until 4 p. m., received orders to move the battalion, then in reserve, 
into camp about three-quarters of a mile to the rear, Major Johnson, 
holding skirmish line until relieved at night, coming into camp about 
7 p. m. December 11, moved to right and rear three-quarters of a 
mile; was ordered to make permanent camp. Remained in camp until 
morning of the 21st, in the meantime furnishing men for skirmish or 
picket duty on our front. Ho casualties occurred to the men, and but 
slight firing, Avhile on duty. Moved in town 21st, and bivouacked in 
suburbs of city. December 22, moved into Port Brown and ordered to 
make camp. During the march the men have deported themselves as 
good soldiers. The march being long and tedious a portion of the time 
the men were quite short of rations, but expressed no complaint.

Report of Lieut Col. Hector Ferrin, Seventh Illinois Infantry. 

Headquarters Seventh Illinois Volunteers, 

Savannah, Ga., January —, 1865. 


Sir :* 
On 


the 19th [November] I was directed by orders from the general 
commanding division to mount my command, capturing for that pur- 
pose stock and equipments in the country. I succeeded during tl e 
campaign to mount six companies, numbering in all 5 commissioned 
officersmid 120 enlisted men. On the 27th the dismounted portion of 
my command, under Maj. Edward S. Johnson, moved with the brigade 
to the Georgia Central Kailroad for the purpose of destroying it. By 
direction of general commanding division I proceeded with the mountea 
portion to Station 13, at which place I rejoined the (jommand in the 
evening of the same day. From that date to the 8th of Heceinber ^e 
dismounted portion kept its place in line of march with the brigacle, 
and the mounted was sent scouting on the flanks of the cohimn. 

On the 9th, the division having crossed the Ogeechee Fiver near 
Station No. 2, 1 was directed to take the advance with the mounted 
men, I proceeded as far as the cross-roads, where I met the enemy in 
force; had a skirmish of about one hour’s duration, when, hnding tiie 
enemy intrenched, I retired, having had one man severely wounded, 
whom I left at a house, not being able to take him fa,rther; he was 
taken to Savannah by the enemy (made his escape vsmee). I then 
returned to the command, camped on the Ogeechee and Savannah 
Canal. On the 9th I moved in advance of the Second Brigade with the 
mounted men, leaving Major Johnson in command of the footmeiq 
within a short distance of the cross-roads. I moved on the flanlis ot 
the infantry and skirmished with the enemy during the engagement 
that followed. After taking possession of the cross-roads, by direction oi 
the general commanding division, I proceeded with one company to the 
Gulf railroad, which I destroyed effectually for a distance of about 200 
yards, thereby stopping and capturing a locomotive and trmn of cars, 
which were destroyed by fire; I also c aptured 25 prisoners, which 1 turnect

(late, Decemher 10, to the occupation of Savannah, Decemher _/l, the 
footmen performed duty with the brigade in front ot Little Ogee- 
cliee Eiver, and the mounted men were occupied in looking lor torage 
Ibr the division, and on the 16th had a shtadsh with some rebel cav- 
alrv at Hinesville, in which one rebel Avas killed.

Captain : I have tlui honor to make the following rex>ort ot the oxier- 
ations of tliis command during the campaign from Atlanta to this 

^’^The command started from Atlanta on the 15th of November on the 
McDonough road, and moA^ed, via McDonough and Jackson, to the Oc- 
mulgee Eiver, at Planters’ Factory. We crossed the river on the night 
of the 18th of November, and continued our march, via Monticello and 
Eloimtsville, to Gordon, on the Georgia Central Eailroad, Avliich point 
we reached on the 22d of NoAmmher. On the 23d of November we con- 
tinued our march along the railroad to the Oconee Eiver, where the 
enemv were found in some force on the opposite side. Brig. Gen. Giles 
A Smith’s division (the Fourth) was sent to the railroad bridge, and a 
battalion of the First Alabama Cavalry to the crossing on the Ball’s 
Ferrv road. This battalion succeeded in crossing the Oconee Eiver, 
hut on proceeding a short distance’ on the other side were attacked by 
a strong three of the enemy. They succeeded in holding their position 
until their ammunition was expended, Avhen they were obliged to tali 
back with the loss of 21 killed and wounded. On the next morning 1 
mov(jd my entire command to the river and found the enemy intienchcd 
at Ball’s Ferry crossing. I succeeded in effecting a crossing above the 
road, and sent over about 200 men during the night. Upon this force 
striking the road, about daylight the next morning, they found IFe 
enemy just retiring from the river. During the day I crossed iny ent re 
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command and moved along the railroad, to Station 9^, where we crossed 
theOgeechee Eiver on the pontoon bridge, meeting no obstructions 

from the enemy. . -r. i tt i i 

On the 2d of December we reached Millen, crossing Buck Head Oreek, 
and using the iiontoon bridge. Upon striking the Little Ogeechee 
Eiver, on December 3, we found the enemy intrenched on the opposite 
side, their force estimated at 5,000. The next moruing I sent a skir- 
mish line of the First Division down to the river, driving the enemy s 
skirmishers across, and upon crossing a force touiid the works evacu- 
ated. We continued our march, without interruption, until the Jth. 
when we struck the enemy near Station 1, where they had a force ot 
infantry, cavalry, and artillery. During this day and the next we 
drove them without difficulty, up to a point within three iiiiles and a 
half of Savannah, where we found the enemy strongly intrenched. 
Here I deployed the Fourth Division, Brig. Gen. G. 4- Smith com- 
manding, on the Louisville road, and the First Division, G enenil Mower, 
on their right, on the south side of the canal. On the 11th instant my 
command w^as relieved by the Fourteenth Corps and moved to a posi- 
tion on the Ogeechee road, where the Third Division was placed in 
position on the left of the road, with the right resting on the Fifteenth 
Corps The Fourth Division, Brig. Gen. G. A. Smith commanding, 
was sent to King’s Bridge, and furnished details for the building of the 
wharf oil theOgeechee River and the unloading of vessels. The First 
Division, Map Gen. J. A. Mower commanding, was sent on the Gulf 
road, and destroyed eighteen miles of the road. I now commenced 
preparations for the assault on the enemy’s works, but on the moiniiig 
of the 21st of December, as my arrangements were approaching com- 
pletion, the pickets of the Third Division found the enemy retired from 
their wc'rks, and without oiiposition we entered the city, where we are 

now encamped. , , ^ i . 

The opposition from the enemy throughout our entire march was 
comparatively nothing. The country marched throiigh was well sup- 
plied with provisions, and the forage jiarties, as organized in accordance 
with orders from the army commander, ke])t the troops well supplied. 
Our transportation, which on starting was very poor, was brought up 
to a line condition by the abundance of forage and by animals captured. 
My command destroyed 1)3 miles of railroad and marched 285 miles. 
There was destroyed by this corps during the march, in accordance 
with orders, 1,735 bales of cotton. 

The losses in the command, including 20 ot the hirst Alabama Cav- 
ahy, during the campaign were as follows: Killed, 10; wounded, 73; 

missing, 19. ....

Captain : In compliance witli orders, I liave tlie honor to submit the 
following report of the operations of my command during the recent 
campaign: 

My division left Marietta, Ga., on the 13th of November, and reached 
Atlanta the same day. We again took up our line of march on the 15th, 
crossed the Ocmnlgee Kiver on the 18th, and arrived at Gordon (the 
pinction of the Milledgeville with the Georgia Central Itailroad) on the 
'22d of November. Here Ave destroyed five miles of the Milledgeville 
Eailroad. We again moved on the 24th and destroyed five miles, and 
on the 25th four miles of the Georgia Central Railroad. On the 20th 
crossed the Oconee River, and on the 30th the Ogeechee River. 

December 1, 1864, destroyed five miles of railroad. December 2, 
crossed Buck Head Creek, encamping at Millen, Ga. December 3, 
destroyed two miles and a half. December 4, destroyed three miles of 
railroiid. December 5, crossed the Little Ogeechee. December 0, de- 
stroyed six miles of railroad. December 9, my command had the 
advance. We found the enemy in position behind an earth-work 
at tlie end of a causeway leading xhrough a swamp, the swamp 
extending around on both their flanks. I detached one brigade, 
Brigadier-General Sprague’s, with a section of artillery to engage 
the ' enemy in tront, whilst I took two brigades (General Fuller’s 
and Colonel Tillson’s) around the enemy’s right. The troops waded 
through a cypress swamp to get to the enemy’s Avorks. The enemy 
retired as Ave approached. We drove them about seven miles, skir- 
mishing Avith them constantly, artillery being used on both sides. I 
lost one of my staff officers on that day, killed, Lieut. W . H. Hamrick, 
acting assistant quartermaster. December 10, 1 received an order to 
effect' a lodgment on the south side of the canal leading from the 
Savannah to the Ogeechee River. I succeeded Avithout much oppo- 
sition, driving a small party of the enemy that AA^ere at the canal back 
to their earth- works, which were about 1,000 yards from the point where 
I crossed. Skirmishing was kept up during the day; at the same time 
I sent out recon noiteriug parties in every direction, for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether or not the enemy’s AAmrks could be approached at 
any point excepting in front, where we would have been obliged to pass 
over an open field some half a mile in extent, should AAm have attacked 
them there. The field I occupied was found to be bordered AAuth swamps 
all around excei>tiug in front. I had a staff’ officer, Lieutenant O’Reilly 
(aide-de-camp), wounded during the day Avhilst he was with me, endeav- 
oring to find a position for a battery. That night we threA? up a line 
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nf wm'lts about 400 yards from those of the enemy, and had two

My tune was 
limited to five days. This limitation of time would make it necessary 
for me to march twenty miles per day, and give me one day in which to 

'^^fj?IsShe 17th and reached a point on the rail- 

road eight miles from the Altamaha bridge on the 18th. 1 had pie^ 
vioiisly applied to General Blair lor more time, so as to be able to 
destroy the bridge over the Altamaha. I received a coininimicatioii m 
reply, Stating that it would be necessary for me to return in hve days, 
andinformini me that the First Alabama Cavalry had been directed to 
rmmrt to me and that I could put them to work on the farther end ol 
the road and the bridge. In the meantime Colonel Atkins, 
iiig a brigade of cavalry, reported to me lor order.^ I directed him to 
destroy the bridge and a trestle-work leading to it. He succeeded in 
destroying the trestle-work, but it was found impracticable to approach 
' the bridge, as the enemy had two redoubts on this side ^hmh R ^^s im- 
possible to get at, there being a deep swamp all around them. Thcie 
were also two 32-ponnder rifies on the opposite side ol the Altamaha 
enfilading the bridge, and a locomotive, with a gun on it, which the 
enemy used at this end of the bridge. My orders being imperative to 
return m five days I was obliged to desist from the attenipt at destroy- 
ing the bridge, as it ivas utterly impossible to get at it without occupy- 
ing at least two more days’ time. The destruction of the trestle-work, 
however, renders the bridge useless to the enemy. I therefore returned 
to camp, where I arrived on the 21st, having marched eighty miles and 
destroyed eighteen miles of railroad in five days.

Captain : I liave tlie honor to submit the following as a report of 
the part taken by my division in the late campaign from Atlanta to this 

place: . 

We started from Atlanta, with the balance of the command, on the 
15th day of November, with fourteen days^ rations of hard bread and 
twenty days’ of sugar, coffee, and salt, and 190 rounds of ammunition 
to the man. Before starting from Atlanta I organized foraging parties 
in each regiment, having one forager for every twenty men and an offi- 
cer for each regimeiit. My orders required to be selected men wlio 
were distinguished for their physical ability for marching, their per- 
sonal bravery, and for strict obedience of orders.^ With a single excep- 
tion, I heard of no misconduct upon the part of these foragers. They 
distinguished themselves for their industry and orderly conduct. 
Although it was thirty-four days from the time we started from Atlanta 
before receiving any provisions of any kind from the fleet, yet they kept 
the command well supplied; neither the men nor the animals ever lived 
better. These foraging parties were frequently obliged to go a consid- 
erable distance from our line of march, yet but five men of all the for- 
agers were captured by tlie enemy during the expedition. With the 
exception of occasional very unimportant sldrmishes, my command was 
not engaged with the enemy until we struck the defenses about Savan- 
nah. Our march was one of the most iffeasant ever participated in by 
this division, Ibr, although we had considerable very bad road, requir- 
ing the building of a large amount of corduroy, and often heavy details 
to assist the transportation, and completely destroying twenty-three 
miles of the Georgia Central Railroad, and destroying all the bridges 
and culverts of nine miles more, yet the men endured all without a 
single murmur or complaint, and constantly exhibited an exuberance 
and hilarity of spirit more indicative of a festive excursion than an 
exposed and fatiguing cami)aign. 

On the 10th of December we struck the enemy’s works about Savan- 
nah, and my division was placed in position on the south side of the 
Georgia Central Railroad, where we iminediately constructed works, 
but on the 11th we were relieved by the Fourteenth Corps and took 
position about one mile farther to the right. On the 12th we were 
moved still farther to the right, and placed in position immediately on 
the left of Avhat is known as the plank road. This position w e fouii d very 
much exposed, the ground being very level and the enemy’s batteries 
covering the whole position. We immediately constructed works for 
the protection of the men and erected batteries to operate upon the 
enemy. The intervention of a rice field, deeply flooded with water, 
prevented our using infantry to advantage. We at once comirieiiced 
building bridges and collecting boats to facilitate our approach to the 
enemy’s line, and were ready to charge the enemy’s works, and await- 
ing orders to advance, when, about 4 o’clock on the morning of Decem- 
ber 21, we discovered the enemy were evacuating. I immediately ad- 
vanced, but having much farther to march reached Savannah about ten 
minutes after the advance of the Left Wing had entered the city from 
another direction. 
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I must make honorable mention of Brig. Gen. M. B. Boxce, command- 
ing my First Brigade, and Col. E. K. Scott, commanding the Second 
Brigade, for the close and soldierly manner in which they have marched 
and cared for their troops. 

My losses during the campaign have been: Killed, 2; wounded, 10 5 
missing, 19. 

Of the missing, Privates John O’Lahiff, John Ford, Sanford Fail- 
ing, Mirion 1). Hyland, A Company; John Pelz, B Company; James 
11 ! Shannon, C Oompany; Martin Purcell, F Company; Edward Kelly, 
H Company, and Edward T. Evans, I Company, Seventeenth Wiscon- 
sin Veteran Volunteer Infantry, Avere captured, while straggling in 
violation of orders. 1 have issued orders stopping their pay for the 
Avhole time they may be prisoners of war, and they will be subject to 
sucl). additional punishment as may be inflicted by a court-martial Avhen 
they are returned. , 

When we started from Atlanta my transportation was in bad condi- 
tion, the Iniiles being very poor and weak, but during the march many 
of these mules died or Avere killed to prevent them from falling into the 
eneiny^s hands and their places supplied Avith captured mules. IVe 
reached Savannah Avitli superb transportation— ueAT.r in better condi- 
tion.

Brigade, of operations December 2. 

Hdqrs. First Brig-., Third Div., 17th Army Corps, 

In the Field, Ga., December 2, 1864. 

Captain : I have the honor to report that I struck the railroad at 
Station 9, at the beginning of dawn this morning, and worked thence 
to Buck Head Creek, destroying in each mile a section the length ot 
the brigade, all trestles and culverts, burning the depot and tanks, a 
considerable amount of new ties and prepared timber, and a hat- boat 
loaded Avith cord Avood. In the sections destroyed the ties ancl stiingers 
were burned and the rails bent. A pile of rails iiear the road was aism 
bent bvfire. A small section of quadruple track west ot Station 9 
was also destroyed. Ko cotton was found. The road Avas extremely 
intersected with culverts and small trestles. Some of these were 
banked tip and the track partly excavated, in the hope that rising 
water might destroy it. I regret to say that the trestle nearest Buck 
Head Creek may not be thoroughly destroyed. It Avas reached at the 
close of the afternoon, and was thought at first to be neei^d for ;tbe 
crossing of troops. I never saAV men work more honestly. They toiled 
zealously on the track ten hours, with one short respite lor colfee.

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Report of Brig. Gen. Giles A. Smith, IT. S. Army, commanding Fourth 

Bimsion. 

Sayannah, G-a.j Becemher 31, 1864. 

SiE, : I liave tlie lionor to report as follows respecting the iiioyement 
and operations of the Fourth Division, under iny command, during the 
campaign vdiicli closed with the occupation of Savannah. 

On Saturday, the 12th day of November, 1864, being encamped at 
Marietta, Ga., in pursuance of orders received from Major-General 
Blair I proceeded with my command to destroy the portion of the 
Atlantic and Western Eailroad allotted to me, being Irom Big Shanty 
south to near Kenesaw Mountain ; and on Sunday, in pursuance ot 
orders, moved towurd whiclipliicBAYe readied ou tlie folloAviiig 

day, and on Monday [Tuesday], the IStli, started with tlie lemaindei of 
the Seventeenth Army Corps in a southeasterly direction toward Savan- 
nah or any other place. The command reached Ocmulgee River on the 
ISth, crossing ill the same night on pontoon bridges, and arrived at Gor- 
doii ou the 21st ultimo, which was occupied after a sliort skirmish lyith 
the eiieiny by my advance, the First Alabama Cavalry- Gn luesday, 
the 22d, I was ordered by Major-General Blair to proceed with my 
division and Colonel Spencer’s First Alabama Cavalry to the railroad 
bridge across the Oconee, between Stations 14 and 15. Tlie cavalry 
having the advance drove in the enemy’s skirmishers from a stockade 
about two miles from the bridge. The ground near tlie bridge being 
very swampy it could only be aiiproached by the railroad. The enemy 
were posted behind a second stockade, with iiitantry and artillery. 
Colonel Potts, commanding First Brigade, was ordered to detach two 
regiments and drive them across the river. One piece ot artillery trom 
Lieutenant Flurter’s First Minnesota Battery was taken down the track 
by hand to assist. After a short skirmish tliis was accomplislied, and 
tAvo miles of trestle-work destroyed and about three miles ot track, but 
the enemy could not be dislodged from the opposite side on. account of the 
inaccessibility of the swamp. On the 25th the remainder of the corps 
reached Ball’s Ferry, six miles below, Avhere I rejoined them, and the 
next day crossed the Oconee River on pontoons. On Thursday, De- 
cember 1, the Ogeechee River was crossed, and tlie next day the com- 
mand entered Millen. The next eight days Ave marched toward Savan- 
nah, destroying railroad track and removing obstructions in the roads, 
and ou the 10th of December reached the Avorks of Savannah, forming 
line across the Georgia Central and Savannah and Charleston rail- 
roads, near their junction, three miles from Savannah. The enemy 
disputed our advance all day, and we met with some loss in gaining 
our position. On the night of Tuesday, December 20, the enemy 
evacuated Savannah, and on the 21st our troops took possession, where 
Ave are uoav encamped. 

From Atlanta to Savannah this division marehed 300 miles, and thor- 
oughly destroyed tAventy-four miles and a half of railroad track, includ- 
ing four miles and a half of the Atlantic and Western Railroad, and 
two miles of trestle-work. 

The pioneer corps, Capt. J. H. Davis, Forty-first Illinois Yeteran 
Yolunteer Infantry, commanding, constructed seven miles and 300 
feet of corduroy road, built 600 feet of bridging, made 150 fascines, built 
one fort for guns at Oconee River, cut six miles of Avagon roads, and 
removed fallen timber and obstructions from 600 yards of road.

Captain: I have the honor of submitting the folloAving report of 
operations of the Fourteenth and Twentieth Corps during the recent 
cainpaigii : 

By virtue of Special Field Orders, Ko. 120, headquarters Military 
Division of the Mississippi, November 9, 1864, the army, then in the field 
near Kingston and Atlanta, was divided into Avings, the Fourteenth and 
Twentieth Corps coiustituting the Left Wing of the army. Prior to 
this organization these corps had formed a. part of the Army of the 
Cumberland, under Mil]. Gen. George H. Thomas, the Fourteenth under 
command of Bvt. Maj. Gen. L. 0. Davis, and the Twentietli Corps under 
my command. After the capture of Atlanta the Twentieth Corps occu- 
pied the city and the line of works constructed by the enemy, and was 
engaged in the construction of a iieAV line of AAmrks designed to enable 
a small garrison to hold the place. Heavy details Avere constantly 
employed in this Avork from October 5 to November 1. On the 29th of 
September General Morgan’s division of the Fourteenth Corps moved 
by railroad to Chattanooga and Huntsville, to protect our communica- 
tions, AA^hicli were then threatened by General Forrest. The other two 
divisions moved with the main army in its oiAerations against the 
enemy under G eneral Hood. 

On the 24th of October General Morgan’s division rejoined the corps 
at Gaylesville, Ala. On the 2d of November this corps was concen- 
trated at Kingston, Ga., Avhere preparations were made for the cam- 
lAaign just closed. On the 13th of November it Avas engaged in the 
destruction of the railroad from Etowah Eiver to Big Shanty, and on 
the 14th moved to Atlanta. During this movement the TAventieth Corps 
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was left for tlie defense of Atlanta. The hospitals of every corps of 
the army, containing many of onr sick and wonnded, were located 
within the line of works constructed by the enemy; and the nature of 
the movement of our forces operating against General Hood had also 
comi)elled the commanders of every corps to leave at this point a por- 
tion of their artillery, together with all surplus transportation and 
stores. In addition to the troops and stores belonging strictly to the 
Twentieth Corps, there remained at the post 12,700 wounded, sick, and 
convalescent soldiers, eighty pieces of artillery, and over 5,000 horses 
and mules, together with much other valuable property. The duty of 
protecting this x>roperty and securing supplies for the garrison and 
forage for the animals devolved upon the Twentieth Corps. At the 
time our railroad communication was destroyed at Kingston and Big 
Shanty, the amount of subsistence stores on hand was deemed amply 
sufficient to sustain the garrison until communication could be re-estab- 
lished; but it was subsequently found necessary to send a x»ortion of 
these sui)plies to the main aimy at Eome. The supj)ly of forage on 
liand was not sufficient for the animals for over three days. I was, 
therefore, compelled not only to reduce the issue of meat to a lialf ration, 
but to- resort to the country for supiffies of subsistence as well as for- 
age. From, the 10th of October to the 4th of November foraging expe- 
ditions were sent into the (iountry, all of which were completely suc- 
cessful, and conducted with but small loss of life. About 2,000,000 
pounds of corn and a large quantity of fodder were eollected on these 
expeditions, together with subsistence for the foraging parties. Great 
credit is duo General Geary, Colonels Robinson, Dustin, and Carman, 
the officers commanding the several expeditions; also to Colonel Gar- 
rard and the brigade of cavalry under his command. 

The TAventieth Corps left Atlanta on the morning of November 15, 
inarching via Stone Mountain and Social Circle to MS.dison, arriving 
at the latter jilace on the evening of the 18th. At that point General 
Geary’s division moved to the Oconee and destroyed the railroad bridge 
over that river, the other divisions moving direct to Milledgeville via 
Eatonton, Geary’s division rqioining the coiqis at Little River. The 
corps reached Milledgeville on the 22d of November. Tavo regiments 
Avere sent forAvard to take possession of the city and establish the nec- 
essary guards. 

The Fourteenth Coiqis left Atlanta on the morning of November 16 
and moved, via Decatur, Covington, and Shady Dale, to Milledgeville, 
arriving at the latter place November 23. 

The Georgia Railroad Avas destroyed by the Fourteenth Corps from 
Lithonia to YelloAV River, and from Social Circle to Madison by the 
Twentieth Corps. It Avas also broken at several points between Madi- 
son and the Oconee River, and the bridge at that river burned by 
Geary’s division of the TAA^entieth Corps. 

On the 24th of November both cori>s moved Horn near Milledgeville 
to SandersAdlle, the Fourteenth via Black Spring, and the Twentieth 
via Hebron. The tAAaj corps reached Sandersville almost simultaneously 
on the morning of November 20, driving the enemy’s cavalry very 
rapidly through the toAvn. On the 27th both corps moved tOAvard 
Louisville, tAvo divisions of the Fourteenth, unencumbered by AAmgons, 
going via Fenn’s Bridge for the x>urpose of protecting our left hank 
and to uncover the crossing of Ogeechee River and Rocky Comfort 
Creek at a point near Louisville. Two divisions of the TAventieth Corps 
moved along the Georgia Central Railroad, from Tennille to the Ogeechee 
River, destroying the road and bridges.

\Me conduct of the officers and men on the march is woithy o^ ^ 
bio'hest nraise. They endured the fatigues ot the march with cheei- 
■Fnfnp^s; and ^Yere ever ready, even at the close of a long day s maic_ , 
to use the ax and spade in removing obstructions and repairing roac s 

"'''Th^e refuli of the campaign proves conclusively the practicability of 
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foraged upon by botli armies, we experienced no diffi-culty in obtaining ' 
Hui)plies for both men and animals. Even the most nnxirodnctive sec- 
tions along our line of march yielded enough for otir sux)port so long as 
the march could be continued from day to day. It was tiiirty-lbur days 
from the date jny command left Atlanta to the day siii)plies were 
received from the fleet. The total number of rations required duriag 
this period was 1,360,000. Of this amount there was issued by the sub- 
sistence dei)artment 440,900 rations of bread, 142,473 rations of meat, 
870,800 of coffee and tea, 778,466 of sugar, 213,500 of soap, and 
1,123,000 of salt. As the trooi)S were well supplied at all times, if we 
dediu't the above issues from the amount actually due the soldier, we 
hav(‘- the approximate quantities taken from the country, viz, rations 
of bread, 919,000; meat, 1,217,527; coffee, 483,000; sugar, 581,534; soap, 
1,146,500; salt, 137,000. The above is the actual saving to the Gov- 
ernment in issue of rations during the campaign, and it is probable 
that even more than the equivalent of the above supplies was obtained 
by tlie soldiers from the country. 

' Four thousand and ninety valuable horses and mules were captured 
daring the march and turned over to the quartermaster’s dex)artment. 
Our transportation rvas in far better condition on our arrival at Savan- 
nah tlian it was at the commencement of the campaign. The average 
number of liorses and mules with my command, including those of the 
X)ontoon train and a x>art of the Michigan Engineers, was 14,500. We 
started from Atlanta with four days’ grain in wagons. Estimating the 
amount fed the animals at the regulation allowance, and deducting the 
amount on hand on leaving Atlanta, I estimate the amount of grain 
taken from the country at 5,000,000 pounds; fodder, 6,000,000 pounds; 
beside the foi’age consumed by the immense herds of cattle that were 
driven Avith the different columns. 

It is very difficult to estimate the amount of damage done the enemy 
by the operations of the troops under my command during the cam- 
paign; 119 ndles of railroad were thoroughly and effectuaHy destroyed, 
scarcely a tie or rail, a bridge or cuhmrt, on the entire line being left 
in a condition to bo of use again. At Eutledge, Madison, Eatonton, 
Milledgeville, Tennille, and Bavisborough, machine-shops, turn-tables, 
depots, wmter-tanks, and much other valuable property were,destroyed. 
The quantity of cotton destroyed is estimated by my subordinate com- 
manders at 17,000 bales. A very large number of cotton gins and 
presses were also destroyed. FTegro men, women, and children joined 
the column at every mile of our march ; many of thena bringing horses and 
mules, whicli they cheerfully turned over to the officers of the quarter- 
master’s dex)artment. I think at least 14,000 of these xreople joined the 
two columns at different points on the march, but many of them were too 
old andinfirm, and others too young, to endure the fatigues of the march, 
and were therefore left in rear. More than one-half of the above num- 
ber, however, reached the coast ,with us. Many of the able-bodied men 
Avere transferred to the officers of the quartermaster and subsistence 
dexAartments, and others Avere employed in the tAAm corps as teamsters, 
cooks, and servants. TAA^enty-three hundred stand of small-arms, and 
a large quantity of poAvder, Avere captured at Milledgeville. Fifty-one 
]neces of artillery Avere abandoned by tlie enemy, on his evacuation of 
Savannah, on the line in front of my command. Thirty-eight pieces in 
addition to the above were also found in works first entered by the 
Twentieth Corps. A very large amount of ordnance stores Avas also 
found in and about the city,

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l.)owncy, I’eticlied my camp late in tlie niglit. 19th, dismantled the 
bridge over tlie lllcofanhachee and marched eighteen niiles during the 
day. 20tli, 21st, and 22d were pas.sed in marcliing. 23d, reached and 
enc-aniped in the city of Milledgeville. 24th, marched at 9 a. in., mov- 
ing on the road to Saiidersville. 25th, moved forward a few miles to 
Buffalo Creek ; over this stream we threw a pontoon bridge and also 
Iniilt one small trestle bridge during the night. 2(3th, took up the pon- 
toon bridgci aiid marched the same day to Sandersville, a distance of 
ten niiles. 27th, sent Maijor .Downey, with two companies and 120 feet 
of bridge, to report to General Baird, whose division marched on the 
extreme left flank. The remainder of my command moved on the river 
road from Louisville with Generals Carlin’s and Morgan’s divisions of 
the i^hnirteenth Corps. 23th, continued our march to Louisville; 
reaclnxl tluire the same evening; found Colonel Moore’s bridge thrown 
over the hirge Ogeechee, and Maior Downey’s thrown over the small 
Ogeecliee .River, near Louisville; finished corduroying the swainxis on 
either side of the Ogeeoliee Eiver. We remained in camp near Louis- 
Adlle until the afternoon of December 1. 

December 1 , marched at 1 p. m., going adistance of twelve miles on the 
road to Milieu. 2d, continued our march the whole day. 3d, in the 
morning threw two bridges — one over Buck Head Creek and also one 
over Rosemary Creek; took the same bridge up in the evening and 
marched six miles on tlie road to Jacksonborough. 4th, marclied all 
day and canpied near Lumpkin’s Station, on the Waynesborough rail- 
road. 5th, marched twelve miles and camx>ed on Beaver Dam Creek, 
and by 10 o’clock at night we Duilt one trestle bridge over Beaver 
Dam Creek for Generals Baird and Kilpatrick. 0th, marched seventeen 
miles. 7th, marched twenty- five miles, reaching Ebenezer Creek; 
(iommenccd building a trestle bridge over Ebenezer Creek, worldng 
my men all niglit. 8th, finished the trestle bridge in the morning and 
also threw a pontoon bridge over Lockner’s Creek, four miles in ad- 
vance. 9th, took up both bridges and moved forward during the night 
toward Savannah. 10th, continued our march. 11th, marched six miles 
and camped near the Savannah Rivei*, within six miles of Savannah 
City; Lieutenant-Colonel Moore reported and rejoined my command 
with his detachment. 12th, 13th, 14th, 15th, 16th, and 17th, remained 
in camp idle. 18th, made 700 fascines during the day, night, and jiart 
of the 19th. 20th, received orders to throw a pontoon bridge from 
Argyle Island to the main South Carolina, shore; worked all night, 
boating my material to the point, and had tlie bridge half comxdetecl 
when orders were received to take it up and march into Savannah, on 
the morning of December 21, 1864. 

Aly ciominand, consisting of about 900 men and 600 mules, started 
from Atlanta with four days’ forage and twenty [days’] rations. My 
men and mules lived well throughout the whole camiiaign and had 
been in Savaniiali several da.ys before we drew rations friW the U. S. 
Government. My entire command was in better condition when it 
arrived in Savannah than when it left Atlanta. 

Before closing this report I desire to tender my thanks to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Moore and Major Downey, each of -whom ably commanded 
detachments of regiment, displaying a degree of energy and presever- 
ance entitling them to siiecial notice. Capts, James M. Smith and C. 
0. Whiting rendered very important services in their positions as com- 
manders of pontoon sections.

I^ovember 29, during the night we built 
two small trestle bridges, sixty-live feet in length, across Big Creek, 
three miles south of LouisAulle. From this on we had no more pon- 
tioon bridges to lay, but Ave traveled through a country tliat Avas very 
hivel and SAvampy, and I had 100 of my men daily detailed, under 
(‘hairge of Cax)t. William E. Chappell, of this regiment, to march in 
advance as x)ioneers to corduroy sAAmmps and repair bridges, and clear 
out the timber Avhich had been felled in the roads at every swamji by 
the enemy. There Avere a good many small bridges built, not, however, 
woi'tli re])orting. 

On the 10th of December Ave reached a x>omt live miles from Savan- 
nah, and on the 13th I received orders to report to Colonel Buell, then 
commanding the other section of the train.

Colonel:* 

On the morning of the 15th | NoAmmber] the corps reached Atlanta and 
bivouacked in the suburbs of the city. The remainder of the day and 
night was spent in issuing clothing to the men, filling up empty wagons 
Avith XJrovisions, equalizing and assigning trains to the different com- 
mands with, a view to raxxid inarching. On the morning of the IGth the 
head of the column inarched on the road leading to Covington, through 
Decatur, and made an average march of fifteen miles. On the I7th, mov- 
ing in the same order of march and destroying the railroad from Lith- 
onia to YelloAV Eiver, the corps Avent into camp on the west bank of 
the river and vicinity late in the evening. During the night Colonel 
Buell, commanding pontoon train, laid tAVO excellent bridges across the 
river, and early on the morning of the 18th the advance Avas resumed. 
Passing through Covington the whole command Aveut into camp during 
the afternoon on the tJlcofauhachee RWer. The bridges Avere rexiaired 
across the stream, and the march resumed at daylight on the morning 
of the 19th, in the direction of Eatouton, by the Avay of Shady Dale, 
in the Adcinity of Avhich XJlace the whole command encamped for the 
night. ,

Buck Head bridge, near the church 
of that name, Avas designated as my objective point, and Baird, Avith 
Kilpatrifik-s (iavalry, Avas ordered to moAm in the direction of Waynes- 
])or(uigh, and, after crossing Buck Head Greek, to move down the east 
bank and take position near Reynolds, not far from the church. This 
Kilpatrick and Baird accomplished bj’^ the afternoon of the 2d. Mor- 
gan’s diAUsion, in charge of the Avhole corps train, moved on the direct 
road to Buck llead bridge and encamxAed ten miles from Louisville. On 
the 2d Garliif s division joined the column from his flank moAuunent in 
the direction of Sebastoi)ol, and the coiias Avent into camp at tl^e cross- 
ing of the BirdvilhA and \\biynesborongh roads, about two miles from 
the bridge. The change in the direction of march of the IVentieth 
< 'orps again caused a deflection in my line of march, and on the morn- 
ing of the bd 1 caused ])oiitoon bridges to be laid across the creek at 
a. i)oint about tiAU' miles higher uj) the stream, and commenced crossing 
my troops and trains at 10.30 o’clo(;k. Jacksonborough had by this time 
bt'en designated by the general commanding as the next objectwe 
point for the concentration of my corps, ami 1 ordered Baird and Kil- 
j)atrick to move from Reynolds in the direction of Waynesborougli, 
Avitli a vieAv to leading the eneinj^ to believe that our next advance 
Avould be upon Augusta- Garlin and Morgan, after a hard day’s Avork 
upon the roads, Avent into camp at Lumpkin’s Station ; Baird and Kil- 
V)atri(;k took position near Thomas’ Station, AAdioi-e the enemy Avas found 
ill considerable force. 

Dec'ember 1, Garlin’s and Morgan’s divisions, with the coi'ps trains, 
after destroying three miles of railroad, moved in the direction of Jack- 
sonborough, througli. Habersham, and encamped on the larm of Mrs. 
Smith, tlnrteen miles from Lumpkin’s Station. Baird and Kilpatrick, 
a fter some i i glitin g wi tli Wheeler’s caAuilr y , drove tl i e miei n y from W ay n es- 
borongli ami across Brier Creek. Baird, in the meantime, destroyed 
three miles of railroad near Thomas’ Station. The 5th, after a hard day’s 
march over country roads Avhich required much, repairing, the Avhole 
corps, Avith Kilpatrick’s cavalry, encamped in the vicinity of Jackson- 
borongli, the advance at Buck Creek Post-Office. During the night the 
bridge across Beaver Dam Greek at Jacksonborough, Avbicli had been 
destroyed, was rebuilt by Colonel Buell, and early on the moiningof 
the Gth the Avhole column marched on the river road, and Avent into 
Tanqi at and in advance of Hudson’s Ferry, making an aA^'erage march 
of about tAAmity miles. December 7, the column moved in tlie same 
order of march 5 Baird and Kilpatrick, nn encumbered by tlie trains, 
covered the rear. Morgan’s division and the iioiitooii train reached 
Bbenezer Creek late in the evening, and went immediately to AVork cut- 
ting away the ftilleii timber which obstructed the roadway through the 
inimense swamx) which skirts the creek on both sides at this point. 
The pontoniers, under Colonel Bnell, set to work at once, iiotAvithstaiid- 
iiig an exceedingly hard day’s inarch, to reconstruct the bridge, and 
bj?- noon the next day the column commenced crossing this formidable 
defile. KotAvitlistanding the immense amount of labor expended 
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upon tlic road ami bridge to make tbein passable, luneli wM still ™d'> i ™l 
to keep tliem in condition, and it was not until da.\l]i,nt tlic Jtl tc 
tlie rear of tlie column liad completed crossing. . . 

During tlie Stli the enemy’s cavalry made scvtial 
in onr rear pickets, but did not succeed, llie los.s on oui side duiin^ 
these attacks was but slight, although at times ^ 

unite animated. On the morning ot the .Ith, niaich(,.d horn e.nii]) at, 
Kbenezer Church to Guyler’s plantation, where 

was in the advance, found the enemy occupying a stonigly li t - 

work, disposed to dispute his advance. General Alorgan iminediaiel} 
placed a couple of held pieces in position and opened lire upon the woi k. 
His infantry was soon deployed for an attack, but the innir approach ot 
night and the impossibility of assaulting the positnm 
impassable swamp in our front caused iu« t() deter the atku k u iW 
morning, Avhen it was discovered the enemy had abandoned his position. 
December 10, advanced Alorgan’s and Carlin’s divisions ^Jith tauins^ 
the Ten-mile house and wentinto camp, givingthe road to flu. Iwiaiticth 
Corps aTlvancing Itoin Alonteith and intersecting the Aupsta road. 
Baird’s division Vas ordered to covei' the rear and tear ui) the railroad 
track in tlie vicinity of the crossing at the IBavannah, and, it possible, 
to destroy the bridge at that point. December 1 1, moved ij. J; 
Augusta road to the position of the Twentieth, ( -orps in Iront ot the 
eiieaiv’s Avorks, and received orders to relieve the beAuniteenth Ciirps in 
its position on the Louisville road and in the vicinity ot the Opeifoee 
Canal. This was done, and hythe .12th the whole corps had taken 
position in front of the enemy, my left conn(',cting with the iweiitieth 
Corps near the Savannah and Charleston llailroad, and my right con- 
necthig Avith tlie Seventeenth Corps beyond the canal, near LaAvton s 

During tlie intervening days between tlie 13th and 21st, at Avhich. 
time the enemy eA^acnated his position, my ti.’oops Avere assiduously 
engaged in skirinisliing AAoth. the enemy, reennnoitering his position, 
and making general preparations for the attack. Five points in my 
front had, seA'eral days before the evacuation, been Avcll reconnoitered 
and pronounced accessible to an attacking party. This inlormation 
was duly forAvarded to the general commanding. For further inlorma- 
tiou concerning the position of my ti‘oo])S and the enemy’s AAun'ks ami 
approaches to them I have the honor to refer the geiiei'al coininaiidin g 
to the accompanying map,* diwn hy my chief engineer ; it is, I think, 
perfectly accurate. December 21, it was discovered that the enemy 
had evacuated his po.sition in our front, and the reiiort of my chief ol 
artillery shows twenty-eight pieces of artillery of ditfei’ent calibers cap- 
tured. AEy provost-marshal’s report shoAA^s 039 able-bodied negroes 
turned over to the quartermaster’s deiiartmeiit at King’s Bridge, in 
compliance Avith special orders from headquarters ATilitary Division ot 
the Alississippi. This number does not include a large number retained 
in the different commands as officers’ servants, pioneers, &c. 

I Avonld resiiectfnlly submit tliefolloAving statistics, Avhich have been 
collected from the reports of the different departments, and are as near 
correct as can be compiled from such data : Forty-eight miles ot rail- 
road track andffmr large and important bridges upon the Chattanooga 
and Atlanta, Atlanta and Augusta, Savannah and Augusta, and 
Georgia Central railroads Avere thoroughly destroyed. A large amount 
of cotton, estimated by division commanders at about 12,000 bales, 
was also destroyed. Seventeen hundred and seventy draft and saddle

aiumals, mid, iKicordiiig to the report of the corps coinmissary, about 
1,000 cattle and several hundred sheep were caxitnred. .About 
iie}j;i’oes, mostly able-bodied males, followed the column; 115 
(Joiil(Mlerato iirisoiiers and 34 deserters from the enemy were taken. 
Th(i coi'ps (pmrtermaster estimates that about 1,000,730 xiounds of 
fodder and about 1,474,834 pounds of grain -were obtained from the 
country. ^ What amounts of ])rovisions for the men wau’e obtained by 
the foraging parties constantly out from the different brigades of the 
c.omma nd it is impossible to state with, accuracy. .Probably the nearest 
a])])roximation winch can be given will be to state that the corps left 
Atla nta on the Kith day of Ifoveinber with but seven and one-half days’ 
siippli('s of the substantial ration. It arrived before Savannah Decem- 
ber 11 with, about live days’ in the wagons, only three and one-half 
days’ Imving been issued and lost during the march. Of the smaller 
arti(‘les, such as coffee, sugar, and salt, a much larger quantity was 
issu(*d. .For tin' rest the corps subsisted entirely upon the country 
through wliich it passed. Sweet X)otatoes, which were found by the 
hundrc'ds of bushels, wuue the principal and most unfailing article of 
di<d‘, l‘or officers and men; but llour, meal, sorghum, poultry, &c., Avere 
t()und in great abundance. . 

Thi' list of casualties during the time above reported is as follows : 13 
killed, 30 wounded, and 94 inissing. (See tabular list appended.) 

Considering the active operations of the corps since the beginning 
of tin? campaign against Atlanta from Chattanooga the 1st of May 
last, I am proud to report its excellent condition and effifoency. To 
the division commanders I desire to express the many obligations I 
am under for their co-operation throughout the campaigns above 
described, and to exi)ress the hope that the War Department will soon 
make suitable acknowledgments of their faithful services. Their 
reports are herewith submitted, a.nd attention asked to them for many 
details omitted necessarily in this. 

{Since the entrance of our troops into SaAninnah the coiqis has occu- 
pied its ])resent camp southwest of the city, making preparations for a 
resumption of active operations whenever called upon.

0]i the 15tli [November] I reaelied AtUnita, leaving' th(> Tliiiteinitli 
iMicliigan at Chattahoocliee bridge, with orders to dc^stroy it, JiltYM' the 
nassage of all oiir trooi>s and trains. This order was lairried 
Lieiitenant-Goloiiel Palmer, commanding the regiment. On <l><‘ l()th 1 
marched from Atlanta, via. Decatur, to Lithonia., twenty nn es. On t.lie 
21st Imarclied to Yellow Piver, destroying live miles oi the toMirgni 
.Eailroad. The march was contniued throngb (hivington to Harris 
idantation, where we turned southward toward Shady Dale and o' 
IMilledgeville, where we arrived on the 2;>d. On the 24th, we ero.ssi'd tlm. 
Oconee, and inarcbedon Sandersville, arriving there on the 2Hli. On 
the 28th we arrived at Davisborongh, Continuing tlie nia.rch due east 
througli Louisville, we struck the Augusta and Milhoi .Ilailroad a^t 
Lumpkiif s Station, and destroyed three miles of railroad, all the. build- 


ings, x>latforms, wood, &e.

eastward we struck tin* 


Savaunab and Augusta road near the Savannah lviv(*r, and turned 
southward. 

On the 11th of December I arrived liefori*. Savannah and took posi- 
tion on the right of the Louisville road, relieving Mower’s, Leggett’s, 
and Ct. a. Smith’s divisions, of the Seventeentli Corps. This ])osition 
was maintained with more or less skirmishing till the 21st instant 
[ultimo], when my advance entered the city of Savannah, Several days 
before the evacuation by Hardee I recommended an attack in trout of 
my division. _ , ^ . 

My total loss during the campaign in killed, wounded, missing, and 
deaths by disease is as follows: Commissioned oflicer, wounded,!; en- 
listed men, killed, 2; wounded, 7; missing, 37. 

It is impossible to state accurately how much cotton w<a.s destroyed 
by my men, but it would probably amount to 10,000 bales. None was 
left in the country on our line of march. It is estimated that this 
division drew from the country on the march at least 120,000 ra.tions, 
worth to the United States at least $30,000; 110 horses and 204 iniiles, 
total 320 head, were seized by this division and used for public pur- 
poses. The estimate of rations by the commissary of the division, I 
am sure, is under the mark.

On the folloAving morn- 
ing AV(‘ resumed our imirch, and at 12 in. of the 18th I camped my com- 
imind Ibiir miles east of CoAongton and forty-four miles east of Atlanta. 
A (ter passing D('catur we fi.iund forage in great abundance, a sufficient 
<iuantity of NA'liich Avas gartluned by my foraging parties to supply my 
Avholei command. Niair YtdloAv Kiver tlie brigade destroyed two miles 
and a, half of railroad. November Ih, Ave again resumed our march, and 
on th(‘. 2.‘)d day of Novcnnlier I canpied my troops about one mile from 
Id ijledgc'vilh*. ( )n the morning of the 24th my brigade marclied through 
•Milled g(‘vill(^, and, crossing the Dcoiiee Itiver, Ave took the SandersAdlle 
road and r(‘aclied Sandersville on the 27th. Here I receiAmd orders 
from Cemral Davis to hold the toAvn until all the trains of the Four- 
ti'cnih Army Corjis and (leneral K ilxiatriclds trains had passed, ami 
thmi folloAV as an escort. About 7 p, m., the trains having passed, 1 
ord(U’(‘d my pickets to ridoiii their commands, and witlidreAV from the 
toAVii. Ih'om Bandersville my brigade formed the rear guard until Ave 
reached Lonisvilh', Noveinlier 20. At Sandersville the Eighty-eighth 
India.mi lost om* man, captured by a stjuad of rebel cavalry. On the 
80th my brigade, in mlvancn of the division, mariffied from Louisville on 
the road leading to Station No. 10, and camped three miles east of 
Sc'bastopol. hh’om tliis point the command marclied to Lumpkin’s, a 
station on the Augusta railroad, where we bivouacked during the night. 
The next morning, December 4, my brigade destroyed one mile and a 
<iuarter of railroad, after Avlimli Ave marched in the direction of the 
Savannah Ivivor, and striking the river road, avc marched doAvn toAvard 
Savannah. Nothing of importance occurred. We reached our tlrst 
liositioii before the city J.)ecember 11. Here 1 relieved a division of the 
Sevtmteenth Army Coi’iis, and threw up Avorlis along my AAiiole trout. 
About 4 ji. ni, December 12, by order of General Carlin, I moved my bri- 
gade to the rigid, crossed the Ogeechee Canal, and relieved General 
Smith’s division, Seventeenth Army Corps. While holding this position 
(with a, front of more than two miles) 1 forAvarded 1 prisoner of Avar cap- 
tured by the One hundred and fourth Illinois in a light skirmish at the 
laiAvton farm, and 27 deserters, avIio came through my lines on the niglit 
of the loth of December. During the night of the 2()th. of December the 
rebels evacuated tlie city, and early the next morning my skirmishers 
crossed the SAvamiis and rice fields in my front, and "took iiossession of 
their Avorks, caiduririg 3 xirisoners. There umre K) iiieces of ordnance 
left by the rebels in my front, including two 64-pounders. During the 
day I moved my brigade over on the LaAvton farm, and remained until 
the next morning, Avdien I marched to this cam]).

At the fall of Atlanta tins regiment was near rlouesborough, (.la.;_ 
thence it moved to White Hall, Avhere it Avent into canip on the 7th of 
vSeptember, and remained till the 3d of October, during Avliich time its 
principal operation Avas resting. From the 3d until tlio 32d day of 
October the regiment, Avitli the brigade, Avas almost constantly on the 
march in pursuit of General Hood’s army through N ortliAAUAstern 
Georgia and into Alabama as far as Gayh'sville. .There it remained 
untirthe 28th of October. On the 2fith it arrived at Eome, Ga., and 
on hToA'cmber 2 at Kingston. On the 12th day of jKovember it left 
Kingston, reaching Atlanta on the 15th. The next morning started 
for Savannah, arriAung in front of the city on the 11th instant and in 
the city on the 22d, having had a first-rate time on the Avay here. 

From the fall of Atlanta to the fall of Savannah the regiment has 
been constantly on duty with the brigade. The only time it has been 
engaged with the enemy since the 3d of October Avas in a light skir- 
mish at LaAvton’s farm, in front of Savannah, resulting in the capture 
of one rebel and driving their x)ickets across the rice lields in our Iront. 
W^'e have not lost a single man since the fall of Atlanta. 

On the march, from xAtlanta to Gaylesville and back the regiment 
dreAv from the country seven days’ subsistence for 110 men (except 
sugar and coffee), consisting of meat, flour, meal, beans, and potatoes, 
and on the march from Atlanta to Savannah dreAV from the same 
source not less than tAventy-five days’ subsistence for 215 men (except 
sugar and coffee), consisting of fresh beef, pork, poultry, flour, meal, 
potatoes, turnips, rice, beans, honey, sorghum, and molasses. It has 
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iilso (Irtuvii Iroiii the country 75,000 pouncLs of corn and 75,000 
01 lonji’ lorage, captured 14 mules, 1) liorses, employed on tlie marc

Ol'licial report of the part taken by the Eighty-eiglitb Regiment 
Indiana Volunteers in the campaign' of the Army of Georgia from 
Atlanta to Savannah: 

After (‘lothing my regiment and cutting down the baggage to the 
least possible compass, I left Atlanta on the lOtli day of November, 
1804, with 248 guns and 14 officers, in advance of the Fourteenth Army 
(Jor])s. Passing Oecatur about 9 o’clock, we took the upper Covington 
road, halting for dinner on Snapiinger Creek. Three juiles farther' 
brought us to Pole Bridge Creek. From this point the country was 
more opcm, but soil apparently ])oor. Halted for the niglit at Lithonia. 
November 17, my regiment train guards. Our route lay alon g the rail- 
road, ])assing Conyers, a post village in Newton County. We halted 
early lu'iir Yellow River. hV)rage plenty, especially corn, s^veet pota- 
toes, and sorghum molasses. November 18, crossed Yellow River on 
pontoons; banks muddy; passed through Covington and halted four 
miles east on a, lai'gc plantation about noon; lay in camp till morn- 
ing. November 19, Second and Third Divisions ‘passed ours (First); 
marclied on the Ihitonton rosul. The first part of our inarch was through 
the Ulcoiauhachee swamps and was necessarily slow; after noon roads 
were excellent. Camp for the night one mile east of Sandtown. No- 
vember_2(), moved at, daylight; country richer, buildings better, and 
lihuital'iions larger; forage of every description in great abundance. 
Halted for dinner near Shady Dale. The proprietor of the plantation 
estimated his individual loss by our army at 159,000. Here we left the 
Tlatonton road to our left, taking a central course between Monticello 
and Eatoiiton, halting eight miles from Eatonton; rained all night. 
November 21, still raining; roads cut up considerably by the advance 
wagon trains, and by noon we got along very slowly, lialting for the 
night some seventeen miles from Milledgeville. November 22, crossed 
Murder Creek on a very dilapidated bridge, wagons and horses fording 
near by; creek up to wagon beds, recent rains having swelled it. My 
regiment was detached to guard cross-roads at Half Acre, with orders 
to hold the place until the entire wagon train had crossed the creek. 
By 2 p. m. 1 left with my regiment to join the division, going by way of 
C lopton’s Mill. I found them encamped near Cedar Creek ; roads passa- 
ble by evening. 

November id, my regiment train guards to-day. March through an 
excellent country; forage abundant, especially sweet jiotatoes and sor- 
ghum molasses. By 4 p. m. we were encamiied Avithin the fortifica- 
tions of Milledgeville; roads excellent to-day. NoAumibei’ 24, passed 
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]\Iilledgo,ville ; crossed Oconee liiver. We. took the Siindersyillo 
road, crossing Town Oreek seven miles troin MilledM’eviIle, lUMir wlnne 
there was a good grist-mill. Marching live miles fartlier, w(‘. eneainped 
about 3 p. in. on Gum Greek, remaining all niglit. November’ lay in 
camp all day: Second and Tliird Divisions passed ns. 1 he hirage iiarty 
from mv regiment discovered rebel cavalry near large bridge on bullalo 
Creek, bat finding enough IViragethey did not let themsdves b('. known. 
November 26, marched at 6 a. m„ but on tlie advance wagon train 
reaching Bnifalo Oreek we moved but slowly, and by 9 o’clock w(‘ had 
crossed the Big and Little Bullalo Creeks and swamps ami wore 
encamped near" Keg Creek. November 27, crossed keg (n-eek and 
swamp; passed through SaTulcrsville; my regiment stationed on out- 
post on Worthen road, where three roads diverge. I sent one mnnpany 
forward on each of these roads. About <lark some contrabands [came 
in] and reported rebel cavalry in onr front on the main road, and [I hat 
they] had already captuicd some of our troops. 1 immediately sent 
another company in supi>ort, but nothing Inrther was lieard Irom Inem. 
One of the captured men proved to be William Budd, private ol Com- 
pany G, of my regiment. 7 p. m. I was relievc'd and took position in 
rear of division wagon train, halting lor the night scN'cn miles hust ol 
Saudersville. November 28, my regiment train guards; crossed Ma- 
con and Savannah Itailroad near Power’s Station; crossed Willnmi- 
soii’s Creek and swamp on double bridge near Davisborongh, lialting 
for the night near Ogeechee River. November 29, crossed Ogecchee 
River on pontoons; bridge and trestle- wmrk over sAvanip being burned, 
the passage wms diliicult. One mile farther brought us to Comfort Creek 
and swamp, wliich we found as diflicult to cross as the river. Passing 
Louisville, we halted about noon on Marytield road. My foragers 
had excellent success to-day; meat, potatoes, corn, molasses. Novem- 
ber 30, marched on Sebastopol road, crossing Big (Jreek and swamp ; 
eight miles farther xiassed Dry and Spring Creeks. 3 p. m. passed 
Sebastopol Station and camped three miles east on the Milieu road, my 
regiment on picket. 

December 1, marched on Sebastopol and Waynesborough road, 
about one mile from the main road, occupying this position until wagon 
train all passed. My foraging party, numbering thirty-two men and 
one officer, Avere attacked some firm miles out by a squad of rebel caA^- 
alry, but succeeded in getting ofi;‘ Avith. a goodly supply of forage aiid 
no loss. December 2, marched on the Waynesliorough road some 
distance, then east on Milieu road, halting near Buck Head Creek. De- 
cember 3, marched north on Jones’ Mill road, thence northeast to 
Buck Head Creek, the bridge OAmr Avliich. being burned, Ave crossed on

for the night. December 4, my regiment tore up one-quarter mile of 
track, burning the ties and bending the iron. Crossed the railroad at 
Lumpkin’s, taking an easterly direction through a very poor country, 
sandy and marshy; toAAmrd evening passed Habersham, halting tAVO 
miles east. December 5, my regiment train guards. Our course lay 
through the headAvaters of Beaver Dam Creek and the Ogeechee River; 
loAA’- places along our route marshy and difficult of passage for wagons. 
Leaving Jacksonborough to our left Ave Avent toward Sylvania.. De- 
cember 6, crossed the Middle Ground road, four miles north of Sylvania, 
at one of the branches of Buck Creek. The road Avas blockaded Avith 
felled trees which impeded our march some. Passed Black Creek Post- 
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Office, alwo Black Creek and swamp, halting for the night fifty miles 
from Savannah. Forage, which had been scarce since leaving Lump- 
kin’s, was more plentiful in this neighborhood. December 7, our 
nnirch greatly imi)eded by fallen timbers and bridges burned across 
creekvS. December 8, more especially at Ebenezer Creek, which tlie 
enemy had destroyed, blockading the road across the swamps. While 
a. new bridge was being built the enemy attacked the skirmisliers of 
Ceneral Baird’s division. My regiment was immediately thrown into 
position, in the rei.ia) line of brigade, and threw up logs, &c. At 11 p. m, 
my regiment crossed Ebenezer Creek, and halted near the church. 
.D*ec(miber i), moved from Ebenezer, crossing Ebenezer Creek. Eoads 
blockaded, bridges, sloughways, &c., torn up or burned along our entire 
march to-day; halted sixteen miles from Savannah. December 10, 
mardied to the main road; passed a rebel redoubt near Fourteen Mile- 
stone; halted about noon ten miles from Savannah. December 11, 
marc, lied t.oward the front, crossing the Charleston and Savannah Bail- 
road, also the Macon and Savannah Bailroad, to the Middle Ground 
road, near which my regiment built breast- works. December 12, moved 
a.t 4 ]). ni., crossing the Ogeechee Canal. 1 relieved with my regiment 
the Fifty-second Dliio Volunteers of Seven teentli Army Corps, who 
were on ])i(‘,ket in front of the Lawton farm. I held this position until 
I was relie^’ed by an Iowa regiment from the same brigade I had 
relieved. December 19, 1 moved with my regiment to rear line and 
camped near canal bridge untilmorningof December 21, when I moved 
with niy regiment in rear of brigade and encamped with it on the Law- 
ton farm, moving next day into’ Savannah. Total miles marched, — , 

recapitulation. 

Casualties: William Biidd, private. Company G, captured by the 
enemy, Sandersvillc, November 20, 1864. I left Atlanta Kovember 
1(5, 1804, with 248 guns and entered Savannah December 22, 1864, with 
208 guns. 1 sent two me]i to general hospital during the campaign and 
both Avere sick before leaving Atlanta. My command captured and 
turned over during campaign 70 bead of cattle, 90 sheep, 20 hogs, 5 
horses, and 21 mules. After marching something over 300 miles my 
regiment entered Savannah in better health, spirits, and condition in 
every respect, with the excejition of clothing and more especially of 
shoes and stockings.

While the above is a fair estimate of the savings to the Government 
the loss to the enemy may safely be put down as at least one-tliird 
additional in rations and one-half in forage.

During the time mentioned in this report the brigade destroyed about 
14 miles of railroad; no cotton nor cotton gins Avere destroyed; 22 
horses, 04 mules, and 200 cattle av ere captured by the command; 69 
negroes folloAA’ed the column. From the time we left Lithonia until 
our arrival at Savannah nearly enough forage Avas gathered by the 
command to supply them independent of the issues of the commissary. 

Tlie loss ill the command during the time mentioned in this report 
is as follows: Iman Avounded; 6 men either killed or captured by the 
enemy ; 10 men captured by the enemy.

It was 
diflicult to ascertain the exact distance marched over hy-roads and 
through the country. The regiment exchanged shots with a squad of 
the enemy on tin*. 4th day of December, near Lumpkin’s Station, with- 
out any result except to check their attempt to annoy the rear of our 
column. From the 12th to thenight of tiie20th of December the pickets 
of my regiment were engaged with those of the enemy before Savan- 
nah. During this campaign the regiment destroyed three miles of rail- 
road, and this was the only striudure destroyed by my command. At 
least 8,000 rations were used by the men from the products of the 
eounti'y, Avhieh, Avere necessary in addition to subsistence iiirnished by 
the commissary department, but the meat used, AAfoich was draAA'U froin 
the country, Avas not less than 15,000 rations. This estimate does not 
include the great Avaste of meat and other foraged subsistence Avliich 
could not be transported or Avas abandoned by the men each morn- 
ing. I estimate the stores Avasted or abandoned equal to the amount 
used. TAventy-one horses and mules attached to the regiment were 
sup])lied Avitii forage taken from the country for tAVonty days. 
TAV(dve lu^groes accomi)anied the regiment to Savannah, having joined 
us on the inarch. IVehm horses and 13 mules Acere captured, but 
many of them Avere comparatively worthless. Six prisoners of Avar 
Avere captured and turned over to provost-marshal Third Brigade, 
First 1 )ivision, Fourteenth Army Coiqis. The regiment lost 1 enlisted 
man Avounded and 10 enlisted meriAvere captured; G enlisted men Avere

when we‘ were ordered to move with the corjis. 

corps during the 3d, 4th, 5th, fith, and Ttli ot October, AYlieii 1 was 
ordered to report my command to_ Captain Swilt, 
repairs on railroad, of whom I received orders to assist “I ^ 
the railroad betAveen KenosaAV Mountain and Allatoona, at Avliich the 
command Avas engaged until Oetober 19, Avheii the lepaiis 
Dieted. On the 'l9th rebel cavalry made their appearance outside the 
picket-lines, cut the telegraph, and captured ibiir enlisted nieii^ 
cominand. 1 immediately sent out a detachment under ( japtain McDi id v, 
!nif the enemy had retreated. After the detachment retnriied to euiniq 
I received orders to report to General A^andever, eommanding Uistiic 
of Marietta, at Marietta, to Avhich place the ri'giment proceeded I y 
railroad. At Marietta the regiment formed part of the garrison, ana 
performed patrol and provost duty until November 13, Avhen Ave received 
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orders to rejoin the corps on its arrival at that place. On the arrival 
of the cori)s I rei^orted my command and accompanied the corps to 
Atlanta, where we arrived on the 15th instant. On the 16th we moved 
again, taking the Angnsta road, and marched to Lithonia Station, on 
the Augusta railroad, a distance of eighteen miles. November 17, 
marched to Yellow Eiiver, a distance of thirteen miles, and worked 
seven hours destroying the railroad. The regiment assisted destroy- 
ing about two miles of track. November 18, the regiment formed the 
aidvance guard of the column, and marched a distance of eight miles, 
the regiment being on picket during the night. One enlisted man on 
duty with brigade foraging party captured by the enemy. November 
1!) to ^3, marched to Milledgeville, the capital of Georgia, a distance 
of fifty-live miles. November 24, marched to Town Creek, a distance 
of ten miles, where the division encamped until the 26th. November 
2(5 and 27, inarched a distance of twenty-four miles to near Davisbor- 
ough Station, on the Macon and Savannah Kailroad. K,egiment went 
on picket. November 28 to December 2, marched to near Buck Head 
bridge, a distance of fifty-one miles. Regiment on picket duty during 
night of 2d instant. 

December 3, marched to Station No. 1, on the Augusta and Savannah 
Railroad, a distance of ten miles. December 4, worked three hours de- 
stroying railtoad and assisted in destroying two miles of track; marched 
a distiiiice of six miles. December 5 to 7, marched a distance of forty- 
six miles; during this march the cavalry, covering the rear, were 
engaged with the enemy. December 8, marched a distance of three 
miles, and formed line of battle to cover the train until it crossed Bbe- 
iiGzcr Swamp; remained until midnight, when we marched to east 
side of the swamp, a distance of two miles. December 9, marched a 
distance, of seven miles, wlien we found the enemy posted with artillery 
and infantry. Tlie regiment was sent out as skirmishers with orders to 
dislodge the enemy, but the order to advance was countermanded and 
the regiment remained on picket duty. December 10, the enemy fell 
back during the night, and to-day we advanced four miles. December 
11, marched eight miles and went into position in front of Savannah, 
relieving a portion of the Seventeenth Army Corps on the Ogeechee 
(3anal, where we remained until the 16th, when we were ordered into 
(ianip. On the 16th one man, detailed to drive cattle, was captured by the 
enemy. December 19. relieved the Twenty-first Michigan, of Second 
Brigade, in the front line, where we remained until the morning of the 
21st, when the regiment was ordered on the skirmish line, relieving the 
Thirty-eighth Indiana. At daylight it was discovered that the enemy 
had evacuated their works, and I received orders to advance with the 
skirmishers as far as possible. I moved immediately and advanced to 
the city, which my command entered at 8 a. m., capturing on the way 
one prisoner. 

During the campaign my command, independent of the organized 
foraging parties, captured 2 horses and 4 mules and 25 able-bodied male 
negroes. During the campaign from Atlanta to Savannah forage and 
provisions were abundant, as the men subsisted almost entirely off the 
country. 

The total loss of my command from the fall of Atlanta to date is six 
men captured by the enemy.

November 24, left camp at 10 a. in., passing through Milledg_e\ ilk. and 
crossing the Oconee River and camping at Town Creek, nine miles. 
November 35, moved at daylight, crossing Bullalo ( -reek and 
at Keg Creek, marching twelvi' miles. 2(>th, moved at daylight tor 
Sande?sville. About four miles west of that place my tora,gers were 
met by Wheeler’s cavalry, who were disposed to resist their advance. 
The foragers were soon formed and de])loyed as skirmishers, ami .stemlUy 
drove the enemy to and through Sandersville, never (diecking tic 
advaiu'e of the column. As a precautionary measure the (Ine hundred 
and thirteenth Ohio, Ca-ptain Jones commanding, ot the becond i>ri- 
gade, were deiiloyed as skirmishers on the lett oi the road; one divis- 
?on of the Twentieth Corps entered the town simultaneously with my 
own. 37th, marched at 7 a. m., crossing the Ogeechee River at 1 enu s 
Bridge, camping on Hudson’s plantation, marching sixteen miles. *^8tli, 
left camp at daylight, crossing Rocky Comfort Creek, camping at Louis- 
ville, nine miles. Remained there during the 29th and 30th. While at 
Louisville six wagons, under charge ot Lientenaiit Coe, acting' assistant 
quartermaster, Avere attacked just outside of picket-line by Wheelers 
cavalry, and four Avagons captured, the remaining tAvo escaping Muthin 
the lines, folloAved by the enemy. Caiitain Dunphy, Avith (jompany|HJ, 
Tenth Michigan Infantry, Avaited coolly their approach; AAdien Avithin 
close range tired, killing 1 lieutenant, 2 privates, and Avoundmg 3 (1 
mortally) •. promptly charging, recaptured the tour Avagons. ike cap- 
tain is a cool, gallant soldier, and commands brave men. Reports 
being made that there was a large body of Wheeler’s cavalry in my 
front, Lieutenant-Colonel .Pearce, commanding becond Brigade, av as 
ordered forAvard. The enemy did not Avait for a close approach ot 
deployed infantry, but made a rapid retreat. Lieutenant-Colonel Lang- 
ley, commanding Third Brigade, Avith two regiments of his cominand, 
had previously driven a party of cavalry from his front on the Alabama 
road, killing a captain and one inivate. I had no further trouble with 

Wheeler’s command, ^

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December 1, leaviiig ]ny train, iii compliance with orders from coriDS 
lieadqnnrters, niarclied at 10.30 a. m. on Wayaesborongli road to Ba- 
ker’s Greek, ten miles. December 2, lelt camp at 8 a m., marcliingten 
miles; camped near Buck Head Greek. December 3, left camp at 9 a. 
m,, crossing Buck Head and Eock Greeks, camping near railroad, ten 
miles. December 4, moved at G.30, my division in the advance with 
its own and Third Division trains, crossing railroad at Lumpkin’s Sta- 
tion, passing tliroiigb the town of Habersliam to Smith’s plantation, 
marching sixteen miles. December 5, moved at daylight, camping at 
Buck Greek Post-tlftice, having marched sixteen miles. December 6, 
moved at 0.30 a. m., crossing Buck and Black Greeks, camxiiug after a 
march of eighteen miles; road badly obstructed by fallen trees; re- 
moved them during the night. December 7, leftcamx) at 0.30 a. m., and 

marching 11 Iteen miles cam|)ed at twenty- six miles 

from Savannah; road badly obstructed by fallen trees, but by heavy 
details removed them, causing but little delay. The bridge at Bbene- 
z(*r Greek having been destroyed (two miles in our front), Golonel 
Buell’s (iominand went actively to work to construct a new one. 
December S, the bridge liaving been completed, left camp at 10 
a., m., crossing Hbene/.er Greek, marched to Little Ebenezer Greek, 
where, aft<a- a d('lay of several hours for completion, of x)ontoon, 
moved fomvard to Kegler’s. Greek. Just after going into camir received 
ordei'S from General Davis to return to Little Ebenezer to protect 
the train ol:‘ the ('or])s, an attack being apprehended; returned, and 
the Second and Third Brigades recrossing the creek bivouacked for the 
night, having marcihed ten miles. December 9, left camp at 7 a. in., 
marching eight miles and constructing three bridges. At Doctor Guy- 
ler’s iihintation, about fourteen miles and a half from Savannah, my 
advance (laine within range and fire of a rebel battery. Two regiments 
of the Third Brigade were at once deployed as skirmishers on the right 
and left of the road, and one iiiece of the battery ordered forward. This 
piece was soon in position and oiiened fire, which was spiritedly an- 
swered by some wi'll-directed shots. Lieutenant Goe, commanding 
liattery, Avas struck by a^ shell and instantly killed ; a brave, good officer. 
Ily order subsequentiy received from corjis commander the First and 
Third Ilrigades AV(‘r(' idaced in iiosition. During the night the works in 
our front Avere abandoned. December 10, left canii) at 8 a. m., marching 
ibur.miles; found the TAA’^entieth Gorps iiioviug upon our road; went 
into camp. Dt'cember 11, received orders to relieve Seventeenth Gor i)s. 
Left camp at S a., m., marching seven miles. Went into position on the 
right of file Milledgeville road, remaining in this position until the 22d. 
During this time steady aiquoaches wmie being made to within 300 
yards of the enemy’s Avorks. On the night of the 20th succeeded in get- 
ting two guns in fine position. Just before daylight my skirmishers 
entered the abandoned Avorks of the enemy, thus closing a brilliant and 
successhil campaign. 

With ai few exceptions all have faithfully x>erformed their duties. To 
Li f.utenant-Golon el Pearce, commanding Second Brigade (in the absence 
of Golonel Mitchell), and Lieutenant-Colonel Langley, commanding 
Third Brigade (in the absence of Colonel Dilworth), I am under ob- 
ligations for their xiromiitness in executing all orders. They are good 
officers, and ought to be xiromoted. 

My staff officei'S are deserving of all iiraise for constant and active 
attention to duty, and 1 again, as in my former reports, recommend them 
for. promotion, having Itom long and faithful service earned it. 

I close this rexiort Avith stating: First, that since the fall of Atlanta 
my division has marched 500 miles, and by railroad, 400; second, cap- 
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tiired 189 horses, 580 mules, 6 jacks and 1 jenny, and 418 head catths 
in addition to the number used during the campaign; third, .1 < mdes ot 
railroad destroyed; fourth, but three rations of bread and two of salt 
meat were issued to my command from Atlanta, to Savannah, the men 
always having an abundant supply furnished by ibrage details; llltli, 
the mules of my trains and artillery horses weiui in mtudi liner condi- 
tion at the end than at the commencement of the campaign; sixth, no 
cotton gins, cotton, nor other property destroyed by my onh'r. 

Casualties: Killed, 8; wounded, 1(1; missing, 57; total, 81.

Noremher 75.— Division moved at O a, m. ; crossed the river and 
arrived at rebel works at 10 a. m. ; closed on transportation of First 
Division ; halted until 1.30 p. m., then moved to camp southeast of 
town. Town on fire at several places, wliich spread by dai'k to the 
main part of town. Orders to move at 12 m. to-morrow, following 
Twentieth Corps; order from General vSherman announcing the army 
divided into two wings: General Howard to command the Right (Fif- 
teenth and Seventeenth Corps), General Slocum the Left (Fourteenth 
and Twentieth Corps) ; Right Wing gone toward Jonesborough, and 
Twentieth Corps to the left this morning; quartermaster busy issuing 
clothing to-night. 

Novemher 16 . — Division moved at 11 a. m. in the rear of First and 
Third Divisions; marched ten miles; camped on Snaplinger Creek; 
headquarters at Lee’s house. 

November 17. — Division moved at 7 a. m.; marched sixteen miles, 
jiassing through Lithonia, destroying four miles of railroad, commencing 
one mile and a half east of town, camping at Conyers Station, thirty 
miles from Atlanta by railroad. 

November 18. — Division moved at 0 a. m.; inarched sixteen miles, 
crossing Yellow River and Ulcofauhachee; camped half a mile east 
of latter stream. Troops destroyed three miles of railroad east from 
Covington; trains passed through town. 
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Noiuimher W. — Division, moved at G a. m,; marclied twenty miles, 
l)iissing" tliroug:li Saiidtowii, or Newborn, camping one mile from Sliady 
drove. 

November {Sunday). — Division moved at 7 a. m.; marclied fourteen 
mibis, camping one mile ivest of Little, or Eatonton, Factories, burning 
tlimn. 

— Division moved at 7 a. m. ; marclied twelve miles j 
campcMl south of Cedar Creek; rained most of the day; roads very 
heavy; a number of mules brought into camp. 

November 22. — ^In camp; Third and First Divisions and pontoon train 
passiMl to our (font; General Sherman stopped two hours and a half, 
and General Davis took dinner with us. Sherman was in fine spirits; 
told story of the soldier foraging liberally, and that no one could tell 
where tliis a.rmy would concentrate. 

November 23 . — Division moved at Ga. m.; inarched fourteen miles, 
camiiing two miles from Milled geville; Twentieth Corps in town; First 
and Third Divisions in our front. 

November 21. — Division moved at 10 a. m.; marched ten miles, iiass- 
ing through Milledgevi lie, crossing Oconee Eiver and passing Third 
Division. Land of First Brigade jilayed “Dixie'” as the column passed 
the ca,pit:o]. neadipiarters at Brundage’s xdantation. 

November 25. — Division moved at G a. m. ; marched twelve miles, 
crossing Builalo (.Ireek, Avhich was jiontooned; trains late into camp. 

November 26 . — Division moved at G a. m; .marched six miles to Han- 
dm’sville; advance', met Wheeler’s cavalry one mile and a half from 
towm. stragglers aaid foragers put on a skirmish line, with wdiich. they 
were pushed to the edge of town, where one regiment was deployed and 
the town cleared. One man of the One hundred and eighth Ohio killed 
and one other wounded. Camped by 10 o’clock in town! 

November 27. — Division moved at 7 a. m., following Third Division, 
leaving main train in (diarge of Lieutenant Coe, taking the Augusta 
road; then the right on Louisville road ; stopped for dinner at Wiiliani- 
son’s Swamp, crossing it at Chickasaw Ford; marched seAmnteen miles, 
cainping on .Hodgson’s plantation; 300 negroes; 5S0 bales of cotton 
burned; storeroom with books, &c., from Savannah destroyed; crossed 
Ogeechee Eiver this afternoon. 

— Division moved at G a. m.; marched nine miles, cross- 
ing Eocky Comfort Creek, over which the bridge wnis burned. The 
rear of the division got over a little after dark. General was a long 
while finding Ids headquarters; camii at Louisville.

Lieutenant Coe, with five wagons and five companies, were attacked 
a short distance from picket-line; Captain Dunphy, Tenth Michigan, 
drove the enemy back, killing three and wounding four, winch broke 
them, so that he saved the five wagons and companies; wounded rebels 
reported them two brigades strong.

1)(U' 0, it was found that the (uiemy liad erected a battery at the point 
where the Middle Cround and river roads meet. Some cannonading 
took iilace in the evening. This brigade was (mcainped near the rebel 
works over night. In the morning the position was fouiul evacuated 
by the enemy, Uiiid the column moved on to Monteith Station, on the 
Charleston and Savannah Eailroad and the Milledgeville road, and 
took up a position between the last-named road and the Ogeechee 
Canal, in this i)()sition the command remained until the evacuation of 
Savannah.

A deep swamp in 
our front was found impassable, and breast- Avorks thrown up in the road 
proved of little use, as the caliber of their guns enabled the enemy to 
demolish them in short time. A breast- work for a battery gnrl a rifl(?- 
])it constructed by Maj. J. H, McDonald would probably have had sui- 
ticlent i)ower to resist the rebel balls, b ut was not completed until the

AVitii the exception of four days' rJitioiis of bremd and meal, a 
about half rations of sugar and (‘offee, this (mmmand drew all its si 
sistence from the country after leaving Atlanta. Tlu,". exact aniounf 
supplies of every kind drawn from the country cannot be ascertain 
but it may be estimated as e(pii valent to about (>5,000 rations, 
forage not even an approximate estimate can be had, tlui numbei 
horses and mules in. the command varying daily, almost hourly. Acaio 
ing to reports from the different regiments of this brigade 110 mn 
and 01 horses were captured. The numl)er of negroes who follov 
the column cannot be ascertained with anything like accuracy. It n 
be safely stated, however, that not less thaiii 100 colored persons w 
with the brigade on arriving in front of Savannah. The command 
officer of the Tenth Itegimeut Midngan Infantry reports two cot 
gins destroyed by his command, tin' only instance known to iin.'- of si 
occurrence. At Saudersville three or four bah'S of (a)tton were ,foi 
hidden in a field and destroyed. Of railroad track this comnu 
destroyed about twelve miles at nearest computation. 

On the 22(1 of December the army entered the city of Savannah i 
this brigade was moved to its present location.

November 17 and 18, Avithout ration's or 
chance to forage. November 24, marched through the city of Milledge- 
ville. Novemb('r 26, Cai)tain Wilde, Company A, of my regiment, Avas 
placed on the skirmish line at SandersAulle by Ceneral Morgan; had 
a, lively little skirmish Avith the enemy and were among the llrst to 
enter the town.

The country through which we marched in the Nlorth Ala.bama cam- 
paign, as a general thing, and especially tliat portion lying befomm 
T’lorence and Athens, contained large quantities ol meat, brendstull, 
and forage of all kinds, but from tlui fact that the (livisiou was reason- 
ably well supplied with Government rations, and the close proxiniity 
of the enemy rendering it important that the entire cominand slioiild be 
held w(dl together, General Mtu’gaii did not permit but litUe loraging 
to be done until we arrived at Gaylesville, Ala., where it became nec- 
essary, owing to the scarcity of the regular rations. \\ liilst we did not, 
for the most of the time, want lor enough to eat, yet for the reasons 
before stated there was much suflering. The general health ol the bii- 

gade was good, liowover. i j x- 

During the campaign from Atlanta to Savannali, and up to the tmiG 
of the fall of the city— a period of thirty-six days— the brigiule received 
through the commissary live and a half days’ rations ot bread, livi^ 
and a half days’ rations of salt meat, thirty-one days’ rations (>1 (lol- 
fee, eighteen days’ rations of sugar, twenty-four days’ rations ot salt, 
seveirand three-iiuarters days’ rations of pease, one day’s intnnis ot 
pepper, ten days’ rations of soap. Tlu^se were all the rations that vmi'e 
issued. The balance of the subsistence lor the brigade was drawn from 
tlie country by regularly organized foraging parties. , ,, 

On the campaigu from Atlanta to Savannah the brigade loraging 
party consisted of"a(;ertain number of mounted and loot soldnu’S lrom 
each regiment. Over each regimental detail was one commissioned 
officer in charge, and over all was appointed an additional officer, wlio 
had general supervision of the foraging tor the brigade, ihc country 
through which we passed abounding in all kinds of meat^ — salt, as wel# 
— sweet potatoes, turniiis, and other yegetable.s; molasses, corn 
meal, flour, rice, and an almost inexhaustible (piautity ol corn, coin 
fodder, oats — threshed and in the sheaf— it was very seldom, indeed, 
that the foraging party failed to amply supply the men and animals ot 
the brigade with forage and provisions lor each day they had not the 
regular ration. Large quantities of salt Avere tound on the mar(3h, 
and near Louisville several iiouuds of green collee. During the entire 
march from Atlanta to Savannah tlie Aveather was fine: the roads, 
except AAdien passing through SAvamps, good, and but seldom ^^’estructed 
by the enemy, and then, as a general thing, so tritlingly that but little 
delay was ociiasioued thereby. The health of the command Avas most 
excellent and the spirits buoyant, but very Icav, if any, even speculat- 
ing of disaster or failure in the accomplishment ol that ydiich all lelt 
and believed would be a severe bloAv against the rebellion, ihe bri- 
gade destroyed in all about five miles of railroad and captured 13P mules 
and 99 horses. The number of negroes following the brigade was 1J3. 
I have no knowledge of the destruction of any cotton gins or cotton by 
my command or any portion of it. If any xAPre destroyed by any por-

In conclusicm I must say that both officers and men i^erformed the 
inarch in line spirits; none AAmre lost through. sickness or fatigue.

Sir:* 

On the morning of the 16th [NoAmmber] the Ninety-eighth, with the 
remainder of the division AAteich formed a part of the Left Wing, Arms?' 
of Georgia, left Atlanta, moving on the Augusta road. We struck the 
ra.ilroad near Covington, destroying about a quarter of a mile, which is 
all the railroad destroyed by the Ninety-eighth during the entire trip. 
The regiment only dreAV about three days’ rations after leaving Atlanta 
until Ave arrived outside the defenses of Savannah. With this excep- 
tion the regiment subsisted entirely off the country. 

The captures made by the regiment are as folloAvs : Horses, 20 ; mules, 
30; cattle, 75. Number of darkies folloAAung the regiment, 12. During

November 27, inarched at 7 a. m. on the Louisville road: crossed 
the Ogeechee Kiver and camped within eight miles of Louisville for the 
night. November 28, marched at G a. m. to within one mile of Louis- 
ville, where we found that the bridge across Ilocky Comfort Creek had 
been burned; the Third Division, Fourteenth Corps, was repairing the 
saine. At dusk I crossed my command over, marched through the 
town, and went into camp on the lelt ol the Augusta road, about one 
mile and a half beyond. November 29, remained in camp all day. 
Novembta 30, still in camp at Louisville. To-day I deployed the 
Lighiy-sixth and One hundred and tAventy-lifth Illinois as skirmishers, 
supiiorted by the Fifty-second Ohio and Twenty-second Iiidiami, and 
moved forward, covering the Warrenton and Augusta roads. This 
movement Avas induced by the presence in our vicinity of small parties 
of the eneiny, Avho had, for tAA’^o or three days past, been capturing’ 

other soldiers wlio were so unfortunate as 
to (all into their poAver. The enemy had, on the night previous to this 
imwement, captured and killed tAvo men of the Fighty-lifth Indiana, one 
of One hundred and twenty-fifth Illinois. My line advanced at 11 a. m. 
and drove tlie enemy in fine style, recajituring a small foraging party, 
Avith train, from the TAventieth Corps, that had ventured too hrr 
out. Iretty smart skirmishing continued for some minutes, when the 
enemy attempted to break my line, but Avere repulsed by the Eighty- 
sixth Illimhs, with the loss ot one captain and one private, avIio were 
killed outright and left by tlie flying enemy on the field. At this 
juncture, by order of General Morgan, I halted and adiusted my 
line. Everything remained quiet until 3.30 p. m., Avhen I received 
oiders to move forAvard until ray right should connect with the 
left of the Eecond Brigade, Avdiich Avas moving across toAvard the 
Augusta from the W aynesborongh road.

tlio enemy’s rear. This he did, so' far as it was in his power, but his 
wliohi line was in a swaini), where vines, rank weeds, and undergrowth 
timber were so abundant that his progress was necessarily too slow to 
reach the desired position before dark, and at dark, by order of General 
Morgaii, the entire line was halted and established as a picket-line for 
the night. During the night the enemy withdrew, and.my skirmishers 
entered liis works at daybreak. Inthis affair two men of the Eighty-sixth 
Illinois were wounded. December 10, marched at 7 a. m. Proceeded 
live miles in the direction of Savannah, when we struck the Twentieth 
Corps column. Went into camp for the afternoon and night on the left 
of the road. December 11, marched at 8 a. m. toward the city, as far 
as the Five-Mile Post, and turned to the right and marched about three- 
quarters of a mile, when, by the direction of General Morgan, I went 
into position in three lines, in reserve, facing south. My camp was as 
comfortable as I could wish, being on high ground and in the midst of 
a x>ine grove. December 12, in the afternoon my command tore ui) and 
destroyed two miles and a half of track and ties on the Savannah and 
Macon llailroad. December 13, made the road destroyed yesterday 
suitable for a wagon road, after which the brigade did no other duties 
than liirnish train and other guards until the 22d of December, the day 
subsequent to the fall of Savannah, when my command, marched to 
within one mile and a half of the city and Avent into camp in two lines, 
facing north, on the left of the canal, where we now are making pre- 
parations lor such other work as it may be our lot to perform. 

This brigade, though small, is perhaps in as good condition for active 
operations' as any. There are many officers and men absent, whom I 
Avould be glad to have returned to their commands. While in camp at 
Atlanta, during the month of September last, there was perfected and 
forwarded a list of absentees, and efforts were being made to secure 
tlieir return, but before much could be accomplished in this respect the 
brigade Avas put in motion and has only stopped since arriving at this 
place. 

The strength of the command is as follows: Present, commissioned 
officers, 80; enlisted men, 1,634. Absent, commissioned officers, 58; 
enlisted men, 1,177. Total, commissioned officers, 138; enlisted men, 
2,811. 

After two days’ marching from Atlanta I found a necessity for a 
X)arty of x)ioneers to clear out and repair bad j)laces in the road. To 
meet this end I detailed thirty enlisted men for Avhom I could not pro- 
cure guns, and armed them with spades, picks, and axes. These I put 
under the command of Lieutenant Groninger, of the Eighty-sixth Illi- 
nois, an officer of 1he proper spirit and energy to make such a party 
very useful. I required these pioneers to march each day at the head 
of the brigade column, and build rail or pole bridges OAmr small streams 
for tile safe aaid speedy passage of troops, and now we well appreciate 
the utility of such a force in all campaigns. When once drilled to labor 
they Avill j)erforui as much Avork in the same length as three times the 
number detailed temporarily from the ranks. 

On the 18th of hTovember I began to subsist off the country, and to 
prevent as far as possible pillaging and marauding and all manner of 
lawlessness, I had details of thirty men and one commissioned officer 
made daily from each regiment, wlio reported, at an hour stated, at 
brigade headquarters, Avhen these details were verified. These I put 
in charge of a field or acting field officer, whom I made responsible for 
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the conduct of his men on that day. I direpted that everything ob- 
tained should be reported to officer and by him turned ^ 

sistence for the troops to the brigade commissary, or il mules and 
horses to the brigade quartermaster. By so doing my forag^ers al\ ays 
obtained plenty, and the troops shared alike in its distribution by the 
brSe commissary. From a statement submitted to ineby Lieutenant 
Batchelder, acting commissary of subsistence, I hnd 
her 16 until December 16 inclusive my command drew, iiei man, ot hai d 
bread, nine rations; pease, eight rations; coflee, twei^ ons- 

salt, twenty-five rations; sugar, fliteen rations; bacon, loin lations, 
salt pork, six rations; beyond which issues 

froin the country and always had abundance. Besides this tabiilai 
statement ofisll^^ I left Atlanta with 150 head of beef-cattle, very 
poor in flesh and already weak from travel. The forage 
plied the command so boiintiliilly with fresh pork that but little heel 
was consumed on the march, and before reaching Savannah neaily all 
those cattle had died along the road or were abandoned on account of 
being too weak to travel, but still my drove increased daily by acquisi- 
tion^ from the country, and ontheim of We 

maud took position before this city, it numbered about .^30 head, laige 
and small, all of which have since been issued to the troops. 

Mv forage details were frequently annoyed by the enmny, but by 
always keeping well together they were able to resist or drive away a 
considerable force. On the 30th of November particularly tlie foragers 
of the brigade, under command of Captain 1^ owers, of the i wenty-second 
Indiana, were attacked, about nine miles from Louisville, by a part of 
Wheeler’s command, and, after a brisk fight, drove the enemy away. 
Toward night of the same day, as the detail was proceeding to camp at 
Louisville with four ox-wagon loads of forage, they wore suddenly siir- 
roiiiided by three of Wheeler’s regiments, and, alter some very severe 
fighting succeeded in getting into campwuth the loss of one nian kiJlecl 
and four wounded, and were compelled to abandon their provisions aiiiL 

tlie 29th of November I mounted forty men on captured mules and 
horses, and placed the party under command of Captain Harbor, the 
One hundred and twenty-fifth Illinois, a very brave and_ efficient otficer. 
These labored to find where subsistence could be obtained, and to mu 
the infantry details in getting it, as well as lor the purpose ot capturing 

stock for the use of the army. i 

It is not possible for me to state the exact number of horses and mules 
captured, as such property was frequently taken from my foragers while 
on their way to camp and informally turned over to Lieutenant Coe, 
quartermaster for the division. How many were so disposed of I can- 
not say. The number actually captured and disxiosed of by orders from 
these headquarters, together with the number known to have been in- 
formally turned over to Lieutenant Coe, were: horses, 104; mules, 160; 
total 264. These numbers might have been increased somewhat haci i 
sent parties out to hunt exclusively for stock, but in iieiu'ly every in- 
stance such captures were the labors of my subsistence def^uS; ^ 
The number of negroes that followed my column was 160. 01 these 
92 were officers’ servants and 78 were refugees. The latter have been 
sent to division headquarters pursuant to orders. xr a i

Nor can I say inucli less of some officers in the service, 
who, in spite of their long experience and in face of positive orders to 
tlie contrary, suffer, nay, by their passiveness encourage, their men to 
throAv aside the restrictions of discipline, and become outlaws and 
brigands. 1 believe a company commander should be the best disciplin- 
arian ill the service, and should feel that his position, so immediately 
connecting him with the rank and file, makes him a conservator of the 
peace and good order of the army; and an officer who from incomiietency 
or other cause is not well adapted to teach and maintain a good system 
()t discipline in his command, should he summarily dismissed the serv- 
ic!e. A few such in my command I could cheerfully recommend for 
dismissal, and do honestly believe the service would be promoted 
tliereby. 

8iiice the fall of Atlanta tlie brigade staff has undergone several 
changes. Most of the old members ivere absent during the Savannah' 
campaign, d'hose at present serving on such duty, without specially 
naming them, have all well and faithfully discharged every trust con- 
fided to them. I am also under special obligations to regimental coin- 
imindeivs for their efforts to maintain strict discipline thronghont the 
entire campaign. I commend them all to my superior officers.

Report of Lieut. Col. Charles TTk Claney, Fifty-second Ohio Ijifantry. 

Hdqrs. Fifty-second Ohio Yoliinteer Infantry, 

Fear Savannah^ Ca., Becemher 31, 1864. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the part 
taken by this command in the late campaign which has resulted in the 
capture of Savannah: 

On the 16th day of November last I took command of the regiment 
at Atlanta, Ga,, and at 9 a. m. received orders to march. In compliance 
W' ith said order moved at 11 a. m. as guards for division train ; marched 
on a road running parallel with the Augusta and Atlanta Eailroad 
through the town of Decatur; marched near fourteen miles and 
eucam|)ed Avith the train at 9 x). m. 17th, moved with the brigade at 
7 a. m., following the One hundred and tenth Illinois; assisted in 
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de'stroyiiift’ a portion of tlie Augusta railroad; eaicampcMl at OoriyeTS 
Station with the brigade at 7 p.in. 18th, inarched with thobiigadeato 
in the direction of Covington, reaching the same at m.; spent 
hours in the destruction of railroad southeast of the town, thou

concluded a march of fifteen miles and encamped with tlie biigad( ..

21st, marched with the brigade at 0 a.m.and encamped at4 p.m.on the 
west bank of Cedar Creek, Avhere we remained until (> a. m. ot th(‘- 2.hl, 
when, with the Eighty-sixth Illinois, the command marched as rear 
guard for the division and encainx^ed Avith the brigade man* Milledge- 
ville at 11 p.m. 24th, moved at 10 a.m.,passing through Milled go ville; 
encamped with the brigade six miles southeast. 25th, marched at (i a,, 
m. and eucamiied Avith the brigade east of Buffalo Creek. 2()th, marihed 
with the brigade at 6 a. m., passing through the toAVii of Sandorsville; 
encainxied near and east of it at 12 in. 27th, inarched Avitli the brigade 
at 7 a. 111 ., crossing the Ogeechee River at Eenn’s Bridge; encamped 
near Rocky Comfort Creek, liaA’ing marched fifteen miles. Companies 
A,F,D, I, and B Avere detailed for picket. 2Sth,x')ickct companies were 
brought in at 6 a. m., and the command moved Avith tlui brigade and 
encamped two miles east of Louisville at 5 p. m. In this camx) the 
command remained until the 30th, Avhen, at 2 ]i. m., I was ordered to 
move to a road about one mile to the right and suiixioi't the jiickets 
while their line advanced; light skirmishing ensued, but no loss was 
sustained. At this iioiiit, by order of brigade commander, Major Holmes, 
Avith a detail of men, burned one cotton gin, including — bales of cotton. 
MoAung a short distance to the right the entire regiment was placed 
on picket, relieving the Eighty- sixth Illinois. 

December 1, at 7 a. in. I Avas ordered to return to the camy) occiiyiied 
the preAdoiis day, and at 10 a. m. marched Avith the brigade ami en- 
camyied at 11 p.m. 2d, moved at 0 a.m. as train guards; murcluMl 
twelve miles and encamped with the brigade at 10 p. m. 3d, nnirched 
with the brigade at 8 a. m., folloAving the Twenty-second Indiana; en- 
camped at 7 p. m., having marched twelve miles. 4th, moved Avith 
the brigade at 10 a. m., crossing the railroad at Lumpkin’s Station, aiiid 
encamped at 7 yi. m. 5th, marched at 7 a. m. as train guard; encamyicd 
Avith the brigade at 9 p. m. near Buck Head Creek Post-Offuje. Oth, 
inarched at 6.20 a. m., leading the division ; encamyied Avith the brigade at 
5 y). in., having marched seventeen miles; Comyianies C, E, and K Avere 
detailed for yiicket. 7th, moAmd with the brigade at 7 a. in., and encamyied 
near Ebenezer Creek. 8th, moved Avith the brigade and encamped after 
a march of six miles. 9th, marched Avith the brigade on a road leading 
to Savannah at 2 yi. m. The enemy opened fire on the head of the cob 
umn from a battery in position on tlie road. I Avas ordered to take 
position on the right of the road and in rear of tlie TAA'^enty-second In- 
diana. About 5 p. m. the command Avas moved near one mile to the 
right and encamyied lor the night. 10th, marched as rear guard for 
the division, encamyiing Avith the brigade at 2 p. m. llth,"marched 
with the brigade in the direction of Savannah, and Avhen within live 
miles of the city encamped. 12th and 13th, destroyed a portion of the 
Macon railroad, returning to the same camyi, AA'^hich Ave occupied until 
the morning of the 22d, Avhen the command moved, A\dth the brigade, to 
its present camp. 
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During tlie entire campaign only three days’ rations were issued to 
this regiment. A detail of thirty men, in charge of a commissioned offi- 
cer, was made each day to forage for the command, supplying it bounti- 
fully with meat and potatoes, and occasionally with flour and meal: 
This was done without molestation by the enemy until the 26th of No- 
vember, when, on entering the toAvn of Sandersville, a lively skirmish 
was kept up for near an hour between the enemy’s cavalry and the 
foraging parties of tlie division, the detail from this command, in 
(iharge of Lieutenant Summers, participating. No casualties occurred 
in his command. 

Again, on the 30th, the detail in charge of Lieutenant Mclntire was 
attacked by the enemy in considerable force near Louisville, resulting 
in a loss of 5 men — 1 wounded and 4 missing. Added to this 1 man 
missing at Feiin’s Bridge (on the 29th), and tbe list of casualties is com- 
plete. 

I have no correct means of ascertaining the number of horses and 
mules captured, from the fact that foraging parties report to the brigade 
commander. I can only state that there are at present four horses and 
twelve mules in this command, the imoperty of the Government, all of 
which, I believe, have been accounted for. 

Inclosed* Avill be found accurate notes of the part taken by the com- 
mami in rear of Atlanta trom the 28th of September to the 15th day of 
November, while in comniahd of Major Holmes. 

In conclusion, it is my duty to say, in commendation, of both officers 
and men, that all did their duty promtjtly, under all circumstances, ad- 
hering strictly to that good order and soldierly bearing that had hith- 
erto cliaracterized them.

Report of Brig. Gen. Absalom Baird, U. 8. Army, commanding Third 

Division. 

Hdqrs. Third Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, 

Savannah, Ga., January 7, 1865.

November 15, marched through and camped near the city of Atlanta.' 
November 16, passed through Decatur and marched as far as Snapfinger 
Creek. From the 17th the march was continued through Lithonia, 
Conyers, crossing Yellow River, through Covington, over the Ulcofau- 
hachee, through Shady Dale, and reaching the city of Milled geville. 
On the morning of the 25th crossed the Oconee, and destroyed the bridge. 
On the 26th arrived at Sandersville. November 27, division started 
for Louisville, taking the road to Fenn’s Bridge, the First and Second 
Divisions, with all the trains of the corps, following the direct road. 
Head of column reached Rocky Comfort Creek at 8.30 a. m., but the

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bridge having’ been, destroj^ecl by the enemy, was niiiible to c.ros.s till 
late in the afternoon. Encamped near Lonisville, wliere tlie division 
remained until December 1, 18G4. 

' December 1, at 10 a. m. division moved from camp near Louisville, 
Ga., in companj?^ with General Kilpatrick’s division of cavalry, and went 
into camp at 5 p. m., on the bank of Buck Head Greek. During the day 
considerable skirmishing vntli the enemy’s cavidry, witli a loss on. oin* 
side of 3 men killed and 10 wounded. December 2, met the enemy 
again at Bocky Creek, at 10 a. m., iDosted behind strong barricades and 
disposed to dispute our crossing at the ford. The Scventy-fourtb 
Indiana charged and dispersed them, and the division inai'clied to the 
farm of Mr. Gisholm and went into camx). December 3, arrivial at 
Thomas’ Station, on the Savannah and Augusta road, and daring the 
night thoroughly destroj^ed several miles of railroad track. DeC/Cmber 
4, General Kiljiatrick attacked the enemy’s cavalry one mile ii'oin 
Thomas’ Station, and drove them in (mufusion through Waynesborough, 
and two miles beyond. Divmion followed u]) ami supported General 
Kilpatrick during the day, and then made anight march to Alexamhu’. 
December 5, reached Jacksonborongh. December G, arrived at Beavc'n 
Dam Greek, and joined the other two diAusions of tin', cor])s. Decem- 
ber 7, late at night, reached Sister’s Ferry. December 8, reinained in 
camp during the day and had considerable skirmishing Avitli the advanc,<‘, 
of the enemy’s cavalry. Marched at midnight, and crossed Ebenezer 
Greek at 3 a. m. December 0, December 10, encainiped within tw('lvt‘. 
miles of Savannah, making short marches. Division encamped, Decem- 
ber 13, on the Louisville road, six miles from the city, where it romahuMl 
until the 22d, at whicli time, the city having been evacaiated on th(^ 



hitherto been into three brigades of infantry, commanded res])ectiv('ly 
by Gol. George P. Este, Fourteenth Ohio Volunteers, Gol. Morton (h 
Hunter, Eighty-second Indiana Volunteers, and Gol.K. Gleason, Eighty- 
seventh Indiana Volunteers. The Fifth Wisconsin Battery, four gun's, 
Gapt. Joseph McKnight, was likewise attached to it. 

Our efiectiA'e torce of fighting men duriiig the Avhole march avus, upon 
an aA^erage, a little under 5,000; the number of mouths which avo had. 
to feed, including teamsters and servants, somewhat over G,0()0. 

We cut loose from our connections at Atlanta to march to this point 
with the folloAnug supplies: 57,000 rations bread (about nine and a half 
days), 161,000 rations coffee (about twenty-seven days), 117,000 rations 
sug-ar (about nineteen days), 30,000 rations salt meat (about live days), 
and an abundance of salt, with some candles and soap. We also 
.-started with 550 head of beef cattle, and have yet remaining seventy- 
liA 6 head. On these sujAxilies, together Avith what Avas draAvii from the 
country’ the dmsion subsisted from the IGth of November to tlie IGth 
of December. The amount of sweet potatoes, hogs, cattle, and poultry 
taken in the country and consumed by the troops cannot be estimated, 
but it must have been very large, the men living Avell. 

The division destroyed quite effectually eighteen miles of railroad and 
two large bridges, Hurt OAmr Eocky Gomfort Creek, on the Augusta road,

ina,„av4inc at that p^ce. It destroyed, I feel quite sure, 1,000 bales 
of cotton, and probably less than 2,000 bales. 

The amount of forage and other minor articles consumed and de- 
stroyed cannot be estimated. The command foraged liberally. The 
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number at drafted and saddle animals captured was about 597. 
borne ot tbem were used to replace those in our trains already worn 
out; others were wortblessj and my quartermaster has still about 400 
head to turn over. 

!Neg'ioesto the number of about 668 joined or followed our column ou 
the march, and have since our arrival here either been employed or 
turned over to tlie pro\'ost-marshal. A large number was imobablv with 
'the coluinn or near it at certain times, but as no notice was tahen of any 
ot tJiem and no restraint exercised over those simply passing along 
the road, many doubtless disappeared without any account beiun had 
ot them. 

Tlie division captured 16 prisoners, and its loss in action was 8 men 
wounded, 3 of whom afterward died. The list of casualties by name 
IS appended. 

In closing this report I have again to commend to the notice of my 
sui)erior commanders the ability and meritorious services of Col. 
George P. Pste, Fourteenth Ohio; Col. Morton 0. Hunter, Eighty-sec- 
ond Indiana, and Col. N. Gleason, Eighty-seventh Indiana, who com- 
nmnded my three brigades, and to ask for their promotion, at least by 
brevet, to the rank ot brigadier-general. I have also to request' that 
Col. _B. D. Fearing, Ninety-second Ohio Volunteers, an officer of sur- 
passing merit and the only other full colonel who made the campaign 
with the division, nia.y be promoted to the same grade. 

To my staff officers I am again deeply indebted, and I beg to renew 
the reconmiendations which I liave heretofore given for their promo- 
tion.

. Captain: In obedience to circular received I have the honor to 
submit the followdng report: 

While in camp near Atlanta, Ga., I received orders, on the 2d of 
October, to prepare to march next mornuig with thirteen days’ rations 
and three days’ forage, and to report to Brigadier-General Carlin, 
commanding First Division. I joined the division as dhected, and 
marched witli it throughout the entire campaign north of Atlanta, 
returning to that point on the 15th of November, 1864. During the 
campaign I drew about sixteen days’ full rations and fifteen days’ 
forage; tlie remainder of the forage and subsistence 1 obtained from 
the country along the line of march. After remaining in Atlanta, Ga., 
one night I again joined the First Division, Fourteenth Army Corps 
(in obedience to orders), with three days’ rations and three days’ forage, 
and marched with it to a point near {Savannah, Ga., where I took up 
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position in line of battle on tlie 12tli of December ; was engaged lightly 
by the enemy’s batteries on the 12th, 13th, 14th, 15tli, 16th, 17th, 19th, 
and 20th, during which time I expended 283 rounds of ammunition 
without any loss, except one wheel belonging to a gun carriage. On 
the 22d I moved into camp near the city of Savannah, Ga., the enemy 
having evacuated the night before. During tne march from Atlanta 
I drew three days’ full rations and one day’s forage; the remainder of 
forage and subsistence t obtained along the line of march. During 
the entire cam]iaign the ofBcers and men of the battery performed 


their duty well in every respect.

Report of Brig. Gen. Alplmis S. Williams, U. S. Army, commanding 

TwenMctlh Army Corps. 

Headquarters Twentieth Corps, 

Gavannah, Ga., Jamutry 0, 1805. 

Colonel:* 

Changes in the iirincipal commands of the corps since the last cam- 
paign left the organization as follows: First Division, Brig. Gen. H. J. 
Jackson commanding — three brigades, commanded, respectively, by Col- 
onels Selfridge, Carman, and Itobinson; Second Division, Brig. Gen. 
J. AV. Geary coinmanding— three brigades, cominanded by Colonels 
Pardee, Jones, and Barnum; Third Division, Brig. Gen. W. T. Ward 
commanding — three brigades, commanded by Colonels Smith, Dustin, 
and Eoss. ^ A list of the regiments comimsing the brigades will be 
found in reports of subordinate commanders. The artillery was re- 
duced to four batteries of four guns each, two of 3-inch Eodmans and 
two of 12 pounder Napoleons, under charge of Mn.]. J. A. Reynolds, 
chief of artillery; the horses were increased to eight to a carriage. 
The Hinth Illinois Infantry ('mounted), Lieutenant-Colonel Hughes 
coinmanding, joined the command on the vsecond day and remained 
with it through to Savannah, and performed excellent service through- 
out. One battalion of Fifty-eighth Indiana Volunteers, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Moore commanding, with pontoon train, was also attached to 
the corps, and was very useful during tlie march. 

On the niorning of the 15th of November the corps marched from 
Atlanta, taking the road east through Decatur. We encamped on 
15th near the Georgia railroad, south of Stone Mountain; on evening of 
the 16th near Rock Bridge Post-Office; on 17th near Cornish Creek, 
and on the 18th three miles west of Madison. The coiintry for the 
first three days’ march was very hilly, and the crossing at Yellow River, _ 
Little Haynes River, and other streams very bad. The condition of 
the teams was not good, and delays to the rear of our long column were 
consequently vexatious and protracted. Geary’s division was detached 
unencumbered on the morning of the 19th, with orders to destroy the 
Georgia railroad bridge over the Oconee River and sucli wagon bridges 
as he might find on that river toward Milledgeville. The inirpose was

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fully accompli, slied, and ,several miles of railroad, as veil as tlie long 
railroad bridge over the Oconee, were destroyed. A wagon bridge 
oyer that river and several mills and factories were also burned. The 
diviision rejoined the column on the 21st before reaching Little Biver; 
the other two divisions, with the trains of the corps, moved through 
Madison and encamped four miles beyond. About six miles of railroad 
were destroyed by W ard’s division. Supplies for man and beast became 
al)undai)t on third day after leaving Atlanta. On 20th moved forward 
and encamped near Eatonton. The afternoon was rainy and the roads 
heavy. On 21st marched through Eatonton, encamping near Little River. 
Two or three miles of the Eatonton Branch Railroad were destroyed 
on the march. On 22d, having laid the pontoon bridge over Little River, 
the corps crossed and moved forward to the suburbs of Milledgeville. 
Two regiments under Colonel Hawley,Third Wisconsin Volunteers, ap- 
pointed commandant of the post, were sent to occupy the town. The First 
and Second Divisions were encamped on the east side of the Oconee and 
the Third Division on the west side, near the bridge. Large quantities 
of arms, a.mraunition, and accouterments were found and destroyed, as 
well as salt and other public property. The report of Colonel Hawley, 
commander of post, forwarded herewith,* will give the details of this 
property. The railroad depot, two arsenals, a powder magazine, and 
other public building, s- and shops, were burned. The railroad track for 
live miles toward Gordon was destroyed. On 24th the march was 
resumed and the divi,sions encamped near Gum Creek, and on the 25th,- 
after some delay to rebuild the bridge over Buffalo Creek and swamp, 
the head of the column encamped about seven miles from Saudersville. 
Some skirmishing was had, and the enemy’s cavalry was driven away 
by Colonel Robinson’s brigade just as we were going into camp. 
On the following morning, 26th, two regiments of Carman’s brigade, 
Jackson’s division, drove away the rebel cavalry and the corps moved 
rapidly into Saudersville, entering simultaneously with the Fourteenth 
Corps upon a road on our left. In the afternoon the First and Second 
Divisions were moved down to Tennille Station (No. 13), the Third Divis- 
ion being left to cover the trains. The First Michigan Engineers 
reported for duty with the corps. On 27th, 28th, and 29th the Cen- 
tral railroad and all wagon bridges over Williamson’s Swamp Creek 
Avere destroyed from Tennille Station to the Ogeechee River, including 
the long railroad bridge over that stream, by the First and Second 
Divisions and Michigan Engineers. The Third Division marched with 
the trains, via Davisborough, across the Ogeechee and Rocky Comfort 
Rivers, and encamped near Louisville. On the 30th the First and Second 
Divisions moved up the Ogeechee to Coward’s Bridge, which was found 
partly destroyed but ea,sily repaired. The Avhole corps encamped about 
three miles south of Louisville, between the Oconee and the Ogeechee. 
The roads, excepting at the river and swamp crossings, were good, 
the country imry level, and the weather during the march superb ; sup- 
plies of all kinds Avere very abundant. 

From the 1st to the 8th of December our line of march was down 
the peninsula betAveen the Ogeechee and Savannah RWers, following 
the Loui,sville and Savannah road, encamping on the 1st on Baker’s 
Creek, on the 2d at Buck Head Church, on 3d at Horse Creek, on 4th at 
Little Ogeechee, on 5th at Sylvania Cross-Roads, on 6th near Oowpens 
Creek, on 7th on Jack’s Branch, near Si)rmgfield, and on 8th near Eden 
Cross-Roads. As Ave approached the coast the surface of the country 
became flat and swampy. Large ponds or pools were met every mile

At this point, meeting with tlu', eiumiy' s 
strong line of defenses behind swamps and artificial iionds, tlie c,orj)s 
was ordered to eucamii for the night. During the afternoon a ])irrt.y 
of foragers, Avith somecavahy, succeeded in bringing to and capturing, 
near the foot of Argyle Island, a rebel dispatch boat, called the Id it, 
having on board Colonel Clinch, of General Hardee’s staff, Avith <lis- 
jiatches for gun-boats aboA'^e. The boat Avas unfortunately set on (ire 
and burned. On the 11th Geary’s diAUsion Avas moved to the hvCt, (Ui- 
countering some opx)osition from rebel pickets. They AAmre, hoAvever, 
driven back into the main Avorks, and our line AA^as established from tlie 
SaAainnah Kiver, near Williamson’s idantation, in advance of Pipe- 
maker’s Creek, across the Charleston railroad to the Central railroad, 
a few hundred yards from the junction of the tAvo roads, connecting 
AAith the Fourteenth Corps (Third Division on the right, First Division 
in center, and Second Dm.sion on the left). On the 12th Winegar’s 
battery (four o-incli guns), Avhich had been i>laced iLi])Osltion at TAveed- 
side to command the channel between Argyle Island and the Georgia 
shore, drove back tAAm gun-boats attemj>ting to descend the river, and 
so crixqded the tender Kesolute as to drive her aground, in Avhich posi- 
tion she was taken possession of by Colonel HaAvley, Third Wisconsin 
A olunteers, AA'hose regiment Avas on duty on Argyle island. FWe naval 
officers and nineteen men were cai)tured, besides a quantity of ordnance 
and subsistence stores. The boat, AAhich Avas Avithout armameut, Avas 
subsequently turned over to the quartermaster’s department, and is 
BOAT in our service. 



trom Geary’s division occuiiied the upxier end of Hutchinson’s Island; 
Carman’s brigade, First Dhisioii, was sent to Argyle Island and 
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subsequently across to the Carolina shore with a section of Battery I 
First New York Artillery. He took up a strong position on the 19th 
in advance ot Izard’s house, and made several demonstrations and re- 
connaissances toward Clydesdale Creek and the Union causeway road 
from Savannah to Hardeeville. The enemy opposed these movements 
in strong force. The nature of the country for miles back (being rice 
plantations crossed by dikes and canals) effectually prevented any- 
thing beyond a menace. These threatening movements, however, un- 
doubtedly hastened the evacuation of Savannah, In the meantime our 
main line was pushed toward the enemy’s works, and preparations for 
assault made by close reconnaissances, construction of light bridges 
and experiments with balks of the pontoon train and fascines of straw 
and cane for bridging canals. Strong field-works were constructed for 
the heavy guns and fbr_ the field guns, some of them masked on the 
road within 150 yards of the enemy’s line. These jireparations were com- 
pleted on the 20th. The assailable points in our front were very few* 
almost every foot was covered deep by artificial ponds Irom the irrigat- 
iug canals, behind which and upon the approaches were strong earth- 
works for artillery, connected throughout by rifle-pits well constructed 
The confidence of the troops in carrying these works was, however 
perfect and earnest. ’ 

During the day of the 20th the fire from the enemy’s works and gun- 
boats was unusually heavy and continuous. Keports from Carman’s 
brigade_ indicated that large columns were crossing to the Carolina 
shore, either to cover their only line of communication or preparatory 
to a final evacuation of the city. In the night General Geary reported 
to me that the movements across the river were ax^parently still going 
on, Division commanders were instructed to keep on the alert and 
press their pickets closer to the rebel works, but the eiiemy, intending 
to abandon his heavy guns, kept up a fire until the moment of quitting 
their defenses. At 3.30 o’clock on the morning of the 21st Geary 
reported that Barnum’s brigade was in the rebel main line. Orders 
were sent him and General Ward to advance the picket-lines and fol- 
low with their divisions into the city. By 0 a. m. Geary’s division 
without opposition had entered the city. Patrols were sent out to pre- 
serve order. Two regiments were ordered to occupy Fort Jackson and 
other works below tlie city. General Geary was temporarily assigned 
to the command of the post and his division placed within the city 
Idle retreating rebels had disconnected the pontoon bridge to Hutch- 
inson’s Island and set fire to that connecting with the Carolina shore. 
The ram Savannah still lay oft Screven’s Ferry, two miles or so away 
and occasionally fired a shot toward the town. She was evidently 
covering the removal of supplies up the causeway road. There were 
no means of reaching her, and our guns, though well served, plainly 
did her no damage. At night she was destroyed, as had been all the 
other rebel public vessels the day previous. 

The troops of the corps Avhile in front of the rebel works suffered a 
number of casualties. Among those killed was Lieut. C. A. Ahreets 
One hundred and thirty-fourth New York Yolunteers, assikaiit to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Asmussen, inspector-general of the corps, an excellent 
T T officer. Among the severely wounded was Col. 

John H. Ketch am, One hundred and fiftieth New York Volunteers 
an officer of superior intelligence and worth. Major Wright, Twenty- 
ninth Ohio Volunteers, an excellent officer, also received a painful 
wound.

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I append hereto a series of campaign maps,* prepared by Captain 
McDowell, chief topographical engineer for the corps, showing the 
positions of the several divisions at each camp during the march from 
Atlanta to Savannah. These positions were laid down and the notes 
accompanying the maps kept by Lieutenant-Colonel Asmussen, inspec- 
tor-general of the corps. The faithful and skillful manner in which this 
work is done presents a complete and accurate view of the daily 
marches of the corps. 

Tabular statement marked A shows the casualties of the corps by 
divisions during the campaign— an aggregate of 12 killed, 88 wounded, 
165 missing. Of the missing the greater jiart Avere stragglers and 
small parties of foragers captured. Some few were deserting boiinty- 
iumpers, who had reached us just before marching from Atlanta. In the 
case of Captain Eeid, One hundred and seventh New York Volunteers, 
missing with a detail of forty-three men, foraging, I have ordered a 
special report of the statements made by a rebel cavalry officer avIio 
was of the capturing party. If these statements are true. Captain Eeid 
behaved in a most shameful and cowardly manner, and should be dis- 
missed in disgrace. As both officer and men are still prisoners of war 
no proper investigation can now be made.

At the 
regulation allowance these animals would have consumed, in tweutv- 
days, 2,100,000 pounds corn ; hay or fodder, 2,450,000 pounds. 

I estimate that at least this quantity was taken from the country on 
the march and exclusive of that taken before marching from Atlanta. 
Upon this basis estimates made on actual returns to Captain Whit- 
telsey and Major Eeynolds will be increased over 700,000 pounds of 
corn and 800,000 pounds of fodder.

For at least 200 miles of 
our route these articles were in great abundance, and tvere used lavishly 
and wastefully.

Notwithstandini? repeated instances of wanton pillage occurred on 
the march, the general conduct of the men was orderly, contented, and 
faithful to duty. The nature of the march was calculated to relax tlis- 
cipline, and yet, after all, it was comparatively but the few (ever fojifid 
inlarge bodies of men) who were disorderly and vicious. The laboi, 
especially of those iu guard of the trains, was very arduous, often 
extending through the night. I calculate our average daily marches 
for each marching day exceeded thirteen miles. Two of the divisions 
rested but one entire day without marching. , , , ^ 

The division commanders deserve my cordial acknowledgments loi 
zealous, cheerful, and intelligent co-operation at all times. I Mso 

to acknowledge the valuable services of Blajor Yates and the officers and 
men of the First Michigan Mechanics and Engineers, who, tern- 

norarily attached to the corps, were indefatigable, as well as skilltni, in 
assisting in the destruction of railroads, in constructing bridges, and

Headquakterb First Division, Twentieth Corps, 

Baiumnah, Ga., Dece^nber 81, 1864. 

Colonel; I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of this division from the time at which I was placed in coin- 

maud to the time of the occupation of Savannah: 

November 11, pursuant to Special Orders, No. l.^!-, headquarters 
Twentieth Corps, I assumed command of the First Division, Twentieth 
Corps. November 13, the Second Brigade (Col. E. A. Carman com- 
manding) Avas ordered to proceed to a point on the Chattanooga lail- 
road, midway between the Chattahoochee bridge and the city of At- 
lanta, and destroy the railroad track each way. Colonel Carman reported 
that he destroyed three miles and a half. _ November 15, pursuant to 
orders iireviouslv received, the division, having the advaiiee ot the corps, 
moved out of Atlanta at 7 a. m., taking the road through Decatur and 
encamping at night one mile and a half southeast of Stone Mountain. 
The Second Massachusetts Volunteers (Colonel Cogswell commanding) 
remained behind to destroy the imblic property in tlie city and accom- 
pany the Fourteenth Corps until such time as it could rejoin its com- 
mand. Marched sixteen miles. November 10, the division, being 
ordered to march in the rear, did not break camp until 2 p. m. In the 
meantime the Third Brigade (Colonel Eobinson comiiianding) moved 
to the G-eorgia railroad and destroyed two miles of the track. The road 
was hilly and rough, and the raarcli consequently impeded by the several 
trains of the corps; 'crossed Yellow Eiver and encamped at 10 p. m. near 
Eock Bridge Post-Office; marched ten miles. November 17, marched 
at 10 a. m. in the rear; crossed No Business, Big Haynes, and Little 
Haynes Creeks and encamped for the night near Flat Creek, the rear 
of the division not getting up until after midnight; distance, thirteen 
’ miles. November 18, marched at 7 a. m., still having the rear of the 
corps; passed through Social Circle at noon, where we crossed to the 
south side of the Georgia railroad; after passing Social Circle the road 
was good, and at 10 p. m. the whole division \yas in camp within five 
miles of Madison, having marched nineteen miles. November 19, the 
division had charge of the entire wagon train of the cm-ps, the other 
two divisions having been assigned to other duty ; inarched at 7 a. m., 
passing through Madison, and encamped four miles south of that place; 
marchkl nine miles. 
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November 20, broke camp at 8 a. m., the division being in the rear 
and guarding one-half of the trains of the Second Division, Consid- 
erable rain had fallen, which retarded the movement of the trains so 
that the rear did not get into camp until 11 j). m. Encamped within 
four miles and a half of Eatonton, having marched fourteen miles. No- 
vember 21, inarched at 7 a. m., still in the rear, and having the same 
number oEwagoiis to guard. Passed through Eatonton at 12 m. On 
account of continued rain the roads were extremely muddy, audit was 
with the greatest labor that a portion of the trains could be got along; 
marched twelve miles. November 22, crossed Little River at 9 a. m., the 
division haying the advance. The head of the column arrived within 
one mile of Milledgeville at 2 j). m., having met with no opposition. 
Here the command was halted, and, pursuant to orders from Major-Gen- 
eral Slocum, commanding Left Wing, Army of Georgia, the Third Wis- 
consin and One hundred and seventh New York Y olunteers weresent for- 
ward to occujiy, as provost guard, the city. Colonel Hawley, command- 
ing Tliird Wisconsin Volunteers, being appointed ])Ost commander. 
The remainder of the division was then marched through the city across 
the Oconee River, wliere it encamped, with right resting on that 
river; marched fourteen miles. November 23, pursuant to orders 
from headquarters of the <»orps, 1 ordered the First Brigade (Col- 
onel Selfridge commanding) to proceed to the Gordon and Milledge- 
ville Railroad and destroy the track. Colonel Selfridge reported 
that he edfectually destroyed five miles of the track. The remainder 
of my command remained in camp, resting after their tedious marches. 
November 24, moved at 7 a. in., having the advance; roads good; 
encamped at 4 p. m., having marched fifteen miles. November 25; 
moved at (5 a. m,, having again the lead. Reached Butfalo Swamp 
at 8 a. m. Found that the bridges (nine in number) had been destroyed 
by enemy’s cavalry, which delayed the colimm until 2 p. m. Encamped 
at 4 p. m. Cavalry skirmishing in front; distance, nine miles. Novem- 
ber 29, marched at 0 a. m., the division still having the advance. En- 
tered Sandersville at 11 a, m., having driven out the enemy’s cavalry 
with my skirmish line. Leaving the wagon trains to be guarded by the 
Third Division, my command marched to the Georgia Central Railroad 
at Tennille Station and destroyed six miles of track, the railroad 
depot. Government warehouses, and 342 bales of cotton ; marched nine 
miles. November 27, marched to Davisborough, sixteen miles. No- 
vember 28 and 29, destroyed the Georgia Central Railroad from Davis- 
borough to Bostwiclv Station, a distance of twenty miles, together with 
the depots and Government buildings along that portion of tlie road; 
also two saw mills and lumber yards and four large bridges, trained 
and ready for use, estimated to contain 1,500,000 feet of lumber. No- 
vember 30, crossed the Ogeechee River and joined the trains near Louis- 
ville, having marched eleven miles. 

December 1, moved at 11.30 a. m., being the center division in col- 
umn; portion of the road very bad. The First Brigade (Colonel Self- 
ridge commanding) was, by order of Brigadier-General Williams, com- 
manding corps, directed to reqiort to General AYard to assist in guard- 
ing the trains of the cavalry. Encamped at 11 p. m. ; marched ten miles. 
December 2, marched through Birdville to Buck Head Church, thirteen 
miles; the First Brigade reported back to the command. December 
3, crossed the Waynesborough railroad three miles north of Milieu. 
The enemy having destroyed the bridges, the column was somewhat 
delayed. Encamped on Horse Creek at4p. m., having inarched fifteen 
miles and a half, the division being in advance. December 4, division 
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a^ain in adA^ance; crossed several streams; country low; marolied 
fourteen miles. December 5, marclied at 3 x). m., having waited in 
camp for the other divisions to jiass; the road was extremely bad 3'ncl 
but three miles was made at 11 p. m., at which time the division went 
into camj). December 6, marched at 7 a. in., still in the rear; roads very 
hard; inarched fourteen miles. December 7, moved at 7 a. m., still in 
rear, and encamiied at 10 p. m. near Springfield; country low and 
swampy, and roads bad; marched fifteen miles. December 8, leaving 
the wagon trains in charge of Third Division my command moved 
through Springfield in rear of Second Division ; marched sixteen iniles. 
December 9, my command moved in advance, coming^ into the main 
Savannah road shortly after leaving camp. On arriving at Monteith 
Swamp, about noon, the road was found very much obstructed by felled 
trees. Beyond the portion of the road obstructed the enemy had 
thrown up tivo redoubts, and in the more advanced one had xiosted a 
piece of artillery, which commanded the road and prevented the removal 
of the obstructions. Having ordered Colonel Selfridge (commanding 
First Brigade) to occupy the attention of the enemy in front, I sent the 
Second Brigade (Colonel Carman commanding) to the right of the road, 
with instructions to advance well around the enemy’s left and endeavor 
to get in his rear. At the same time I ordered Colonel Kobinson (com- 
manding Third Brigade) to send three regiments to the left of the road 
to come up on the right flank of the enemy. Owing to the nature of 
the ground (a rice swamp). Carman’s brigade was unable to reach the 
desired jiosition before the regiments of the Third Brigade had 
debouched from the woods on the right of the enemy’s works. The 
enemy fled, after firing one volley, leaving their knapsacks and camp 
equipage, but succeeded in reinoAung the piece of artillery. Four x)ris- 
oners were captured. My loss was one man killed and seven wounded. 
The distance marched Avas nine miles. 

December 10, struck the Charleston and Savannah Kailroad at Mon- 
teith Station, ten miles from Savannah. After destroying three miles of 
the track, my command advanced toward Savannah, following the Third 
Division. When within five miles of the city, the enemy having been 
found in an intrenched position, by direction of the brigadier-general 
commanding the corps I placed my command in position, Avith right 
resting on Savannah road. I then ordered Colonel Selfridge, AAhose 
brigade was on the left, to send a regiment Avith instructions to go if 
possible to the river. Afterward, it having been reported that this reg- 
iment was meeting with resistance, I ordered Selfridge to re-enforce it 
with another regiment. Owing, however, to the lateness of the hour at 
which the expedition started it did not succeed in reaching the river. 
On the 11th I ordered a reconnaissance to be made in front of my line, 
consisting of two regiments of Carman’s brigade, under command of 
Colonel Cogswell, Second Massachusetts Yolunteers, which developed 
the enemy’s position, and the nature of the intervening ground. On 
the same day, by direction of the brigadier- general commanding the 
corps, I directed Colonel Carman to send one regiment to Argyle Island 
to secure the stores and hold the rice mills upon the island. Pursuant 
to orders from headquarters of the corps, I also directed Colonel Eobin- 
son, commanding Third Brigade, to send three regiments to the rear to 
protect the trains, and on the 13th Colonel Eobiuson was directed to 
take the remainder of his brigade to the same position. On the 15th 
the Second. Massachusetts Volunteers, Colonel Cogswell commanding, 
was ordered to report with his regiment to Colonel Hawley on Argyle 
Island, and on the next day, pursuant to orders from headquarters of 
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the corj^s, I directed Colonel Carman to move the remaining regiments 
of his brigade to Argyle Island and from thence to the South Carolina 
shore. Owing to the want of boats the iiassage to the South Carolina 
shore was made with great difficulty, audit was not until the 19th 
instant that the vdiole brigade had effected a landing on the Carolina 
shore, Avhere it took up a position threatening the Charleston and Savan- 
nah road. Understanding that the object of this movement was merely 
to threaten the enemy’s only line of communications, and thereby cause 
him to withdraw his troops from his main line in front of Savannah, I 
directed Colonel Carman to present a bold front and sent out frequent 
reconnaissances. On the morning of the 2Lst, the enemy having evac- 
uated the city of Savannah during the afternoon and night previous, I 
received orders from the brigadier- general commanding the corps to move 
the First and Second Brigades to a position nearer the city. The First 
Brigade was moved at once to the position assigned to it, but owing to the 
high winds which i^revailed during this and the following day, and the 
activity of the enemy, quite a force of which still remained in his front, 
Colonel Carman was unable to cross his entire brigade to the Georgia 
shore until the afternoon of the 22d. During the crossing, Col. John 
H. Ketcham, commanding One hundred and fiftieth New York Volun- 
teers, a brave and efficient officer, was wounded severely in the thigh. 
Ill the evening of the 22d the Second Brigade was brought to its pres- 
ent camp, and on the following morning the Third Brigade, which had 
remained in its old position until the trains could be moved to the vicin- 
ity of the city, was also brought up and encamped, with right resting 
on Savannah Eiver. 

During the march, which from time of leaving Atlanta to -the arrival 
before Savannah occupied twenty-six days, the troops of my command 
subsistiid mostly upon provisions taken from the country through 
which we passed, and were abundantly supplied. After arriving in 
front of Savannah a large supply of rice was found on the plantations 
in the vicinity, upon which, with the beef-cattle on hand, the command 
subsisted until supplies were obtained from the fleet. 

The following supplies were taken from the country by the foraging 
jiarties which wore sent out daily :

In addition to the foregoing, on the 10th of December a foraging 
party of Carman’s brigade, commanded by Captain Gildersleeve, One 
hundred and fiftieth New York Volunteers, captured the dispatch 
steamer Ida from the enemy, taking thirteen prisoners, among whom 
was Colonel Clinch, of General Hardee’s staff. On account of the ap- 
proach of rebel gun-boats, Captain Gildersleeve burned the steamer 
after removing the prisoners. On the 12th Colonel Hawley, com- 
manding Third Wisconsin, on Argyle Island, took possession of the 
steamer Eesolute, which had been driven on the Argyle shore by Cap- 
tain Winegar’s battery. The boat and stores captured upon her, as 
well as prisoners, were turned over by Colonel Hawley directly to corps 
headquarters. 

One hundred and fifty horses and 175 mules were captured during 
the march. Of these 130 horses were turned over to the provost- 
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marslial of tlie corps, and tlie remainder of the horses and the innles 
were put into the different trains of the division. Twenty-two cotton 
gins and 1,028 hales of cotton were destroyed by my command; 1,800 
bales of cotton were also turned over by (Joionel Hawley, Third Wis- 
consin Yolunteers, while commanding post of Milledgeville, by order 
of Major-General Sherman. My command also destroyed 36 miles of

About 900 negroes joined and foUowed the column to our position in 
front of Savannah, where all except those who had been taken for 
teamsters and officers’ servants were turned over to the i^rovost-marshal 
of the corps. 

My aggregate effective force on leaving Atlanta was 5,o63, and on 
arriving at Savannah the report of effective force showed an aggregate 
of 5,174, making a loss of 189. Of this number 157 were killed, _ 
wounded, or missing, and are accounted for by name in the report of 
ca.sualties appended to this report. The remaining number, 32, "were 
taken from the effective force by sickness. 

The organization of my command is as follows : First Brigade, 
Colonel Selfridge, Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Yolunteers, commanding, 
composed of the following regiments, One hundred and twenty-third 
Hew York Yolunteers, Fifth Connecticut Yeteran Yolunteers, Forty- 
sixth Pennsylvania Yeteran Yolunteers, and One hundred and forty- 
first Hew York Yolunteers. Second Brigade, Col. E. A. Carman, 
Thirteenth Hew Jersey Yolunteers, commanding, composed of the 
Third 'Wisconsin Yeteran Yolunteers, Second Massachusetts Yolun- 
teers, One hundred and seventh Hew York Yolunteers, Thirteenth Hew 
Jersey Yolunteers, and One hundred and fiftieth Hew York Yolunteers. 
Third Brigade, Col. J. S. Eobiiisou, Eighty-second Ohio Yolunteers, 
commanding, composed of the Thirty-first Wisconsin Yolunteers, 
Eighty-second Ohio Yolunteers, Eighty-second Illinois Yolunteers, One 
hundred and first Illinois Yolunteers, One hundred and forty-third 
Hew York Yolunteers, and Sixty-first Ohio Yolunteers.

Report of Surg. Henry Z. Oill, TJ. 8. Army, 8urg eon-in- Chief.

(jrBNERAL : I liave tlie lioiior to make tlie following report of First 
Division, Twentieth Army Corps, during the campaign and siege of 
Savannah, commencing at Atlanta, Ga., November 15, and closing with: 
the capture of tlie city of Savannah, Ga., December 21, 1804, embrac- 
ing a jieriod of tbirty-seven days; 

The Twentieth Corps formed the right of the Left Wing of the Army 
of Georgia. The division was commanded by Brig. Gen. N. J. Jackson, 
and Avas composed of three brigades, commanded resiiectively by — 
First Brigade (four regiments). Col. J, L. Selfridge, Forty-sixth Penn- 
sylvania Veteran Volunteers; Second Brigade (five regiments), Col, E, 
A. Carman, Thirteenth New Jersey Volunteers; Third Brigade (six 
regiments), Col. J. S. Robinson, Eighty-second Ohio Yolunteers, giving 
a total present strength of 5,820, (See Aj)pendix,TableI,*) The men 
were generally in good condition, having had for some weeks the 
advantage of /foraging expeditions, and were well clothed before leav- 
ing Atlanta, having received issues of new clothing. There were in 
the command about 300 recruits. The transportation of the division 
comprised 177 six-mule army wagons, thirty-eight of which carried 
ammunition. The tramsportation of the division hosi)ital consisted of 
tliree army wagons and one medicine wagon, carrying sixteen tent-flies 
and the usual monthly allowance of the most useful medical supplies. 
The transportation for the sick and Avoinided consisted of thirty two- 
mule ambulances, under the supervision of a captain and one lieutenant 
itom each brigade, to which were added, near the close of the march, 
three army wagons for carrying kuaiisacks and equipments of men in 
regiments — such cases as -were not proper for hospital and who would 
return to the regiments at night. The supplies consisted of twelve 
days’ rations of hard bread, fifteen days’ rations of coffee, fifteen days’ 
rations of sugar, sixty days’ rations of salt, and one day’s ration of 
salt meat. The ambulanceS'Carried 200 pounds of hard bread tor the 
liospital, which was much needed after the commissary’s supply Avas 
exhausted and before the communication was opened Avith the fleet; 
also, a quantity of beef essence. The sick and Avounded of the com- 
mand had been mainly sent to the rear before Ave left Atlanta, the 
credit for Avhich is partly due to the foresight and energy of Surgeon 
Kittoe, medical inspector, U. S. Army. .The hos[)ital report of Novem- 
ber 15 showed but one remaining. There Avere at the same date fifty- 
one in the regiments excused from duty. (See Table I.*) On the march 
men Avere admitted to ambulance or hospital Avith passes signed by the 
regimental medical ofl&cers. (See Form, Table IIIu.*) One medical 
officer of the hospital corps and one steward accompanied the ambu- 
lance train each day to regulate admissions and attend to the wants of 
the sick. The number of sick and wounded admitted to hospital during 
the campaign was; (see Table IVi; also list of casualties). At the 
close of the siege the number in hosi)ital was only 1 per cent, of the 
command. The regiments Avere supiilied in most cases AAith a. pack- 
mule and a pannier set to each, and no regiment in the command was

Report of Col. James L. Belfridge, Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Infantry, 
commanding First Brigade. 


Hdqrs. First Brig., First Div., 20th Army Corps, 

Baxannah, Ga., Becemher 26, 1864.

On the morning of November 15 we started from Atlanta en route for 
Savannah. My brigade was the leading one of the corps and moved from 
Decatur at 7 a. m., iiassed through that town, and after traveling about 
fourteen miles in an easterly direction, encamped for the night near Stone 
Mountain. November 16, moved from camp this afternoon at 1 p. m. and 
after amarchof aboutten miles encamped forthe night near Book Bridge. 
November 17, moved from near Lock Bridge at o'a. m., traveled about 
fifteen miles toward Social Circle, and encamped at 12 midnight. No- 
vember 18, started from encampment at 10 a. m., reached Social Circle 
at 2 p. m., where my brigade halted for dinner. The brigade was in the 
extreme rear of the corps, acting as rear guard. Marched about nine- 
teen miles, and encamped near Eutledge at 10 p. m. November 19 
started from near Eutledge at 9 a. m., passed through Madison at if

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great confusion from both, forts and captured two prisoners. Lieutenant- 
Colon el Baboll, commanding the Fifth Connecticut Yeteran Yolunteers, 
is entitled to much credit for the gallant manner in which he charged 
and drove the enemy from their works, as he was directly under lire of 
their guns and exposed to much danger. He is a bravo officer and 
w^orthy of promotion. I moved on beyond the forts in line of battle 
for a distance of about one mile and a half, when I was ordered to 
return, and encamped for the night. In this little affair I only lost 3 
men in my brigade, all from the Forty-sixth Eegiment Pennsylvania 
Veteran Yolunteers — 1 man wounded in the leg (afterward amputated), 
1 man wounded severely in the head, and 1 other slightly in the shoulder. 
There was sui^posed to be about 1,000 of the enemy in the forts, with 
two i^ieces of artillery. 

.December 10, traveled about nine miles, and encamped four miles 
from Savannali. Five of the enemy’s soldiers surrendered near General 
Harrison’s plantation to Oapt. A. W. Selfridge, acting commissary of 
subsistence of this brigade, while the latter was foraging in advance of 
m y troops. The Fifth Conn ecticut Y eteran Y ohmteers, of my command, 
(;ax)tured a wagon loaded with ammunition. The road at the point 
■where we encamped for the night was obstructed by slaslied timber, and 
just beyond the slashing the enemy were strongly fortified. .Pursuant 
to orders from Brig. Gen. hi. J. Jac.kson, I sent the Forty-sixth Eegiment 
Peiinsylvauia Yeteran Yolunteers about half a mile to the leil on a 
road running parallel with the enemy’s works and about 400 yards 
from them. In endeavoring to reach the river this regiment met the 
enemy’s skirmishers, and after a brisk fire of fifteen or twenty minutes 
were obliged to tall back about 200 yards. While here seven deserters 
from the enemy gave themselves up and were forwarded to division head- 
quarters. On the following day I removed the remainder of my brigade 
to the road upon which the Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Yeteran Yoliin- 
teers were stationed, my left connecting Avith General Geary’s line and 
my right connecting with the left of the Third Brigade of this division., 
Here 1 remained until the morning of the 21st instant, when it was dis- 
covered that the enemy had evacuated his works. In accordance with 
orders from division headquarters I moved my brigade at C a. m. and 
occuxued the rebel works. Shortly afterward I moved my troops to 
within one mile of the city of Savannah, where they are encamped. 
During the time we .Avere encamped in front of Savannah my troops 
Avere Avithin close range of the enemy’s guns, and although they kept 
up a vigorous fire upon our lines, strange to say, only one man of my 
command was struck by their missiles. He was a member of the Forty- 
sixth Pennsylvania Yeteran Yolunteers, and was vSlightly Avounded by 
a piece of shell. 

During the Avhole campaign the foraging was all that could be desired. 
The troops of my command subsisted princix)ally from the cax)tures of 
regimental foraging parties, which were sent out daily by each regi- 
mental commander. Besides this, my acting commissary of subsistence 
obtained the following supplies and issued them to this command 
during the march: 12 Avagon-loads sweet potatoes, averaging 1,600 
pounds i)er load; 100 head of beef-cattle, averaging 2,000 i^ounds each ; 
100 sheej); 50 hogs; 2 half-barrels of sorghum molasses. The brigade 
captured about 40 horses and mules, destroyed 5 cotton gins and 73 bales 
of cotton, picked up about 100 negroes, and destroyed"20 miles of rail- 
road.

Report of Lieut. Col. RLe^iry W. LahoJf Fifth Connecticut Infantry, of 
operations October 21~Decemhcr 23.

Near Savannah, Ga., December 26, 1864. 

Captain ; I liave the honor to submit the foilowiiig report of move- 
.ments of tliis regiment since the occnpatioii of Atlanta, Ga., Septem- 
ber 2j 1864: 7 7 

O{3tobor 21, "we received orders to march as a portion of guard to a 
wagon train of some 800 teams; we moved in the direction of Flat 
Shoals, eighteen miles; assisted in loading the train with corn, and 
returned to Atlanta on the 24th. October 21), moved with the First 
Brigade to Decatur, and formed portion of rear guard to a forage train 
coming in same day. November 5, moved out of the city three miles ; 
encamped for the night and returned to the city next day. November 
15, regiment marched, as- advance guard of Twentieth Army Corps, in 
direction of Stone Mountain. We continued our march witli the main 
column each day, nothing worthy ot note occurring until November 
20, when a small party ot rebel cavalry made a dash on our rear, captur- 
ing some eight stragglers, tlireeof them being members of this regiment. 
November 22, reached Milledgeville, the capital of the State. Novem- 
ber 23, at work all day destroying the Gordon and Milledgeville Eail- 
road, the regiment tearing up about two miles and a half of track. 
Moved with the main column until the 26th, when w^e 'were again at work 
on the railroad, tearing up about a mile of track and destroying four 
large warehouses at Tennille Station, on the Macon road. November 28 
again at work destroying railroad. November 29, at work on the rail- 
road all day, reaching a point near the Ogeechee Eiver; we left the 
railroad here, and iiyoiiied the main column. 

Nothing of importance occurred until December 9; the regiment 
having the advance of the corps, came upon a small body of rebel 
infantry with one piece of artillery intrenched on the road near Mon- 
teith. The regiment 's^^as quickly deployed, and advancing through a 
deep marsh soon developed the force of the enemy. The First Division 
Twentieth Corps, making a concentrated movement on them, they 
retreated at double-quick. Some portion of this regiment, being the 
lirst to enter the rebel fort, captured two iirisoners. Our casualties were 
none. December 10, the regbnent moved at an early hour, with four 
wagons belonging to First Brigade commissary department, to General 
Harrison’s plantation; loaded the wagons with sweet potatoes and meat, 
and obtained some three days’ rations besides. Lieutenant Kellum, pro- 
ceeding down a by-road with two companies, came upon two wagons 
loaded with ammunition and supplies which had been abandoned by 
the rebels; they were brought in, and accounted for. Same day 'we 
moved within three miles and a half of Savannah. Brigade formed 
line of battle on the left of railroad, the regiment in reserve in close 
column by division. The evening of December 15 the regiment was 
ordered to accompany a train of 165 wagons to King’s Bridge for 
the purpose of getting a mail and bringing up supplies; remained at ‘ 
King’s Bridge until the 22d; returned with the train to Savannah. 
December 23, took position on left of the brigade, where the regiment 
remains at present. 

During our march from Atlanta the regiment has mainly subsisted 
on the country. At no time have the men been without meat or pota-

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Every x)reparatioii liaving been made in obedience to orders wliicli 
bad been previously received, on tbe iStli of November tbe reginient, 
togetlier with tlie other troops coinx)osing tlie Twentieth Army Corps, 
nnoved out of the city on the Decatur road, taking the route, via Stone 
Mountain, Itock Bridge, and Social Circle, to Madison, which we entered 
on the 19th of November, Tlience taking the Milledgeville road, we 
passed through Eatonton, and on the 22d of November passed through 
Milhidgeville, crossed the Oconee, and encamped on the east bank. On 
the 23d the regiment destroyed one mile of the railroad leading to the 
Georgia, Central. On the 24th of November we moved from Milledge- 
ville, via Hebron, Sandersville, to Tennille, where we encamped the night 
of 2(.)th of November. Near Sandersville there was soine skirmishing,^ 
and the regiment rvas moved forward on the double-quick \yith aid of 
Colonel Kobinson’s brigade, but the enemy fled, and the regiment was 
not engaged. On the 27th of November we moved to Davisborough. 
The 28th and 29th of November, in connection rvith other troops, we 
destroyed all the Georgia railroad from Davisborough to Bostwick, with 
trilling excci)tions. Tliis regiment effectually destroyed three miles 
of road, tearing up and burning the ties and twisting the rails. Novem- 
ber the 30th the Ogeechee was crossed without opposition, and we 
encamped for the night about four miles south of Louisville. Pushing 
southea,sterly we passed tlirough Springfield on the 8th of December. 
The march was much imxieded jiear this jilace by the marshy nature of 
the ground, rendering it very difficult to move the trains of wagons 


and artillery. . 

On the 9th day of December the Eirst Brigade, Eirst Division, being 
in advance, at a point near Harrison’s plantation, about four miles from 
the Savannah and Charleston Railroad and fourteen miles from Savan- 
nah, where the road passed through a difficult marsh, the road was 
fbuiid blockaded by felled trees and a redoubt with a piece of artillery 
planted to command the defile. The regiment, with the rest of the bri- 
gade, forced its way through a dense jungle and marshy ground to the 
left of the road, and as soon as it could be formed on solid ground the 
brigade advaiiced in line upon the enemy’s works. Alarmed by our 
iiGtir {ipprociclij or tlifit ot tlio co-opcrojtiug’ forcBSj tli6 ononiy tied irnd 
we encamjied for the night. On the lOth of December we moved upon 
Savannah, and meeting the enemy, we went into position about four 
miles and a half from the city, between the Savannah and Augusta 
T)ike and the river, having a flooded rice swamp and canal in our front, 
Wh a narrow belt of timber intervening. With exception of slight 
alteration in ])Ositioii, we remained here until the 21st of December, 
subjected at all hours of the day and night to a heavy fire from the 
enemy’s batteries, but, thanks to fortune or their unskillful artillerists, 
nearly every shell flew harmlessly over our heads. As the day daAvned 
on the 21st, it was discovered that the enemy had evacuated the works 
in our front. The regiment was at once placed under arms and soon 
after crossed the swamp and entered the enemy’s works, and later in 
the day Avent into the camp assigned it on the banks of the Savannah 
Eiver just outside the city, where it is now resting from its labors. 

During this movement the subsistence stores have been gathered 
almost exclusively If oni the country. Sweet potatoes have su|)pliedthe 
place of bread, and beef and pork gathered in the country have sup- 
plied the usual array rations of meat. Besides what Avas consumed at 
the time, tAveuty-odd beef-cattle were turned over by the regiment to 
the commissary of subsistence of the brigade, and a number of fine 
mules and horses to the brigade quartermaster.

From the oecupation of Atlanta, Ga., the regiment was engaged in 
building quarters and the usual duties of camp life until the 30th 
iustaut, when we were ordered to report to Gol. N. M. Crane, comma, nd- 
ing a ytrovisional brigade doing guard duty in the c*ity; here we 
rcmaiueil iiiitil the comiiiencemeut of the recent caraxiaign; on the morn- 
ing of November 15 we broke camp and joined the First Brigade on 
the Decatur road; marehiug fifteen miles, we halted near Stone Moun- 
tain and camped for the night. 16th, marched across Yellow River, 
guarding aiiimunition train; halted at 11.30 p. m. for the night. 17tb, 
eoniinenced the march at 10 a.m., guarding train; camxied at 12.30 
jt. 111 . ISth, marched at 0 a. m.; halted at Social Circle at 2 ]). m. for 
dinner; utternoon resumed the. march, paSvSing through Rutledge, and 
eneanqied at 11 p. m. 19th, marched at 9 a. m. on train guard; xiassed 
through Aladisoii at2]).m.; taking the Milledgeville road at that xRot-e, 
we camped four miles from the towni. 20th, marched at 9 a. m,, cami)- 


sunset; went into camx) about one mile east of the town. 23d, was 
oidered out in light marching order at 1 xa. m. ; inarched to the Mil-

28th, 
marched at 7 a. m. to the railroad, destroying it to Spiers Station; 
encam])ed for the night at that jdace. 29th, moved at 6.30 a. m. on the 
railroad; destroyed 'it to Bostwick Station, a distance of eight miles, 
and camped for the night. 30th, marched at 9.30 a.m.; crossed the 
Ogeechee Itiver two miles from Louisville and camped for the night. 

Nothing of importance occurred until the 9th of December, when the 
road was found to be obstructed by fallen timber, rendering it impossi- 
ble to advance. The pioneers were ordered forward, but as soon as 
the work began the rebels opened a piece of artillery npon the advance, 
which had, halted in the road. After a short time the balance of our 
brigade were ordered to advance and support the Fifth Connecticut 
Volunteers, which Avere on the skirmish line, Avhile two brigades were 
sent on the Hanks. The First Brigade advanced as fast as the nature 
of the ground Avould permit, and after getting Avithin range the Fifth 
Connecticrit Volunteers opened a terrific lire on the enemy’s battery, 
driving them in great confusion from their Avorks, which we soon occu- 
X)ied; here we halted for the night. lOth, marched at 7.30 a. m., strik- 
ing the Charleston and Savannah Eailroad at 10 a. m. ; after a halt of 
three liours we again advanced in direction of Savannah and Avithin 
four miles of the'clty, when it Avas discovered that a large force of the 
enemy Avas in our front, when Are halted and formed a line of battle to 
the left of the road; after sending out pickets we encamped for the 
nif'ht. 11th, {Advanced about one-quarter of a mile, constructed Avorks, 
and remained until the morning of the 21st, Avhen it Avas discovered that 
the enemy had evacuated, Avhen Ave immediately adv{inced our lines, 
moved Avi'thin one mile of the city, AA-^here Ave are now encamped. 

There Avere issued during the campaign eleven days’ rations ; the 
balance of r{itious were foraged from the country. There Arere twenty- 
five negroes brought along by this command.

About 
half au hour after I received an order from Brigadier-General Jackson, 
commanding division, directing me to push my command to the river, 
if I could do so safely. I moved on to within a quarter of a mile ot the 
river where we met the enemy’s skirmiwshers, and exchanged shots with 
them^ubollt twenty minutes. ‘ Finding the enemy’s hue strong, and my 
flanks entirely exposed, I deemed it prudent to fall back a distance ot 
200 yards, where 1 remained in line of battle during the night, having 
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at same time tlirown out a strong skirmish line covering my front 
and left, my riglit connecting with the' Third Brigade skirmisliers, who 
were thrown forward during the evening. During the night I received 
seven deserters from the enemy, Avhom I forwarded to brigade head- 
quarters under guard. On tlie 12th was ordered into camp near the 
road occupied by my regiment the night previous, threw up breast- 
works, and remained until the 23d, when it was found that the enemy had 
evacuated his works, when we advanced to within two miles of the city, 
and went into our present camp. 

From the 15th of November (date of leaving Atlanta) until the 23d 
of December, we drew about ten days’ full rations of crackers, sugar, 
and coffee. The balance of our supplies were foraged from the country 
through which we passed. 

During the campaign I captured 15 or 20 negroes, whom I directed 
to report to Captain "Oadwalader, division quartermaster; also some 
mules and horses, which Avere turned in to Cai)tain VVhittelsey, corps 
quartermaster. My command captured 4 Prussian rifled muskets, 
which were turned in to the division ordnance department. 

The officers of my command behaved Avell during the campaign. The 
enlisted men of my regiment, with one or two exceptions, obeyed orders 
promptly. Those Aidio failed to observe them were punished at the 
time. 

Wlien the regiment left Atlanta the eftectii^e strength was 16 officers 
and 415 enlisted men.

November 15, marched at 5.30 a. m. toward Decatur; made Stone 
Mountain, a distance of sixteen miles. November 16, ready to march 
at 6.30 a. m., and marched at 4 p. m. a distance of eight miles, and got 
into camp on the east side of the Yellow Eiver. November 17, martdied 
at 8 a. in.; difficult roads; made seventeen miles, and halted at 
Book Bridge at 12 midnight. November 18, marched at 8 a. m,, guard- 
ing aud asksting sixty wagons over all bad places in the roads. Passed 
through Social Circle and Rutledge, and encamped four miles from 
Madison; marched nineteen miles. Sent out two companies foraging; 
procured 1,530 iiouuds of fresh xiork and 10 slieei), aud 6 head of fat 
cattle — average weight dressed, 300 pounds a head; aggregate, 1,800 
pounds — and 42 bushels of sweet iiotatoes, about 64 gallons of siruxi ;

The rebels pressed our rear guard, 
and Companies 0 and I of the One hundred and fiftieth opened lire 
upon them with good effect, checking their advance and enabling the 
rear of the brigade to cross safely. The wind was very hi gh , r ei i deriiig 
the boats unmanageahle, and the day was consumed in crossing to 
Argyle Island. Our noble colonel, who had returned but two days 
before and assumed command of his regiment, was severely wounded 
in this skirmish. The country can ill afBford to lose the services, even 
for a time, of one so devoted to his regiment, and so coinpetoiit, faitli- 
ful, and energetic in the discharge of every duty. The regiment e.rossed 
to the south kcle of Argyle Island, and remained on the dike all niglit 
awaiting an, oppoTtunity to cross. December 22, commenced crossing 
the river in small boats at 9 a. m. By crossing to the sand-bar and 
walking across it, and thence to the main shore the regiment was all 
over the river at 12 in. Marched at 4 o’clock to Savannah and eiicamimd 
about two miles out of the city, near the Savannah River, second regi- 
ment from the left of our brigade. 

As an approximate estimate of the amount of provisions secured on 
this march by the One hundred and fiftieth Regiment, I would say two 
pounds potatoes per day per man from November 18 to and including 
December 8, twenty days.

Before us lay a vast steetch of 
country, coiitaiiiiug' no organized army, yet thorou^ily mfested Ayith 
enemies clear to its natural hoiuidary, the ocean, ihere was iiothiiig 
h‘ft for us to rely upon but ourselves, our leader, and the tTodoi battles. 
Moving out oil the Decatur road, my brigade passed the village ot l)e- 
catur at 2 p in Our first day’s march terminated near btone Mountain, 
about fifteen miles from Atianta. Early on the morning of the 10th I 
was directed by General Jackson, commanding division, to take my bri- 
<oide and com'mence destroying tlie Georgia railroad at a iiomt about 
half a mile beyond my encampment. Extending my brigade along t^ 
traiik, T succcieded in tlioroughly destroying about two miles ot it by 10 
a. m. After this was accomplished, having beenassigiied as rear guard 
of tiie corps, my command awaited the passage of tlicMroops and 
trains. This was not completed until 5 p. m., at which hour my brigade 
marched from Btone Mountain. My (ioliimn crossed Stone Mountuin 
Greek at 10 and Yellow Biver at 11.30 p. m. It encamped on tlie left 
bank of Yellow Itiver, near Dock Bridge Bost-Olfice, about imdniglit, 
having marched a, bout seven miles. Yly brigade, still the rear guard 
of the corps, marihed from its eamii near Dock Bridge at iiooii on the 
17tli. It crossed No Business Greek at 1, Big Haynes Greek at o, and 
Ifittle Haynes Greek, at Hummer. s’ Mills, at 7 p. m.- My column was 
'>’r(‘,atly dM.ainedby the trains, which moved very slowly, owing to the 
heavy loads (•ari'ic'd in tlie wagons and the difiicult places in the road. 
Mv command did not get into camp until one hour after iindmghb when 
it reached a point near Flat ( ’-reek. The distance marched on this day 
was about thirteen miles. My brigade inarched, following the Second 
Brigade of tlie First Division, and charged with tlie protection of about 
100 wagons, at 8 a. ni. on tire ISth; it passed Alcovy Miuintam at 11, 
and crossed Alcovy or Ulcofaiihachee Kiver at 11.30 a. m. At 1.30 p. 
m. it reached Social Gircle, on the Georgia railroad. Ilere it emerged 
into a fine, level, open country with a good road which enabled us to 
move along briskly. At 8 p. m. my command passed through Eiitledge 
Station, and at 10 f). ni. encamped five miles west of Madison. 

' My brigade marched at 7.45 a. m. on the ensuing morning, November 
10 leadiiig the division and corps, and iin encumbered Avith wuigons. 
At 10 a., lii. it passed through the village of Madi.soii and marched m a 
soutinvard course on the Eatoiitoii road. At 12 m. it encamped thnm 
miles south of Madison. Tlie a-ggregate distance niarclied on this and 
the preceding day was about tAventy-five miles. On the 20th my coin- 
inaud resumed its march at 7.15 a. m. It moved in rear of the divismn 
and was (diarged Avith the protection of about 300 Avagons, mclndmg 
the pontoon and a large portion of the Second Division tram. Goii- 
siderable I’aiii had fallen, which rendered the road heavy and retarded 
the inovemeiit of tlie coliiinn. It crossed Sugar Greek at 11.30 a. in., and 
(dark’s Fork at 1 p. m. The country now being traversed Avas (piite fer- 
tile, and afforded an abiin dance of all kinds of supplies. A considerable 
number of fine horses and mules Avere also brought in. By this means 
the tran.sportation of my brigade Avas greatly improved. ^ p. in.iny 
eommand reached a point about four miles and a half from Eatontou and 
encamped. The distance marched this day was about tweBm miles. On 
the 21st the morning daivned dark and lowering, Avith occasional gusts of 
rain. My brigade was again assigned to duty as rear guard of the corps. 
A battery of artillery accompanied my command, Avliicli Avas iiuencum- 
bered Avith Avagoiis. Oiir inarch comiiienccd at 11 a. in. At 1 p. m., 
the (ioliimn being temporarily delayed by the breaking of a tongue in 
an artillery carriage, the rebel cavalry appeared in our rear and made

At 0 a. m. on the 24th my brigade resumed its march, Ic.idin,, the 
fli vision and corns Being charged with the duty of advance guard it 
tlfuncucumbeicd by tbearuins.

On the 25th, at 6 a. m., niy bripide continual its^inaich, 
ao’ain being the vanguard of the division and corps. l>lnff Gicck was 
nassed at 'f, and the column reached Hebron Post-Office at 8 and Buffalo 
Greek at 0 a. in. Over Buffalo Creek, a wide, swampy stream, rvas a 
series of bridges, nine in number, all of whieb bad been destroyed by 
^brenemy. According to directions, I detailed a regiment, the One 
hundred mid first Illinois A’'olunteers, to assist iii their reconstiiiction. 
While this work was going ou, the rebel cavalry a demoustiatio i 
oil the pickets on the left bank of the stream. At the instance of the 
o'encral commanding division, I at once dispatched five companies ot 
the One hundred and first Illinois Volunteers to re-entorce the picket- 
bne TliVenmny at once withdrew, and the bridges were completed 
without further Lnoyaiice. The remainder ot ray brigade crossed Buf 
falo Creek at 3.30 p. m., and tbe entire command, excepting tlie fi\e 
compaSof the One himdrcd and first Illinois Volimteers left to coyer 
a side road, pursued its march toward Sandersville. _ Having ascended 
a plateau three miles from the creek lively skirmishing was overhearc 
toward the front, which proved to be tbe cavalry advance engaging tbe 
rebel forces under Wlieeler. As the enemy appeared to be charging 
down the road I was directed by the general commanding division to 
throw my command immediately forward into line, extending acros 
and covering the road. My troops came up promptly 
Quick, and were in a very short space ot time advanciUt, ui a

My li 
of battle liad not advanced but a short distance when, it not 
deemed necessary to piisb. it .any farther, it was, by direction of . 

My 
iskirmish line, however, under direction of two officers of my staff, Oapt. 
A. E. Lee, acting- assistant adjutant-general, and Oapt. Cyrus H ear- 
rick, acting aide-de-camj), steadily advanced, and without hesitation 
and without loss drove the enemy from a commanding position from 
whicli lie had charged our cavalry half an hour previously. Eot con- 
tent with this my skirmish line pursued the enemy and drove him 
through woods and open fields one mile farther, when it was, by my 
order, halted and withdrawn. 

On the ensuing day, the 26th, my brigade resumed the march at 6.15 
a. in., following tlie ISecond Brigade, which was in advance of the divis- 
ion and corps. This brigade at 7 a. m. commenced skirmishing with 
the enemy’s cavalry at the point where it had been left by my skir- 
mishers on the evening ])revious. Soon afterward a detachment of 
rebels having been discovered observing our movements on a side road 
leading to our right, I was directed to send a regiment to drive them 
off. 1 immediately dispatched tlie One hundred and first Illinois Vol- 
unteers, Lieutenant-Colonel Le Sage. This regiment charged the enemy 
and drove him precipitately to the woods, capturing one "prisoner, and 
discovering about 100 bales of cotton, which were burned, including the 
cotton gin. The regiment then rejoined tlie brigade, wdiich had by this 
time resumed its march toward Sandersville. My column reached that 
village without any further op]iosition at 11 a. m. Here the trains being 
left in charge of the Third Division, the troops of the First Division, in- 
cluding my brigade, marched unencumbered tow'-ard the Georgia Central 
Itailroad, three miles distant. My command struck the road at Ten- 
iiille Station at 8.30 p. m'' and immediately began the destruction of the 
track. About one mile was thoroughly destroyed by my brigade by 
sundown. My troops were then encamx)ed near the station. The entire 
distance marched on this day was nine miles. On the 27th my brigade 
inarched in the center of the division at 7 a. m. The route ffom Ten- 
iiille pursued a secluded, untraveled road on the south side of the rail- 
road. The troops being unencumbered, marched rapidly and made 
Jackson’s Church by 11 a . in. • At4.30 p. m. my command crossed AVill- 
iauison’s Swamp Creek and arrived atDavisborough. Here the troops 
■were eucamxied for the night, having marched about seventeen miles. 
At daylight the next morning, November 28, my brigade marched 
down the raili'oad track three miles and commenced its destruction. 
Inasmuch as the track bed for the most part ran through a difficult 
swami) much of it wais composed of trestle-work and bridges, all of 
wdiich wmre effectually destroyed. When the track was laid upon a 
road bed the rail upon one side, with the stringer attached, was unfas- 
tened by means of levers and lifted over against the rail on the other 
side. Bails and dry wood were then piled on top and the wdiole set on 
fire. The heat would soon spring the rails, still attached to the wmodeii 
stringers, into a variety of contortions, and the work of destruction wms 
completed. Thus my brigade, in connection with the other brigades of 
the division and alternating with them, proceeded down the track, 
destroying mile after mile. At night-fall my command reached Spiers 
Turnout, and there encamped, having marched eleven miles and 
destroyed four miles of track during the day. 

At 7 a. m, on the 29th my brigade returned about two miles up the 
track and completed its destruction down as far as Spiers. The station • 
bouse and other railroad fixtures were then burned or otherwise effect- 
ually destroyed. At 11 a. m. my command marched singly on the 
wagon road from Spiers, The corps and division headq uarters trains 
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wre placed iu its jl’fnndTriTratBrtl.^y

The line of march pursued the Springfield road through a 
modei'ately fertile country. My foraging parties, which were now kept 
out daily, were enabled to obtain a considerable quantity of sweet 
potatoes and fresh meat. Amj)le supplies of forage Avere also obtained 
along the road. My command marched on this day about twelve miles, 
and encamped at a point about six miles from the Ogeechee Eiver, six 
from the Savannah, and sixteen from Springfield. On the 7th our 
march was resumed at 8 a. m. My brigade had charge of about 300 
wagons, consisting of the division and the cavalry trains. The road 
soon entered the Cowpens Branch Swamj), a low, "flat, boggy surface, 
al)out three mjles in widtli. The wagons easily cut through the surface 
and many of them became completely mired. In the meantime a drizzling 
rain set in, Avhich had no tendency to improve the roads. In many 
instances the animals had to be entirely removed from the wagons and 
the vehicles drawn out of the slough by the troops. By 1.30 p. m. the 
trains Avere all gotten safely through the SAvamp and the colninn moved 
slowly on. At 8 p. m. it reached Turkey Creek and SAvamp, and at 10 
p. m. encamped oiie mile above Springfield. The distance marched on 
this day Avas fifteen miles. At 8 a. m. on the morning of the 8th my 
brigade crossed Jack^s Creek and arrived at Springfield. My com- 
mand Avas now unencumbered and marched in adAuince of the division, 
following the Second Division. Our c.ourse folloAved the Monteith roacl 
about nine miles, then turned to the right and pursued a southwesterly 
direction for a distance of six miles, which brought us to our encamp- 
ment, liaving marched in the aggregate fifteen miles. 

The march was resumed at 8.30 a. m. on the 9th . My brigade folloAved 
the Second, the First being in the advance. At 10 a. m. tlie column 
struck the main road leading to Savannah. Cannonading and musketry 
Avere now occasionally heard in the advance. It began to be evident 
that a considerable force of the enemy had gathered in our front and 
meant to oppose our onward march to SaAmnnah. At 3 p. m. my bri- 
gade reached Monteitli, SAA^amp, where the First and Second Brigades 
had already encountered a considerable force of the enemy. The rebel 
forces Avere so disposed as to completely command the only practicable 
imssage of the SAvamj), Avhich Avas by the main road. Their artillery, 
Avhich they Avere disi)osed to use freely, was so X)osted as to comipletely 
SAveei) the road, and Avas coA-ered by earth-Avorks.

Avas instructed by the general commanding division to send two regi- 
ments around the left, Avith directions to jmsh through the SAvamp if 
possible and turn the enemy’s right. I immediately dispatched the 
Thirty-first Wisconsin and Sixty -first Ohio Yeteran Volunteers, the 
whole commanded by Colonel West, of the Thirty-first Wisconsin Yol- 
unteers, to Avhom I gave the instructions above repeated. Making a de- 
tour of about one mile to the left Colonel West formed his command 
in line of battle and plunged into the almost impenetrable swamj). It 
Avas found impossible to get a horse over the miry surface, and officers 
and men were alike compelled to go on foot. The swamp, Avhich Avas 
about 400 yards in width, was finally passed and the troops emerged into 
an oipen field skirted on the farther side by timber, in which the enemy 
lay concealed. The xioint at Avhich he Avas struck Avas far in the rear 
of his main position, Avhich was completely turned, yet he Avas not Avholly

“My^ri-ad^mSed again at 7 a. in. on the ,10th in the center of the 
diSii the Second Brigade leading. The road was excellent, and 
devoid of all obstructions. My brigade struck the Charleston and 
iayamah Eallroad at Monteith Station at 10 a m 
fimrimpnced destroving the track. By 11.30 a. m. halt a mile or tne 
track Avas thoroughly destroyed by the brigade, and the column resumed 
iL inS, now on the dire4 road to the city of Savannah. By po 
1 ) m my command reached the fifth mile-post from the city. About 
one mile in advance of this the enemy had already been encoimteied, 
strongly intrenched, with artillery in position. It was_ evident that 
this was the main line of the defenses of the city. My brigade iinmedi- 
atelv went into position on the left of the Second Brigade, 
already formed in the dense forest on the left of the road. My lett 
fliink joined the right of the First Brigade. Pickets covering the line 
were at once thrown forward, but no demonstration was made the 
puemv Mv troops encamped in the position thus taken. On the 11th 
iny command was thrown forward and to the left about 400 yards, and 
tbe troops again encamped in their position. At 11 p. m., by to,ction 
of the general commanding division, I detached the One hundred and 
first and Eighty-second Illinois and Sixty-first Ohio Veteran Volunteers, 
the whole under the command of Lieutenant- Colon el Le Sage, ol the 
One hundred and first Illinois Volunteers, and sent them to the rear, 
to be used in guarding the trams of the corps. On the 13th I was 
directed to move the remainder of my brigade' to the rear, to cover the 
annroaches to the trains. At 3 p. m. my entire command was posted, 
covering the different roads coming from the rear. My line was about 
three miles iu extent, joining the pickets of the Twenty-second Wis- 
consin Volunteers on the right, near the Savannah Eiver, and those of 
the Fourteenth Army Corps on the left. The One hundred and 
third Eew York Volunteers was placed near the junction ot the 
TAveedside, the Potter’s plantation, and the Savannah roads. The 
Eio-htv-second Ohio Veteran Volunteers Avas placed about three-quarters 
of amilefartlrerto the right, on the Potter’s plantation road. The 
One hundred and first Illinois Volunteers and Sixty-first Olno Vetevan 
Volunteers covered the Savannah road, near Cherokee Hill, ihe 
Eio-hty-second Illinois Volunteers coAmred the line of the Charleston 
and Savannah Eailroad. The Thirty-first Wisconsin Volunteers Avas 
Dlaced three-quarters of a mile soutli of Cherokee Hill, on a road leading 
In that direction. The positions thus chosen, exceiiting those of the 
two regiments first named, were covered by substantial breast-works. 
A section of artillery, Avhich reported to me on the 14th, was posted on 
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the Savannah road and was covered by a redoubt. My brigade 
remained in the position just described without incident worthy of note 
until the 19th. On that date, by permission of the general command- 
ing division, I sent out a foraging expedition, consisting of twelve 
companies of infiintry, two from each regiment, and eight wagons. My 
instructions to Lieutenant-Colonel Le Sage, commanding the detach- 
ment, Avere to proceed about four miles north of Monteith Station, 
to obtain all the forage and sui)plies he could, and to develop the 
strength and position of a hostile force reported to be in that 
neighborhood. The i)arty returned at 3 i). m. without having obtained 
either provisions or forage. It had encountered the enemy’s outposts 
and driven them back to within one mile and a half of his main camp, 
caxjturiiig one prisoner. During the night of the 20th, according to 
direction, I detailed a regiment, the One hundred and forty-third New 
York Volunteers, to cross to Argyle Island and there go into position, 
covering the Hank of the Second Brigade, which had crossed to the 
South Carolina shore. On the morning of the 21st it was discovered 
that the enemy had evacuated the city and defenses of Savannah. The 
One hundred and forty-third New York Volunteers therefore rejoined 
the brigade on the morning of the 22d. On the 23d my command moved 
back toward the city and encamped on McAlpiii’s plantation, on the 
right bank of the Savannah Elver. The xiosition assigned me was on 
the right of the Second Brigade and one mile above the city of Savan- 
nah. Here my troops erected comfortable quarters, in which they still 
remain. 

During the extraordinary campaign AAdiich has terminated, my com- 
mand marched over 350 miies, completely destroyed 9 miles of railroad 
track, burned a station-house, several Avater-tanks, and a large quan- 
tity of wood and railroad lumber; burned 12 cotton-gins and inesses, 
and 250 bales of cotton; caxotured 5 serviceable horses, 42 serviceable 
mules, 460 head of cattle, 200 sheep, 500 hogs, 12 barrels of molasses, 
1 barrel of Avhisky, 50,000 pounds of sweet X)otatoes, 10,800 pounds of 
rice, besides a vast quantity of flour, meal, bacon, poultry, and other 
Xiromiscuous kinds of provisions. The quantity of forage captured it 
is difficult to estimate, but it is safe to say that it amounted to not less 
than 130,000 pounds. Exceiiting the articles of bread, coffee, and sugar, 
my troops subsisted almost entirely from the country. The animals 
also AAmre fed almost exclusiv^ely ux)on Avhat Avas obtained from the same 
source. 

I take pleasure in expressing my hearty commendation of the soldierly 
behavior of the officers and men of my command during this long and 
arduous campaign. The fatigues and privations of the march Avere 
borne Avith cheerfulness. The heavy labor of assisting trains, destroy- 
ing railroads, building bridges, repairing roads, &c., was performed 
with alacrity, and Avhen the voice of danger summoned, every soldier 
sprang to his post Avith enthusiasm. The commanders of my regiments 
and the officers of my staff deserve and are tendered my sincere thanks 
for their ready co-operation in every laudable undertaking, and their 
earnest zeal in carrying out my orders. But the soldiers and officers 
of my command need no praise from me. Their OAvn achicA^ements are 
their highest encomium, and the united admiration of their countrymen 
their best reward. These are already theirs, and neither my pen nor 
voice can add anything to them. 

In conclusion I have the honor to add the following list of the regi- 
ments composing my brigade and the officers commanding them during 
the campaign: Thirty-flrst Wisconsin Volunteers, Gol.

Benort of Maj. Ferdinand E. Bolsliausen, Eighty-second Illinois Infan- 
try., of operations September 4— December 23. 

Hdqrs. Eighty-second Illinois Volunteer Infantry, 

Fear Samannah, Ga., December 26, 1864. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit to you the report of operations of 
mv regiment since the entrance of Atlanta up to the present moment. 

On the 4th of September, 1864, we did strike tents at the Chatta- 
hoochee River and entered Atlanta at 11 a. in., Avhere we pitched camp 
on the north side of the city, at the old inner rebel works, wheie wc 
stopped until September 12, Avhen we were detailed to take clmrge ot 
the military Confederate prisoners till October 4, 1804. During October 
16 17 18, and 19 we v'ere ordered to go on a foraging expedition in 
charge of Colonel Robinson. On the same Ave loaded all wagons taken 
along with corn and vstraw; also eatables, as swcBt potatoGS, pork, and 
beef. Another foraging exjiedition Ave participated in, under the com- 
mand of Brigadier-General Geary, commanding Second Division, 
Tw^entieth Corps, on the 26th, 27th, 28th, and 29tli, at Avhich there 
was a similar result. We laid up till we received (by an order from Gen- 
eral Sherman) marching orders. ^ . 

It Avas on the morning of the 15th of November when we started on 
(as we know noAv) for SaAmniiah. We encamped this night on the other 
side of Decatur, a little town on the Atlanta and Augusta railroad, 
where v-e arrived at 8 p. m. On the 16th we left at 8 a. m., and com- 
menced to tear up and burn the railroad until 4 p. m. ; arrived in camp 
at 12 p. m. Marched November 17 and 18. On November 19 we 
passed Madison, and camped at 1 p. m. Marched 20th, 21st, and 22d, 
and arrived at Milledgeville, the capital of Georgia, at 9 p. m. Laid 
up November 23, and marched NoAmmber 24, 25, and 26, and destroyed 
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liere Station ITo. 13 of the Augusta and Macon Railroad. November 
27, marched to Davisborough, Station Ho. 12. Hovember 28, marched 
and tore up railroad for ten miles, and camped at . Station Ho. 11 
Hovember 29, marched and tore up two miles of railroad. 

Marched from December 1 to 8, inclusive. Ou December 9 marched 
two miles, and had to reconnoiter the surrounding country and flank a 
small body of the enemy hovering around our front; arrived in camp 
at 6 p. m. On the 10th we struck the Savannah and Charleston Rail- 
road, destroyed and burned it up near the bridge over the Savannah 
River, and encamped four miles and a half from Savannah. December 
11, took position, but were withdrawn again at 10 o’clock that night 
to protect the trains from the rear. Remained here from December 12 
to 22, inclusive. December 23, we left this camp and moved into 
ibavaunah, where we arrived at 1 p. m. and are now encamped on the 
ivest side of Savannah. Here I must remark, yet, that during the last 
campaign our foraging parties have supplied the regiment with aplen- 
tiness of sweet potatoes, poultry, fresh and salt pork, beef, forage and 
other eatables for men and animals. We obtained about ten horses and 
sixteen mules, with which wecompleted our regimental teams andturned 
oyer the rest to the provost-marshal of the brigade. At the same time we 
picked up eleven negroes, which supplied the places of officers’ servants 
and company cooks on the latter end of the campaign; so my com- 
iriand has never lived any better since in service as while this tramp 
vyas made. Cotton and cotton jiresses were also destroyed whenever 
'found and an order from a superior officer was given. 

Officers and enlisted men beliaved themselves, and were as obedient 
to ordei'S as usual.

Captain: I have the' honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the One hundred and first Regiment of Illinois Volunteers 
from the occupation of Atlanta by the U. S. forces to the capture of 
the city of Savannah : 

Prom the 2d of September, when Atlanta fell into the hands of the 
Union Army, until the 21st ot September, the regiment which I have 
the honor to command remained quietly in camp. On the 21st it was 
detailed on duty in the fire department, and remained on that duty 
during the whole time that Atlanta was occupied by our forces. 

On the 15th of October the regiment went with the brigade on a for-

On the 7th seven comxianies were detached to go back after forage, 
witli — wagons, which they loaded, and rejoined the regiment that night, 
which had marched about ten miles toward Sxiringfield. On the 8tli 
we marched to Springfield, four miles, and from there toward Monteith, 
about twelve miles. On the 9th we marched toward Monteith Station, 
on the Savannah and Charleston Railroad. About 2 ji. m. we reached 
a swamp where the rebels had obstructed the road with felled timber, 
and commanded the road with artillery iilaced in a couple of redoubts 
on the other side. The Sixty-first Ohio Veteran Volunteers and Thirty- 
first Wisconsin Volunteers of our brigade were sent to the left to wade 
the swamx) and flank the rebel position. This they did splendidly. At 
the first fire, AA^hich they oiiened, the rest of the brigade rushed forward 
to their assistance, but they had comifleted the task and held the forts, 
the rebels, unfortunately, making good their retreat. We camped for 
the night around the forts, having marched about eight miles. On the 
loth Ave marched to Monteith Station, Avhere Ave tore up the railroad, 
comifletely destroying about twice the length of the regiment, and then 
inarched to where tlie rebel line of works around the city of Savannah 
confronted us — a distance of about nine miles. Here we went into 
Xiosition. Late in the evening the regiment Avas sent out to hold a road, 
Avhile the Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers x^roceeded to 
the river on a reconnaissance. On the 11th Ave changed position, moving 
farther to the left. About 9 p. m. I Avas ordered, with my own regi- 
ment and the Eighty-second Illinois Volunteers and Sixty-first Ohio Vet- 
eran Volunteers, to proceed to the rear of the train, and guard the 
train, against Avhich the rebel cavalry under Wheeler were said to be 
demonstrating. I reached the x^oint designated about 1 a. m. and went 
into iiosition. We remained here until the 13th, Avhen the rest of the 
brigade came out, and, Avith a slight change of position, we went into 
camxi, building a strong line of breast-Avorks. Here we remained until 
the 23d, Avhen Ave moved to our present position. 

As to the number of horses, mules, and cattle captured by the regi- 
ment, I have no very correct idea. We captured no horses, xn’obably 
three or four mules, and as to cattle, I have no idea. We foraged a 
great deal of beef. We caxitured and turned into the brigade com- 
missary about tAventy head of cattle, and in addition to that I should 
estimate the number of cattle foraged by the regiment for their 
own use at about fifty head; but it is mere guesswork. We captured 
' large numbers of hogs, sheexo, and various kinds of poultry. We 
lived almost Avholly u]ion what Are foraged, excepting sugar and 
coffee and occasional issues of hard bread. We lived wholly upon the 
country and, AAutli but one or two days’ excex^tion, fared, I might say, 
for soldiers, sumptuously. As to forage, our horses were subsisted 
AvLolly from what we gathered on the march, and they have groAvn 
fat from it, for they had all they could eat. As to negroes, I should 
Xilace the number picked up by the regiment at about forty. 

In conclusion, I would state that so far as the regiment is concerned 
the Avhole exxiedition was a sxflendid affair. I feel glad to say that I 
have not lost a man, killed or captured, and only three wounded by the 
accidental falling of railroad iron uxion them while engaged in tearing 
up the track — one of them seriously, the others only slightly. And I 
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would take tliis occasion to return my tlianks to allj both officers and 
men, for their ready obedience to my orders and for their good, soldierly 

conduct on the whole march. u t ^ 4 -

Captain :* 

On the morning of November 15 the regiment broke cainp and started 
on the campaign' just ended. The effective force at this time was 19 
commissioned officers and 244 muskets, also 14 unarmed recruits foi 
whom arms could not be procured previous to starting. The eftective 
force at present, 19 commissioned officers and 243 muskets. One 
enlisted man supposed to be cajitured while out with a foraging detail. 

The number of animals oaiitured is as follows : 11 horses, 12 mules, 
and about 100 cattle. There were also about 25 negroes picked up on 

the march. , 

During the time from starting from Atlanta, November 15 to Decem- 
ber 21, there were issued to the command of Government rations, viz, 
13 days’ hard bread, 20 days’ coffee, 15 days’ sugar, 26 days’ salt. 
There was also issued 1,000 pounds of grain for the animals, the 
remainder needed by the regiment being foraged from the country.

Report of Capt John Garrett, Sixty-first Ohio Infantry, of operations 
September 4-Deeemher 22. 

Hdqrs. Sixty-first Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 

Near Savannah, Ga., December 26, 1864. 

Captain ; I have the honor to submit the following reiiort of the 
operations of the Sixty- first Ohio Volunteers from the occupation of 
Atlanta to the capture of Savannah by the National forces: 

Entered Atlanta September 4 and occupied the intrenchments of the 
enemy. 

On October 6 was assigned to a position on Peach Tree Creek road. 
During our stay at this place accompanied two foraging expeditions,

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tlie first, under command of Colonel Eobinson, to Plat Bock, Ga., and 
the second, raider command of Brigadier-General Geary, to Stone Moun- 
tain, tlie object being to procure subsistence for the men and animals of 
the corps. 

Stiirted on the recent campaign November 15, following the line of 
the Augusta railroad as far as Madison, where we turned southward 
and struck the Milledgeville railroad at Eatonton, and entered Mil- 
ledgeville N ovember 22. Kesumed the march November 21, and on the 
2()th struck the Georgia Oeiitral Railroad and destroyed a portion of 
the track near Station No. 13. November 27, moved eastward along 
the line of the Georgia Central Railroad, and on the 28th assisted in 
destroying the track and bridges between Davisborough and Spiers 
Station. Resumed the march on the 29th, and on the 30th crossed tlie 
Ogeechee River. 

No incident of importance transpired till December 9, when I was 
ordered to assist Colonel West, Thirty-first Wisconsin Volunteers, to 
cajiture two small forts of the enemy, erected to command the road at 
a iioint where it passed through a dense swamp fourteen miles from 
Savannah. We penetrated the swamp to the left of the road, and 
when within 100 yards ot the enemy they opened upon us with musketry. 
A charge was ordered, and we pushed forward over a formidable abatis 
and entered one of tlie forts, and at the same moment the colors of the 
Thirty-first Wisconsin were planted upon the other; the enemy escaped 
with his artillery. I had one man severely wounded in the engagement. 
December 10, advanced and took position before Savannah. December 
11, moved to the rear and took position near the railroad, seven miles 
from Savannah, for the protection of the wagon trains, where we re- 
mained until the capture of the city. 

During tlie campaign my command captured 10 horses and 30 mules, 
and drew forage from tlie country equal to twenty days’ subsistence! 
A large quantity of cotton was destroyed, but as much of it was not in 
bales it is impossible to state the exact amount.

Report of Lieut. Col. David Thomson, Eighty -second Ohio Infantry. 

Hdqrs. Eighty-second Regt. Ohio Vet. Vol. Inety., 

Near Savannah, Ga., December 27, 1864. 

Captain:* 

On the 15th day of November the regiment left its camp in Atlanta 
and entered upon the campaign which ended with the capture and 
occupation ot Savannah by our forces. During the campaign the 
troops were principally subsisted off the country through which we 
passed. On the 16th we reached and commenced destroying the rail- 
road near Stone Mountain. My regiment here destroyed about two miles

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of the road! But small forces of tlie enemy were met, and until our 
arrival before. Savannali it was necessary for the regiment to take a 
position in line of battle but tAvice. The first time was near Sanders- 
ville, on liTovember 25. We met the enemy late in the afternoon. The 
fighting (which was nothing more than skirmishing) was principally- 
done by our advance cavalry. The Third Brigade Avas in advance tmd 
formed in line of battle. We encamped in line, and the next morning 
the Second Brigade took the advance, the Third Brigade folloAving. 
The enemy made but very little opposition, and we had no difficulty in 
occupying Sandersville. Broni this place we moved to Tennille Station, 
JSTo. 13, and destroyed about half a mile of the railroad. On the 27tli 
we reached Davisborough Station, on the Georgia Central Bailroad, 
and early on the morning of the 28th commenced destroying the rail- 
road. We destroyed about three miles of the road and at night went into 
camp at Station No. 11. The Third Brigade at this point was detached 
from the corps for the purpose of guarding the corps train. On the 
30th we crossed the Little Ogeechee several miles above the railroad, 
in consec[ueiice of the destruction of the bridge, and encamped near 
the east bank of the river. 

We marched and crossed the Augusta branch railroad on the 3d day 
of December, leaving Milieu to our right. On the 5th our regiment 
was sent two miles from camp, Avith orders to destroy tAA'O mills. I de- 
stroyed the mills and returned to camp. From this time until the 9th 
nothing AAmrthy of note occurred. On the 9th Ave found the enemy in 
considerable force in our front. They were in a strong position, had 
fortihcations Avith tAvo pieces of artillery, and their front and right Avas 
protected by a SAvamp. The Thirty-first Wisconsin and Sixty-first Ohio 
AA'ore thrown forward, and succeeded in passing through this swamp 
and attacked the enemy from the rear and right. The Eighty-second 
Ohio was throAvn forAvard as a support, but before my regiment suc- 
ceeded in passing through this swamp the Thirty-first Wisconsin and 
Sixty-first Ohio had attacked and routed the enemy. On the 10th, hav- 
ing reached Monteith, a station on the Savannah and Charleston Eail- 
road, the Third Brigade Avas ordered to commence and effectually de- 
stroy as much of this road as possible. The Eighty-second Ohio Eeg- 
iment destroyed about 300 yards of the road and also the station- 
house. The same day, having reached the enemy’s lines in front of 
Savannah, the brigade took up a position, with three regiments in line 
of battle, with the Second Brigade on the right. My regiment Avas on 
the frontline, connecting with the Thirty-first Wisconsin on the right 
and the One hundred and forty-third Ncav York on the left. On the 
11th the brigade Avas movmd a short distance to the left, the regiments 
occupying the same positions in line. On the 13th the brigade was 
moved about three miles to the rear, where a second or rear line was 
formed for the purpose of protecting the rear. The Eigffity-second oc- 
cupied the right of this line, my pickets connecting with those of the 
One hundred and forty-third New York on my left. My command 
occupied this position until the smTender of Savannah and its occupa- 
tion by our forces. The regiment entered its present encampment on 
the 23d of December, connecting on the right Avith the One hundred and 
forty-third New York and on the left with the Thirty-first Wisconsin. 

During the campaign my command has captured 13 head of horses, 
25 head of mules, 30 head of cattle, 150 head of hogs, 35 head of sheep, 
200 pounds sugar, 4 tons fodder, 200 bushels of corn, 200 bushels of 
■ potatoes, 125 bushels of corn meal, 1,000 pounds of flour, 160 gallons 
of molasses, and chickens and turkeys innumerable. 
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My command also captured 30 negroes and destroyed in all six miles 
of railroad and 150 bales of cotton and burned two cotton gins.

Report of Col. Francis H. West, Thirty-first Wisconsin Infantry. 

Hbadquaeters Thirty-fiest Wisconsin Volunteers, 

Savannah, Ga., Decemher 25, 1864. 

Captain : I have tbe honor to make the following report of operations 
of this regiment from tbe time of the occupation of Atlanta to this 
date : 

During tlie occupation of Atlanta nothing of especial interest occurred 
in the regiment. It was engaged in the ordinary guard duty and in 
drilling and preparing for a new campaign, and also furnishing heavy 
details to work on fortifications. It twice during the time accom- 
})anied foraging expeditions to the vicinity of Stone Mountain and Yel- 
low Kiver; once, under command of Colonel Eobinson, commanding 
Third Brigade, and once, under command of G-eneral Geary, command- 
ing Second Division, Twentieth Corps. On each of these occasions 
some 800 wagon-loads of forage, were obtained. 

Of the campaign from Atlanta to Savannah the history of the regi- , 
ment is so inseparably connected with that of the brigade to which 
it belongs, that it is difficult to make a special report of its oper- 
ations. Leaving Atlanta at 7 a. in. November 15, with — effective en- 
listed men and — officers, our march was continuous, triumphant, and 
almost uninterrupted, through the rich and well-settled districts of 
Georgia, by the way of Decatur, Social Circle, Madison, Milledgeville, 
Batonton, Sandersville, Millen, Louisville, and Springfield, to within 
five miles of Savannah, where we arrived on the 10th instant, followed 
by a large number of negroes, which had been gradually accumulating 
as we advanced through the country, but as none of them were especial 
tbllowers of my regiment, I cannot claim to have brought in any certain 
number. It was noticeable that they were all very much delighted at the 
approach of the army, although but few of them had ever seen a Yank’' 
before. There was much appearance of wealth among nearly all the in- 
habitants living on the line of our march and we found great abund- 
ance of corn, beef, mutton, sweet potatoes, poultry, molasses, and honey 
along the whole route, upon which the regiment subsisted entirely, 
with the exception of about ten days’ rations of hard bread and full 
rations of sugar, coffee, and salt, which were issued immediately pre- 
vious to and during the march. We also captured 10 very large, fine 
mules and about 30 inferior mules and horses, which were used 
in packing supplies, and were subsisted, as were our jirivate and 
public animals, from forage we obtained from the inhabitants. 
During the march we, in company with the balance of the brigade, 
assisted in destroying a large amount of the Georgia Central Eailroad 
in the vicinity of Stone Mountain, Spiers Station, and Jonesborough, 
and also of the Charleston railroad at and near Monteith. The amount 
destroyed by my regiment I am unable to give. 
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Great attempts were made by tlie enemy to impede our progress by 
destroying bridges, felling timber in the road, &c., but this caused but 
little delay, as our efficient j)ioneer corps soon cleared away all obstruc- 
tions and rebuilt the bridges. We met with no resistance in force until 
we arrived at Turkey Eoost [or Monteith] Swamp, fifteen miles from Sa- 
vannah. This is an almost impenetrable morass, many miles in extent, 
densely covered with brush and vines, interspersed with deep sloughs. 
Across this the road has been built. On a little elevation on the opposite 
side, at a place known as Harrison’s field, and immediately commanding 
the road across the morass, which is about 500 yards wide, and which 
had been very heavily obstructed, the enemy had built two strong 
redoubts, whicli were defeiided by artillery and about 500 infantry, 
with which they resolutely disputed our farther progress. The JFirst 
and Second Brigades of our division!] ad been sent around to the right 
(which seemed the most feasible way of crossing the morass), with 
instructions if possible to fiank the enemy and dislodge or capture 
them. Binding that they w'ere not likely to be immediately successful, 
I was directed by Colonel Eobinson, commanding brigade, to take my 
regiment, numbering 500 present (the immediate command of which 
devolved upon Lieutenant-Colonel Eogers), and the Sixty-First Ohio, 
numbering about 100 men, under command of Captain Garrett, and 
make a similar attempt by way of the left. Quickly moving around 
about half a mile to the left and on to the border of the morass, the line 
was formed for attack by placing the Sixty-first Ohio on the right and 
the Thirty-first Wisconsin on the left, with instructions to dash through 
the swamp by the right of companies, coming into line the moment they 
emerged on the open ground in vicinity of the fort. This the men did 
with great spirit and determination, struggling through to within about 
300 yards of the forts where an open swamp extended down to within 
fifty yards of the forts, the last fifty yards being heavily covered with 
abatis. Emerging into this opening they formed instantly under a 
heavy fire from the enemy, and, delivering a steady volley upon the 
enemy, they dashed upon the works with such impetuosity that the 
enemy, becoming panic-stricken, tied in great confusion, abandoning; 
much of their camp and garrison ecpiipage and clothing. The colors 
of the Thirty-first Wisconsin were almost instantly flying from the 
parapets of the fort. Shortly after the brigades that had gone to the 
right succeeded in passing the morass and came up ; also the balance 
of our brigade, which Colonel Eobinsoii promptly sent to my support 
on hearing the firing. The loss of my regiment in this aflhir was 1 
killed and 3 wounded. We escaped with so small a loss on account of 
the enemy firing too liigh. Loss of the enemy unknown — said to have 
been 14. 

Through me the regiment, together with the Sixty-first Ohio, 
received the public thanks of Major-General Slocum, commanding Left; 
Wing, Army of Georgia, General Williams, commanding Twentieth 
Army Corps, and of Colonel Eobinson, commanding brigade, for the 
handsome manner in which they executed the affair. 

As all in the command behaved equally well I can mention no names. 
I, however, here wish to make mention of the gallant conduct and effi- 
cient service rendered on this occasion by Captains Wallace and Hear- 
rick, of Colonel Eobinson’s staff, who were detailed to assist me in the 
enterprise. 

During the siege of Savannah, from the 10th to the 21st of De- 
cember, at which time the enemy evacuated Savannah, the regi- 
ment was engaged in the ordinary siege duties, building works, 
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&c., Without any engagement with the enemy or casualties therefrom 
On the 23d we moved in and took position on the hank of the Savan- 
nah iviver about two miles above the city, and are now engaged in pre- 
paiiiig tor future ojierations. Since arriving near Savannah we have 
had but very limited supplies of rations or forage, and we are now suf- 
■lermg much for subsistence, the men receiving little else than small 
rations of rice, and our public and private animals almost nothing at 
all. It is probable that this is owing to the difficulty of landing im- 
plies from the fleet. ^ s p 

The health and spirits of the men were never better than during the 
past campaign, the average daily number requiring medical attendance 
being about ten. 

The casualties during the campaign were 1 man severely iniured 
while destroying railroad, 1 killed, and 3 wounded by the enemy and 
3 captured while foraging, 2 of whom have since escaped and returned 
to the regiment. No sick were left on the road.

Novembei 1<), in accordance with orders received on the previous 
night, my division, with the exception of one regiment, the One hun- 
dred and eleventh Pennsylvania Yeteran Yolunteers, broke camp at 
an early hoiir in the morning, and at 7 o’clock moved out upon the De- 
catur road, following the First Division. Shortly after passing beyond 
the old line of rebel works I Avas obliged to halt, on account of the 
detention of the troops and trains in my front, and several hours 
elapsed before the road Avas sufficiently clear to alloAV of my advance, 
liesumiug the march I moved on, keeping Arell closed upon the rear of 
the Fiist Division, and halting for dinner near Decatur. After passiim’ 
through the village I took advantage of every field to moA^e the head 
my column parallel to the train of the preceding division. The head 
of my column AA^ent into camj) near Stone Mountain about 11 p. m. The 
maich duiiiig the day was continually delayed by halts and detentions 
caused by the miserable character of the animals in our train. The 
roads traveled were bad; the Aveather Avas beautiful. The distance 
marched during the day Avas fifteen miles. November 16, 1 broke camp 
at 8 a. m. and moved out in advance of the corps. Crossed Yelloiv 
Hiver, at Kock Bridge, about 3 p. m., and went into camp three miles 
beyond, having marched during the day ten miles. The marching 
to-day Avas necessarily sIoav, owing to the bad character of the roads and 
bad condition of our animals. The country through which I passed

mn jrior to that previously passed through. Porage was abundant mi 
every side and during’ the day 'we made captures of horses and mill -s. 

Seinb’eril in aolordance with orders from the general command- 
iuo' the corps, my command was detached and moved at o a. m., 
cumbered with wagons, leaving my whole tram to be brought on with 
those of the other divisions. I passed through Madison beioie day- 
lio-ht aud moved along the road parallel to the Georgia railroad, ha-lt- 
iifo- for dinner at Buck Head Station, where I destroyed the water-tank, 
stationary engine, and all the railroad buildings. After marching one 
mile beyond the station I again halted and destroyed a portion of the 
railroad, also a large quantity of cord wood, and other railroad 
material. At Buck Head Station my advance exchanged shots with the 
enemv’s scouts. I sent on a detachment in advance of the main body 
to drive these scouts aud whatever there might be of the eneiny’s cav- 
alrv ill the vicinity across the Oconee, and to burn the railroad budge 
across the river; also another detachment several miles above to 
destroy a large mill and the ferry-boats across the Appalacliee. Both of 
these parties were successful. The railroad bridge, which, was a fine 
structure, about 400 yards long aud 60 feet high from the water, and 
Avas approached by several hundred yards of trestle-work at each end, 
was thoroughly destroyed. At Bine Spring I halted and set my troops 
to work destroying railroad. Here at night encainf)ed on the planta- 
tion of Col. Lee Jordan, on which I found 280 bales of cotton and 
50,000 bushels of corn stored for the rebel Government. All the cotton 
and most of the corn was destroyed. In addition to this iny command 
destroyed elsewhere during the day 250 bales of cotton and several 
cotton gins and mills. I also destroyed in all to-day about five miles of 
railroad and a large quantity of railroad ties and string timbers. 

November 20, moved at 7 a. m.; the weather rainy, the roads very 
deep and swampy. Leaving the railroad I moved toward the Oconee, 
which was reached two miles below the railroad bridge, and then moved 
down parallel to the river to Parks’ Mill, Avhich Avas burned. The 
bridge across the river at this place had been previously washed aAvay, 
and ferry-boats Avere used at the crossing; these I destroyed. Some 
annoyance Avas experienced as we moved along the river -bank from 
squads of rebel cavalry On the opposite shore. They Avere, hoAA^ever, 
soon driven off. A small party sent out from my command crossed the 
V river near the burnt bridge and went on foot seven miles to Greens- 
boroiigh, driving a small force of cavalry through the toAvn and taking- 
possession of it. After remaiuing in undisturbed possession of the 
toAvn for several hours, and having convinced the inhabitants that the 
most of General Sherman’s army Avas close by with designs upon 
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Augusta, tliis little party returned safely, recrossing the river in canoes. 
1 learned the next day that the enemy \yere tearing up the Georgia 
railroad at IJiiion Point, seven miles east of Greensborough, apparently 
being i^ossessed with the idea that General Sherman’s army was moving 
on Augusta and using the railroad as it came. Prom all I could learn, 
then and since, it is my opinion that my small command could, at that 
time, have penetrated to Augusta without serious opposition. Leaving 
Parks’ Mill and having crossed Sugar Creek I came to Glade’s Oross- 
Koads, where I took the one leading to the left. Moving one mile and 
a half on this road I again turned to the left, on a smaller one, and 
encaini)ed at dark near the large tannery and shoe factory and store 
owned by James Denham, one of the most extensive establishments of 
the kind in the South. Most of the leather stock and goods had been 
carried oh; a few boxes of shoes and leather were found hidden iu a 
barn and were turned over to the quartermaster’s department for issue. 
My skirmishers and foraging parties during this day’s march spread 
through all the country between the Oconee and the route of march 
taken by the rest of the corps. A large number of splendid mules 
and beet-cattle and some horses were captured, and the troops lived 
Avell on the produce of the country. Distance to-day, teii miles. 

November 21, a heavy rain fell all last night and continued through- 
out to-day, rendering the roads very deep and the streams much swol- 
len. After entirely destroying Denham’s tannery and factory, I moved 
at 8 a. in. on the road to Philadelphia Church, reaching which I took 
the Milledgeville road, crossed Crooked Creek, and encamped at the 
forks of the road, one leading to Dennis’ Mill and station, the other 
to Waller’s Ferry, at the mouth of Little Eiver. A very heavy, cold 
rain fell all day, and marching was quite difficult. Tbe country passed 
through was a rich one and supplies were abundant. Distance marched, 
eight miles. The rain ceased townird night and the air became very cold. 
Among our captures to-day was Colonel White, of the Thirty-seventh 
Tennessee Eegiment. He had been in command of the post at Eaton- 
ton, and in attempting to escape from the other column of our troops fell 
into my hands. 

November 22, the weather was extremely cold. Moved at C a. m., 
taking the road to Dennis Station, having previously ascertained that 
it wmuld be impossible for my command to cross Little Eiver below the 
crossing of the railroad, there being no bridge and the ferry-boats hav- 
ing been destroyed by the inhabitants. Crossed Eooly Creek at Den- 
nis’ Mill. The stream here was quite large, and over it I constructed a 
foot bridge for the inffintry, fording it with horses, artillery, and ambu- 
lances. Burned the mill and a cotton gin and press in vicinity, destroy- 
ing a large amount of grain and cotton. Moved on to the railroad, 
which I reached at Dennis Station, and where I found the rear of the 
train of the other divisions just passing. Moved on in rear of the 
train to Little Eiver, where I i*eceived orders to advance immediately 
to Milledgeville. Accordingly crossed the river on the pontoon bridge, 
])assiug the trains with much difficulty, and reached Milledgeville at 
dark, the other divisions having already encamped. Having passed 
through the town I crossed the Oconee on the large bridge and went 
into camp on the left of the First Division, with my left resting near 
the river. Marched during the day twenty miles. Weather to-night 
intensely cold. 

November 23, remained in camp. In the afternoon sent out my 
Third Brigade to the Gordon and Milledgeville Eailroad, where it re- 
mained until dark, destroying track. 
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NTovember 24, in accordance mtli orders, moved at 7 a. m., but, dnd- 
ino' tiie road coinn letely blockaded with trains, I did not get my coliinin 

Just liefore dark crossed To,yn Creek, 
the bridge over which was very bad, and went into cami) near Cxiim 
Orppk the First Division being encamped about three-quarters of a 
.uUe VadvauoI tliT^^^^^^ Division atont the same distance m my 
real-. The road traveled, although rather hilly, was in the mam gooc . 

Marched during the day fourteen miles. nUmit inlf n mile 

November 25, moved at 6.30 a. m., and marched about hail a ^uie, 
when I came upon the trains preceding me not yet drawn out of 
uirk and was obliged to halt until 9 o’clock, when I moved steadily 
IbrwL'd until reacFing Buffalo Creek, where I found the troops and 
trains of the First Division, halted. This creek is an extensive, heavily 
Sired swimpy stream, being nearly half 

uasses through it. The stream or swamp is here divided into u^nt 
cSnels which are spanned by as many bridges, varying in length from 
30 to 100 feet each. Between these earthen cause^yays are thrown up. 
These brido-es had been destroyed by the enemy, and were reconstriicted 
hflm im nnden the superintendence of Captain Poe, chief engineer 
01 ^ the staff of Major-General Sherman. By 

was clear, and I crossed my command, encamping loi the ni^ht ( i e 
mile and a half east of the creek. The crossing in ' 

-ness of the night and through the swampy roads east of the cieek was 
a very laborious one. During the night shots Avere exchanged ®en 
ray pickets and some of Wheeler’s cavalry. Distance marched, nine 

“November 26, moved at 6 a. m. After marcbing about two miles gme 
upAvith the trains preceding me, which had not yet lelt park. Eeie 
l\iarked my trains, being detained for two hours. Marching tyo miles 
faWier, again found the trains in park, and the troops of the Fust 
Division skirmishing with Wheeler’s cavalry and driving themthrougli 
SandersAdlle. Moved on to Saiidersville, Avhere I parked my trains, and 
having left them under charge of Third Division, proceeded to i eniiille 
(StatiSn No, 13 on the Central railroad). Upon reaching the rmlroad i 
moved eastAvard, destroying two miles of the road, and went into camp 
near a school-honse four miles east of Tennille. One battalion of Mic_ - 
igan Engineers, under Major Yates, reported to me for duty, assnsted m 
the destruction ot the rails, pid encamped with my troops at night. 

Distance marched, thirteen miles. n-i- 7 

NoAmmber 27, in accordance with orders, moved this morninj, at i 
o’clock, destroying the railroad for four miles, to a imint indicated, 
where a road crosses the railroad seven miles Irom Station No. lo. 
From here, in inirsiiauce of my orders, I inarched to Davisboroiigh by 
the most direct road, and there encamped about .9 p. m. Distance 

^^NoAminber^Sj the work of destroying the railroad Avest of Davis- 
borough from the point indicated above, winch Avas assigned by 
orders to the First Division, had not been pertorined, that clmsmii 
bavin O’ missed the route and reached Davisboroiigh AVitli out staking 
the railroad. Early this morning I received ordei^; with mv 

brin-adeto guard the headquarters trains to Station No. 11, and with my 
tao other brigades and a battalion of Michigan Eiigmeers to destmy 
the part of the road specified from Davisborough AvestAvard. My 
orders were executed, and the remaining five miles of road, with 
a number of bridges, trestle-work and Avater-tanks, Avere effectually 
destroyed. While my troops Avere engaged in this Avork they Avere 
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attacked by a portion of Ferguson’s brigade of rebel cavalry, who 
kept up a desultory fire upon us for an hour and a half, anj were 
driven off by my skirmishers. They wounded one of iny men and cap- 
tured lour others who were out foraging. The fire of my skirmishers 
upon them was more effective, killing three and wounding a number. 
The country through which the railroad passes from FTo. 13 to ITo. 11 
requires description. It is a continuous morass, known as William- 
son s Creek, or Swamp. The stream is quite a large one, running in 
gmieial diiection parallel to the railroad and crossing it many times, 
ihe land in the vicinity of both sides is soft and swampy, with dense 
thickets of underbrush and vines. Through this swamp the railroad 
IS coiistiucted on an embankment of borrowed earth thrown up from 
the sides, averaging from six to ten feet in height. The superstruc- 
ture consisted of cross-ties bedded in the earth, with, string timbers 
pinned to them upon which the iron rails were spiked. The mode of 
dcsti notion was to tear up, pile, and bum the ties and string tinibervS 
with the rails across, which, when heated, were destroyed by twisting! 
fehoi tly after dark I returned to Favisborough and encamped there for 
the night. Distance traveled by a portion of my command to-dav fif- 
teen miles. 


bTovember 20, moved at 6.30 a. m., following the main Louisville road 
for seven miles to Fleming’s house; there turning square to the right 
by a small road, moved eight miles to Spiers Station (No. 11), which I 
reached at 1 o’clock. After a short halt for dinner moved on, following 
the road toward Station No. 10, and encamped about 7 p. m. on the east 
side of a small creek which crossed the road six miles from Station No. 
11, the camp of the First Division being about one mile and a half in 
adyaiKje of mine. The roads traveled to-day were generally good and 
quite dry and hard west of Spiers Station. East of that place there 
Avas considerable SAvamp and marshy ground. The country through 
Avhich Ave passed on the Louisville road was excellent, the plantations 
being large and the buildings fine. After leaving that road the country 
is poorer and appears to be neuTy settled. Distance trayeled Avas 
tAventy-one miles. 

Novembei 30, marched at 0 a. m., and reaching the encampment of 
the First Division found the troops had not yet left. At 10.30 we fol- 
loAved that division north toAvard Louisville, leaving Jones’ brigade, Avhich 
Avas then about three miles and a half distant, k the railroad brido’e 
across the Ogeechee, to destroy that and the wagon bridge across the 
river, and then to folloAv to Louisville. After halting a few hours for 
dinner and to repair the bridge over the Ogeechee, which had been 
paitly burned l)y the rebel cavalry, we crossed the river and encamped 
at dark tAvo miles beyond, on the east side of Big Creek, on a high hill 
overlooking miles of the country, and two miles and a half south of 
Louisville. The country on bothsides of the Ogeechee is an extensive 
HAvainp, with thic'k, tangled growths. These swaaiips, howeA'^er, have 
.good sandy bottoms, and it Avas not difficult to pass through them. 
The distance marched Avas ten miles. 

December 1, moved at 7 a. m., my division leading, following the road 
toAvard Milieu. My advance was preceded by the Ninth Illinois 
Mounted Infantry. Crossed Big, Dry, Spring, and Baker’s Creeks, 
passing through the camp of Carlin’s division, of the Fourteenth Corps, 
west ot Baker’s Creek, and encamped one mile and a half from Bark 
Camp Creek. The country passed through on this day’s march Avas 
yeiy SAvampy, altliough the roads in the main Avere very good. The 
facilities for forage were not as ample as on the previous day s, the plan- 
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were excellent, following !Loo that of Doctor Jones, about five

miles. 
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December 4, moved at 7.30 a. m., still in rear of the corps, and about 
noon came uj) witli the Third Division trains in park on the Avestern 
side oi:^ Crooked Itim. The eastern side of this stream presents an 
extensive, level, swampy tract of land, across which trains could not 
pass until the roads Avere corduroyed. I found the Michigan Engineers 
engaged at this work. The last of the Third Division train crossed at 
dark. I then crossed my command, and by 11,30 p. m. had encamped 
tliem {ibont one mile east of the creek, leaving Jones’ brigade in camp on 
tlie other side. The weather continued fine, country poor, roads good, 
excepting through the large SAvamps at Big Horse Creek and Crooked 
Hun. Distance to-day, four miles. 

December 5, moved at 0.30 a. m. Crossed during the day Little 
Horse Creek, south fork of Little Ogeechee, and Little Ogeechee, de- 
stroying all the bridges after crossing. Much of the route to-day was 
througli SAvamps, which had to be corduroyed for my trains. At the 
south fork of the Little Ogeechee I destroyed a large saW-mill. Here 
Ave heard Avhat the inhabitants stated to be cannon in Charleston Har- 
bor, about 100 miles distant. Weather pleasant; country poor. Dis- 
tance to-day, tAAmlve miles. 

December G, moved at 8 a. in., being the second division in line of 
murcli ; was obliged to halt twice during the forenoon for the trains 
preceding to move out of my Avay. After having moved my command, 
advanced a mile and found all the trains of the Third Division parked 
and Avaiting for a long SAvamp to be corduroyed. I found but a feAV men 
Avorking on the road, and immediately set a iiortion of my command at 
Avork, giving my personal superintendence until it was finished at dark. 
The Third 3 )ivisiou trains then crossed, followed by my entire command. 
Crossed another smaller swamp a short distance beyond, and encamped 
my division on good, dry ground. The country Avas better than usual 
along the route to-day, and foraging parties were quite successful. 
Weather Avarm and pleasant. Distance, seven miles. 

December 7, the forenoon Avas rainy. Moved at 7 a. m. and passed 
through fi succession of terrible SAvamps, the surface crust of which in 
many places Avould not bear up either man or horse, I distributed my 
entire division along the trains, so that each brigade, regiment, and 
company had its specified number of teams to bring through. With 
this arrangement, under the personal superintendence and efforts of 
myself, my brigade commanders, and my staff, but little delay was 
alloAved to occur, although so bad were the roads that at one time I 
counted twenty-four loaded Avagons sunk to the wagon-beds. Mules in 
some places AA^ent in nearly out of sight. But the trains Avere kept quite 
Avell closed up through all these difficulties. Twice during the forenoon 
I halted and massed my troops and trains until those preceding me 
moved on. As Ave approached Turkey Creek the road improved. About 

1 p. m. the rain ceased and the sun shone out Avarm and pleasant. At 

2 p. m, reached Turkey Creelr, quite a wide, fordable stream, with good 
bottom. Across this creek the corps pioneers had constructed a bridge 
for the troops, after cutting away a quantity of timber Avhich had been 
felled to hinder our progress. By 5 p. m. the divisions preceding had 
finished crossing. I then crossed my command, moved three miles for- 
Avard on an excellent road, and encamped within half a mile of Spring- 
field. Distance, fifteen miles, 

December 8, received orders to march in advance of the corps 
toward Monteith, leaving my trains under guard of the Third 
DiAusion. Moved at G a. m. on a road running south by east from 
Springfield. After following this road six miles was ordered to 
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take a small road brancMng off to the right «tk 
some middle road to Moiiteith. Followed this road geneial dmection 
wpt;f hv sotitli foi seven miles, and encamped in tne ^oogs aDonii one 
mile and a liaif from tlie Louisville road, on wMcli tLe Seventeentli 
ciras Tas then moving.' The looked-for middle road was not fonnd 
to S,v.™lirroads wire generally fair, although we crossed .several 
small swamps. In them we found timber felled across the road, ^his 
was removed by our pioneers, without delaying the march more than 
tMrtv minutes at any one time. Most of our route to-day was thioug 
nine forests. 'Wn passed a number of plantation houses m these for- 
ests and quite a large supply of potatoes, sugar eane, fodder, mutton, 
and’poultey was obtained. It is worthy of note that the swamp water 
thiouTthis region is e^ellent for drinking purposes being miieh 
Lperfor to the well water. Weather to-day pleasant. Distance, thir-

While 
the division preceding me was engaged in movements for the tlispersiou 
or capture of the force opposing us, my command was halted and massed 
at the western side of the swamp.

The services of this brigade were afterward found 
not to he reinired. At dnsk my command was encamped mi good, dry 
ffi-ound between the two i)ortions of Monteith bwamp. Weathei to- 
day was fine; roads were excellent. Distance, vSix miles. 

SIEGE OF SAVANNAH. 

December 10, order of march in the corps to-day : First, Third, and Sec- 
ond Divisions, the trains of the entire corps being guarded by my droops. 
My command moved at 10 a. m. on the direct road to Monteith Sta- 
tion. This road is broad, solid, and perfectly evel. We passed the 
two redoubts captured last evening, and reached Monteith St^ion on 
the Charleston railroad, ten miles from Savannah, at noon. Here Hie 
troops preceding me had destroyed considerable ot the Having 

nooned, I moved toward Savannah on tlie Aiignsta road, the advance 
of the Fourteenth Corps coming in on that road and reaching Monteith 
S I left it. The advance of onr corps having found the enemy behind 
their fortifications about three miles from Savannah, .1 received ordurs 
to encamp for the night near the Five-Mile Post. The trams for- 
wd and parked in the woods in the vicinity of the troops. Distance 

^^^Decem^r 11^ at 7 a, m. Bariium’s brigade was put to recon- 
iioiter between the Augusta road and Savannah ascer- 

tain exactlv tlK?' enemy’s position in that direction. The^ity was 
quickly performed, and their entire line was developed to the river, 
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wliere my skirmishers drove the enemy from an advanced wdrk into 
their main line, capturing a few prisoners. ‘ At 10 a. m. my other bri- 
gades were brought up and my line was established along an old rice- 
iield dike — my left (Barnuin’s brigade) resting on the river-bank, my 
right (Pardee’s brigade) extending toward the Augusta road, while 
Jones’ brigade was massed in reserve in rear of Barnum’s, Toward 
night the left of the First Division moved forward and connected with 
my right. Sloan’s battery reported to me during the afternoon and 
took position on the river-bank near Jones’ brigade. My front line 
was concealed by the woods, with the exception of my left, which lay 
in open ground within 250 yards of a large work on the river-bank in 
which the enemy had seven heavy guns. In front of my entire line 
were open fields, affording a full view of the intrenohments held by the 
enemy. Immediately in front of these intrenchments were extensive 
rice fields flooded with water, and between the fields in my front and 
these flooded rice fields was a canal twenty-five feet wide and five or 
six feet deej), which also was filled with water. The sluice gates to 
these fields were all under control of the enemy, as was also the mouth 
of the canal, between which and my i)osition was the large advanced 
work before mentioned as being in front of my left. Besides this one 
the enemy had in my front three other works, mounted with heavy 
guns, in their main line across the flooded rice fields. These guns all 
ox>eued upon us, keeping up a steady fire throughout the day, but 
causing very few casualties. Ho reply was made by my artillery, but 
my skirmishers were advanced as far as possible and annoyed the 
enemy considerably. Opposite my left, in the Savannah Eiver, was the 
uxjper end of Hutchinson’s Island, which extends from there down 
<)I)posite the lower part of the city of Savannah. This island contains 
about 900 acres in rice fields, and on the ui)per end of it is a large rice 
mill. A great number of negroes had been left there. On discovering 
our troops a few of them crossed in canoes. Captain Veale, aide-de- 
camp of my staff, taking one of these canoes, went alone to the island, 
and, guided by a negro, walked nearly its entire length, reconnoitered 
the enemy’s position along the river, and returned safely, bringing 
valuable i iiformation . 

December 12, my troops strengthened their breast-works during the 
iiiglit so as to resist the enemy’s heavy shot. A steady artillery fire 
was kept up by the enemy all day, causing a few casualties. I had 
Hutchinson’s Island reconnoitered again, but found only a few of the 
enemy’s scouts there. 

December 13, the usual constant artillery fire was kex)t up by the 
enemy, their gunners improving in practice. They had posted some 
sharpshooters in the upper story of a house near their advanced fort 
on the river-bank. These sharpshooters annoyed the left of our line 
considerably. Among the casualties to-day was Lieutenant Ahreets, 
adjutant of the One hundred and thirty-fourth Hew York Volunteers, 
and acting assistant inspector-general, Twentieth Corps, who was 
killed instantly by a shot from that house while engaged in reconnoi- 
teriug our lines. Last night the enemy landed some troops on Hutchin- 
son’s Island and captured a few of our men who had gone there for 
forage and supplies. To prevent such a recurrence Major Hoyt, One 
hundred and thirty-fourth Hew York Volunteers, was sent to the 
island to-day with a detachment of forty-seven men to hold the upper 
part of it. This evening he was re-enforced with 100 men, and the 
whole were placed under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Jackson, 
of the One hundred and thirty-fourth Hew York Volunteers. A sunken

SecemS^tie nsnaf artillery firing from the enemy. They ex- 
neuded an immense amount of ammunition in my front, averaging over 
SOoSperday. No reply was made except by my sharpshooters, 
tho we^ery active and Accurate in their fire, causing much greater 
losses to the enemy than were produced among my troops by tliur 
artillery fire. My troops were kept well concealed, and it was 
sible for the enemy to make any correct estimate of my Ee- 

cSved to day New York papers of the 10th, being our first Northern 

^^llLSerTe, no change in position to-day. The 
ffiom oiir side and artillery firing from the enemy was kept It 
bavin O' been decided to place some heavy gnus in position on my liie, 
aVorking party of 100 men from my Second Brigade was emplopd 
thronghoiit the night coiistrncting a strong lunette near ^ of 
Bariiiim’s line. The work was under the siipermteiidence of Captain 
Schilling, topographical engineer on my staff. I had now two regi- 
ments of Jones’ brigade, the Seventy-third Pennsylvania and One hmi- 
dred and thirty-fourth New Y^ork Y^olnnteers, both under command of 
LiStenLt-Oolonel Jackson, encamped on Hutchinson’s Island, and so 
intrenched as to hold tlie upper part of it against any force the enemy 
Siffiit bring. At high tide daily the enemy’s gun-boats moved up in 
Back Eive? and shelled these regiments. The enemy’s land batterms 
also turned their fire in that direction frequently. Yery few casualties 

'^''December 17, the work on Fort No. 1 (that in the left of Barnum’s 
Imei nrooressed so far last night that my details were working inside 
of it to-dW, being protected by the heavy parapet. This work was but 
250 vards distant from the advance fort on the enemy’s right and could 
be plainly seen by them. They expended both artillery and muskefcry 
fire on it all day, hut without effect. • At 11 a. m. a large mail arrived 
for us and causal universal rejoicing, being onr first during nearly six 
wL,ks To-nigbt working details from my First Brigade commenced 
instructing Fort No. 2, to be a large lunette for heavy guns m the 
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cpeii field ill front of Pardee’s left. This position being exposed to fire 
Irom all the batteries in my front, the work upon it had to be done 
(piietly and at night. 

December 18, the working detail on Fort lilo. 2 continued until 9 a. 
in., at which time the heavy fog lifted; that on Fort ISTo. 1 worked all 
day inside the parapets. All the roads within my lines and to the rear 
were corduroyed to-day. The usual artillery firing continued by the 
enemy during the day and also throughout the night, their principal 
aim being to prevent our men from working on the forts, in which they 
did not succeed. To-night a working detail from my First .Brigade 
began the construction of Fort Bo. 3 in the open field to the right and 
in advance of Bo. 2. Details from the Third Brigade continued work- 
ing on the latter while Fort Bo. 1 was being finished by details from 
the Second Brigade. 

December 19, a conference of the division and brigade commanders 
with the general commanding the corps was held at 10 a. m. to-day, 
with view to the adoption of a plan for storming the enemy’s works as 
soon as the heavy guns should be in readiness to open fire. Fort Bo. 1 
wa,s finished this evening. The details from First and Third Brigades 
continued work on the other forts during the night under a heavy artil- 
i(U’y fire from the enemy. Several casualties occurred, among them 
Major Wright, a most valuable oflicer, commanding the Twenty-ninth 
Ohio Yolimteers, who was severely Avoimded by a shell. Sloan’s bat- 
tery of 3-inch rilled guns had already taken position in a work thrown 
up "to tlie right of Fort Bo. 3 and in the open field. 

December 20, the usual artillery firing and sharpshooting to-d ay. By 
I his evening we had constructed and in readiness for use in the con- 
tomifiated assault 200 large straw iascines to fill up ditches in iront of 
the enemy’s Avorks, also a large number of fascines made of bamboo 
(tane. The latter Avere to be used for bridgingthe canal by laying them 
acn-oss balks, which were furnished from thei>ontoon train for that pur- 
j>ose. The Avork on Forts 2 and 3 was well advanced to-day, and would 
probably be completed to-night. Three siege guns (30-pounder Par- 
rotts) Avere brought down this evening and mounted in Fort Bo. 1, I 
ascertained this morning that the enemy had completed a pontoon 
bridge from Savannah across to the South Carolina shore, and notified 
the general commanding corps of the discovery. This bridge was 
about tAVO miles and a half from my left. The usual artillery firing was 
kept up by the enemy during the day and night. During the night I 
heard the movement of troops and Avagons across the pontoon bridge 
before mentioned, and sent a report of the fact to the general command- 
ing corps. Leaving one of my staff to watch the sounds in that direc- 
tion, I notified my officer of the day and brigade commanders to keep a 
vigilant Avatchupon the enemy, as they were])robably evacuating. The 
details on Forts 2 and 3 continued working through the night, the 
enemy shelling them heavily. 

December 21, after 3 o’clock this morning the firing ceased, and my 
pickets advancing to the enemy’s line found them hastily retreating. 
Having possession of their line of Avorks, Avith all their cannon in front 
of my own and the other divisions of the corps, I immediately sent a 
staff' officer to notify the general commanding, and at the same time 
lAushed forward rapully in the direction of Savannah, hoping to over- 
take and capture a part of the enemy’s forces. My skir mi shers deployed, 
and swept over all the ground between the evacuated works and the 
Ogeechee Canal from the river to the Augusta road, Avhile my main 
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body of troops marclied raiddly by tbe fla’ik tlirougli McAlpin s 
tation to tlie Augusta road aud on into the city. Just outside ot the 
city limits, near the junction of the Louisville and Augusta roads, 1 
met the mayor of Savannah and a delegation froni the board ot aider- 
men, beariu g a flag of truce. From them 1 received, in the name ot my 
commanding general, the surrender of the city. This was at 4.o0 a. m., 
and I sent immediately another staft officer to announce the suiiender 
to the general commanding the corps. He had considerable clithcnlty 
in passing the line of another division of this corps on the Augusta 
road, but finally convinced them that he belonged to the Twentieth 
Corps and not to the enemy. In the meantime my entire division 
entered the city of Savannah at early dawn, and befoi e the sun flrst 
gilded the morning clouds our National colors, side by snle with those 
of my own division, were unfurled from the dome of the Exchange and 
over the XJ. S. custom-house. Bariium’s brigade, which led in enteiing 
the city, was at once ordered to patrol it, reduce it to Older aiid quiet, 
aud prevent any pillaging or lawlessness on the part either of soldiers 
or citizens. My orders on the subject ivere very strict, and within a few 
hours this city, in which I had found a lawless mob of low whites and 
negroes pillaging and setting fire to property, was reduced to order; 
mmiy millions of dollars’ worth of cotton, ordnance, and commissary 
stores, &c., which would otherwise have beeii destroyed, were saved 
to the United States Government, and the citizens once more enjoyed 
security under the protection of that flag which again waved over them, ^ 
exactly four years since the jiassage by the State ol_ South Carolina of 
the secession act. Two regiments from Pardee’s brigade, the Twenty- 
eighth Pennsylvania aud Twenty-ninth Ohio Veteran Volunteers, were 
sent down to Fort Jackson, aud early in the morning had possession of 
it and all the intermediate and surrounding wurks. The iron-plated 
ram Savannah, which lay in the river below the city, threw a few shells 
at these two regiments as they flung the Stars and Stripes to the breeze 
from the walls of Fort Jackson. All the other gun-boats of the enemy 
had been fired by them and burned to the water’s edge. On the arrival 
of the major-general commanding the Left Wing, I Avas by his order 
placed in command of the city. Until nearly 10 a. m. continued firing 
was heard in the direction of Beaulieu, and supposing that a portion 
of the enemy might still be south of us I kept one brigade under arms 
during the forenoon. Three rebelflags Avere cajitured by my command, 
Avhich wall be duly forAAaarded. ^ „

Report of Col. Ario Pardee, jr.. One hundred and forty-seventh Penn- 
sylvania Infantry, commanding First Brigade. 

Hdqrs. First Brig., Second Div., Twentieth Corps, 

Savannah, Ga., Beoember 33, 1864. 

Captain:* 

Tuesday, November 15, at 7 a. m. the camp of the brigade was 
vacated and the command marched to near Stone Mountain, Ga., and 
bivouacked for the night. The road taken was that leading through 
Decatur ; distance mardied, thirteen miles. Early on the mornin g of No- 
vember 10 the march was resumed. The position of the brigade was the 
third in line, the division being in the advance, and having the trains of 
the division and tlie supply and headquarters teamsof the corps and wing 
in charge, was distributed among the wagons, each regiment having a 
certairi'nuinber to guard and assist in the passage of obstacles. Yel- 
low Elver was crossed at Eock Bridge. From this place the road lead- 
ing through Sheffield was taken, near which place we encamped for the 
night; distance marched, twelve miles. November 17, this day aax 
inarched through Sheffield and camped near Social Circle, a distance of 
about eighteen miles. NoAUunber 18, marched at 5 a, m., the brigade 
being in advance, and passed through Social Circle and Rutledge. At 
the last-named place the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers, Ool. 
John Flynn, was temporarily detached from the column to destroy the 
depot and warehouses belonging to the railroad company, as well as to 
tear up the track and bend the rails near these buildings, all of which 
Avas effectually accomplished. This night Ave camped near Madison, 
having marched about eighteen miles. 

November 19, the command moved at 5 a. m. All the trains were 
left behind, with a sufficient guard of men unable to make a rapid march, 
to proceed with the remainder of the corps. We marched to Blue 
Spring, near the railroad bridge over the Oconee River, at which point 
a considerable distance of the railroad was destroyed by burning the 
ties and behding and twisting the rails; distance marched, fifteen miles. 
November 20, from Blue Spring Ave moved in a direction parallel to the 
Oconee River to Parks’ Ferry, and from thence to Philadelphia Ohurch. 
November 20 and 21, to near Dennis Station, at which point we struck 
the railroad leading from Milledgeville to Eatonton. From this point 
Ave marched (November 22) along the railroad to Little River, and from 
there to Milledgeville, through which avo passed and went into camp 
on the east side of the Oconee River, November 23, the brigade re- 
mained in camp this day. November 24, the command moved at 7 a. m.

November 29, marched from 
Davi”ugh totXrstatiou, and from thence parallel with the rail- 
rotll to nXhfew Bethel, malring in all a atatance of twentyone miles.

December 1, marched at 7 a. m., taking the direct road to Milieu, and 
camned for the night at Bark Camp Creek; distance niarched, fourteen 
miles December 2, the march was resumed at daylight, and was 
terruDted until Buck Head Creek was reached. Ihe bridge over this 
nlacewas partially destroyed, and a few of the enemy’s cavalry were on 
tim owositfside of the swamp. Maior Wright, commanding Twenty- 
ninth Ohio Volunteers, was ordered to cross the creek with his regi- 
ment and drive and keep away this force, which was accomplmhed 
without loss The command encamped for the night near Buck Head

the bri^^^ade were to-day in rear of the wagon trains of the division, in 
which were included the trains of General Kilpatrick s oavahy com- 
mand and did not march from the camp of the precedmg night untd 1 
r, m ’ The roads were in a horrible condition, passing as they did 
through numerous swamps and across many unbridged streams. The 
progress of the trains was exceedingly slow in coiisequence. 
i-ade reached the enmp of the division, three miles and a halt bom 
Horse Creek, at 6.30 a. m. December 4; distance niarched, foui- 
teen miles. December 4, inarched at 9 a. in.; during the rhxy Horse 
Creek and Crooked Creek were crossed; clistance 

December 5, the distance maTched this day was litteen miles. The 
roads as had been the case for several days past, were over plains of a 
sandy soil, well timbered (pine), and crossed numerous small stremn^ 
and marshes. The Little Ogeechee Biver was crossed this day. Decem- 
bpv nothin O’ of any special importance transxnred to-day. Decern- 
bS 7 Xng to tbe eheedtagly blvd couclitiou of tbe roads tbe troops 
of the brigade were distributed along the train, and rendered mateiia 
assistance in pushing them along. The camp for the night was near 
Springfield, and the distance marched about twelve miles. December

in O’ through Springfield, in the direction ot Monteith. December J 

and 10, these two clays were occupied in maixhing to a point Hie 
Auo’usta road, five miles from Savannah, Ga. December 11, at 9 
n in the brigade marched to the bank of Savannah liiver, opposite 
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HutcMnson^s Island, and went into position in rear of the Third Bri- 
gade, Second Division, there skirmishing slightly with the enemy. In 
this position it remained until 3 p. m., when, in compliance with orders 
from the general commanding division, it was placed in position on the 
right of the Third Brigade, and relieved the troops of the Second Bri- 
gade, Second Division, Twentieth Corps. At 1 a. m. December 12, in 
obedience to orders, the brigade was placed under arms, and afterward 
formed in line in rear of the Third Brigade, to await the movement. 
The orders ifom the general commanding division were for me to occupy 
the position of the Third Brigade when it moved out, it being under- « 
stood that these troops were to assault the works of the enemy at 2.30 a, m,, 
and then report to him for lurther instructions. At 4.30 a. m. I received, 
through Captain Lambert, orders from the general commanding division 
to withdraw my command and march it to its original position, the 
assault having been postponed. December 12 to December 20, inclusive, 
the command remained in the position previously mentioned. A sub- 
stantial line of works was thrown up for the protection of the command 
from the artillery of the enemy, and, in addition to this, two forts, with 
thirteen embrasures in the aggregate, were constructed by the com- 
mand. The working parties on Fort No. 2 were under the command 
of Captain Kreider, Onehuiidred and forty-seventh PennsylvaniaYolun- 
teers, and those on Fort No. 3 under command of Capt. E. B. Woodbury, 
Twenty-ninth Ohio Volunteers. Both these officers and the men under 
their command are deserving of praise for the energy and perseverance 
manifested in the prosecution ot tlie duty assigned them. December 
21, the enemy having evacuated their position the night previous, their 
works were occupied at an early hour by the skirmishers of the division, 
and by sunrise the city of Savannah was entered and occupied, this 
brigade being the second in line in the advance into the city. Soon 
after reaching the city the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania and 'Twenty- 
ninth Oliio Volunteers, under the command of Ool. John Flynn, Twenty- 
eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers, were, by order of the general com- 
manding division, through Captain Veale, aide-de-camp, dispat( 5 lied to 
occupy Fort Jackson and the smaller forts and batteries near it. The 
possession of the fort and other works was gained without resistance. 
The Fifth Ohio Volunteers, Lieutenant-Colonel Kirkup commanding, 
was placed in charge of the arsenal on President street. With the 
remainder of the command I took possession of the U. S. barracks. 
Attached to this report please lind inventories of ordnance, and ord- 
nance stores found at each of those places.* 

I have the honor to call your attention also to the statements of the 
brigade quartermaster and brigade commissary, and would respectfully 
state that the forage and subsistence taken by the troops at halts and' 
camps do not enter into these estimates.t The supply trains are in much 
better condition than they were on leaving Atlanta, notwithstanding 
the long and tedious march over roads which at times seemed almost 
impassable. The rations, owing to judgineut exercised by Lieut. 
Samuel D. Conner in their issue, lasted until the night of the 15th 
instant. He is deserving of especial credit for the systematic manner 
in which he secured supplies, and for their equitable distribution to the 
trooi^s of the command.

+ These statements show 250 head beef cattle, 65 head sheep, 2,000 pounds bacon, 
600 bushels sweet potatoes, 3 barrels salt, 2 barrels molasses, 250 sacks corn meal, 
4 horses, 30 mules, 58,425 pounds corn, and 84,000 pounds fodder. 
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The pioneer corps, under command of Captain Hedges, rendered, 
valuable service in the construction of bridges and the repair of roads, 
and especial thanks are due them for the part taken in the construction 
of the forts to -which ailnsion has been made.

Report of Lieut. Col. Robert Kirlmp^ Fifth Ohio Infantry. 

Headquarters Fifth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 

Savamiah, Ga.^ December .26, 1864. 

Sir : I have the honor to forward the official reiiort of operations of 
the Fifth Ohio Volunteer Infantry from Sei)tember 2, 1804, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1864: 

The regiment entered the city of Atlanta, Oa., on the 4th day of 
September, 1804, and went into camp. The months of September and 
October were occupied in building defenses around the city and doing 
garrison duty. 

On the 9th day of Hovemberthe regiment Avas ordered into the Avorks 
to assist in repulsing an attack made by the enemy’s cavalry. On the 
13th day of November the regiment Avas ordered to report at brigade 
headquarters, and then marched out to assist in destroying the Atlanta 
and Chattanooga Eailroad. On the 15th day of November the reg- 
iment broke camp and marched out on the road leading to Decatur, 
Ga. Nothing of importance took xilace until the 18th iustan-f, Avheii 
the regiment halted and stacked arms and assisted in destroying the 
railroad near Eutledge, Ga., and on the 19th, when near Parks’ Ferry, 
went into camx) and destroyed the railroad. On the 22d Ave crossed 
the Oconee Eiver and xiassed through Milledgeville, Ga., the caxiital of 
the State of Georgia, and camxied outside the city, AAdiere Ave remained

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until the 24th, when we a, gain resumed the march, and entered Sanders- 
ville, Ga., on the 26th instant, and marched to Tennille Station, on 
Central railroad; there we assisted in destroying the railroad and 
camped for tlie night. On the 27th instant we continued the destruc- 
tion ot the road until 3 p. in., when we marched to Waynesboroiigh and 
camped for the night. On the 28th instant we mareiied back toward 
Tennille and destroyed the railroad as we went, and then inarched back 
to Waynesboroiigh and camped for the night. 

On the 1st ot December we crossed the Ogeechee Itiver, and contin- 
ued our march without interruption until the 10th, when we arrived in 
camp near Savannah, Ga. On the 11th we moved into line, left in front, 
and near the Savannah Eiver. At 3 p. m. we moved out and took posi- 
tion on a road leading to the Savannah Itiver, where we remained, 
doing skirmish duty and erecting field-works, until the morning of the 
21st, when we were ordered to fall in and moved into the city of Savan- 
nah, Ga., the enemy having evacuated. We were then put on guard 
over the ordnance and ordnance stores in park and arsenal which were 
left by the enemy, and an inventory taken.

Lieutenant :* 

15th [November], broke up camp at 6.30; marched slowly; stopped at 
Decatur for dinner, then marched in the direction of Stone Mountain; 
reached the base of Stone Mountain at 11 p. m. and encamped for the 
night; Twenty-nintli in the rear of the First Brigade. IGth, marched 
at 9. a. in. in between portions of the train; crossed Yelloiv Eiver, and 
encamped for the night at 8 p. m. 17th, marched at 5 a. m. ; camped near 
Social Circle at 5 p. m. tor the night. 18th, marched about nine miles 
in forenoon, stopping often to tear up the railroad track; went into camp 
near Madison at 5 p. in. 19th, broke camp at 5 a. m; Twenty-ninth, 
rear guard of division; marched until 4 p. m. and camped for the night 
near Parks^ Mill.

22d, moved at 7.30 a. m. and arrived at Milledgeville, Ga., at 9 p. m., 
and camped about three miles south of town. 23d, remained in camp; 
Twenty-ninth went on picket at 4 p. m. 24th, moved at 7 a. m.; 
Twenty-ninth (first battalion of First Brigade) marched fifteen miles 
and camped for the i ight. 25th, marched at 8 a. m. ; Twenty -ninth train 
guard; arrived at Buffalo Creek; found the bridge destroyed ; iiarked

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tlie train and stacked arms for dinner; remained liere until tlie bridge 
was repaired, then crossed and went into camp for the night. 26th, 
moved at 8 a. m. in rear of tlie train ; marched slowly until 1 p. m. ; arrived 
ill Sandersville ; halted for dinner, then moved to Station 13 ; took the rail- 
road to the east, tore up aliont one mile and a half of track, then went 
into camp for the night at 6 p. m.; marched thirteen miles. 27th, was 
called nx) at 1.30 a. m. by alarm; remained in line two hours, then lay 
down again; marched at 8 a. m.; commenced tearing up track; worked 
until noon; took dinner and lay quiet until 3 p. m., then marched 
rapidly; arrived in Davisborough at 9.30 i).m.; inarched about thirteen 
miles. 28th, moved out on the railroad and toreux) track until 5 x^- m, ; 
marched back to Davisborough and camped near our old camp. 29tb, 
moved at 7.30; moved in a southeasterly direction until 7 p. m., and 
encamped for the night near Bostwick. 3()th, marched at 7 ; crossed the 
Ogeechee Eiver; marched about six miles and camxied for the night. 

D ecember 1 , moved at 8 a. m . ; marched u util dark ai i d camped ; marched 
about nineteen miles. 2d, marched at 6 a. m. ; moved briskly until 12 in. ; 

halted at Creek for dinner ; found the bridge destroyed and enemy 

on the other side. Twenty-ninth received orders to drive the enemy 
out of reach 'of the bridge and hold the ground; fell in, loaded, 
and moved across; moved about half a mile; came in contact with the 
enemy in small force; deployed three companies to the left of the road ; 
dexoloyed a line of skirmishers 500 yards to left of woods, the right rest- 
ing in woods on right of road; also sent four companies, under com- 
mand of Oapt. Jonas Schoonover, to cover two roads leading from main 
road; commenced liring and drove the enemy from their x>osition; 
advanced steadily to a ridge in 'oxien held about one mile from the 
bridge; threw up some works and extended the line to connect with 
Caxitain Schoonover; here waited until the bridge was finished, then 
joined the brigade in the field and camped for tlie night. 3d, moved at 
10 a. m. and marched all day and night; made a distance of ten miles; 
camped near Milieu, Ga. 4th, moved at 9 a. m.; marched about three 
miles; halted for rexiairing of a bridge; move(l again at 2.30 ii. m.; 
arrived at Big Horse Creek, and halted for trains "to pass; crossed at 
8 and camped for the night. 5th, moved at 7 a. m.; Twenty-ninth in 
charge of Hirst and Third Brigade trains ; moved fifteen miles and went 
into camx) at 5 p. m. 6th, moved at 9; halted for suxiper at 6 x). m.; 
then crossed a big swamp and camxied for the night. 7th, marched at 
7 a. m.; Twenty-ninth assisted the trains; crossed Turkey Creek at 
dark; camped near Springfield. 8th, moved at 7 a. m, ; marched twelve 
miles and camxied for the night. 9th, marched at 9 a. m ; took dinner 
near Eden; went into camp for the night at Waltliour [MonteithJ 
Swamx). 10th, received orders to report to Colonel Jones, Second Bri- 
gade; joined Second Brigade and marched back to the train; Twenty- 
ninth took xmsition on the same grounds where wo got dinner on the 
9th; sent a company forward about 600 yards Tor picket; moved at 12 
m.; Twenty-ninth took position in front of last 100 wagons; marched 
very briskly until 6 p. m.; joined First Brigade and went into camp for 
the night. 11th, moved at 10 a. m. ; Twenty-ninth on right of First Bri- 
gade; moved to the Savannah Eiver, with instructions to deploy a line 
connecting with Third Brigade on the right and extending to the river, 
with a heavy reserve at the river; found Colonel Barnuin’s line rested 
on it, and took x)Osition in supx^orting distance of his left; followed his 
skirmishers in line of battle to a fence about 700 yards from the enemy’s 
works; remained here until 4 x^. m.; joined the brigade, and moved to 
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inovetl the Iweiity-iiintli to the rear about 300 yards: ])repared timber 
ior ntle-piisj at 4 ]). m. took the four rig-ht companies on to the iiicket- 


tak(i charge ot the lortrhcations iii front of the First Brigade: com- 
menced work at dark. While laying out a coimeotion between Forts 2

Lieutenant: In compliance with circular from headquarters First 
Brigade, Second Division, Twentieth Corps, dated Savannah, Ga., 
December 23, 1804, 1 have the honor most respectfully to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

1 took command of the Twenty-ninth Ohio in front of Savannah, Ga., 
December 20, 1804. Nothing worthy of note occurred during this day. 
At 4 a. 111 . of the 21st the Twenty-ninth, in advance of First Brigade, 
lookup a line of march to the city of Savannah, and from there to Fort 
Jackson, Ga., where 1 reported to Colonel Flynn, of the Twenty-eighth 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, for duty, and performed garrison duty until 
December 24, when the Twenty-ninth Avas ordered to march at 9.30 
a., m., Twenty-ninth in rear of Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
and marched to and through the city where we are now encamped.

This campaign is, throughout its entire extent, void ol interest to mo | 
soldier, as we had such unparalleled success that a great part oi the j 
army has not had occasion to form for battle; few bloody neids have j 
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boeu lost or won; no sieges have been commenced and ended, as the 
oiioniy has not in one instance made a stand of sufficient length to re- 
quire the necessity of such measures. 

h roin the 2d oi September to the 9th of ISTovember, 1864, nothing 
niore ttian tlie regular routine of camp duties occurred. On the morn- 
-^ovember 9 we were unceremoniously awakened by the rattling

we halti'd at 12 ]). m. for the night; di.stance marched, fifteen niiki. 
No vember 16, startiMl at 9 a. m. and marched fast for a distance of twelve 
niiles; halted tor diiiner at 2 p. in. one mile from hock Bridge. We 
crossed \ elloAV River and encamped for the night, after marching 
twelve miles without interest. November 17, started at 6 a. in^ 
niarehed until 12.15 ]). in.; halted for dinner; started at 2 p. m. and 
iinirelied to 'witliin six miles of Social Circle, on the Georgia Central 
Baalroad; we halted and encamped here for the night, after a tedious 
niarcli of fourteen niiles.

We here 
burned the depot and store-house containing some rebel stores and 
still tc id again at 2 p. in. and marched to within a distance of two niiles 
ot Madison, vliere wo encamped for the night; distance marched 
nineteen miles. November 19, started at 5 a. m. ; passed through 
Madison at daylight; halted at 12 in. at Buck Head for diiinS'* 
startcMl again at 1 p. m. and at 5 p. m. we halted at Jordan’s planta- 
tion. ihe, TAventy-eighth Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteer Infantry 
h(‘,re Uissisted to tear ui) the railroad and destroyed 3,000 bushels effi 
corn a,nd 600 bales of eotton. We marched this day sixteen miles. 
November 20, started at 7 a. m. and marched eight miles without inci 
dent; halted for dinner at 12 in.; at 2 p. m. Ve started, and, after 
mare ling seven miles, encamped for the night at 6 p. m. ; distance 
marched, fifteen miles. November 21, started at 7 a. in., the Twenty 
eighth Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteer Infantry in advance of the 
division; halted for dinner at 1..30 p. m., and moved out ao-ain 
without incident at 2.30 p. in. and marched to Doctor Nesbit’s planta 
tioii, Avhere Ave were posted as picket guard for the division- this 
AA^a,s a very cold day and night; distance marched nine miles.’

and worked until 1 p. m., when ive rested for dinner, and at 4 xi. m. we 
started for Havisborough, and after a tedious marcli we arrived there 
at 9x3* m., marching to-day a distance often miles, hioveinber 28, 
went to work again on the railroad, about ffve miles west ot Davis- 
borough, at 7.30 a. m., and halted at 1 p- iiL for dinner; at 3 i). ni. 
commenced again and worked until 5 p. m.; the rebels made a dash 
upon the Third Brigade, and the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania Veteran 
Volunteer Infantry, in comxiany with the First Brigade, started t() 
re-enforce them, but they had already been dispersed.

distance marched, ten miles. December 3, started again at 2 p. m., and | 

after tedious marching through swamxis and in the rain, halting about 
every 100 steps, we stopped at 6.30 a. m. of the 4th; distance marched, ^ 
twelve miles in direction east-southeast and northeast of Millen, 
crossing Little Buck Head Creek, having marched all night; a dis- j 
tance of twelve miles. December 4, started at 9.30 a. m. and marched 
until 11 a. m.; halted for dinner and were oft’ again at 3 p. in., 
marching across a large swamx), and halted one mile from Horse 
Creek at 8 p. m., after marching eight miles ivithout incident. De- 
cember 5, this day we marched ivith the wagons, assisting them | 
over the many muddy xhaces in the road, and halting for the night [ 
at 6 p. m.; distance marched, fifteen miles. December 6, like yes- [ 
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toi day , we spent tliis one with the teams and without halting for 
iiiiy length oi tune; we encamped at 6.30 p. m. ; inarched ten miles. De- 
cember 7, again with the wagons, raining nearly all day and very bad 
roads; we marched ten miles in the direction of Springfield and 
encamiied at 8 p. m. December 8, started at 8 a. m.; passed through 
bpringfield, a small village; marching rather fast; halted for tht' 
iiiglit tit 4 p. iii.j liti'ving' iiitirclicd tliirtGGii inilcs. D6C6iiil)6r 9, tliis ‘vvorS 
the first day that we heard artillery firing in onr front. • We Parted at 
7 a. in., and having marched two miles halted to issue rations; started 
again at 1 p. ni. and halted at 8 p. ni. ; distance marched, eight miles. 
December 10, we moved oft this day at 12.30 p. m.; inarched steady on 
a splendid road with the wagons until we came to about five miles of 
Savannah, where we halted at 5 p. m. and encamped for the night, after 
inarching eleven miles. This day we came up to the rebel intrenchineiits. 

Deceinber 11, at 10 a. in. we left camp and moved off in the direction 
of the Savannah River, which "we struck at 2 p. m. From this point 
we had a fine view of the rebel fortifications about one mile off. Left 
here at 4.30 p. m. and moved on a road running at right angles about 
hall a mile. We here relieved the Second Brigade and were iiostedin 
line, the Sixty-sixth Ohio Yolunteer Infantry on our right, and the 
Twenty-ninth Ohio Volunteer Infantry on our left. Here Ave found a 
dike or drain for a rice plantation, which formed a very good rifle- 
work. December 12, at 1 a. m. -we moved about half a mile to the left, 
without knapsacks, and lay here until 4 a. m. in support of the Third 
Brigade, which were to charge the enemy’s works. The order being 
countermanded Ave returned to our original position at 4.15 a. m. Re- 
mained here all day without incident. Heard occasional shots of artil- 
lery all night. December 13, still in the same position. We to-day 
inii>roved the breast- work and put the camp in order. Heavy firing on 
our right. No incident of note occurred to-day. December 14, the 
rebels opened their fire on. the skirmish pits, which the TAventy-ninth 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry had constructed yesterday early; a few shots 
Avent over camp, but none doing any damage. Received official notice 
of the capture of Fort McAllister, by the Second Division, Fifteenth 
Army Corps, thus allowing General Sherman to communicate Avith the 
fleet and army of General Foster. December 15 and 16, still in 
the same position. The rebels shell our camp continually, but 
do no damage. No incidents of note occurred during these days. 
December 17, still in the same x)ositiou. Received our first mail 
to-day since leaving Atlanta. Nothing occurred beyond the reg- 
ular routine of cami) life. Heavy detail from the regiment to-night 
for fatigue duty. Building lunettes calculated for some heavy pieces. 
December 18, very hot weather; nothing of imx)ortance occurred; 
do not think the enemy has seen the lunettes built last night, AALich 
accounts for their not shelling them. December 19, the enemy shelled 
our works vigorously to-night, killing and wounding several of the 
brigade, blit none of the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteer Infan- 
try; nothing of importance occurred. December 20, still in the same 
X)osition; the rebels Avere rather quiet until about 4 p. m., when they 
shelled our works, wounding some more of the brigade; they con- 
tinued shelling until 1 a. m. of the 21st, Avhen Ave received notice 
that they Avere evacuating the city. To confirm this we marched into 
the city at daylight, and the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteer 
Infantry and the Twenty-ninth Ohio Volunteer Infantry passed on to 
Fort Jackson, four miles doAvn the river; here we arrived at 7 a. m.; 
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we entered the fort and immediately thing’ our colors to tlie hnu'zo ; 
we found the enemy had retreated, leaving the fort on <>i»« 

the magazines blown up; we cairtured in the fort and vicinity: ' 

Of the 91 guns captured, 11 only Avere found to have been spiked aiicl 
shotted. The gun carriages Avere broken and temporarily disabled, 
and all the implements Avere broken and destroyed. 

Thus has closed xirobably one of the most tedious, and yet one (> : the 
most siicc6ssftil Ccimpaigns on record iu tlioworldy Jiud BtiikiiifiC 
example of Avbat can be accomplished Avheii the soldiers of a country 
Avork Avith their general and he Avith them. W e have been some thirty-, 
six days on the march, and traveled a distance of 320 miles. We are 
noAV holding the defenses of our capture, but probably before long Ave 
may be on another move, and it is hoped that General bherman and 
his army may be as successful as they have been in accomplishing tlic 
downfall of Savannah, Ga., Decemlier 21, 1801.

Sib: Iu compliance Avitli circular dated headquarters First Brigade, 
Second Division, Twentieth Army Goiqis, December 23, 1804, 1 hav(‘. the 
honor to submit tlie folloAving report: 

On the 2d day of September Ave lay in line of Avorks built by UvS a 
few days prcAnous along the Chattahoochee Elver, and remained until 
September 4, Avhen orders were received to strike tents as the brigade 
was ordered to Atlanta. We took up tire line of march at 9.30 a. m., 
reaching the city at 1 p. m. Here avc Avere imt into line of Arorks built 
by the enemy on the west side of the city, Avliere Ave remained until 
November 15. WeAvere, on account of the movement of the troopvS, 
obliged to change camp several times. We assisted in building the 
fortifications around the city. November 9, the enemy, Avith a strong' 
force of cavalry and four pieces of artillery, made an attaclc at 7 a. in. 
on my immediate front, driving in the picket-line, advancing to Avithiii 
200 yards of the main line. At the first firing I immediately ordered 
one company across the railroad into the fort on my right, where they 
0 X 1 eued fire on the enemy, repulsing them almost instantly. My skir- 
mishers advanced immediately and took iiossession of tlie x>icket-line, 
finding 2 killed, 2 wounded, and 1 prisoner of the enemy inside of the 
picket-line; there Avas no loss out of my regiment. 'While encainxied 
at Atlanta, Ga., repeated orders Avere received to make xireparatio’iis 
for a fifty days’ campaign. November 15, we took up tbe line of march, 
moving xB’iRcipally in an eastern direction nearly parallel witli the 
Augusta and Atlanta Eailroad until AAdiere it crosses the Oconee Eiver,

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from wlieiice we struck soutli toward Milledgeville, Ga., reacliiiig it on 
tlie nigiit of tlie22d. On the morning of the 24tli we again took up 
the line of m arch, moving principally southeast until December 11, 
which brought us Avithin four miles of the city of Savannah, Ga. Here 
the enemy was found in force and well fortified. On the evening of 
this day Ave Avme idaced in line, my right connecting Avith the Fifth 
Itegiment Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and my left with the Sixtieth 
Kegiinent Hew York Volunteers, Third Brigade, Second Division, 
Twentieth Army Oorj^s. Here we jDut up a line of Avorks, Avhere we 
reinained luitil the morning of the 21st. The shelling of the enemy’s 
guns was rather annoying, scattering in all directions through the 
camp. I had 3 men wounded, 2 of Avhom have since died. On the 
morning of tlio 21st, finding the enemy’s works evacuated, Ave imme- 
diately folloAved tip their retreat into the city of Savannah, Ga. 

In conclusion I beg leave to thank the officers and men for their uni- 
formity and Avillin guess in discharging their duties. Our marches were 
long and tedious, marching over 300 miles in twenty-six days. 
Ac<iom])anying x>loase find re^Aort of casualties.*

Report of Col. Patrick II. Jones, One hundred and fifty-fourth JVeio 
infiMiiry., commanding Second Brigade, of operations Septemher 18- 
Deeember VI. 

llDQiis. Second Brig.,- Second Div., Taventieti-i Corps, 

Savannah, Ga., Becemher 31, 1864.'' 
Captain : I have the honor to state that on the 18th of September, 
1804, X assumed command of this brigade, which was then lying in camp 
about 200 yards north of the McDonough road and southwest of 
Atlanta nearly three-quarters of a mile, Avhere it remained until 3 p. 
in. Hovember 5, 1804, when orders were received to be in readiness to 
march at an hour’s notice. At 4 x>. m. on the same day broke camp 
and marched about one mile in a southerly direction, and encamped for 
the night on or near the McDonough road. On the following day orders 
Avefe received to return, Avhen we marched back and reoccuiiied our 
camp. My brigade furnished all required details for fatigue and for- 
aging expeditions during the occupation of Atlanta, Ga. On the morn- 
ing of Hovember 15, 1864, at 7 o’clock, Ave again broke camp, in accord- 
ance Avith orders received the previous evening, Avith thirty days’ 
rations and sixty rounds of ammunition (in cartridge-boxes and knap- 
sacks) per man. The course from Atlanta was southeasterly, along the 
Decatur jiike, jiassing scAmral small villages, of which the following in 
their order are the most prominent: Decatur, Stone Mountain, Social 
Circle, Madison, and on the 22d of Hovember, 1864, reached Milledge- 
ville, Ga., where Ave remained one day. On the 24th instant resumed 
the march in an easterly direction to Sandersville, from which place 
our course was due south to a point on the Macon and Savannah Eail- 
road called Tennille, or Station Ho. 13. The brigade assisted in destroy-

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ing tlie railroad track until noon, when the march rms resumed in the 
direction of Davishorough, where I arrived at 1 0 p. m. November 27 , 18(14- 
On the following morning the brigade was det^iched tor the purpose oi 
escorting the headquarters train Twentieth Corps to Spiers Station, 
where I encamped for the night. On the morning of November 29, 1804, 

I received orders to march the brigade to Station No. 10 J, on the Macon 
and Savannah Itailroad, with instructions to destroy one mile of rail- 
road track to the west of said station, and to the east ajS far as the 
Ogeechee Eiver, and also the bridge crossing it, which I did^ in a very 
effectual manner. The advance of the brigade marched as far as Sta- 
tion No. 10, destroying some cotton and cotton gins, and rejoined the 
brigade at the river before the destruction of the bridge and trestle- 
wmrk was completed. During the afternoon of the 30th I was ordered 
to rejoin the division, and a guide was sent to conduct the brigatle. 
After a tedious night march of about fifteen miles I reported the brigade 
to the division commander about three miles, north of Louisville, Ga. 

On the following morning the inarch was resumed, but, until the 9th 
of December, nothing of importance occurred. On that day the First 
Division, having the advance of the corps, encountered a force of the 
enemy intrenched behind a swamp about thirteen miles north of Sa- 
vannah, when this brigade was ordered to the suxiport of Colonel Car- 
man’s brigade, of the First Division, then xireparing to attack the 
enemy. I reported with the brigade at the iilace indicated, but the 
enemy in the meantime abandoned the position, and I was directed to 
return and rejoin the division, which 1 did at night-fall of that day. On 
the following morning, December 10, 1 was ordered to march about two 
miles to the rear, where the train of the coips was X)arked and cover 
the approaches leading to it, and when it moved, follow at aproiier dis- 
tance as rear guard, for which xmrpose a section of Winegar’s (New York) 
battery reported to me, together with one regiment of the First Bri- 
gade (the Twenty-ninth Ohio Yeteran Yolunteers). The train moved 
forward at 1 p. m. and went into camp about midnight on the line of 
the Charleston and Savannah Eailroad, about five miles from the city. 
On the morning of December 11 the Third Brigade of this division, 
under command of Colonel Barnuin, having reconnoitered the position 
of the enemy with a view to selecting ground for future operations, I 
was, about 10 a. m., ordered to move the brigade to the front and the left 
of our position on the Charleston and Savannah Eailroad, and subse- 
quently, at 3 p. m,, assigned position, the left resting on the Savannah 
Eiver and about three miles distant from the city, the brigade in the 
reserve of the division and about 500 yards behind the first line, com- 
posed of the Third and First Brigades. Dnder the instructions of the 
division commander I made disposition to protect the artillery in posi- 
tion on the river-bank and to xncket the west bank of the river. On 
the 13th I was ordered to send a small force to the north of Hutchin-' 
son’s Island, in the Savannah Eiver, to observe the movements of the 
enemy and secure a rice mill on that i)art of the island which was to be 
used as a x)ost of observation for our artillery and staff:' officers. Maj. 
William^ H. Hoyt, One hundred and thirty-fourth New York Yolun- 
teers,' with sixty men, was sent for this i)urpose, and his force being 
insufficient I was further ordered by General Geary, commanding 
division, to send a small regiment for the x)urx)ose. Lieut. Col. A. H. 
.Jackson, One hundred and thirty-fourth New York Yolunteers, was 
accordingly sent, and subsequently the Seventy-third Pennsylvania 
Yeteran Yolunteers, Maj. (now Lieut-Col.) 0. 0. Oresson command- 
ing. These regiments remained there until the morning of the 21st 
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instant. Tlie enemy having evacuated the city of Savannah on the 
night previous, on the morning of the 21st, about 4 o’clock, I was ordered 
to withdraw the regiments upon the island and march the brigade for- 
ward' to the line of works formerly occupied by the enemy, and upon 
arriving there the general commanding division sent me orders to 
inarch to the city. Arriving in the* city I was assigned the city parade- 
grounds, or Forsyth Place, as a ground for encampment, and the bri- 
gade assigned to the duty of guarding and patrolling a district of the 
ci ty. 

The casualties of the brigade during the operations embraced in this 
rexiort were slight. A tabular statement accoinxianies this rejiort. 
Tlie officers and men of the command behaved with much considera- 
tion and propriety of conduct during the march, and but fewinstances 
of wanton destruction of property or pillage occurred. 

To the officers of the staff I am under obligations for the faithful and 
diligent discharge of the duties devolving uiion them.

Report of Col. George W. Mindil, Thirty-third New Jersey Infantry, of 
operations Septemher ^-December 21. 

Hdqrs. Thirty-thtrd New Jersey Volunteers, 

Savannah, Ga., December 20, 1864. 

Captain : I have the honor to submit the following official report of 
the movements of my regiment from the 2d of September to the 21st 
of December, 1864: 

Upon entering the city of xltlanta the regiment w^as assigned a jier- 
manent camxi to the right of the McDonough road, about one mile and 
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alialf from the court-hoiuse. In tliis camp it remained, devoting’ itn 
time to drill and parades, a, ml receiving complete outfits of c,lothiiig 
and camp and garrison equipage. On the 5th of November camp was 
broken and the regiment moved with the brigade at 3 p. m. out U])(ni 
the McDonough ro"ad, camping two miles and a half from the city. ( )m 
the 6th of November we returned to our old quarters. November 10, 
broke camx) at 7 a. m., moved out upon the Decatur road and cani jXMl at 
12 p. m. near Stone Mountain. November 16, moved at 8 a. in. and led 
the coriisj inarched fifteen miles, crossing Yellow Ilivcw at Rock Bridge, 
and halting for the night five miles beyond it on tln^ Sheffield rosid. 
November 17, moved at 6.30 a. m., marching througli Sheffield over the 
Ulcofaiihachee, and camped two miles from Social Circle. Novei»il)er 
18, moved at 5.30 a. m., passing Rutledge, and camped at 5.30 p. in. one 
mile from Madison. November 19, moved at 5 a. m., passing through 
Madison; halted for dinner at Buck Head Station, and continued the 
march to within one mile and a half of Oconee River on Georgia rail- 
road; tore up track afternoon and evening. November 20, moved at 7 
a. m. toward Eatonton, passing Barks’ Bridge and Glade’s Cross-Roads ; 
camped near Denham’s Tannery at 6 p. m. November 21, moved 
at 6 a. m. toward Eatonton. November 22, struck Eatonton Branch 
Railroad, and passing through Milledgeville and over the Ocone(‘. River, 
camped two miles beyond it. November 23, in camp. Noveiiiber 24, 
moved at 10 a. m. on road to Hebron. November 25, passed through 
Hebron. November 20, entered Sandersville, and passed on to Tennille, 
on railroad, and camped tliree miles beyond it. November 27, moved at 7 
a. m. and torenp seven miles of railroad and marched to Davisborongh. 
November 28, brigade detached to guard the cori)s licadquarters train; 
marched to Spiers Station on railroad. November 29, brigade again 
detached; moved by by-road to Station 10|; tore up railroad to bridge 
over the Ogeechee River. November 30, burned the bridge and then 
marched to Louisville, via Watkins’ Bridge, reaching camp of division 
at 12 p. m. 

December 1, moved at 8 a. m. and camped beyond Birdville. Decem- 
ber 2, moved at 6 a. in. toward Millen and camped at Buck Head Creek. 
December 3, moved at 10 a. in.; crossed Augusta and IMilleii Railroad; 
camped six miles beyond it on the Sylvania road. December 4, moved 
at 7.30 a. m.; camped at Horse Creek. December 5, marched fourteen 
miles and camped, leaving Sylvania to our left. December 6, continued 
the march toward Springfield; roads very soft and marshy; camped 
after a tedious march of six miles. December 7, still continued the 
march toward Springfield and camped for the night near it. Decembe” 
8, iiassed Springfield and marched twelve miles and camped near Zioi' 
Church. December 9, moved at 10 a. ni. and struck Savannah road. 
Eirst Division, Twentieth Array Corps, on our front; skirmished with 
the enemy, who had a battery in position covering the road; camped 
for the night sixteen miles from Savannah. December 10, luisliing on, 
passed Harrison’s iilantation and Fourteenth Army Corps, struck 
Savannah and Charleston Railroad nine miles and a lialf from the city, 
and camped five miles and a half from it that night. December 11, 
placed in iiosition as reserves on banks of Savannah River, oj^posite 
Hutchinson’s Island and confronting the enemy’s right flank, being in 
rear of the Third Brigade. December 12 to 20, remained in the 
same position. December 21, entered the city of Savannah at 8 a. m. 
and were assigned a camp on the parade of the city. 

During the entire campaign the troox)S liave subsisted uj)on the 
country, and found food of all kinds in abundance, never suffering from 
scarcity of provisions. In front of Savannah we were unprotected by 
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breast- works, being in the reserve line, and subject to a heavy fire of 
shrapiiel and shell trom the opposing batteries of the enemy in onr 
front, and to a heavy and provoking lire from a Confederate gun-boat 
ill the far oliannel round liutchinsoifs Island. 

1 am happy to state but one casualty occurred, viz, the slight wound- 
ing of Private Terrence Sweeney, Company D. 

Those soldiers reported as deserters in 'the accompanying schedule 
were all troublesome characters, and, despite repeated remonstrance and 
punishment and the constant vigilance of ofBcers, succeeded in strag- 
gling and were captured by the enemy. Their absence being willful, I 
have marked them as deserters to the enemy, so that after exchange they 
sire to be tried for this heiii ous oliense. • Before leaving Atlanta I received 
13(1 substitutes, nearly all being raw recruits, many of them foreigners 
and unable either to write or speak the English language, and owing to 
lihysical disability caused by the exhaustion attendant upon so severe 
a campaign to new soldiers, many were compelled to leave the ranks at 
times, and by becoming separated fi-om the regiment during its night 
inarches, and being unable to intelligibly define their wants and ask 
the location of their regiment, have as yet failed to return, and are 
reiiorted absent vdthout leave. The larger part of these, it is to be 
hoped, are with some of the other corps, and will soon find their way 
into camp. 

The command needs a complete outfit of clothing, shoes, &c., and 
will then be ready for a new campaign, as both health and esiirit are 
excellent.

f Savamiah, Oa., December 23, 1864. 

I Sir : In compliance with circular order 1 have the honor to submit 

I the following resume of events since September 1, 1864, and report of 
the part taken by my regiment in the campaign juvst closed by the fall 
of Savannah, Ga. : 

September 1, regiment engaged in building works near Pace’s Perry. 
September 2, still at Pace’s Perry; 1 ]i. m. our brigade received orders 
to move, and at 8 p. m. we halted at Atlanta. September 3, moved out 
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and occux)ied rebel works on easterly side of tbe city. September 4, 
assigned ])osition on westerly side of M<3Donougli road. September 5 
to November 5, inclusive, regiment occupied same position. On the 
afternoon of November 5 regiment was ordered to bo ready to move, 
and at 3 in m. inarclied out on McDonougli road about one mile and a 
lialf and bivouacked for tbe nigbt, and on Otb of November returned to 
our camp, where regiment remained until the morning ot November 15, 
when regiment moved from camp and marched to the vicinity of Stone 
Mountain. On the 10th of November inarch resumed j bivouacked at 
night near Sheffield. November 17, marched to vicinity of Social Gird e, 
destroying railroad track. November 18, moved at 5 a. m.; iiassed 
through Social Circle and bivouacked near Madison; portions of rail- 
road track destroyed. November 19, moved at 5 a. m. ; passed througli 
Madison, the division being on special duty ; several miles of railroad 
track destroyed, also depot at Buck Head; cavalry burned railroad 
bridge over Oconee River. November 20, moved at 7 a. m. ; bivouacked 
at Denham’s Mill. November 21, moved at 8 a. m. and marched toward 
the Oconee River; bivouacked about six miles from Eatonfbn. Novem- 
ber 22, moved at 0.30 a. m. and crossed the Oconee River, and reached 
Milledgeville at 5 p. m. ; passed througli and bivouacked on the south, 
side of the Oconee River. November 23, resting at Milledgeville. 
November 24, moved about eleven miles and bivouacked near Gmn 
Greek. November 25, moved at 7 a. m. and bivouacdced at Buffalo 
Greek. November 20, moved at C a. m., reaching Saudersville at I p. 
m.; at 4 p. in. moved to Tennille. November 27, moved at 6 a. m. ; 
engaged all day in destroying railroad track and liridges; bivouacked 
at Davisborough. November 28, moved at 11 a. m. and reached Spiers 
at 0 p. m. and bivouacked. November 29, moved at 8 a. m. and inarched 
toBostwick; regiment engaged in tearing up and destroying railroad 
track. November 30, burned bridge over Ogeechee River, and trestle- 
work over Williamson’s Swamj). At 4 p. m. moved to rejoin division and 
reached Louisville at 9 p. m., where we bivouacked. 

December 1, moved at 11 a. m. in the direction of Milieu and biv- 
ouacked at iiiglit about twelve miles northeast from Milieu. December 
2, moved at 0 a. m. and bivouacked near Buck Head Greek. Decem- 
ber 3, moved at 11 a. m. and bivouacked near Greek; division 

as rear guard. December 4, moved at 10.30 a. m. and bivouacked 
near Horse Greek. December 5, moved at daylight and crossed Horse 
Greek; division still rear guard. December 0, regiment detailed to 
forage for brigade. December 7, regiment still on duty foraging for 
brigade; rejoined same near Springfield. December 8, moved at 7 a. 
m. and crossed Ebenezer Greek, and bivouacked for the night near Eden. 
December 9, moved at 8 a. m., First Division leading; at 2 p. m. rebels 
opened with artillery on the advance; the enemy was soon driven; 
our brigade sent to support Golonel Carman’s brigade, of the First 
Division; the enemy retreated and we were not needed; bivouacked 
for the night fourteen miles from Savannah. December 10, moved at 
2.30 p. m. and bivouacked four miles from Savannah. December 11 to 
20, in reserve in rear of first line. December 21, moved at 5 a. m. and 
entered Savannah at 0.30 a’, m. 

There are no casualties to report.

Keport of the One hundred and thirty-fourth New York Tolunteers 
from the capture of Atlanta, Ga., September 2, 1804, to the 21st of 
December, 1804, when the regiment entered the city of Savannah, Ga • 

September 2, the regiment, commanded by Oapt. Otis Guffin, Gom- 
pany F, was ordered to march at 12 m.; advanced Avith the brigade into 
the city of Atlanta, Ga. September 3, took position witb the brigade in 
the outer works of the city. September 4, was ordered to take a new 
position farther to the right and bivouacked for the night. September 5, 
Avent into camp in rear of the Arorks and did its regular picket duty and 
fatigue. September 11, Maj. William H. Hoyt took command of the regi- 
ment and relieved Capt. Otis Guffin. September 13, changed camp : the 
regiment took a neAV position in the works, where it remained, under com- 
mand of Maj. lYilliam H. Hoyt, doing its regular picket and fatigue duty 
and participating in the foraging expeditious until November 5, when it 
Avas ordered to move with the corps out of the works on the Macon road 
and encamp. November 6, the regiment returned to its old camp and 
remained until November 15, when it moved out of the city of Atlanta,' 
Ga., AAdth the army in the Savannah campaign; marched to near Stone 
Mountain and encamped at midnight. November 16, marched at 8 
a. in.; Dieut. Col. Allan H, Jackson relieved Maj. AViliiam H. Hoyt, and 
took command of the regiment. November 17, broke camp at 5 a, m. 
and in arcl led first in line, guarding the train; passed through Sheffield- 
crossed Gum Greek; lialted for the night four miles from Social Gircle. 
November 18, marched at 5 a. m„ passed through Social Gircle, and 
advanced to Avithin two miles of Madison. November 19, moved out 
with the Second Division on a separate expedition ; no lighting occurred • 
joined the corps in company Avith the brigade and division November 22’ 
and entered the city of Milled geville, Ga.; went into camp late at night. 
November 23, regiment lay still. November 24, marched until late at 
night. November 25, crossed a large SAvamp and encamped for the 
night. November 20, advanced into Sandersville ; One hundred and 
thirty-fourth New York Volunteers formed part of the grand guard of 
the division. _ November 27, the regiment assisted in destroying a part 
of the Georgia Gentral Kailroad. November 28, assisted the brigade in 
guarding the corps headquarters train to the Station No. 11. Novem- 
ber 29, marched about seven miles, and destroyed railroad track the 
remainder of the day. November 30, assisted in destroying a railroad 
bridge across the Ogeechee Eiver; marched fifteen miles '‘at night to 
join the division. 

December 1, regiment marched in advance of tlie ordnance train of 
the division. December 2, marched to Buck Head Greek and encamped 
for the night. December 3, guarded the train. December 4, marched 
with the brigade and went into camp 7 p. m. December 5, marched 
steadily all day. December 6, marched through a marshy country. 
December 7, had difficulty crossing swamps. December 8, advanced 
with division toward Savannah; did not encounter the enemy. Decem- 
ber 9, advanced, Avith skirmishing in front; First DiA'^ision met the 
eneiny; One hundred and thirty-fourth New York A^olunteers, leading 
the Second Brigade, were ordered to support the First Division; ad- 
vanced splendidly on the double-quick; the enemy retreated; regi-

ineiit went on picket. December 10, regiment reinaiued on piclcet until 
1 p. ni. : advanced to witliin six miles ol Bavannali. Deccinber 11, 
moved at 8 a. m. slowly toward the left 5 tooka iwsition in range of the 
enemy’s guns 5 were relieved and took a position on the lett, on the 
river-baiik in range of the eneiny’s^ guns. December 12, regiment lay 
still. December 13, had 1 commissioned officer killed and 1. man 
wounded 5 at night regiment crossed the river and tortilied on Hutch- 
inson’s Ivsland. December 14, advanced and took possession oi rice mill 
and vsettlement, and fortified our position; held our position under a 
severe artillery lire from the enemy (where we had () men wounded and 
1 killed) until December 21, when the enemy had evacuated the night 
before and the regiment advanced into the city ot Havainnah.

Colonel: In obedience to the requirements of circular of the 23d 
instant, I have the honor to make the following r(q)ort of the part 
taken by the One hundred and fifty-fourth liegiment New York \’'o]un- 
teei’s, under my command, in tlie various movements of the Army of 
Georgia from the 15th day of November to the 21st day of December, 
1864, inclusive: 

November 15, inarched at 8 a. m, toward Decatur, tlie regiment 
leading the brigade; passed through Decatur and en(aim])ed within 
three miles of Stone Mountain. November 16, marched at 8 a. m., 
Second Brigade leading the corps; course, easterly along the line 
of the Georgia railroad. November 17, marched at 5 a. m. ; course, 

tlie same as yesterday. November IS, marched at 5 a. ni. ; passed 

through the village "of Social Circle, and eimamped witliin two 
miles of Madison, November 11), marched at 5 a. m.; passed through 
Madison at daybreak; folhnved the line of the railroad, a considerable 
Xiortion of which we tore up and burned, and encamped wdthin two 
miles of the Oconee River. November 20, marched at 7 a. m. ; course, 
down the right bank of the river toward Milledgeville. November 21, 
marched at 7.30 a. m. in a southerly direction, passing about six miles 
to the left of Eatonton. November 22, marched at 6 a. m., the regi- 
ment leading the division; crossed Little River on pontoon bridge; 

entered Milledgeville at dark; crossed to left bank of the river and 
encamped at 10 ji. in.; entire regiment on picket. November 23, regi- 
ment on picket until near night, and was then relieved by troops of 
Third Brigade; did not march to-day. November 24, marched at 7 a. 
m. toward Sandersville. November 25, marched at 6.30 a. m. ; passed 
through Hebron ; halted near Buffalo Creek, wdiile the bridge was being 
rebuilt; crossed after dark and encamped on the left bank. November

dersville about noon; halted until nearly night and then marched to 
the Georgia Central Railroad, which we struck at Teniiille Station ; 
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moved easterly along the road about two miles and encamiDed. INovem- 
ber 27 y roused up jibout 1 a. in. by a false alarm j moved the regiment 
to a new position; at 7 a. m. moved out upon the railroad, halting to 
tear up^ and burn the track as we advanced ; followed the railroad 
about live miles, and tlien marched to- Davisborough, where we 
encamjied at 10 p. in. November 28, brigade detailed to accompany the 
corps train to Spiers Station, to march at 10 a. m., the One hundred 
and lifty- fourth New York leading the brigade; reached the station at 
sunset; roginient on picket. November 29, marched at 7 a. m. towai?d 
Station No. 10; reached here at 12 m. and jjassed the remainder of the 
day tearing up and Inirning the track from one mile west of the station 
to the Ogeechee liiver. November 30, passed nearly the whole day 
destroying the railroad bridge over the Ogeechee Eiver; at 4 p. m. 
marched to join the division, which was encamped near Louisville; 
crossed the river here and encamped at 9 p. m. 

l)e('.ember 1, marched at 8 a. m.; regiment guard to headquarters 
Left Wing; course, southeast toward Millen. December 2, marched at 
() a. m.; course, same as ye,sterday; crossed Buck Head Creek and 
encamped near its eastern bank. December 3, marched at 10 a. m.; 
regiment guard to division train ; crossed the Augusta railroad about 
three miles north of Millen just at dark; moved slowly on and en- 
camped at 10.30 p. m. Decejnber 4, marched at 10 a. m. in rear of corps 
aiid^cavalry train; course, toward Springfield. December 5, marched 
sit. 7 i\. in.; course, same as yesterday. December 0, marched at 
8 a. in.; same course. December 7, marched at 7 a. m. and en- 
camped at 8 p. m. within one mile of Springfield. December 8, 
marched at, 0.30 a. m., passing through Springfield. December 9, 
inarched at 7.30 a. m.; course, toward Savannah; some skirmishing 
in our front; regiment not engaged. December 10, Second Brigade 
marched back about two miles ami took position in rear of the train, 
which we Avere to guard tins day; moved forward at 12 m.; struck 
the Charleston railroad just liefore night and ten miles from Savannah; 
encamped at 8 p. m. witliiii fi ve miles of the city. December 11, moved 
at 10 a. 111 . toward the river; took i)o.sition in front of the enemy’s 
lines, wliicli were covered by a canal and rice marsh ; threw forward 
skirmishers and remained here for three hours, when we were re- 
lieved by the First Brigade, and moved to the left and rear, and en- 
eamiied on the bank of tlie river hi rear of the lines of the Third Brigade, 
where rve remained, furnishing pickets for the river-bank and also 
heavy fatigue'details for the fortifications in our front until the morning 
of December 21, when, the enemy having evacuated during the preced- 
ing night, Ave moved foiurard into the city, and encamped just outside, 
at the terminus of Bull street. 

The casualties during the time covered by the above report Aimre as 
folloAvs.* 


Several others received slight injuries from contusion by shells, AA^hich 
burst in camxi at various times betAveen the 11th and 2l8t, but the 
injuries Avere not sufficiently serious to call for a report.

Report of Lieut. Gol Charles G. Gresson^ Beveiity-third Pemsylvania 

Infantry. 

Hdqrs. Seventy-third Pennsylvania Veteran Yols., 

Savannah, Qa., December 26, 1864.* 

When [November 15] we again broke camp and resumed the line of 
march, having an uiiinterruxited march, with little variety, subsi»sting* 
chielly on the country through which we passed, losing no men by 
straggling or capture, arriving in front of Savannah, Ga., on the even- 
ing of December 10, and took up position the day following on the bank 
of the river directly oi)X)osite the center of Hutchinson’s Island, where 
we remained until the 14th instant, when I received orders from Col- 
onel Jones, commanding brigade, to cross my regiment to Hutchinson’s 
Island and report to Lieutenant-Colonel Jackson, commanding forces 
on the island. I crossed my men in small boats about dusk and reported 
according to orders. We remained in this location, throwing up earth- 
works during the night to protect the men tfom the shelling of the 
enemy, who, from a gim-boat and a river shore battery, poiu'ed a con- 
stant fire at the mill around which we were posted. Owing to our 
exposed position we were unable to work during the day. The place 
being held as a point of observation, every exertion was made by me 
to obtain by personal attention as much of tlie movements of the enemy 
as possible. On the evening of the 20th instant a noise was detected 
in the direction of the city directly after dark, sounding much like the 
laying of a iiontoon bridge. Especial attention was paid to the noise 
for about two hours, when, feeling confident that the enemy were throw- 
ing a body of troops from the Georgia to the Carolina shore, my adju- 
tant, by order of Lieutenant-Colonel Jackson, crossed the river about 
10 ij. m. and reported the fact of the noisaand the opinion of those on 
the island concerning the cause of it to Gol. P. H. Jones, commanding 
Second Brigade, Second Division, Twentieth Army Corps. The morn- 
ing following — December 21, instant — I was ordered to rejoin the bri- 
gade, which was then marching toward the city. Owing to thedimited 
number of boats, my regiment was not all crossed until nearly noon, 
when we marched in the city and joined it at about 3 p. m. December 
21, 1864.

History of the command of the One hundred and ninth Eegimeut 
Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers from November 15, 1864, to Decem- 
ber 21, 1864: 

November 15, 1864, left Atlanta, Ga., at 7 a. in. and encamped near 
Stone Mountain, Ga., at 2.30 a. m. on the Eock Bridge road. November

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10, on the inarch from 8.30 a. m. until night, November 17, on the 
march. November 18, left camp at 7.3.0 a. m, and encamped at night 
near Madison, Ga. November 19, 1801, passed through Madison, Ga., 
at daylight, regiment in advance of the division destroying railroad. 
November 20, on the nmrch destroying railroad at night and encamiied. 
November 21, on the march. November 22, on the march; reached 
Milledgeville, Ga., at 0 p. m. November 23, lay in camp near Mil- 
ledgeville, Ga. November 24, left camp at 7 a. m. third regiment in 
line as train guard; encamxied at 11 p. m. near Gum Creek. November 
25, on the march at 7 a. m. until noon; then halted; at night-fall crossed 
swamj) and Eig Bulfalo Creek and encamxied. November 20, on the 
march; advance guard of the division passed through Sandersville, 
Ga., and encamiied at night near the railroad. November 27, command 
was engaged in destroying railroad; encamped at 11 p. m. near Bavis- 
borough, Ga.; rear guard of division. November 28, on the march; 
guard on corjis headquarters train; encamped at night at Spiers Turn- 
out. November 29, on the march at daylight, destroying railroad, No- 
vember 30, still destroying railroad; also railroad bridge; then crossed 
the river and encanqjed at 11 x). jn, 

December 1, on the march. December 2, on the march all day; 
encamped at 4 x^* near Buck Head Creek. December 3, on the 
march; train guard; swamx^y country. December 4, 5, and 6, on the 
march, making slow x^i’ogress on account of swamps and poor roads. 
December 7, on the march at 8 a. m.; encanq^ed at 8.30 p. m. near 
Si)ringlield, Ga. December 8, passed Sxndngflekl, Ga., and encamped 
al 3.30 p. m. December 9, arms and accouterments inspected; then on 
the march and encamx)ed at dark. December 10, left camp at day- 
light; rear guard on wagon train; marched till dark and encamped 
{iboiit live miles and a half from Savannah, Ga. December 11, took 
X>osition on river. December 12 to 20, still lying near the river doing 
picket duty and giving details for foraging expeditions; also engaged 
in erecting fortilications. Casualties were none. December 2i, left 
our position and entered Savannah, Ga., at 8 a. m.

Report of Col. Henry A. Bamum, One hundred and forty-ninth New 
Yorli Infantry^ commanding Third Brigade. 

Hdqrs. Third Brig., Second Div., 20th Army Corps, 

Savannah., Ga,, Becemher 36, 1864.

November 15, the brigade with the division broke camp at 7 a. m, 
and marched out on Decatur street, and at 9 a. m. took up the march. 
This command, being the rear of the Second Division inline, x>assed 
through Decatur and encamped at 4 a. m. of the 16th on the Kock 
Bridge road, fifteen miles from Atlanta. The One hundred and eleventh 
Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers did not march with the brigade, but

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remained in the city until the 16th to assist in the destruction of rail- 
roads and public buildings, and then joined the column ot the Four- 
teenth Ooriis. November 16, marched at 8 a. m,, passed Mountain 
Creek at 10 a. m. and Yellow Fiver at 12 m., and encamped at 6 p. m. on 
Henry’s farm. During the most of the afternoon the brigade was eii gaged 
in assisting the trains up steep and difficult hills. Made eight miles 
this day. November 17, marched at 5 a. m., this brigade in advance of 
corps, Crossed Big and Littlellaynes Creeks, also Gum Creek. Marched 
through Sheffield at 10 a. in. and encamped at 5 p. m. near Ulcolauha- 
chee Kiver. Day’s travel, sixteen miles, November 18, marched at 5 

а. m., the brigade being distributed as train guard. Passed Social 

Circle at 9 a. m., and encamxied near Madison at 6 1 ). m. Day’s travel, fif- 
teen miles. November 19, marched at 5 a. m., division being detached 
from main column; passed through Madison and along the Augusta 
railroad, and bivouacked at Blue Spring, near the Oconee Fiver, at 
4 X>. m. Detachment destroyed the bridge over the Oconee Fiver, and 
the balance of the command destroyed the railroad in the vicinity. Day’s 
travel, fifteen miles. November 20, marched at 7 a. m. and reached the 
Oconee Fiver at 8 a. in. at Parks’ Planing Mills, which were destroyed, 
and encamped at Denham’s Factory. Day’s travel, fifteen miles. No- 
vember 21, marched at 7 a. m. Burned Denham’s Factory, tan- 
nery, and adjacent buildings, exceiit dwelling houses. Marched fif 
teen miles anil encamped on Nesbit’s ihantation at 6 p. m. November 
22, marched at 6 a. m. and joined the main column at 12 m. Passed 
through the city of Milledgeville unopposed at about 7 p. ni. Crossed 
the Oconee and encamped about one mile east of the city at 9 p. m. 
Day’s travel, fifteen miles. November 23, _ the One hundred and 
eleventh Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers rejoined the brigade. The 
brigade marched to Midway, destroyed the station-house and rail- 
road to the city, including a large trestle bridge over Creek, 

and returned to camp at 6 j). m. Distance inarched, six miles. 
November 24, marched at 6 a. m. and encamiied at dark near Gum 
Creek, thirteen miles from Milledgeville. November 25, marched at 

б. 30 and reached Buffalo Creek at 12 m. Detained by destruction ot 
bridges till 9 p. m. Grossed the creek and encamped. Day’s travel, 
eight miles. November 26, marched at 0 a. m. Feached Sandersville 
at 12 m. Skirmish by the advance. Formed line south of town, and 
at 1 p. m. marched to Teiiuille Station with the division and destroyed 
railroad toward Davisborough till 6 x). m., and encamxied for the night. 
Day’s travel, twelve miles. November 27, renewed destruction of rail- 
road at 7 a. m., and at 12 in. marched toward Davisborough, crossing 
Williamson’s Swamp Creek, and encamx)iiig at Davisborough at 9.30 
XI. m. Day’s travel, fifteen miles. November 28, marched at 7 a. m. with 
division and returned to a xioint about eight miles from Davisborough, 
and commenced the destruction of the railroad where we left off the day 
before. At about 2 p. m. this brigade was attacked by a force of cav- 
alry, which was quickly repulsed and driven off with some loss. Had 
1 man wounded and 4 men captured. At 5 xi. m. marched back to 
Davisborough and encamped at 7 p. m. Day’s travel, sixteen miles. 
November 29, marched at 6 a.m. to Spiers Station, thence to Bostwick, 
and encamped at 7 j). in. Day’s travel, nineteen miles. November 
30, marched at 7 a. m. Crossed the Ogeechee Fiver at 4 p- m., and 
encamped at 7 p- m. Day’s travel, ten miles. 

December 1, marched at 7 a. m., this brigade leading the corps, and biv- 
ouacked at 6 p. m. near Bark Camp Greek. Day’s travel, thirteen miles. 
December 2, marched at 6a.m., crossed Buck Head Creek and encamped 
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near Buck IlGud Oliiircli. travel, eleven miles, December 3, 

inarclied at 12 m., passing* near tlie prisoners’ stockade nortli of Milieu : 
cM'ossed the Augusta railroad at 7 p. m. j engaged the rest of the night in 
assisting the trains over the almost impassable roads, and bivouacked at 
4 a. Ill, December 4, Bay’s travel, litteeii miles, December 4, marched 
at 8 a. Ill, and paissed over a very bad road and bivouacked at 7 p, ni. 
Day's travel, fifteen miles, December 5, marched at 6 a, m.; crossed 
Crooked Creek at dark and bivouacked on east bank. Day’s travel, six- 
teen miles, December 0, marched at 7 a, m, ; imogress slow ; bivouacked 
at 7 p. m. Day’s travel, nine miles, December 7, marched at 7 a. m,: 
100 Avagons assigned to this brigade to assist forward; bivouacked near 
Springlield at 8 p. m. Day’s travel, ten miles. December 8, marched 
at 0.30, division being unencumbered with wheels; somewliat detained 
by the roads being blockaded; bivouacked at 5 p. m, near Wadley’s 
Mills. Day’s travel, ten miles. December 9, marched at 7.30; at 4 
p. m. the brigade was massed in support of First Division, which 
was conlronted by the enemy in works across the road; the enemy was 
soon routed and the command encamped at about 5 p, ra. Day’s travel, 
nine miles. December 10, marched at 10 a. m., this command guarding 
train; crossed the Cliarleston railroad at 12 m.; moved doAA^n the 
Augusta, road to within six miles of Savannah and encamped at3p. m. 
Day’s travel, ten miles. 

December 11, ordered to penetrate to the Savannah Diver and de- 
velop tlie enemy’s line between the Augusta road and the river; 
inai'ched at 7 a. rn.; moved doAvn the Augusta road to within, about 
1,200 yards of a battery of the enemy covering the road; liled left and 
marched toward the river and parallel to the enemy’s line, the One 
hundred and thirty- seventh hTeAv York Yolunteers in advance as skir- 
mishers, who engaged tliose of the enemy’s at 10 a. m. The skirmish 
lineAvas extended to the left by the deployment of the One hundred 
and secondhTew York Veteran Volunteers, until they reached the river. 
The skirmish liiie then closed in on the enemy, but found him strongly 
jmsted in the thick woods and in a strong line of pits. The skirmish 
line Avas strengthened and ordered to charge the enemy’s line, which, 
with loud cheers, Avas gallantly done. His line Avas routed and ran 
back in great disorder, our men folloAving at a rapid run until they 
Avere opened upon AAutli canister from a strong fort, AAdncli had been 
concealed from our vieAv by the woods. Our men had reached to within 
seveiity-tive yards of this Avork before it was thus discovered to them. 
They were ordered back to the enemy’s line of pits, Avhich was strength- 
ened and held until night, when the command thrcAA" up a strong 
breast-work Avith pits in advance, and the brigade occupied the line, 
Avhich Avasonly 150 yards from the fort, as has since been determined 
by actual measurement (for position of brigade see acc.ompanying map).* 
December 12, the fort in front of the left of the brigade proved to be 
an advanced work, covering a canal connecting Avith the river, and 
through which the extensive SAvamps and rice-iields in front of the 
enemy’s entire line Avas flooded. The brigade was subjected to a severe 
fire of artillery and musketry from this advanced wmrk, and of artillery 
from his main line. Our Avorkswere,however, considerably strengthened 
and the position maintained. December 13 Avas a repetition of the 
experience of the 12th. December 14, af 12 a. m., Avitli Oaptain Hobart 
and eight men of his company from the Sixtieth Ncav York Veteran 
Vcdunteers, and Cax^t, D, S. Willson, acting assistant inspector-general 
of brigade, the commanding officer of brigade, made a close examination

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of tlie canal and flooded iields in our front; also tlie dikes separating' 
tlie fields to within 150 yards of tlie enemy’s main linej and determined 
tlie depth and width of the canal, the depth of water in the fields, the 
width of the dikes and facilities for crossing. This examination was 
pi’osecnted till 3 a. m. and tlie information obtained duly reported that 
morning, and this brigade was ordered to attack and carry the enemy’s 
advanced work before daylight of the morning of the IStli. 

December 15, regimental commanders were ordered to get then? men 
under arms at 12 a. ni., which Avas promptly done, and the brigade was 
in full readiness for the work by 1 a. m . The battery which was to co-oj)- 
erate by a flank fire from the position, noted as Battery Ho. 2 on the 
axicnmpanying map, was by some means delayed in getting into position 
and was not ready until 3.30 a. m., besides which the First Brigade of 
this division, which Avith the Second Brigade Avas to support the 
movement, was prematurely inarched along the immediate rear of. our 
Avorks, and much confusion ensued. It was a very cold night, and the 
stamping of the men upon the frozen ground and rekindling of the sub- 
dued fires was suificient to alarm the enemy, who gave palpable evi- 
dence of being ready to receive us. This fact was reported to the 
brigadier-general commanding division, and the undersigned Avas 
xlirected to use his OAvn discretion whether to proceed or to abandon 
tlie attack. The troo])S were ordered into position for assault. Idie 
Twenty-ninth Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers was in position on the 
beach of the river, tlie One hundred and thirty-seventh Hew York Vol- 
unteers in the left of our Avorks as reserve, and the Sixtieth Hew York 
Veteran V oluntcers and One hundred and second H ew Y ork V eteran V ol- 
unteers Avere in position in front of our works, and the One hundred 
and forty-ninth Hcav York Volunteers and One hundred and eleventh 
Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers nearly so, Avhen Captain Lambert, of 
division staff, communicated the iieremptory order of the general com- 
manding division to withdraw, Avhich Avas reluctantly done at 4.15 a. 
m. December 20, otlier than the aboAm the flrigade Avas engaged, dur- 
ing the occuiiation of this position, in building traverses in our Avorks 
and othei’Avise strengthening them to protect the command from the 
almost continuous artillery fire from the enemy’s Avorks and gun-boats 
Avhich came up the river so as to enfilade our line; also in constructing 
Batteries 1, 2, and 3 in front of this division. Toward evening of this 
day indications apiieared that the enemy Avas either evacuating or xire- 
liariiig to evacuate, and the picket was ordered to keep a close Avatch 
uiion his movements. He kejit up an unusually severe artillery fire 
along his entire line until 11 p. m., AAhen he totally ceased his fire. 

December 21, at 12 a. m. the commandant of the brigade personally 
reconnoitered the enemy’s position and consulted with the brigade 
ofBcer of the day, Oapt. S. B. Wheelock, One hundred and thirty-seventh 
Hew York Volunteers. At 2.30 the reconnaissance was repeated and the 
conviction entertained that the Avorksin our front were vacated, though 
an occasional, discharge of artillery was heard far to the right. Ten 
men Avere furnished by Lieut. Col. H. S. Ohatfield, commanding the 
One hundred and second Hew York Veteran Volunteers, AAdio were 
deployed in front of the picket-pits and, under direction of and accom- 
panied by the brigade officer of the day and the commander, ad- 
vanced cautiously, and receiving no opimsition entered the advanced 
works of the enemy at 3.20 a. m. The undersigned immediately dis- 
patched a staff officer to acquaint the brigadier-general commanding 
the division Avitli this fact, and ordered the brigade under arms and 
the One hundred and second Hew York Veteran Volunteers into the 
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works, and witli the ten men advanced on the main line, crossing tlie 
Hooded Helds on the river-bank and the two dikes separating the Helds 
and entering the enemy’s main works at 3.40 a. m. Another stall olH- 
cer was immediately dispatched to commnnicate this fact to the general 
coininandiug division, and the brigade was put into the main line, and 
a strong skirmish line advanced 500 yards. The undersigned also 
placed guards on all the guns found in the enemy’s woiks from the 
Augusta road to the river, eleven in number, seven of which were in 
the advanced work nearest our line. The general commanding division 
having arrived further operations were conducted under his direction. 
After waiting some time for the First and Second Brigades of this 
division to arrive this l)rigade was put in motion and nmrched through 
Axley’s plantation to the Augusta road, the brigade moving in the tol- 
lowing order: One hundred and second New York Veteran Volunteers, 
One hundred and tbrty-niiith New York Volunteers, One hundred and 
thirty-seventh New York Volunteers, Twenty-ninth Pennsylvania Vet- 
eran Volunteers, One hundred and eleventh Pennsylvania Veteran Vol- 
unteers, and Sixtieth New York Veteran Volunteers, with a strong skir- 
mish line from the One hundred and forty-ninth New York Volunteers 
extending from the river to the Augusta road. The column tlien inoved 
down the Augusta road, and at about half a mile from the junction of 
the Augusta road with the Charleston railroad was met by the mayor 
and a delegation of aldermen of the city with a flag of truce, who for- 
mally surrendered the city of Savannah. With lusty cheers at every 
step the column pressed forward and entered the city on West Broad 
street from the Augusta road, marched down West Broad to Bay 
street, and down Bay street to the Exchange or City Hall, from the bal- • 
cony of which was displayed the national colors of the regiments of 
this brigade and the division Hag at 0 a. m. By order of the general 
commanding division the Sixtieth New York Veteran Volunteers was 
left at the entrance of the city at the canal crossing as guard, with 
instructions to jn'event any other troops from entering the city until 
quiet and order could be established, and the undersigned was also 
directed to disperse the riotous crowds of poor whites and negroes, who 
were sacking the stores and store-houses. This brigade Avas immedi- 
ately deployed throughout the city as patrols through the streets and 
guards over the various kinds of public property, ordnance, and stores, 
and two comi)auies of the One hundred and thirty-seventh New York 
Volunteers Avere sent to Fort Jackson, citizens were sent to their 
houses, and crowds dispersed and order and quiet soon established. 
At 8.30 a. m., the First and Second Brigades having arrived, this bri- 
gade was assembled and put by regiments in sub-districts of that por- 
tion of the city bounded by Bull and Jones streets and the canal and 
Savannah Eiver, constituting about one-third of the city. December 
24, by order of General Geary, commanding diAusion and post, the 
undersigned was aijpoiiited provost-marshal of the Avest half of the city 
from Bull street, and the troops of this command continued as x>rovost 
guard, at which duty they are still employed. 

In justice to the officers and men of this brigade it is here recorded 
that they Avere the first to discover tlie evacuation by the enemy of his 
works, the first to occupy them, the first to enter tlie city (the skir- 
mishers of the One hundred and forty-ninth Ncav York Volunteers 
liaAdng entered the city half an hour in advance of the brigade), the first 
to take possession of and guard all the captured ordnance and stores 
of every kind in and beloAV the city and in the enemy’s works from the 
Augusta road to the river; that they captured the greater j)art of the 
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prisoners taken, and until 8.30 a. m. of tlie 21st were the only organized 
t)ody of our troops in the cit 3 ^ Casualties have been heretofore reported 
in detail, a summary of wliich is hereto attached j also a comparative 
statement of the eifectiAm force at the comineiicement and clO:Se of the 
cam])aig'n. 

Too much cannot be said in praise of the soldierly conduct of the men 
of tills command generally throughout the campaign, and particularly 
since the occupation of this city; and the officers, with few exceptions, 
Avere Avorthy leaders of the men. Those Avho constitute the exceptions 
Avill not accompany us on the next campaign. My personal and depart- 
mental staff are hereby mentioned as exceedingly competent and faith- 
ful. The distance marched by this command from the time of leaving 
Atlanta until the occupation of Savannah was 325 miles.

Report of Mag. Thomas Mliott, Sixtieth N&w Yorh Infantry.* 

The regiment left Atlanta on the 15th of November, and on the 22d 
were among the first troops that entered the capital of Georgia. During 
the march to Milledgeville all public iiroperty and matter available to 
the enemy Avas either destroyed or approiniated; among the rest the

coin in and AY as engaged and assisted in destroying the railroad troin 
Milledgeville in tlie direction of Gordon Jiiiictiou, returning the same 
niHit and leaving Milledgeville on the 24th. On the 26th the Georgia 
O (Ultra! 'IvailroadVas struck and the work of destruction commenced, 
which duty Avas repeated at times thronghont the remainder ot the 
camnaigii.* On the 28th of November, while engaged in this duty near 
Davisboroiigh, the regiment was attacked by and became engaged witli 
about 200 cavalry of the enemy, who Avere driven from position and 
Avere among the first of the enemy seen since the campaign, began. On 
the 30th after crossing the Ogeechee River, the regiment Avas assigned 
to guard’ and destroy the bridge, Avhich duty Avas thoroughly performed 
on the morning of December 1.

On the morning of the 11th the regiment was^ assigned to the right 
of the brigade, and before the day (dosed Avere in line confronting the 
enemy in front of Bavannah. From the 1st to the 11th ot December 
tlie duty of the regiment had been the usual destruction of public prop- 
erty and the laborious work of crossing Georgia swamps with Imavy 
trains The position taken by the regiment on the llth Avas retained 
till the morning of the 21st, resulting in the folloAving casualties: 2 
officers and 4 (irdisted men Avounded. At 3.30 o’clock on tlm morning 
of the 21st the regiment Avas in line, constituting a iiortion ot the coui- 
mand that entered Bavannah at sunrise. The regiment was assigned 
the dutA' of guarding the approaches to the city near tlie canal. In 
i ierforining this duty a body of the enemy was soon discovered, consist- 
ing of two commissioned officers and thirty-four enlisted men, Aiffio AY(3re 
o'lmrding an extensive arsenal, Avhich Avas duly surrendered Avitli its 
guard t(T a detachment sent out for the purpose. Besides these, a num- 
ber Avere captured on the occupation of the city. _ 

With the capture of Savannah closes the campaign. liistory will 
record the results as a momimental record to the master mind conceiAj- 
iiig it; a grateful nation aAvaits Avith a hearty greeting for the “ will- 
in t*' hearts and strong arms that have executed.’’

Savannah, Oa., Deeemher 26, 1864. 

Captain:* 

November 15, pursuant to orders received from brigade headquar- 
ters, broke camp at C a. m. and started upon the campaign through 
Georgia. Marched on the Decatur road along the line of the Augusta 
railroad, starting at 7 a. m. Owing to the Avagon trains, our prog- 
ress Avas necessarily slow and tedious. Marched throughout the day. 
November 10, continued our march until 4 a. m., Avh(m the regim ent

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bivouaciked near Stone Mountain, having’ marched since the morning 
previous about lifteeu miles. At 8 a. in. again rnoved forward 
about ten miles and bivouacked about 5 p. m. at Littlefield. No- 
vember 17, started about 5 a. m.j marched about fifteen miles and 
bivouacked near Gum Creek at 5 p. m. November 18, started at 
5.80 a. 111 .; inarched about twenty miles and bivouacked near Madi- 
son ’Oa., at 5.80 p. m. November 19, started about 5 a. m.; marched 
about ten miles and bivouacked just beyond Buck Head and near the 
Appalachee River at 4 p. m. During the afternoon the regiment 
destroyed about 800 yards of railroad track on the Augusta railroad 
by tearing up the track and burning the ties. November 20, started 
at 7 a. m. ; left the line of the Augusta railroad; marched about fifteen 
miles and bivouacked at Denham’s Factory at 5.15 p. m. November 
21, started at 7 a. m.; marched about ten miles through a drenching 
rain-storm and bivouacked at Doctor Nesbit’s plantation at 5.30 p. m. 
November 22, started at 6 a. m.; about noon crossed the Oconee 
River, joined the main column, and entered Milledgeville a little after 
dark; inarched across the river at Milledgeville and bivouacked about 
one mile beyond the city at 0 p. m., having made about fifteen miles 
during the day. November 23, the regiment went with the rest of the 
brigade in the afternoon for the purpose of destroying the railroad run- 
ning to Gordon on the Macon railroad; worked until dark and re- 
turned to the camp, this regiment having thoroughly destroyed about 
\ thi'ee-quarters of a mile of the track. November 24, started at 7 a. m. ; 
marched about ten miles and bivouacked at 6 p. m. near Town Greek. 
November 25, started at 0.30 a. m.; marched about six miles and 
bivouacked at 9 p. m. just beyond Buffalo Creek. November ^26, 

I started at 5 a. m.; passed through Sandersville, Ga., and reached Sta-. 

i tion33, on the Macon and Savannah Railroad, about 4 p. m., having 

marched fifteen miles in all. The regiment was ordered to go into 
advance of the brigade, so as to guard against any attack 
which might be made by the enemy’s cavalry upon the troops who ^ 
were at work destroying the railroad. This order was obeyed, and the 
s regiment remained in line until after dark, when it bivouacked with 
s. the rest of the brigade near Station 13. November 27, broke camp at 

f 6.30 a. m.; continued the destruction of the railroad until about 2 p. 

m., when our inarch was continued. Arrived at Davisborougli about 
10 p. m., having marched about twelve miles during the day. Placed 
the regiment on picket pursuant to instructions received from the 
division field officer of the day. November 28, moved at 7 a. m. back 
p. to point on the railroad distant some seven miles to continue the de- 
struction of the railroad. Commenced tearing up the track about noon ; 
after working a short time a portion of the troops so engaged were 
fired upon by a small party of the enemy. I ordered the flank com- 
panies to cease work and deploy as skirmishers on both sides of the 
railroad, to guard the remainder of the regiment against any attack 
and allow them to continue the destruction of the road. In a short 
. time thereafter, pursuant to orders received from Col. H. A. Barnuin, 

f commanding, 1 ceased work upon the railroad and inarched back to 

join the main body of troops. This order I obeyed with much reluc- 
tance, as the destruction of the track was incomiilete and many of the 
bridges, Avhich were numerous along this portion of the railroad, were 
left uiidestroyed. As soon as the troops were draAvu in we marched 
back to division and bivouacked at 8 p. m. November 29, started at 6 
a. m.; marched twenty miles and bivouacked at 0 p. in. November 30, 
started at C a. m.; marched about eight miles and bivouacked at 6 p. 
m. near LouisAdlle. 
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December 1, started at 7 a. m . ; marclied, as advance guard, about 
tv-elve miles and bivoiiaclied at 5 j). in. at Illazed iree Cliurcli. Decem- 
ber 2, started at 8 a. m. ; inarclied about eleven miles and bivouacked 
about () p. m. near Buck Head (Jreek. December 8, started at 12.30 
p. m. : niarcbed until midniglit witli numerous baits and over a difiBcnlt 
roatl about eigbt miles. December 4, continued tlie marcli until 4 a. in., 
baviiig made about three miles, when tlie_ regiment bivouacked. At 
7.30 a.mn. again started; marched about six miles; the regiment _was 
placed on picket duty for the night, with the One hundred and thirty- 
seventh Hew York Volunteers. December ;>, at 7 a-, m. drew in the 
picket guard, and at 0 a. m. moved forward Avith the column; marched 
about fifteen hniles and bivouacked at 9 p. in. December 6, moved at 
8 a. m. ; marched about twelve miles over very marshy roads and 
bivouacked at 6 p. m. December 7, started at 7 a. m. ; marched about 
ten miles OA^er very difficult roads and bi\^ouacked at 0 p. in. near 
Spriim’field. December 8, started at 6.30 a. in. ; marched about nine 
miles and bivouacked about 4 p. in. at W adley’s Mill. December 9, 
started at 7 a. m.; inarched about six miles and bivouacked about 6 
p 111 . near Mouteith. December 10, started at 9.30 a. in.; shortly after 
starting the regiment was placed in rear of the first 200 wagons of the 
corps train as guard for the 100 AAOigons immediately preceding it; 
mar(;hed about nine miles and bivouacked about 4 p. m. five miles and 
a half from Savannah, Ga. December 11, at 7 a. m. moAmd out upon 
the main road to SaA'^annah Avith the rest ot the brigade; moA’^ed for- 
Avard about three-quarters of a mile thereon and turned off to the left 
toward the Savannah E-iver. In a short time thereafter the command 
• was halted, having come ui) with the enemy’s xiiokets. In about an 
hour I was ordered by Colonel Barninn, commanding the brigade, to 
move forward tlie regiment and deploy it as skirmishers, coiinectin g with 
the left of the One hundred and thirty- seventh Hcav York Volunteers, 
.which was already deiiloyed and skirmishing with the enemy, and to con- 
tinue my line until it reached the river, if possible. Wlien but three com- 
panies upon the riglit had been deployed the river was reached. With 
the remainder of the regiment as a reserve I ordered the skirmishers for- 
Award. They had inoAunl but about tvreiity-hve yards when farther 
advance was prevented by a deep swamp, and the line had become so 
shortened as to render two companies suflituent to cover the space 
between the One hundred and thirty-seventh Hew York Veteran Volun- 
teers and the river. I therefore ordered Company I to join the reserve. 
Moved the reserve forward nearly to the skirmish line and Avent forward 
Avith Colonel Barnum to recounoiter the position. To get over the SAvamp 
Avith any- force it was found necessary to cross a narrow dike or road, 
Avhich Avas commanded by the enemy’s sharx)shooters. At this time 
Captain Maguire had succeeded in crossing Avith a few skirmishers, and 
he meeting with but little resistance, I ordered Company K, Capt. 0. 
J. Spaulding, to cross the road, to quickly deploy, and Avith those 
already across advance toAvard the enemy’s Avorks. This was gallantly 
clone, and the enemy driven into his main line of Avorks. I imme- 
diately ordered the reserve forward, when the enemy opened upon the 
column with artillery, and the force being insufficient to carry tlie works 
by assault and unsupported, I ordered the regiment to form in 
line behind a natural dike, Avhich had been previously occupied by the 
enemy and which ayus but 150 yards from their main line. During 
this attack the regiment had two wounded. Captain Spanieling and 
one iirivate, both slight. The regiment remained in this position and 
imnroved and strengthened the earth- work in their front sufficiently to 
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it from the enemy’s lire. At 11.30 p. m. it was annomiced to 
regimental commatiders by Colonel Barimm that a night attack was 
ordered and the plan detailed, 

December 12, at 12.30 a. m. the regiment was called np and prepara- 
tions made to assault the enemy’s lines at 1 a. m. At that hour the 
regiment was in readiness, but the attack was delayed and the regi- 
nuMit did not commence to move outside our line of works to get into 
l )ositioii until about 4 a. in. This regiment was to form the left of the 
se(;ond line of the assaulting column, and the left wing had filed over and 
ill front of our ‘works, when the order for attack was countermanded, 
and I received orders to take my original position within our line of 
wuu-ks, which I did. Eemaiiied here during the day, nothiug occurring 
except being annoyed by the enemy’s sharpshooters and a few shells. 
December is, early in the morning I ordered the construction of some 
rilie-pits in advance of our line about ten rods and four in mnnber. The 
imemy’s sharpshooters kept up an annoying fire, and occasionally their 
artilliwy opened, with no other efihct than the wounding of one man 
slightly. December 14, our rifle-pits having been finished, my skir- 
mishers dr pickets wmre enabled to silence the enemy’s sharpshooters to a 
considerable extent. During the day the gun-boat made its appear- 
ance in the river, nearly in a line with the left of my regiment, and 
opened lire upon tlic line with shot and shell from and t) inch guns, 
■j'rom the effects of wiiich I Iiad five men slightly wounded. Prom this 
time until December 20 nothing occurred beyond the usual picket-firing 
and occasional shelling by the enemy. About 9 p. m. my pickets on 
the left of the regiimuit reported that the men in the enemy’s works in 
our front eoidd be seen apparently moving to the right (their left), and 
soon thereafter the enemy could be heard crossing a pontoon bridge, 
jvpp'jU'cntly opjiosite the city. A. strict watch was instituted, and at 
about 10.30 p. m., becoming satisfied that they were leaving, went in 
person and reported these facts to the brigade commander. During 
this time the enemy kept np a vigorous fire from his artillery in our 
front. At 11 p. m, this ceased. From this until 12 o’clock the sounds 
of the enemy crossing the pontoon bridge could he heard coiitiunally. 

December 21, trom 1 a. in. to 3 a. m, the sounds made by crossing 
could be so distinctly j heard], and every indication of the evacuation of 
the city becoming’ so apparent, an advance ivas ordered by Colonel Bai- 
iium, who had come uii in person to my position, to be made by ten 
HIGH from iny rcg’iiuciitj to rcQOTnioitGr tlio position in our trout clis- 
cover whether or no the enemy was there. In a short time they 
reported the line evacuated, and at 3.20 a. m. I entered the first line of 
the enemy’s w^orks wutli the regiment, finding seven guns in position and 
a large quantity of ammunition, &c., destroyed. In a short time the men 
sent forward reported the enemy’s second line across the canal also 
evacnated. In ohediciicc to orders from the brigade coiniiiaiidei, I 
detached one company to guard the guns captured, and with the 
remainder of the regiment crossed the canal and entered the second 
line, where ive halted and awaited the coming up of the remainder of 
the brigade. Detached two companies to take possession of and guard 
the guns in this line from the Augusta road to the river. At 4.15 a. 
m. an advance toward the city was ordered. My regiment leading, 
marched rapidly forward until we reached the Augusta road, wheu 1 
ordered one comiiaiiy in advance of the column as skirmishers j moved 
forward very rapidly and with no opposition except a few shots fired 
upon the advance guard from the bridge crossing the canal, and enterea 
the city at daylight, capturing some few^ stragglers from the enemy and 
a large amount of stores of all kinds. 
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During tlie whole of the campaign both the officers and men of my f 
command have behaved well, and it is sufficient to say have done their 
whole duty as becomes veterans. It is difficult, where all have so well 
performed their part, to make any distinction, yet I would especially 
mention Oapt. O. J. Spaulding, commanding Company Kj Oapt. H. M. 
Maguire, Company C, and First Lieut. T. W. Eoot, acting adjutant, as 
deserving special mention for their bravery and vigilance throughout 
the campaign.

Tuesday, Hovember 15, when, in pursuance to orders received previ-^ 
ously, we formed line at 7 a. m. Starting at 7.30 a. m., moved out of 
the city on the Decatur road. At 2 p. ra. halted near Decatur for din- 
ner. After dinner resumed the march, which was continued until 4.30 
a. m. on Wednesday, Hovember 16, when we halted, rested, and break- 
fasted, resuming the march at 7.15 a. m. Camped for the night at 7.15 
p. in., marching distance from Atlanta being about twenty-seven 
miles. Thursday, Hovember 17, left camp at 5.15 a. in., marchiiig in a 
northeasterly direction, the Third Brigade in advance and this regi- 
ment as advance guard. Encamped at 5 p. m. within three miles of 
Social Circle, marching this day about twenty miles. Friday, Hovem- 
ber 18, took up line of march at 5.30 a. m.; halting soon after in the 
road to allow wagon train to pass. Started again, at 7.30 a. m., halting 
in the village of Eutledge for dinner. Encamped within a mile of 
Madison at 6.30 |). m., having marched about eighteen miles. Satiu*- 
day, Hovember 19, left camp at 5 a. m.; marched through Madison at 
daybreak in a moderate rain, which ceased about 7 o’clock. Halted 
near Buck Head for dinner. At 4 p. m. encamped for the night. After 
stacking arms proceeded to tear up track on the Augusta railroad, 
working with the division about two hours and a half. Distance 
marched this day, about fifteen miles. 

Sunday, Hovember 20, fell in at 7.30 a. m. and marched south from 
the railroad on the west bank of the Oconee Eiver; encamped at 5 
p. m., after having marched about fifteen miles. Monday, Hovember 
21, left our encampment at 8 a. m., marching in a southerly direction; 
raining hard the greater part of the day; halted for the night at 5 
p. m.; marched about twelve miles. Tuesday, Hovember 22, we left 
camp at 6.45 a. m., and about noon crossed Little Eiver on a pontoon 
bridge. About 4.30 j). m. came in sight of Milledgeville. After numer-

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oils lial fcs we at last entered the city, and passing through the city crossed 
th e. Oconee Eiver on a toll bridge, and encamped about a mile from the 
river, going into camx) at 8.10 p. m., having marched about twenty 
miles. Wednesday, November 23, remained iu camp until 2 p. ni., when 
we fell in and marched to the Gordon railroad depot, and soon after 
(ioniinenced the destruction of the road, burning the ties and bending 
the rails ; also burned a trestle bridge and the depot. Our work being 
completed, at 7 p. m. we returned to our former camp. Thursday, 
November 24, left camp near Milledgeville at 7.30 a. m. Halted near 
the road until 10 a. ra., when we moved on, marching in a southeasterly 
direction. At 6.15 p. m. bivouacked for the night, having inarched 
al)ont ten miles. Friday, November 25, started tliis morning at 8.30, 
marching in rear of w^agou train. Halted at 1 p, m. for dinner. Did 
not move until 8.30 p. in. on account of the destruction by the enemy 
of bridges (nine in number), over Buftalo Creek. After crossing we 
camped for the night, having marcheil only live miles. Saturday, 
November 26, marched at 7.30 a. m., arriving at Sandersville soon after 
noon. At 2 p. in. we passed through the town and struck the Georgia 
Central Eailroad about 4 p. m., when we immediately began tearing up 
th(‘. road, and continued it till dark, and camped near the road; marched 

lifteeii miles. . ^ ^ x- 

Sunday, November 27, movedat 7.45 a.m., andresnmed the destruction 
of the rahroad track, working until noon. After dinner we joined the 
wagon train and marched with it about two miles, w^hen we were ordered 
r' to about face,” and were marched back to the railway, and taking 
another road to Davisborough, arrived there at 9.30 p. m., and went on 
picket; marched about tw^elve miles. Monday, November 28, leaving 
the T)icket-line at 8.30 a. m. we struck for the railroad and marched on 
it back to tlie place wliere we had left off work the day before, the 
remainder of the brigade having marched around hy the turnpike. 
Commenced work about noon, and at 3 p. m. the Sixtieth New York 
Veteran Volunteers on onr right were tired upon by a squad of rebel 
cavalry? who dashed out of the woods near by, but after firing a few 
i sliots they fled. Onr men immediately fell in, and, taking arms, were 

* ordered to load, the first time since leaving Atlanta. Four men of this 

regiment were missing here, and were, it is supposed, captured by the 
enemy. At dark Ave returned to Davisborough and camped for the 
night. Distance marched, fifteen miles. Tuesday, November 20, left 
camp at 0.30 a. m. ; halted for dinner at Spiers Station. Marched at 3.30, 
eucainxiing for the night at 6.15 j). m. Marched about twenty miles. 
Wednesday, November 30, leaving camp at 6,45 a. m., marched almost 
“ direcitly north, crossing the Ogeechee Kiver at 6.30 p. m. Bivouacked 
for the night at 6.15 p. m., having marched nine miles. Thursday, De- 
cember 1, left camp at 7.15 a. m., our brigade in advance, marching 
nearly southeast, crossing numerous swamps and creeks. Went into 
camp at 5.15 p. m. Distance marched, about sixteen miles. Friday, 

[ December 2, marched this morning at 8 o’clock, our bri gade in rear of the 

corp*s. Weather uncomfortably warm. Encamped for the night at 5.30 
I p. m. ; marched about ten miles. Saturday, December 3, did not leave 
camp until 12.45 p. m. Were in rear to-day, and conseqaeutly marched 
very vslow. Passed near the rebel stockade in which were confined 
tTnioii prisoners but a few days before. Grossed the Augusta railroad 
after dark, leaving Milieu on our right. 

Sunday, December 4, continued the march of yesterday till 3.40 a. m. ; 
then halted, resuming the march at 8 a. m. During the forenoon heard 
artillery firing to onr right and rear. Halted at 2 p. m. for dinner. 
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Started again at 4.30, and at 6 p.in.lialted for the night, and this regi- 
ment went on x)icket. Marched yesterday and to-day about seventeen 
miles. Monday, December 5, leaving camp at 9.15 a. m., marched 
steadily until 8.45 jd. in. Distance marched, liffceen miles. Tuesday, 
December 6, started at 9 a. in., marching in rear of brigade wagon 
train. Were delayed much during the day by obstructions placed in 
the roads by the enemy. Went into camp at 8.45 p. m,, having marched 
about nine miles. Wednesday, December 7, moved at 7 a. m., marcli- 
ing through swamps nearly all day. At 5 p. m. crossed Turkey Branch, 
and encamped at (5.30 p. m. Marched nine miles. Thursday, Decem- 
ber 8, inarched at 7.15 a. m. in advaiuje of the train. Hoads better 
to-day than usual. Encamped at 4.45 p. m., after having marched 
about twelve miles. Friday, December 9, lelt cami) at 8.15 a. m. Can- 
nonading heard on our right, apparently in the direction of Savannah. 
Troops of First Division had a slight skirmish witli tlie enemy, driving 
them from tiro small forts. Marclied about six miles. Saturday, De- 
cember 10, left camp at 9.40 a. in., First and Third Divisions in advance. 
Marched on an excellent turninke road leading directly to Savannah. 
Artillery firing heard more or less all day. After having marched 
about nine miles, at 3.45 ji. m. brigade was formed in two lines of 
battle, and we encamped tor the night. 

Sunday, December 11, were in line at 7.30 a. m.,and after marching 
'bout a mile on the main road, filed left on a cross-roiid, and again filing 
dt from the cross-road the regiment was deployed as skirmishers, 
'he extreme right and left of the line were well advanced, and the regi- 
ment was then advanced with extreme c<‘iution toward some negro houses, 
about a dozen in number, when the line was straightened, ainl we then 
found we AVer e in close proximity to the enemyls skirmishers, and shots 
Avere exchanged lively. It Avas not deemed prudent to advance the line 
farther, oAviiig to its exposing the left flank, and on communicating 
Avith Colonel Bariiiim, eomniandingbriga.de, he promptly sent the due 
hundred and second Hcav York Veteran Volunteers, which deidoyed 
and connecied on my left. About 2 p. m. it Avas deemed advisable to 
charge and drive them, if possible, from the ruins of some buildings, 
which afforded them a desirable shelter. One company of the One hun- 
dred and second started Avith a yell which this regiment toolc up, and 
advancing rapidly soon drove them inside their Avorks. Our line was 
established Avithin about 200 yards of their works. This regiment lost i 
sergeant killed ; 2 privates wounded. Monday, December 12, at 1 a. 
m. Ave were ordered to “fiill in,” as our brigade Avere to charge the 
works in our front. The arrangements Avere completed at about 4'"a. m., 
when the order Avas countermanded. The enemy shelled us at different 
tiines _ during the day. Weather very cold. Thiesday, December 13, 
skirmish and artillery firing was quite brisk by the enemy all day. 
We were very busy m strengthening our works, and at night established 
skirmish pits in our front. Wednesday, December 14, remained in 
same position all day. Order received from Major- General Sherman 
announcing the capture of Fort McAllister by the Second Division, 
Fifteeenth Corps, tliereby opening communications with the fleet and 
General Foster. Tliiirsday, December 15, nothing unusual occurred this 
day. Friday, December 16, a rebel gun-boat came up the river to-day 
and fired seAmral shots very near us. At night a fort was laid out 
near the bank of the river on our left. Saturday, December 17, re- 
ceived first mail from the North since leaving Atlanta. 

Monday, December 19, fresh hard bread was issued to-day, causing 
a feeling of general satisfaction among the men. A mail left the bri- 
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gadc. Tuesday, Dcceinber 20, at dark tlie rcgiineiit was detailed to 
w’'{)rk oil a fort in front of the right of our brigade, called Fort No. 3, 
where we worked until 1.30 a. in., on Wednesday, December 21, when, 
it being (annpleted, we I'cturned to camp, and soon after noticed signs 
of the eneiriy’s evacuation of tlie city, which wars ascertained, by Colonel 
Eariiuni sending a detail often men from the One hundred and second 
New York Veteran Volunteers across to their Avoiks, under command of 
Capt. Samuel B. Wheelock, of this regiment, to be true, when the bri- 
gade moved forward immediately, occuiiying their works, and from 
thence moved directly into the city, arrhdng at the City Hall at 0.15 
a. m., Avheii the brigade Avas formed in colnnm by regiments, and Brig. 
Gen.rlolinW. Geary, commanding division, took formal possession of 
tlie city, complimenting onr bravo lirigade and its courteous and 
tliorongh (jommander in a tine siieecb, and soon after Ool. II. A. Bar- 
iium aildressed the brigade in a neat and apiiropriate speech. We 
Avere soon after .assigned to duty as pi'ovost-giiard. 

Thus closed one of the most gigantic and successful campaigns ever 
lirojected and most certainly ever participated in by this regiment. 

The eUiSualtics of this regiment during the campaign are as IblloAvs: 
EiilisttMl men — killed, 1; Avouuded, 8 ; missing, 4; total, 13.

Savannah, Ga., December 20, 1864. 

Captain :* 

November 15, the regiment left their camx 3 at Atlanta at 7 a. in. Avith 
16 officers, 244 musket- bearing men, 46 daily duty men, musicians, and 
uon-coinmissioned stalf, being an aggregate of 306 men, and marched to 
near Stone Mountain, and biA^ouacked at 4 a. m. of the 16th. November

went on an exxiedition by tliemselves. Our brigade Avas second in line 
and halted at 2 X 3 .ni. iiiitii the Second Brigade, Avhich AA^as in the advance, 
destroyed a large section of the Augusta railroad. Bivouacked at 3.30 
13 . m. on a large x)lautation at Blue Sxiring. Destroyed about 80 rods

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of tlie railroad. IsToveiiibor 20, loarclied at 8 'a. in., One liuiidred and 
forty-nintli in advance of division. Readied Oconee River at 9 a. ni; 
baited for tlic niglit at Denliam’s Mills, and regiment went on pidcd. 
Tlie regimental headquarters were at the house of Mr. Benham, owner 
of the mills and iilantation. He had iDreviously leit with his laniily tor 
Secessia. November 21, marched at 9 a. m; regiment rear guard As 
we passed the mills of Mr. Denham they were Imrning splendidly. 
Bivouacked at dark till November 22. Marched at i a_. m. and rejoined 
the corps at 12 m; sighted Milledgeville at 4 p. in. and passed through 
the capital city at 8p. m., and crossed the Oconee River and bivouacked 

one mile east of the river at 11 p. m. + i v ; 

November 23, remained in camp till 1 p. m., when regiment and bii- 
gade, with one brigade of the First Division, went out three miles 
toward Gordon and destroyed railroad track. Returned to camp at 7 
p. m. November 24, 7 a. m. marched into the main road and halted 
mitii the Fourteenth Corps passed. Resumed march and bivouacked, 
at dark one mile southeast of Town Creek. November 2o, marched 
at 9 a 111 . as far as Buffalo Creek Swamp; remained until nine bridges 
destroved by rebels were rebuilt across the swamp. At 8 p. in. moved 
across and bivouacked at 9.30 p. in. November 20, inarched at 7 a. m., 
the regiment guarding ammunition train; passed through Sanders- 
ville at 1.30 p. m. ; marched to Teunille Station, on the Macon pd 
Savannah Railroad, reaching that point at 3.30 p. m. Our division, 
with the First, destroyed the depot and about two miles of railroad 
track. Bivouacked at 7 p. m. in a field beside the railroad. Novem- 
ber 27, our regiment moved onto the railroad again at 8 a. m. ni ad- 
vance of the division and deployed Companies B and F as skirmishers. 
The balance of the regiment was the advance guard. The rest ol the 
division engaged iu destroying the track. Left the railroad at 3 p. m. 
and marched to Davisborougli, and bivouacked at 9 p. m. November 
28 the regimenti inarched at 8 a. m. back onto the railroad to the point 
at ’which they left it on the 27th, and tore up and destroyed the track 
to the wagon road leading to Davisborougli. About 4 p. m. a small 
body of rebel cavalry made a dash at the Third Brigade, where they 
were at work, but seeing our strength skedaddled on double-quick, only 
wounding one man in the brigade. Returned to Davisborough and 
bivouacked at 8 p. m. November 29, marched at 0 a. m. Bivouacked 
at 7 p. m. six miles east of Spiers Station. Regiment went on pmket. 
November 30, marched at G.30 a. m. and crossed the Ogeechee River 
at 5 p. m. ; bivouacked at G.30 x). m. two piiles east of the riwer, one 
mile from Louisville, and near the plantation of Herschel v. Johnson. 

December 1, marched at 6.30 a. m.; brigade in advance; passed the 
Fourteenth Corps at 4 p. m. and bivouacked at 5 p. m. at Stone Cross- 
Roads. December 2, marched at 7 a. m. ; regiment and brigade guard- 
ing division train. Crossed Buck Head Creek and bivouacked at Liicli 
Head Church, four miles from Milieu, the junction of the railroads froin 
Augusta and from Macon for Savannah. December 3, marched at 
12.30 p. m.; imssed near the stockades, where thousands of our men, 
prisoners, had been confined. Crossed the Augusta railroad and con- 
tinued our march until 4 a. m. of the 4th. December 4, maichcm a 
a. m.' crossed Horse Creek at 12 m., and halted until dark for a bridge 
to be’built across a swamp. Resumed march, crossed the swamx), and 
bivouacked at 7 p. m. December 5, marched at 9 a. m. ; regiment rear 
guard; _ crossed Little Horse Creek; marched until 9 p. m._and 
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bivoiiiickcd in tlie field. Deceiiiber G, marclied at 8.30 a. m; found 
tlin roads nmcli obstruct(3d by trees tallen across tlieiii— tlie work of 
rebels. Bivouacked in the field at 8 p. m. Beceinber 7, luarehed at 7 
ii, in., our brigade in advance of division; went into camp for the night 
near -Springfield; regiment on picket. December 8, pickets recalled 
at 7 a. in. and regiment in rear of division. Marched to near Middle- 
toif s Mills and bivouaclced at 4.30 p. m. December 9, marched at 7.30 
a., in. Oannonading heard most of the day. At 3 p. m. onr regiment, 
brigade, and division were formed in line of battle on the west side of 
a swamp, four miles from Monteitli. The road through the swamp was 
lilockaded by the rebels and was commanded also by a fort. The 
rebel force was flanked by two regiments crossing the swamp, one on 
each side of the road, and the rebels lyere thereby forced to retreat. 
At 4 p. m. we advanced and bivouacked* in the swamp until December 
10 ; marched at 8.30 a. m., regiment and brigade guarding wagon train. 
Passed the fort and obstructions in the road, crossed the Charleston 
and Savannah, Bailroad, and moved down on the main road between 
the railroad and Savannah Eiver to within five miles of Savannah and 
bivouacked. 

December 11, at 8 a. m. advanced toward the city and drove the en- 
emy into their wmrks. The siege of Savannah commenced. Our regi- 
ment occupied a ditch and formed breast- works of it. Were ordered 
out at 1 o’clock in the night to charge the enemy’s works, but the order 
was countermanded and the tr() 0 ])s returned to our own works. Eegi- 
ment remained in the works until the 15th without any casualties. On 
the 15th Ezra Hall, of Company H, Avas Avounded hy a piece of shell. 
This AAuis the first and only man Avoiinded during the campaign. Kegi- 
meiit remained in our ATorks, picketing our oayii front and under an 
almost incessant fii’c of shell from the rebel batteries, until the inorii- 
iiig of December 21. At 2 a. m. it Avas discovered that the rebels had 
evacuated their Avorks and Avere retreating. Our division advanced at 
3 a. ra. toAvard the city, oiiv regiment the advance guard. Companies 
B and F Avere sent forward as skirinishers and entered the city at 5 a. 
in., closely fidloAA^ed by the rest of the division, and the city was sur- 
rendered and at once taken imssession of by onr- Ibrces. In the haste 
of the regiment to leave their A\mrks and enter the city the men left 
eAun'ything behind o'xcept arms and accouterments, and the One hun- 
dred and forty-ninth had tlie proud honor of first entering the city of 
Savannah. 

Casualties: Wounded, 1; left on the inarch sick, 2; sent to hospital 
sick, 4; died from disease on march, 1 ; fell out on inarch, whereabouts 
unknown, 2; total, 10. 

The regiment left Atlanta in excellent spirits and health and full of 
confidence of the successful termination of the campaign, and their con- 
duct throughout the march aud Avhile in the trenches before the city 
Avas AAmrthy of the cause for Avliich AAm are fighting, and was such as 
commanded admiration from their commanders, and demonstrated that 
the utmost confidence exists between our generals aud the Pnion 
soldiers.

Captain: I liave the honor to submit the following’ report, in coinpli- 
{iiice witli orders from brigade head(|uarters received Eeceiiiber 23, 

1804: 11 

November 15, 1864, broke camp at 7 a. m. | took the Ileeatiir road and 
marched, in connectiou with the brigade, as rear guard to division train 
and reached camp at 4 a. in. ICtly, beyond and to the right ot fetoue Moun- 
tain, some fifteen miles from Atlanta. 1 6th, receiv ed orders and took up 
line of march at 6 a. m., still acting as guard to division train; crossed 
the Yellow and Stone Elvers and Haynes Greek; inarched about four- 
teen miles and bivouacked for the night. 17th, took up line ot inarch,^ 
the division and brigade having the advance, and made a march ot 
eighteen miles and bivouacked Aidthin two miles of Social Circle. 18th, 
broke camp at 6 a. m.; this regiment on the left of the brigade; the 
division still the advancing column; crossed the Little Haynes Creek, 
passed tliroiigh the post villages of Social Circle and Eutledge; biv- 
ouacked near the town of Madison, having marched some seventeen miles. 
19th, took up tlie line of march before the break of day; passed through 
the town of Madison ; halted for dinner at Buck Head Station ; the divis- 
ion having separated from the corps and train, taking a dilierent Init 
converging road, halted for the night at Blue Spring, on the plantation 
of General Jordan. At this point the command was turned out to destroy 
the Augusta railroad, which was ehectually accomplished tor several 
miles. A large amount of cotton (150 bales) and corn ready foy shiii- 
ment, on the plantation of General Jordan, was destroyed by lire by 
order of General Geary, commanding the division, 2()th, broke camp 
at 7 a. m., this regiment being the advance guard of the column. After 
striking the Oconee Eiverthe column marched down this stream upon 
the west bank, passing through the village of Oconee; bivouacked at 
Denham’s, a large and extensive Government boot, shoe, and tannery 
establishment; the regiment, in connection with the One hundred and 
forty-ninth New York Volunteers, being on picket; marched about four- 
teen miles. 21st, took up line of march at 8 a. m. ; the brigade destroyed, 
by General Geary’s orders, the tannery and workshoiis at Denham’s; 
the roads heavy and incessant rain during theentireday ; marched twelve 
miles and bivouacked on Doctor Wesley’s plantation. 22d, marched 
at 7 a. m, ; crossed the Little Eiver on pontoons and joined the corjis at 
Milledgeville, the capital of Georgia; marched about fifteen miles, 
crossed the Oconee, and reached camp about 9 x). m. and bivouacked for 
the night. 23d, remained in camp until 2 p. m., when the brigade and 
regiment, in connection with Third [First ] Brigade (Ool. Selfridge)_, First 
Division, were ordered to destroy several miles of the Gordon railroad, 
which was successfully accomxilished; reached camp at 5 ii. m. 24th, 
broke camxi at 7 a. m. ; crossed Town Creek and encamped for the night 
near Gum Creek, having marched twelve miles. 25th, moved at 9 a. m. ; 
passed through the town of Hebron; halted while nine bridges were 
repaired over the swamps at this point, which had been destroyed by a 
citizen by the name of Tucker. The bridges having been repaired, took 
up line of march about 8 x). m. ; crossed the swamps and bivouacked for 
the night, having marched about eight miles. 2Gth, moved at 7 a. m.; 
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readied JSaiideraville at noon ; lialted one liour for dinner j marclied to 
'^I’ennille, some three miles distant, at Station No. 13, on the Georgia 
Oeiitra-l Eailroad; destroyed several miles of road toward Davishorongh; 
eiK-aniped for the night in close proximity to the railroad. 37th,' at 
7 a. m. recoinnienced the destruction of the railroad and took up line 
of march at 2 p. m. for Davisborongh, some twelve miles distant, which 
place we reached at 1) p, m. 2Sth, resumed the destr notion of the rail- 
road in vicinity of Davisborongh, in conjunction with First Brigade 
of Second Division. While at work an 'assault was made upon the 
working’ parties by a detachment of Wheeler’s cavalry, in which Pri- 
vate William Grouse, of Oomxiany H of this regiment, was wounded in 
the foot. Eeached Davisborongh about 8p. in. ; bivouacked for the night. 
Both, inove.d at 7 a. m.; halted for dinndr at Bartow Station, some thir- 
tceii miles from Davisborongh j iiassed through Bethany, and bivouacked 
near the Ogeecliee Eiver, after a march of twenty-two miles. 30th, took 
ti]) line of marcli at 9 a. m. in direction of Louisville,* crossed the Ogee- 
<*,hee Eiver about dusk; bivouacked near Louisville; marched about ten 
inile.s. 

December 1, moved at 7 a. m., taking the advance; marched fifteen 
iniles and bivouacked near Burke Camp-Ground. 2d, moved at 7 a. m. ; 
inarched some fifteen miles; crossed Buck Head Greek and bivouacked 
for the night. 3d, took u]) line of march at 12 m, ; crossed the Augusta 
and Waynesborougli Eailroad three miles north of Milieu; marched 
some ten miles and bivouacked at 4 a. m. 4th, broke camji at 7 a. m., ■ 
being the advance guard of the division. Marched but six miles, owing 
to the destruction of a dam by the enemy, which flooded the road, 
bth, started at 10 a. m.; Companies K and F were detailed as a rear 
guard. After crossing the north branch of the Little Ogeecliee these 
two companies were ordered to destroy, by fire, the saw-mill and bridge 
ami break the dam. After the same had been opened and the road 
flooded, three foraging teams came in sight on the other side of the 
road. The men were ordered, to cross the burning bridge, which they 
di<l, and succeeded in backing the flames and brought "the teams and 
horses across in safety. Halted for dinner at the Little Ogeecliee; 
passed the First Division, and bivouacked for the night, after a march 
of fifteen miles. 0th, broke camp at 8 a. m.; marclied this day but 
eight miles, owing to the obstructions placed across the road by tlie 
enemy. 7th, moved at 7 a. m.; marched to Springfield, fourteen miles. 
Eegiment on jiicket, in comiectiou with the One hundred and forty- 
ninth >New York Volunteers. 8th, took ux) line of march at 7 a. m.; 
liassed through Springfield; encamped at 4 p. m., having marched four- 
teen miles. 9th, marched at 8 a. m. ; halted at Mouteith Swamp for 
dinner. At this point a brigade of tbe First Division encountered the 
enemy. After handsomely reiiulsiug them the Second Division was 
ordered to encamp about 5 xi- m. 10th, moved at 9 a. m.; crossed the 
Savaiiiiali and Charleston Eailroad, which had been destroyed by the 
First Division; bivouacked on the main road to and within five miles of 
Savannah. 11th, the brigade was ordered to break camp at 8 a. m., and 
move on a road to the left and toward the Savannah Eiver to feel the 
enemy’s lines ; iiassed the Forty-sixth Pennsylvania Veteran Volunteers, 
First Division, Second [First] Brigade, doing xiieket duty and in close 
Xiroximity to the enemy’s lines. After a slight skirmish w'lth the enemy 
by the One hundred and thirty-seventh and One hundred and second New 
York Eegiments, in which they drove tlie enemy into their works, Ave 
took our position in a ditch made to drain the road and wliich served as 
good earth-works tor the men, the Twenty-ninth being the fourth in line 
from the left of the brigade and within 300 yards of the eiieiny’s Avorks.

December 4, 
moved a.t 7.30 a. m.; encamped for the night at 5.30 p. m. near Crooked 
Creek; distance marched, live miles. December 5, moved at 0 a.m.;

the night at 8.30 p. m.; distance marched, sixteen miles. December 6, 
moved at 8 a. m. ; encamped for the night at 6 p. m. ; distance marched, 
eleven miles. December 7, moved at 7 a. m. ; encamped near Spring- 
field at 7 p. m.; distance marcbed, fifteen miles. December 8, moved 
at 0.30 a. m.; encamped for the night near Eden at 3.30 p. m. ; distance 
marched, fourteen miles. December 0, marched at 7 a. m.; encamped 
for the night at 6 ]). m.; distance marched, eight miles. December 10, 
moA^ed at'O a. m. via Savannah road; encamped for the night near the 
Five-Mile Post; distance marched; ten iniles. December 11, Aventinto 
position in line about four iniles from Savannah, where Ave remained 
until December 21. At 4 a. in. moved toward Savannah and entered 
the city just at daylight. .

On the IStli day of November I Avas ordered to mar(di on the Deesi- 
tur road at 9 a. ni,, following the troops and trains of the First and 
Second Divisions. Started about 11.30 o’clock ; moved very rapidly to 
Decatur; made a dinner halt of an hour and a halt, and started on 
'toward Stone Mountain; -column ahead moved haltingly. We would 
march half a mile and tlien halt for an hour. Cn the road all night; 
stopped for breakfast near Stone Mountain, and then pushed by First 
Division to take my place as second in line. Moved in-etty Avell all 
day; crossed Yellow Kiver toward night; camped near its banks at 
Eock Bridge Post-Oflice. November 17, moved at-Sa.m.; Second Divis- 
ion still leading us; passed Sheffield and Summers’ Mills; camped four 
miles from Social Circle; rear of column came in very early in morning. 
November IS* moved on to Social Circle; detached Third Brigade to de- 
stroy railroad ( Augusta, and Atlanta) ; Colonel Boss tore up track to Eut- 
ledge (seven milosf. The First and Second Brigades were several times 
halted to pile rails on tlie track and set them on lire. In this Avay the 
road Avas effectually destroyed for about twelve miles. Camped six miles 
from Madison, Ga.' November 19, Second and Third Brigades moved at 
5 a. m. to destroy railroad. First Brigade, Avith trains, moved at 7 a. m. 
to and through Madison to a camp four miles east of that x>hice on the 
Eatoiiton road. Second and Third Brigades joined the First at Madi- 
son. NoAunnber 20, marched in advance to Avithin tAVo miles of Eaton- 
ton; Avent into camp for the night in good season. November 21,^ 
raining; moAual at 5 ii. m. through Eatonton to Avithin ten miles of 
Milled geville; camped in pine Avoods on the Little Eiver. November 
22, First and Second Divisions, Avith trains, ])assed to our front; the 
cros.siug of the river aa'us very sIoav, the hill l)eing very bad. By 
order of General Williams moved tAvo brigades (First and Third) 
into tOAvn (Milledgeville), passing trains and leaving the train of iiiy 
diAUsion in charge of Second Brigade, Colonel Dustin; it came in 
about 3 a. m. NoATinber 23, all day in Milledgeville resting. No- 
vember 24, moA-ed at 0 a. m. across Oconee River; halted until 3 j). 
m., alio Aving Fourteenth Army Corps to pass; still in rear of corps; 
marched on Hebron road. November 25, passed Hebron to Buffalo 
' Creek; division still in rear; bridge burned; Avent into camp in good 
season. November 2(5, moved at 0 a. m.;' division in. rear of corps; 
took up pontoons over Buffalo Creek; reached Sandersville at 2 p. in. ; 
Avent into camp. Novend)er 27, division in charge of corps trains and 
artillery; marched to Davisborough, fourteen miles; AA^ent into cainx) 
early, getting everytliing in at an early hour. November 28, marched 
on Louisville road; still in charge of trains; bridge over Ogeecliee 
destroyed; pontoniers and pioneers at Avork all afternoon. The Four- 
teenth Corps train passed us here. NoAumber 29, moved at 2 p. m. ; 
crossed Rocky Comfort; xiassed through Louisville; Avent into campon

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Greek, -where the enemy had destroyed "bridge ; Second Brigade 
l<vf‘t j\.b the Ogeechee to guard the pontoon train. November 30, remained 
in eanip all day. By order of Major-General Slocum, commanding Left " 
W iiig, moved lip Second Brigade andpontoon train ; heavy fog settled at 
night ; almost impossible to see live feet ahead. The brigade and trains 
canu^- into camp at 12 o’clock (midnight). 

December 1, marched at 1 p. m., division in rear of corps, in charge 
of cavalry train and General Carlin’s train of fourteenth Corps, Col- 
onel SeUi'idge’s brigade, of First Division, assisting this division to ^ 
guard the increased train. Marched eight miles; rear in about 3 a. m, ' 
ileceinber 2, still in rear and in charge of same trains. Marched 
toward Buck Head Creek ; camped within one mile of that stream about 
dark; ordered to cross that night; order countermanded at 9 p. m. 
Decxnnber 3, crossed Buck Head Creek to move ahead of Second in 
i-ear of h''irst Division. General Carlin’s train ordered to report to its 
ow^n division. Cavalry train and my Second Brigade ordered to report 
to General Geary. Moved across Milieu and Augusta Railroad, leav- 
ing stockade to left; detached First Brigade to destroy railroad ; elfec- 
tmilly destroyed about four miles by piling fence rails on the track and 
setting them' on lire. Moved into camp near Big Horse Creek; the 
First lirigade coming in about 11 p. in. December 4, moved, second 
division in line; went into camx) at cross-roads, six miles from Sylva- 
nia. December 5, marched at 7 a. ni, ; passed First Division. Marched, 
eight miles on Springlield road; ivent into camp at 1 p. in. Second 
Brigade joined the division about 7 p.m., having marched fifteen miles. 
Deceudier (i, marched in advance of corjis fourteen miles; camped at 3 
11 . m. ten miles northwest of Springfield. December 7, marched again 
in advance. First Brigade, in advance, went into Springfield; balance 
of division camped one mile west of the town. Pioneers cleared the 
road of trees felled by enemy and built foot bridge across Jack’s 
Branch. December S, division in charge of corps trains; ordered to 
cross the branch, mass troops, and park trains around the town; 2 
p. m., ordered to move at once; roads terrible. Head of column went 
into cam]) at forks of road, only six miles, but the rear of column did 
not come in until 8.45 o’clock the next morning. December 9, detailed 
Eighty-fiftli Indiana, Lieutenant-Oolonel Crane commanding, to repair 
roads ahead of trains. Had orders, if possible, to overtake troops of 
First and Second Divisions. Moved by Mount Zion Church; marched 
fifteen miles. Camped in rear of corps, fifteen miles and a half from Sa- 
vannah. December 10, broke cami) at 6.30 a. m. to march in rear of 
First Division. Moved on main road to Monteith (Ten-mile station, 
Savannah and Charleston Railroad). Here the General Jackson com- 
mand was busily employed destroying the track. My division was or- 
dered forward to protect thewnrking party; threw First Brigade in line 
of battle near Cherokee Hill; received orders to move forward until I 
came to opposition ; was not checked until within four miles and a 
half of Savannah. Here we ran upon the enemy’s works; halted; 
ordered to form two brigades on right of Jonesville road and to hold 
one ill reserve; this was done: First and Third Brigades in first line; 
Second Brigade in camp in rear. My left connected with right of First 
Division ; my right Avith left of Fourteenth Army Corps. The enemy 
made no demonstration worthy of notice. He fired heavy guns freely, 
but they did little or no damage. 

December 11, order from General Williams, commanding Twentieth 
Corps, to send a regiment over to Savannah River. Colonel Dustin, 
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coinmaiidiiii:, Second Brigade, sent Twenty-second A\ isconsiii, Lieuten- 
ant- OoIonelBloodgood coininanding. This regiment supported Captain 
WinegaCs battery which, on the IStli [12tlij instant, disabled the rebel 
transport Eesolute to such a degree that vshe fell into our hands. A 
crew from the TAventy-second Wisconsin was xmt aboard ol her and 
ran ber up to within the week just past. On the 14tli instant two regi- 
ments were detailed from Second Brigade as escort to a train sent into 
the country from corps headquarters; they returned same night. 
December 15, received orders to relieve Carmaids brigade, of General 
Jackson’s division. December 10, Colonel Dustin, commanding Second 
Brigade, relieA'Cd Colonel Carman on left of Louisville road at day- 
break; the line very long, about 700 yards, and only three regiments 
to hold it. Colonef Dustin Avas ordered to complete the Avorks and 
Xilace his command in as strong position as possible. The brigades at 
this time Avere stationed as folloAvs: Third Brigade on the right, Pirst 
in center, Second on the left, covering a front of about one mile and 
a half. They retained this position until the evacuation of Savan- 
nah. By order of the corps commander the front of this position Avas 
frequently and thoroughly invevstigated. Every avenue of approach 
to the enemy’s lines Avas ascertained, and rex)orts of these investiga- 
tions were pronqitly forAvarded to Lieutenant-Colonel Perkins, assist- 
ant adjutant- general of the coiq)s. On the morning of December 21, 
before day, I was notified that the enemy had left his Avorks, that Gen- 
eral Geary Avas in them; I Avas ordered to push my skirmish line for- 
ward to the city and to occupy the rebel pits Avith my line of battle; 
this was done. ' At 11 a. m. I received orders to put my command in 
cami) Avcst of the canal; the trooi)S Avent in at once, Tliird Brigade on 
right, Second in center. First on left, Avagon trains parked in rear of 
troops. 

During the inarch from Atlanta to Savannah my command Avas sub- 
sisted almost entirely from the country. The report of my commissary, 
and those of my brigade commanders, will shoAv hoAv little we depended 
on the Government. Tiie subsistence x>rocured Avas of the best quality, 
greatly preferable to the army rations. V egetables, especially sAveet 
potatoes, Avere abundant, and at no former jieriod has my command 
been so healthy as it Avas on reaching Savannah. The quartermaster’s 
reiiorts Avill sTioav the number of mules and horses taken, and the com- 
liarative condition of trail sxrortation on leaving Atlanta and on reach- 
ing Savannah. Had it not been for the numbers of animals seized, 
more than half the train must have been abandoned ; as it Avas, the class 
of animals is not only imxiroved, but they are in tine condition, and 
with proper feeding are readyfor another campaign at any time. As 
to the amount of cotton destroyed, I think that 5,000 bales would not 
be an overestimate. Of course, I alloAv a margin for the unauthorized 
burning by foraging x>arties. The amount may have been more than 
that given, as Ave kexit no record of the amount burned. One thing I 
am sure of, there was not much left behind us. 

Inclosed I transmit brigade, regimental, quartermaster, and commis- 
sary of subsistence rexiorts. The report of the Seventy-ninth Ohio is 
not yet in, that regiment having been detailed since December 19, 1801.

Sir : 111 obedience to your order of December 24, 1 liave tiie lionor to 
submit tlie following report: , 

The brig'ade wliicli I bfive the lionor to command was stationed at 
the railroiul bridge acibss the Chattahoochee Kiver during the inter- 
val between September 2o and the commencement of the campaign just 

ended. „ i 

Cn the 15th of October last I received permission from Major-Oeneral 
Slocimi, commanding U. S. troops at Atlanta, to send out foraging 
imrties on the north side of the Cliattahoocliee Eiver. I. subsisted 
the aninials belonging to the post and also those belonging to inyselt 
and staff, up to the time of inarching, entirely from the country. 

November 13, at 4 p, in. I received orders to destroy the railroad 
from the Chattahoochee Diver toward Atlanta, and to continue till I 
met the working party sent out from that city, and then to join the 
division at Atlmita. * November 14, at 0 a. m. I had completely de- 
stroyed three miles and a half of the road when we met the party sent 
fron'i the city. I then moved with iny command to Atlanta and reported 
to Brigadier- General Ward, commanding division, at 5 p. m. Novem- 
ber 15, at‘1 p. m. 1 moved ray command as rear guard of the column 
in the direction of Decatur. Nothing worthy of particular mention 
occurred during the marcli, except that my entire command subsisted 
exclusively upon the (jountry until my arrival before this city. 

December 10, at this time I had in my train the same amount of 
subsistence for my brigade that I had at the beginning of the march, 
though not of the'same kind. At the commencement of the campaign 
all of the animals belonging to the command, public and private, were 
much reduced, and many of them unfit for service. On the march I 
kept out foraging parties on the flanks, with instructions to seize all 
serviceable horses and mules they might find. In this way I replaced 
the unserviceable animals of the brigade train of twenty -three teams, 
putting in 120 fresh mules. 1 replaced the horses of the ambulances, 
six ill number, with good mules. I also ]3Ht into the ordnance tiain, _ 
which for the time being was assigned to the train of my brigade, thirty 
fresh animals. 1 also supj)lied the regiments Avith the proper number 
of pack -mules, sixty in number. Officers who were entitled to horses 
hai'^e been supplied ivith good ones in all cases where their own had 
become worn out and uselesvs. I turned over to Lieutenant Thompson, 
provost-marshal of the division, at I'arious times, seventy-eight horses, 
most of which were unserviceable, making an aggregate of seizures and 
captures as follows : Number of mules, 222 j number of horses, 75 ; num- 
ber of beef-cattle, 280. 

On the 10th of December my brigade Avas in the advance ot the 
column. After crossing the Charleston and Savannah Eailroad I de- 
ployed the One hundred and second Illinois Infon try, in command of 
Captain Clay, as skirmishers, and advanced till Ave Avere Avithm four 
miles and a half of this city, where the enemy’s works -were discovered 
one mile in advance of the head of the column. The brigade Avas then 
deployed in line of battle, the left resting on the road leading into 
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Third Brigade near 


Savaimali and connecting on the 
the Oharlestoii and Savannah Eailroad. Tiie <)'i oui liout 

were a continnoiis line of breast worlcs, strongly built, with lieay head 
h)gss and extended at right angles with the road In the road was a 
strong bastion with two embrasures, in which were two long o-/-pouudei 
cannon (old style). After dark I reeonnoitered ttie vmrks, and ad 
vanced to within 300 yards of the works 
manned, which I reported to the division (mmnnmdu. 1>> ^ 
the division commander on the night ot the 

a squad of sharpshooters on the Savannah road, coveiing the giins in 
the bastion. On the night of the 12th these guns were removed irpm 
the embrasures and did not appear again dunng the mvejtmeut. In 
obedience to orders received I reeonnoitered the position ot the enemy 
in my front during the night time Irom the 15th to the 19th, and found 
a swmnn or pond of water extending its entire length, varying in depth 
horn tw 0 to three feet and a half, and tlie enemy weak, whicli I also 
reported to the division commander, and in which report 1 also ex- 
pressed the oTiinioii that 1 could easily carry this position by assault. 
At daybreak on the 21st instant I receiyed orders to advamie my com- 
mand under the supposition that the enemy had eyacuated his position. 
I immediately ordered my picket-line forward to his line ot works mmy 
front and found that the enemy had retired, leaving the guns above 
mentioned in our possession. When intormed ot this 1 immediately 
ordered a guard over the guns and a small quantity ot annmiiiition de- 
signed for their use, which guard was relieved by the;^ division picket 
on the evening of the same day. AVe moved forward at b tn m. mun 
the enemy’s works to our present encampment on the north side ot the 
Charleston and Savannah Kailroad. 

I here beg leave to state that on the 3d day ot Deceinbei^ I was oi- 
dered to proceed north of Milieu for the purpose of destroying a part 
of- the Augusta railroad, and was so employed Avith my entire com- 
mand for five hours, and burned and destroyed tour miles ot that ^ad. 
At other different times during the inarch my brigade destroyed about 
two miles of railroad, making in all about nine miles and a halt ot 

railroad destroyed by my command. . ... 

I am gratified to be able to speak of tlie general good conduct ot my 
men and tbeir uniform clieerfalness to perform all labor and duty re- 
quired mf tbem.

I tliink the regiment obtained from the country twice the amount of 
subsistence that would have been necessary to sujiply tlie men during 
tli<^ niarcli. V ast quantities of provisions Avere unavoidably abandoned 
on tlie wa,y, as the men could not Avell carry more than what their hav- 
ersacks Avould hold. 

During the raid the regiment captured horses, mules, and cattle as 
folloAvs: Horses, 78; mules, 08; cattle, SS. 

The loss sustained by the regiment in men Avas 3 captured, 1 soA^erely 
wounded.

llEADQt^ARTERS lOoTH ILLINOIS INFANTRY YOLUNTEERS, 

Bapannah, Ga., December .24, 1804, 
Sir 

At noon on the 15th of NoA^ember left Atlanta, marching out in the 
direction of Decatur on the Decatur pike. On the march my command 
])assed through the toAvjis of Decatur and Lithonia on the 15th and 
iiith of November, crossing a branch of the Ocmulgee liiver near the 
latter placic, Social Circle and Rutledge Station on the Augusta branch 
of Georgia Central Railroad on the 18th, Madison on the lOth, leaving 
the railroad at Madison and passing through Eatonton, a point at the 
terminus of a branch of the railroad running from Milledgeville. 
Entered Milledgeville on the 22d and laid over until the morning of 
the 24th. On the 20th arriAmd at Sandersville, on the left of the 
Georgia Centiul Railroad. Camped at Davisborougli on the railroad 
on the night of the 27th. Passed Louisville on the 29th, a jicint on the 
left of the Georgia Central Railroad. On the 30th laid over. 

On the 7th of December arrived at Springfield. On the 8th laid 
over until dark at Springfield. On the 10th moved up ATithin four 
miles and a half of Savannah, and, meeting the enemy’s irickets, a line 
was formed on the right of the road; my regiment, Avith the exception 
of portion of the One hundred and second [Illinois], Avas on the right of 
tlie line. The march was concluded on the tAventy-sixth day out from 
Atlanta. On the 11th and 12th of December my battalion changed its 
position in the establishment of the lines. 

During the march forage u-as abundant and regular details Avere 
made, to secure it. The men and officers subsisted almost entirely 
from the country. At Milledgeville my command Avas detailed and 
assisted in the destruction of rebel property. Several thousand stand 
of arms Avere destroyed, together Aidth a quantity of ammunition; also

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twenty easlvB of salt, ^vilioll were tlirovyn into .the river. While before 
Savamiah my command threw up two lines ot breast-works on the l<tu

Captain h'orsyth, of Company 11, was sent out in charge ot ten men 
on a reconnaissance, on the night of the 18th instant, in Iroiit of the One 
hundred and fifth Regiment and on the right ot the brigade, lie pro- 
ceeded to within twenty yards of the enemy’s line, encountering n deep 
swamp in If out of their works. He oliserved their hres and heard them 
talk Alter drawing their tire, he returned with his inmi, having 
accoiniilished all that was practicabhy in the <larkiiess ol; tlie night. 
The entire distance inarched by my regiment cannot exactly be arri\cu 
at, blit it will not fall tar short of 400 miles. 

The general good conduct of otiicers and men 1 am iileasi'd to com- 
mend to yonr liivorable consideration, especially on account of the man- 
ner ill wliich they bore the tatigne and privations of a long inarch.

StB: I have the honor to reiiort that on the 1st day of November I 
resumed the command of the Seventieth Indiana, which,' for six Aveeks 
lii'evious, liad been in cha.rge of Maj. Z. S. Kagan. At that date the 
aggregate present of the regiment aauis 413, AAffiich Avas increased to 532 
on tlui Stli by an addition caused by a consolidation with the TAveuty- 
seventh Indiana. On the 14th we left the Chattahoochee Kiver, reach- 
ing Atlanta the same day. On the 15th, the time of moving from 
Atlanta, there were nine mdinals in my possession, for Avhich, in the 
fifteen days previous, there had been drawn only three days’ rations, as 
the tAvelve days’ rations Avere foraged from the neighboring regions. 
Thirteen animals AAmre added to the above numbei', making in all 
tAA^enty-tAvo, for Avhich the GoA’ernment has furnished no rations, but 
forage Avas collected from the country to suiiioly their Avants. 

The number of rations issued to the men of the command I have no 
means of ascertaining. Since the organization of the regiment the 
suiixdy of food has never been so abundant as during the recent cain- 
X>aign. 

The health of the command has been excellent, the aAmrage number 
unfit for duty being less than 1 in 100. 

The daily report of the regiment has been no casualties.

November 15, imrsiiaiit to orders of the (l:iy belore, the bri.!.^iide 
mov('d out from Atlanta at 9 a. m., taking’ the Ilecatnr roail, the 
Third Division in the rear, and the Second Brigadi* in the center ot the 
division. The march was seriously embarrassed by the ti’ains, and with 
frequent and tedious delays was continued until 8 a. ni. of November 
10, when, after halting two hours fVa breaktast, the inarch was resumed, 
the Third Division in the center, the Second Brigade in advance, ihe 
roads were bad, and the progress of tlie column still seriously iinpeded 
by the trains. The brigade encamped at 8 ]). in. near Dock Bridge, on 
Yellow River, luiving made twenty-five miles from Atlanta in the two 
days’ march. November 17 moved at 0 a. m., ])a-ssiiig through Sheffield 
and Summers’ Mill, crossing Big Haynes Creek shortly alter Roon. 
March continued through the night until 8 o’l-lock in tlie morning or 
November IS. After halting for a short rest and breakfast, the brigade 
moved forw’'ard at 0 a. m., striking the Augusta and Atlanta Railroad at 
Social Circle at an early hour in the morning. Passing on toward 
Eutleclgii the brigade was halted near that tovii and destroyed, by 
tearing up and burning, nearly two miles of railroad track, then again 
moving forward and going into cam]) in good season about six miles 
west of Madison. November 19, broke camp at 5 a. m., and aftp’ 
marching a short cli.stance were halted and commenced destroying rail- 
road track. This destruction was very conqilete and extended to Avithiu 
half a mile of the railroad depot at Madison. Passing through Madisou^ 
the brigade Aveiit into camp on the Milledgeville road fouiMiiiles from 
Madison. November 20, marched at 0 a. m.. Third Division in advance, 
Second Brigade in i-ear of division deployed in the traiiip Encamped 
two miles north of Eatonton at dark, having marched fourteen miles. 
Noveniber 21, moved at 5 a. m., a heavy rain falling seiiously affecting 
the roads; Tliird Division in advance. Second Brigade in advance of 
division. Eatonton is the terminus of a branch railroad intersecting 

the Central railroad at Gordon, and miles distant from the latter 

place. Bncauiped at o p. m. on the Little River, ten miles from Milledge- 
ville, November 22. Here the brigade was detained by the crossing 
of the trains on the pontoon until 4 p. m., when it moved forward on 
Milledgeville road. Third Division in rear. Second Brigade in rear of 
division deployed on trains. The march was continued through the 
night with frequent detentions on account of the trains, the advance 
regiment of the bi-igade reaching Milledgeville about 10 p. m., the rear 
I’egimeat arriving at 7 o’clock in the morning. The night was severely 
cold, and tlieie was much suffering among. the men. 

Noveniber 23, remained in canq) during the day; weather very cold. 
Noveniber 24, the brigade moved at 6 a. m., crossing the Oconee River, 
and then halting to allow the Fourteenth Corps to pass, until 3 p. m., 
when it moved fomvard slowly, greatly impeded by the trains on the

was very creditable to the officers and men ot the repiuent. ^fo^ ed 
fourteen miles, and went into camp at dark sixteen iniies Iroin Savai - 
nah. December 10, broke camp at 7 a. m., and inarcbed to within tiye 
miles of Savannah on the Savannah and Augnsta dirt road^ crossing 
the Obarlestou and Savannah Bailroad ten miles Iroin the latter idace. 
Here our advance, coming uiion the enemy’s troops, went into position. 
The Second Brigade 'being in reserve, went into cainp in good season 
in rear of the line of the First and Tliird Brigades ot our division. 

December 11, remainedin position until dark. In obedience to orders 
from corps headquarters the Twenty-second Wisconsin was detached - 
and sent' to Gibbon’s plantation, on the Savannah Di ver, to «^PPort a 
batterv and blockade the river. At dark the brigado inoyed lomvaid 
into the lirst line connecting the right of the F irst Brigade with the 
lelt of the Third Brigade, midway between the dirt and rail road, the 
o-eneral direction of Bie line of battle bciug nearly north and south. 
December 12, remained in position. December 13 [12], the battery siqr 
norted by the Twenty-second Wisconsin attacked three boats atteiupt- 
ing to pass the blockade— one being a gun-boat, the other two sidcy 
wheels: oiu' armed. The unarmed, boat was soon disabled by the bat- 
tery, and the otlier two abandoned her, our forces immediately taking 
possession of her and her crew. The Twenty-second AVisconsm at the 
river took possession of rice mills on tlie river, and by details iroui the 
regiment coimneuced operating them, contributing very mateiially 
toward relieving the euibarrassmeut of tlie subsistence department mi 
account of the'" scarcity of supplies. This work wa-s energetically 
prosecuted under direction of Lieutenant Harbm't, actiug_ commissaiy 
of subsistence of the Second Brigade, by details trom the brigade. Line 
of battle corrected and advanced, Second Brigade again in reserve. 
December 14, by direction from corps beadqiiarters two regiments, 
Eighty-fiftb Indiana and nineteenth Michigan, Colonel Oraiie com- 
niandiug, made an expedition eight miles and a hall into the country 
with twenty-four ivagons, returning in eight hours with the wagons 
loaded with .staves. "December 15, remained in iiosition. December 
10. at 7 a. ui. brigade moved to the left of the Augusta dirt road^ occu- 
pving partially completed works just then eva,ciiated by the becona 
Brigade, First' Division, Twentieth Army Corps (Colonel Carman), con- 
necting on the right with the First Brigade of oiir division and on the 
left with the First Brigade, First Division, Twentieth Army Corps. 
Picket-line 500 yards in advance of line of battle, and wdthin oOU yards 
of tbe enemy’s line of battle. December 17, remained in position. 
Details from "the regiments were set to work, and the milinished breast- 
works in front of the brigade put in good condition for defense. De- 
cember 18, received the following order from divi.sion headquarters:

I )ocenib(‘r 12, 13, 14, and 15, we did not build any AAmrks in our front. 
Searmdy any picket-firing in our Iroiit. December 16, the brigade 
shifted to the left and went into camp in line of battle, the Thirty- 
third on the right, the right resting on the direct road leading to Sa- 
vannah. December 17, 18, 19, and 20, during this time a straggling 
skirmish firing Avas kept up in onr front. The enemy kept up almost 
ii constant fire with artillery Avith but little effect. December 21, 1864, 
this morning about 5 we received Avord tliat the enemy were gone from 
onr front and had evacuated Savannah. We Avere ordered to get 
ready to march imiuediately. We were soon on the march, the Thirty- 
third in the advance. The brigade halted at the first line of Avorks in 
line of battle. About 10 a. m. moved out again, and by noon Aveiit into 
ca.mp half a. mile from the city, since Avhich time the regiment has 
l)een engaged in building (piarters, &c.

December 11, remained in camp until 4 p. m., w^hen the 
ia‘g,’inient moved forward to the first line, and encamxied in line of 
battle. liemaiiied in the same xiosition until December 14, 'when, by 
oi'ders, I reported at 8 a. m. Avith the Eighty-fifth Itegiment Indiana 
Infantry and the Nineteenth Regiment Michigan Iiifiintry at corps 
bea(l(xuarters for special duty. At 9 a. m. took charge of tAventy-four 
wagons, and imrsuant to order went eight miles' and a half and 
beyond the lines; loaded the Avagons with staves and rails; rex)orte{l 
Irack to the brigade at 5 xn m., having made a march of seventeen 
miles Avitli those regiments in less than eight hours. Remained in 
original xmsition until December 1C, Avhen, at 7 a. m. Avith other regi- 
meiits of the brigade, moved to left of the Savannah road and camxmd 
in line in some earth-AVorks.

The regiment left Atlanta Avith 22 officers and 313 
iiunp aiid arrived at its pi'esent camp without any casualty, and Avith 
the same number in good health, excexiting three recently sent to the 

The regiment (h'stroyed three-quarters of a mile of railroad during 
tlid! camxiaign. 

Tin*, men endured the hardships of the campaign and its extra labors 
Avith cheerfulness— ahvays punctual and well behaved. I feel a coiu])!!- 
inent due them for their soldierly conduct, when day by day, Avith 
inducements to forage all about them, and the example of' large num- 
bers of stragglers often Avithin sight obtaining forag’e, they did not 
straggle; always present at roll-call before the regiment Avas "dismissed 
to camp. In only three instances were there exceiitions, Avhich were 
cases of men avIio, during the laborious night marches, fell asleep by the 
roadside. The regiment has been in no engagement, and, as a regi- 
ment, only under artillery fire the few days Ave were before Savanuah. 

I am under obligations to my officers, field, line, and stalf, for their 
nnifoi'in courtesy and the satisfactory manner in Avhich they liave filled 
their places and performed their duties. Both officers and men have 
endured all, confident of success, iieAmr imagining a reA^erse x^ossible.

Ji smoke was dm- 
coveredsome miles np the river, bnt rapnby nearing. At last they 
were made out to be three boats, two side- wheel wooden boats and omt 
haviim' the long, low hull and rakish build ol a modern gnn-boat,_ As 
they came witliin range onr battery opened lire and was quickly 
responded to by the giin- boat, winch was hehind, and soon alter by the 
second boat in 'tlie line. Tlie battery worked inpidly, and by the tune 
the boats had arrived within half a mile two ot them had been strucic. 
As they came to a turn in the channel that gave us a, raking lire at 
them there appeared to be some hesitation, which ended in the two 
rear boats heading up stream, and, putting on full steam, r.apidly leav- 
iyo- tlie boat on the lead to shift for lierselt, but she was both tjisableil 
aiul a<^roimd. This being observed word wnis at once sent to Colo- 
nel Hawley, proposing that lie move his men np from the mill on the 
island and take possession of the boat, as she had gone ashore on Ar- 
o’vle Island and as there were no boats that were available for that pnr- 
Tiose at the regiment. This was done. The boat, Resolute, C. S. Ifavy, ran 
no the white'dag and was boarded by our men. Her crew consisted ol 
7 officers and 22 men; sbe had no armament. The other two boats car- 
ried each several guns. A crew was selected Iroiii the regiment, vlio 
broil o'lit her of tlicbar and moored her just below the battery. Repairs 
were'^at once cominenced. It was found tliat two sliots had passed 
through her, and that she was also seriously damaged by colliding 
with the other boats as they turned roiiiul. No further attempt was 
made by the boats that escaped to get to the city. From this tune 
nothing of importance occurred for some days. A party of the regi- 
ment, under the charge of myself, explored Argyle Island to the head, 
finding canals extending from one channel into the other. December 
21 Savannah was occupied by the IT. S. forces. Tlie rebel gnu-boats 
below the island Avere burned before the occupation. The enemy still 
hover about the South Carolina shore, and there is some skirmishmg 
across the channel that separates Argyle Island from the shore. De- 
cember 22, 23, and 24, remained in camp, sending guard of 100 nmn to 
first rice mill on river. December 25, broke camp at 10 a . m, and joined 
brigade in outskirts ol the city. 
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Duiirig tile past campaign there have been no casualties in thisreai- 
ment._ It numbers 315-men present. ■ There is but little sickness and 
no tieatlis.

The 11th Ave moved forAvard nearly a mile, 
immediately in front of the Avorks of the enemy, and built rifle-pits, 
Avlu'.re Ave remained under the lire of the artillery of the enemy till the 
niorniiig of the 21st, Avhen, in coiijnnetion Avitli the corps, Ave entered tlie 
city of Savannah Avitliont opposition, the enemy haAung cAmeuated it on 
the i)revions night. 

Only 011(3 easnalty occurred in the re|i-iment Avhile in front of the city; 
Lieut. Henry Lewis, of Company K. Avas severely Avaainded in the leg. 
Eight enlisted men fell out on the march on the first night and have not 
since, joined the regiment. 

When Avc left Athiiita, Company F of this regiment, under command 
ol‘ Caihaiii Tarr, was detailed toKAport to Captain Sackett, acting com- 
missary of subsistence of this brigade, and Avas engaged in foraging 
under Ids directions till ayc readied the AAmrks in front (it Savannah, Avlieii 
it AAais relieved and rejoined the regim(3nt. Parties Avere detailed daily, 
niuler the (.diarge of a cominissioned officer, to forage for tlie regiment, 
and in this Avay the officers and men obtained nearly all tlie supplies 
reipiired. 

liKAluding tlie rations in the bands of the men Avhen leaving Atlanta, 
the regiment has draAVii during tin*. cam])aigii as follows, viz, six days’ 
rations of salt meat, twelve of bread, twenty-one and a half of coiiee, 
eleven of sugar, and eleven of salt. 

Thirty-five horses and mules Avere captured and turued over to the 
brigade (luartermaster during the march. 

The folloAving is a list of casualties since tlie date of last report: Com- 
mission officers AYOunded, 1; (uilisted men missing, 9; aggregate, 10.

YY left that place on the 15th of November, and, without incident 
woT^hhv of snS 1.0^^^^ marched about sixteen miles per diem imtd we 
reached Ylilledgeville, which occurred on the 22d ot November. Hav- 
ino’ remained there until the 21th in the p. m. ot that day, the maicli 
resumed but more moderately. We struck the Sayainiah and 
Cborlestoii Eailroad on the 11th of December, and on the same day 
Snrfptottrin rLrr r.f Savannah, where, subject to some mmoyance 
Aom the enemy's shells, we remained until the 21st, when, the cnemj 
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liiiA'ing evacnated the city, we marched in, and afterward camped on 
the northwest side of the city, Aviiere my commaiid now remains. With 
tlie exception of six and a luilf days’ hard bread, ten days’ coffee, 
eig-lit days’_ sngar, seven days’ bacon, and eight days’ salt, iny com- 
mand subsisted during tlie inarch upon jirovisioius taken from the 
country.

On tlie J5th day of Novemlier, Iblil, this regiment started (with tlie 
brigade to which it is attached) on the campaign through Georgia. 
Arrived at Social Circle on the 18th, Avhereit destroyed about a quarter 
of a mile of railroad track. On the following day arrived at Madison, 
where it destroyed about ten rods of track and burned a building con- 
taining about lifty bales of cotton. Arrived at Milledgeville, Ga., Novem- 
ber 22, avIi ere it remained until November 21; then marched in the 
direction of Savannah via Louisville and Milieu. Arrived outside the 
defenses of Savannah on the lOtli day of Decembm', 1801, where it 
remained building and occupying breast- works until December 21, Avhen 
(the city having been (‘vacuated) it Avent into (aimp about three-quar- 
ters of a mile north Avest of the city of Savannah, Ga. 

During the recent march this regiment obtained from the country, 
upon estimation, as follows: Meat (of various kinds), 11,900 pounds; 
flour, 1,000 pounds; SAveet potatoes, 300 bushels; corn meal, 500 pounds, 
l>esides other vegetables of various kinds of Avhicb I Imve no data upon 
AAdiich to estimate the amounts. The regiment (aside trom tAvo compa- 
nies AAducli Avere (letaclied Avith the train) captured— nudes, 8; cattle 
10. From the companies detached at the train Avere detailed men AA^hose 
S]>ecial duties Acere to nmke captures of horses and mules, and the result 
of their labors in that direction will probably be obtained from Lieu- 
tenant Tabor, brigade acting assistant quartermaster, under Avhose 
direction they operated. 

The casualties in the regiment during the march from Atlanta Avere 
three men missing.

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orders re(*.eived the iiigiit before, I marched it to the Ohattahoochee 
railroad bridge, there reiiorting to OoL P. 0. Smith, commanding post, 
ntae we remained as i)art of the garrison until November 14, when, 
having the day previous contributed our quarter of a mile of destrnctidu 
to the railroad between the bridge and that city, we marched to A tlanta 
with Colonel Smith, and were there ordered to join our own [brigade] 
jigain, whicdi we did. November 15, we started from Atlanta about 10 
a. ni., and that day and eiisuiugnightwendedonr wayin rear of a labor- 
ing wagon train to Stone Mountain. November 16, marched to Eock 
Bridge and crossed Yellow Eiver. About 10 a. m. November 18 
arrived at Social Circle, and there commenced destroying railroad. 
■yVc', worked in diherent places; destroyed in all about half a mile’s 
bmgth. November 10, arrived at Madison and again destroyed a short 
])iece of road immediately adjacent to the town, perhaps 250 or 300 
yards. November 22, ayc arrived at Milledgeville. November 26, at' 
Sandersville. November 27, at Davisborough. November 29, crossed 
the Ogeechee and marched through Louisville. 

December 6, arrived at Springfield, and on the 10th in Ifoiit of 
Savannah, where we took position. The next day the brigade was 
advanced and my regiment placed on the extreme left of the line. 
December 12, 1 Avas ordered to take my regiment to the right of the 
brigade and there take iiosition between the Savannah and Charleston 
and Central Railroads, relieAdng the troops of the Fourteenth Corps 
then there. This I did, and there remained somewhat ex])osed to rebel 
shot and shell, but without sustaining a casualty, till December 21, 
Avhen Ave entered the city of Savannah without opx)osition. 

We captured on the march about one dozen mules and three horses. 

As to the a.mount of provisions foraged, it is imi)ossible to make an 
estimate; but I can safely say that from the time that Ave left Eock 
Bridge until Ave arrived in the vicinity of Springfield, tAvo men and a 
pack-mule from each company, sent out daily, brought in sufficient to 
subsist tlie command Avholly. 

'Tlie regiment en joyed the best health throughout the campaign. The 
ambulance Avith. the regiment Avas but little used. Two men AvercAvith 
the division liospital ambulances a portion of the time, but there are 
none of those i)resent Avitli this army in hospital noAV,

Colonel ; I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the Artillery Brigade of this corps since the occupation 
of Atlanta: 

With the rest of the corps the batteries entered the city of Atlanta 
on the 2d day of Seiitember, and Avere placed in the vacated AAmrks of

Aitilleij , 
C'lDtain 'Bain'bridge, Yvitli four 20-ponnder 1 arrott guns, to the 
coiTJS. During the occupation several expeditions were sent out iii the 
country for forage, a battery accompanying each, but meeting Yvitli b it 
slio’ht opposition, they were at neither time engaged. 1 revious to these 
exnSitfons being sent, and Yvhile our supplies were cut off, the horses 
of the bSteries suffered terribly, many actually dying Iroiii staryation, 
^^ntliSs being so reduced as to render them utterly nnserviceable. 
Almost an entire iicay supply of horses had to be obtained. A shoit 
time before, leaving Atlanta a still further reduction ot the artillery 
w^ made. Battery K, Fifth U. S. Artillery Oaptain Bambridge ; 
Battery I, First Michigan Artillery, Captain bmitb, and iliiiteeiith 
New York In dependent Battery, Captain Bundy, were re leved 
fluty with the corps and sent to Chattanooga, leaving but tour battci- 
ies, two 12-pounders and two 3-inch Itodman, ut lour guns each. _ 

On the loth day of November the corps left Atlanta, the batteries 
beiiiff distributed through the column, marching in this nianner Piitil 
reaching the enemy’s lines near Savannah, mecffnig with but slight 
resistance on the march. The batteries did not hre a gun ; but twice 
only a section was placed in position, the intantry then driving back 
the enemy until yvc reached their lines about lour miles Irom town, on 
the loth of the present month. 

On the 11th the two rifle hatteries Avere pla<;ed in position, l>atteis 
E Independent .Pennsylvania Artillery, Oaptain Sloan, iiear the lett ot 
our line on the Savannah Kiver, opposite the upper end ot Hutchinson s 
Island: and Battery I, First New York Artillery, Oaptain Y^hneg’ar, 
oimosite Argyle Island, about two miles above. At t o (dock on the 
morning of the 13th imstaiit two gnu -boats and a steam transport made 
their appearance above Captain Winegar’s position, eoming <^pwii the 
river Captain Winegar opened lire on them when about 2,500 yards 
distant, to which the gmi -boats replied, using guns of heavy caliber. 
Captain Winegar succeeded in disabling the transport steamer Iteso- 
liite compelling her to surrender; he then directed his fire to the others, 
which soon turned back, and although several shots were seen to strike 
the lower one, they contiiined up the river and out of sight. _On the 
same day Captain Sloan fired a few shots at a steamer crossing tlie 
river below him, and also a few shots into the city. On the 10th one sec- 
tion of Battery I, First New York Artillery, crossed the river to- Argyle 
Island and exchanged a few shots with a sectmn ot the enemy on the 
Carolina shore. During the night of the 19th this section crossed to the. 
Carolina shore Avitli a brigade of infantry under command of Colonel C ar- 
man. A few rounds were fired at small bodies of the enemy during the 
20th About 3 p. m. a gun -boat came up from the city and opened on the 
rear of this force on the Carolina shore. Captain Sloan was directed to 
open on her from his position, and soon compelled her to withdraw. 
During the nights of the 18th, 19th, and 20th three field-Avorks wein^ 
constructed for heavy guns, one near the river and tAAm in front (it 
the center of G-eneral Gfeary’s line. The last two were on the skirmis i 
line and being within so short range of the enemy’s musketry and 
artillery the Avork could only be done during the night. Quite a num- 
ber of casualties occurred among the Avorkiiig jJarties, the enemy hav- 
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inj>; c.orredt range witli their artillery and using it freely at all times of 
the night. Works were also made for the light batteries, it being the 
intention to xil^^ce them all on- the line, and open siinultaiieoiisly, jire- 
vions to an assanlt. Fonr of the six 30-pounder Parrott guns were 
l)laced in the works during the night of the 20th and the other t^m 
were being put in, when it was found that the enemy had evacuated in 
our front, much to the chagrin of some of the artillery officers, who 
desired to te.st the accuracy and efficiency of these guns. On reaching 
the <uty, the 21st instant, about 10 a. m., the ram Savannah Avas dis- 
covered near the Carolina shore. Captain Sloan’s battery, being in 
advance, took position on the lower end of P>ay- street and opened fire 
on her. Some excellent shots were made, though rvith gnus of that 
(mliber (3-inch) it is not probable much damage was done to an iron- 
clad, as she was reported to be. About 4.30 p. in. Captain De G-ress’ 
biittery of 20-pounder Parrott guns took position and opened on her, 
firing "with great accuracy. The 30-pounder Parrott guns arriving 
about sunset also opened on her, but, being so late in the day, with 
what effect could not be ascertained. It was intended that if she 
remained in sight to open again on her early the next morning, but 
during the night she was blown np. Owing to the little use required 
of the artillery there were no casualties in engagements. Captain 
Gary and two men of Battery C, First Ohio Artillery, rvere captured 
on tiie 12th instant on Hutchinson’s Island, where they had gone to seek 
forage. One enlisted man of Battery B, Pennsylvania Artillery, died 
of disease on the march near Madison. The admirable policy of having 
eight horses on a carriage for a long inarch over bad roads Avas clearly 
dcmionstrated on this campaign. 

The batteries subsisted mainly on the country during the march, 
secnv’ing princiiially their oAvn supplies and forage. An exact account 
of the .supplies and forage obtained cannot be given, but as near as 
can be ascertained is as folio avs: Amount obtained from expeditions 
sent out from Atlanta: 4(5,000 pounds corn; 3,000 pounds fresh meat; 
50 bushels sweet potatoes. Amount obtained on the march from 
Atlanta ‘to Savannah: 130,000 pounds corn; 20,000 pounds rice fodder; 
10,000 pounds fresh meat; 500 pounds flour; 500 bushels sweet pota- 
toes. Making in the aggregate, 170,000 imiinds corn ; 20,000 pounds 
rice fodder; 13,000 pounds fresh meat; 500 pounds flour; 550 bushels 
SAveet potatoes. Animals captured: 40 horses, 100 mules; also 100,000 
imimds of cotton destroyed. 

The following amount of ordnance stores Avere destroyed at Milled ge- 
ville by Lieutenant Shepherd, ordnance officer Artillery Brigade, 
TAventieth Corps: 3,500 rounds fixed ammunition for 6-poiinder and 
12-x)onnder guns ; 20,000 rounds infantry ammunition; 2 boxes Sharps 
primers; 2,000 pounds poAvder. , 

The number of guns found abandoned by the enemy in their Avorks in 
front of tlie Twentieth Corps line, extending from the Savannah Biver 
to the railroad and from Fort Brown to Fort Jackson and Lawton 
Battery on the Carolina side, besides those on the gun-boats and rain 
destroyed, is 89, a list of Avhich I send herewith. Besides these a large 
number of light and heavy gnu carriages, caissons, battery wagons, 
forges, also a large amount of ammunition, Avas left here hy the enemy.

Lieutenant: In compliahce to circular troin headquarters chief ot 
artillery Twentietli (Joriis, dated December 23, 1 864, I have the honor 
to subinit the following: 

On the 2d day of Septemlier, 1SG4, the battery entered Atlanta, Ga., 
and took position in the abandoned works of the enemy, remaining there 
until about the Ihth day of September, when we moved in tlie south- 
eastern part of the city and went into camp, together with the artillery 
of the corps, whei-e we remained until the morning of October 21, when 
I -was ordered to accompany a foraging expedition under Colonel Dus- 
tin, commanding Third Division, Twentieth Corps. Starting at day- 
light of the same day and moving in the direction of Lithonia, a small 
station on the Georgia Railroad, passing through the town of Decatur 
at sundown, we went into camp on a large plantation formerly owned 
by Clark and known as Clark’s plantation, about fifteen miles from 
Atlanta. Beniaining here until the evening of the 23d we succeeded 
in loading about 906 wagons with forage and provisions within a radius 
of five miles. About dark the train was put in motion, leading to 
Atlanta, by Colonel Dustin, my battery acting as rear guard as far as 
Decatur, Avhere we arrived about 4 a. m. On the morning of the 24th, 
about 7 a. in., we again started for Atlanta, acting as advance guard, 
wliere w^e arrived about 10 a. m. ; Avent into camp on our old caniping- 
groimd, Avhere Ave remained until the morning of November 13, Avdieii 
we were ordered by Maj. J. A. Eeyuolds to report to Brigadier-General 
Geary, commanding Second Dmsion, Twentieth Corps, as the enemy 
were making demonstrations, both Avith artillery and dismounted cav- 
alry, on our lines around Atlanta, but in both of the above expeditions 
there Avas no ex])onditure of ammunition or any casualties in my com- 
mand. 
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Oil t lic ]uoriiiiij>' of llic lotli day of Koveiiibcr Atlautii was evacuated by 
till', J^'ederal forces, iny ba,ttcry iiioviiig- witli the troops of the Twentieth 
( 'orps in tlie direction of Savannah. When within about twelve miles 
ti'oni Sa vannah, on the afternoon of December 9, we encountered two 
sima.ll redoubts on the Aiifi'usta dirt road, occupied both by the enemy’s 
artillery and infantry. One section of my battery, under Lieutenant 
Heott, was immediately thrown forward and put in position with a range 
of about 1,200 yards ; tlie troops of the First Division, Twentieth Corps, 
were immediately deiiloyed, and scattered the enemy without the use 
( >f iirtilleiy. 

On the morning of the 11th day of December Maj. J. A. Eeyiiolds 
again directed me to move my battery on the Savannah Eiver, Avith the 
abventy-secoiid ‘Wisconsin Infantry as a support, it being reported that 
the enemy’s gun-boats had made their appearance. On the morning of 
the 12th day of December, about 8 o’clock, the enemy’s gim-boats 
made their appearance, wliich afterward proved to be the ikacon, armed 
with four (ll-pounder rille gniis and Dvo 82-i)oiinder liowitzers; also, the 
gun-boat Sampson, armed Avith tAvo 32-))onnder hoAvitzers, Avith their 
tender Eesolute, a small steamer. After an engagement of about 
three-quarters of an hour, from 2,4.00 to 2,700 yards, they av ere forced 
to retire up the river, leaving tlieir tender behind disabled, together 
Avith her officers and crcAv, mnnbering about 30, our expenditure of 
animnnitioii being 138 rounds. On the morning of December 16 one 
s(H‘.tion, under Lieutenant Scott, Avas tbroAvn over the river, on Argyle 
Island, and immediately intrenched tliemselAns. On tlie morning of 
the 18th engaged a section of rebel artillery on South Carolina shore. 
After' firing thirteen rourrds, silenced their guns at a distance of 1,500 
yards, Avith iro casualties. On the niorruiig of the 19th a regimeirt of 
relrel cavalry made tlreit ap])eararic(A about 2,200 yards distance on 
the South Carolimi vShor-e; after firing three rouiids case-shot they 
wlthdrcAV out of range. During the day Lieutenant Scott Avas re- 
lieved by Lieutenant Freeman, avIio 1 gave command of tiro four 3-iuGh 
guns, having received from Lieutenant Slaqiherd a battery of six 30- 
])orrirder Parrott guns, needing liiin to see that Avorks AA'ore built pre- 
jiaratory to moving tlie light battery in front of the eneiny’s Avorks on 
Augusta road. During the night Lierrterraiit Freeman was ordered 
Iry Colonel Carman, commanding brigade First .Division, Twentieth 
Army Corps, to cross the riA'er to the South Carolina shore and report 
to Colonel CogSAvell, commanding Second Massaclinsetts Infantry. 
AVerit into position; built AAmrks, Avhich Avere comirleted late in the 
morning of the 20th, During the day the section Avas ordered by Col- 
onel CogSAwdl to lire at different objects, using thirty-tAvo rounds of 
aiiimnnition Avitlr no casualties. One section of tbe 30-poniider battery, 
irrrder Lieutenant Adle, avus placed in position in Fort Fo. 1 to reply to 
one of the rebel gnn-boats, Avliich had been reported advancing up 'the 
river from Savamiali. During the night of the 20th the remaining 
four guns of heuAy battery Avere plaeed iii position in Forts Eo.2 and 3. 

Early in the morning of the 21st it Avas discovered that the enemy 
had evacuated the iiight before, Avlien one section of light hattery AAms 
ordered forAvard under Lieutenant Scott, wdjo entered the toAvn about 
10 o’clock. Also the section under Lieutenant Freeman Avas directed 
to cross tlie river to the Georgia shore and join me at Savannah, but 
owing to higli Avind ami tide he wm unable to cross. During tbe day 
the heavy battery Avas ordered forward and arrived about sundown and 
Avas put into position at tlie foot of Bay street, bearing on the rebel ram 
Savannali, firing tliirteen I'ouiids Avitli good effect A\dtli no casualties.

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On tlic lOtb of October marched with troops of the Second Divisioiij^ 
Oeiieral Geary commanding', on forage expedition, also on the 26th of 
October with troops of First Dmsioii, Colonel Eobinson commanding, 
tniptnriiig for use of command, in both expeditions, 60 bushels corn and 
a, quantity of corn fodder. The battery remained in park nntil_Novem- 
l>er 15, expending no ammunition and meeting with no casualties. 

On the 15th of November the battery moved from_ Atlanta with 
troops of the Left Wing, Army of Georgia, inarching with it until the 
occupation of Savannah, expending no ammunition and meeting with 

no casualties. ' v. o i i 

With the exception of dry rations (sugar, coftee, &c.) the command 
subsisted entirely on the country. During the march the animals were 
fed 2,000 bushels of corn, besides corn fodder, *&c. There were some 
twenty-live mules turned in through the chief of artillery. Twentieth 
Army Corps, to Captain Schoeninger, acting quartermaster, for which 
a less number Avere received. 

The following is a recapitulation of forage and animals captured on 
march: Corn captured, 2,000 bushels; horses captured, 1; mules cap-

Report of Lieut, Jerome B, Stephens, Battery 0, First Ohio Light 
Artillery, of operations September 2-Deoember 34, 

ItoquB. Battbiiy 0, First Ohio Light Artillery, 

Saramiuh, Ga., December 34, 1804. 

Lieutenant : I have the honor of submitting the following report 
of operations of Battery G, First Ohio Light Artillery, during the time 
from the occupation of Atlanta to the present date; 

On the 2d day of September, 1864, the battery moved into the city 
of Atlanta and took imsition in a fort to the south and west of the 
city. On the 12th of the month left this position and went into camp 
Avitli the other batteries of the brigade to the west of the city, where 
it lay until the 21st day of October, when it formed part of the guard 
of the foraging expedition which Avent out that day under command of 
Colonel Dustin, commanding Third Division, Twentieth Army Corps, 
and was absent four clays, returning to camp on the 24th. During the 
expedition I procured tAVO large loads of corn and about 1,000 pounds 
pork, 300 pounds mutton, and 15 bushels potatoes. Previous to this 
two wagons Avnre sent at two different times, and once after, three 
AAmgons, procuring during the several expeditions sent out about 270 
bushels corn, 2,500 pounds meat, and 30 bushels potatoes. During the 
time that the battery lay in camp it was put in good order j carriages 
painted, harness oiled, and by the 15th of October was in every Avay 
ready for the field Avith the exception of horses and mules, which, on 
account of scarcity of forage, became very much reduced in flesh, and 
a majority of them died from srarvation. On the 2d day of November 
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I received ai new lot of liors<38 and mules, and on tlie morning ol tln^ 
IStli moved out of tlie city on tlie llecatiir road Avith. the Twentietli 
Army Corps, Avitli which we inarched during the Savannah campaign, 
and arrived in front of the enemy’s works around the city on the 10th 
day of December. On the 12th, by order of Major Reynolds, the bat- 
tery was moved on to the river-bank opposite the head of Hutchinson’s 
Island. From the commencement of the campaign to this date tlie 
battery Avas commanded by Oapt. M. B. Gary, Avho was captured on 
Hutchinson’s Island the 12th with tAVo enlisted men. The battery then 
fell to my command. On the 14th instant, by command of Major Rey- 
nolds, I sent Lieutenant King with a section to report to Colonel 
Robinson, commanding Third Brigade, First Division, at Cherokee 
Hill. The balance of battery kept its position on the river until 11 
a. m. on the 20th instant, when I received orders to move my battery, 
except the section at Cherokee Hill, to the city of Savannah , where I 
arrived at 3 p. m. and Avent into camp on the Avest end of Roberts street, 
where the battery now lies. 

During the campaign the command has consumed about the follow- 
ing amount of forage and supplies : 90,000 pounds corn, 30,000 pounds 
fodder, 300 bushels sweet potatoes, 7,000 pounds fresh meat, and has 
captured 15 horses, 28 mules, picked up 7 negroes, and destroyed 
35,000 pounds cotton. On leaving Atlanta there Avere 84 horses and 
34 mules in the command. There have been 10 horses and 18 mules 
turned over to Captain Schoeninger and 8 mules to Captain McKell, 
ordnance officer Third Division, TAventieth Army Corps, and 1 horse 
died, leaving with the command at this present date 88 horses and 30 
mules.

Lieutenant: I have the honor to submit the following report of 
operations of this battery from the occupation of Atlanta, September 2, 
1864, until the present time: 

From the occupation of the city until November 15 the battery was 
parked Avith other batteries of the corps in the northeastern part of the 
city, Avith the exception of two Aveeks immediately succeeding its cap- 
ture, when Ave Avere stationed in the Avorks on East Point Railroad. 
Battery took part in foraging expedition under Colonel Robinson, 
Eighty-second Ohio Volunteer Infantry, October 16, going as far as 
Flat Rock Shoals on South River. In the expedition were probably 
600 wagons, AAdiich Avere all filled witli corn and fodder. One section of 
battery accompanied another expedition, under General Geary, October 
26, iiroceeding in direction of Lithonia, on Georgia railroad. From 
these and other expeditions Irom Atlanta, Ave received in all about 7,000 
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ixmiids of cori] Cor tli(3 iinhuiilH of ttie battery. We moved froiti Atlanta, 
November 15, taking' tlie Augusta road. One man died of disease 
November 18 near Madison. From this date until arriving in front of 
Savanna, li December 10 notliing worthy of note in a report transijired. 
llectember 13, nineteen rounds of ammunition were expended, mostly 
tlirown into tlie city. Twenty TOunds were fired on the 20th at a boat 
wliicli had moved up from the city and was annoying our troops on 
Hutchinson’s Island. Battery moved into Savannah December 21. 
One hundred and twenty rounds were expended on morning of 21st in 
(oideavoring to drive off the enemy from a boat on tlie river, troni which 
they were unloading supplies. On afternoon of same day battery was 
moved to AVest Broad street, where it is now parked. 

On the march from Atlanta tliere were picked up by my command 
a, bout 8 horses and 15 mules, in all 23 animals. The stock worn out on 
the march wuis turned into qiiartermastdr’s department. 

On the march the animals were subsisted entirely off the country, as 
were also the men to a great extent. The a, mount of forage used by my 
coniniaiid would foot up about 50,000 ])ounds. This, witli what we 
secuired from expeditions sent out from Atlanta, woidd make a total of 
57,000 xiounds corn taken from the country.

I earnestly request that 300 Spencer car- 
bines he sent to this point, Avith as little delay as possible. My troops 
are woi'se armed at xiresent than Wheeler’s irregular, laAvless cavalry.

Captain: I liave tlielionor to submit tlie following report ot tbepart 
taken by my commaiid in tbe recent movement ot oni aiin^ lioni 
Atlanta up to til e occupation of Savaniiali : . n i i 

On the 30tli of October, in obedience to instructions from lieadqnar- 
ters Military Division of tbe Mississippi, I concentrated my division 
at Marietta, and commenced at once to tit out a cavalry coinniand tor 
a long and rapid inarcb tbrougli tlie enemy’s country. But a tew days 
were given for this important work. Horses, arms, and clotbing’ bad 
to lie obtained, niid regiments and detacbmeiits, widely scattered, 
ordered in. But by bard work and perseverance, in less tban nine <lays 
tbe command ordered was ready for tbe field. Several regiments bad 
been added to tbe old regiments and organized into two brigades, each 
numbering upward of 13,500 men. Tbe First Brigade, Col. E. H. Murray, 
Third Kentucky Cavalry, commanding, was composed of tbe following 
regiments, viz: Kintb Pennsylvania Cavalry, Colonel Jordan; Fittb 
Kentucky Cavalry, Colonel Baldwin; Third Kentucky Cavalry, Lien- 
ten an t-Colou el King; Second Kentucky Cavalry, Captain bormaii, 
and Tenth Wisconsin Light Artillery, Captain Beebe, commanding, 
araoniiting to 13,800 men. The Second Brigade, Colonel Atkins, 
Kinety-second Illinois Mounted Infantry, commanding, was composed 
of tbe following regiments, viz: Kinety-second Illinois Mounted In- 
fantry, Lieutenant-Colonel Van Buskirk; Tenth. Ohio Cavalry, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Sanderson; Ninth Ohio Cavalry, Colonel Hamilton; 
Fifth Ohio Cavalry, Colonel .Heath; Squadron First Ohio Cavalry, 
Captain Dalzell, and Ninth Michigan Cavalry, Colonel Acker, amount- 
ing to 2,700 men. 

I left my encampment at Marietta on the morning of November 14, 
with 5,500 men and six pieces of artillery; reached Atlanta same day 
and bivouacked for the iiiglit. Was informed by the general-in-chief 
that Milledgeville Avas our first objective point; that my command 
would moAm on the right of the Army of the Tennessee (the liiglit 
Wing); that I was to feint strongly toward Forsyth, cross the Ocinul- 
gee, "move on Macon as if to attack it, strikiA the Georgia Central 
ilailroad and as near Macon as possil)le, then fall back toward Gordon, 
destroying track till the arrival of the infantry, Avhen I Avas to rep()rt 
to the general-in-chief at Milledgeville. Seven days had been gWen to 
make the marcli and diversion irnlicated. We left Atlanta on the 
moriiiug of November 15; crosse.<l Flint Bwer and occnined Jones- 
lAorougii. A ])ortiou of General Wlieeler’s cavalry, arid the Georgia 
jnilitia under General Cobb, was reported to beat Lovejoy’s Station. 
I met and drove back Wheeler’s advance next morning and found him 
in iiosition, occupying the old rebel earth-AAmrks constructed by Hood’s 
ariny on its recent retreat from Jonesborougli. Colonel Murray, First 
Brigade, charged and carried their Avorks, capturing tAvo 3-inch rifled 
guns (taken from General Stoneman), ancl killed and Avoiinded a largt^ 
number of the enemy. Wheeler uoav retreated in great confusion to 
Bear Creek Station, AA’here he attempted to halt and make a stand, but 
Colonel Atkins (Second Brigade), being noAv in advance, charged liim 
Avith the Tenth. Ohio Cavalry, AYheii he again broke and ra])idly re- 
treated v’th the Georgia militia to Griffin, a distance of fourteen miles, 

Wlmeier being disposed of for a time, I separated my command, 
marching on two roads, that the greater amount of cotton, cotton gins, 
and other valuable property might be destroyed. After inishing Avell in 
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on and being’ (;onviueed tliattbe impression liad been made upon 

the eTiemy that onr forces were moving directly on that point, 1 rapidly 
in arched to Planters’ Factory, crossed tlie Ocmiilgee. and readied Clin- 
ton November 19. Learning that a portion of Wheeler’s cavalry had 
also crossed the river near Macon, and was now in my immediate front, 

I iiioved on the road toward the city, forced back Wlieeler’s cavalry 
iicM’oss Waliint Creek; charged and carried a iiortion of their works 
alioiit; East Macon. Tlie Tenth Ohio Cavalry and l!^iiiety-se(‘ond Illi- 
nois Mounted Infantry, having the advance', did all the fighting and 
lieliaved most gallantly. Colonel Atkins, commanding Second Bri- 
gi'cide, deserves great praise for the energy and skill displayed on this 
i mcasion. The command encamped that night on the railroad and road 
knidingfroni Macon to Milledgeville, picketing Walnut Creek, oiie-third 
of the entire force being emidoyed all night in destroying track. A 
detachment of Ninth Michigan Cavalry, Cai)tain Ladd commanding, 
liad already struck the railroad at Griswold Station, capturing a 
train of thirteen cars, loaded with engine driving wheels and springs 
lor .same. The station was de.stroyed; pistol, soap and candle fac- 
toi'ie.s burned. The following day occurred the battle at Griswold 
Btatioii, my command repulsing every attack made by the enemy, both 
of infantry and cavalry. Novemher 22, Wheeler advanced Avith his 
entire corps of cavalry and three brigades of infantry ; drove in my 
pickets and skirmisli line, but was finally checked and driven back 
i>y the Ninth Pennsylvania Cavalry (Colonel Jordan) and Fifth Ken- 
tiKjky Cavalry (Colonel BaldAvin), the saber being principally used. 
( leneral Wahiutt, with his infantry, now came up, and the enemy 
was driven back beyond Griswold Station. The same day Colonel At- 
kins, Second Brigade, bad some severe fighting on the Macon and 
Milledgeville road, and effectually prevented any attack on oiir*trams 
that were this day moving from Clinton to Gordon. November 24, my 
(.‘oinmaiid marche<l to Milledgeville and crossed the Oconee. Having 
met the geueral-in-chief the day previous at Milledgeville and received 
instructions from him to move rapidly in direction of Milieu, and if 
])nssible rescue onr prisoncr.s reported to be at or near that point, 1 
moved ]’apidly in direction of Augusta, crossed the Ogeechee at the 
shoals, and struck the railroad, November 27, at Waynesborough, the 
advance, under Captain Estes (my assistant adjutant- general), having- 
destroyed a i)ortion of tlie track and partly burned the railroad bridge 
over Brier Creek the day previous. During this march my flanks and 
rear had been attacked again and again by Wheeler’s cavalry, but 
without serious results, and did not prevent the column from steadily 
marching on. 

We iiassed through Waynesborough and encarajied in line of battle 
on the railroad three miles .south of the town. Several attacks Avere 
made during the night upon Colonel Murray’s line, but they were re- 
pulsed, and did not prevent my people from destroying the track, one 
l)attalion of each regiment being detailed for that purpose. Here, to 
my great regret, T learned that onr xn'isoners had been remoA*ed two 
days ]U'evious. It is needless to say tliat had this not been tlie case T 
should have rescued them ; the Coiifederate Government could not ha ve 
lU'eA^ented me. After destroying sufficient track to prevent transporta- 
tion on the road for a feAV days, I deemed it prudent to retire to our 
infantry. Accordingly, Colonel Atkins (Second Brigade) was ordered 
to nnwe out to the intersection of the Waynesborough and Louisville 
I'oad and there take iix) position. Colonel Murray was directed to moA^e 
jiast Colonel Atkins and take up position in his rear, and so on, in sne- 
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cession, retire iron) siny force (lint luiglit be sent in pursuit. By .some ' 
misuuderstaudiug Oolonel Atkiusinoved on without lialting, as directed, ! 
and the consequence was that two regiments, tlie Eighth Indiana, Liexi- j 
ten ant- Colon el Jones, a.nd Nintli Micliigan Cavalry, Colonel Aeker, 
togetlier with myself and statt^ were cut off and partly surrounded. k 
But the brave officers and men of these two regiments by their splendid 
lighting broke through the rebel lines and slowly fell back, repulsing ^ 
every attack of the enemy until the main column was reached We 
moved on, crossed Buck Head Creek, burning tlie bridge, and halted | 
to feed two miles from the creek. . Information soon reached me tliat. 1 

Wheeler was crossing with his entire force. Parties were sent out and ? 

ascertained this re])ort to be time. 1 now deteianined to give him a [ 
severe repulse before marching farther, and accordingly took u]) a stron g } 

position and constructed a long line of barricades, with my flanks 
thrown well to tlie rear. These dis])ositions were sca-rce comxileted ere 
the enemy came in sight, and in a. fcAN- minutes made one of the most des- 
perate cavalry charges 1 have ever witnessed, but he was most hand- 
somely repulsed at all points, and with but slight loss to my commaml. 

This closed the lighting tor the day. We moved a few miles farther [ 
on and encamped at the first iilace where forage could be obtained. | 
The enemy made no further attempt to follow. ' My losses during the | 
incessant fighting for three days and nights were not large. From 
information gained trom scouts, jirisoners, and deserters the loss of the 
enemy is estimated at 600 killed and wounded. 

The following day we joined the Left Wing of our army at Louisville. 
Here we remained in camp several days, resting the men and horses I 
for tlie first time during the march. I 

December 2 [1], the command moved on the Waynesboroughroad, in 
advaiKie of a division of inftuitry under General Baird, the object being j 

to cover the movements of our troops, marching in several columns on i

rapidly retreated toward Waynesborough and Augusta, being closely 
pursued for scime distance by the cavalry. December J, marched to 
Thomas’ Station and encamped for the night, having made such disposi- 
tion of my forces as to ])rotect General Baird’s infantry, deployed for 
miles along the track and busily engaged with its destructJion. Wheeler, 
who had been encamped between Mbiynesborougli and Brier Creek, 
moved in the earlypart of the evening to Waynesborough, and with a por- | 

tion of his command made a vigorous attack upon one of Colonel Atkins’ 
regiments, encamped Ux»on the railroad three miles south of the town. 

This attack was easily rexmlsed, as were several others made during 
the night. As I had received orders that day from the general-in-chief 
to make a strong reconnaissance in the direction of Waynesborough, 1 
and to engage Wheeler wherever we met him, I directed brigade com- 
manders to send surplus animals and all non-combatants to the wagon 
train ; that in the morning the command would move to engage, defeat, 
and rout the rebel cavalry encanqied at Waynesborough. Accordingly | 
at daylight the following morning we moved out of cami), the Second 
Brigade, Colonel Atkins, having the advance. The enemy’s skirmish ; 
line was met, quickly driven in, and finally retired upon his main line, 
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(jonaiated of dismounted ca.vahy strongly possted heliiiid long 
lines of barricades, yith tbeir flanks well secured. Colonel Atkins was 
(lirected to move forward and take the barricade, but the enemy was 
ibiind to be more strongly pdsted than was anticipated, and the first 
attack was a failure. The Ninety-second Illinois Mounted Inlantry was 
<lismounted, tlie Tenth Ohio and Ninth Michigan Cavalry, in columns 
of lour by battalions, were sent in on the right, and the Ninth Ohio 
(Ja valry was ])Iaeed in the siime order on the left. The Tenth Wiscon- 
sin Battery (Captain Beebe) was brought up to within less than 600 
yards, and opened on the barricades, and the enemy’s artillery, in all 
live pie<.ies, were forced to w'ithdraw. At this moment, all being ready, 
the charge was sounded, the whole line moved forward in vSplendkl 
order, and never halted for one moment until the barricades were 
gained and the enemy routed. A few hundred yards beyond he 
made several (!Oun ter- charges to save his dismounted men and check 
our rapid advance. At one time he had nearly succeeded, when 
1 he Fifth Ohio Cavalry, Colonel Heath, who had been sent out on 
our right, charged the enemy in flank nnd rear, when he gave way 
at all points and rapidly fell back to the town of Waynesborough. 
Here he was found occupying a second line of barricades, with artil- 
lery, as Ijefore, and his flanks so far extended that it warn useless to 
attempt to turn them. I therefore determined to break his center. 
Colonel Mmjay, having the advance, was directed to make a disposi- 
tion accordingly. The Eighth Indiana (Lieutenant- Colonel Jones) was 
dismounted and puslied forward as skirmishers. The Ninth Pennsyl- 
vania (Colonel Jordan), in columns of fours by battalion, had the left) 
the Third Kentucky (Lieutenant-tfolonel King) the center; the Fifth 
Kentucky (Colonel Bakhvin) and Second Kentucky (Oa])tain Forman) 
the right. The advanc.e was sounded, and in less than twenty minutes 
the enemy was driven from his ])osition, the town gained, and Wheel- 
er’s entire for(;e (‘ompletely routed. The Fifth Ohio, Fifth Kentucky, 
and a portion of the Ninth Pennsylvania Cavalry followed in close pur- 
suit to Brier Creek, a distance of eight miles from the point where the 
first attack was made. After burning the bridges above and below the 
railroad bridge, as well as the latter, the command marched to Alex- 
ander and encamped for the night. In this engagement Wheeler’s 
cavalry corps, consisting of four divisions and two independent bri- 
gades, as has since been ascertained, 'was not only defeated and driven 
a distance of eight miles, but completely routed. The men of my com- 
mand fought most bravely throughout the day, and it is impossible to 
single out from among the officers individual cases of gallantry -when 
all did so well. My casualties on this day, as well as on all others, will 
be found in a separate report accompanying this. Judging from the 
enemy’s killed and wounded left on the field, his loss must have been 
severe; upward of 200 left in our hands Avere wounded by the saber 
alone. 

December o, we marched from Alexander to Jacksonborough, cover- 
ing tluj rear of the Fourteenth Army Corps. December 6, Colonel 
Murray (First Brigade) marched to Springfield, moving in rear of the 
Twentieth Army Corj)s.

Near Savannah, Ga., December 25, 1804. 

Captain: I have the honor to report that the First Brigade, Thiial 
Cavalry Division, Military Division of tlie Mississippi, composed A

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Ninth Peinisylvama, Fifth Kentucky, Eighth Indiana, and Third and 
beciond Kentucky Cavalry, left Marietta at 8 a. m. November 14, to 
follow our indomitable leaders through the Confederacy to the ocean : 
«*anii)e.d four miles southwest of Atlanta. November 15, moved at 
S) in. ; attacked and drove the enemy from Jouesborough, caxituring 
three caissons filled with animunition ; this was accomiilished by the 
Indiana and Fifth Kentucky Cavalry. November 16, marched 
sit 8.^0 a, in. ; struck the enemy two miles from Lovejoy’s Station, in force, 
heliincl intrenchments with artillery. The Eighth Indiana and Third 
Keiituclty, dismounted, moved upon the works, which were taken pos- 
session of by the Eighth Indiana. The Third Kentucky, mounting, 
inside a most brilliant and successful saber charge, resulting in a total 
demoralization of the enemy, and the capture of two pieces of artillery, 
Hie, engagement also furnished us with 42 prisoners. The Second 
Kentucky, Captain Forman, coming up after the charge, pushed on, 
but only to find the enemy straggling. November 17, marched at 8 
ohdotik; encamped four miles southwest of Jackson. November 18, 
in arched at Sa. m.j camped near Cork; the Fifth Kentucky crossing 
(be Ocniulgee Fiver, succeeded in capturing 125 horses and mules. 
N ovember 19, marclied at midnight; crossed the Ocmnlgee on pontoons 
at Planters’ Factory; the Second Kentucky was left to xirotect the 
division supply train; camped fourteen miles from Clinton; the Ninth 
l ^eiinsylvaiiia, Colonel Jordan, making a detour to the right, obtained 
\-al liable information in regard to the movements of the'enemy about 
M acou. November 20, marched to Clinton, participating in the demon- 
stration that day made by our command on Macon; Captain Hancock, 
of the Ninth Pennsylvania, with 100 men, making a demonstration, 
attacking and gallantly combating two rebel regiments, to tlie right of 
our line of march on Macou; withdrawing from before Macon, camped 
near G-riswoldville. November 21, took position at G-riswoldville ; 
skirmished mildly all day, being in position, tearing up track, destroy- 
ing a pistol and soap factory of much value to the enemy; encamped 
three miles from Griswoldville. November 22, the pickets of the Ninth 
PenTisylvaiiia at early morn were attacked and finally driven back to 
the eiicainpment of the brigade, where this regiment for sometime ivas 
(3arncstly engaged; the regiment fought well an enemy greatly su- 
Xicrior in niinihers. Their gallautry, stern resistance, an dVell- timed 
charge, baffled the enemy in what he supposed would prove to them a 
successful attack. Making preparations to attack Avith my whole force, 
received orders to ivithhold in order to allow the infantry column hf 
General Walcutt to show themselves, moving in the direction of Gris- 
woldville and Macon. The Fifth Kentucky, ivith General Kilpatrick, 
made a demonstration to the rear of the enemy’s line of battle. This 
was the day of magnificent behavior and splendid fighting of General 
Walciitt’s brigade, of General Woods’ division, of the Fifteentb Army 
Corps. Hiiriug the day, when the enemy, with greatly superior num- 
bers, made such repeated and determined attacks upon General Wal- 
cutt, I took the responsibility of moving from camp with two regiments, 
plaemg them, one on each flank of our force then engaged, which, at that 
time, was in imminent danger of being turned. 

NoAmniber 23, marched to Gordon and encamped. November 24, 
marclied to Milledgeville; received rations ; tlience across the Oconee 
eight miles, beginning our movement to strike the Augusta and Savan- 
nah Kailroad. November 25, marched at 8 a. m., reaching the factory 
a.t Ogeeifliee Shoals.

that time the enemy, covering my entire, frinit, witli tv\() bugadeo. on 
my left flank, dared not attack. I took up the line ot inareli without 
the least difficulty or aimoyaiice from them, moving m the directum of 
AVaynesborough, at which point we struck the rai road, and at night- 
fall camped upon it, a mile and a half in the direction of Milieu. 
The enemy having followed the rear ot the Second Brigade all day, wc. 
had evei-V reasoirto expect an attack here; therefore took up a strong 
Dosition of two harricaded lines; the Third Kentucky, Eighth Indiami, 
mid tlie Fifth Kentucky in the first line; the Kmth Pennsylvania and 
Second Kentucky holding the second one, my flanks being well ino- 
tected by the railroad on the right and a. large pomUm the left. ISofc 
long after we were prepared did we wait; before 11 o clock pe piokets 
and onr entire skirmish line were driven in, and before midnight tliey 
had completely enveloped onr line and made a charge upon our works. 
From that until dawn six different and distinct charges were inade upon 
our lines ; six different times did they meet with bloody repulses. 1 ins 
was the second night that my command had been engaged, and tor sev- 
eral days hud been making long inarches. The enemy, by reason ot 
the daiiiiiess of the night, were unable to _ ascertain our position only 
by volleys they received from our Spencer rifles and carbines. At tunes 
they rushed within thirty yards of our barricades, Avitb load hnsizalis ot 
“ Hunt their damned barricades,” ‘‘ Go for them,” We’ll show you how 
to desolate onr homes and burn onr towns.” I have every reason to 
believe that this fight was one of immense disaster to them m kiiiecL 
and wounded. Lieutenant Stetson, with his artillery at short range, 
used four guns; he never fires but what he makes ah impression upon 
the enemy. Part of the Kinth Pennsylvania Cavalry, notwithstanding 
onr eoiistuiit work with the enemy, was engaged in tearing up the rail- 
road. In accordance with orders from the general commanding, I, at 
daylight, witlidrew, marchiug in the direction of Ijonisville. 

This was a day of unusual activity. The churge made by that most 
exeellcnt officer, Oapt. John A. P. Glore, with his battalion of the Fiftli 
Kentucky, and the engagements of the Eighth Indiana and Kintli 
Michigan that morning, was under the direct supervision of the general 
commanding and reflects gi-eat credit upon those engaged. My com- 
mand formed the rear. This day the enemy seemed determined to do 
something. The greater portion of onr command having crossed Buck 
Head Creek, they" conceived the plan of cutting off and entirely destroy- 
iug that portion, which, as yet, had not crossed. In this, however, they 
were sadly inistakeu. Gaining a flitting advantage by reasou of their 
heavy flanking columns, the next moment foniid them disappointed, 
discomfited, and retiring. Tlie Second and Third Kentucky, our rear, 
bore the brunt of this attack. The Eifth Kentucky, quickly into hue. 
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t,lui Niiitli l^eiinsylvania and artillery into position, tlie enemy did not 
see i)roper to make fartlier advanees,^yben we marched across the bridge. 
Tlere we Ibiiiid Oolonel Jleath, Avith his Fifth Ohio, and two howitzers 
HI. splendid position, covering the bridge, ready to give the enemy a 
Wtirni reception and burn the bridge, both of which they afterward did. 
Moving on some three miles, by direetion of the general commanding 
we halted, went into position, built barricades, and in every way pre- 
pared to whip the enemy, Avho ha<i for two days been annoying our rear 
battalions, and for two nights had called my entire command from their 
blankets to give them repulses. Tlie enemy, only delayed by the burn- 
ing or the bridge, soon eltected a crossing at another point and were 
Ixdbre us. Ihiey made a most handsome attack, first on our center, then 
on our extreme right, and afterward on our left, each one of Avhich was 
beautitiilly repulsed. Having accomifiished that for which ^VG halted, 
by direction of tlie general commanding we remounted and resumed 
the march. II oping to take some prisoners, by my direction (Japtain 
Beggs, my acting assistant adjutant- general, directed Colonel Baldwin, 
coninnuidiug Fifth Kentucky, to move into the woods to our left, whence 
a portion of the ri'bels who charged our left had fled. This, however. 
Colonel Bakbvin failed to do. Marched and encamped within ten miles 
of Louisville, the enemy no longer showing themselves. November 29, 
inarched at (J a., m. to Big Creek, near Louisville; camped near Louis- 
ville. November 30, remained in camp, 

December 1, marched at 10.30 a. m, in the direction of Waynes- 
borough. Found the enemy, two brigades strong, within four miles. 
After a stubborn fight, routed him. The action Avas brought on by 
MaJ. G. T, Cheek, Fifth Kentucky Cavalry, a gallant and experienced 
ollicjer. Colonel BaldAvin, Avith the rest of his regiment, the Fifth 
Kentucky, moving forward to the fight, was soon engaged. Colonel 
.Tones, Avith his Eighth Indiana, pushed forward, with one battalion on 
each llank'of the Fifth and the third one up to their line. They Avent 
up in handsome style, met and engaged the enemy with the Fifth, who 
af. that time was being heavy pressed. MoAung forward, we encamped 
three miles beyond. December 2, marched at 7 o’clock. Found the 
enemy at Edcky (3reek Church. He Avas charged and driven across 
the creek by Major Breathitt, Avith his battalion of the Third Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, Captain Thomas, Avith his battalion of the Third Ken- 
tucky, crossing the creek, charging the enemy behind barricades, and, 
together Avith a battalion of the l^fifth Ohio, put the enemy to flight. 
Traveled fifteen miles and encamped. December 3, marched to Tomp- 
kins’ [Thomas’] Station, December 4, Wheeler with his entire force being 
at Waynesborough, five miles distant, by direction of the' general com- 
manding, my command stripped for battle, and with our divivsion moved 
to attack and rout him. The Second Brigade, in advance, my command 
in a second line within supx)orting distance, attacked and drove him 
to the town, Keceiving orders fi'om General Kilpatrick to take the 
town, the Second Brigade, having had their share, wheeled out of the 
road, and I moved forward to do so. The enemy held splendid posi- 
tions. The ai)proaches to the toAAm Avere difficult, by reason of a stream 
almost impassable, save by the main road or railroad. The Third 
Kentucky pushing across, Avent into position on the right, under a heavy 
fire, the Ninth Pennsylvania forming on the left. In the meantime the 
Eighth Indiana (dismounted) moved across the stream, through the 
SAvamp; Lieutenant Stetson, Avith his artillery, and Colonel Baldwin, 
with the Fifth Kentucky, in position on the south side of the stream. 
The Second Kentucky ordered to MIoav AAdthin sux)porting distance of 
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the first line. Tlie Third Kentucky, charging on the right, foun^ the 
enemy in barricades, and were subjected to a fire trom tront and flank. 
The Mnth Pennsylvania, pushing on the left, striick the enemy, reliev- 
ing the Third Kentucky from the flank fire. These two regmieiits 
pushed forward in magnificent style. The highth Indiana and iseccmd 
Kentucky moving up inch by inch, the enemy were driven through the 
towm, theKinth Pennsylvania and Third Kentucky presising the enemy 
heavily. The appearance of the Eighth Indiana (dismounted), and the 
charge of the Second Kentucky, sent the enemy, panic-stri(;ken, Ironi 
the field. His loss in killed, wounded, and prisoners was heavy, and 
saved themselves from still more serious slaughter by fleeing to the 
woods. Haying taken full possession of the town and from m.e to two 
miles in all directions, the Fifth Kentucky was ordered up, and pushed 
on the, Augusta road, which the majority of the command of Wheel er 
had taken, following him closely until lie had crossed Brier Creek. 
This was a most magnificent fight. Each regiment did nobly its part, 
(•.onclusively showing by the manner in which they 
less than a complete rout totlie enemy would be the result ot the da,v s 
battle. The Third Kentucky lost heavily in the engagement by reason 
of the barricades, which they most determinedly attacked and carried. 
Aside from the good resulting from the victory itself, tlie enemy seemed 
to be convinced that the destination of the army of Creneral bherman 
was Augusta, whence they continued to fiee. Taking the Alexander 

road encamped a distance of five miles. 

December 5, inarched at 7 o’clock, traveling twenty-two miie^s; en- 
camped at Jacksonboroiigh. December 6, marched through Sylvania 
to the Middle Ground road ; covered the rear of the iwentieth Army 
Corps, moving on Springfield; encamped, having traveled tw^enty- 
Ibur miles. During the day a scouting party trom the Kiiith 1 ennsyl- 
vauia attacked in the rear, and entirely dispersing it, a, small advance 
guard of the rebel General Ferguson, whose column was moving on 
this road. Changing his course, however, he attacked the Seconil Bri- 
gade, which was imndiig in the rear of the Fourteenth Corps. Dccmn- 
ber 7, marched at 9 a. in., traveling eleven miles. December b, marmied 
at 10 a. in. through Springfield; camped at 12 m. The marches ot De- 
cember 6, 7, and 8 in the rear were hard ones, by reason ot the swain pis, 
rendered almost impassable by the march of an army corps over them. 
December 9, marched at 9 a. in. ; passed to the rear of Seventeenth Army 
Cku'ps; cainpied eleven miles northwest of Savannah, having trayele<l 
twenW-two miles. December 10, marched at 9 a. m. in the diiection o1 
Savannah; traveled four miles and encamped, Deceinhei 11, inaiclicd 
at 7 o’clock.; piassed along the canal and to the right of the Fitteenth 
Army Corps; traveled twmnty miles and encamped ten miles southwest 
of Savannah. December 12, marched at 7 a. m. in the direction ot 
McAllister ; camped at McAllister’s plantation . December 13, marched 
at 7 a. m. to Midway. The rebel Colonel Hood, commanding the district 
composed of the counties of McIntosh, Liberty, and Screven, was 
greatly discomfited by onr presence. His men, stationed at Sim- 
bery, Dorchester, and Eiceborotigh, and Station No. 3, were totally 
demoralized and tied, reckless of organization, to the Altamaha 
bridge, whenever attacked. This gave us free access to the ocean. 
Oapt. E. A. Hancock, Ninth Pennsylvania, with 120 men from the bri- 
gade, pushed his way to the Altamaha bridge, and, although not 
able to destroy the bridge itself, burned efiectnally a long trestle, 
three-quarters of a mile, and other piarts of the track, just thiy side, 
rendering by this the bridge useless to the enemy, Ketiiriied, bringing 
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willi hni) tx) (‘amp jirisoiK^r.s. ],)e(.*cml)(a‘ 1.4, remained in cainp. 
l)(‘C(nnl>er 15, marelied in. tlie direction of Jvingls Bridge. .T)e(‘ember 
l(i, marcdied and went into camp, two miles soutli west of King’s Bridge. 

From Snnbery, onr fleet, to be seen in tlie distance, brings to an end 
this meager outline of tbe operations of tbe brigade it was my honor to 
command in its jiassage tlirougli tlie ConfMeracy and its many 
engagements froin Atlanta, to the (mean. 

It W(,)ul(l be impossible to rendin* unto all, individually, that inaise 
which is due them. All so well have done their part, so nobly fought, 
a. nation’s gratitude is due them. 

In iogi inental ermimaiHlers the brigade has been extremely fortunate. 
1 Avould beg l.)efore closing to call your attention to the following list, 
esiiecially imnitioned, of officers and non-commissioned officers, whose 
gallantry lias ecime under my special notice, and who have rendered dis- 
tinguished services throughout the campaign, namely: Ool. Thomas J. 
Jordan, Ninth Pennsylvania, and Lieut.'' Col. F. A. Jones, Eighth 
India, na, for their ability and skill as cavalry commanders and their 
ready anticipations of orders; Oapt. A. (J. SIoo and Lieutenant Kelly, 
Third Kentucky Cavalry, for their gallant conduct in the charge at 
Lovejoy’s, which resulted in the capture of two pieces of artillery. I 
also take pleasure in commending i,he gallantry of Capt. E. V. Brook- 
•(hild, (iommissary of subsistence, Third Cavalry bivisioii, in this charge; 
Captain Crowell, of the Eighth Indiana, for gallantry on two different 
occasions in cliarging tiie enemy; Capt. E. A. Hancock, Ninth Peim- 
sylvania,^ :lbr gallant and meritorious conduct throughout the cam- 
paign; IJeut. McJ. Davis, of the Third Kentucky Cavalry, and Lieu- 
tenant Bryan, Fifth Kentucky, for tlieir ga, Hanky in charging the 
ciuMiiy at Bindi Head Creek; Semgeant Emery, Company H, Sergeant 
Pepper, (Jomimny L, Second Kentucky Cavalry, and Sergt. James H. 
Taylor, com]nissa,ry sergeant, Second Kentucky Cavalry, for tlieir gal- 
lant l)elia\'ior on diff(.‘reiit occasions. 

To tlie efficient, energetic, and brave officers composing my staff, 
wliose duties throughout the whole campaign have been most arduous, 
who have lieen exposed to lire in every engagement, I would ten- 
der my heartfelt thanks. Therefore, to you I oommend Capt. James 
Beggs, Third Kentucky Cavalry, acting assistant adjutant gen oral; 
Capt. Samuel Lyon, Second Kentucky Cavalry, acting assistant in- 
spector-general; Lieut. H. D. G-orham, Fifth' Kentucky Cavalry, 
aide-de-cainp; Lieut. P. S. Bruner, Third Kentucky Cavalry, aide- 
de-camp; Lieut. William Waters, Third Kentucky Cavalry, provost- 
marshal; Captain Baker, Eighth Indiana, acting commissary of sub- 
sistence, and Lieutenant Winters, Eighth Indiana, acting ordnance 
officer, were evm- assiduously at work, aside from- tlieir regular duties, 
ill almost every engagement. 

To Maj. R. M. Fairleigh, (diief surgeon of the brigade, for his energy 
and efficiency displayed in the care of our wounded, I tender my 
thanks. 

To Captain Olfutt, Eiftli Kentucky Cavalry, commanding jiioneer 
corps, for his promptness, energy, and bravery, I am much indebted. 

To Lieutenant Stetson, Tenth Wisconsin Battery, commanding his 
own section and my two pieces captured from the enemy, I cannot 
thank too much; throughout every engagement he has shown himself 
a superior artillerist and a brave soldier. Most heartily ayouIcI I ret'- 
OTiimend him for xiromotiou. 

Eememhering those brave captains, we deeply mourn the loss of 
Captains Forrester, Fifth Kentucky Cavalry, and White, Third Ken- 
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tiu’ky Oa.valry, avIio so gallantly so l.)ra^a'ly dietl — tho ibrnicr at 

Buck Head Greek, the latter at Waynesborougli--falliug in defense of 
their country and her honor. Sacred ‘will be their r.eineinbranee in the 
hearts of their comrades and many friends. 

In conclusion 1 would tender to Col. Thomas J. <Jordan, Hinth Penn- 
sylvania; Colonel Baldwin, Pifth JAentucky ; Ijieutenant-Oolonel Jones, 
Eighth Indiana, and Lieutenant-Colonel King, Third Kentucky Cavalry, 
and Oax)tains Forman and Gilmore, Second Kentucky Cavalry, niy heart- 
felt tlianks for the liearty co-operation they luive ever given me, and 
to return ttrough them to the brave officers and men of their different 
regiments I ani''proud to command that heartfelt gratitude due them. 
Feeling assured that never will the hour come when dishonor will be 
breathed in connection with the First Brigade, but that each day and 
every l)attle will but serve to win them new laurels and brighten tlieir 
tame, I again return to them thanks for their gallantry and soldierly 
bearing.

Report of Lieut, dot. Fielder A. Joreu, Fighth Indiana, (kivalry. 

Headquakters EKiiiTii Indiana Cavalry, 

December Y/, 1864. 

I have the honor to report that the Eighth Indiana Cavalry left 
Marietta, Ga,, November 14, 1864, with 36 officers and 566 enlisted 
men. The horse equipments were in x)Oor condition,. as also were many 
of the horses, having been dravui at second-hand and nearly worn out 
by long and hard service. 

On the evening of the 15th of November met the enemy in pretty 
strong force with artillery behind intrenchments at Jonesborougli. 
After some pretty severe skirmishing, with the co-operation of the 
Fifth Kentucky, which came in on another road, the enemy was driven 
from the works and out of town, we x)icketing lor the night. Lieuten- 
ant Snyder and one enlisted man were wounded. On the 16th, being in 
the advance of the division, we struck the enemy a few miles north of 
Lovejoy’s; drove them into the old rebel works at that xilace. One 
battalion of the Eighth, dismounted, under Major Gordon, charged and 
quickly carried the works. This was followed by a charge of the entire 
brigade. Our route was blockaded by fallen trees and other obstruc- 
tions. causing us to fail to be “in at the death,” yet we caiotured some 
prisoners. Thence marched south by easy marches, capturing a few 
horses and mules, destroying cotton and other public xiroxierty. Took 
no xiart in the attack on Ma(jon; skirmished lightly with the enemy at 
Giiswold. Marched to the capital of Georgia ; thence to Sylvan Grove. 
At the last-named place, at 2 a. m. of the 27th of November, this regi- 
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irumt, being isolated from the division, vfas attacked by Wheeler’s entiiMr 
foi'ce. Three heavy charges of the enemy were handsomely repulsed. 

1 1 (uvvy skirmishing- was kept wj) until daylight, when we were with- 
drawn. l>y order of Colonel Murray. Marched to Waynesborough and 
was attacked again at night by Wheeler. Skirmished all night. The 
conseciuence was my men were sadly in need of rest and sleep. 

On the 28tli Avas detailed to cover the rear; marched quietly about 
three miles, when the rear guard, under Maior Herring, Avas attacked 
by a strong force. I quickly disposed the balance of my command to 
covesr the Avithdrawal of Major Herring. This had scarcely been done 
Avheii the enemy charged our flanks in several columns, and had suc- 
ccuuhul in throwing a heavy force on the road betAveen my command 
and the division. At one time our position was perilous in the extreme. 
The regiment was sei)arated by the flanking columns of the enemy 
into four detachments, and the fog Avas so dense Ave could not distin- 
guish. fi'iend from foe at the distance of tAventy paces. Almost every 
oih<ier in the regiment Avas throAvn upon his OAvn resources, and each 
ga-Ihiiitly discharged his duties. Each detachment charged the enemy 
Avluu’over [met] and soon cleared the road and flanks and extricated 
the regiment from its dangerous position Avith very little loss, wliile the 
(ineiny, by his OAvn showing, lost in killed and wounded iiearly 100 men, 
iiKiluding 2 caiJtains, 1 colonel, and tfeneral Eobertson wounded. The 
r(igimeiit Avas relieved by Eintb Michigan, but Companies B and G, 
under Meijor Cfraliam, detached accidentally from the regiment, 
rcAiu allied AAuth the rear all day, and at the church near Buck Head 
Bridge made a galhint cliarge, driAung the enemy several hundred 
yards, and materially aided the column in crossing the bridge. My 
<M umnaTid Avere spectators only of the fight at Eeynolds’ plantation, being 
in resei'A^e. After the battle again took the rear, and I must say that 
that night’s inarch aa hs tlie most severe on men and horses I ever 
experienced, and there Avas no earthly cause for it, except carelessness 
of (ioinpany commanders. At no time that night did the rear march over 
TOO yards Avithout a halt, and yet the road Avas good, Got into camp 
at i! 30 o’clock, having marched eight miles in eight hours and a half. 

DecnndAer 1, skirmished AAotli the enemy ; lost 1 man killed, 2 severely 
Avoinided. December 4, took iiart in the battle in Waynesborough. 
(’liarged, dismounted, through the town, and AAdth the infantry pursued 
tin' routed foe to near Brier Creek. Marched with division iii direction 
of Savannah. Pi(dvets Avere attacked at Si>ringtield. Captains Crow- 
ell a-nd Staiidey promptly charged and routed the enemy, killing 3 men, 
2 horwes, and (*aptnring 5 horses. INear Jacksonborongh Lieutenant 
McManaman, Avith a small foraging party, charged a detachment of 
rebels, causing them to throw doAvn their arms and abandon their 
horses and seek safety in the SAvamps. The lieutenant destroyed 12 
stand of arras and captui-ed 12 horses. Arrived in camp near King’s 
Bridge, December 17, 18(54. 

HaA^e no complaints to make of oflicers. They did their duty and 
have my thanks. As to the brave enlisted men of Eighth Indiana, 
they have spoken for theniselA^es by heroic action on many a bloody 
field and need no eulogy from me. 

With a tear for our noble dead, a. x)rayer for the speedy recovery of 
our Avounded and the safe return of our captiA^es, I am, captain, A^ery

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the move- 
ments and actions of my regiment from the 14tli of November to Decem- 
ber 6 : 

November 14, moved with the brigade from Marietta, Ga., in the 
direction of Atlanta, my regiment moving in rear of the brigade. No- 
vember 15, the brigade moved in the direction of Jonesborougli, my 
command being left with the Ninth Peimsylvania in rear to protect 
the train. November 16, the First Brigade, having the advance, came 
in contact with a body of rebel cavalry at LovCiioy’s Station on the 
West Point railroad. Here my regiment was ordered to support a sec- 
tion of artillery. Afterward I was ordered with my command to mov(‘ 
forward at double-quick to support the Third Kentucky, Avliich in tlie 
meantime had charged the rebels, capturing their artillery and chasing 
them some four or liA’e miles. My regiment then took the advance, 
skirmishing with the rebels as far as Bear Greek Station, where it aauis 
ordered to halt, rest our horses, and let the Second Brigade take tlie 
advance. November 17, moved on the Jackson road without meeting 
Avith any resistance. NoAu^mber 18, moAmd in advance of the brigadii 
with my command in the direction of Ocmulgee Biver. November 19, 
crossed Ocmulgee Eiver at Ocmulgee Mills, where I receded ordei’vS to 
take my regiment and guard the dmsioii train through to Milledge- 
ville. Arriving there on the 24th received orders to join the brigade, 
which moA^ed in the direction of Sparta, camping some eight iniles from 
Milledgeville. November 25, my regiment moved in the advance on the 
road to Ogeechee Shoals on Ogeechee Eiver, at Avliich place my advance 
guard surprised a party of rebels, capturing eight of them, also tAvelve 
valuable horses, wliich were acceptable about that time. We remained 
at that place duriDg the night. 

November 26, my regiment Avas left in the rear of the command for 
the purpose of burning the bridge OAm' the river, also a large factory 
and mill. We then moved on the road to Augusta, meeting no enemy. 
That night my cojnmand, with the Eighth Indiana, was left at the forks 
of the road for picket, and to hold that position during the night. At 
12 o’clock we Avere attacked by a large body of cavalry, siirjnising our 
pickets and moAung directly upon our cainj). After being repulsed 
some four or five times they concluded to wait until daylight before 
making another adA^^ance. At that time they attacked and were again 
rex)ulsed. Finding that they could not move ns from our x>osition by 
attacking in ifont, they threw a heavy column on our flanks. While 
they were making this moA^ement Colonel Jones, who was in coinmand, 
receiA^ed orders to retire behind the barricades, which were built near 
brigade headquarters. He gaA^e me orders to mount my regiment and 
form it across the roadj alter his command jiassed to bring uj) the rear. 
Belore Ave got fully mounted and moA'^edout the enemy adv'auced, firing 
ujion our led horses, causing some little confusion. I formed my coin- 
inand (after the Eighth Indiana had iiassed), moved back by alternate 
Xilatoons, at the same time checking the rebel advance until Ave arrived 

they Avere handsomely repulsed and driA^en 
n engagement my loss Avas 1 man captured, 1 mortally 

and 2 slightly Avounded, losing also seA^eral horses and equipments. 
Noa ember 2i, we moAmd on the road to W^aynesborongh, leaA'ing the 
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Sticond Brigade to hold the enemy in check. ISTothiiig transpired 
tliroiigh the day, and we went into camp ahont two miles trom Waynes* 
borough, having passed tlirongli town. In accordance with orders we 
built barricades for the juirposo of holding the enemy in check during 
th<^ night. Tliey made several, attempts through the night to drive us 
IVoni our position, but were eacdi time driven back, 

ISTovember 28, at daylight Ave took up our line of inarch on the road 
leading from WayncvSborough to Louisville, the enemy folloAving closelj^ 
and persistently upon our rear, at the same time throAving heavy col* 
nniiis upon our flanks. After AA^e had moved about five miles my regi- 
ment Ava,s ord(.‘red to build barricades, and remain tliere until the 
eoliimn could pass and bring up the rear, at the same time being sup* 
portiul by tlu'. Third Kentucky Cavalry. After the column had passed, 
the enemy caim^ u]) in front of the barricade. I opened a heaAy lire 
uXion them, driving them back in the road. They then commenced a 
lumvy flank movennmt ui)on both Hanks entirely secreted from us by a 
thick AAmods. Not being aAvarc of this movement, I remained too long 
nt tlie barricades. I tlien moved back across an open field, forming 
Indiind diffei-ent barricades that were built in my rear, at the same time 
(!hecking the rebel column, Avliich Avas advancing in the road. Directly 
the enemy made their apiicarance nxxm both flanks and front, cutting 
oif iny rear from the command, and creating sonle confusion by firing 
uX>on us from every direction, it Avas impossible for me to get through 
vvitiiout scattering my command, as there was a large swamp, and 
miserable road to move on. There avus no ])lace in the road for a mile 
AA'hc're we could find ojAeii ground enough to form a line to check the 
cmeiny’.s advance. Afbu’ w(‘. liad cut through and came to where we 
could form, tlie men Avere easily rallied, formed, and the enemy driven 
back. In this tmgagement my loss was 2 commissioned officers and 14 
enlisted men. Lieutenant Ijittle Avas Avoiiuded and captured while gal- 
lantly doing liis duty. I can also speak very liighly of the conduct of 
Lieutenant Adams during the engagement, Avho was also captured. As 
fin* as 1 can learn, out of the 14 enlisted men lost, 3 were killed and 1 
wounded. After moving some little distance fartlier upon the road, 
our Avliole coluinu Avas lialted and formed in order of battle, and an 
imniense barricade built. Here the enemy made a bold front, throwing 
liis Avliole coliumi forward upon ns, when they were suddenly repulsed 
Avitli heavy loss by o\ir artillery and dismounted cavalry. They Avere 
thrown into confusion a,nd driven entirely off. We cumped that night 
about tAvelve miles from Louisville, the enemy concluding it Avould be 
bad policy infolloAving any farther. NoAumber 29, my coinmaud movetl 
with the brigade, and encamped near Louisville. There Ave joined the 
infantry. November 30, remained in camp. 

December 1, moved off on the road leading from Louisville to Waynes- 
boi’ougli ; Ave soon again met the enemy in force on that road ; they 
charged AAutli lieavy column upon our advance, but were repulsed. My 
regiment Avas not engaged during the day. December 2, Ave moved in 
tli'e direction of Waynesborough, driving the enemy before us. Decem- 
ber 3, I Avas too iniAvell to remain in the saddle any longer, leaving the 
regiment in charge of Oaxffiain Gilmore. The command moved along 
the railroad and went into camp four miles from Waynesborough. 

In conclusion it is necessary, and but just, that I should say some- 
thing concerning the conduct of my regihient. Much praise is due the 
officers and men of my command for the manner in which they liave 
conducted themselves on this weary -and tedious campaign. I am not 
aware of a single mail, either officer or private soldier, who deserves 
any censure on my part, but they have at all times inspired me Avith a 
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firwri of rMiTilideiice bv tlieSr readiness and Avillingness to obey my 
■commands. Oapt. B. M. Gilmore has proven himself to be a gallaiif.

December 4, I took command of the regiment, as Captain h orni an 
was unable longer to do duty. We moved in the rear ot the ambiihniee 
train toward Waynesborough. We had not gone very tar, however, 
when the Second Brigade became engaged with Wheeler’s torces. ( ) ii r 
men, under the command of Colonel Atkins, drove them trom one posi- 
tion to another, until we reached a point on the railroad about one mil(> 
ti’om tovm, when the First Brigade relieved the Second Brigade and 
took the advance. The rebels fought with determination, and it Avas 
difficult to drive them from the position they had here talcen. Albei- 
the Third Kentucky had driven them from behind their barricades T 
was ordered to report to Colonel Murray, commanding the brigade, wdi o 
was at the time on the skirmish line. He ordered me to charge throug' 1 1 
town, which order I obeyed as near as I could. While charging', 
some officer without my knowledge halted two companies, which was 
half of my command, and sent them to the right. This left me with 
fifty or sixty men, which I did not discover until I (',ame upon the enemy 
beyond town, where I halted and formed a line. We remained here foi* 
a few hours, and marched on the road to Savannah some vsix or seven 
miles, and veiit into camp. My loss in this engagement was 2 men 
Avonnded and 5 liorses killed. December 5, moved with the brigade in 
a southeastern direction and encamped. December (>, the division 
separated; our brigade taking the rigbt-band road and passing throng'h 
the town of Sylvauia, we came up with the Twentieth Army Ooi'iis. 
J)ecember 7 and 8, moved with the brigade in the rear of Twentieth 
Army Corps, December 9, 1 took the regiment on a forag'e expedition 
and got lost from the brigade. December 10, I came up with the bri- 
gade on the road to Savannah and went into camy) wdth it. December 
il, moved with the brigade toward the extreme right of the arin;\’-. 
December 12, we moved on as usual, nothing transpiring, and camped 
four or five miles from King’s Bridge, December 13, I moved in tbe. 
advance of the brigade and marclied to Midway Church and encamped. 
December 14, remained in camp. December 15, remained still in caini) 
until 6 p. m., and we again marclied a few miles, and went into ca.m|>. 
December 16, marched with the brigade to camp, where we now rema iiu 
Attached to this yon will find a report of casualties.*

*'\PTAIN; I have the lionor to submit the following- rei)ort of tire 
^ *i»rriiti()iis of the Third Kentucky Cavalry during the march of the 
i'll vision from Marietta to this point: 

rh(‘- regiment broke camp at Marietta November 14, moving to tlie 
s edit of Atlanta, and eiicam^ied four miles from that point on the 
^^Lm-ou railroad. The next day we moved to Anthony’s Bridge, on I^Nint 
liner. On the 16th Ave passed through Jonesborough, following the 
!. .silroad. About tliree miles from Loveioy’s Station the advance 

* tiruuntered the enemy. ^ My command was immediately deployed in 
' ut* on the left of the road, and moved on the enemy for a short dis- 
f Avhen I received an order from General Kilpatrick to advance 
s jpiiily and drive the rebels from the station, the general supposing, 

a, dense smoke arising in front, that they were destroying their 
>. «»,! cs. I immediately ordered two battalions foi'Avard at a trot (Major 
«»UI(y, with his battalion, having been sent in another direction to 
VI . 4 roy a bridge over Flint linger), and a moment afterward ordered 
.* * barge. Kever did men obey an order with more alacrity or enthu- 
.vcvm. They rushed upon the rebels with drawn sabers and a shout 
f scattered them in the wildest disorder. They lied in every direc- 
f ;.M!i of escape, leaving in our hands two splendid Eodman guns and a 
r;rt <ujih(U' of prisoners. The rout of the enemy was complete, and they 
fi jvi* since acknowledged it to be disgraceful. Lieutenant Griffin, of 
;! Ip‘ h’ifth Kentucliy Cavalry, and his brave scouts, were with my com- 
scand ill the charge, and rendered gallant and valuable service iii rout- 
the enemy and securing the trophies of the chase. After a short 
fj-dl we moved forward. Passing Bear Creek Station, w^e left the rail- 
to our right, and for several days traversed the country in the 
« ,**ighborhood of Griffin, Forsyth, Jackson, Planters’ Factory, and 
I 'Istitoii. On the 2()th we moved toward Macon (from Clinton).* Late 
yo th(‘, evening we participated in a demonstration on Macon, 
liich resulted in driving the enemy and destroying a xv>i'tfon of 
8 lo- Savannah railroad. After night fall we moved* toward Gris 

0 »»!(lville and encamped. The next morning we moved to that point 

commenced, Avith other portions of the command, the destruc- 
f S‘tn of the railroad. Several miles of track were torn up, the ties 
lotrned, and the rails bent. The depot, several nianufacturing 
r” bihlisiiments, and a large amount of machinery Avere also destroyed. 

1 hiring our stay some skirmishing (in Avhich Ave Avere not engaged) 
,*«'rmTed. In the CAmning moAmd toward Gordon, camping four miles 
I rom that jilace. 

The next evening Ave Avere called out to guard the right of General 
vVoods’ infantry line, one brigade of AAdiich was then engaged Avith a 
innvy force of rebels. We were AvithdraAvn at dark (the enemy having 
l»«*en repulsed and severely punished), Avhen Ave moA^ed out and 
4(0(cainped near Gordon. Eeniained in camp at Gordon most of the 
no'xt day. On the 24th we arri\'ed at Milledgeville, and, after remain- 
ing a few hours to draAv rations, crossed the Oconee River and 
*n»camped seven miles from the city. In continuing our march Ave crossed 
I Jgeechee Shoals, passing through Gia.scock County, leaAung Sparta 
* 1 lie left and Sandersville to the right. We reached Wayne*sborou«‘h 
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oil tlie eyeiiiiig of built a barricade near tbe railroad, and 

occuiiied it with my regiuieiit. Duriug tbe nigiit tbe enemy made sev- 
eral desperate attacl^s niioii our lines, but were each time liaiiidsomel.y 
repulsed witliout loss to us. The Eighth Indiana on our left were sev- 
eral times charged, but the eneniy were in every iiistaiiiee driven back 
XU'omptly. At 5 o’clock next in(k-ning we moviMl in direction of Louis- 
ville. During the march (my command, with the vSecond Kentucky (Ja v- 
alry, having been left to protect the rear) we were cliarged in the rear 
and on both flanks whilst crossing a swami). Recovering from a 
momentary disorder. Lieutenant Davis with a small force charged th© 
eiiemy, driving them bade, whilst the balance of the regiment formed 
on a line with the Fifth Kentucky, then in position. In this charge we 
lost nine men, one of whom Avas killed. Moving forward about four mi hvs 
^YG went into position on the right of the division. In a short time the 
enemy attacked the division in front. We were deployed in line, Avith 
skirmishers in front, on the extreme right of Colonel Atkins’ brigade, 
but Avere not engaged. Late in the evening, the enemy liaAdng been 
driven back, we moved out four or six miles and encamped. 

The next day moved to Big Creek bridge, near Louisville, Avhere we 
remained until the morning of December 1, when we moved out in rear 
of tlie Eighth Indiana on the Waynesborough road. Duriug the day 
the enemy AA^ere encountered in force by the Fiftli Kentucky and Eighth 
Indiana and driven from the field. The next day (December 2) we 
m{)ved ill the direction of Milieu, my command being in advance of the 
brigade on the left of the infantry. Finding the enemy posted behind 
barricades at Rocky Creek Church, Major Breathitt, Avith the First 
Battalion of the regiment, charged them in gallant style, driving them 
from their cover and across Rocky Creek. JTere the Avhole command 
halted until the infantry came up and were jiosted, when Captain 
Thomas, AAuth tlie Third Battalion, took, the advance, charged across the 
creek, and drove the enemy for tAvo miles, dislodging them from tliree 
heavy barricades. In this charge Ave had one man wounded. Moved in 
the evening a short distance and encamped The next day we struck 
the railroad at Thomas’ Station, six miles from Waynesborough, Avhere 
Ave remained during the night. Sunday morning, December 4, we 
moved Avith the diAUsion toAvard Waynesborough “ to attack and rout 
the command of Wheeler,” as the general commanding had informed us 
the evening preAUous. Leaving every incumbrance behind, Ave marched 
on the enemy AAdth the full determination to give him a thrashing which 
would be a A^aluable lesson to the mounted chivalry of the South. After 
the Second Brigade (Colonel Atkins) had encountered Greneral Wheeler’s 
whole force in the morning and driven him from every xiart of the field, 
the eneniy leaving many of his men (killed, wounded, and prisoners) in 
the hands of that brigade, the First Brigade moved forward to attack 
and drive the rebels from the “last ditch.” My regiment took the 
advance, followed by the Kinth Pennsylvania Cavalry. Moving forward 
rapidly, we deployed to the right, the Kinth Pennsylva,nia to the left. 
After my command was formed, ready to charge in column of battalions, 
I received au order from Deneral Kilpatrick to halt. I did so for a few 
moments, during which time ^Ye were e.xiiosed to a most galling fire from 
barricades in front and from our right and left. Ko body of men ever 
stood fire any more resolutely; not a man faltered. At length, the 
enemy’s fire becoming fiercer and many of their comrades falling around 
them, they disregarded the restraints of discipline and rushed, with 
wild shouts, upon the enemy in their front. At first we were com- 
X)elled to fall back ; recoA^ering immediately, they again charged and 
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drove the rebels from their x)osition and followed thpin fov

Cam]} near Kmg\s Bridge, Ga., December 17, 1801. 

Sir ; ill comiiliance Avith circular of this date from brigade iiead- 
(pia-rters, I have the honor to submit the folloAving report o"f the oper- 
ations of iny regiment from the 14th of November to present date: 

November 14, marched from Mitchell’s Cross-Eoads to join the divis- 
ion at Turner’s Ferry, on the Chattahoochee Eiver, and from thence 
marched to a point four miles from Atlanta, on the Fast Point road 
Avhere Ave encamped. November' 15, marched to Flint Eiver and 
(>ncami)(.Mi near Joneshorough, During the afternoon I crossed the 
river, with one battalion of my regiment, having been ordered to open 
cominiiiiication Avith Colonel Jones, who crossed the river, above me. 
Ihishiug on toAvard the town my advance came upon a column moving 
out on the McDonough road. Lieutenaut Baker, Avith Company 
immediately charged the enemy, and drove them hastily through the 
to win In the meantime another regiment of the enemy had "taken 
position in rear of the toAvn Avith artillery, sweeping the road before 
them. Hearing nothing of Colonel Jones, I deemed it best to retire, 
Avheii I Avas met by an order to recross the river and encamp. The 
enemy lost one killed and tAvo Avoiinded in this affair. November 1(>, 
niovccl in tlio rear of tiie brigade to near LoTejoy’s Station. The regi- 
ment was here placed in position to iiarticipate in an engagement then 
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going' on with Hanna’s rebel brigade, Betbrewe could join in the fight, 
however, tlie enemy Avas routed; marched to cain]) at Beax Greek on 
Jackson road. 

November 17, moved out at S a, in. and proceeded Avith the column 
three miles, AAdien 1 was met by Captain Beggs, acting assistant adjutant- 
general of the brigade, Avho gave me orders to move on a road diverg- 
ing to the riglit to attack LcAvis’ brigade, then sup])Osed to be encamped 
on the ToAAmliga Eiver. Tlie order was ol)eyed, and the result was tliat 
I charged my coiiimand two miles aaid a^ half a/fter a force of not more 
than tAventy men. Arriving at tlie bridge I found it burnt and the 
rebel camp evacanited. Had LeAvis’ brigade been at that bridge or in 
tlieir former camj), Avith four jueces of artillery, as state<l, andoftered 
ordinary resistance, 1 have no hesitancy in. saying there is not a regi- 
ment in the sci'Adce AAdiich could have driAuui it from its i)ositiou, and a 
charge such as I wa,s ordered to make could have only resulted in a use- 
less loss of lile, Bejoined the command in th(‘. a lternooi i and encamped at 
crossing of Forsyth and Macon roads. iSTovember hS, crossed the 
Ocmulgee at Wetlierby’s Ferry, and encam])ed on flenkins’ ])lantation. 
Sent out scouting parties and gathered all the horses and mules Avhich 
could be found. Ftovember 19, rejoined the brigade; marched and 
camped Avith it at night. November 20, marched Avithin tvAm miles of 
Macon and commenced destroying the railroad. Moved as rear guard 
of the brigade on leaving the railroad. Camped five miles from Macon 
on the road to MilledgeAdlle. November 21, moved doAvn the railroad to 
Griswoldvill(^ Assistedin bnrningthe toAvn and railroa,d. Was ordered 
to move in advance of the brigade and (mcamiied at a point three miles 
distant on the railroad. Onreaelung my cam]) I sent ont a detail a.nd 
destroyed one-quarter of a mile of road.' 

November 22, at quite an early hour the i)ickets of the Ninth Penn- 
sylvania, which Avas encamped on my left and front, were attacked and 
quite a spirited engagement ensued. I immediately formed my regiment 
for battle, and being assured by Major Appel, commanding the Ninth 
Pennsylvania in the temporary absence of Colonel Jordan, that he 
could and Avonld hold his position, I placed my regiment in position of 
hattalioiis in e(^lielon, one of the battalions being placed in a barricade. 
Hearing considerable yelling and firing near the camp I rode over to 
the Ninth and found they were driving the enemy. An orderly from 
Major Appel told me that a body of rebels Avere cut off and Avere in the 
Avoods on his right. I immediately divspatched Captain Glore Avith his 
battalion to driA^e them out or capture them. Scarcely had the battal- 
ion gone when fugitives came dashing down the road, and word Avas 
brought me that the Ninth Avas being driven. Major Cheek’s baftalion 
was instantly formed across the road, for the double purpose of reassur- 
ing the men of the Ninth and of charging the enemy should he again 
cross the ravine. Captain Glore found the rebels both on his riglit and 
left, but as soon as he formed they broke and fled ; the captain did not 
pursue them, as there A\nis a heavy swamp immediately in his front. I 
held my position until the infantry arriA'ed, Avheii the regiment Avas 
massed with the diAdsiou. At 10.30 a. m, I Avas ordered to report Avith 
my command to General Kilpatrick, and proceeded Avith him to look for 
a. Aragon train of the enemy rejiorted to be passing near us with a small 
infantry guard. We moved to the left and after marching near a mile 
came in sight of the Avagoii train, but instead of a small infantry guard 
Wheeler’s whole command Avas moAing on the road. I formed my regi- 
ment in an open field AAdthiu full view of Wheeler’s entire <?olump and 
Avithiii 400 yards of it, and remained there for at least fiA' e minutes. The

i:>a,ydight of the 28th found us_ on the march, one battalion of my 
] ognnent being in rear ot the artillery, the other battalion being de- 
ailed to assist the rear guard. After mareliiug near three miles I met 
t he general eoiniiiaiidiiig division, who ordered me to leave a battalion 
to eJiarge the enemy who persistently and energetically hung upon our 
1 ear. l lie feecoiid battalion, Captain Glore commanding, was detailed. 
1 (IKI not see the charge made by his command, but imclerstood it was 
gal Jaiit ami well managed. As tliecharge was made under the eye of the 
geiieial and by- his ordei’, it is for him to say whether it was well done or 
not. Alter passing the general, I continued with the coluiim uutil it had 
probably marched two miles from the point where the general had 
ordered the charge, when a report reached me that the rear guard was 
cut ott. Almost at the same time 1 received an order to form my com- 
iiiciiid aiid barricade my front. This was done jiromptly, not, however, 
betore fugibyes from tlie rear guard began to pass through my lines. 
Al.a,)or Cheek’s battalion was now alone, the remainder of Uie brio-ade 
bemg fully a mile in front as we Avere marching, yet the men worked 
with a will, and IooIuhI calmly on Avhile squad after squad passed through, 
i lie extreme rear, hoAvever, came up in good order and passed througli 
my lines to tlie front. Here the Second Battalion rejoined me, and my 
regiinent again became the rear guard of the division. The enemy ivas 
bold aud jiersisteut, and I M’^as obliged to fall back slowly, causing re- 
])eated formations of squadrons to be made. , The coluinn was moving 
oy(3r a^miserable I'oad, and could not inarch rapidly, nor could it have 
foi'iiied ill the swamps near them had the enemy^ liroken niy lines. 
Tlii« he fiiiled to do, however, and after passing' through as ugly a

SAvamp as I ever saw, my regiment passed tlirougli tlie lines of tlie 
Second and Third Kentucky, who relieved me as rear guard. The col- 
umn still moved slowly, and we had scarcely inarched a mile and were 
just in the act of crossing a swamp when I heard firing almost imine 
diately in my rear. I cast my eyes to the right and rear and saw the 
rebels and our men mixed up, and all dashing on my rear. Ko time Avas 
to be lost. Sending men forward to a cross fence to tlirow the fences. 
I moAmd my command rapidly to the right, forming on right by file, and 
g’ave the command to commence firing. Kever did men do better tliaii 
the gallant men of luy regiment that day. Eapidly and steadily they 
came into line, each one seeming anxious to join in the fray. 

In the meantime a column of the enemy commenced passing my left 
flank. Captain Forrester, of Company K, anticipating the order, 
Avheeled his company and ordered a charge which drove the rebels 
back, but the gallant captain never lived to receive the praise due his 
noble action. He was shot at the head of his company while leading 
the charge. He was a noble officer, true to his profession, honorable 
in all things, and was equally beloved by his comrades as an officer and a 
gentleman. After the repulse of the enemy at this point 1 was ordered to 
'move my command in column in rear of the artillery. This order of marck 
Avas continued until we passed through the lines of the Second Brigade, 
halting and going into bivouac near Kocky Creek. Here I was assigned 
a position on the extreme left of the line, and in accordance with orders 
strong barricades AA^ere thrown up in our front. We had scarcely aii 
hour of quiet Avhen the enemy attacked us again, his first attack being 
on our front. Here he was repulsed. A small regiment charged my 
front but Avas easily repulsed, and I‘ think severely punished for its 
temerity. Unexpectedly I recebrnd the order to mount my men, and I 
was greatly surprised when I found the AAffiole command in retreat; 
still 1 formed my command, took the place assigned my regiment in 
column, and moved Avith it to camp. We camx)ed at 11 p. m. that 
evening. Koveraber 29, moved out an hour before daylight and 
marched to Big Greek, and encamped after building a barricade at the 
cross-roads, near the creek. November 30, remained in camp. 

December 1, marched at 10 a. m. in advance of the brigade, having 
the First Battalion, under Major Cheek, throAvn forAvard as an adAmuce 
guard. Advanced about four miles, Avheu Major Cheek reported the 
enemy advancing to meet him. I immedifitely moved forward with the 
Second Battalion, Captain Glorc commanding, and received orders as I 
Xmssed the general to press forward raxndly, not to give the enemy time 
to form. I moved rapidly down the road, but on arriving at Major 
Cheek’s x)Osition I found him heavily engaged Avith the enemy, and the 
nature of the country was such that a charge could only result in 
disaster, I therefore ordered Caxffiain Glore to form his battalion as 
rapidly as ]3ossible while I rode foiward to encourage, and if x^ossible, 
to xmess my First Battalion forward. My lines were x^ressed forward 
to within thirty yards of the enemy’s position in front, but as the 
enemy had the longest liue he enveloped my flanks and caused some 
confusion. This coufusioii Avas greatly augmented by some one giving 
the command “Fours right” or “Left about,” and quite a number of 
officers and men left the field acting, as I have since learned, upon the 
sni^iDOsition that they had been ordered to retire. The majority of 
my men, regardless of company organizations, rallied, reformed, and 
lield the enemy at hay until a battalion of the Eighth Indiana relieved 
my left flank and enabled me again to adAmnce iix)on the enemy, Aviiich 
I continued to do until I Avas ordered to halt. This affair occurred at 
Milieu’s Gro\m. and eertaiidywas a very Avarin and spirited little fight, 
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RK my reg’imeiit attacked and fought siiigle-liaiided for twenty uiiimteH 
a brigade of rebels in their chosen position where it was impossible to use 
the saber and where nothing save bulldog fighting could do any good, 
i ii e enemy lost betw een 30 and 40 men in killed and wounded . My" com- 
mand fought mounted simply because I had no time to have them 
dismounted, having been ordered to press forward and to charge. A 
dial ge was impossible, and in starting to make one I lost the oiiiior- 
tunity of dismounting my command. I lost 1 killed, 7 wounded, and 
20 horses. December 2 a,nd 3, marched in column with the brigade- 
were not engaged. December 4, the command attacked Wheeler : my 
1 egiment moved with the command, but was not engaged in the figlit- 
alter the_ enemy had been driven from Waynesborough my regiment 
moved with the Fifth Ohio, of the Second Biagade, to a ford on Brier 
Oreek and held the ford while the Fifth Ohio destroyed the railroad 
bridge over Brier Creek; retired near dusk and camped near Beaver 
Dam Creek. December 5 to 12, my regiment moved with the bri- 
gade, sharing in all its marches by day and by night. December 13 
marched to Midway, at which place I was ordered to proceed witli my 
regiment to Sunbery, on Snnbery Eiver, also to send a battalion through 
Dorchester. A short distance from Midway my command came upon 
a few rebels. These Avere driven back upon another party; the whole 
numbering jirobably forty men. 1 ordered Lieutenant Jones, com- 
manding Company D, to charge them, ordering Lieutenant Baker, with 
Company FI, to support tlie charge. The rebels broke in all directions, 
leaving their guns, hats, blankets, and in fact everything which could 
impede them in their progress, behind them. On reaching the forks of 
the road Captain G-lore’s battalion pressed rapidly on to Dorchester, 
scattering, as he went, the remainder of Company B, Twenty-ninth 
Crcorgia Battalion; camped at Sunbery that night. December 14, 
I’emained in camp. December bl, rejoined the brigade {ind accompanied 
it to its present camp. 

In recalling the scenes of the jiast campaign I can but feel that the 
officers and men of my command have had their full share of the dan- 
glers aud hardships of the campaign, and are justly entitled to a full par- 
ticipation in whatever honor or glory may be aAvarded to those who 
rode down all opposition in the march from Atlanta to the Atlantic. 
To mention by name each officer who distinguished himself in. battle 
would be to give a roll of all my officers Avith x)erhaps one single excep- 
tioii, for those Avho erred in Milieu’s (IroA^e fought Avell and gallantly 
before that fight, in AA-hich I am AAdlling that ainisconstruction of orders 
should be their shield. However, I feel constrained to bear testimony 
to the good conduct and gallantry of Adjutant Mitchell, and of Lieu- 
tenants Jones, Baker, and Bryan; also to the gallantry of Sergeants 
Jackson, of Company B, and Holland, of Company .H, and Private 
Pierce, of Company A, Avho Aylien surrounded by rebels refused to sur- 
render but fought his Avay out lilie a man. 

To my battalion commanders, Maj. C. T. Cheek and Capt. Jolin A. 

' P. Glore, my heartfelt thanks are due. On all occasions Avhen I needed 
brave men and true counsel I found them ready to support me, and I 
Avoiild especially recommend them to those who have the good of the 
country at heart as young and gallant soldiers worthy and desei'A^ing of 
promotion. 

A tribute to the gallant dead all hearts must offer, and yet few can tell 
how deeply and sincerely we feel the loss of Capt. John W. Forrester, 
25 R R. — a^ol xliv 
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of Company K. He was a true soldier. In the camp and, in the field he 
was always at his post. His business was always attended to promptly, 
while no danger deterred him from the performance of his duty.

Captain : I respectfully report that agreeably to orders I encamped 
on the right of the Fifth" Kentucky Cavalry at a late hour last night, 
placing my pickets (two companies) at crossing of the creek, half a 
mile west of my camp. Soon after going into camp several attempts 
were made by the enemy to force back my pickets, and about 0 p. m. 
they charged heavily, but were repulsed. At daylight this morning 
the enemy again appeared in my front, and after skirmishing for some 
time, succeeded in charging over my picket and crossing the creek. 
They were met by Major Kimmel, Avho had four comp»anies under his 
command, and charged back to the original position on the opposite 
bank of the creek. Here my line was met by a heavy force of cavalry 
under Wheeler, and again driven back to our original position. The 
infantry coming up, the contest with my regiment ceased, they taking 
up my skirmish line. My loss in this action is 5 killed, 21 AAmundecl, 
and 42 missing, all of whom I believe to be captured. I also lost 49 
horses, 14 of which were killed, the remainder captured.

Captain : I would respectfully report that the Ninth Pennsylvania 
Cavalry marched from Marietta, Ga., on the 14th day of November, 1804, 
with the First Brigade, Thhd Cavalry DiAdsion, attached to the army 
of Major-General Slierman, and on the 10th participated in the action 
against Wheeler at LoAmjoy’s Station, on the Macon and Atlanta Eail- 
road. Marching toAvard Macon, it participated in tlie skii'inishes before 

'' statement (tere omitted) shows 14 prisoners, 128 horses, and 52 mules captured, 
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that place on the 20thj and on the 21st at (Iriswold, covering the rear 

Gordon. On the morning of the 22d, shortly 
after daylight, the picket of the regiment on the Griswold road was 
attacked by the enemy under Wheeler. Major Kimmel at once 
re-enforced it by two companies, under Maj. Charles A. Appel The 
enemy, being in strong force, succeeded in flanking the pickets, who 
did not fall back until nearly surrounded and had IS captured, 1 killed 
wounded, and upon the enemy appearing on the open ground 
Major Kimmel chai?ged them with four companies, driving them three- 
(luarters of a mile to and over a creek, vdiere their main line was posted 
ni order of battle. After receiving their fire and being charged bv a 
arg'ely superioi force, he fell back toward our main line and again drew 
up his men in order of battle. The artillery now opened upon the 
enemy , and a brigade of infantry coming up, under Brigadief- General 
Woods, of the hifteenth Corps, took up the fighting and drove the 
^be 8’1’ouiid. The loss of the regiment on this occasion was 

0 killed, wounded (2 of whom have since died), and 43 missing, siip- 

posTd to lie captured In this action Maj. D. H. Kimmel particularlv 
distinguished himself for his bravery, coolness under fire, and ability to 
command. ’ 

On the 20th of November, by order of Brigadier- General Kilpatrick, 
througli (ml. h. H. Murray, commanding First Brigade, Oapt. E. A. 
llaiicock was detached with 100 men. of the Kinth Pennsylvania Oav- 
alry , at Clinton, with orders to take a road leading to Macon to the 
right of the mam colunm, and to engage any enemy he might meet. 
In ooedituice to this order he marched on the road indicated and 
engaged two regiments of the enemy, holding them in check for two 
days, when he again rejoined the regiment. His loss was two men 
woiHided. hor his bravery and good management he deserves much 
praise. From Griswold we marched through Gordon to Milledgeville, 
and thence toward Waynesborough. On the morning of the 27th the 
eneniy apm made demonstrations against our picket, and attacked the 

1 1 ^ Indiana and Fifth Kentucky Kegiments and my picket on the 
left heavily, but were repulsed, and we moved forward and that night 
encamped south of Waynesborough, on the railroad, which my regi- 
ineiit destroyed for half a mile, when the enemy again, November 28 
attacked the position of the brigade, in Avhich all the regiments par- 
f/nZP without loss to my regiment. During the march of the 
2Jth the enemy made several attacks upon our rear guard, and about 

2 p. m. the division was drawn up on the Louisville and Millen road to 
give battle to Wheeler. The Ninth Pennsylvania Cavalry defended 
the center of the position, having barricaded their front. The enemy 
soon charged that position and our whole line, but were most disas- 
trouMy beaten after three attempts, and we retired tmvard Louisville, 
tie Eighhh Indiana and Ninth Pennsylvania Cavalry acting as rear 
guard. But one man of my regiment was wounded in this action. 

In the battle of Sunday, the 4th day of December, my regiment was 
brought into action about 10 o'clock, forming on the left of the Third 
Kentucky, and with it driving the cavalry of Wheeler and Williams 
(iTiore than three times their number) from their barricades and tlie 
houses of Waynesborough. Major Kimmel, commanding First Battal- 
mn, and Capt. John M. Porter, since promoted maijor, commanding apor- 
tion ot the ihird Battalion, assaulted tlie barricades on the main street, 
ana Major Appel, ivith the Second Battalion, drove in the right of the 
enemy, posted in the woods, from their position, exposing their flank to 
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SO hot a fire that the whole line gave way and victory was secured. 
My loss on that occasion was 1 killed, 2 mortally wounded (since died), ' 
and 11 wounded. From^W ayneshorongh we marched on Savannah , pass- 
ing to the south as far as Midway, and from thence to this place, occa- 
sionally skirmishing with Colonel Hood’s battalion of rebel cavalry, but 
without any loss. On the morning of the 13th Oax)t. H. A. Hancock, 
with detachments from the brigade (120 men), marched on an expedi- 
tion to Altamaha bridge, but found the enemy (two regiments of infan- 
try and artillery) too strongly posted to attack them. He destroyed, 
however, several small bridges and a large trestle-work, and captured 
16 of the enemy, returning to camj) at Midway on the 15th. 

Since this movement commenced my command has destroyed 49 cot- 
ton gins and presses, containing 731 bales of cotton, and a large amount 
of cotton unginned. My men for the most part have subsisted on the 
country, and though it was absolutely necessary for tliem to be often 
from under the eyes of their officers in their foraging excursions, yet 
have I not heard of a single act committed by them derogatory to their 
character as soldiers. 

My officers have all done their duty with most cornmendable alacrity, 
and my men have borne the hardships of the campaign without Hi iniii- 
mur, rendering prompt obedience to the orders of their officers and dis- 
playing a patience and bravery truly commendable. 

Herewith I forward a report of casualties and a list of articles de- 
stroyed and captured by my regiment during the expedition.

R(‘})ort of Col. Smith D. Atlcins, Ninety-second IlUnois Mounted Infantry, 
eommandimg Second Brigade. 

Hdqrs. Second Brigade, Third Cavalry Division, 

Near Kinfs Bridge, Ga., December M, 1864. 

Captain : In compliance with orders I beg to report : 

November 14, my brigade left Marietta, Ga., at 7 a. m.; crossed the 
( lliattahoochee and encamped on railread near East Point. November 
15, marched at 8 a. m.. Ninth Michigan Cavalry in advance; drove 
rebel iiicltet all day, and encamiied four miles west of Jonesborough. 
The Tenth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry drove the enemy out of their camp, 
capturing eight prisoners. Lieutenant Cocliley, acting aide de-camii 
on my staff, while examining the roads in our front, attended by an 
orderly, encountered four rebels, and, armed only with a saber, himself 
captured the four, and brought them into camp. November 16, marched 
at 7 a. m. At noon my brigade took the advance and encountered 
Wheeler’s cavalry at Bear Creek Station. The Tenth Ohio Voliinteer 
<3avalry. Lieutenant- Colonel Sanderson commanding, made a gallant 
saber charge against the enemy posted behind rail barricades; dis- 
mounted they drove them in confusion, killing and Avounding many 
with the saber, and captured 20 prisoners, including 3 commissioned 
officers. I saw the charge myself, and take great pleasure in assuring 
the commanding general that the Tenth did its whole duty. Our loss 
Avas 4 killed, 7 wmunded, and 4 captured. We encamped that night 
near Bear Creek Station. November 18, marched eighteen miles, and 
encamped on the Ocmulgee Kiver. November 19, marched at 12 p. m.; 
crossed the Ocmulgee on pontoons, and marched thirty miles to Clin- 
ton, Ga. 

November 20, moved from Clinton at 12 m., my brigade in the ad- 
vance. The Ninety-second Illinois Mounted Infantry Volunteers, 
Lieutenant- Colonel Van Buskirk commanding, encountered Crews’ 
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briffiido tiboiit four miles ontbeliiiid btirrieudes. A pcirtof tlie i^iiiel;) - 
secoiid was dlsnioiiiited aud attacked tlie enemy on foot, when tlie 
enemy charged tliem on liorseback. The charg'e was received and^ 
repulsed and the enemy charged in turn, when the entire brigade of 
the enemy cowardly ran off, scattering through the woods. We did 
not follow them, but pushed on toward Macon. At Walnut Creek, two 
miles from Macon, we found the enemy again, wdieii the Ninety-second 
Illinois wms deployed on foot and pushed forward to take possession ol 
the creek. Our artillery opened and the enemy replied, when the 
Tenth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry was ordered to charge their battery. 
They crossed the creek in a most difficult place, and charged in column 
of fours up the road, and were successtiil in gaining momentary posses- 
sion of the enemy’s outer works and several pieces of artillery, which, , 
however, could not be brought oil; imd the regiment retired. The 
charge was made under the tire of nine x)ieces of artillery, and was 
gallantly and well done. The Ninety-second Illinois Mounted Infan try 
Volunteers held the creek and road dismounted. The Nifth Ohio Vol- 
unteer Cavalry was held in readiness to support the Tenth Ohio Vol- 
unteer Cavalry. The Ninth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, with portions of 
the Fifth and Tenth, tore up tlie railroad track and telegraph wire for 
about two miles. After night-tall my brigade was withdrawn, the 
Ninety-second Illinois Mounted Infantry Volunteers covering the rear. 
In the forenoon of this day, by order of General Kilpatrick, I sent 100 
picked men of the Ninth Michigan Volunteer Cavalry, under Captain 
Ladd, of that regiment, to Griswoldville, with orders to buim public 
buildings aud destroy the railroad. Starting from Clinton he found the 
enemy iiicketiiig the roads. A^•oiding them he kei)t on through the 
woods, reached 'Griswoldville, and charged, into the town, driving the 
enemy out, and under their tire captured and burned a locomotive and 
train of cars; burned the x>nblic buildings, and destroyed the railroad. 
After this work was accomplished he captured one of the enemy, and 
compelled him to lead his little party out of the tow]i on a route to 
avoid the enemy, who had all the roads in their possession. The gal- 
lant conduct of Captain Ladd and his brave trooi)er8 is a tine example 
of what a few men can accomplish when daringly and persistently led. 

November 21, moved back to Junction of the Clinton and Macon, and 
Macon and Milledgeville roads, and went into position, barricading. 
The Ninety-second [Illinois] Mounted Infantry Volunteers Avas left in 
rear six miles from Macon, and Avas furiously attacked at 9 a. m. AAdiile in 
position behind rail barricades. The enemy charged them Avith one regi- 
ment dismounted and two columns mounted, at the signal of the bugle. 
They came on desperately close to the barricades, but the cool, steady' 
tire of the Spencer rilies broke the charge, aud doubled them back 
Avith great loss, A prisoner captured afterward reports the enemy’s 
loss in the charge at 65 killed and Avounded. The Ninety- second Illi- 
nois Mounted Infantry Volunteers was Avithdrawn and joined the bri- 
gade in position, AA'here Ave remained during the night. November 22, 
marched at 9 a. m. and camped six miles from Gordon. NoA^ember 23, 
moved three miles nearer Gordon and encamped, the Fifth Ohio Vol- 
unteer Cavalry picketing Jones’ Oross-Eoads. NoA^'ember 24, marched 
at 7 a. m. ; passed through Milledgeville and encamped eight miles 
beyond on the Augusta road. November 25, marched at 8 a. m. and 
encamped within one mile and a half of the shoals of Ogeechee. 
November 26, marched at 7 a., m. ; crossed the Ogeechee, marched thirty^- 
liAm miles, and encamped. November 27, Wheeler attacked the First 
Brigade during the night. At 7 a. m. First Brigade moved through 
mine and took the adA'ance. The Ninety'-second Illinois Mounted 
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Iiiiuutry Volunteers, Licuteiuwit-Colonel Van Biisldrk coiinuaiidiug', 
covered tlie rear of my brigade with one piece of artillery, assisted by 
tlie Ninth Michigan Volunteer Cavalry. We marched that day through 
W aynesborough, and encamped three miles south of the town . During 
the entire day Wheeler, with dogged persistence, continued to attack 
our rear. Colonel Van' Buskirk, with hisregiinent of Bpencer rifles, and 
occasionally using his rifled gun as opportunity occurred, continually 
held him at bay, and on several occasions administered severe punish- 
ment to the enemy, when the nature of the ground would admit of the 
concealment of his men. Colonel Van Buskirk handled his regiment 
sxilendidly, skillfully revolving his comiianies around one another, and 
covering successively their retreat. 

November 28, moved at 4 a. m. in advance ■ of the First Brigade, 
except Col. George S. Acker, with his regiment, the Ninth Michigan 
Volunteer Cavalry, which remained in rear of the division by order of 
General Kilpatrick, Colonel Acker reporting to the general of division. 

I presume the conduct of Colonel Acker and his regiment during that 
day will be more especially noticed by General Kilpatrick. After 
c,rossiiig Buck Head Creek I took up position and awaited the other bri- 
gade, covering the crossing with the Fifth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, who 
did it well and destroyed the bridge after our troops were over. General 
.Kilpatrick moved Avith the First Brigade to Eeynolds’ plantation, and 
took up x)osition and barricaded, where I was ordered to join him with 
my brigade, and did so, going into position on the right of the road, and 
behind the barricade I found already built. I held in reserve, by order 
of the division general, two regiments, the Ninth Michigan and Tenth 
Oliio Volunteer Cavalry, with one battalion of my other three regi- 
ments; two battalions of the Ninth Ohio Volunteer OaAmlry, Fifth 
Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, and Ninety-second Illinois Mounted Infantry 
Volunteers were dismounted to fight on foot, Avith skirmish line dis- 
mounted in front. One battalion of the Fifth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry 
Avas left as rear guard, Avhich. Avas soon attacked and fell back fighting 
handsomely. The rebels charged in splendid style, coming up in close 
range, Avhen six pieces of artillery, double- shotted, and our dismounted 
trooiis, opened uijon them, and reimlsed them handsomely, with little 
loss to us. The loss of the enemy in this charge was very severe. As 
tlie enemy xoushecl around my right flank IthreAv in the Ninth Michigan 
Volunteer Cavalry, dismounted, and Tenth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, 
mounted- After the enemy Avas handsomely repulsed, by order of 
General Kili)atriek I withdrew^ my brigade and marched six miles and 
encamped. November 29, inarched at 5 a. m. to near LouisAulle, and 
encamped and remained until December 1 ; marched eight miles on the 
Waynesborongh road, moving through the fields on the right flank of 
■ General Baird’s division of infantry. 

December 2, continued march same as yesterday. Col. T. T. Heath,. 
Avitli one battalion of his regiment, the Fifth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, 
made a gallant little saber charge, successfully driving the enemy. De- 
cember 3, inarched fourteen miles and encamped at Thomas’ Stati on. _ The 
Niiiety-secon d Illin oi s Mounted Infantry V olunteer s Avas xflaced on picket 
to cover the infantry of General Baird in teariii g up track and skirmished 
Avith the enemy nearly all night. The enemy shelled the regiment with ar- 
tillery, killing tAA-o and wounding one. December 4, moved at 7 a. m., my 
bri gade in advance, to attack and rout Wheeler. W e found him in strong 
position near Waynesborongh, dismounted behind heavy rail barricades, 
and attacked him vigorously. The Ninety-second Illinois Mounted 
Infantry Volunteers (dismounted) moved in line in the center; the 
Ninth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry (mounted) in column on the left, and 
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tlie Teiitli Ohio Yoliiuteer Cavalry in column in the road on the right 
of the Ninety-second Illinois Aloiinted Infantry A'olunteerB. Colonel 
A^an Bnskirk, with his regiment, the Ninety-second Illinois Alounted 
Infantry A^oluiiteers (dismounted), moved steadily up in front of the 
Ibarricades, keeping the enemy in constant fear of his gipeucer rifles, 
and his regiment moved over the barricades of the enemy while many 
of them lay behind them /witli loaded guns in duml)-stricken fear, and 
as they attempted to leave the barricades i)Oured in volley after volley 
with his repeating rifles. The Ninth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, Colonel 
Hamilton commanding, held the left Hank, skirmishing with rebels in 
the woods beyond. The Tenth Ohio A'^olunteer Cavalry charged in gal- 
lant style down the road. The Ninth Michigan Volunteer Cavalry, 
after i)assing the first baiiicade, charged by squadron to meet a coun- 
ter-charge by the enemy, and did it finely, driving him back. Three 
successive lines of barricades were taken in the single charge, the 
enemy stubboridy resisting, but compelled to yield to our charging 
columns. AVheeier had chosen his x>osition cautiously in the roughest, 
most inaccessible locality, and feeling himself safe against a saber 
(diarge hung to it tenaciously, but he was handsomely routed and rode 
over. The fruits of our victory wer(' oO of the enemy killed, thrice that 
number wounded, and 87 prisoners (aiptnred. My brigade was now 
withdrawn by (oinmand of General Kilpatricik, and Colonel Alurray’s 
brigade pushed the enemy through the town. All of my men and 
officers behaved with noticeable gallantry, l)ut I am imx)elied to men- 
tion especially Captain Norton, of the Tenth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, 
who was mortally wounded in this charge while nobly doing his duty 
at the head of his men. ‘‘Noav for a name for our regiment,” said he, 
as with gleaming saber he went forward into the fight. Generous sol- 
dier! the honor of his regiment Avas his uj)x>ermost thought. Corporal 
David Hcott, the bearer of my brigade flag, Avas instantly killed in 
the thickest of the flglit Avhile Avaving the flag as high as he could reach 
and cheering on the men. The Fifth Ohio A'ohmteer CaAnilry, Col. T. T. 
Heath, folloAved the enemy to Brier Creek, on the Augusta road, and 
completely destroyed the large I’aHroad bridge over that creek. My 
brigade moved that night to Alexander and encamiAcd. Decem- 
ber 5, marched tAveuty-tAvo mil(‘s and encami)ed at Jacksonborough. 
December 6, marched fourteen miles, covering reaj' of the Fourteenth 
Army Corps, and encanqAed at Buck Creek. December 7, marched 
at S a. m., the enemy attacking our rear as we left campj the 
Ninth Michigan A^olunteer Cavalry as rear guard. About 5 p. m. 
the enemy in strong force made a Augorous "attack and Avere re- 
pulsed by the Ninth Ohio and Ninth Michigan A^olunteer CaAnalry. 
The attack Avas a most ])ersistent one, and Avas met and returned 
as persistently by these tAvo regiments. December 8, moved in rear of 
General Baird’s division of infantry. Ninth Ohio V olunteer Cavalry as 
rear guard, the enemy lolloAving and fighting. About noon the infantry 
halted, the enemy still imessing, and we Avent into ijosition on the 
right of the road, General Baird deploying a brigade of infantry on 
the left. We repulsed an attack of the enemy on tlie road, and again 
in attempting to turn our right flank the infantry repulsed an attack 
on the left. We remained in position until 12 p. m., Avhen the infantry 
liaAdug withdrawn Ave did so. General Baird’s second, line remaining 
until Ave had crossed Ebenezer Creek, when Ave again took the rear, 
barricaded the road, and destroyed the bridge, the enemy shelling us 
with artillery while withdrawing, but Avithout injuring us. December 
9, moved to reiAort to the division general, and encamped six miles 
south of Springfield. _ December 10, marched at 7 a. m. to Station No. 
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1, Georgia Central Kailroatl. !Ninth Ohio A'olmiteer Cavalry sent to 
(‘over rear of the Twentieth Army Corps. December 11, moved to 
within six miles of Savannah, the Fifth Ohio A^olunteer Cavalry sent 
to cover rear of Fifteenth Army Corps, and remained in camp on 
the 12th. December 13, marched at 9 a. m. and encamped three 
miles south of King’s Bridge. December 14, marched to Midway 
and encamped. December 15 and 1C, moved to King’s Bridge and 
encainped, where this report was called for. 

During the campaign my brigade has marched 520 miles, been tre- 
(liK^ntly ill action, and always successful. Have captured 104 prisoners, 
1,159 mules and horses, have subsisted ourselves princixially upon the 
(U)uiitry, and have burned 5,840 bales of cotton, 129 cotton gins and 
s(;rews, and 11 flouring mills. 

My brigade has lost 20 killed in action, 70 wounded in action, and 51 
captured by the enemy. 

My brigadci Avas organized just before leaving Marietta. The regi- 
mental organizations were unaccustomed to act together, and officers 
and men were strangers. In this month’s campaign, in bivouac and 
liattle, they have become acquainted, have always acted in harmony 
and mutual suiiport of each other, and I trust have not failed to Avii'i, 
as a brigade, the confidence and approval of their commanding geiuiral. 

To officers and men I return my sincerevSt thanks for their soldierly 
conduct on all occasions, and th (dr cheerful and prompt obedience to all 
of my c(uumands. As brigade commander I am proud of my brigade. 
I feel confidence in it, and its soldierly (jonduct in this campaign is a 
sure augury of what it will always be ready to do. 

To my iJ(3rsonal staff I return my warmest thanks for their cheerful 
and ready assistance at all times. Major Helm, acting brigade siu’geon 
(now division surgeon), Avas Mthfurto sick and wounded, attending 
to his cluties iinder the (3nemy’s lire. Lieutenant Spear, acting commis- 
sary of subsistence, acted as aide-de-cami), and carried my orders 
Avhile the battle raged hardest. Captain Cornevin, aide-de-camp, 
Lieutenant Dawson, aide-de-camp. Lieutenant SAviug, aide-de-camp, 
Lieutenant Cowan, provost-marshal, and Lieutenant Skinner, acting 
assistant inspector-general, were ahvays faithful and efficient. Lieu- 
tenant Cockley, acting aide-de-camp, deserves especial mention. At 
Waynesborough he thrice requested to go with his regiment, the Tenth 
Ohio Volunteer CaA alry, in its charge, and Avhen permission Avas 
granted, dashed forward and fought bravely at its head. To Captain 
Smith, my acting assistant adjutant-general, courteous, attentive, 
intelligent, cool, and brave under fire, I am greatly indebted tor the 
liarmohious Avorking of my brigade. Lieutenant Bowles, my acting 
assistant quartermaster, aaus at all times faithfully attending to his 
duties. 

I inclose herewith the reports of my regimental commanders, AAhich 
I beg may be taken as a part of this my report. 

In conclusion I take great pleasure in stating that nearly always, 
Avheii my brigade has been engaged with the enemy, Brigadier-General 
Kilpatrick, commanding the division, has personally superintended the 
disposition of the troops, riding on the skirmish line in full view of 
the enemy, and cheering on the men by his presence and example.

Captain: I liave tlie lionor to make the following report of the part 
which mv regiment took diuing the campaign from Atianta, Ca., 
through the center of the State to a ])oint near bavannah, Ga. : 

We'left Atlanta, Ga., on the 15th day of November, but have nothing 
to record more than the usual duties of picketing and scouting until 
the 2()th instant, when, near Macon, Ga., we encounteind the enemy, 
my regiment acting as advance guard of the division. We drove theni 
before us, charging them from behind several strong barricades, killing 
and Avounding several and taking a few prisoners. When near Walnut 
Creek Company H, Capt. John F. Nelson commanding, was detached 
and ordered to proceed to the railroad between Ma.con and Griswolc - 
Aulle, for the purpose of tearing up the track and cutting the telegraph, 
all of which was successfully accomplished. After driving the enemy 
across Walnut Creek my regiment was dismounted. One squadron, 
Captain Haivk commanding, on the right, and one, Captain Becker 
commanding, on the left, Avere ordered to cross the creek to support the 
Tenth Ohio Yolunteer Cavalry in a saber charge. The enemy Avere 
driven into their fortifications. The object for Avliich the charge Avas 
made having been accomplished, AA-e Avere ordered to vuthdraAV and 
recross the creek, where we remained, holding the enemy m check, until 
after dark. Our casualties Avere two men Avouiided. After dark whole 
command withdreAv, my regiment acting as rear guard. We Avere 
stationed on picket duriiig the night. _ . 

On the morning of the 21,st instant, my regiment being still on picket, 
the enemy attacked the outpost at daylight. Skirmishing continued 
until about 9 a. m., when they charged the outpost in front and on the 
flanks with not less than a brigade, driving tliein back to the reserve. 
Still on they came in their liirious charge until within easy range of 
our guns, Avhen Ave opened upon them a lire that sent them flying back* 
Avard in great confusion, leaving their killed and wounded upon the 
field, the punishment inflicted uiion them being so severe they did not 
again trouble us. A prisoner, since captured, reports their loss to have 
been 65 men killed and Avounded. Our loss Avas 2 men ca]3tured. From 
the 21st to the 26th instant, nothing worthy of record occurred save 
the incidents usual to a march. On the 27th instant my regiment was 
detailed as rear guard. Wefought the enemy all day, losing bnt one man 
wounded. In our action Avith Wheeler on the 28th instant my regi- 
ment formed the right center of the brigade, supporting a battery. 
The enemy charged but were beautifully repulsed. We lost one man

Our usual routine of march and picketing was uninterrupted until 
December 3, Avheii my regiment was placed on picket on the railroad 
at Thomas’ Station to protect the infantry while tearing up the track. 
We skirmished with the enemy, driving them back sufficiently to take 
position. Skirmishing continued until 8 p. m. About 11 p. m. they got 
a battery in position aiid shelled us. Our casualties Avere 2 men killed 
and 1 man wounded. At daybreak of tlie 4th instant the enemy 
adAmnced their skirmishers. Skirmishing continued until about 8 a. m., 
when the division came up, and my regiment Avas ordered forward in 
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lino, diBmoiinted. Wo (Sooii found the enemy strongly posted beliind 
barricades in greatly superior numbers. We at once charged them, 
driving them from their successive lines of barricades, routing them in 
wildest conlusioii, they throwing away their arms and whatever else 
Would impede their flight, many seeking safety behind trees and under 
houses, leaving their killed and wounded in our hands. My regiment 
(iaptured some 40 prisoners, among whom was a major and a lieutenant. 
We lost in this action 3 men killed and 6 men wounded. Until the 8th 
instant nothing of moment occurred. On the 8th we had a skirmish 
Avith the enemy without casualty. We remained in line of battle nearly 
all night. On the morning of the 9th Ave crossed Ebenezer Greek, 
leaving one battalion, under command of Captain Beckei', at the bridge 
to guard the pioneers while they destroyed the bridge and blockaded 
the road. While thus employed they Avere fired upon by the enemy’s 
sharpshooters, wounding one man. From the 10th to the 20th instant 
nothing Avorthy of report occurred. 

I have destroyed during the campaign 29 gin houses and gins, con- 
taining about 1,400 bales of cotton, and 1 flouring mill and 1 saAV-mill. 
We cai)tured 106 horses and 04 mules. 

The casualties of my regiment are 5 killed, 12 wounded, and 12 miss- 
ing, making a total of 29 men. 

The (ionduct of both my officers and men on all occasions is worthy 
< )f th e highest praise.

Headquarters Ninth MiumaAN Volunteer Cavalry, 

December 19, 1864. 

Herewitli find a report of this cainpaign from Noveinl)er 14, 1864, to 
December 17, 1864: 

Ninth Micliigau Cavalry left camp near Atlanta on the 14th day of 
November, 1864, and moved on the Fairburn road, five miles in advance 
of the Second Brigade, Cavalry Division, where we encamped for the 
niglit. November 15, left camp an<l moved to within fi A'e miles of Jones- 
borongh, Third Battalion being in the advance; drove in the enemy’s 
picket. November 16, passing through Jon esborough, Love] oy’s, and 
Bear Creek Stations, moved three miles on tlie McDonough road and 
encamj)ed for the night. November 17, left camp and marched about 
twenty-two miles and encamped for the night. 18th, marched fifteen 
miles. 19th, crossing the Ocmulgee, passed through Hillsborough and 
on to Clinton; arrived at 3 x). m. and encamx)ed. During that day we 
marched thirty-nine miles and took six prisoners. 2()th, Companies B, 
C, and D, being detached for a scout to Griswold Station in charge of 
Captain Ladd, meeting the enemy, but keeinng them at bay, burned 
the toAvn, destroying the railroad, cutting the telegraph wire, burned a 
train of cars. Fighting their Avay back, they returned to the regiment 
on the 23d of November, with the loss of 1 wounded and 3 cax:)tured. 
The remainder of the regiment left Clinton and marched to Avithin three 
miles of Macon and moved back five miles on the Milledgeviile road, 
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aiid encamped. 21st, were drawn np in line of battle, and remained 
; till day. Went on picket four miles from Macon, and remained diir- 

i ing the nigbt. 22d, marched about ten miles. 23d, marched about 

I three miles and encamped; First Battalion on picket. 24th, marched 
i to Milledgeville; went into cami), and drew five days’ rations, and 
moved out five miles and encamped for the night. 25th, marched to 
Ilufialo Greek. The bridge being burnt, forded the stream, and iveiit 
into camp. On the night of the 25th Companies A and M were detailed 
to accompany a scout to Waynesborough. They tore up the railroad', 
) burned the depot and burned the bridge, and joined the command near 
Waynesborough without losing a man, capturing 1 colonel, 1 major, 1 
captain, and 10 enlisted men. 2t)th, marched through Gibson and went 
to within eight miles of Louisville, and encamjied for the night. 27th, 
marched thirty-five miles, and encamjied for the night near Waynes- 
' borough. ^ 28th, received orders to report to Brigadier-General Kil- 
I Xiatrick tor duty, this duty being to cover the rear of the division, 

, skirmishing with the enemy the greater part of the day, losing 3 men 

I killed and 1 wounded. 29th, left camp at 3 a. m., and marched to 
within three miles of Louisville and encamped. 30th, part of the regi- 
ment on a scout; nothing of importance occurred, and returned to 
camp, 

^ December 1, marched about twenty-five miles. 2d, crossed Kocky 

Greek and went into cami). 3d, marched all day and went into camp at 
I Thomas’ Station. 4th, marched to Waynesborough ; the First andTliird 
f Battalions made a saber charge on the enemy ; took cpiite a number of 

I x>i'^‘'^oners. In our front there were 15 of the enemy dead. Our loss was 

2 killed and 5 wounded. Adjt. William G. Cook, who in the charge 
dashed upon the enemy’s banner and attempted to carry it off, was 
knocked from his horse, and liad his horse shot, and still remains in the 
enemy’s hands. We then moved from Waynesborough to Alexander 
and encamped. 5th, marched all day and went into camp at Brier 
Greek, 6th, marched to within three miles of the Savannah Fiver and 
encamped. 7th, marched all day, the rebels.in our rear; about 4 p. m. 
f they attempted to cut us off at Cypress Swamp. One battalion, under 
I Capt. J. G. McBride, charged and drove the enemy about two miles, 

I then fell back, the enemy following them, when the\yhole regiment be- 

I came engaged. After skirniisliing about one hour we received orders to 
fall back across the swamp. Our loss was, Gapt. F. S. Ladd and Lieut. 
William Bateman supposed to be killed, 5 missing, and 2 wounded. 

I W^e moved back about two miles and encamped. 8th, received orders 
9 to report to Brigadier- General Kilpatrick at 4 a. m. We then pro- 
; ceeded to Ebenezer Greek, when we went into camp and fed. The bridge 

being finished, wm crossed over and went to within three miles of 
Springfield and encamped for the night./ 9th, moved to General 
Sherman’s headquarters, within four miles of Savannah, an d encamped, 
10th, moved to within four miles of the Ogeechee Eiver and encamped. 
11th, moved across the Ogeechee Eiver, marching toward Fort McAllis- 
I ter; captured one prisoner, and encamped at White Hall for the night. 

'4 12th, marcliedto Saint Catherine’s Sound. 13th and 14th, in camp 15th, 

' marched to within two miles of King’s Bridge. 16th and 17th, in camp, 
building fortifications. 

I During the thirty-one days’ campaign we have destroyed 100 cotton 
I gins and 10 grist-mills.

Eeport of casualties in the Ninth Michigan Cavalry from November 

14, 1864, to December 17, 1864.*

Headquarters Fifth Ohio Volunteer Cavalry, 

Hear Kiiufs Bridge, Ga., December 23, 1864. 

Captain: I have the honor to rexiort that the Filth Ohio Cavalry 
(with the First Squadron Ohio Cavalry temporarily attached), with am 
aggregate of 563 men, marched with the Second Brigade, Col. S. 1). 
Atkins commanding, from Marietta, Ga., on the 14tb. of November, 
1864, on the expedition ending with the occupation of Savannah by 
our forces. 

Just previous to marching 440 men of my regiment, and 9 officers, 
whose terms of service had expired, were ordered to Ohio to be mus- 
tered out of service. Myself and 11 other officers were retained on the 
order of Major-General Howard, commanding Army and Department 
of the Tennessee, though entitled to be ordered to Oliio for muster out 
of service on the 14th''of November, 1864. During this most arduous 
campaign both officers and men have done their Avhole duty, never dis- 
contented at nor flagging in the routine of day and nigiit marches, 
building breast- works, destroying railroads, picket, skirmish, and battle, 
through thirty-eight days and nights in an enemy’s country. I am 
proud to say, that for intelligent and ready execution of all orders 
received, as well as for valorous action on the battle-tield, my officers 
and men deserve the highest commendation, have my thanks, and 
l^romptly received acknowledgment in general orders from brigade 
and division commanders. Dogged by a x>ersistent and relentless 
enemy from East Point to the walls of Savannah, through woods and 
swamxDS hitherto considered impracticable, the Fifth Ohio Cavalry has 
done its full share of every work, jiarticipated in every engagement, 
and never faltered. At Macon it supported the gallant Tenth Ohio in^ 
its charge, while one battalion tore up the railroad. On the 28th of 
November the First Brigade was hardly pressed in the swami) at Buck 
Head Creek. This regiment was ordered by Colonel Atkins to go to 
the rear and cover the crossing of the brigade. Moving rapidly to 
the rear, it took position, dismounted, threw up barricades of rails, 
planted its section of howitzers to cover the bridge, enabled the whole 
brigade to cross in safety, and checked the advance of Wheeler’s whole 
force, which was exultingly pressing the rear. When the smoke of 
our discharge of canister had cleared away the rebels who were cro wded 
on the causeways to the bridge were not seen, and Capt. William 
Jessuii, ComxianyD, with twenty of his men, under the fire of their rifle- 
men daringly burned and completely destroyed the bridge, ■while vshells 
from tlie howitzers comj)elled the enemy to ploy and seek crossing 
above and below. After two hours, finding the enemy was crossing at

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other points ancl gaining onr flanks and rear, we steadily retired on 
the brigade, which had taken position two miles and a half to our 
iront. We had not inarched far before the enemy clovsed from either 
flank on the road we were marching and began skirmishing. Cant. 
Alexander 0. Kossman, Company E, commanding Third Battalion, 
h ilth Olno, as rear guard, skillfully and gallantly kept them in check 
advance battalion had been assigned position with the brigade 
at. beynolds plantation. At this moment the enemy charged in two 
columns wuth vigor. Captain Rossman, with his battalion re-enforced 
by Company C and a line of dismounted ski-rniishers, fought in front of 
the barricade ; the remainder of the regiment, with the howitzers, from 
loss^"*^ work. The enemy were quickly and easily repulsed witli 

On the 2d of December, at Eocky Creek Church, the regiment re- 
ported to General Kilpatrick, and I was ordered to clear the left flank 
ol rebels. Deploying the First Battalion, Capt. John Pummill com- 
manding, I charged, and with a single battalion drove a force of full 
1 ,000 rebels from behind I'ail barricades a distance of nearly two miles 
Alter this charge was made six companies of the Third Kentucky came 
up and rendered valuable assistance. On the 4th of December, at the 
battle ol A aynesborough, the regiment urns not so heavily engaged as 
some others, though it charged twice and would have made a good list 
ol prisoners, had not our own artillery, through mistake, fired on us, 
which caused a deflection of my columns to prevent uimecessary; 
slaughter. Later we opened effective fire with carbines. In the after- 
noon of this day Ave AYere ordered fiAm miles beyond Waynesborongh 
to burn the railroad bridge over Brier Creek, AYhich Ave accomplished'in 
a thorough manner, firing seA^enty-nine bents of heavy trestle bridging. 
On the 8th of December the regiment Avas under arms and on picket 
lOT fifteen hours, covering the army in crossing a difficult swamp near 
Ebenezer Chapel. At luiduight the enemy shelled furiously and the 
infantry picket fell back in confusion, while the Fifth Ohio and Mnety- 
second Illinois Mounted Infantry held their line firmly, and when or- 
dered retired in perfect order. On December 11 1 was ordered by Col- 
onel Atkins to cover the rear of Major-General Howard’s array. I took 
up position near Silk Hope and received orders from General Kilpat- 
rick to accompany him on expedition to open communications with the 
fleet. Ciossing the Ogeechee and Caunoiichee Elvers on pontoons, we 
camped on tlie 12th near Fort McAllister, and on the 13th at 10 o’clock 
struck the coast on Saini, Catherine’s Sound. Captain Estes, assistant 
adjutant-general, a staff officer of Majjor-Ceneral Howard, in a small 
canoe ; myself. Captain Day, provost-marshal, and Lieutenant Messen- 
ger, aide-de-camp. Third Division, OaAmlry Corps, were ordered, in a 
second gumi-tree canoe, to pull out to a vessel Avliose masthead Avas dis- 
cerned in the offing. After a row of tweBm- or fifteen miles we srioke 
the bark Feriiandina, U. S. Navy, Cajjtain AVest commanding: were 
courteously received, and furnished a boat’s crew and cutter, and Avithan 
officer ot the vessel reported to General Kilpatrick, who immediately 
lonv aided dispatches to the flag-ship. Having reported again to iiiy 
hngade the regiment moved on the 17th of December AYitli the expedi- 
tion which destroyed Morgan Lake and river SAvamp trestle, near the 
Altamaha Eiver, on the Gulf railroad. 

During the campaign the regiment lost 1 man killed in action, 12 
men AAmiinded, 11 men captured by the enemy (7 of ayIioih were cap- 
tured near Shoals of Ogeechee while foraging for horses), and 9 horses 
killed.

King’s Bridge, Ha., Deeember 23, 1864. 
Colonel; In compliance vdth your order, I have the honor to sub- 
mit the following report of the participation of the Ninth Ohio volun- 
teer Cavalry in the events which transpired during the recent advance 
of the army, under Major-General Hherinan, through Georgia, ending- 

ill the fall of Savannah : , , rn i n-n nv 

On the 9th day of November, while stationed at iuiinei lliii, Cxu., 
with part of my regiment, I received a telegram from Brigadier- Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick that my command had been assigned to his cavalry 
division, which was being organized at Marietta, Ga. ; that a portion 
of my regiment, consisting of 309 men, under command ot Major 
Bowlus, was already with him, and ordering me to report at that 
point at once with all the effective men of my command. 1 was at the 
time illy prepared to comply with the order, as 1 had been iiifornied by 
Maior-General Wilson, chief of cavalry, that my regiment had been 
ordered to report to him at Nashville, and to make my arrangements 
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tKiCordiiig'ly. Part of my men were, consequently, lying at Chatta- 
nooga, partly dismoimtecl and imperfectly clothed. After clothing 
tliem, X .Jipped the dismounted men, by General IXilpatrick’s orden 
brought up the inoimted men to Tunnel Hill, and on the 
1-^1 h ()1 November started from tliere with 350 mounted men for Marietta 
leaving snxty dismounted men under Lieutenant Oochraii, for whom no 
transportation could be procured. Upon reaching Calhoun I found 
the railroad destroyed and communication with the front cut off AVe 
puslied forward, however, and when five miles south of that’ place 
were fired into by a party of the enemy, seriously wounding one man. 
Ipon arriving at the Etowah Xiiver I found the bridge" had been 
destroyed by the rear of our troops who had crossed twenty-four hours 
previously. I, however, cleared out an old ford which had been block- 
aded, and effected a crossing with my men and Avagons and pressed 
Joi'ward until I oveiTook the rear of the army on the banks of the 
Chattahoochee, having traveled the last eighty miles in thirtv-six 
hours. I overtook and i-eported to (Xeneral Kilpatrick a few miles 
beyond Lovejoy’s Station, Kovember 17, and joined that portion of the 
regiment under Major Bowlus, in the Second Brigade, Colonel Atkins 
commanding. We proceeded south AAuthoiib opposition until arriving 
Indore Macon. In the demonstration upon that place 1 sent one bat- 
talion, inider command of Major Bowlus, to burn the railroad bridge 
across the Ocmulgee Brver, and to tear up the road. The bridge m\fi 
lound, hoAvever, to be strongly defended by the enemv’s artillery, Avhicli 
opened a heavy fire, thus preventing the destruction of the bridge. 
Mnjor Bowlus, however, destroyed the road until within about 100 
yiirds of the bridge. I, Avith the balance of the regiment, occupied our 
left Hank, destroying the railroad, until ordered to Avithdraw and go 
into camp. Ill this affair the regiment met Avith no loss. 

Irom Macon our inarch Avas harassed by the enemy’s cavalry, under 
General M heeler, with Avhom we had occasional skirmishing, and on 
iNoveniber 2b General Kilpatrick made a .stand, building a strong line 
ol breast- Avorks at a place known as the White House, and aAvaited the 
approach of the enemy. Here my command was posted, one battalion 
(uiouuted)_a.s a reserve under Major Bowlus, and tAvo battalions (dis- 
nioiintcd) i n the center, supporting the artillery. The enemy charged in 
column along the road on our front and left, and in line in our front and 
rigfft, but were repulsed twice by our line of skirmishers, throAvn out 
400 yards m our advance, commanded by Sergeant (noAv Lieutenant) 
briiicr. I beg leaA^e to say that this line behaved admirably, standing 

niV+w bolding the enemy in check after the line 

oil the right and left had been withdrawn, firmly falling back as the 
enemy advanced, who, when within 150 yards of our works, were met 
by a heavy fire from our main force, which drove them in disorder from 
the field, leaving a number of killed and wounded in front of my com- 
inaiid. Our loss was three wounded. My command next encountered 
the enemy on the morning of December 4, before Waynesborough. Our 
nigac e being m the advance, I AA’^as ordered to deplo 3 "my regiment in 
three hues on the left flank. We moved forward in this Lin for more 
Jin i.Ur ’ (friyng the enemy before, when, by order of General Kil- 
patiick, I sent forward the First Battalion, under Major BoavIus to 
clmrge the enemy drawn up inline of battle in a field upon our extreme 
fvl Bowlus did in a most gallant manner, driving them 

fiom their position through a swamp into the woods toward Waynes- 
borongh. In the meanwhile the enemy had formed his line across the 
26 E, E— yoL XLiy 
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railroad iiX)oa a stream near the town, and prepared to malce a vigorous 
resistance to our advance. Herel wasdirectedby yon to (diaigehis 
I at once formed the two battalions into oneline, giving LieutenaiihOol- 
onel Stough command of the left, with directions to prevent a counter 
movement on their part on their extreme right, whicli the presence ot 
a thicket could enable them to do under cover, and with the l ight I 
charged upon their front, driving them through a swamp and across 
the stream, killing and wounding quite a number, most or whom they 
were compelled to leave upon the field. They also lost quite a numbei 
of horses in their flight. Lieutenant-Colonel Stough brought up the 
left and gallantly assisted in driving the enemy. We crossed the 
stream and were forming for a second clrarge when I received orders 
to return and give place to the First Brigade, wliich had come up to 
relieve us. In this engagement I lost four wounded. 

Our next encounter with the enemy was on the 7th of December, while 
the column was crossing through a swamp near Fbene/.er Creek. Tlie 
enemy, Avho had not made his appearance since the engagemeiit at 
Waynesborough, came upon our rear, consisting of the Ninth Michigan 
Cavalry. While the rear of the column was waiting for tlie advance to 
cross, i, being next in advance of the Ninth Michigan Cavalry, took two 
companies, A and B of my regiment, and went back to assist Colonel 
Acker, Ninth Michigan Cavalry, taking a position and deiiloyiug upon 
his extreme left in front of a road running off from the main road in 
that direction. The ground was covered with thick underbrush, wliich 
prevented us from seeing the movements of tlie enemy. After remain- 
ing here a few minutes we discovered a. strong force moving immediately 
» in our front, who from their uniform 1 supposed to be Colonel Acker’s 
men. Tlie enemy, however, evidently aware of the road above men- 
tioned, had made a flank movement under cover of the thicket, and 
were apiiroachiiig with a view of cutting off the rear guard. IMscover- 
ing their true character I opened a heavy fire upon them, checking them 
for an instant, but, gathering, they rushed forward, partof their extended 
line gaining the road in onr rear near a ])oiiit touched by the extreme ot 
a swamp, and would thus have cut us off* had they not been held back 
by the lire of another company which 1 had fortunately left to guard 
that xmint, thereby enabliug us to get round and form in the open 
ground between the swamps and iiiaiiiroad upon which our coliinm was 
moving. The enemy seemed determined to produce coufusiou in onr 
column, pressed forward vigorously in heavy fVnce, to check which 1 
found it necessary to send for company after company until two hat- 
talions were deployed in different lines, holding him back until Colonel 
Acker brought up his regiment and jiassed all but tlie rear guard across 
the swamp. I, in the meantime, had my Third Battalion and part of his 
command formed on foot in front of the swamx>, thus holding back, the 
enemy until the entire mounted force bad effected a crossing. In this 
affair our timely assistance and suiiport, I am assured, saved the rear 
guard of our column on that occasion. Our loss was, wounded, 3; 
missing, 2. 

Next day, December 8, my regiment being rear guard, was attacked 
by the enemy about noon, but held him in check until oui‘ column was 
massed in rear of the Fourteenth Corps, at Ebeuezer Bridge, at which 
jioiiit he was held in check by our cavalry and infantry combined until 
the road was cleared and our whole force ])assed safely over and tlie 
bridge destroyed. My loss on this day was one missing.

Report of Capt. Yates 1\ Beelw, Tenth ]Vlsconshi Baitery. 

llEADlilTARTERS TeNTH WISCONSIN BATTERY, 

Dcccmher IS, 1864. 

CAPTAIN : In compliance with a circular from your headquarters 
dated December 17, 1864,1 have the honor to report that the Tenth 
Wisconsin Battery left Marietta, Ga., on the 14th day of November 
1804. On the 16th day of November the battery was in action at Love- 
Joy’s Station and at Bear Creek Station. At Lovejoy’s Station the 
batteiy silenced the enemy’s guns and took possession of two of them 
after the cavalry had run them down. On the 19th the battery crossed 
the Ocmulgee and marched thirty-two miles to Clinton. This day’s march 
killed ten horses. On the 20th the battery was in action near INIacon; 
had one wagon broken and destroyed. On the 23d, near Gordon, broke 
an axle and destroyed a caisson. On the 24th, 25th, 26th, and 27th 
tlie company marched 123 miles, to Waynesborough; had 30 horses 
killed and abandoned. On the 28th the battery was in action at Jones’ 
plantation near Buck Head Church, and on the 29th arrived at Louis- 
ville, Ga. 

December 1, 2, and 3, the battery marched with General Baird’s divis- 
ion toThomas’ Station, seven miles south of Waynesborough. Onthe4th 
the battery was in action at Waynesborough. On the 5tli, 6th, 7tli, and 
8th the battery marched seventy -three miles, to Ebenezer. On the 11th 
the battery Avent into camp within ilye miles of Savannah, on the Macon

Beport of Maj. Gen. Joseph Wheeler, G. G. Army, commanding (Uvralry 

Corps. 

Headqitaktebs Cavalry Corps, 

Uear Savannah, Oa., December tM, ISOt. 

Colonel: I have the honor to submit the following report^ of the 
operations of my command from November 19,1864:, the date (General 

Hardee assumed command : . . , ^ , 

For several days previous to that date I had been resisting the enemy’s 
advance from Atlanta toward Macon, reporting daily to Generals Bragg, 
Hood, Hardee, and Taylor, and also to Governor Brown, almost tlu‘ 
exact movements and intentions of the enemy. Anderson’s brigade 
had been ordered to report to Maj. Gen. Howell Cobb, at Macon, in 
order that he might place him in position to observe the enemy a])- 
Xiroaching Macon on the east side of the Ocmulgee River. This brigade 
was placed in position by General Cobb on the Clinton road. 

On the 19th I sent Crews’ (Georgia) brigade vdth orders also to report 
to General Cobb. This brigade. Colonel Crews reports, Avas placed in 
position on the Milledgeville road, Avith instructions, as 1 afterward 
learned, to follow and engage any raiding party of the enemy Avhich 
might moAm toAvard the railroad. ToAvard evening on the 19th 1 ascer- 
tained from my scouts that the main forces of the enemy had crossed 
the Ocmulgee River aboAm the mouth of the Towaliga, which induced 
me to inoAm to Macon in person, directing all my command, except hkn- 
guson’s and Breckinridge’s brigades, to follow me. 

On arriving at Macon, about 11 j). m., I found Lieutenant-General 
Hardee, who had assumed command of the department. He directed 
me to move at daylight with all my available force, excex)t Crews’ bri- 
gade, out on the Clinton road and ascertain the enemy’s force and loca- 
tion. In obeying this order, and before marching toward Clinton, botli 
my flanks were menaced by vsmall iiarties of the enemy, Avhich 1 was 
obliged to drive off, causing some delay. I then moved on raxndly Avith 
my advance guard to Clinton, and found Osterhaus’ coriis moving 
through the town. This was not obserAmd until very neai- the column, 
owing to a dense fog. Six men dashed into the town and captured Gen- 
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era! OBtcrliauK’ servant (an enlisted man) witliiii twenty leet of Geiieral 
^ Osterliaus’ lieadqnarters. A regiment of the enemy’s cavalry charged 
^ ns, making the I'ctreat of my small escort necessary. A squad of the 
enemy’s cavalry had pressed in nx)on my line of retreat between my 
T[)ositioii and the body of my command. These, however, were soon 
^ cleared away by the apx)roaGh of two of my regiments, wliicli came up 
rapidly to my assistance. I immediately charged the advancing column 
of the enemy and drove it back uiron their infantry. They tiieii rallied 
^ and charged me again. We met this charge, checked and returned it 
" with success, driving them back toward Clinton. 

I now learned from my scouts that the enemy in considerable, force 
were i)ressing down the road toward Griswoldville. I started promi^tly 
witli Ui portion of my command in that direction, and soon met a courier 
from Colonel Crews with a note from liiin stating that the enemy’s cav- 
alry had moved toward the railroad, and that, pursuant to General 
I Hardee’s orders, lie was going in imrsuit. This left the Milledgeville " | 

' road ()])eii, and fearing some difficulty I moved rapidly to that xioint. ^ 

On arriving 1 found our artillery engaging the enemy’s advance and 
our infantry in the redoubts ready to receive an attack. The enemy 
had already charged uji the road, and four of them had attemxited to 
cax)ture a gun, but had been driven back, leaving an officer (whose horse 
was killed) in the hands of our infantry. Finding large uni:)rotected 
intervals between redoubts, I placed Harrison’s and Hagan’s brigades 
in line, making the connection complete. After slight skirmishing the 
enemy retreated a shorr distance. 

Pursuant to orders from (feueral Hardee I moved out during the 
night, and the next day drove the enemy from Griswoldville, capturing 
Ui few xirisoners, The next morning I again attacked and drove the 
enemy for some distance, capturing sixty ijrisoners, besides killing and 
wounding a large number. 

It now being evident that the enemy were not intending to make any 
further demonstration upon Macon, I moved on toward the Oconee, 
which river I reached on November 24 and comx)leted crossing the 
next day by swimming. A brigade under Lieutemint-Colouel Gaines 
was immediately sent to hold in check a x^ortion of the enemy who 
^ , were menacing the river near Ball’s Ferry, and with the remainder 

of my command I moved during the night to Station No. 13, on the 
Central railroad. Scouts and pickets were sentux>on all roads by which 
the enemy could reach the railroad or march in an easterly direction. 

Tin* following day, xtursuant to General Hardee’s orders, I moved to 
! Sandersville. The Fourteenth and Twentieth Cofx')S of the enemy had 

^ marched from Milledgeville, crossed Buffalo Creek, and were marching 

I upon the town, preceded by cavalry, which had dispersed the local 
troops, who had attempted to oppose them. I moved out on the lower 
, road and sent a force out on the upper road. After moving three miles 
we were charged by the enemy, whom we met and checked, and tiieii 
ill turn charged and drove them back for a mile, capturing, killing, and 
s wounding about thirty of the enemy, besides capturing several horses, 
mules, aiid one loaded wagon. 1 immediately sent word to the citizens 
of Sandersville that the enemy would enter the town the next morning, 
i and I advised them to send off all movable property of value. At dark 
we established our xdekets close to the enemy, and next morning were 
‘ slowly driven back toward and finally through the town. 

At evening I was informed by my pickets near Ogeechee Shoals that 
General Kilpatrick, with a large force of cavalry, had crossed the river 
on his way to Augusta. Leaving General Iverson to observe the enemy, 
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1 starteAl iininedlately witli my command, overtaking Iiim about mid- 
I iiiiincdi<itoly cittcickGcl <iiul captured his picket, and pushed oii 
to liis camp and drove liiin back from tlie main Augusta road and out 
of liis camps, capturing 1 stand of colors, some prisoners, some oO liorses, 
(dotliiiig, blankets, cami) equipage, &c., in considerable quantities, ine 
enemy immediately started toward Augusta on tlie lower Augusta road. 
On reacliiiig the house where General Kilpatrick had staid 1 learned 
that he and his officers had been overheard talking a great deal in 
private about Augusta. It was the opinion of citizens that this move 
was intended as a raid upon that place. Being mindful of the great 
damage that could be done by the euemyks burning the valuable mills 
and property which "were not protected by fortifications, including’ the 
factories in the vicinity, the large portion of the city outside -of the forti- 
fications, the arsenal 'and sand hills, I hoped by pressing him hard he 
might he turned from his purpose. I also learned that the night 
previous he had sent a party of some 500 men to Waynesborongh 
to desitroy the railroad bridge, which convinced me that Augusta and 
not Waynesborough Avas Kilpatrick’s destination, as had the latter place 
been the point he designed striking he would not have sent a small 
party there on the preceding day. Kotwithstanding the jaded condition 
of my command, I therefore pushed on rapidly, engaging and defeating 
his rear guards, Avhom I found fortified at every favorable pointj fre- 
quently separated by but 200 or 300 yards. Horses, arms, and jiris- 
oners Avere captured'in nearly every engagement. 

On reaching Brier Creek Swamp we pressed the enemy so Avarmly 
that he turned off toAvard Waynesborough. During the chase the 
enemy set fire to all corn cribs, cotton gins, and large number of barns 
and houses. We succeeded in driving him off in nearly half the in- 
stances in time to extinguish the flames, and frecpiently pressed him 
so rapidly as to prevent "his firing a number of houses, thus saving a 
large amount of property. 

1 entered the toAvn of Waynesborough with my staff jimt after dark, 
and just as the enemy Avere leaving it. The toAvn Avas in flames, but 
Avith the assistance o'f my staff* and escort Ave succeeded in staying the 
flames and in extinguishing fche fire in all but one dAvelling, which Avas 
so frxr burned that it Avas impossible to save it. I immediately moved 
on and attacked the enemy, Avho Avere engaged in tearing up the rail- 
road. The attack had the eff'ect to stop their Avork upon the railroad 
and to keep them in line of battle all night. 

About 3 a. m. 1 sent Humes’ division to gain the enemy’s rear by 
turning his left flank, and sent a regiment to gain his rear by moving 
around his right. lJufortunately the commands failed to get into posi- 
tion, At daylight th e enemy withdreAV for a short distance unobserved, 
in consequence of a dense fog. As we advanced upon them they oh arged 
our line, which charge we met and easily repulsed; I charged the 
enemy’s flank with Humes’ and Anderson’s commands, and attacked the 
front with the balance of my command, driving the enemy from his 
fortified position, capturing a number of prisoners, arms, and horses, 
and killing a great many who refused to surrender, and Avho were shot 
in the i)ursuit Avbich ensued. The rout was complete, and General Kil- 
X)atrick was himself very nearly captured. We continued the charge 
until reaching a SAvamp, where the enemy had so constructed barricades 
as to make a very strong resistance. The enemy Avas soon driven from 
this position by a flank movement, after which I again charged and 
routed tlieir entire force, capturing, killing, and wounding nearly 
200, and completely stampeding the AAffiole force. His destruction 
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l^^'.^ivoiited by ail intcrveuiiig swami) at I^uck Head Greek, 
ndU(‘U luade it almost iinpos.sible to approach, and by the failure of 
tlie rourtli ieiniessee Keginient to gain the enemy’s rear, for 'vvMcb 
purpose it had been detached some two hours previous. The bridge 

Htiad Creek had been carefully prejiared for burning by 
Kil])atric.k s advance guard, and on our reaching it the torch had been 
applied and the bridge was in flames, while a terriflc fire from the 
eiH'iny on tlie other side prevented me from immediately extinguishing 
tlu*! ilanies. I dismounted the advance brigade and advanced it througTi 
(he creek bottom to the bank, and finally drove the enemy sutficiently 
lai bom the opposite bank to enable a few brave men to work their 
Avny aeross and drive the enemy beyond range. By great energy and 
liai d hibor on the part ot my men the fire was soon extinguished, 
iind in little more than an hour the bridge was reconstructed and our 
troops passing over. The passage, however, was very sloiv, on account 
ol the Hide and frail construction ot the bridge. -After advancing a 
mile 1 discovered the enemy’s position, and ordered General Dibrell 
to t urn their right flank by moving through a wood which screened the 
movenu'nt. 

As night was fast apiiroaching it became important to vStrike the enemy 
immediately, although only about 1,200 of my command had (wossed 
t he ereek. I moved upon the enemy and drove in his pickets. On dis- 
(‘overiiig his line I observed that General Dibrell, in attempting to turn 
liis llanlv (although he had moved nearly a mile to our left), had, never- 
theless, eniioiintered the enemy’s line of battle, which extended still 
beyond his position. Having parts of Harrison’s and Ashby’s bri- 
gades with me, the former being in advance, I placed the Third Ar- 
kansas Eegiinent in line, and the Eighth and Eleventh Texas Regiments 
in column and charged tlie enemy’s position. Nothing (>nUld have ex- 
(•(HMled the gallantry ivith which these troops responded to tlie bugle’s 
call, and hurled themselves upon the enemy, driving his cavalry in con- 
fusion and finally encountering the breast- works. This so terrified the 
enemy as to cause him to flee in uncontrollable confusion. ITiifbrtu- 
nately the open ground did not continue, and we finally encountered 
a, line so positioned that it could not be approached by cavalry. I 
ordered Ashby’s brigade to turn the enemy’s left flank and take posses- 
sion of the Louisville road, upon which the enemy Avas retreating. Owing 
to approaching dusk. Colonel Ashby, by accident, got on a road to the 
left of the one indicated by my order, and notified me that he held 
possession of the Louisville* road. This error enabled the enemy to 
move off, by scattering througli fields and wood Avithont order or organ- 
ization. 

During the night Kilpatrick sought the protection of his infantry, 
Avhich he did not venture to forsake again during the campaign, no' 
doubt being too much demoralized to again meet our cavalry. Eearino' 
the enemy might make another attempt to raid or march upon Augustti^ 

1 placed pickets at all the crossings of Brier Creek, and located my main 
force at Rocky Springs Church. 

On the morning of December 2, the Fourteenth Army Corps and Kil- 
patrick’s cavalry marched upon Waynesborough by the Louisville road. 

1 met and checked them at Rocky Creek. After a warm engagement 
they moved off to my left and crossed a short distance beloAv on"a tem- 
porarily constructed bridge, and, by moving through the fields, turned 
off toAvard Thom as’ ‘Station. This necessitated my falling back. 

The following day I moved doAvn and attacked the enemy, driving 
in their pickets and stoiiping their destruction of the railroad. Per- 
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ceiviim- after iiiglit-fall tliat tliey bad recoiiiiucnced tbcir work, 1 
attacked tbeui about midiiiglit, sbelliug tbeir (famp AVitb gcxjd ellect. 
At daylight the enemy in strong force marched upon Waynesborough.

Avliicli ^y^ls doii6 l)y taking' siicc6ssiv6 positioiivS till'wc ioacii6<,l tlio 
of Wayiiesborougli. Here we were so warmly pressed that it ^Ya>s with. 
difficuity we succeeded in withdrawing from our position. Q-he moment 
our lines left our works I directed the Eighth Texas (Colonel Cook) and 
thehTinth Tennessee [Battalion] (Captain Bromley) to charge tlie enemy, 
which was gallantly done, meeting and driving back a cliarge of tbe 
enemy, and so staggering him that no farther demonstration was made 
npou'ns until we were prepared to receive the enemy at our ne\v _x><>f^i- 
tion north of the town. During all the enemy’s charges the loss ot men 
and horses niinst have been severe. According to his own account his 
loss in men uumhered 50 killed and 147 wonuded. The (3neiny re- . 
mained in town about three hours and then moved down tlie Savannah 
road. During all the engagements the enemy’s cavalry were at least 
double my own numbers, and were, besides, re-entbreed by one or more 
divisious'of infantry. 

Having been notified by the lienteuant-geiieral commanding that the 
roads toward Savannah had been blockaded by his order, and having 
sent Lewis’ brigade (re-enforced by the Fourth Tennessee Kegiment) to 
fall back before the enemy, I, with the remainder of my command, 
remained to protect Augusta and to strike his flanks and rear. 

On the first day I attacked his rear several times, driving him from his 
several positions, killing and wounding a great number and capturing 
about 100 imisoners. During his movement toward Savannah so warmly 
was he xiressed that he blockaded the roads in liis rear, frequently 
building fortifications two or three miles in length, and destroyed all 
bridges on his line of march. He occasionally attacked ns by charging 
with his cavalry, which was invariably met by connter-cliarges urid 
driven back in confusion with heavy loss. In every fight we cax)tured 
horses, arms, and xirisoners. 

On the night of December 8 we shelled the camx) of the Fourteenth 
Ooi’xis with good effect, throwing the corps into confusion and causing 
it to leave camx) at midnight, abandoning clotbing, arms, &c. By break- 
ing 11X3 the camp during the extreme darkness a great many negroes 
were left in our hands, whom we sent hack to their owners. We also 
caxitnred three wagons and teams, and caused tlie enemy to burn several 
more wagons. The whole number of negroes caxitured from the enemy 
during the movement was nearly 2,000. 

On the 8th we captured a dispatch (see Appendix A) from General 
Slocum to General Davis, giving the proposed location of Sherman’s 
army before Savannah, which afterward proved to be correct. This paq^er 
was forwarded to General Hardee. On reaching a xioint withiii ten 
miles of the city, and findiug it impossible to do any further harm to the 
enemy in that position, I moved back and crossed the Savannah River, 
leaving General Iverson’s command to watch the enemy should he move 
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ill oliedirection ol' Aiiguwta or Westerii G-eorgia. On reacliing tke Soutli 
Carolina • side, I moved down, and Avas placed by Lieutenant- General 
Hardee in command of the defenses of I^ew KiA^er and adjacent landings, 
and cliarged with the duty of bolding tbe line of communication from 
Unger’s Landing to Hardeeville. This we succeeded in doing, although 
the enemy held the South Carolina side of the river with a division of 
infantry. 


After the evacuation of the city, December 20, 1 removed all the guns 
and ammunition from Tunbridge and Mongan’s Landings and hleAv 
River bridge; also, the heavy guns, weighing 9,000 pounds each, from 
Red Bluff, together with the ammunition. 

.1 omitted to state that during the entire movement of the enemy 
through Georgia I kept all my superiors fully informed of the strength 
and of all tlie movements of the enemy. At the same time I kept my 
cavalry in liis front, rear, and on both flanks, preventing his cavalry 
from spreading over the country, retarding the enemy by "fighting hini 
on all sides and felling trees in his advance. This duty Avas fully done, 
and I thank my officers and men for their devotion, gallantry, and the 
self-sacrilicing spirit they have ever exhibited. Every engagement Avas 
ai success, and the utter defeat and discomfiture of the enemy’s cavalry 
Avas most signal and complete, notAvithstanding his force of cavalry Avas 
ahvays superior to mine. , 

My force never exceeded 3,500 men, and Avas so distributed in front, 
roar, and on both flanks that I seldom had more than 3,000 under my 
immediate command, which 2,000 frequently charged and routed more 
tluiii double their numbers. The enemy had been falsely informed by 
their officers that we took no prisoners, Avhich caused him to fight with 
desperation and to run very dangerous gauntlets to escape "capture, 
Avhich frequently accounts for the large proportion of killed. In every 
rout of their cavalry, and in the many fights which ensued, they con- 
tinued to flee, refusing to surrender, notwithstanding the demands of 
my men in close xmrsuit. Consequently, no alternative AvaS left but to 
slioot or saber them to prevent escape. 

During the trij) I had parties to moA'-e a day or more in advance of 
the enemy, informing citizens Avhere to run their negroes and' stock in 
order to insure the safety of their ijroperty, offering them every assist- 
ance in so doing; but, generally, the citizens Avere so frightened as to be 
l)ei'fectly helpless. On the enemy’s approach, pursuant to orders, I 
drove off such horses and mules as Avere exposed to the enemy’s AueAv, 
and have since taken every pains to restore said stock to its owners, 
generally Avith success. My command captured about 500 horses, many 
of Avhich had been taken from citizens by the enemy, and have been 
returned to their oAvners when it was possible to do so. 

I desire to tender my thanks for the devoted gallantry of my division 
and brigade commanders. Those whose conduct came especially under 
my notice Avere Generals Allen, Humes, Anderson, and Dibrell, and 
Colonels Ashby, Hagan, CreAvs, and Lieutenant-Colonel Anderson. 
General Allen was slightly Avounded and had tAvo horses shot under him 
at Waynesborough; Generals Humes and Dibrell also had their horses 
shot Avhile gallantly engaging the enemy. 

I also tender my thanks to General Robertson, AAffio, while acting as 
my chief of staff in the temporary absence of his command, Avas severely 
wounded Avhile gallantly charging the enemy. 

Capt. S. W. Steele and Lieut. M. G. Hudson, aides-de-camj) of my 
staff, were highly distinguished for gallantry and zeal. Lieuts. R. B. 
Ryan, J. M. Stewart, and Henry Chapman, acting upon my staff!, Avere 
gallant and efficient, 
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Ill closing tliis report I will state that (luring the last live months iny 
command lias been without w’agons or cooking utensils, with ^d^rs to 
subsist upon the country. Its food has been limited to bread baked 
upon boards and stones and nit'.at broiled upon sticks. It has not beeii 
iiaid in twelve months, and lias not had the regular issues ot clothing 
which have been made to the infantry. During this tinie it has avcr- 
ag’ed in direct marching sixteen miles a day, and, being witbont wagons, 
lias been obliged to pack all the forage and rations to camp on horse- 
back, which, together with scouting and other duties, would make the 
average traveling of each soldier at least twenty miles each day. During 
these five mouths my trooiis have been-contimiously in the immediate 
presence of the enemy, figliting nearly every day, and with brilliant 
success, except in a few instances, when small detaclinieiits scmt oft from 
iiiy command met vastly superior forces- 

Diiriug these five months my command has caxitured, killed, and 
wounded more than its own effective strength. _ It has captured from 
the enemy in action and carried off the field 4 pieces ot artillery, with 
caissons and battery wagons, 1,200 mules, ov(ir 200 Avagons, 2,000 head 
of beef-cattle, 3,000 cavalry horses with eipupnimits, and over 4,000 
stand of arms. It has also captured a great number of the enemy’s 
liosts, with large amounts of stores, and has destroyed more railroad 
used by the enemy — stopping his communications for a longer time and 
with less loss—tlian any other cavalry command, although expeditious 
double its strength have been sent out on that duty. It h as also cai)tured 
and destroyed over a dozen trains of cars, generally loaded Avith supplies. 

As we were continually fighting the enemy, our camps could not he 
designated before night-fall. Details had then to be sent out to procmre 
forage and rations, frequently making it midnight l)efore supper could 
be i>repared for my men, and then they were often compelled to be in 
the saddle before daylight. Ho men in the Confederate States have 
marched more, fought more, suffered more, or had so little oi)portuni- 
ties for discipliuej yet they are to-day as orderly and as Avell disciplined 
as any cavalry in the Confederate service. 

Ill oiir line of march ofBcers and men Avere met who, in their anxiety 
to increase their commands, used every exertion to induce my men to 
desert, frequently offering them iiromotion and furloughs as a reAvard 
for dishonor. Hotwith standing this my command is to-day- stronger 
and more efficient than it was at the beginning of a contiuuous cam- 
jiaign of eight mouths hard, constant, and successiul fighting. 

I must particularly commend my Tennessee and Kentucky troops, 
AA^hom, though they saAV their homes throAAm open by the advance of 
General Hood’s army, I brought from the Coosa Elver to Savannah 
Avithoilt a single desertion. Afterward I had the mortification to see a 
body desert who had been informed they Avere to be punished Avithout 
trial for crimes they had never committed.

General : On the IJth of October last I received at Macon a teloi»rain 
li-om General Hood directing me to assemble as rapidly as possible all our 
available forces in that vicinity and make a demonstration on Atlanta 
so soon as the necessary transportation could be procured. Under 
this order, I in a short time had atLovejoy’s Station a force Tuiinberinu 
about 2,<S00 effective muskets, three batteries of Confederate artillerw 
and between 200 and 300 local reserve cavalry. The whole force tvas 
undm' my command, much the larger portion of infantry belongiuc to 
the First Division of Georgia Militia. Finding this force inadecuiate 
to make a direct assault uxion Atlanta, garrisoned as it then was 
(xeneral Hood suggested that I should, if practicable, cross the Chat- 
tahoochee and destroy the line of railroad between that river and the 
Ihnwali. For various reasons, which were submitted to Generals 
Deauregard and Hood (and by them apiiroved), it was deemed neither 
practicable nor expedient to make a direct attack upon Atlanta, or upon 
the railroail line, as suggested; so my command continued in observa- 
tion near Atlanta, preventing the enemy from foraging and keeiiiii''' 
thmn in their line of works, supporting Brigadier-General Iverson, who 
had just in advance of us two brigades of cavalry. 

On the night of the 12th of Hovember Major-General Wheeler, of the 
cavalry, reached my headquarters, and soon after the advance of his 
foices fiom Alabama began to arrive. On the 15tli of November the 
enemy moved out from Atlanta and advanced upon us with his whole 
force, viz, the Fifteenth, Seventeenth, and Twentieth Corps, with artil- 
lery and cavalry, which was soon after joined by the Fourteenth. Our 
cavalry were driven that afternoon from Jonesboroiigh to Loveioy’s 
and at dark I moved my force back to Griffin, at which place we had 
fortifications, and I felt we could there check the enemy should he 
advance directly upon us. 

On the afternoon of the lOth it was ascertained the great mass of 
the enemy’s forces had moved through McDonough, on ihe direct road 
fiom Atlanta to Macon, at which latter place there was at that time no 
gaiiison. At dark on the same day I left Griffin and inarched my 
command to horsyth, a distance of thirty-five miles in tAventy-foiir 
hours. Learning that the enemy were crossing to the east liank of the 
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Ocmiilgee River I moved the command to Macon, 

re(‘eived orders from General Beani’egard to report by letter to 

Lieuteuaiit-General Taylor. A copy of that letter is herewith trans-

AU of my command except the Georgia militia and two regimeiRs of 
State Line troops, which I’eported to me jnst before ^ dSsY of 
Avere at this time turned over to Ma]or-Geiieral Cobb. ^ 

a portion of the line around Macon, on the west bank of the Ocinul^^ce, 
tas iisigued to the force still left in my command. Before the troops 
Avere fairly in position orders were received to cross the river and 
occupy a rrosition covering Bast Macon. This movement occupied the 
Avhole night. Soon after daylight next morning my five brigades were 
in the respective positions assigned them, no two being in the same 

^ During the morning of Monday, the lilst, the First Brigade, under 
your own personal instructions, given direct to the enlonel commant - 
in O’, were sent along the line of the Central railroad, with ordep to 
niSve as rapidly as possible, either by rail or otherwise, to the city, of 
Ainnista. In the afternoon of the sarne day Anderson s batterj^ of 
artillerv Avas assigned to the militia, and yon directed me to move as 
soon as" possible, Avitli this battery, the Ihird, and hourth ii- 

gades of militia, and the two regiments of the State Lnie, to Augusta. 
They moved Tuesday morning in the direction of Gris wold ville, with 
orders to halt there and await further instructions from me. You also 
iiiforiiied me that you had ordered Major Cook, Avith the Athens and 
Augusta battalions, to proceed to Augusta, and directed me to take 
them ill my command if I came up with them on the imute. Arrange- 
ments for transportation of ammunition and supplies detained me a Icav 
hours in Macon, AYhich place you had left on the evening piwious. 
Lieutenant-General Taylor arrived there on the niorning of the -j-cI. 
Information having been received showing very clearly that a mucn 
larger force of the enemy was near the city than was_ supposed when 
you gave the orders for my troops to move, he authorized me to direct 
thein to return. My order reached them on the eve of an engagement 
with AA'hat was supiiosed to be a small force of tlie enemy. Notwith- 
standing my order to avoid an engagement at that place and time, a 
collision occurred, being the attacking xDarty ; and tliougb the ofhcei s 
and men behaved Avith great gallantry, they failed to carry the works 
of the enemy, but held a xiosition within 150 yards of their hue 
after dark, Avheii they Avere withdraAAUi to Macon by my order, ihe 
First Brigade of militia AAmre not engaged, having passed that point in 
the execution of orders given by yourself. Major Cook, commanding the 
Athens and Augusta battalions, moving under orders direct from your- 
selt; Avas upon the ground and engaged in this action. 

Our loss was a little over (300, being more than one-fourth 
effective muskets AA^e had iu the engagement. Several of the best field 
officers of the command were killed or wounded. 

It is evident noAv that oiir men were opposed by the larger portnm 
of one corps of the enemy, Avhile another was marching from Clinton ni 
their rear ; and I consider the troops were very fortunate i» being witb- 
draAvu without disaster. Lieutenant-General Taylor, having become 
satisfied that the enemy were leaving the vicinity of Macon, directed 
me to move my command on Friday morning by rail to Albany; thence 
march to Thomas ville; thence by rail to S avanna h. 

■* Not found, 
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We arrived in Thomasville by noon Monday, having marched from 
A ^ distance between fifty-five and sixty miles, in fifty-four hours. 
At fihomasville instead of 'fiiiding five trains, the number I had requested 
to be sent, there were but two, and these could not be started until after 
dark, and did not arrive here until 2 o’clock Wednesday morning, occu- 
pying twice the time necessary between Thomasville and Savannah, and 
leaving the Second, Third, and Fourth Brigades at the former place. 
Upon arriving here, almost broken down by fatigue and want of rest, 
with onicers and men similarly situated, I received before leaving the 
cars a peremptory order from yourself requiring me to take the militia 
ol Georgia beyond the limits of the State, which was in direct violation 
of the statute organizing and calling them into service. Considerim*' 
the jaded condition of both ofhcers and men, I determined not to move 
the militia or the State Bine beyond the limits of Georgia until satis- 
fied ill iny own mind that absolute necessity demanded it. 

In a personal interview with yourself you informed me that the enemy 
had moved out from Broad Biver; were encamped within a few niiles 
ol the Savannah and Charleston Bailroad, threatening Grahamville 
and Coosawhatchie, and unless vigorously opposed would undoubtedly 
L)reak the road at one or both of these points soon after daylight; and 
that the only force you had in your whole command which could by 
any possibility be brought upon the ground in time was two regular 
Confederate- regiments from Charleston, and you believed these would 
lie tliere too late; and that if I could hold the enemy in check until 2 
p. ni. and prevent their cutting the road before that time; several 
thousand re-eiiforcements from North and South Carolina, intended for 
Savannah, would arrive. 

In this interview I showed you my qualified authority from the Gov- 
ernor to withdraw the Georgia State forces under my command from 
Confederate service in case they were ordered beyond the limits of the 
State. After a full conference with yourself I was perfectly satisiied 
tlmt for the purposes intended it was right and proper tlie movement 
sliould be made, and I gave orders accordingly. Notwithstanding some 
objections made by a portion of officers and men, the order was willindv 
obeyed. 

The leading brigade arrived at Grahamville about 8 o’clock Wedn.es- 
jlay morning, the 30th of November. You kindly tendered me the serv- 
ices of your chief of artillery (Colonel Gonzales), who, upon our arrival at 
Grahamville, introduced me to Colonel Colcock, commander of the mil- 
itary district; Major Jenkins, the commander of the immediate vicinity 
and Captain I)e Saussure, Colonel Colcock’s ad jutant-gen eral. To these 
four gentlemen particularly, and other officers acquainted with the 
locality, I am indebted for the information upon which I based the 
directions of the whole operation for the day. 

Colonel Colcock reported the enemy rapidly advancing, skirmishing 
with some companies of his cavalry and a few pieces of artillery. He 
was just starting to the front, and I requested him to. select a position 
tor my leading brigade so soon as I could dispatch it to him. I awaited 
the arrival of the second train of my own troops and the Forty-seventh 
Georgia, which was momentarily expected from Charleston. 

Having given the necessary orders to these forces, I joined Colonel 
Colcock a few minutes after 10 o’clock some four miles 'from the Gra- 
hamvillo depot and about one-half mile beyond the position we finally 
assumed. Colonel C. informed me the enemy had already occupied the 
position selected by liim as the best for defense l)efore my troops 
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arrived. This made it necessary, in my judgment, that the leading 
brigade should be countermarched at once and i)laiced in position on a 
line with, our main battery. The troops in rear were hurried u]) and 1 
placed upon the same line, to the right and left of the road. Tlie enemy 
in the meanwhile steadily advanced along the main, road upon our ] )osi - 
tion. After a proper disposition of our forces had been made and a 
skirmish line ordered forward, Colonel Oolcock, the commander of tlm 
district and next officer in rank up<.)n the field to myself^ was assigned 
to the immediate executive command of the mainline; Colon el (xon- 
/ales was placed in charge of the artillery, and Mojjor denkins of all 
the cavalry; Oaiitain.De Saussure, who was thoroughly acquainted 
with the whole (iountry, remained near me. The Forty-seventh G eor gi a 
had not yet reached the field. Within five or ten minutes after these 
dispositions had been made the battle began by an aidvance piece of 
our artillery firing upon the enemy. Their line of battle wms soon 
formed, and from that time until near dark made continuous efforts to 
carry our position. We had actually engaged five pieces of artillery, 
and it is due to the South Carolina artillerists that I should say I liain ^ 
never seen pieces more skillfully employed and gallantly served upon 
a difficult field of battle. ' • 

In an hour the enemy had so extended and deve]oi)ed their attack 
that it became absolutely necessary lor me to jdace in the front 
line of battle my last troops (the Forty-seventh (.leorgia Itegiment), 
making in all about 1,400 effective muskets on the field, and all ' 
engaged. From tiine to time alterations had to be i mule in our lines, by 4 

changing the positions of regiments and companies, extending inter- ' 
vals, &c., to prevent being fianked; and while Ave could not from the 
dense wood accurately estimate the number of the enemy, it Avas very 
clear their force largely exceeded ours, and I a.Avaited witli' some anxiety 
the arrival of tlie Thirty-second Georgia and the forces expected from 
North and South Carolina. 

Too much, (jredit cannot be given to Colonel Colcock {ind Colonel 
Gonzales, Miqor Jenkins, and Captain De Saussure; to all the offi(,*,ers 
of myoAvn staff; to Colonel AVillis, commanding First Brigade of Georgia 
Militia; Colonel Wilson, commanding State Line Brigade; Major Cook, 
coi liman ding the Athens and Augusta battalions of reserves;' Lieuteii- 
ant-CohnielEdAvards, commanding the Forty-seventh Georgia Confeder- 
ate Iteg'imeut; and to all the officers and men of CA^'ery arm engaged upon 
that field. In short, I have iieA^er seen or knoAvn of a batthvfield upon 
which there was so little confusion, and Avliere every order was so cheer- 
fully and piomptly obeyed, and Avliere a small number of men for .so 
long a time successfully resisted the determined and oft-repeated efforts 
of largely superior attacking forces. The flight of the enemy during 
number of their dead left upon the field is evidence 
of the nature of the attack as well as the defense. 

^ ^^'^8’^<^i^^"^6neral Eobertson arrived AAdth a portion 

of the Thirty-second Georgia from Charleston, a battery of artillery, 
and a company of cavalry. These constituted an effective reserve, but ' 
came iqi too late to be used in the action. During the night the enemy 
retired rajudly in the direction of their gun-boats. 

Our loss in every arm of service was 8 men killed and 42 wounded. 

The enemy left over 200 of their dead upon the field, and their whole 
loss m killed and AAmiinded is believed to be upAA^ard of 1,000. 

At midnight Biigadier-General Chesnut arriA^ed at Grahamville 
hitation AA ifh about 350 effective niuskets of South Carolina reserves, 
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atid a little before daylight upon the morning of the 1st of Decembbr 
Brigadier-General Baker came np with 860 of his brigade from hTortli 
Carolina; the remainder of his eominaud (about 1,100) reached Ooosa- 
■whatchie atO o’clock. Lieutenant-General Hardee arrived at Grahain- 
ville Station between 8 and 9 o’clock of morning of the Ist of December 

The enemy having been beaten bade on the" 30th of ITovember, and 
the Confederate forces having now arrived, there was, in niy indgment 
no longer any necessity for retaining the State troops of Georgia beyond 
their legal jurisdiction. I therefore fisked and obtained permission to 
bring these exhausted troops back to their own State. They arrived 
liere, by Lieutenant-General Hardee’s order, about 10 o’clock that 
night.

General: General Beauregard has informed me by telegraph that 
you will take tlie immediate command of the forces in Georgia, and 
directed me to report to you by letter. My own proper command con- 
sists of one division of militia, four brigades of infantry, numbering in 
all .1,900 effective muskets when we left Lovejoy’s. "l have not' yet 
received the return since their arrival here yesterday afternoon. 
Besides the militia, tliere was temporarily assigned to me by General 
Cobb one regiment and two battalions of reserve infantry, numbering 
about 900, some 300 reserves and local cavalry, and one battalion of 
Confederate artillery. The foi'ces other than the militia proper will, 1 
take for granted, be now xilaced under some other commander. The 
enemy moved their strongest column through M(iI)onoiigh, and when 
I was at Griffin they had passed thronglm McDonough, and were 
nearer Macon than 1 was. When 1 reached Forsyth, having made 
fifty miles in forty-eight hours, they were reported crossing the Oc- 
mulgee, and could, by a rapid march, reach Macon by the left bank of the 
Pcmulgee without opposition. General Cobb ordered the cars to Forsyth 
for the infantry, and directed me to move the whole command to this place 
without delay. General Wheeler was the senior officer on this theater 
of operations, and without giving direct orders to the infontry and artil- 
lery, strongly advised, so soon as he developed the strength of the 
enemy, that I should move to Macon at once. I fully comnirred in 
opinion ^yith both General Wheeler and General Cobb. General 
Whether is confident that Sherman has with him in this movement at 
least 35,000 effective men, and informs irpj that the Fourteenth Army

Report of Lieut. Col. Andrew B. Spurling, Second Maine CaiKilry, com-. 

manding expedition. 

Camp Second Maine Veteran Oavalry, 

Barrancaff, Fla., November IS, 1864. 

General: I have the honor respectfully to repoi-t that, inirsuaut 
to orders from headquarters District of West Florida, I left camp at 
Barrancas, at 12 in. November 17 [16], in charge of all the then 
available force of the Second Maine Veteran and First Floi’ida Oavalry, 
amounting in the aggregate to 450 men. After fording the bayou at 
Gun-boat Point, I marched tlie force fifteen miles in a northerly direc- 
tion, and bivouacked a little after dark four miles from tlie Fifteen- 
Mile House, a point on the railroad leading from Pensacola to Mont- 
gomery and distant from Pensacola eleven miles. At 3 o’clock on the 
following morning the march was resumed on the road running parallel 
with the railroad. After a march of about three hours, and at sunrise, 
the advance guard, commanded by Lieutenant Sanders, Comiiany F, 
First Florida, came upon a rebel picket of three men, surprising and 
capturing them ; at ai distance ot a mile another pichet of four was siir- 
jirised and captured; and a mile farther on six men, constituting the 
reserve, -were made prisoners, from whom it being ascertained that at 
10 o’clock they were to be relieved, the column halted for an hour, and 
the advance guard Avas sent forward to intercept and capture the men 
who were anticipated as the relief. In a short time the nien wlio Avere 
coming out to relieve the picket Avere captured and brought in. The 
column then moved forward and reached the bridge at Pine Barren 
Greek. I succeeded without difficulty in capturing the rebel picket on 
the bridge, not a single shot being exchanged, and without alarming 
their camp, although it was close by, within tAA^enty rods. The bridge 
was in a very bad condition, having been partly swept away by the river, 
much swollen by recent rains. I succeeded, howeA^er, in crossing my 
advance guard mounted, and several squadrons dismounted AAuthout 
being discovered by the enemy. A sudden dash Avas made upon the 
camp; nearly CA^ery man Avas captured, all their equipments, arms, 
horses, &c. I he Avhole number of prisoners taken was 38; 47 horses, 
.3 mules, and 75 stand of arms, were eaptwredr |7ep^rly every eifeotiv© 
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man, in(3luding- the lieutenant commanding, of Captain Leed’s [Leigh’s! 

^ -Pifteeiitl). Confederate Cavalry, was made a 
piisoiici. Ia^o comjmnies had been ordered away the day before to 
some point on the railroad in the direction of Pollard, or undoubtedly 
tli^ would have shared the same bite. All the barracks, stables si lei 
bus, &c., sufhciently extensive for a regiment, were burned, together 
witti Avhat commissary and quartermaster’s stores were found. " 
llaving accomplished all that tvas intended I recrossed the brido-p 
destroyed what of it remained, and in accordance Avith my orders 
started I arrived in camp with my command a little

Steamer Nemaha, 
Tullifinny River, JJecembcr 7, 1864. 

Cfi^NERAL : I have the honor to report that I left Hilton Head on the 
niffht of November 28 for Boyd’s Neck, on the south side of Broad 
Biver, with all the disposable troops in this department, ainoiinting to 
5,000 infantry, cavalry, and artillery, with 500 sailors and marines. 
Owing to a tliicl?: fog and the incapacity of our pilots many of the boats 
lost their way and others grounded, so that the troops did not get 
ashore until late in the afternoon of the 29th. I then x^laced Brigadier- 
General Hatch in command of the force with, orders to i)iish forward 
and cut the railroad. He marched at once, but the maps and guides 
proved totally worthless, and after being twice misguided the troo])S 
reached the right road by morning. Thence, after daylight, they ad- 
vanced toward Grahamville through a densely wooded country, driv- 
ing back the enemy’s artillery and infantry to a rise of ground called 
Honey Hill, a short distance this side of Grahamville, where they met 
a battery across the road, with seven guns. The enemy’s infantry, 
rather over 4,000 and nearly equal to our own in number, was posted 
behind iutrenchments in the woods on each side of the road. This 
position was immediately attacked with vigor and determination, but 
from the unfavorable nature of the gTound, which admitted the employ- 
ment of only one section of our artillery, we were unable to drive off tlie 
enemy, who did not, however, venture to advance beyond his intrench- 
men ts. After an obstinate fight of several hours, General Hatch, 11 nd- 
ing that the enemy’s line could be neither successfully assaulted nor 
outflanked, retired after dark to a strong position about two miles and 
a half from Boyd’s Neck. The rebels made no attemx)t to follow. Oui* 
loss was 88 killed, 623 wounded (140 of whom so slightly as not to be 
sent to the hospital), and 43 missing. 

From November 30 to December 5, while keeping the greater part of 
the force at Boyd’s Neck, I made at differejit x)oints, with the assistance 
of the navy, several demonstrations — in one of which the Twenty-fifth 
Eegiment Ohio Yolunteer Infantry marched six miles into the interior 
toward Pocotaligo and captured two pieces of artillery at Ohurcll 
Bridge, near Gardner’s Corners, one of which the men dragged off by 
hand. On the night of December 5 I embarked a force under com- 
mand of Brigadier-General Potter, From Boyd’s Neck proceeded, at 
daylight, to Tullifinny Creek, and landed the men at James Gregory’s 
I)lantation, on the right bank, in pontoons and launches. General Pot- 
ter imshed immediately forward, and about one mile and a half out met 
the enemy, whom he forced rapidly back to the spot where the road up 
the peninsula between the Coosawhatchie and Tullifinny meets the road 
running across from one river to the other. Here the rebels, bein g re-en- 
forced from the south side of the Coosawhatchie, made a stand and 
attacked our left vigorously, but our men repulsed them handsomely, 
capturing a battle-flag and some prisoners, and got xmssession of the 
crossiiig, which we now firmly hold. A detachment sent to the right 
destroyed the road bridge over the Tullifinny. Our loss in the whole 
affair was about 5 killed and 50 wounded. The railroad is less than 
^hree-cjuarters of a mile from ony front, sepayated by a dense >vopd, 
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tlirong’li which is only a bridle path, and in the skirt of which are oiir 
piclpts. 1 have ordered nearly all the force from Boyd’s Neck to this 
position, and also some 3()-poiinder Parrotts, with which we can reach 
the railroad, even should oiir men not succeed in gaining’ it, as I hope 
they may, as also the road bridge over the Coosawhatchie. Our position 
IS strong, the spirit of the troops excellent, and the landings and means 
ot communication good. The naval force, under orders from Admiral 
1 alilgien, have co-operated cordially and efficiently both by water and 
land, ilie reports received from prisoners and deserters relative to 
(reneial bherinan s niovements are very conflicting. A lieutenant ivho 
deserted on the 4th reports that General Sherman was in sight of 
Savannah. Ihere can lie no doubt that he is nearing Savannah, as all 
the deserters jmd prisoners who have recently come in agree that 
troops are leaying (Jharleston apd Augusta for Savannah.

Captain : I have the honor to make the following report of the inove- 
ments of this division from the date of its embarkation at Hilton Head 
to^the close of the action at Honey Hill: 

The force collected from different points in the Department bf the 
South, with the addition of a small brigade from the navy, numbered 
including all arms, about 5,500 men, organized as follows : IVo brigades 
of infantry, commanded by Brig. Gen. B. E. Potter and Ool. A. S. 
Hartwell, Fifty- fifth Massachusetts Volunteers j Naval Brigade Com- 
inander George H. Preble, U. S. Navy, cominaiiding ; portions of three 
batteries light artillery, Lieut. Ool. William Ames, Third Ehode Island 
Artillery, commanding. It wms embarked on the eveuing of the 28th 
November, with the intention of Ian din gat Boyd’s Neck at daylight the 
folio vvmgmorning. Mycoinmand of the force was to commence after land- 
ing. At 2.30 a. m., the hour previously designated, the signal for sail- 
mg was given from the flag-ship of the department commander. The 
transports immediately got under way; but soon after, a dense fog 
covering the river, some came to anchor, others continuing the ad- 
vance grounded, whilst others, by a mistake of the pilots, were taken 
up the Chechesse instead of the Broad Eiver. The pilot of my own 
steamer advising me to wait daylight, I did so, and consequently 
1 transport the first troops commenced landing, at 

about 11 a. m. The steamer Oanonicus, containing engineer troops 
ana material, was unfortiinately one of the transports that had gone 
up tlie Chechesse by mistake, and did not arrive at Boyd’s Neck 
until about 2 p. m. This caused a delay in building the necessary 
landing to enable the artillery and means of transportation to be dis- 
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embarked. The Naval Brigade rvas the first organized body landed. 
It was immediately pushed to the front to occupy a cross-roads two 
miles in advance of the landing. Attached to this brigade was a bat- 
tery of eight light guns, drawn by sailors. TJie brigade met and drove 
toward Bee’s Oreelc a small force of the enemy. The Thirty-second TJ . 
S. Colored Troops, as soon as landed, was sent to the suppoi’t of the 
brigade. At 4 p. m. the detachment of cavalry and a large portion of 
Potter’s brigade having lauded, I determined to ])ush forward imme- 
diately and attempt to seize the railroad at Grahamville, wn'thorit 
waiting the landing of the artillery and the rejiiainder of the infantry. 
The debarlnrtion of the remainder of the troo])s continued through the 
night and following day as the transports arrived. Ilnfortimately the 
maps and guides proved equally worthless. The Naval Brigade had 
pushed back the enemy, who, retreating toward Bee’s Creek, were fol- 
lowed two miles from the cross-roads in a direction opposite 'to the 
route we were to march, sux)posing it the direct road to (Trahauiville. 
Potter’s brigade followed, and it Avas not until the latter had overtaken 
the Naval Brigade that the error rvas discovered. The troops counter- 
marched and returned to the cross-roads. The sailors dragging the 
artillery Avere found to be worn out, and the Naval Brigmle vms iett at 
that point, Avith orders to come up in the morning. We then ])iished 
on with Potter’s brigade and the cavalry. Two miles from the cross- 
roads was tound a tork in the road near a church. The guide, irretend- 
ing to recognize the ]mint, led the column on the left-hand road. Pour 
miles beyond the church it became evident that the guide bad mis- 
taken the road, and I returned to the church, Arliere Ave bivouacked at 
2 a. 111. The men had then marched fifteen miles, had been up most of 
the previous night, had worked hard during the day, and Avere unable 
to march farther. The distance marched, if upon the righ t road, AAmuld 
have carried iis to the railroad, and I have since learned we AAmuld have 
met, at that time, little or no opposition. 

Oil the morning of the SOth the Artillery and NaAval Brigades having 
come np, It was reported to me that horses had been furnislied the 
naval battery, except for taro mountain howitzers. These I directed to 
^turn to hold the cross-roads, supported by four comiianit's of the 
Fifty-fourth Massachusetts Yolunteers. They were attackc'd, and re- 
pulsed a body of the enemy from the direction of Bee’s Creek battery 
i then inarched ou the direct road toward Graham vide in the followin o- 
order; Cavalry; Potter’s brigade, with Meserean’s battery, Third 
New York Artillery; Naval Bripide; Titns’ liattorv, Tliird New York 
Ar-tillery; and all of Hartwell’s brigade tlii.t bad arrived at the riohit 
consisting of one regiment and two companies of a second. At 9 15 a’ 
111. met the advance of the enemy, (mnsistiiig of two pieces of artilleiw 
with an infantry support. Our column was marching in a narroAv roail 
with dense woods on both sides. The action was opened by General 
I otter, who advanced the One liuiidred-and twenty-seventh isIcAv York 
Y ohmteers as skirmishers, supported by the Twenty-fifth Ohio and 
the One hundred and forty-fourth and One hundred and flftv- seven t 
NeAF York Volunteers. The supports AAmre deployed on the sides of the 
load when the country opened sufficiently to allow it. HartAvell’s bri 
gade A\ms also brought forward as soon as it could find oiien gromid on 
the right side of the road. We advanced gradually, driving the eiimnv 
about three imles^ and a half, their artillery being silenced at every 
opening of the section with onr advance. Onr casualties AAmre not severe 
during this advance, but a valuable and gallant officer First Limif F I 
ward A. Wildt, Third New York ArtiUei|, fell mortSi^ womided wimst

sighting one of his giins. At 11 a. m. the head of the columii came^ 
unexpectedly on* the main body of the enemy in position. At this point' 
the road bends to tlie left. The advance following it found themselves' 
in front of an iindosed work pierced for four guns. The redoubt, sit- ‘ 
uated on the crest of a small ridge, was the center of the enemy’s line. 
It is said to have been built two years since, although until now'' un- 
known to us. Following the crest of the hill on either side the redoubt, 
the enemy liad thrown up a line of rifle-pits, and within these waited 
with seven pieces of airtillery our attack. In front of the enemy’s line 
ran a small creek, bounded by a marsh covered with dense under- 
growth. This was not impassable, but presented a serious obstacle to 
our advance, being completely commanded by the enemy’s fire. Pot- 
ter’s brigade wa,s quicldy formed in line of battle parallel to that of 
the enemy. One section of Mesereaii’s artillery, jdaced in position in 
the road, opened fire upon the redoubt. The left of Potter’s brigade — 
re-enforced by two comi)anies of the Fifty-fourth Massachusetts Volun- 
teers and part of the Fifty-fifth M assachusetts Volunteers, which had by- 
mistake taken position on the left of the road — made two desperate 
attacks on the main work of the enemy, led by Col. A. S. Hartwell, 
commanding Second ib-igade. They were repulsed with severe loss. 
The_ Fifty-fifth Massachusetts Volunteers were rallied, and, with the 
Marine Battalion, sent to the supi)ort of the right wing of the line of 
battle, with orders to turn the left dank of the enemy. They advanced 
gallantly, but were unable to carry the intrenchmeuts. This wing 
filially fell back a short distance to take advantage of an inefiuality 
of the ground, which gave them a position from which they repulsed 
several attacks nnide by the enemy. Charges made on our left flank 
were repulsed with ease. Between 1 and 2 p. in. the One hundred 
and second XJ. S. Colored Troops reached the field, having arrived .af 
the landing at 11 a,, m. 

The annnunition of the troops engaged being nearly expended, and 
none arriving from the rear, this regiment was necessarily held ki 
reserve, as I received information from deserters and prisoners that 
large re-diforcements were being received by the enemy by railroad. 
One section of Mesereaii’s artillery, having been placed iii battery in a 
position completely commanded by the artillery and sharijshooters of 
the enemy, lost two of its officers wounded, and most of its horses and 
cannoneers; two of the ammunition-chests on the limbers were blown up. 
A detail of a company from the One hundred and second IT. S. Colored 
Troops was ordered to hriiig off the guns. Cajit. A. E. Lindsay, coin- 
mandiiig the company, was killed, and Lieut. H. H. Alvord was severely 
Avouuded. The command of the company devolved upon a sergeant, 
Avho did not understand the object of the advance, and failed to accoin- 
plivsh it. First Lieut. O. W. Bennett, One hundred and second U. 8. 
Colored Troops, Avith thirty men Avas detached for the same purpose, 
and executed it in the coolest and most gallant manner. Mesereaii’s 
artillery was then sent to the rear, and Titus’ battery brought into 
action. ^ The artillery fire was directed to be continued sloAvly, as tbe 
ammunition Avas being expended and none received from the rear. The 
caissons as fast as emptied were ordered to the landing to refill. About 
3 p. m. 6,000 rounds of musket ammunition was received and issued to 
those regiments entirely out. It was, however, uoaa^ certain that the 
enemy’s j)osition could not be carried; and whilst a moderate fire AAms 
kept up, arrangements Avere commenced for retiring as soon as it 
became dark. The ammunition of Titus’ battery, except tAA^euty rounds 
each for two guns, being expended, the uaval guns under Lieutenant 
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Oomiiiancler Mattliews "were brought into action, one section at a time. 
The ambulances having been landed commenced reaching tlie front. 
One section of Titus’ battery, sui)ported by two regiments of infantry, 
took post half a mile in the rear. Two regiments of infantry were then 
drawn from the flanks and posted one mile farther to the rear, where 
the road crossed a ravine. Two regiments of infantry were detailed to 
carry the wounded. At dusk the retreat commenced. The hlaval Bri- 
gade, with the exception of its two pieces of artillery, then engaged, 
wns ordered to occupy the cross-roads; the One hundred and twenty- 
seventh Hew York Yolunteers and One hundred and second 17. S. 
Colored Troops, with one section naval artillery, remained at the front, 
keeping up a slow fire with artillery until 7.30 p. m., when, the main 
body of the command being wmll on its march, they withdrew, and were 
in their turn covered by the Fifty-sixth and One hundred and forty- 
fourth Eegiments Hew York Yolunteers; these were again covered by 
the Twenty-fifth Ohio and One hundred and fifty-seventh Hew York Yoi- 
unteers, posted as before mentioned. The whole retrograde movement 
wms executed Avithout loss or confusion; there was no pursuit by the 
enemy or alarm of any kind; not a wounded man was left on the 'field, 
except those who fell* at the foot of the enemy’s works in the charges iu 
which we Avere repulsed; no stores or equipments fell into the hands of 
the enemy, except some thrown aAvay by the men on the advance, to 
enable them tlie better to follow the enemy in his retreat. 

In closing this report I must gfre the gallant men the credit due 
them. The list of killed and wounded, none of whom fell in retreat, 
attest their good conduct The affair was a repulse OAving entirely to 
the strong position held by the enemy and our want of aininunitioii. 
A feAV instances of individual gallantry that have come particularly to

Capt. G. E. Gouraud, of General Pos- 
ter’s staff, Avon the praise of all, and is particularly commended for o-al- 
lantry.'> Capts.

Report of Brig. Gen. Bdward E. Rotter, U. S. Army, conwumdmg First 

Brigade. 

Headquarters First Brigade, Field Diyision, 

DeveauRs Nech, December 11, 1864. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the part 
taken by the First Brigade in the afiair of the 30th ultimo, at Honev 
Hill, near Grahamville, S. 0. : ’ v 

The brigade moved at 8 a. m., on the Grahamville road, from the church 
at the intersection of that road with the one leading from Boyd’s Landmo- 
to Penny’s Landing. The One hundred and twenty-seventh Hew York 
were in advance, followed by the Twenty-fifth Ohio, and in its rear a sec- 
tion of Battery F, Third Hew York Artillery. After marching about 
halt a mile the enemy was encountered. He had one piece of artillery 
m position on the road on slightly rising ground at the end of a swampy 
defile. The One hundred and twenty-seventh were deployed as skir- 
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misliers to tlie right and left of, the road, and the Twenty-fifth Ohio, 
One hundred and fii'ty-s^wenth New York, and One hundred and forty- 
fourth New York, ad vanc^ed to their support. On the left of the road 
was a thick jungle, almost im passable for infantry; on the right were 
occasional openings, but here the enemy had set fire to the tall grass 
and weeds, and tliis seriously impeded the advance of the troops. I 
was consequently obliged to order tlieregimeiits in therear to advance 
by the fiaiik along the road at double-quick, in order to expose them 
for as short a time as possible to the enemy’s fire, which enfiladed the 
road. The section of Battery . F, Third New York Artillery, also 
advanced and came into battery on the road. The enemy now fell 
back and the brigade marched a short distance by the flank on the 
road, with the One huudi'ed and twenty-seventh deployed as skirmishers. 
The enemy took ux) a new, povsition, from which he was soon driven, and 
the (iommand moved forward without o]ix>osition until Honey Hill was 
reached. At this point the road to (frahamville takes a sharp turn to 
the left, and another road comes in from the right, ]:)rob ably connecting 
with the Coosawhatchie road. Along the last road and to the right of 
the Orahamville road the enemy was found intrenched; a vigorous 
charge of the Twenty- fifth Ohio drove them from these intrenchments, 
which connected with the main work idaced on a hill thirty feet in height 
and mounting five guns. On the left of the Grahamville road the One 
hundred and twenty-seventh New York drove the enemy and got within 
200 yards of their works. Our line was now formed, with the One hun- 
dred and forty-fourth New York, Twenty-fifth Ohio, Thirty-second IT. 
S. Colored Troops, and marines on the right of the road, and the One 
hundred and twenty-seventh New York, Fifty-sixth New York, and 
One hundred and fifty-seventh New York upon the left. The section of 
Battery F, Third New York Artillery, went in battery on the road about 
the center of the line and opened a I'apid and steady fire. I ordered the 
rightof thelineto pressforward, swiiiginground to the left, and if jmssible 
to take the enemy’s works in flank and rear; but after advancing a 
short distance, the dense undergrowth and deex) swanqis prevented 
their farther imogress. The Thirty-fifth IT. S. Colored Troops, which 
had come up about this time, was X)ushed out on our right center; but 
the heavy fire of the enemy and the difficulties of the ground comiielled 
them to withdraw. Colonel Beecher was severely wounded, but kept 
the field. The regiment was reformed and held in reserve in rear of 
the section of Battery F, Third New York Artillery. On our extreme 
left the enemy pressed rather heavily, and the left wing of the Fifty- 
sixth 'New York was ordered to take x)osition On the left, and in sup- 
port of the One hundred and fifty- seventh New Y"'ork. Here also 
the deep SAvamp and abatis in front of the enemy’s works prevented 
the advance of our troops. We maintained our position thus taken 
until dark, keeping up and receiving a heavy fire, and suffering con- 
siderable loss from our exposed situation. At dusk, in accordance 
with instructions received from the brigadier-general commanding the 
Field Division, I commenced to withdraAV the trooxis. A position was 
taken up about half a mile in our rear, and the One hundred and forty- 
fourth and Fifty-sixth New York formed a line on either side of the 
road to cover the retrograde movement. The One hundred and twenty- 
seventh New York and the One hundred and second U. S. Colored 
Troops, of the Second Brigade, were left as supports for a section of 
the Naval Battery, which kei^t ux^ a fire against the enemy’s works. 
The regiments on the left Avere first withdrawn, and then the regiments 
on the right. A second position was taken up about a mile in rear 
of the first, and the Twenty-fifth Ohio and One hundred and fifty- 
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seveiitli New York ordered to hold it. The section of the Naval Bat- 
tery and its supports were then witlidrawii, and after they had passed 
the first line was held for two hours. At the expiration of this time 
the One hundred and forty-fourth and Fifty-sixth New York took up 
their march for the church. The second line was hold for half an hour 
after the last-mentioned regiments had passed. I remained at the 
church until 3 a. m. of the 1st instant, with the One hundred and forty- 
fourth New York and Thirty-second U. S. Colored Troops and a sec- 
tion of Battery F, Third Few York Artillery. These regiments then 
moved down lio the cross-roads and bivouacked. The whole movement 
was conducted without confusion and in perfect order. 

I cannot close this report without making honorable mention of the 
good conduct and steadiness displayed by theoificers and men under the 
most trying circumstances. Exposed to a heavy fire from a (!oucealed 
enemy who was strongly intrenched, and laboring under every disad- 
vantage of ground, they maintained their iiosition with the greatest 
tenacity and endurance. Nothing but the formidable character of the 
obstacles which they had to encounter prevented them from achieving 
success. Where all behaved so well it is difficult to specify marked 
iiistances of good conduct, but special mention may be made 'of the 
One hundred and twenty- seventh New Y^ork, Colonel Ourney, which had 
the advance, and the One hundred and fifty-seventh New York, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Carmichael, and Twenty-fifth Ohio, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Haughton, on the right and left of the line. Tliese last two regiments 
met and resisted several charges of the enemy. The Thirty-second 
ir. S. Colored Troops, Colonel Baird, and Thirty-fifth U. S. Colored 
Troops, Colonel Beecher, are also deserving of great credit. The 
former regiment lost Lieutenant-Colonel Geary, wounded. Colonel 
Beecher, of the latter regiment, was severly wounded early in the 
action, but kept the field until the close of the day. The Om* liundred 
ancl forty-fourth New York, Colonel Lewis, and Fifty-sixth New York, 
Licnitenant-Colonel Tyler, although not so warmly engaged as the other 
regiments, conducted themselves Avith great steadiness and courage. 

My own staff— consisting of Captain Manning, acting assistant adju- 
tant-general; Captain Silva, acting aide-de-camp; Captain Jervett, iii- 
sp(K*tor of the District of Hilton Head, and Lieutemant Davis, Fourth 
Massacliu setts Cavalry — were active and efficient in the discharge of 
their duties, displaying coolness and gallantry under fire, and great 
intelligence in the transmission of orders. 

I forward herewith a report of casualties in the brigade.*

Report of Col. William Gurney, One hundred and. twenty -seventh Rfeio 

Yorh Infantry. 

ITdqes. 127th Regiment Neav York Yolunteers, 

In the Meld, near Boydh Nech, S. G., Decemher 3, 1864. 
Captain : In obedience to circular order of this date, I liaA’e the 
honor to report that the regiment moved up the Graham ville road 
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from tlie cross-road cluircli at 8 a. m. of tlie 30tli ultimo, liaving the 
advance of the line. After advancing some 250 yards the cavalry 
reported the rebels in onr front with artillery. By order of (leneral 
Potter the regiment was deployed on the right and left of the road as 
skirmishei^. The rebel inchets Avere met at about 400 yards and tiring 
beghn. The Thirty-second Colored and One Imiidred and forty-fonrtli 
lilew York Volunteers reported to me as supi)orts to onr skirmish line. 
Tlie right Aving of the Twenty-fifth Ohio Volunteers had already 
deployed as skiiunishers on our right. I turned the command of the 
regiment over to Lieut. Col. StcAvartL. Woodford and took charge of the 
skirmishers and supports as above. The latter Avere on tlie right of the 
road. The rebels fired the Avoods and dry grass in front of their 
artillery, and onr line had to advance through and around the llanies. 
Our artillery uoav coming into position on the road slielled the rebels’ 
gun or guns back, and my command came into the road. I Avent for- 
Avard to the neiv skirmish line, which was immediately throAvn out. This 
line advanced Avith part of the Fifty-sixth ISTeAV York Volunteers at the 
front, and the One hundred and forty-fourth UnTcw York Volunteers on 
the right of the road, and the One hundred and tAventy- seventh Ncav 
Y ork Volunteers at the left. The rebel artillery had taken up a new 
position, and was shortly encountered again. Our artillery again shelled 
them back and our infantry moved up. The skirmish line on the left of 
the road met the rebel line, and fell back upon the One hundred and 
twenty-seventh ]l:lew York Volunteers as a support. The action now 
opened on the left. The One hundred and forty-fourth hTcAV York Vol- 
unteers encountered the rebels on the right of the road, and the fight 
began there at the same moment. The heads of these tAvo regiments 
pressed on to the cross-roads that turned into the rebel fort, and then 
other regiments moved up, as did the artillery, and the fighting became 
■general. The One hundred and tAventy-seventh held the left center in 
front of the fort, the right of the regiment resting on the road. It Avas 
immediately formed into line of battle facing the fort and forced the 
rebel line back some 200 yards, when it halted and held its ground. 1 
still exercised my proA'isional command at the center of thelront until 
the neAv and general disposition of the troops aauis made by General 
Potter, Avho was immediately at the front. Part of the Thirty-fifth XJ. 
vS. Colored Troops came over to the left of the road, in front of the One 
hundred and twenty- seventh Hew York Volunteers, but Avere immedi- 
ately moved back on the road to the right of our regiment. Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Woodford reported to General Potter that he Avould charge 
the front of the Avmrks Avitli our regiment, if a simultaneous charge 
coidd be made on. the road to his right. The Fifty- fifth Massachusetts 
T olunteers immediately came up and charged. Colonel Hartwell Avas 
wounded just at the head of the cross roads as he formed his men for 
the charge. Captain Gouraud, aide-de-cami-), brought the order for tlie 
charge. Colonel Hartwell and Captain Gouraud told me to take the 
Fifty-fifth in, but the terrible fire held the regiment in check, and this 
attempt Avas unsuccessful. Colonel Hartwell, although AAmunded. took 
the head of his regiment again and led them in. They met a heavy fire 
both in front and flank, and Colonel Hartwell Avas again Avounded in 
two places. AVe got around the corner of the road, but the troops were 
then forced back. r ■ 


Colonel Woodford reports that the One hundred and twenty- seventh 
HeAV York Volunteers charged forward atnearly a right angle Avftli the 
advance of the Fifty-fifth Massachusetts, crossing a creek and adAunic- 
ing into the marsh at the front of the fort until they came Avithin 70 
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yards on the left of the regimental line and within 100 yards bn 
the right. The ground here comparatively open, with isolated large 
trees and low brush; the soil was boggy, with _ standing water about 
ten to eighteen inches deep. The men got their foothold at the roots 
of the brushwood. The regiment remained here some ten minutes, 
firing from the shelter which the men took, until the infantry on the 
right center had been forced back, and their fire enfiladed our line. 
Then the One hundred and twenty- seventli fell back some fifty yards, 
formed a new line, and laid down, supporting the artillery on the road, 
Avhich fired over them. Two companies of the One hundred arid 
twenty- seventh were here formed across the road with fixed bayonets, 
to prevent straggling from the right center and the right. I then relin- 
(juished my temirorary command in the road and rejoined my regiment. 
The artillery soon fell back a feA? yards, and the One hundred and 
twenty-seventh fell back to a new position in front of the artillery, and 
still under the guns, Avhere it remained for an hour, Avhen it was ordered 
back some tAventy yards, and formed line Avith the same front but at the 
left of and in line Avith the advanced guns, where it remained until the 
action closed. The regiment was the last to leave the field, being 
ordered to act as rear guard. After it had fallen back as such in the 
rear for a (quarter of a mile, it Avas relieA^ed by another regiment, 
Avhich took its place, under orders from General Potter. After reaching 
the cross-road church, it moved on to the cross-road leading to Boyd’s 
Neck, and bivouacked for the night about 500 yards doAvn this road. 

1 have the honor to submit herewith a report of casualties, as required, 
numbering 7 killed, 44 wounded, and 2 missing; total, 53.

licport of Lieut. Col. Nathaniel Raughton, Ticenty -fifth Ohio Infantry. 

Hdqrs. Taventy-eifth B.EGT. Oiiio Yet. Yol. Inpty., 

Boyd^s Landing, 8. C., JJecemher 3, 1864. 

Captain : I have the honor to make the following report of the part 
taken by my regiment in the action of November 30, 1864: 

About 9 a. m. aat, left the White Church, the One hundred and tAventy- 
seventh New York in advance, taking the road toAvard Graham ville ; had 
moved but a short distance Avhen the enemy opened with a battery in 
front. I formed my regiment on the right and left of the road in line of 
battle, to support the advance of the One hundred and tAcenty-seventh 
New York. Moved forward until the adAuince Avas checked and the 
long grass in front [fired] by the enemy. My regiment then moved 
forward^the right wing farther to the right and the left Aviug farther 
to the left to avoid the burning grass — and met a diAusion of the enemy 
on our right; the rebels soon fell back. I then moved to the road and 
advanced by the flank until their batteries opened from a second posi- 
tion; I then formed the right of a second line on the right of the road. 
Moved steadily forward by the right of companies until the first line — 
composed of the Thirty- second U. S. Colored Troops and a part or all 
of the One hundred and forty-fourth Noav York— was fired upon Avith 
musketry. This caused the first line to waver, and the Thirty-second 
fell back in oonsidetable ooufusion. I inpuediately formed line of l)nttle, 
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and oliarging through the Thirty-second and a portion of the right of 
tlie One hundred and forty-fourth New York, we drove the enemy from 
the cross-road in coiiliision, Avitliout, however, doing him much damage, 
as the wood and brush were so thick tliat we could not see him when 
within lifteeii or twenty yards, and I did not venture to fire for tear 
some of our men might he in trout. Unexpectedly Ave came out on the 
cross-roads, where 1 rapidly formed my men, the Thirty-second arriving 
and forming on our right, and a portion of the One Imndred and forty- 
fourth New York on our left; there was no tiring in our tront, hut I 
could still hear tiring to the left. Thinking I had gained an advantage 
over the enemy, Avas anxious to profit hy it. I immediately sent an offi- 
cer Avith some men to learn liis position and see if his flank could be 
pressed. Eeceiviii g a favorable answer, I at once made a half change of 
front on my left comiiany and moved forward into the Avoods about 
SO or 100 yards, Avhere Ave met a strong line of rebels; here a severe 
fight took i)lace. We held our line till our ainmimition Avas completely 
exhausted, even stripping our dead and wounded of tlie contents of 
their cartridge-boxes and borroAving of the Thirty-second U. 8. Colored 
Troops, Avhich rather tardily came up on our right, but did not swing 
far enough to sup])ort me sufficiently to Avarrant my making another 
charge, as the fire Aras far more severe on niy left and.center than on 
my right. Even had I been supplied Avith ammunition, I consider that 
it would have been imprudent to remain longer, as I found during the 
engagement that my immediate left Avas entirely unsupported. Under 
these circumstances, I thought it best to retire; and notifying Colonel 
Baird of my intention, I about-faced my regiment and moved sloAvly 
back to the cross-road, there receiving ammunition. Th e enemy showed 
little disposition to advance, and made no attack on our line Avhile 
there. Soon after dark I received orders to fall back. 

I hereby append a list of the casualties in my regiment during the 
whole action, all of which, Avith one exce])tion, occurred in making the 
charge and in our ad vanced position ; those marked Avounded and miss- 
ing are knoAvn to have been Avounded.

Re^port of Col. Alfred S. Hartwell, F-ifty -fifth Massachusetts Infantry, 
eommanding Second Brigade. 

General Hospital, 
Beaufort, 8. G., December 6, 1864. 

Adjutant : I have the honor to report that, pursuant to the instruc- 
tions of Brig. Gen. J. P, Hatch, commanding expedition, I assumed 
command of the Second Brigade on Monday, the 28th ultimo, having 
for my staff officers, Lieut. G. P. McKay, Fifty-fifth Massachusetts, act- 
ing assistant adjutant-general; Capt. W. D. Crane, Fifty- fifth Massa- 
chusetts, acting aide; Lieut. E. K. Hill, Fifty-fifth Massachusetts, act- 
ing aide; Lientenant Wilooxson, Third Rhode Island Artillery, quarter- 
liiaster. Ha-Adiig transmitted to the regimental commanders the printed 
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orders and directions of tlie commanding general, and having cau^d 
some intrencliment tools to be sent to the hifty-lburtli. Massachusetts, 
I went on board the steamer Golden Gate before midnight of the 28th 
. and got under way at the signal as ordered. In passing around the 
bow of a small steamer, the small boats attached to the steamer Golden 
Gate were cut off. I i)ut back in search of these, but in the dense fog 
three (or two) small boats could not be found. Ban aground and lost 
our way during the night. In the morning landed in small boat at 
what seemed to be the shore opposite Hall’s Island. About noon suc- 
ceeded in lauding at Boyd’s Beck with four companies Fifty-fourth 
Massachusetts. Found two companies Fifty-fourth Massachusetts 
already lauded. Bemaiiied at Boyd’s Beck during the day and night 
of the 20th, by verbal orders of the commanding general, throwing out 
pickets at dusk and putting the troops into po.sitioii as soon as disem- 
barked, with orders to be ready to march at daylight of the 30th. By 
verbal orders from the commanding general, sent out to the cross-roads 
two companies Fifty-sixth Bew York for picket. Having sent on a 
little before day of the 30th ultimo the Thirty-fifth U. S. Colored 
Troops, Fifty-sixth Bew York, and some of the Thirty-second IT. S. Col- 
ored Troops to join their (First) brigade, and leaving the Thirty-fourth 
IJ. S. Colored Troops at the Beck for further orders, marched at dajdight 
with eight companies Fifty-fourth Massachusetts, eight (jompanies 
Fifty-fifth Massachusetts, and Mesereau’s and Titus’ batteries, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ames, Third Bhode Island Artillery. When half 
way between cross-roads and church received orders from commanding 
general to leave four companies as guard at cross-roads, to iiitfench, and. 
left there four companies Fifty-fourth Massachusetts, with two small 
boat howitzers and detail of marines, who reported to me on the road 
for this purpose. On arriving near the church orders were received, 
from the commanding general to forward the artillery, which was done; 
also orders to advance as the troops in front advanced, leaving two 
companies' as guard at church. Left two companies at church with 
instructions to throw out vedettes to observe. About half a mile from 
the church, by orders from commanding general, went into line in a 
corn-field on our left as we advanced. Bext advanced in the road by 
the flank, filed into a field on our right as we advanced, and formed 
columii by company, putting out with the pioneers a fire in the grass. 
Advancing to the brow of the hill, received, orders to halt and liold my 
command compact and ready. Bext, by successive orders from the com- 
manding general, advanced over and part way down the hill slowly 
and keeping the formation in column on the right of the road. Eeceived 
here a verbal order from General Potter to send one regiment in sup- 
port of the One hundred and twenty-seventh Bew York, I think, but 
am not positive, as another order was at the same moment brought 
from the commanding general for me to advance by the flank down the 
j?oad in sui)port of the Thirty-fifth U. S. Colored Troops. As I passed 
the commanding general he gave me verbal orders to support the Thirty- 
fifth IJ. S. Colored Troops, and not to go into action, if I could help it, 
until further orders, adding that a staff officer would show me the posi- 
tion. On reaching the base of the hill, a staff* officer directed me to file 
to the right. I sent one of my aides to halt and front the Fifty-fiftli 
Massachusetts as soon as its left should rest upon the road, which was 
done. An officer, I think Colonel Gurney, of the One hundred and 
twenty- seventh Bew York, informing [me] that our left was hard 
pressed, I directed the two remaining companies of the Fifty-foimth 
Massachusetts to file to our left and go on the right by file into 
ill support of the One hundred nud tweiit,y“seveuth ew Yorl?» My 
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line now extended across tlie road. Tlie ninsketry from the cneiny 
was severe at this point j the men whom we had in front ot my line 
alons? and near the road 'had come to the rear in (‘.onlusion, and as 
I could not well remain where I was, and had no orders to fall l;)ack, 
I gave the order to advance. This was done in line for only two or 
three rods, when the strong fire from the enemy’s artillery and mus- 
ketry, aided bv the obstructions of the thicket and swainp, forced me 
hack. I was here hit in the hand by a musket- ball. Forming eoluinn 
of companies as well as possible in the road from the Fifty-fifth Ma^i- 
sachusetts, I advanced until the guns from the enemy’s fort threw 
canister so severely into the head of the column that I was obliged to 
fall back again. At this time Captain Gouraud assisted me in rallying 
my men, my own voice having nearly given out. 

I must here give my testimony, that of the men of the Fifty-filth 
Massachusetts who were near all cheerfully seemed to follow me to 
advance a second time toward the fort, under severe fire. On. turning 
the last angle in the road in front of the fort, the grape and c.anister 
became insupportable. Captain Crane, acting aide, was killed, with his 
horse; Lieutenant Hill, second acting aide, was knocked off his horse 
by concussion; and my own horse was killed and fell on me. The road 
seemed to he swept of everything. I was pulled from under my horse 
and back by an officer and a man of the Fifty-fifth Massachusetts, and 
during the time was hit in the boot heel by a shot that burned my 
ankle,’ and in the side by a spent grape shot that knocked me down and 
partially stunned me, and lodged in the coat ; also, by a sinmt musket- ball 
in the back, that lodged in the shirt; in consequence of which, I regret 
extremely to say, I was unable to give further orders or suioerintendence, 
and was taken to the rear. 

Knowing the quality of the fine body of men assigned to my com- 
mand, I am deeply pained to have been prevented from fighting them 
longer and showing myself deserving of the honor and responsibility 
placed upon me. Among many who did well, I beg to mention witli 
great praise the following names for the consideration of the command- 
ing general, these men having attracted my notice for particular cool- 
ness and efficiency under fire, viz: Major Kutt, Captains Woodward, 
Tlmrber, and Torrey, all of Fifty-fourth [Fifty- fifthj Massachusetts; 
Lieutenant McKay, Fifty-fifth Massachusetts, acting assistant adjutant- 
general, and Lieutenant Hill, Fifty-fifth Massachusetts, acting aide.

the diflerent regiments of the Second Brigade, Coast Division in the 
action of Honey Hill, Ho veinber 30, 1864 : ’ 

I arrived at the front at 1 p. m. with my regiment and wss not in- 
formed that Colonel Hartwell had beeir wounded and taken 'foom the 
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Held and tliat I was in command of the brigade till 3 p. m., at which 
time the regiments of the brigade were in line of battle on the right of 
the road, but separated. Soon after dark the Fifty-fourth Massachu- 
setts Volunteers were withdrawn by the direct order of General Potter, 
without coming through me. I received orders to withdraw my own 
regiment at 7.30 x>. m. The remainder of the night the regiments of 
ttie brigade acted independently. Eight companies of the Fifty-fourth 
Massachusetts Volunteers, under Lieutenaiit-Oolonel Hooper, left the 
landing; six were in the engagement. Four companies (0, I), G, and 
K) were left at the cross-roads, under Cajititin Pope, and two (A and I) 
at the church. The two remaining comiianies, under Lieutenant-Col- 
onel llooxJcr, moved forward and Hrst entered the action on the left of 
til (3 guns. The four compainies under Captain Pope, having engaged 
and repulsed some 200 ot the enemy’s cavalry at the cross-roads, were 
relieved by tour companies of the Thirty-fourth H. S. Colored Troops, 
and started immediately for the front, and went into action on the right 
of the road. The two companies under Lieutenant-Colonel Hooper, 
having been sent to the rear at about 5 xi. ui. with sui'xilus ammunition, 
Jjie.utenaiit-Goloiiel Hooxier learned the xiosition of the four comx^anies 
under Captain Pope, and rejoined him Just as the latter had received 
oideis from (xeneral Potter to retire. Soon after these six comxiauies 
W'cre ordered to assist in carrying wounded to the rear, and rendered 
most efficient service; the two companies left at the church had been 
already so emxdoyed. The following is a list of the killed, wounded, 
and missing in that regiment. * 

The Fifty-fifth Massachusetts Volunteers, under command of Lieuten- 
ant-(..olonel Fox, caine first into action at about noon. Marching up 
the main road until it reached the section of artillery then in action 
there, it filed right into the ^yoods until the left of the regiment rested 
on the road, then marching by the left flank in line of battle. At this 
point the riglit and left wings of the regiment became separated— the 
left, under Colonel Hartwell, charging the battery up the road, the right 
pressing forward into the woods. About 3 p. m. Lieutenant-Colonel 
box, finding that he had but three comxianies and a part of a fourth 
with him, left them in command of Major FTutt and went in search of 
the remnant of his regiment. Finding a portion of the left wing, under 
Captains Thiirber and Torrey, he returned with them to the position 
occupied by Major Futt in the old rifle-pits to the right of our battery 
which Major Hutt had held against every attemxrt of the enemy to dis- 
hidge him. This regiment remained at the front till after dark, and 
then withdrew and assisted in carrying wounded to the rear. The 
casualties in this regiment are as tbllows.t 

Three hundred men of the One hundred and second U. S. Colored 
Troops were all of that regiment who were engaged on the 30th. Tffiis 
portion of the One hundred and second U. S. Colored Troops under my 
command reached the lauding at Boyd’s Point at about 11 a. m. of the 
30th and started immediately for the front, which it reached at 1 p. m. 
The two left companies were at once deployed across the road as guards' 
to stop and return to their regiments all stragglers from the front! 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ames, chief of artillery, having called for a detaii 
off smne guns belonging to Battery B, Third Few York Artil-

Sir : I have the honor to report that in pursuance of General Orders, 
Fo. 1, from headquarters Coast Division, I assumed cominaiidot this 
Artillery Brigade upon its arrivalatBoyd’s Landing, Fovemher 29. riiis 
brigade consisted of one section of Oapt. W. H. Hamiier s company (A, 
Third lihode Island Artillery— 3-iiich Parrotts), four hght l^-x)onnder 
guns of Capt. T. J. Mesereaii’s battery (B, Third Fgav York Arti Her 
and four 12-pomider light guns of F Company, Third Few York Artil- 
ieiT commanded by First Lieut. B. H. Titus. The section ot Parrotts 
did not arrive until the afternoon of Fovemher 30.

Chap. LVI.] ENGAGEMENT AT HONEY HILL, S. C. 435 

November 30, at day light I imoceeded with the New York batteries, 
in rear of Second Brigade, to the church at forks of road, joining the 
main force at tins point. One section of Mese^ean^s battery (B, Third 
New York Artillery), under First Lieut. E. A. Wildt, was placed in rear 
of the advance regiment of First Brigade, the remaining three sections 
foIloAved in rear of the brigade. At 9 a. ra. the First Brigade moved 
up the Honey Hill road. After advancing about one mile and a half 
lire was opened upon our advancing troops from a section of the enemy’s 
guns in position at a point where the road turns to tlie riglit. The sec- 
tion of Battery B, Third New York Artillery, under Lieutenant Wildt, 
was put in position in the road, 600 yards from the enemy’s guns, and, 
after firing seventy-five rounds, caused them to retreat. The approach 
to this point was by a narrow road bordered by dense woods, and the 
battery was brought into position under a sharp lire from the enemy’s 
guns. Tlie troops advanced from this point about three-quarters of a 
mile, wlien the enemy’s gmns were again encountered at a turn in the 
road. The section of artillery under Lieutenant Wildt was brought into 
battery in the road at a distance of 800 yards from the enemy ; after tiring 
twenty rounds the rebel artillery retreated. Whilst comin g into battery 
at this point Lieutenant Wildt was mortally wounded, also one private 
of his command. The troops advanced from this point half a mile, when 
the Honey Hill battery was engaged. This battery is situated at the left 
and 600 yards from the road up which the advance was made, on slightly 
elevated ground. F our pieces of Mesereau’s battery were placed in posi- 
tion to command the enemy’s work and rifle-pits on its flanks. One 
section only could be placed in position within sight of the enemy’s 
work, the left section being masked by the woods, which at this point 
Avere very dense and the road so narrow that great difficulty Avas experi- 
enced in bringing the tAvo sections into battery. Fire Avas kept up upon 
the enemy from 11 a. ni. until 3 p. m. At this time tAA"o ammunition- 
chests of the right section Avere exploded by the enemy’s shells. First 
Lieut. George C. Breck, of Company B, Third New York Artillery, Avas 
much scorclied in the face and hands by this explosion, also three 
jArivatos of his section, Avhich, being disabled, Avas relieved by one sec- 
tion of Ifleutenant Htus’ battery (F, Third New York Artillery), under 
Second Lieut. E. C. Clark. Lieut. George H. Crocker, in command 
of the left section of Mesereau’s battery (B, Third New York Artillery), 
Avas shot in tlu^ right eye at this time (3 p. m.); also 8 horses and 7 
cannoneers of Mesereaii’s battery. The disabled section of Battery B, 
Third New York' Artillery, was draAvn to the rear by a detachment of 
the One hundred and second U. S. Colored Troops. The pieces Avere 
afterward attached to the empty caissons going to the rear and draAvn 
oil:’. At 4 p. m., the ammunition in both batteries having been nearly 
expended, the guns of the New York batteries Avere relieved by four how- 
itzers from the Naval Battery, under Lieutenant- Commander 'Matthews, 
Avho continued the fire until dark. When the troops retired to their 
position at tlie cross-roads one section of Titus’ battery was left Avith 
rear guard, Avith which I remained until it arrived at the cross-roads 
at daylight on the morning of Hecember 1. The section of Hamner’s 
battery (A, Third Ehode Island Artillery) came up at about dark, but 
Avas not placed in position, as the troops Avere about retiring. 

I take great pleasure in mentioning the gallant conduct 'of the offi- 
cers under my command during the battle of Honey Hill. Captain 
Mesereau, Lieutenants Titus, Clark, Wildt, Breck, and Crocker were 
constantly at their posts j the tAvo latter remained with their sections, 
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although they were wounded, until relieved hy my order. First Lieut. 
E. A. Wildt, Company B, Third Few York Artillery, Avas killed Avhile 
pointing a gun, and proved himself a brave and efficient officer. 

The following casualties occurred in my command on the 30th of 
Fovember.*

Report of Commander George H. Preble, U. S. JSFavy, commanding Ala- 

. rine Brigade. 

Headquarters Marine BRiGtADE, 

In Gamp on Grahamville Road, S. C., December 4, 1864. 

GtENERAL : In obedience to your order of yesterday, I have the honor 
to report the part taken by tiie naval force under my command in the 
action at Honey Hill, S. 0.', on the 3()th of Fovember, ultimo : 

After landing the artillery battalion on the morning of the 29tli, at 9 
a. m., it was advanced, under command of Lieut. Commander B. O. 
Matthews, U. S. Favy, about two miles along tlieroad, supported on the 
right by the sailor battalion of iiilantry, under command of Lieut. James 
O’Kane, U. S. Favy, and on the left by the battalion of marines, under 
command of First Lieut, of Marines (1. O. Stoddard, throwm out in ad- 
vance as skirmishers. At the forks of the road I halted the command 
and brought our artillery into a defensive position. Having no guide 
or map to refer to, and not satisfied that the crossing was the one ctesig- 
nated as our halting place, from the road not continuing beyond, as 
shoAvn me on your maij at the landing, Lieut. Commander A. F. Cros- 
man, acting adjutant of the brigade, with myself and fifteen of the 
sailor infantry, Avciit out along the road to the right and disclosed the 
enemy’s cavalry and, infantry pickets watching our movements. A 
feAV rifle-shots Arere exchanged, Avheii we fell back to the main com- 
mand, and at 4 p. m. I moved it to the right or north about two miles, 
where we were intrenching our camp, when Brigadier-General Potter 
rode up and informed me that Ave Avere on the wrong road. I returned 
with the command to the forks of the road and encamped tor the night, 
by his order, to refresh our men, avIio had been dragging the field pieces 
all day, General Potter continuing Avith his forces on his route to the 
left. 

At 7 a. m. on the 30th we were on the march again along the southeru 
road. At 7.45 a. m., on receipt of your order, the tAVO lightest 12-poun- 
der hoAvitzers Avere sent back to the forks of the road we had left, to 
defend that point until the arrival of a battery from Beaufort. Actg. 
Ensign J. A. Edgren Avas detailed to take charge of these pieces. Their 
arrival Avas timely, and repulsed a party of cavalry and infantry who 
were adAmncing on our right. At 9 a. m. I reported to you in x)erson 
at your headquarters, at the church. At 9.30 a. m. my brigade was 
formed in the rear of the First Brigade as the reserve, and was kept in

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'tlie rear daring tbe wliole advance. About 11.30 a. m. tlie firing 
in front became quite heavy and continuous. At 3.30 p. m. Lieut. 
Oornmaiider E. O. MattliCAvs Avas ordered to take a 'section of heavy 12- 
pounder hoAvitzers to the front and relieve a. section of New York artil- 
lery as soon as their ammunition Avas out'. At 3 p. m. these x>ieces 
opened fire and continued firing until 0.30 p. m., AA’hen the troops AA^ere 
AvithdraAvn. Lieutenant-Commander MattheAvs covered their Avitli- 
draAval until relieved by a section of horse artillery, under command of 
Lieutenaut-Golonel Ames. The remainder of the artillery battalion 
returned next in advance of the heavy artillery Avith the retiring column, 
as ordered, to tlie forks, Avhere it had previously encamped and Avliere 
it AAuis joined by the section under Lieut. Commander E. O. MattheAvs, 
Avhen the Avliole battery Avas placed in a defensive iDOsition to guard the 
roads until niorning. I aauis much indebted to you for furnishing horses 
for the artillery, as the long marcli had gveatly fatigued the men. T\vm 
companies of sailor infantry did good service in assisting at the drag 
ropes of tlie artillery, Avhich could not have been brought up Avithout 
such assistance. The remaining companies assisted in turning back 
stragglers from the front. OtherAvise, much to the reluctance of its 
commanding officer, the sailor infantry Avas compelled to remain inac- 
tive in reserve, Avaiting your orders to nioAm to the front. About 
noon the battalion of marines Avas ordered to advance, Avhich they did 
by the right flank, led by Actg. Adjt. A. E. Grosman and commanded 
by First Lieut. George G. Stoddard, IT. S. Marine Corps, to the road 
Avhere a battery Avas in action; there filed to the right about 500 yards, 
then to the left, coming on to the line of battle in the rear of the Twenty- 
fifth Ohio Yolunteers. They then filed to the right and came by the 
left dank in line of battle, taking position to the right a little in 
advance of the line x)reviously formed and . in a x^osition pointed out by 
yourself on the field. The last mile and the coming into line Avas done 
on the double-quick. As’sooii as formed in line fire Avas opened on the 
enemy, Avho seemed to be in force on the left. At 2 p. m. Acting Ensign 
Carter, acting as major of the battalion, Avas sent Avith tAventy men to 
dexdoy and advance on the right flank. He x^roceeded for 200 yards 
Avithout finding the enemy. At 3.30 x>- m. the line having fallen back on 
the leftcomxielled the marine battalion to retire as the enemy advanced, 
AA^hich AA^as done in good order, and a nCAV x)osition taken on the cross- 
road but still on the right of the line. This idace Avas held by the marine 
battalion until about 6 p. m., AAdien, in obedience to orders, it Avas 
marched to the rear, and took ui) its x^osition at the forks on the left 
of the Naval Battery. 

Lieutenant Stoddard calls attention to the gallant conduct of Ser- 
geant Oogly in bringing wp ammunition to the front under heaA^y fire, 
and thus "enabling the battalion to hold its position. 

With the exception of one man Avouuded in the battery, all the casual- 
ties in my command Avere among the marines. Considering that the 
marines were drawn from the Amssels of the squadron scattered on the 
blockade, and had been formed into a battalion only two days xireAdous, 
and that all the comxiaiiy officers Avere sergeants, I think their conduct 
creditable to the coiqis. 

Asst. Surg. W. J. BoAvdle, of U. S. NaA^y, my senior medical officer, 
at the request of Surg. George S. Burton, U. S. Army, chief medical offi- 
cer of the military force, was detailed to the church hosxiital in the rear, 
and from 9 a. m. the 30th until 2 x). m. December 1 was constantly 
employed in attending to the Avounded brought •^■■)m the front, and has 
svuce been and is still emxfioyed at Boyd’s LanUiiig in that service. 
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Asst. Surg. E. M. Corson and Actg. Asst. Siirg. H. E. Gibbs were at 
tlie front and rendered constant and efficient service to oiir own and 
the wounded of the army. 

As the (Misnalties in my brigade were fortunately slight, the service 
of all these surgeons was principally given to tlie inilitary. 

The medical supplies of the army not having arrived, tliose intended 
for this command, and happily at hand, were consumed for the wounded 
of the army. • 

Herewith I transmit Assistant Surgeon Bowdle’s report of killed, 
wmunded, and missing by name, as required by your order.* Henry Kit- 
tering, seaman, reported as missing, has since returned to the' com- 
mand. 

In conclusion I congratulate you, general, on the brave tropics you 
command. I am sure a more cheerful and l eliaiit spirit or greater 
bravery could not have been displayed by any body of men, and it was 
only that the enemy Avas in too strong force and position for th e limited 
force at your control that we did not carry his works. 

I take this occasion to express my grateful appreciation of the many 
kind attentions received by myself and officers from our military breth- 
len in arms. It has been, and shall be, my end( 3 avor to cordiallv 
co-operate Avith the military forces. •

The regiment left Boyd’s Heck at about 7 o’eloelr thnc 
the steamer Charlea Houghton, and landed letteen 9 a^clTlTm " t 
the upper landin g ol Gre g o r y ’s pla^atiou. Companies D, C,f; ami H 

^ Show,s 1 man killed, 6 men wounded, andTxn'eiTmisshJg; 
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were the first of the regiment ashore.' These, with part of the One 
hundred and fifty- seventh New York Yolunteers, Fifty- sixth New York 
Yoliuiteers, Twenty-fifth Ohio, and the naval infantry immediately 
moved out on the dirt road, moving north to the Goosawhatchie and^ 
Beaufort turnpike. Colonel Griirney and myself were with this iiart of 
the regiment. The rebel pickets were soon met and driven back. Their 
skirmishers were encountered at about a quarter of a mile south of the 
turnpike. The center of our line of battle was on the dirt road; the 
right Aving extended into an open field at right angles to this road and 
parallel to the turnpike; the left Aving was refused and lay about 
forty-five degrees from northeast to soutlnvest. The four companies of 
the One hundred and twenty- seventh NeAV York Yolunteers held the 
right center of the line; Company I soon came up, and Avas ordered in 
on the left; the remaining five comiDaiiies came promptly up as soon as 
Ave landed, and Avere also subsequently sent in upon the left of the line 
of battle. The severe fighting Avas nearly over when these latter got 
into position. Soon after the firing became general, the rebels advanced 
the left of their line — Avhich lay upon the turnpike, sheltered by the for- 
est on the north and a heavy skirting of trees and liedge on the south— 
into the field, and endeavored to charge and break our right. The naval 
infantry, Avhich lay immediately to the right of our regiment, were 
forced back about 100 or 150 yards, leaving our right uncovered. At 
this moment Colonel Gurney, commanding our regiment, Avas shot 
through the arm, and compelled to leave the field. With the four com- 
panies of my command which Avere Avith me I immediately charged 
the rebel -line, but before Ave reached them they broke and retired. 
Part of them fell ba(jk into the woods north of the turnpike, and part 
moved west on the turnpike, under cover of their artillery, to their 
intrenchments near the railroad. Just before Ave charged Ave fired by 
rank, and under this discharge the flag of the regiment in our front— 
the Fifth Georgia lieserves— fell. They Avere driven back so rapidly as 
not to be able to rescue it. We passed over it, and it Avas picked up 
by some person connected with another regiment and sent to General 
Potter, who commanded our forces in the engagement. It Avas after- 
ward turned over to our regiment. Having sei/.ed the turnpike, we sub- 
sequently moved up on it a quarter of a mile to the Avest, when we 
fell back and bivouacked for the night on the left of the line. 

The losses in the four companies immediately under my command 
were 4 killed and 19 wounded. Capt. Frank K. Smith, of Company D, 
our senior captain, was shot in the left arm, in the early part of the 
fight, but remained upon the field with me until all was over-. Officers 
and men alike behaved coolly and Avell. First Assistant Surgeon Day ■ 
ton Avas shot through the right hand while attending to our Avounded. 
Our entire loss Avas 5 killed and 22 wounded; total, 27. I submit here- 
Avith a list of our casualties in detail. 

I cannot close this report without calling the attention of tlie com- 
manding general to Sergt. Benjamin K. Conklin, of Com])any E, who, 
Avhen Genkal Potter asked for volunteers to endeavor to go up through 
the forest to the railroad, offered to go; Privates Joseph I. Kampe, of 
Company E, and Oscar L. dagger, of Company K, also volunteered. I 
respectfully recommend Sergeant Conklin for a lieutenantcy in the 
colored troops,

Lieutenant : In obedience to a verbal order given me last evening 
by General Haitoli, I luive the lionor to submit tlie following report of 
the operations of tlie “ skirmisli brigade” on Fridav, the 9th instant- 
riie command consisted of the marine battalion," the One hnndred 
and fifty-seventh Hew York ALfinnteers, and the One hundred and 
twenty-seventh Hew York Yolnuteers, and was under Colonel Silliman, 
of the Twenty-sixth U. S. Colored Troops, who was temporarily de- 
tached from his regiment for this purpose. VYe formed in front of the 
rille-pits in the open field, at 9.10 a. m., in one rank—the marines having 
the right, the One hnndred, and fifty-seventh Hew York Yolnuteers the 
center, and the One hnndred and twenty-seventh He w York Yokinteers 
the left. Tlie men were deployed at a distance of two paces from each 
other, and one company ot the One hnndred and twenty-seventh was 
lormed as flankers on the left. The line covered a front of near three- 
quarters of a mile, reaching from a point 100 yards to the left of the 
dirt road that runs into the Coosawhatchie turnpike. We advanced 
mider cover of a heavy artillery fire, moving almost due nortli. The 
line was maintained with great regularity, and struck the rebel pickets 
about 350 yards from the railroad. These, after a few sliots, fell rapidly 
bach upon tlieir reserves. These reserves, opposite our center and right, 
retired upon their main lino, which immediately opened a heavy fire, 
both with musketry, grape, and canister. The rebel pickets upon our 
left appeared to rally upon their reserves, which were near their line, 
and these being sheltered by a heavy growth of young pines, main- 
tained for some tiine a sliarp and well-directed fire, which enfiladed our 
left. Colonel Silliman was shot in the leg soon after fire opened- his 
Avound AATis very serious and he was forced to leave the field. Lienten- 
ant_ Hill, of the Fifty-fifth Ma.ssachusetts, Avho was serving upon his 
staff, Avas killed. The command of the skirmish line thus devolved upon 
tlie undersigned as senior officer present. The skirmish line pushed 
steadily forward, pressing the place occupied by the rebel iiickets, and 
took up position within about 200 yards of the railroad. The marines 
upon the right, under command of First Lieutenant Stoddard, 
U. S. Marine Corps, approached quite close to the rebel battery 
ciiitl 111 <1(1 <3 cl cittGiiiplj to tiniulv <111(1 cluirg’6 it.

posed to a very severe fire; became entangled in a dense -tliickk 
between the forks of a creek upon the right, and Avere compelled to 
icill Ocick. Ihcy rotirGil upon the rcscrvGS, wlicro tbi^y rcforixiGd find 
again meved to the front. Lefore they could be ag-ain deploved niion 
the skirmish line, they were detached' from my command, by order of 
General Potter, and placed upon the left among the reserves. Their 
loss was 1 killed, 7 wounded, and 3 missing. Lieut. Commander A F 
Crosman, avIio accompanied Lieutenant Stoddard as adjutant of the 
Haval Brigade, and Lieutenant Stoddard alike behavkl with great 
courage. The detachment of the One liiindred and fifty-seventh Hew 
fork Yolnuteers, under command of Captain Yan Slyke, formed our 
extreme right after the marines had retired. They moved steadily in 
position until ordered back later in the day. They Avere cool brave 
and under remarkably good discipline. Captain Yan Slyke and Lieu- 
tenant Baldwin, the regimental adjutant, deserve honorable mention 
tor good conduct. This regiment lost 11 Avounded. The One hundred 
and tAAmnty-se veil th Hew York Yolnuteers lay in its position to the left 
ot the One hundred and fifty-seventh at about the same distance from 
tlie railroad. The left of tin's regiment, consisting of Companies G, K, 
and B, Avere exposed to the hot enfilading fire before mentioned, and 
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suffered severely, esiiecially Ooinpanies G and K. Captain Henry, of 
Company G, the senior eai)tain yn'e^eut with ns, was shot in the foot and 
so severely wounded as to be forced to leave the field. Gapt. H. J. Long’ 
was shot through the arm, but remained with his company. These two 
companies were at leugtli piished into the pines on their left under a 
most galling fire, and after about an hour the enemy’s fire upon this 
flank was almost silenced. These two companies alone lost 5 killed 
and 28 wounded. Too much credit can hardly be awarded to the men 
for their steadiness, and Captain Long, of Compajiiy K, and Lieutenant 
Abercrombie, of Coinjiany G, who commanded his company after Cap- 
tain Henry was wounded, for tlieir courage and good judgment^ in 
handling their men. Captain Long concealed the fact of his having 
been 'jvounded from me until we had returned to our place of bivouac 
at night. The right wing of this regiment was under the charge of 
Captain Weston, of Company F, and the regiment was commanded by 
Captain Little, of Company A, after the charge of the brigade devolved 
upon me. Both these officers deserve especial mention for their good 
conduct. Lieutenant Sammis, coinmauding Company E, was wounded 
severely in the face while on the line. 

The entire loss of the One hundred and twenty-seventh was 8 killed 
and 51 wounded; total, 59. 

The skirmish brigade remained in its advanced position until the 
reserves fell back, when, at about 2.30 p. m., we were ordered to retire, 
and buried our dead before we began falling back. When about three- 
quarters of a mile from our intrenchments the rebels attacked the 
reserves upon our left flank, and a fight ensued, lasting until dark. 
During this fight our skirmish line was formed into line of battle in 
one rank, and formed the right of the general line. The rebels felt of 
us but once, when they advanced a small skirmishing party against our 
center. We waited until they came fairly in view, when a few well- 
directed shots caused them to retire. After the troops withdrew from the 
field, we came in, covering their march. The One hundred and fifty- 
seventh HeAv York Yolunteers formed the rear guard op this movement. 

In closing this report I wish to recognize the valuable services of 
Lieutenant Man, of the Twenty-sixth iT. S. Colored Troops, acting 
aide-de-camp to Colonel Silliman, who brought me the tidings of the 
colonel’s wound and remained with me until we had returned to the 
intrenchments; also, the services of Lieut. W. L. Conant, of Company 
F, One hundred a, ml twenty-seventh Hew York Yolunteers, and Lieut. 
W. H. Dodge, our regimental cpiartermaster. These three officers acted 
as my aides-de-camp after 1 assumed command of the brigade. They 
carried orders with coolness and precision, and evidenced^ sound judg- 
ment and high x)ersoiial courage in an equal degree.

Report of Maj. Gen. Samuel Jones, C. S. Army, commanding District 
of South Carolina, including operations December 5-31. 

Charleston, January 11, 1865. 

Colonel : The report of operations of the troops under my command 
in the late campaign ending in the evacuation of Savannah, called for 
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by tlie lienteruiiit-gciieral cominuiidiiig on the 2d instant, lias been 
delayed because oliny absence from iny beadqnarters on otlier duty and 
the failure of some of tlie vsnbordinate commanders to forward tome 
tbeir reports. They bave not all yet been received, but as I have been 
ordered to another and distant command, I resiiectfully submit, without 
longer delay, the following report: 

The dispatch from the lieutenant-general commanding, then in Savan- 
nah, directing me to estalilish my head<iuarters at or near Pocotaligo, 
was received in this city about sunset on the 4th ultimo. I started by 
the lirst train, but owing to detentions on the road did not reach Poco- 
taligo until nearly sunset on the 5th. I was not informed as to the 
numlier, description, or location of the troops in that vicinity, and 
immediately endeavored to obtain information on those points. I ascer- 
tained tliat the troops, with the exception of the Fifth and Forty-sev- 
enth Georgia Eegimeuts, a battalion of the Thirty-second Georgia 
Regiment, the artillery, a part of the Third South Garolina Cavalry, 
and Kirk’s s(puidron, were composed of Georgia and South Carolina 
reserves and South (.Carolina militia, and occupied positions extending 
from Pocotaligo to Savannah River, and up that river beyond Sister’s 
Ferry. Those at and near Graham ville were commanded by Brigadier- 
General Chesnut; those at and near Coosawhatchie, by Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Gartrell. They had arrived but a few days previously, and until 
my arrival were under the immediate orders of the lieutenant-general 
commanding, or other officer under him. The reserves were very 
imperfectly organized, and the militia without organization, and many 
of the men were without arms. Having obtained as accurate intbrma- 
tioii as I could of their numbers and position, and the position and 
movements of tlie enemy, I ordered Brigadier-General Chesnut to send 
the Forty-seventh Georgia Regiment and a section of artillery by rail- 
road, to be thrown thence to any point that might be threatened, the 
train to remain at Coosawhatchie and be held in readiness to move the 
troops at any moment. This order, I regret to say, was not promptly . 
obeyed. Dispatches received during the niglit indicated that the 
enemy was threatening Coosawhatchie by way of Bee’s Creek and the 
Coosawhatchie River. 

At 10 o’clock the morning of theOtli General Gartrell telegraphed me, 
iliat the enemy was landing from twelve barges at Gregory’s Point, on 
Tullifinny River ; that he had moved Ibrtvuard a part of his force to meet 
them. The battalion of South Carolina cadets, having arrived at Poco- 
taligo, were ordered to guard the Tullifinny trestle and aid in checking 
any advance on Coosawhatchie. A section of artillery, supported by 
the battalion of the Thirty-second Georgia Regiment, was ordered to a 
point on the left of the Tkillifiiiuy, from which it was thought it could 
drive off or annoy the enemy’s transports and barges, and I started 
myself to ride to Coosawhatchie; but before reaching Tullifinny bridge, 
the enemy, having landed in much larger force than was at first sup- 
posed, had pressed forward up Gregory’s Keck to the Coosawhatchie or 
State road, and having driven back a battalion of the Fifth Georgia . 
Regiment (about 150 men), interposed between me and Coosawhatchie. 

Brigadier-General Gartrell has not submitted a report, but I ascer- 
tained from a conversation with him and his subordinate commanders 
that on first receiving information of the advance of the enemy he sent 
forward only a small battalion (150 men) of the Fifth Georgia, whicli 
encountered the enemy on the Gregory’s Point road, about a mile Ironi 
its iuiiction with the State road, and drove back the advance guard. 
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But tlae eneiiiy, divscoveriug’ that the handful of men in tlieir front was 
not the twentietli part of their oWn immber, pressed forward and nearly 
euveloped the Fifth Georgia, forcing it back. The Georgia reserves 
and a section of artillery were then sent by Gartrell to the support of 
the Fifth Georgia, but it was too late. The entire line soon gave way, 
Ml back in confusion, crossed the Coosawhatchie Eiver, and partialiy 
destroyed the bridge immediately under the guns and within easy and 
elfective musket-range of our works at Coosawhatchie, 

Maj. John Jenkins, whom I had sent forward to ascertain the posi- 
tion of the enemy, was conducting the battalion of cadets under Major 
White into action — and that gaillaut body of youths was moving at 
double-quick, manifesting an eagerness to encounter the enemy, wliicli 
they subsequently so handsomely sustained in action, and would in ten 
minutes have opened fire on the enemy’s right— when our line gave way, 
as above stated, and the cadets were withdrawn to the railroad. The 
enemy having secured a footing at the junction of the Gregory’s Point 
and State roads, immediately commenced intrenching, and 1 had uo 
troops at hand with which to attack them that evening. 

During the night of the Gth I concentrated on the railroad near the 
Tullifinny trestle all the available troops I could collect— being Forty- 
seventh Georgia and a battalion of the Thirty-second Georgia Ee<’’i- 
ment, a company of the First South Carolina Artillery, the battalion 
of cadets, and one of North Carolina reserves that had just arrived, 
and Bachman’s battery of artillery— and ordered Colonel Edwards, the 
senior colonel, to attack the enemy with tliat force at daydawn the next 
morning. General Gartrell was ordered to make a spirited demonstra- 
tion of attack from Coosawhatchie as soon as he should hear Colonel 
Edwards’ guns, and if Edwards’ attack proved successful, to press for- 
wtiid. the <xttRch iroin Coosjiwluxtcliic with <ill vig'or. Colonel Edw<ircls 
attacked as directed, with the result shown by his report, herewith for- 
warded.* The demonstration from Coosawhatchie was not made with 
any spirit, and their efibrt to dislodge the enemy failed. Not having a 
sufficient number of reliable troops to renew the attack, I endeavored, by 
defensive works, to hold the railroad, and the enemy was thus unavoida- 
bly allowed time, gf which they availed themselves, to strengthen their 
position on Gregory’s Neck. 

In the meantime I had ordered Brig’. Gen, B. II, Robertson from his 
subdivision to the immediate command of the troops from Bee’s Greek 
to Pocotaligo. 

On the morning of the 9th the enemy, endeavoring to get possession 
of the railroad, vigorously assailed our left near Tullifinny trestle, and 
were repulsed. Later in the day tliey concentrated and attacked our 
line near Coosawhatchie, and were again repulsed. Failing in this at- 
tach, they never renewed it, but strengthened their position within less 
than a mile of the railroad, and estahlished several batteries, with which, 
they endeavored, but unsuccessfully, to prevent us from using it. 

On the 11th, under instructions from the lieutenant-general coinmand- 
ing, Brigadier-General Taliaferro was assigned to the immediate com- 
mand of the troops from Bee’s Greek to Pocotaligo. 

I have stated thus minutely the operations of very small bodies of 
ti oops dm Dig the Gth, /th, and 9th, because the result of those oper- 
ations decided my subsequent action. If the Forty-seventh Georgia 
Regiment and tlie section ot artillery which I ordered up from Graham- 
ville wit hin an hour after my arrival at Pocotaligo had been sent to

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Coosawliatcliie as I directed, or if, instead of sending forward only a 
battalion, General Gartrell bad employed all of bis available force to 
engage tbe enemy on tbe Gregory’s Ifeck road, leaving a small suiii)ort 
for tbe guns in tbe tort at Coosawliatcliie, 1 tbink tbe enemy would not 
have succeeded in establisbing tbemselves on Gregory’s Neck. Tbe 
position they succeeded in securing was strong, being on a peninsula, 
not more tban a mile and a half in width, between tbe Ooosawbatcbie 
and Tullilinny,witb both flanks protected by those rivers and swumps, 
some of them thickly wooded. They also occupied Mackay’s Point, 
making it necessary that I should employ a part of my small force to 
watch the enemy on Graham’s Neck to guard against a movement on 
the railroad troiii that quarter. I was convinced that I could not, with 
tbe force at my command, dislodge tbe enemy from bis position by a 
direct attack in front, and therefore directed my attention to their rear. 
Tbe only])lan offering any prospect of success was an attack in tbe rear 
ironi tbe Tullibnny side. To do this it was necessary to bridge that 
stream and concentrate a column of reliable troops to attack tbe enemy 
in bis intrencbments. Tbe means of bridging the stream were pro- 
cured, and I selected tbe most suitable point of passage ; but at no time 
was 1 able to concentrate for the attack more tban a thousand troops 
reliable for such service, for, by tbe concurrent testimony [of] tbe sub- 
ordinate commanders, tbe reserves and militia could not be relied on to 
attack tbe enemy in their intrencbments. Tbe number of tbe enemy 
on Gregory’s Neck I estimate at between 4,000 and 5.000. 

Under instructions from tlielieutenant-general commanding, directing 
me if 1 could not dislodge, tbe enemy from Ids position to strengthen 
iny own, so as to bold the railroad and send him all tbe troops I could 
spare, I sent him the part of General Young’s brigade that bad arrived, 
and a few otlicr troops to o])erate in tbe immediate vicinity of Savannah, 
and directed my attention to bolding tbe road to Savanuab Piver, watch- 
ing and obstructing the crossings on that stream, and making prepara- 
tions for divslodging the enemy on Gregory’s Neck whenever I could 
collect tbe necessary force. While these operations were in progress 
near Ooosawhatchie, Brigadier-General Ghesnut guarded tbe road from 
Bee’s Greek to Hardeeville, and Golonel Golcock guarded tbe line of 
tbe Savannah liiver to Hudson’s Ferry until tbe arrival in that vicinity 
of Major-General Wheeler and Brigadier-General Young. I regarded 
it as my especial duty to bold tbe Gbarleston and Savanuab Pailroad 
and keep open communication to Savannah Piver, This was done; for 
though tbe enemy succeeded in establishing batteries within easy range 
of the railroad, and used their artillery very freely, we held that road, 
tbe imssage of trains was never interrupted, and only one locomotive 
and one box-car damaged and two rails broken, until after Savannah 
bad been evacuated and the troops and material brought from that city 
secured. Trains were passing over tbe road up to the 27tb of December, 
when, under instructions from the lieutenant-general commanding, I 
tuimed over tbe immediate command of the troops in that vicinity to 
Major-General McLaws. 

While these operations were going on from Pocotaligo to tbe Savannah 
Piver, tbe other trooim under my command held securely Gbarleston 
and its harbor and all of tbe coast of South Garolina in our possession. 

The artillery and other veteran troops behaved tlirougbout with their 
accustomed steadiness and gallantry, and the South Garolina cadets. 
Major White commanding, who for tbe first time felt the fire of the 
enemy, so bore themselves as to win tbe admiration of the veterans who 
observed and seryed with them, 
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For tlio casualties — whicli, considering tlie heavy fire to wMcli tlie 
troops were exposed for many daj^s, were very few — and for other details^ 
I respectfully refer to the reports of subordinate commanders.

Adams'' Bun, 8. C., January 5, 1865. 

Major: I have the honor to report that, in obedience to instructions 
from Major-General Jones, I assumed command of all the troops between 
Bee’s Creek and Tullilinny trestle on the 8th of December, ultimo : 

About 9 o’clock on tbe morning of the 9th the enemy opened on the 
left of my line a very rai:)id and continuous tire from some eight guns. 
His line of skirmishers advanced about 10 o’clock, and iminediately 
after the entire left became hotly engaged, our men fighting behind tem- 
porary breast- works. Several attempts were made to carry our lines, 
but all were handsomely repulsed. The trooi)s fought with great sitirit. 
Foiled in liis undertaking, the enemy moved to his left in the direction 
of Coosawliatchie. The engagement was renewed most vigorously on 
our right at 3 p. m., and after an obstinate resistance by the enemy, 
lasting some two hours, he was driven 800 yards from his original line. 
The Thirty-second and Forty-seventh Georgia Eegiments, the Seventh 
Borth Carolina Battalion, and the battalion of South Carolina cadets, 
all under the immediate command of Colonel Edwards, occupied the 
left ; the Fifth Georgia Regiment, the First and Third Georgia Reserves, 
under Colonel Daniel, the right. It was reported tl)at General Gartrell 
wms slightly wounded by a fragment of a shell before he reached the 
field. 

The German Artillery, Captain Bachman, rendered very efficient serv- 
ice on the left, as was proved by the number of dead found in their 
front. Major J eukius, commanding the cadets, was particularly conspie- 
uous during the morning fight. Colonel Edwards deserves especial 
credit for the admirable disx>osition of his troops. 

The enemy’s loss, though not accurately ascertained, must have been 
heavy, as quite a number of his dead were left on the field. Our cas- 
ualties during the day were 52 killed and wounded. A tabulated list 
is herewith inclosed. 

Both the oificers and men of my command behaved well. Captains 
HaxaU and Worthington and Lieutenants Johnston and Stoney ren- 
dered most valuable assistance in the execution of orders while the fight 
was x3rogressiug.

Colonel: Ihavetlie lionor to repiort that au exj)eclitioii sent out 
from here under Colonel Eobinson, Ninety-seventh U. S. Colored 
Iiitantiy, reached Polhird on the 16th; destroyed the depot and other 
public buildings, and a large anioiint of public i)roperty, consisting of 
forage, clothing, ca,nip and garrison equipage, &c.; also, the railroad for 
iniles, inclnding several bridges, one very important one over the Little 
Lscambia Eiver. On their return our troops encountered a force of 
the enemy from Mobile, and considerable severe lighting took place 
at all the streams from tlie Little Escambia to Pine Barren Creek, 
when the enemy was iinally handsomely repulsed, and did not show 
himseli again. The expedition returned here to-day, bringing some 30 
prisoners. 

Onr loss is 1 oilicer and 16 men killed and 3 officers and 61 men 
Avounded. Colonel Eobinson, commanding the expedition, severely, 
though not dangerously, Avounded.

On the 16th instant enemy, 800 strong, occupied Pollard. After 
burning Government and railroad buildings, retreated in the direction 
they came. They were p)ursued thirty miles, losing a portion of their 
transportation, baggage, and supplies, leaving many dehd negro troops 
on the road. Our forces, commanded by General Liddell, acted Avitli 
spirit and gallantry.

Headquaetebs Second Brigade, Coast Division, 

December 21, 1804. 

I have the houor to report that the Thirty- third U. S. Colored’ In- 
fantry, Lieut. Col. C. T, Trowbridge commanding, returned last night at 
7 o’clock from their reconnaissance. Leaving camp at 3.30 p. m. they 
proceeded northward and took the direction of the Tullifinny Creek. 
When about two miles an<I a ha.lf from our lines, the column changed 
direction to the right, and iiroceeded in an easterly course till they 
found an outpost of the enemy. Two companies were detached with a 
view to capturing the post, but were discovered and the alarm given. 
The enemy, 300 strong, formed line of battle and made a stand in the 
skirts of the woods, near the .Pocotaligo road, when Lieutenant- Colonel 
Trowbridge charged them and drove them back into the woods on the 
right. We here captured some of their blankets, overcoats, haversacks, 
canteens, &c., and then moved down the Pocotaligo road to camp. 

Our casualties in this action are 7 wounded, 1 mortally j no prisoners 
were captured, and the loss of the enemy is not known. 

Inclosed is Lieutenant-Colonel Trowbridge’s report, including a nom- 
inal list of casualties.

Report of Lieztt. Gol. Charles T. Trowbridge, Thirty-third U. S. Colored 

Troops. 

Headquarters Thirty-third U. S. Colored Troops, 

In the Field, December 21, 1864. 

Lieutenant : I have the honor to report that, in accordance wdth 
instructions received from the colonel commanding brigade, I proceeded 
at 3,30 j). m. yesterday, the 20th, with 300 men of my command, along 
the right bank of the Tullifinny to a point two miles beyond our picket- 
line; then turned to the right and endeavored to strike the Pocotaligo 
road, a mile beyond the plantation house known as the Thomas Stewart 
place. 'When within three-quarters of a mile of the Pocotaligo road I 
encountered a strong cavalry x)icket-line of the enemy, apparently so 
posted that his left rested on the Pocotaligo River, his right reaching 
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around to a swamp on tlie west side of tlie road and nearly a mile from 
it. As soon as 1 encountered tlie picket I ordered a li alt and sent two 
{‘.ompanies, under tlie command of Major Whitney, who were ordered 
to get between the enemy’s pickets and the swamp and capture them if 
possible; but in so doing they were discovered and tired upon by the 
enemy. They returned the lire, gave the alarm, and immediately the 
enemy’s picket-line retired to their reserves, dismounted, formed line of 
battle, apparently 300 strong, under cover of tl»e woods in my front, 
and opened a brisk, lire on my men. I then sent forward a company of 
skirmishers to engage tlie enemy until the two coinjianies under Major 
Whitney had rejoined the main column. I then formed line of battle 
and (diarged across the open held into the woods and routed the enemy, 
who broke and fled in the direction of the railroad. The number of 
the enemy killed or wounded is not known, but one killed was found 
on the field; but from the number of haversacks, blankets, and forage 
(all of which was destroyed on the field or brought away), their loss 
must have been considerable. The enemy had no artillery, but their 
cavalry horses are apparently very hue and the men armed with good 
carbines. My casualties were 7 enlisted men wounded, 4 seriously and 
3 slightly. 

My observations yesterday have convinced me that the only way to 
reacli the railroad with a force from our i)resent position is by the way 
of the Pocotaligo road, as the country on our left is full of swamps, 
which are impassable for anything except light troops.. The Pocotaligo 
road between our intrenchinents and the Stewart plantation I found 
obstructed in three places by felled trees. 

My thanks are due to Lieutenant Itobbins, of the Twenty-sixth U. S. 
Colored Troops, who proved himself to be a brave and efficient officer.

Y. Brigade, regimental, and company commanders will see that no 
firing of guns either on the march or in camp is permitted.

YI, In marching heavy columns on the same road fatiguing and late 
marches are unavoidable. Soldiers will find a great relief, if not a cer- 
tain preventative, foi‘ sore feet in nightly bathing them in cold water; 
and every care possible should be taken for their cleanliness, which is 
a great promoter of health. 

YIT. Our limited amount of rations render it necessary to prevent 
the increase of mouths to feed. Officers must do with their present 
number of servants until the end of this campaign; but all foraging 
parties or other officers will send such able-bodied negroes as desire it 
to the pioneer corps until 150 are obtained; no others will be taken. 
All captured horses and mules mil be turned over to Captain Wilson, 
assistant quartermaster, to replace such as are run down in the trains. 

YIII. The practice of marching regiments stretched out to two or 
three times their natural length is so unsoldierlike and unnecessary 
that all commanding officers' who take any pride in their regiments 
will, I am sure, take ineasm*es to prevent it. Commanding officers of 
companies can and must inarcli their men in good order.

I. The discharge of fire-arms by foragers and others has become an 
eA'il Avhich must be stopped. Many men have already been Avoundei L 
and a Avaste of ammunition incurred v^hich Ave cannot noAV afford. Here- 
after no firing Avill be permitted under any circumstances. Animals 
and foAvls must be caught, not shot. 

II. Useless negroes are being accumulated to an extent Avhich Avould 
be suicide to a column Avhich must be constantly stripped for battle 
and prepared for the utmost celerity of movement. We cannot expect 
that the present unobstructed march Avill continue much longer. Our 
Avagons are too much overladen to alloAv of their being filled AvitU 
negro Avomen and children or their baggage, and every additional 
mouth consumes food, Avhich it requires risk to obtain. No negroes, 
therelbre, or their baggage, Avill be alloAved in Avagons and none but the 
servants of mounted officers on horses or mules. 

III. One pack-animal may be allowed to each company and so many 
to brigade and division headquarters as division commanders may 
think proper. All animals taken from the country are the property of 
the Government, and must be turned over to the quartermasters. All 
surplus draft animals must be used to strengthen the Avagon trains. 
Indiscriminate mounting of unauthorized men cannot be alloAved. 
Every commanding officer is responsible that no unauthorized man 
under him is mounted. 

lY, Attention is again called to the circular from these headquarters 
dated November 14.' Division commanders Avill see that it, or orders 
based upon it, are at once read to every company and detachment and 
to all teamsters and detailed men. Orders are useless unless iiromul- 
gated and enforced.

I'^roru Sherman’s army we have the intelligence that it is moving in two columxia, 
one upon Angusta and the other upon Macon. It is not likely that lie is ahont to 
separate his columns for any length of time, and liis march will probahly be as 
follows: The column marching on the Georgia State road for Augusta will gh as far 
a.s Madison, sixty miles, and there turning to the right march on Milledgeville, the 
capital of Georgia. The column marching on Macon’will probably go to Crawford’s, 
within fifteen miles of the town, and then turn oft' to Milledgeville and form a junc- 
tion with the other body. By' the movement Macon falls, and the enemy are at 
liberty to imwe on Augusta hy following the Georgia Central Railroad to Browns- 
ville, and then marching north; or on Savannah, by following the railroad to its 
terminus there. We shall soon liear of their cavalry around Macon, and very near 
possibly to Augusta. Sherman is moving rapidly, and is not much troubled with 
transportation. He has burned several stations at the depots he passed, and is 
destroying the country generally in foraging.

tL: lou were kind enough to ask me for my views relating 
bing of the railroad between Savannah and Charleston. In 
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my letter of yesterday I stated tliat I thouglit it W’-mild be best to strike 
the road from Broad Itiver. The more I examine it the better satisfied 
I am that that is the true point of operations. By landing where tlie. 
road from Grahamyille strikes the river, opi)Osite Whale Island, a marcli 
of less than twenty miles puts you on the road at Cloifiier Hill. One. 
regiment, with a battery detached, should take the road to the rigTit 
and throw up intreiichments on the bank of the creek where the road 
from the Coosawhatchie divides. The main force would throw up a 
strong fort at Gopher HiU, which is probably a commanding position ; a 
detachment could then be sent to Ferebeeville, to fortify there, Tire 
line from Gopher Hill to Broad Eiver would then be entirely free from 
molestation, and constant communication could be kept up with Hilton 
Head, and supplies furnished Sherman’s army, if Lee, abandoning- 
Eiohmond,. should come down to imotect Charleston. I would not 
injure the road, as Sherman may desire to use it. I would get up to 
Hilton Head the two locomotives from Jacksonville, and have them pnt 
ill repair, if they need it; also, all the cars and extra pairs of wheels. 
Of these latter, there is quite a number at Jacksonville and some at 
Beruandina. There are also at Fernandina spare parts of locomotives 
that may be foimd useful. To make the movement the whole of the 
force at Hilton Head and three-quarters of that at Beaufort could lie 
used without running any risk. Two regiments from Florida and three 
from here might be s]iared ; certainly one could be sent from Florida 
and three from here. By garrisoning the forts here the force might be 
much reduced. It is as I thought about the Star Fort, on Folly Island ; 
there was never a day’s work done on it after you came in command; 
what work was done has nearly blown away. I will commence -work 
on it immediately. It will make a difterence of seven companies to 
defend that portion of the island; a regiment is now used when three 
companies with the fort is an ample force.

We are unable to obtaiu auy later intelligence from Georgia this forenoon, except a 
report, seemingly reliable, that Sherman was only eighteen miles from Macon yester- 
day. We did not receive any exchanges to-day from points beyond GreenshorougTi, 
the mail having failed to connect at that point. 

The Sentinel says: 

If the rains which have heen falling here for several nays extend to Georgia, Sher- 
man will have heavy traveling. It will operate greatly to his disadvantage and to 
our benefit; it will retard his movements and make foraging extremely difficult. 
Our concentration of troops to operate against him being by railroad, will not expexu- 
ence the like interruption. We trust that the Black Jack will hold him until oxxr 
generals gather all around him for his destruction.

For this purpose, I am getting together all tlie 
regiments that can be spared from all the districts. I shall require from 
your district two regiments and four pieces of artillery from Day’s bat- 
tery. These will have to be sent so as to leave the Saint John’s River 
by the evening of the 26th instant, if possible. You will have to issue 
immediately orders to prepare them for the move. You had better 
select the regiments most disposable, and order them to bring five days’ 
cooked rations. The rations of coffee, sugar, and salt must be put iip 
in separate bags, which will have to be prepared for the purpose, and 
carried so as not to be dissolved nor mixed with other portions of the 
provisions. Each man will curry his blanket, overcoat, rubber blanket 
or shelter- tent, and one extra pair of good socks. All the men must wear 
shoes. Each man wiU likewise carry twenty extra rounds- of ammu- 
nition. One hundred rounds will be brought with the trooj>s in boxes, 
and tAventy rounds to be distributed previous to landing. I exiiect 
these two regiments to number 1,000 effective men; if not, you must, 
if possible, add a company or more to make the number. Besides the 
infantry and artillery, you Avill also send fifty men of the Fourth Mas- 
sachusetts Cavalry mounted, equipped, and prepared for active seiudce.

Also, more attention must be paid to the 
subject of foraging; none but the regular organized foraging jiarties 
sliould be allowed to depart from the right and left of the road, and the 
foraging parties themselves should, in addition to former instructions, 
be instructed to capture wagons to bring tlieir plunder to camp, after 
wliieli tlie wa.gons should be burned. All the useless wagons, ox-teams, 

wliicli ciicnmber our trains should now be destroyed; and the com- 
mander of any brigade is hereby authorized to destroy any wagon that 
(hdays the niarcli or opens a gap in the column, no matter to whom it 
belongs ; aiid, generally, the troops sliould be distributed along the trains, 
as we liave no large enemy to threaten and nothing but daskes of cav- 
alry at our flanks. Advance guards should be strengthened, attended 
by a pioneer corps prepared to construct temporary bridges in case of 
their destruction by the enemy; and wherever any such obstruction 
occurs the commaiidiug officer of the troops iireseiit on the spot will 
ileal harshly with the inhabitants near by, to show them that it is to 
their interest not to impede onr movements. Should the enemy burn 
forage and corn on our route houses, barns, and cotton-gins must also 
be burned to keep them company. 

VI. The general-in-chief will accomiiany the Left Wing until it reaches 
Sandersville, when he will join the Army of the Tennessee.

Augusta, Novmiber ;23. 

The Central train, from Davishorongh, reports that MilledgeAnlle and Gordon ■were 
captured yesterday. The State House, Governor’s mansion, and penitentiary were 
hunied. General Wayne holds the Oconee bridge. Nothing from Macon. Passen- 
gers from Georgia road report that the train went to Greensborongh to-day. The 
enemy axipears to have all gone in the direction of Millcdgeville and Macon, but 
nothing certain is known. 

The Augusta Constitutionalist of Monday evening says: 

The passengers by the Georgia road train last evening report the Oconee bridge, 
five miles above Gordon, was burned about noon yesterday by a small party of the 
enemy’s cavalry, who retired, after burning the bridge, to their camp, on the north 
side of the river. The force of the enemy on the line of this road is estimated at 
15,000, advancing slowly and cautiously. Governor of South Carolina has ordered 
the Reserve Militia of that State to assemble at Hamburg. Governor Brown has 
issued a proclamation, making a levy eu masse of all citizens between the ages of 
sixteen and fifty-five, to serve for forty days. 

Captain Baker, of the Hermann Livingstone, says it was reported, 
before he left, that Sherman occupiied Macon; that there were .2,500 
Union prisoners at Macon, on the way to Savannah to be exchanged, 
but the road being interrupted, they could not be brought through; 
otherwise, the exchange was going on w^ell.

General Blair crossed his cavalry yesterday the first thing', with 
orders to destroy those bridges.

I 
think from the fires yesterday seen in that direction there is little 
doubt that they are consumed. The railroad on the other side is 
burned from Gordon up to the railroad bridge, but I fear that a part 
is not as well done as usual, owing to the great difficulty of getting the 
rail off the longitudinal pieces; but these and the cross-pieces are so 
much burned that all will have to be gotten up and replaced. In some 
places, on account of the water, the trestle-work could not be burned. 
There it was effectually cut down. You may be sure it vdll cost some 
labor to repair damages between the Ocinulgee and the Oconee.

Orders are to-day issued to ihe 
forage officer in New York to ship daily until further orders, or definite 
information shows a change to be necessary, 30,000 rations of grain and 
the same of hay. All this is ordered to the chief guartermaster of De- 
partment of the South, Maj. 0. W. Thomas, who is instructed to take 
charge of it, and, subject to your instructions, forward it to such point 
on the coast as may uitimately prove most convenient for General Sher- 
man. The supplies at Pensacola are intended for him ; and if he should 
arrive at any imint within your department and open communication 
with you, he should be informed that they are a1- that place, and that 
such orders as he may send there will be obeyed.

General : I have the honor to report the safe arrival of General Kil- 
patrick with his command on Big Creek, three miles from. Louisville, 
at 10 a. m. to-day. The particulars of the expedition I will give you 
more fully in person some time to-morrow. 

We burned the bridge, about 120 feet long, over Brier Creek, four 
miles north of Waynesborough, during Saturday night. Captured at 
Waynesborough a train of 8 box and 3 platform cars and a locomotive, 
all of which were burned, the cargo, hogs for Augusta, turned loose. 

We encamped Sunday night on the railroad, toward Milieu, building 
fires for nkiiiy two miles. The prisoners had been moved to a x>oint 
100 miles south of Savannah, on the Gulf railroad, so reported by one 
of our escaped prisoners who joined us. Augusta papers of 25th report 
Bragg at that place (people say Longstreet also) and Hardee at Mil- 
len. "wheeler met us at Sylvan Grove at 11 p. m. on Saturday, and 
kept up a most persistent attack from that time until last evening, 
when we handsomely repulsed his charge. We lost yesterday over 100, 
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The enemy having no artillery, and charging onr barricades momited, 
and being repulsed vith artillery and Spencer rifles, could not have 
gone unhurt. The Augusta papers say you, not being able to Avhip 
Hood, were compelled to retreat in this way. Our route was across 
Long Bridge, Factory Gibson, Sylvan Grove, Woodburn, Waynes- 
borough, back across Eocky Creek, Bocky Creek Church, Buck Head 
Creek, and Louisville. Country generally very openj forage in abund- 
ance.

the enemy propose to resist ns. We hnd hen that a brigade of the 
Twentieth Corps is in possession of the Ogeechee railroad bridge, hav- 
ing broken the railroad all the way up from Station 15. He has also 
learned that Kilpatrick was engaged in fighting the enemy yesterday 
north and east of Louisville, and rumors of intention to ofler us battle 
about Milieu reach us. To-morrow the Seventeenth Corps will cross 
at 95; and as soon as the commanding general can learn definitely the 
state of aflairs north and east of the Ogeechee, he will give more defi- 
nite orders concerning the Fifteenth Corps. In the meantime, he 
wishes that corps to be kept well in hand, ready to move rapidly to turn 
the position at Milieu by crossing at Paramore’s Hill. 

Should you fail to receive orders, always move toward Savannah, 
keeping abreast or ahead of the Seventeenth Corps, crossing the Ogee- 
chee only when necessary to meet an enemy. There is a rumor of Long- 
street and his corps coming to Augusta; but tlie general thinks Long- 
street is there in iierson with fragments of troops collected from 
Charleston and Forth Carolina, but that the corps remains still in 
Virginia. Tne probabilities are that the Seventeenth Corps will move 
substantially along the railroad, whilst the Left Wing, with Kilpatrick’s 
cavalry, will move about eight or ten miles to the north of Milieu, 
keeping uji the feint toward Augusta as long as we deem it necessary.

I will move forward early in the 
morning. Yesterday my two brigades, with the Michigan Engineers, 
thoroughly destroyed a little more than five miles of railroad west of 
Davisborough, to efiect which part of my command marched in all dur- 
ing the day fifteen miles. W e returned to Davisborough, and encamped 
there after 8 p. m., finding it out of the question to march to Spiers 
Station. During the afternoon my troops, in addition to the work on 
the railroad, had considerable skirmishing with a force of rebel cavalry, 
part of Ferguson’s brigade, which, moviiig down from Sandersville to 
annoy the flank of the Seventeenth Corps, attempted to cross the rail- 
road at a point where I had but few men. The only casualties in my 
command were one man slightly wounded and five or six captured.

He sent a ser- 
geant and three men across the river into Millen, and exiiects to hear 
from them to-morrow morning. He captured a lieutenant on General 
Humes’ staff, who says he left General Wheeler to-day, about six miles 
north of Station No. 9. Not much information could be got from him. 
Says his intention was to visit Southern Alabama on imjiortant pn- 
vate business, but lives in Northern Alabama. Was told by General 
Wheeler that he would find no enemy on this side of the river; that 
they had all crossed. Speaks quite confidently, and says he presumes 
we will not meet with any very great opposition before reaching the 
coast, where he says it is supposed we are going, but there they will 
have a large force to oppose us. Thinks their policy is to evacuate 
Richmond for the purpose of capturing Sherman; believes that when 
they fight us Lee will in person command the army. The general 
thinks he is a bearer of dispatches to Hood, but none have yet been 
found on him.

General : Capitain Audenried no doubt has reached you by this 
time and furnished you with a detail of account of my operations since 
leaving Milledgeville. I am now encamped five miles from Louisville, 
on the road to Milieu. General Wheeler, with about 6,000 cavalry, ^ 
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iiiclitditiLg several bands of from 50 to 200 each, commanded by 
l)artisan leaders, such as Lyllie, Jewett, Slie, and others of lesser 
note. 1 encamped nijon the enemy’s road between Augusta and Millen 
during the night of the 27th, employing one-third of my entire force 
in tearing up track, the enemy keeping the majority of my troops con- 
stantly on the alert in repulsing determined and persistent attacks. 
Ijearnbig positively that our prisoners had been removed from Millen, 
and hearing that a c^onsiderable force had been concentrated at that 
point under General Hardee, I deemed it prudent do return within 
siipx^orting distance of the infantry. I fell back to this point under the 
most difficult circumstances, but successfully, and, with slight loss, 
repulsed the repeated and reckless attacks upon my rear and hanks. 
From tlie enemy’s first attack at Sylvan Grove, on the evening of the 
2Cth, up to his final attack and repulse near Buck Head Greek, just 
above the mouth of Bocky Greek, on the evening of the 28th, the 
enemy is known to have suffered severely. From reports of deserters, 
negroes, and jn'isoiiers, his loss could not have been less than GOO killed 
and wounded. I regret, general, that our prisoners had been removed 
before I could reach them. Every man of them had been taken away 
two days before I strinik the railroad. I left Milledgeville at 0 o’clock on 
Thursday evening, and reached the railroad, with my advance at W ayiies- 
borough, at 11 p. m.'Saturday evening, having marched upward of ninety 
miles in fifty-three hours, and this in the face of much opposition on the 
l^art of the enemy. I passed within five miles of the stockade above Mil- 
ieu in which, our x>risoiiers had been confined, and would have rescued 
them, as I promised, had they not been removed. My ambulances areiio w 
lull of our wounded; wagons, however, will be emptied, so that none 
will be left behind. My command is in good condition, and as ready as 
ever for any enterprise. In the absence of any orders from your head- 
quarters I will move upon the left and in advance of the Fourteenth 
Army Gorps. 

Hoping, general, that our efforts this far to carry out your orders and 
fulfill your expectations have won your approbation,

p. g. — I learn that a considerable force of the enemy, which has been 
concentrated tor the last few days at Augusta, has been ordered^ to 
Millen, and tliat an effort will be made at that point to check our fur- 
tlier advance. The Tenth and Twentieth North Garoliiia Eegiments 
reached Augusta day before yesterday. GonValescent soldiers, soldiers 
home on furlough, the old and young, all are rapidly bemg concentrated 
at the country towns, and from these points are hurried to Augusta 
and Millen. With all their efforts, however, I do not think _ they can 
concentrate a very considerable force; yet I do not hesitate in saying, 
from my own experience within the last few days, that every effort will 
be made to check our farther advance.

my immediate front, informing him of these facts, that I have prisoners 
of rank who I intend to retain as hostages, and will retaliate.

Chief of Staff, U. 8. Armies : 

Generae: I have the honor to report that I landed General Hatch, 
with a small force, yesterday at Boyd’s Heck, opposite Whale Island, 
Broad Elver, with orders to push on and destroy the railroad near 
Grahamville. When I left the landing, at 4 p. in., he was four miles out 
at the intersection of the roads. Had it not been for the ignorance 
and inefficiency of our pilots, we should have reached the landing at 
daylight and been enabled to destroy the road yesterday. After mak- 
ing a lodgment at Goiiher Hill, General Hatch is ordered to destroy 
the bridge to the southwest, and thus to march with his whole force 
and attack the work guarding the Ooosawhatchie bridge. Admiral 
Dahlgren has contributed to our force quite a regiment of sailors and 
marines, with six iiieces of artillery.

General : In accordance with instructions contained in your letter 
to me of this date, directions were again sent to the pickets to look out 
for the escaped prisoners; also, to all boats on picket duty around the 
island. Hot knowing where to communicate with the naval picket- 
boat (which your letter informed me the admiral was to send), I pro- 
ceeded to the Hew Hampshire (the admiral being absent), and was 
told by Caidain Reynolds that no incket-boats had been sent out by 
the admiral. The telegraph cable to Fort Pulaski was not mended; 
there was no operator to establish a station at the end of the island, 
and no one of the signal corps at Fort Pulaski to receive a message by 
signals. I tberefore sent a letter to Colonel Brown, commanding at 
the fort, through Major Thomas, by the steamer Eliza Haiicox. Three 
of the escaped rebels have been recaptured and brought in ; all efforts 
are being made to secure the others.

“A gentleman who arrived last night from Savannah reports that the bridge oyer 
the Oconee River, on that road, Avas not burned yesterday morning, but was being 
stoutly defended by General Wayne. The jiosition held by General Wayne is con- 
sidered a very strong one. MilledgeA'ille is in the hands of the Federals, and Atlanta 
in the possession of"the Confederates. 
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“from up the GEORCilA ROAD. 

We conversed witli an intelligent gentleman, 'wlio arrived last niglit liy thepas- 
senger train up the Georgia Eailroad. He informs ns that on Monday the Eedorals 
left tlio line of the Georgia road, going directly to Eatoutou. The only Yankees 
who came to Greenshorough were a few stragglers, who were captured. The trains 
rail up to Greenshorough and Athens yesterday. A portion of JViajor Graham’s com- 
mand reached this city last night. They report that they visited Atlanta several 
days since, and found it completely evacuated and hiirned. They stated that the 
h ederals took all the cattle and forage in their route, but did not molest those who 
remained at homo. They captured 2,000 or 3,000 stragglers, who will probably reach 
here to-day. They also corroborate the statement of the Eederals leaving the Geor- 
gia Eailroad and going in the direction of Eatonton.” 

The Constitutionalist of the 25th contains the following: 

^^From the front— 6. a. m, 

"A large number of refugees passed through from Putnam last night, bringing 
intelligence of the occupation of Eatonton yesterday morning by the Yankees. Sev- 
eral scouts went out to reconn oiter, and were fired upon. Young Dennis’ horse re- 
turned without the rider j supposed to bo killed. As our informant left, the advance 
guard of twenty-five raiders entered the town, and several cattle drivers for the Gov- 
ernment arrived, who stated that our scouts saw 1,500 Yankees passing at 10 o’clock 
yesterday on the road Irom Greenshorough to Eatoutou, probably those reported 
to_ have been in Greensborough by the down train yesterday morning. If so, the 
raiders have turned their course from this region, j)erhaps for Milledgeville or Macon. 
Heavy cannonading was heard all yesterday afternoon, in the direction of Macon, 
believed to be a battle between Sherman and our forces.

THE SITUATION. 




Hie latest reliable, intelligoiice from the direction of Macon comes from onr scouts 
sent out from Sparta. These scouts, Avho came in last evening, reiiort that a body of 
from 600 to 1,000 cavalry had crossed the Oconee, and were moving slowly and nerv- 
ously toward Siiarta. Beyond some burning and stealing, this suiaJl baud of troopers 
Las no special significance. We have reason to believe they will be seriously bush- 
whacked, and, we trust, cut_ to pieces. One of the most encouraging features of 
this invasion is the fact, which we have from the most undoubted tes"timouy, that 
hundreds of the enemy are straggling from their main bodies and searching for 
somebody to take them into custody. They are sprawling all about the country, 
and those who are not willing to surrender can he heautifully hushwhacked. Let 
all the old and young folks turn out and give the rascals a taste of Georgia State 
sovereignty. This demoralization of our enemy is most providential for us, and 
ought to still'en the hackhoiie of the most timid among us. Three hundred jirisouers 
arrived lest night from up tho Georgia road, and 400 more are to arrive to-day. These 
prisoners report that a division of 3,000 of our cavalry has followed them all the way, 
dashing upon them, constantly picking up stragglers and captiu-ing Wagons. Hamp- 
ton’s iiiviucihle cavalry will he with us in a day or so, and hang upon their eastern 
flank. General Wayne has whipped Kilpatrick’s cavalry division at the Oconee 
bridge, driving them headlong and in confusion. He telegraphs that he is perfectly 
able to take care of himself. Wheeler, with many thousand men, has intercepted 
the enemy at a point at present nnmeutiouahlo, and is giving them no rest, night or 
day. Tho main body of the enemy is moving down the western side of tho Oconee, 
and has shown no disposition thus far to attempt its passage. 

Tlie skies are brightening. Everything looks glorious, and, ere long, Mr. Sher- 
man will get a lashing that he little dreamed of when ho made his “ On to the Gulf.” 
Tho gulf of perdition be upon him.

I. Tlie attention of division Goinmanders and commanding officers 
of detachments is called to the irregularities existing in foraging and 
the manner, in which this iirivilege is often abused. It is noticed that 
many men not belonging to proper foraging parties are allowed to 
straggle from the ranks and forage for themselves, without any author-' 
ity whatever. It is by such men tliat the greater part of tlie pillaging 
is done and depredations committed, of which there is so much complain t. 
Officers in charge of foraging parties must bo contiimally instriiedaMl 
to keep their ineii well in hand, never allowing them to precede the 
advance guard of the column; and to use more discretion in taking from 
the poor, being careful to leave them sufficient for their immediate sub- 
sistence. It is also noticed that the number of mounted men is very 
largely increasing, and that the ranks are correspondingly diminished. 
Measures will be at once taken to check this growing evil. The num- 
ber of mounted foragers to each brigade should be limited and regulated 
in orders, which, if not done, mounted foragers will be no longer allowed. 
We are now nearing the enemy, and foraging parties shouldbe cautioned 
against preceding the advance or extending their ox)erations to too great 
a distance from tlie column. 

II. The movements of the corps for to-morrow will bea.s follows: The 
right column, coinxiosed of Second and Third Divisions, Avill move from 
their present camps at 7 a. m., the Third Division, Brigadier-General 
Smith commanding, in advance, followed by the Second Division, Brig- 
adier-General Hazen commanding, marching outlie Statesborough road 
to the main branch of Scull’s Greek.

Dear Colonel : Three rebel deserters have just arrived — one lieu- 
tenant and two enlisted men — from Savannah. They report General 
Sherman’s forces advancing in three columns — one column is crossing 
at Sister’s Perry, about seventy miles above Savannah; one column is 
moving from Millen, seventy-nine miles from Savannah; one column 
marching between Oconee and Ocmiilgee Rivers. It is supposed that 
one column is striking for Pocotaligo. It was reported at Savannah 
that General Grant was to land a portion of hisfor(;es at Pocotaligoto 
form a junction with Sherman. The utmost excitement prevails in 
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Savannah. They are moving all their qnartermaster’»s stores from, that 
place. They are busily engaged in fortifying Savannah in the rear. 
There are only about one brigade of infantry at Sti^vannah. No troops 
at Savannah to spare against the expedition at present going on by 
General Foster. These deserters left Savannah on the 29th ultimo, and 
the citizens there expected Sherman to arrive at Savannah on Saturday 
next. Our prisoners are being sent through Savannah to No. 9, on the 
Gulf and Atlantic Eailroad; 15,000 have passed through. Savannah. 

More deserters just arrived, and as a boat is now leaving I send you 
a summary in haste. Will try and send you more complete inforniatiou 
by next opportunity.

General : The next movement will be on Savannah, your two corps 
moving along down the Ogeechee — General Blair to destroy the rail- 
road as far as Ogeechee Church, and the Fifteenth Corps keeping on the 
south and west bank, ready to cross over in case of opposition to Gen- 
eral Blair, otherwise it will not cross until near Eden (No. 2). General 
Slocum will take the two roads north of the railroad, and between it aud 
the Savannah Elver. As he will have to make a wide detour we must 
allow him until the fourth day to reach the road from Mill Eay to 
Halley’s Ferry, on the Savannah Eiver. This will make .slow marching for 
you, but, as a general rule, the rear of the Fifteenth Corps should be about 
abreast of General Blair’s head of column. The general lias a Savannali 
Xiaper of yesterday, from which he notices the enemy still remain in doubt 
as to his intention, being divided between Macon, Augusta, and Savan- 
nah, aud also that an expedition of gun-boats lias yiassed up the Broad 
Eiver toward the Coosawhatchie. If at any time during your xirogreas 
you judge it feasible, you might di.spatch a small and bold paiV of 
scouts down toward Hiuesville, to burn some culverts and tear ux) some 
track and cut the telegraph wire in several xdaces on the Savannah and 
Gult Eailroad, over which the city of Savannah is now cliiedy suxiidied. 
The fewer the men and the sooner such a party starts the better. The 
country is very sparsely settled, and very tavorable for such an expe- 
dition.

General : I have the honor to report that, after the laying of the 
pontoon bridge this a. in., 1 crossed with your escort company, and, in 
accordance with instructions received from you, advanced four miles 
southeast from the bridge and entered Scarborough, or Station No. 7, 
al)out 3 o’clock. A train, consisting of an engine and four box-cars, 
laid been there two hours previous, having come up from Savannah 
and immediately returned. I found in the post-office a file of late 
laipers which 1 inclose. Citizens report that nineteen car-loads of 
t roops passed south on Monday last. No other troops have gone south 
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during tlie jiast two weeks. They have seen nothing of Wheeler’s forces, 
except two or three small scouting i)artie8 of eight or ten men each. 
One of the citizens had come up from Savannah the day previous, and. 
stated that the forces there numbered about 3,000 men, under command 
of General Dick Taylor. Bragg was expected from Wilmington, via 
Charleston, with from 10,000 to 15,000 men. General Wayne was at 
Waynesboroiigh, or Station 4^, with 2,000 militia. No other troops 
were on the road between No. 7 and Savannah. Troops were sent up 
from Savannah to aid in repulsing an attack by the Federal forces from 
Port Royal, on the Charleston railroad. He represents the fighting as 
having been severe, resulting in the rex)ulse of the Federals. Attention 
is called to the report of Mr. Loiiergan, telegraph operator, who ac- 
comx)anied me,

, General : I have the honor to report that I tapped the Confederate 
telegraph line at Station No. 7, communicating with Savannah. I 
listened for about fifteen minutes to the rebel telegraph operators ask- 
ing each other questions, none of which are important enough to quote. 
Hearing the signal “9” given repeatedly, I ventured to answer to that 
call, and succeeded well in deceiving the operator at Savannah, he 
thinking that I was the proper person. He asked, ‘‘ What is the news ? 
What is going onP’ (These questions satisfied me that I answered 
properly.) To which I replied, “ The Yankees have not yet crossed the 
river, and all is quiet.” I then asked, “What is the news from the 
Ease? How are things looking in Savannah'?” He then asked for my 
name. (In the meantime Captain Taggart, assistant adjutant-general, 
ascertained the oimrator’s name, who had left an hour and a half pre- 
vious to the capture of the station.) To which I replied i)romptly. The 
operator whose name I assumed had just arriAmd at the next olfice south 
of Station No. 7, and at once disclosed as to who I Avas. Knowing that 
I was discovered, and, at the suggestion of Captain Taggart, sent a 
message to the commanding officer at Savannah giving the comxdi- 
ments of General Howard and staff, signing Capt. S. L. Taggart’s name; 
also, the comx)liments of General HoAvard to the mayor of Savannah, 
hox)ing to meet him soon, &c. Having been informed by a citizen who 
had left Savannah this day that Bragg Avas expected there Avith 10,000 
men, I asked if he had arrwed; to which the rebel ox)erator replied, 
“Yes, and will soon give you all tlie information you desire;” to which 
I replied, “ We Avill be happy to see him and ascertain, as AAm did at 
Missionary Ridge.” Darkness approaching and camp being some dis- 
tance off, the conversation ended.

A x)ilo of rails near the road was 
also bent by lire. A small section of quadruple track west of Station

General : Tour note of 10 a. m. has been received. The day has 
been so good that General Blair has got to the point on oiir map indi- 
cated by the intersection of the main road with that leading through 
Sylvani'a, Hunter's Mills, and Paris Academy, viz, four miles west of 
Haley ondale. He keeps three brigades brealdng railroad abreast of 
him. His advance on arrival here was. hred on, but by parties who 
took good care' to fire at long range and take to their heels. My judg- 
ment is that if any opposition is made to us this side of Savannah it 
will occur near Ogeechee Church, but Howard’s movement soiith of 
Ogeechee, by Mill Pay, will turn that position. You have nothing to 
apprehend on your front, but should look to your rear, esiiecially on 
General Davis’ flank, until you get in the neck between^ Ogeechee 
Church and Halley’s Ferry. I want you to report to me frequently, 
but in the absence of orders to move your entire wing, with Kilpat- 
rick’s cavalry, in the direction of Springfield and Monteith, getting 
your left flank on the Savannah and Charleston Bailroad, about 
Saint Augustine Creek. General Blair will continue to move along 
the railroad, and the Fifteenth Corps will continue on the west 
side of the Ogeecdiee until abreast of Eden (Ho. 2). We continue to 
find abundance of forage, and all our aninials are in first-rate con- 
dition. Hevertheless, I want to imiiress upon all the importance of 
filling all empty wagons, as it may be to our interest to act rapidly, 
without wniting to draw supplies from our new base. If our marching 
on this flank is too fast for you iflease notify me, and I will check it, as 
I am aware you are moving on a large circle. We heard the firing to- 
day which you report, which, from its rate of fire, I inferred to be from 
Ki'limtrick, who is fond of using artillery. I do not know that I reported 
to you that at Millen we got a dispatch that Bragg iiroposed to folloAV 
us, with 10,000 men, from Augusta. If we can draw him down toward 
Savannah we can turn on him and send him off at a tangent.

The present indications are that some- 
where within reach of Port Royal General Sherman will establish his 
base of supplies, I estimate the number of animals with which he will 
reach the coast at about 32,-000. Your shii>ments should be sufficient 
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for these, in addition to those already in the Department of the South. 

I am directed by the Secretary of War to instruct you to resort, if . 
necessary, to the seizure of hay, rather than allow any failure to fill your 
orders. Such an instruction Avill be mailed to you with this. I need . 
not say that this extreme measure is to be avoided if possible; but it is v 
necessary to the safety of the country that the army trains and cavalry ^ 
horses be kept in efllcient condition, and, rather than let- them sutt'e.’, 
tlie seizure of hay will be resorted to. Probably, if you knew of any j 
great stock held for speculations, on intimation that if necessary this 
extreme measure will be employed, it will induce the owners to accept 
a reasonable price. For hay purchased the Department will pay as ^

General Blair has entered this place almost unopposed. Some field 
works are fresli, and, so far as I have examined, would be such as would 
be thrown up by 5,000 inexperienced hands. General Slocum reports 
he will be to-night at the iioint where his road next north of this ^ter-,, 
sects the one from here to Poor liobin, but he has not heard %oni 
Generals Davis and Kilpatrick since he heard their tiring yesterday 
morning. Davis has orders to move from the point where he separated 
from Slocum, viz, Buck Head Church, to Halley’s Ferry, abreast of this 
on the Savannah, via Sylvania. I have sent a courier to General Slocum, 
to communicate with General Davis at once and report to me at what 
moment he will be ready to move on. You will observe that, with Davis 
at Halley’s, we threaten South Carolina, and to that extent Avill confuse 
our enemy; but I will not lose a moment, only we must move in concert, 
or else will get lost. You may make all the dispositions to cross at 3, 
but the point 2 is the true one, unless modified by local geography. I 
will disturb the railroad but little south of this, as we may have use for 
it out this far. Still, Blair can burn the bridges and culverts, and also 
enough cotton-gins and barns to mark the progress of his head of 
column. I don’t want him to start till I know Davis is abreast.

Being in the advance I did not 
hear of this until I had nearly reached this point. All of Geary’s and 
part of Ward’s division is still back of Little Horse Greek (ten miles 
from here), unable to cross. I cannot move from here until they close 
lip. which will probably be nearly night. I have learned that the 
-Fourth Tennessee Cavalry passed from Sylvania to Ho. 5, about 10 a. 
m. yesterday, and it is reported that a regiment of militia had gone in 
the same direction. I have not heard from Davis, but think he is some 
distance in rear. I think the two orderlies I sent to you at 10 a. m. 
yesterday must have been captured, as there have been small squads 
of cavalry between this column and the Seventeenth Corps.

Aide-de-Cam^ to the General-in-(jmeJ : 

I bavetlie pleasure of reporting tliat I. attacked Wbeeler yesterday 
morning in position beliind long lines of barricades, one mile nnd a 
balf from Tliomas’ Station and three and a half troni WaynesboroUj,h, 
on the railroad. Wheeler had five pieces of artillery, and, as far as can 
be ascertained from prisoners, about 6,000 men. I drove in his " 

and skirmish line at 7.30 a. in., and rode over ^^arricii^des in less 
than thirty minutes. He left 23 dead and 41 woiinded on the field. ^ 
then drove him from one position to another, till he made a final stana 
in and about the town of Waynesborough. Here his lines wmre too 
long to be flanked, so we boldly charged and broke his center, m 
fought stubbornly for a time, but finally gave way before our flasn- 
ing sabers, and in twenty minutes was retreating in great contusion 
through the woods, fields, and on every available road leading toward 
Augusta. I continued the pursuit upward of four miles; imshed him 
across and beyond Brier Creek. It was now 3 p. m., and being so far 
from the main army I deemed it best to halt. After burning vanous 
bridges on Brier Creek above and below the railroad bridge, including 
the latter, which I found had been imperfectly burned before, and, in tact, 
had been nearly repaired, I retired to Alexander and went into camp. 
The railroad bridge destroyed is certainly a very important one, 
reported by Colonel Heath, Fifth Ohio Cavalry, to be upward of 500 
feet long. I have to thank General Baird for kindly tendering me a 
brigade of infVintry to support my attack. The infantry, however, was 
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not ongaged. My loss lias been quite severe, borses, 

liaviiig lost upward of 200 in killed and wounded. As 1 am now mareli- 
ing in tbe rear of tbe army it is imjiossible to siipjdy myself witli 
fresli animals. I most resxiectfiilly suggest that caxitured liorses now 
with tlie different army corps, and not needed by them, be sent to me, 
or left at some convenient jioint along my line of marcli. Tbe enemy^s 
/loss is not known; certainly could not be less tlian 500 killed and 
wounded, judging from bis dead left ujion tbe field, a large xiercentage 
being officers. My command is somewbat jaded, but I will make every 
effort to bring it up. All I need is some few hundred borses to supply 
tbe place of those broken down. These I could supply myself, were I 
marching ux)on tbe flank or in front. It is imj) 0 ssible, however, to find 
a single horse or mule in rear of tbe infantry; and would again most 
respectfully urge that a few hundred borses be turned over to me from 
one or more of tbe army corps marching on roads parallel or near to 
my line of march.

General: Your letter of yesterday was received to-day. I assure 
you Captain Horton has and will receive every attention which can be 
bestowed ux)on a wounded soldier. I am pleased to inform you that he 
was doing well and out of iiain at last accounts. Since the commence- 
ment of this sad war I have used untiring exertions to maintain in my 
soldiers principles of chivalry and true soldierly honor. They have 
been taught to despise and spurn the cowardly instincts which induce 
low men to frighten, abuse, and rob defenseless women and children. 
You allude to old associations, and jiromise to return any kindness to 
Captain Horton. I have only to ask, for tbe sake of these old associa- 
tions, for your own sake, and for the sake of the institution where 
military honor was taught, that you will offer some protection to the 
families necessarily left defenseless, and not to leave them at the mercy 
of a brutal soldiery. By so doing, not only will other advantages be 
gained, but your name will stand before the world in a much more 
enviable light. It is useless for me to recount the atrocities committed ; 
suffice it to say, that the history of no war, however barbarous, can tell 
of atrocities equal to those daily and hourly committed by your com- 
mand.

On reflection since sending my letter by the hands of Lieutenant 
Dunn I have concluded that the most important operation toward clos- 
ing the rebellion will be to close out Lee and his army. You have now 
dcstroyGd 'tlio roads of tliG Soiitlij so tliat it will probably tako tlirco 
months, without iiiierruxition, to re-establish a through line trom east to 
west. In that time I think the job here will be ettectually comxileted. 
My idea now, then, is that you establish a base on the sea-coast, 
fortify, and leave in it all your artillery and cavalry, and enough iman- 
try to protect them, and, at the same time, so threaten the interior that 
the militia of the South will have to be kept at hoine. With the balance 
of your command come here by water with all dispatch. • Select your- 
self the officer to leave in command, but you I want in person. Unless 
you see objections to this plan, which I cannot see, use every vessel 
going to you for purposes of transportation. Hood has Thomas close 
in USTashville. I have said all I could to force him to attack, without 
giving the iiositive order until to-day. To-day, however, I could stand 
it no longer, and gave the order without any reserve. I think the 
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battle will take place to-morrow. The result will probably be known 
in New York before Oolpnel Babcock, the bearer of this, leaves New 
York. Colonel Babcock will give you information of all operations 
now in progress.

General : General Sherman appears to be approaching the Atlantic 
coast, and it is determined to send supplies to meet him at Port Eoyal, 
or rather to await there until he establishes his base of supplies. Iii 
the letter of this office dated November 3 last an estimate of supplies 
was sent to you for a force of 30,000 men. It is believed that the force 
with General Sherman will reach 60,000 men, of which 10,000 will be 
cavalry, and that he will have with him from sixty to eighty pieces of 
artillery and about 30,000 horses and mules. Iffie'supplies ordered on 
3d of November were divided, one-half to Pensacola, one-half to Port 
Eoyal. Col. S. L. Brown, chief of the forage division, has been ordered 
to send daily to Port Eoyal forage for 30,000 animals. I notice that in 
the letter of 3d of November last no blankets were ordered. I presume, 
however, that under the general order to send clothing to refit 30,000 
men. General V iuton turned over to you a proper proportion of blankets. 
You will call upon General Vinton for the following clothing and equi- 
page, which you will send to Port Eoyal as soon as possible, there to 
await news from General Sherman, which will determine the ultimate 
destination of the supplies. They will be subject to the orders of Gen- 
eral Foster, through the chief quartermaster of the Department of the 
South, Maj. 0. W. Thomas:

All this should be done in such manner as to attract as little atten- 
tion as possible, and it is desirable to give the enemy no clue to the 
preparations making for reception of General Sherman.

General : I arrived here by 1 p. m. Tbe direct road to Dillon’s 
Bridge (near Fort Argyle) was represented to be exceedingly bad and 
practicable only for horsemen, and consequently I marched via Court- 
House (Eden). Both divisions will be here, notwithstanding there are 
two or three places which will delay tbe trains some time. Colonel 
Oliver’s brigade is at tbe river about two miles from here. The bridge 
was burned' when his troops arrived yesterday night. The enemy is iu 
some force on tbe south bank, and opened to-day with artillery. My 
cavalry is looking up and down tbe river for a practicable place to 
cross. As soon as the iiarties return I will report again. The pontoons 
will be up before night, when I will try to cross some men here. The 
description which I received of the road beyond the Oaiinouchee is any- 
thing but inviting 5 the only good road seems to be the one from King’s 
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Bridge (above tlie moutii of Oanuoticliee), seven miles of wliicli are 
planked.

Major-General Howard: 

Captain Kirliu, of your staff, came to the opposite bank this evening, 
and reported that General O. was at Eden; that the road east of Eden, 
crossing the Cannouchee near where it flows into the Ogeeohee, is a 
myth 5 that General Gsterhaus has met a force intrenched on the 
south side of the Cannouchee, estimated from 1,000 to 5,000. The 
cannonading heard late to-day was tfom the rebels. General Oster- 
haus will try to effect a crossing west of where the Eden road crosses 
the Cannouchee. Our fleet came into Ossabaw Sound and signaled 
for Sherman’s forces on Saturday, lauded forces and signaled again 
Monday. The foot bridge we found impracticable, but have a boat, 
by means of which we communicate with the western bank of the 
Ogeechee. My mounted force went out three miles and struck a rebel 
force on the main Savannah road, intrenched and with artillery. They 
developed theposition and force of the enemy, but were so hotly pressed 
as to be compelled to leave one wounded man in the enemy’s possession. 
I am prepared to advance in the morning, either toward Savannah or 
the Gulf railroad, as you may be pleased to direct. There are six 
couriers on the otlier bank of the Ogeechee. In case you want orders 
to go to General O. this will prove your siieediest route.

On my arrival at tlie canal General Oorse pnslied out liis rewonuais* 
sance. He encountered about 600 rebel infantry, witli two pieces of 
artillery, .near the cross-roads. His advance brigade quickly dislodged 
tbein, capturing one piece of artillery and some prisoners. He fonowea 
them up across tlie Little Ogeechee, seven miles from Savannali. I went 
to the railroad witli some mounted infantry, and saAV tlie road broken at 
that point. King’s Bridge Avas burned by the rebels, and all that Avere 
on the west side "of the Ogeechee withdrew this morning. The bridge 
for General Blair, near Fort Argyle, is now (5.25 p. m.) finished. In all 
probability General Osterhaus has burned the railroad bridge beiore this 
time, as tAVO brig’ades of his had crossed the Ogeechee at last accounts. 
General Oorse has taken up a strong position, by my direction, about 
tAA'elve miles out of SaAmnnah on this road. General Smith Avith his 
dhnsion is encamped near this place. I have not heard from General 
Blair, except from his guns. General Smith will send one brigade 
about two miles up the toAv-path, and General Blair can communicate 
that Avay, if he gets ahead far enough. Please let him read this note.

General : I have carefully reconnoitered this part of the rebel posi- 
tion, I find that there are at least five batteries, one of them mount- 
ing four guns and the others probably one each. The marsh extending 
along their whole front is impassabie either to foot or horsemen, and 
tlie only way by which it can be crossed, leading from Doctor Cheves’ 
plantation, has a battery planted at the other shore. Their line runs 
along the eastern branch of the Little Ogeechee, terminating near its 
mouth, where it cannot be approached owing to the swamps bordering 
the river. At Screven’s there is a good landnig, opposite which is Fort 
McAllister. The fort is well supplied with guiisj some of the negroes 
saying that there are thirty-five mounted — others, less — and that there

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are but fifty men fit for duty. I have given General Kilpatrielc four 
pontoons, and ordered him to cross the Oannonchee and take the fort if 
possible. ” If he is nusnccessfnl I shall march down a division. King’s 
Bridge will be finished to-morrow night, and from there to Fort McAl- 
lister thei'e is a good road, without obstructions. We have tried in 
every way to comininficate with the fleet, but have thus far been nnsiic- 
cessful. I hope that by to-night we shall be able to do so with signal 
roclcets. I find that about 150 feet of the Ogeechee railroad bridge at 
each end had been destroyed at the first breaking of the road. We 
find no trains between Way’s and Fleming’s Stations.

Sir: I have received your note directing me to encamp on Saint 
Augustine Creek, and asking a report of my operations this morning. 

1 found the trestle-work about fifteen' feet liigh, built upon piles and 
through asAvamp not passable except upon bridges, which it would 
take days to build if Ave had tlie material. The farther end was occu- 
pied liy 'tlie rebels Avith a battery, Avhi.ch Avas so remote that their shot 
barely readied us; our Napoleons Avould not have reached them. It 
was litterly impossible to get near the battery, as the only approach 
was along the railroad track, under fire of the battery. There was a 
locomotive and plattbrm-car near the rebel battery, and perhaps it had 
a gun on it. The bridge over the river Avas not visible, and unless a 
Avay can be found through the swamp, which I am assured there is not, 
it is not possible to get near the -river on this Side at this point. A. 
smairtrain of cars Avas seen, on the South Carolina side, not in motion. 
My men went out on the trestle-work and burned it for considerable 
distance from this end; they also tore up and destroyed about three- 
quarters of a mile of track. To use the railroad bridge for foot pas- 
sengers they will liave to build over the portion of the burned trestle- 
work on top of tlie piles, Avhich can be done, but the track [can] not be 
repaired in some time. I find rebels now on my flank, on the Monteith 
road, I presume.

They were’ on picket on Wilmington, and left Thursday 
uio-ht They report that their regiment was under orders to go to Ogee- 
chee, on the Gulf railroad, to meet some of Sherman’s forces, as an 
attack was daily expected. They also report that the day they left the 
adiutant of tlie regiment said a dispatch had been received trom ba- 
vannah that Sherman was within twelve miles of the city. An irregular 
cannonading has been heard in the direction of Savannah since 2 o clock 
this morning. At times it has been quite brisk, and other times more 
slow and irregular. As near as we have been able to judge the firing 
seemed to be of light and heavy artillery. The commanding officer ot 
the Wissahickon reports that from his mast head the bursting of shells 
was occasionally seen. j-

General : Tour dispatch* has just been received. I met the enemv^s 

chased Major Anderson, the commanding' 
officer at Fort McAllister, back to his fort. From one of his escort 
captured, I learn that the fort is garrisoned by five companies, two of 
artillery and three militia; in all, about 200 men none of whom how- 
ever, have ever been under fire. There is a deep broad ditch to cross 
on entering the tort, and considerable opposition, no doubt, will be met 
with. Ihere is a low swamp about one mile this side the fort: a bat- 
tery of four guns covers the road leading through this swamp; by forc- 
mg this battery to retire, a charging party could follow it directly into 
the fort, and the affair would be over. I did not intend, general, to 
attempt the capture of the fort by a sudden dash, but I intended to 
dehbm^ately storm the works. I have old intantry regiments, armed 
with Spencer rifles, who could work their way up to within easy rang-e 
and force every man to keep his head beneath the parapet, and,' finally, 
force my way into the fort~of course, I intended to maneuver mv 
troops as mflintry. I will march in the morning to accomplish th'e 
objects set forth m your communication. I cannot understand whv 
oui gun-boats do not move up, and make us aware of their presence by 
tluowing a few sMls into Fort McAllister. My headquarters are to- 
night four miles from the fort; my advance is within one mile and a 
half. A few hundred mounted men, under Colonel Eoss, are guarding- 
the country on this side the river; his is the only force I can hear off 
1 find over here many rich plantations, and can subsist my command 
for a month.

General 
Sherman’s whole army was then within ten miles of Savannah, advanc- 
ing to attack it. The enemy’s works, five miles from the city, were prob- 
ably attacked yesterday, as heavy firing AA’-as heard in that direction. 
Oaxitain Duncan rexiresents the army to be in the best siiirits possible 
and most excellent condition. Very little opposition had been met Avith 
on the march, as the enemy could not tell Avhat routes ay ere to betaken. 
Tlie army has lived off the conn by, and has accumulated considerable 
number of horses, mules, and cattle; it was also Avell suxiplied. I am 
going to the Ogeechee Eiver to oxien communication Avith General 
Sherm an. My small force is now in position between the Ooosawhatchie 
and Tullifinny Eivers, within 1,200 yards of tlie railroad, Avhich our bat- 
teries command. Only one train has been able to steal past since our 
batteries were in position. I will send further dispatch as soon as I 
meet General Sherman.

that had been confined in Fort Pulaski under your charge. Praise 
from the enemy is the last thing that an officer should seek, or permit 
to be bestowed upon him. These officers were sent to this department 
for the purpose of retaliation, and your instructions were to treat them 
in precisely the same maimer that our prisoners of war in the hands of 
the enemy are treated. If these instructions had been faithfully car- 
ried out on your part, as they should have been, very few compliments 
would have been extended to you by the prisoners. The major-general 
commanding regrets exceedingly to be obliged to censure an officer for 
such conduct.

We have not lost a wagon on the trip, but have gatliered 
a large su]i])ly of negroes, mules, horses, &c., and our teams are in lai* 
better condition than Avhen avc started. My first duty will be to ckiar tin's 
army of siiiqilus negroes, mules, and horses. We have utterly dt'S" 
stroyed over 200 miles of rails, and consumed stores and provisions thrit 
were essential to Lee’s and Hood’s armies. The quick work made with 
McAllister, the opening of communication with our fleet, and onr eon- 
sequeiit independence as to supplies, dissipate all their boasted tbroiil .s 
to head us off and starve the army. I regard Savannah as already 
gained.

Turner’s Books Battery is on the same river, oppo- 
site side, and two miles farther down. Some light batteries are at Isle 
of Hope. Beaulieu Battery, nine guns, open gorge, guards the Vernon 
Biver; shell road from it to Savannah. Eosedew Battery guards the 
Little Ogeechee River, open gorge, two guns; good road to Savannah. 
All these roads are well furnished witli batteries at favorable points. 
Fort McAllister guards the Great Ogeechee River, fourteen guns, strong, 
inclosed.

General: 1. have the honor to inform you tliat I have just returned 
Irojn meeting General Sherman, whom 1 met at Fort McAllister at day- 
light this morning. F<n-t McAllister was taken by assault at 4.30 last 
evening by Ihizen’s division of the Fifteenth Corps. The garrison, 
]nimbei-ing iioO men, were all made prisoners, and the armament of 21 
guns, Avith stores, ammunition, &c., tell into our hands. This impor- 
tant captur(3 ojiens the Great Ogeechee River to supplies of all kinds, 
which can be safely landed immediately in the rear of General Sher- 
nuyn’s army. This army ]iow holds Savannah closely besieged, having 
di'iven in the enemy froin all his advanced positions until the left Aviiig 
rests on the Savannali River tliree miles and a half above the city, 
and the right on the Ogeechee River, General Slocnm, on the left 
wing, holds Argyle Island, and has a captured steamer in use bn the 
riv(‘.r at that point. A second captured steamer Avas burned. The 
Central railroad is thoroughly destroyed; also the SaAmnnah and 
Charleston Ibulroad from the Savannah River to AAuthin three miles and 
a halt ot the city. The Gulf road is also destroyed for a long distance, 
and the bridge over the Ogeechee burned. General Sherman is per- 
fectly sure ot capturing SaA annah; and I am now forAvarding a siege 
bat,tery of 30-ponnder Parrotts to be placed in position. In two days 
he will summon the city to surrender, and if not yielded will open his 
batteries. To prevent the escape of Hardee and the garrison, General 
Sherman intends to throw one diAusion across the Sa.vannah River at 
Argyle Island, to hold the river-bank opposite the city. I am also to 
hold the railroad and stage road in my present position betAveen the 
CoosaAvhatchie and Tullitinny Rivers. Admiral Dahlgren is to demon- 
strate against the water defenses of Savannah to keep tlie garrisons 
in those works. Everything noAv seems extremely faA’^orable to the 
entire success of General Sherman’s expectations. His army is in 
splendid condition, having lived on its march on the turkeys, chickens, 
sweet potatoes, and other good things of the richest part of Georgia. 
The opposition to his march has been feeble. 1 am supplying eAmry- 
thiug needed and aiding in every Avay Avithin my poAver.

Port McAllister, with its garrison and armament of twenty-one gtiiis, 
was taken by assault at 4.30 i>. m. yesterday by Hazeifs division of tlio 
Fifteenth Corps. This imj)ortant ca|)ture opens the Ogeeohee River to 
General Sherman as a base of supplies, which, with a siege train of 30- 
pounder Parrotts, are being rapidly forwarded. His army closely 
invests Savannah on the south side of the Savannah River, and a force 
which will take position on the north side of that river will prevent tRe 
escape of Hardee or the garrison. Argyle Island, in the Savanii all 
River, is held by our troops, who have captured two steamers on the river 
at that point, one of Adiicli is in running order; the other was burnt 
The Central railroad is completely destroyed; also the Charleston and 
Savannah Railroad to within three and a half miles of the city. A 
long distance on the Gulf road is also destroyed, together with the 
bridge over the Ogeechee. General Sherman will without doubt cap- 
ture Savannah and all its garrison and armament. His army is in 
splendid condition and morale.

My Dear General: We have to-day official advices of your xiosi- 
tion, and that you have communicated, or that General Howard has 
communicated, with General Foster. I congratulate you on your suc- 
cessful march. You have made the greatest and most remarkable 
marches of the war, and have demonstrated several times that an army 
i*an move more than twenty-five miles from a navigable river or rail- 
road without perishing. We have been shipping supplies for you, and 
I hope that you will have abundance of all necessaries, thougTi I have 
been somewhat uncertain as to your numbers. The first orders required 
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200,000 rations of grain and 500,000 of provisions and 100 roinicls o 
ammunition to be sliii)ped to meet you. They were at first ordered t< 
rendezvous at Port Itoyal; subsequentiy, orders Were given to spii( 
one-half of these supx^lies to Pensacola. I added a sii])ply of clotliiiig 
some wagons, harness, and quartermaster’s stores. These 08111110/1:0.' 
and orders appear to have been based upon a column of 30,000 iiicMi 
As soon as your movements, as reported by the rebel qiaiiers, sliowec 
tha,t you would irrobably strike the Atlantic coast, orders were givGi 
to send further supplies to Hilton Head, and having ascertained tlioi 
your force was probably much greater than that noted above, I ordei*ot 
more clothing and quartermaster’s stores, and directed forage, hay, ai ic 
grain for 30,000 animals to be shpiped daily. Of course I have semi 
forward all subsistence and ammunition turned over to the Quarter 
master’s Department for shipment. 

I jiresume that you have more animals now than when you started, 
and I desire to call your attention to the difficulty, as well in., tlic 
expense, of furnishing a large army with forage on the Atlantic coa/St. 
With all the exertions of the forage officer of this department, witli a 
practically unlimited command of money, he has not been able to accu- 
mulate at Washington and at City Point enough long forage for blie 
armies in Yirginia to meet a few days’ interruption by storm or ice. 
We can supply grain enough, but there is always a short supply of lia-y. 
He has agents in all the hay districts, and buys all that he can in the great 
markets. Still the armies complain of short alloAvance of hay. If you 
have more animals than you need for intended operations they should 
be sent off to some point where the country can subsist them, or sc 
you will, I fear, lose many by the diseases resulting from, constant 
feeding on grain without enough long forage. If you reduce the n am- 
ber of animals to the lowest point consistent with safety and efficiency 
the hay v^e can procure will subsist them in better condition. The 
exiDense and difficulty of maintaining a large army stationary is enor- 
mous. The wonderful resources of the Northern States have enabled 
us thus far to keep the Army of tlie Potomac fully supplied, except 
with hay, and of the want of that it complains bitterly. Should you 
rest ux)on tlie coast, as the Army of the Potomac has done, this liay 
question rviU be a great difficulty. I presume, however, that yoirr 
army will be actiAmly emxDloyed, and live, as it has heretofore, to some 
extent, upon the enemy, 1 hope so, and I believe that if there be a 
general officer in the service who can effect this, it is yourself.

General Poster desires me to 
state that he is ready at any time for you to declare the truce at an 
end, and requests that you will inform Brigadier-General Seluminelfen- 
nig, commanding the Horthern District, of the fact that hostilities 
may recommence at once. General Sherman has arrived. He called 
on General Foster on board the .steamer Hemaha in the Ogeechee 
Ptiver about daylight yesterday morning. Fort McAllister, on the 
Ogeechee Elver, was assaulted by Hazen’s divivsion, of the Fifteenth 
Corps, and captured, mth about 250 prisoners and 21 guns, with am- 
munition and stores. The Ogeechee Eiver is now open to supplies for 
General Sherman’s army. The railroads leading to Savannah are cut 
and the_ city invested, excepting the north side. General Sherman’s 
army is in fine condition and in excellent spirits. They have lived on 
the country almost entirely during their march fi'om Atlanta.

Savannah, if time will allow. At the time we earned Fort Mi Allnstei by 
assault so handsomely, with its 22 guns and entire garrison, 1 was hanlly 
aware of its importance; but since passing down the river with f *en(yii 
Foster and up with Admiral Dahlgren I realijie how adniiiably adapter 
are Ossabaw Sound and Ogeechee Biver to supidy an arniy oxiorating 
against Savannah. Sea-going vessels can easily come to Iving s ,l >ridge, 
a point on Ogeechee Biver fourteen and a half miles west ol Savannali, 
from which point we have roads leading to all our ea-inps. dho cKninti y 
is low and sandy, and cut up with marshes, which, in wet weatlier, will 
be very bad; but we have been so favored with weather that they are all 
now comparatively good, and heavy details are constantly einiihryed in 
double cordiu’oying the marshes, so that I have no fears even of a bad 
spell of weather. Fortunately, also, by liberal and judicious foraging, 
we reached the sea- coast abundantly supplied with forage ami provis- 
ions, needing nothing on arrhml excexit bread; of this, we started from 
Atlanta provided with from eight to twenty days’ supiply per corps, 
and some of the troops only had one days’ issue of bread during the 
trip of thirty days; and yet they did not want, for sweet xiotatoes were 
very abundant, as well as corn meal, and our soldiers took to them 
naturally. 

We started with about 5,000 head of cattle and arrived with over 
10,000; of course, consuming mostly turkeys, chickens, sheep, liogs, and 
the. cattle of the country. As to our mules and horses, we left Atlanta 
with about 2,500 wagons, many of which were drawn by mules, which 
had not recovered from the Chattanooga starvation, all of wlii(;li were 
replaced, the poor mules shot, and our transportation is now in superb 
condition. I have no doubt the State of Georgia has lost by our opera- 
tions 15,000 first rate mules. As to horses, Kilpatrick collected all his 
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remotmts, and it looks to me, in riding along our columns, as though 
every officer had three or tour led horses, and eacli regiment seems to be 
followed by at least fifty negroes and foot-sore soldiers riding on horses 
and mules'. The custom vms for each brigade to send out daily a for- 
aging party of about fifty men, on foot, who invariably returned 
mounted, witli several wagons loaded with poultry, potatoes, &o.; and 
as the army is ciomposed of about forty brigades you can estimate ap- 
i)roximately the quantity of horses collected. Great numbers of these 
were shot by my order, because of the disorganizing enect on oui in- 
fantry of having too many idlers mounted. General Easton is now 
engaged ill collecting statistics in this line; but I know the Govern- 
ment will never receive full accounts ol our cax>tures, although the 
result aimed at was fully attained, viz., to deprive our enemy ot tlim^ 
All these animals 1 will have sent to Port lioyal, or collected behind 
Fort McAllister, to be used by General Saxton in his tarming opera- 
tions or by the quartermaster’s department, after they are systematic- 
all v accounted for. Whilst General EaSton is collecting transportntioii 
for my troops to James Kiver I will throw to Port Royal

nail Gity was my objective, namely: the troops will continue to invest 
Savann'ah closely, making attacks and feints wherever we l^ave firm 
ground to stand upon; and 1 will ])lace some JO-pounder 1 arrotts, 
which 1 have got from G eneral Foster, in position near enough to reach 
the center of the city, and then will demand its surrender. If General 
Hardee is alarmed or fears starvation he may sim’ender; otherwise, i 
will bombard the city, but not risk the lives of my men by as«aults 
across the narrow causeways by which alone I can now reach it. n i 
had time, Savannah, with all its dependent fortifications, is already in 
our possession, for we hold all its avenues of supply. The enetny has 
made two desperate efforts to get boats from above to city, iii both 
of which he has been foiled— General Slocum,whose left flank rests on 
the river, caiituring and burning the first boat, and in the second in- 
stance driving back two gun-boats and capturing the steamer Eesolute, 
with seven naval officers and a crew of twenty-five seamen. 

General Slocum occiqiies Argyle Island and the upper end of Ilutcii- 
inson’s Island, and has a brigade on the South Garolina shore opposite, 
and he is very urgent to pass one of his corps over to that shore; but, 
in view of tlie change of plans made necessary by your order of tiie 
0th, 1 will maintain things in statu (pio till I have got all my trans- 
portation to the rear and out of the way, and until 1 haw sea trans- 
portation for the troops you require at J ames River, which I will accom- 
pany and command in person. Of course I will leave Kilpatrick with 
his cavalry, say 5,300, and it may be a division of the Fifteenth Gorps; 
but before determining this I must see General l^oster, and may ar- 
range to shift his force (now over above the Charleston railroad, at tlie 
head of Broad River) to the Ogeechee, ^^^l^ere, in co-opcmation \nth ^ 
natrick’s cavalry, he can better threaten the btate of Georgia than from 
the direction of Port Royal. Besides, I would iiuich prefer not to 
detach from my regular coiqis any of its veteran divisions, and would 
even prefer that other less v.aluable troops should be sent to re-enforce 
Foster from some other quarter. My four corps, full of experience mid 
full of ardor, coming to you en nnasse, equal to 00,000 fighting men, will

I myself am somewhat astonished at the attitude or things m icii- 
nessee. I purposely delayed at Kingston until (lener al I hoiuas ass urea 
me that he was “all ready,” and my last dispatch trom him, ot the 
12th of November, was full of confidence, in which ho promised me that 
he would “ruin Hood,” if he dared to advance trom hloience, uigiii^^ 
me to go ahead and give myself no concern about Hood’s irrmy in 
Tennessee. Why he did not turn on Hood at Franklin, alter checkin g 
and discomfiting him, surpasses my understanding. Indeed, I do not 
approve of his evacuating Decatur, but think he should liave assumed 
the ofiensive against Hood from Pulaski in the direction of AVaynes- 
burg [Waynesborough]. I know full well that Ceneral Thomas is slow 
in mind and in action, but he is judicious and brave, and the trooiis 
feel great confidence in him. I still hope he will out-nianeuvor and 


destroy Hood. 

As to matters in the Southeast, I think Hardee, in Savannah, has good 
artillerists, some 5,000 or 6,000 infantry, and it may be a mongrel mass 
of 8,000 to 10,000 militia and fragments. In all our marching througli 
Georgia he has not forced me to use anything but a skirmisli line, 
though at several points he had erected fortifications and tried to alarm 
us by bombastic threats. In Savannah. he has taken refuge behind a 
line constructed behind swamps and overliowed rice fields, extending 
from a point on the Savannah Eiver about three miles above the city 
around by a branch of the Little Ogeechee, which stream is impassable 
from its salt marshes and boggy swamps, crossed only by narrow cause- 
ways or common corduroy roads. There must be 25,000 citizens — men, 
women, and children — in Savannah that must also be fed, and how be 
is to feed them beyond a few days I cannot imagine, as I know that 
his requisitions for corn on the interior counties were not filled, and we 
are in possession of the rice fields and mills which could alone be of 
service to him in this neighborhood. He can draw nothing from Soutli 
Carolina, save from a small corner down in the southeast, and that by 
a disused wagon road. I could easily get possession of this, but hardly 
deem it worth the risk of making a detachment, wliich would be in 
danger by its isolation from the main army. 

Our whole arraj is in fine condition as to health, and the weather is 
sjjlendid; for that reason alone, I feel a personal dislike to turning’ 
northward. I will keep Lieutenant Dunn here until I know the result 
ot my demand for the surrender of Savannah; but, whether successful 
shall not delay my execution of your order of the 6th, which 
will depend alone upon the time it will require to obtain transportation 
by sea.

The Eichmond papers of to-day contain the following: 

FROJr GEORGIA — SHERMANtS MOVEMENTS. 

Tlie Augusta Register, receired this morning, says that it was stated in that city 
on the 13th that the Federols haA^e possession of the Savanuiiih, Albany and Gulf 
Eaili'oad. It is also said that they captured a passenger train on the same. Among 
the persons taken was R. R. Cuyler, es(}., the president of the road. It is also 
reported that the Yankees have possession of the Charleston and Savauiiali Railroad 
bridge over the Savannah River. The Charleston Mercury of the day before says that, 
meantime, Sheriuau has been x>ressing steadily toward the city; our forces had fallen 
hack to the junction of the Georgia Central and Charleston and Savannah Railroad, 
about three 'miles from the city. At this important point, Avliich commands both 
roads, General Hardee took Ms stand. It was oonfidently reiiorted yesterday, and 
we think, that Sherman’s forces Avere in Hardee’s front, and that a demand for the 
surrender of the city haA-ing been refused, heaA-y lighting ensued, and Avas going on 
yesterday. Of the result, howeA’-er, if any, no news Avhatever has reached us. Wo 
may hear sometliiug to-day. The community of SaA-anuah seem firm and quiet. 
For the present, the trains Avill cease to run through between the tAvo cities. Gen- 
eral Gartrell states that for several days he observed frequent signals betAveen the 
Federal forces toward Port Royal and Sherman’s forces in the direction of Sister’s 
Ferry, on the SaAmnnah railroad. The impression of the South was that Sherman 
was crossing at the ferry, and would co-operate Avith Foster’s forces in oxjening the 
way to Port Royal. 

The Dispatch, speaking of the raid into Soutlnvest Virginia, says 
that: 

Information Avas received here yesterday that the main body had left the railroad 
at Glade’s Spring and started toward the salt-works, six miles distant; and that the 
smaller party, previously mentioned, had passed Marion and Avere advancing on 
Wytheville, Avhich is lifty-five miles this side of Abingdon.

Captain: I have the honor to inform you that the truce existing in 
Charleston Harbor, for the purpose of exchange of prisoners, terminated 
to-day at 10 a.m. by mutual agreement. Instructions to that effect were 
furnished me by Lieutenant-Colonel Mulford, a copy of which I have the 
honor to annex. There is nothing further of importance to comnnun- 
cate. The enemy remain quiet, as well as myself, not a shot having 
been fired on either side vsince I assumed command. A small regiment 
returned on the 14th, passing from John’s Island over the bridge to 
James Island. They are probably the Forty- seventh Georgia, as the 
men were heard conversing in loud tones during the Ibllowiiig night in 
the camp of that regiment. The only quarter in which the enemy ex- 
hibits increased activity is in the vicinity of the batteries on John’s 
Island, which have been erected for the purpose of covering the bridge 
which crosses to Fort Pringle. About 200 men, infantry, four heavy 
pieces of artillery, and a wagon train were observed yesterday crossing 
Stono River from James to John’s Island, marching in a westerly direc- 
tion. The guard at Charleston proper has been re-enforced by one 
company of infantry and one company of cavalry, Avhich latter is doing 
outpost duty north of Charleston at the distance of several miles (inter- 
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cepted dispatch). I have found the forts in good condition and the ii'mis 
fully provided with aniiunnition, having- from 100 to 200 rounds per gim 
on hand; but the position has been weakened to a certain extent, from 
the limt that all the booms m Light-House Inlet, as well as in Secession- 
vine Lreek, have been carried away, and have not been reijlaced. With 
regard to oflensive operations, I iiave to state that the planking intended 
tor the completion ot the plankway across the marsh on MoiTis Island, 
and that which Avas provided for the flooring of the bridge to cross froin 
Line s to flames Island, have been used for other purposes. 

I haA'-e to acknowledge the receipt of yonr tAvo communications dated 
December and 15; the former Avith regard to the arrival of (lei.eral 
oheiman, and the latter touching the commencement of hostilities at 
the expiration ot the truce.

G ioneral: I wrote you at length by Colonel Babcock on the 16th 
instant. As I therein' explained my purpose, yesterday I made a de- 
mand on ( leii era! Hardee for the surrender of the city of Savannah, and 
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to-day received liis answer, refusing. Copies of botli letters are here- i 
with inclosed.* You will notice that I claim that my lines arc within 
easy cannon range of the heait of Savannah, but General Hardee i 
claims we are four miles and a half distant. But I, myself, have been k 
to the intersection of the Charleston and Georgia Central railroads, and f 
the three-milepost is but a few yards beyond, within the line of our 
pickets. The enemy has no pickets outside of his fortified line, which | 
is a full (piarter of a mile Avithin the three-mile post, and I have the : 
evidence of Mr. It. It. Cuyler, i)resident of the Georgia Central Rail- 
road, who Avas a prisoner in our hands, that the mile posts are measured j 
from the Exchange, which is but two squares back from the river. But ; 
by to-morrow morning I Avill liave six 30-])ouuder Parrotts in posi- 
tion, and General Hardee Avill learn whetlier I am riglit or not. Fi’om 
the left of our line, which is on the Savannah River, tlie spires can be \ 
l)laiuly seen, but the country is so densely wooded with i)ine and live f 
oak, and lies so flat, that aa'c can see nothing from any otlier part of our i 
lines. General Slocum feels confident that he can make a successfid i 
assault at one or two points in front of the Twentieth Corps, and ; 
one or two in front of General Davis’ (Fourteenth) Corps. But all of ' 

General Howard’s troops, the Eight Wing, lie behind the Little Ogee- 
chee, and I doubt if it can be passed by troops in the face of an enemy ; 
still, we can make strong feints, and if I can get a sufficient number of 
boats I shall make a co-operative demon stration up Vernon Eiver or 
Wassaw Sound. I should like very much indeed to take Savannah 
before coining to you ; but, as I irrote to you before, I will do nothing 
rash or hasty, and will embark for the James Eiver as soon as General 
Easton, who has gone to Port Royal for that purpose, reports to me that 
he lias an approximate number of vessels for the transportation of the ^ 
contemplated force. 1 fear even this Avill cost more delay than you an- 
ticipate, for already the movement of our transports and the guii-boats 
has required more time than I had expected. We have had dense fogs, 
and there are more mud banks in the Ogeechee than Avere reported, and i 
there are no pilots whatever. Admiral Dahlgren promised to have the I ' 
channel bouyed and staked, but it is not done yet. W^e find only six I' 
feet water up to King’s Bridge at low tide, about ten up to the rice * 
mill, and sixteen to Fort McAllister. All these points may be used by 
us, and we have a good strong bridge across Ogeechee at King’s by ^ 
which our wagons can go to Fort McAllister, to which point I am send- 
iiig the wagons not absolutely necessary for daily use, the negroes 
prisoners of war, sick, &c., eii route for Port Eoya'l. " ' ’ • f 

In relation to Savannah, you Avill remark that General Hardee refers tliii 

to his still being in communication AA^ith his War Department. This pro

South Garolina shore— is inadequate to feed his army and the people of sio 

Savannah 5 for General Foster assures me that he has his force on that 
very road near the head of Broad Eiver, and that Ids guns command 
the railroad, so that cars no longer run between Charleston and SaAnn- 
nah. We hold this end of the Charleston railroad, and haA’'e destroyed 
it from the three-mile post back to the bridge — about tAA'^elA^e miles. In 
anficipation of leaying this country I am continuing the destruction of 
tJicii iniliOtids, cind <it tliis iiioinBiit IiojYC two divisions mid the Ctivnlry ^ 
at work breaking up the Gulf railroad from the Ogeechee to the Alta- ! 
hama; so that even if I do not take Savannah, I will leave it in a bad ]

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way. But I still hope tliat events will give me tiiiie to take Savannah, 
even if I have to assault with some loss. I am satisfied that unless we 
take it the gun-boats never Avill, for they can make no impression upon 
the batteries which guard every approach from the sea; and I have a 
faint belief that Avhen (lolonel Babcock reaches you you will delay 
operations long enough to enahle me to succeed. With Savannah in our 
possession at some future time, if not now, we can punish South Caro- 
lina as she deserves, and as thousands of people in Georgia hoped we 
would do, 1 do sincerely believe that the whole United States, North 
and Soutli, would rejoice to have this army turned loose on South Oar- 
olina to devastate tliat State, in the manner we have done in Georgia, 
and it would have a direct and immediate bearing on your cainpaign in 
Virginia.

Capiain. I have tlie honor to make the lollowiiig' special report of 
duty perJormed by me, which resulted iii opeuiug* (tommuiiicatioii with 
(jeueral bhermaii, iu Ogeechee Eiver: 

Oil the morning of tiie 12th instant I was ordered by you to accom- 
pany yoR <Pi board the (J. S. revejiue cutter JSTemaha, to'proceed with 
Oeneral h ester down the coast, to endeavor to ojien communication 
vuth O eneral bherman’s army if it approached the coast. We left Hil- 
ton llmid at 10.30 a,, m., and proceeded through the inland passage to 
P ort 1 luaHki. Here I obtained twelve signal rockets from the ordnance 
oJhcer of tlie fort by order of (leneral Foster. Not being able to obtain 
any information here we proceeded tlirough Lazaretto Creek into Was- 
saw bound. I closely examined the shore as we jiassed along for some 
indications of General Bherman’s ajiproach to the coast. Arrived at 
Al a,ssaw bound at 3 ]>. m. and proceeded outside. We arrived at Ossa- 
baw bound, where the U. b. steamer Flag was doing bloclcadiug duty 
at mouths of Ogeechee, Vernon, and Little Ogeechee Eivers. Here I 
was ordered by you to go on the Flag, and received instructions from 
(leiieral hosier to use every means in my power to find General bher- 
niaii, and to lecomioiter those different rivers closely, and to go up on 
the picket-boat, if one was sent out. I then proceeded on board the 
hlag \yith bergeant Hardy and Ihivate Smedes, and was introduced to 
(.aptajii Wilhamsra commanding, by Maj. J. F. Anderson, chief of 
staff to (Tcneral Foster. Captain Williamson promised to render me 
o\eiy assistance in his power, but had. no picket-boats to send out, but 
as s^oon as the tug Dandelion returned would let me have her to pro- 
ceed up the Ogeechee and Vernon Eivers. Finding I could do nothing 
that night in recouiioitering, I induced the captain to fire his heavy 
guns six times in rapid su(*cession, after which 1 threw up several 
lockets in rapid succession, and closely scanned the horizon inland for 
some answering signal. After waiting some time a faint shoot of light 
was seen to arise m the direction of the Ogeechee Eiver, but not being 
satisfied, I threw up two more at once, and again saw the response, but 
at so great a distance as to be almost indiscernible. It was then about 
3 a. in. of the 13th. instant. 

The tug having returned, I desired Captain Williamson to send me 
up, but as Admiral Dahlgren desired the pilot to go out over the bar, he 
wished me to wait until daylight. At S a. in. I went on board the tug 
i-)ti]Klciioii <iiid proceeded, up the Ogeeclice Kiver. looking* closely in 
every direction with my glass for some signal or sign of General Siier- 
nian’s army. _ We proceeded up the river to a point just out of range 
of: the rebel fort McAllister and the batteries on the opposite side of the 
Little Ogeechee Idver. Here the captain was afraid to proceed any 
farther on account of the cross-fire which the different forts could bring 
upon him; but desiring to recoiinoiter their position, I obtained the use 
of a small row-boat, and, accompanied by Sergeant Handy and Private 
bmedes, and four men to row, I proceeded up along the shore until I 
arrived nearly opposite Fort McAllister’s guns, and had passed the 
foits on the Little Ogeechee. Here I put the boat into a small creek, 
where we Avere concealed from the enemy by the high grass of the 
marsh. I then made a careful and close reconnaissance of the forts 
and the surrounding country. While so engaged I aatis Amry much 
surprised to find that AA'^e were not discovered by the enemy; but I soon 
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heard musketry as of skirmisliera advancing in tire woods above Fort 
McAllister, and soon a few heavy guns were fired from the fort inland. 
I then looked about and saw, about three miles northwest of where 
I was lying in the marsh, a flagRpon the toj) of an old rice mill, but 
there being no air stirring I was unable to make out ot what nature it 
was. 1 could then indistinctly see persons through a broken part of 
the roof, one of whom, taking hold of the end of the flag, drew its folds 
out so that I could see our own glorious Stars and Stripes. I then 
immediately returned to the boat and rowed back as rapidly as possible 
to the tug-boat. I then gave orders-for the tug to be moved up past an_ 
opening in the woods through which Fort McAllister had the range of 
the river. As soon as the anchor was got up the tug v as juit under 
full head of steam, and we ran the gauntlet of fire from Fort McAllister 
without any shot striking us. I could then distinctly see the rice mill, 
with the Stars and Stripes waving over it; and raising my white flag I 
had the general call made, and immediately an answering signal was 
made from the broken part of the roof. My first message was—

1 then returned to the obstructions Just below Fort McAllister and 
anchored, iind in a slnirt time a small boat was seen approaching, which 
was hailed. ‘ \\ hat boat is that The answering response came back : 

And the boat came alongside, and Generals yhernian and 
Howard came on board and were welcomed with tvdce three cheers by 
those on board. I then told General Sherman of General Foster’s eftbrts

After 
spending half an hour at the fort I returned to the tug and started 
^ down the rrm- with the dispatches for General Foster and Admiral

I then went aboard 
Creneral Foster, and had my party transferred from the 
tug to the F^emaha, the general’s flag-ship.

Tbe expedition, consisting of two companies from each regiment ot 
tlie brigade, with one wagon from eacli regiment and one wagum burn 
each brigade and division headquarters, numbering in all about iou 
men started from the camp of the One hundred and lirst Illinois \ ol- 
imteers aliout 7 a. m. this morning, and proceeded to Mouteith, where 1 
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(letaclicd a lieutenant and fifteen men to come back on the, road witli a 
wai^on sent for that i)urpose and feather up telegTaiih wire. The exim- 
dition then proceeded toward Eedoubt Eo. 1, on the route traveled by 
tlie Fourteenth Corps, 'and about 400 yards beyond the redoubt encoun- 
tered a rebel outpost, who fired into the advance and retrea,ted, and 
fired into them again as aa^b advanced -still farther. Making inquiries 
near mile iiost 10 I learned that the sweet potatoes had been carried 
a way on the preceding Friday by the reliels, aiiid learned that the rebels 
were encamped in considerable force betAveen mile posts 17 and 18. 1 

then turned off to the left, in the direction of the Middle Ground road, 
d(:‘signing to strike the road formerly traveled by the Twentieth Corps, 
but Avas encountered by a rebel picket on the first road that 1 come to, 
at Mrs. Davis’ plantation, and upon inquiring of her I learned that 
there was a body of 600 rebels within a mile of her house. 1 then turned 
to the left and reached the road we had gone out on, at Eedoubt No. 1, 
where, finding no prospect of forage, I returned to camp Avi thout further 
molestation. " 1 am glad to report that no one of the expedition Avas 
in jured, and that one prisoner Avas captured, Avhom I have delivered to 
the provost-marshal.

Mrs. Hodges stales that there wag a large quantity of provisions in 
Savannah when she left on the 3d of November. She knew of two 
Government stores on Broughton street, one over 150 feet and one 75 
feet^ the lower floor was filled Avith rice, hominy, meal, and bacon; 
there iras a great quantity. There was another store on Bay street, 
where provisions were sold to the people. There were a number of 
private stores filled AAuth provisions. She estimates that there is rice, 
hominy, and bacon enough to supply the present army and inhabitants 
at least tAVO Aveeks. The peoifle depended jTrincipally on the markets. 
The chief supidy came from the Albany and Gulf Eailroad. The citizens 
have mostly inivate supplies to a considerable amount. It might be 
that they could liold out for a month.

1 have also from the War Department a coDy 
of General Thomas’ dispatch, ji'iving account of the attack _on_ Hood 
on the 15th, Avhich was successful, but not complete, _1 a-wait lurtlier 
accounts with anxiety, as Thomas’ complete siu-cess is necessary t(> 
vindicate my ])hnis for this campaign; and 1 have no doubt that iii,\ 
calculations that Thomas had in hand (including A. J. Smith’s troops) a 
force large enough to whip Mood in a fair tight was correct. I approve 
of Thomas’ allowing’ Hood to come north tar eiiougli to enable him to 
coivcentrate his own men, though 1 wmiihl have ])reterred tha;t Hood 
.should IniAm been checked about Oohimbia. Still, it Thomas tollowed 
up Ids success of the 15th and gave Hood a good whaling, and is at 
this moment following him closely, the Avhole campaign in my division, 
will be even more perfect than the Atlanta caiupaign; for at thi.s end 
of the line I Inwe realised all 1 had reason to hope for, except in the 
release of our prisoners, which was simply an iinpos.sibility. 1 know 
you all must await with deep anxiety the full details ot the moveineiil.s 
of my immediate command, and in tinn? 1 will give theni witli full olii- 
cial minutia ; and, in order that yon may answer all inquiries, 1 Avill 
now endeavor to give you a brief outline. 

On the 10th of November I Avas at Kingston, and, having sent to 
Thomas at Nashville the Kourth and Twenty-third Corps, learned that 
A. J. Smith had reached Paducah with his two divisions; and, Jiaving’ 
also learned from General Thomas that he l('lt perfectly able to contend 
Avith Hood, then lying about Florence and Tuscnmbia, I gave tlfe tiiial 
signal to begin the Avork. Corse, at Koine, burned the bridges and all 
property that could be used by an enemy to our disadvantage and 
marched to Kiug.ston. 

On the 12th we moved to Allatoona, leaving the railroad north of 
tlie Etowah iintonched, on the tlieory that in a very short while 
it Avonld be to our interest to reoccupy the country as tar as the 
Etowah. On the 13th, 14th, and 15th Ave broke np the railroad 
from the Etowah to Atlanta, and by the night of the 15th, the whole 
array was in or around Atlanta, ready for the forward moAmmeiit. 
.Alarietta, Cassville, and Atlanta are destroyed in all respects, saA'O 
mere dwelling houses, and cannot be used to oiir prejiidici' ior three 
years. On the Kith all onr columns were in motion. Howard, Avith the 
Eifteeiith and Seventeenth Corps, moved southeast, by Jonesborongli 
and McDonough, in the direction of Eorsyth, crossing the Ocinulgee at 
Planters’ Mills, or the Seven Islands; thence by Ciinton to Gordon, 
the first objective point. He met Avitli no opposition Avliatev'er, aiuH 
reached it on the .seventh day, the one appointed. In the meantiine 
Kilpatrick, leaving Atlanta Avlien Howard did, swept round by Griffin 
and Forsyth, and made a feint on Macon, at that point drmiig the 
rebels inside their Avorks and recapturing two rilled guns, Avith equix>- 
ments complete, taken by them from Stoneman last sninraer. He then 
came up with Howard at Gordon, covering his rear. HoAV^ard broke 
up the railroad a short distance Avest of Gordon (ten or fifteen miles) ; 
and Avhile doing this jiosted Walcntt’s brigade at Griswoldville, on the 
railroad, Avith a regiment of caAmlry on either flank. The enemy sent 
out three brigades from Macon and attacked this force on the 22d of 
November, but Avere repulsed and severely punished. We buried 300 
of their dead on the field, and the total rebel loss is stated at over 
1,000, Avhile onr loss was less than 100 killed, wounded, and missing'.

Kilpatrick left Ijouisville Avith 
instructions to cover the rear of the cohunns moving doAvn the ])(min- 
sula, and also, if he got an opiiortunity, to attack and punish Wluielei', 
who had falsely claimed to have Avhipped and driven him back on his 
former expedition to Wayuesborougli. On the 4th of December Kil- 
])atrick attacked Wheeler’s Avhole force, aiuonnting, as Ave knoAv, to over 
<1,000 men, with live guns, at Thomas’ Station, on tlie railroad, four miles 
south of Wayuesborougli, and wliiiiiied him completely and Avidl, liroke 
his center, and droA^e him back in confusion through and beyond 
Waynesborough and across Erier Creek, four miles north of it, again 
and (‘omiilctely burned the railroad bridge across Brier Creek, and 
then returned leisurely to Alexander, and down the iieninsiila, eover- 
iiig our rear. It Avas evident tliat the only iioint on the peninsnhii 
between Ogeechee and SiiAoimiah lliviu’s Avliere the relx^ls could 
attenpit to make a. staml Avas at its narrowest point — from Ogeecliee 
Church (or Station 4.1) on the railroad to Sister’s Eerry on the SaAUiii- 
nah Elver, some twelve miles across. Here tlie ra,ilroad crosses the 
Jjittle Ogeechee Crindv, on Avhose ea,st hank Avere tliroAvn np some (uirth- 
Avorks coiiimauding the lividge over the creek, and they had also at 
considerable labor built more substantial Avorks across the railroad. 
But, on the morning’ of December d, when the skiniiisliers of the SeA'^on- 
teeiith Oor])S advanced to cross the creek, tliey found the Avorks 
deserted save liy a few ])iekets, who tied at one Auilley. Tlie movement 
of the Fifteenth Corps, doAAUi the Avest side of the Ogeechee, already 
beloAv this point, had left the rebels at Ogeechee Church uo alteruatiAUA 
but to run or be cut ciff in rear. From this point there was no further 
op])Ositioii until Avithin tAvelve or fourteen miles of Savannah, save 
iiieffeetunl attempts to delay ns by felling trees Avhere our road crossed 
creeks or sAvamps ; but in uo case did the obstructions cause serious 
delay — the Seveiiteeutli Corps losing but thirty minutes in all in. Avait- 
ing for tlH'ir reinova.1, and the Fourteenth Corps, having the most 
creeks, Ac., to cross, ami being most annoyed in tliis Avay, making, 
nevertheless, sixty miles in three days; the Fifteenth Corps, on the 
west side of Ogeecliee, met no opiiositioii or difficulty. 

On the 7tli of December oiir four heads of column were nearly on an 
eaiskaiid west line— Ceneral lIoAvard’s head(piarters being at Eden (or 
Station 2), nineteen miles from KSaAmnnah, on the railroad; the Beven- 
teeiith Corps tAvo miles east of that; and the TAventieth and Fourteenth 
nearly as far doAvn, At this point (Eden) IIoAvard crossed part of the 
Fifteenth Corps to east bank of the Ogeechee, with AAdiicii Corse pushed 
doAVii along the river, crossed tlie canal, and had a smart little encounter 
at a cross-roads east of the mouth of the Oaiimonchee, capturing one 
piece Of artillery and driving back the rebels to the Little Ogeechee 
Eiver, nortlieast of Station 1, on the Gulf railroad, where he brought 
np against the outer defense of the city in that direction.

J liad now for some days lield the three railroads leading out of Savaii- 
nali, and all other avenues of ap])roach wovst of the SaAmnnah [fiver, 
the only other avenue being the Union Cansewa;^, an old wagon road 
running from the east bank of the Savannah .River from the city np 
toward Hardeeville. To attempt to close this by extending our left 
across the river would have involved the risk of isolating the troojis 
across a deep river too wide for my pontoon train, and upon whi(*h tlie 
rebels had tyro gun-boats (one iron-clad) at the city wharf, with boats 
to throw their whole force ac'ross against them. I determined rather 
to close this avenue from my right Hank; and on the 19th again Aveiit 
down to the fleet and up with the admiral to Port Royal, where, on the 
2()th, I arranged Avith (leneral Foster and the admiral for immediately 
bringing round a sufficient force from the Ogeechee to unite with (lei'i- 
eral Poster’s troops, then lying at the head of Broad River for this (nir- 
pose. High winds and rough weatlier delayed my return from Port 
Royal, and before I had readied Fort McAllister, on tlie Avay back, a 
message met me from (leneral Howard that Hardee had evamiated the 
city in haste, and our troops had marched in without resistance thUit 
morning, the 21st. Two dajys more and the garrison would have been 
hemmed in completely; as it is, the campaign ends with tlie capture 
of this important city and minierous dependmit forts, including, as 
reported to me, 25,000 bales of cotton, at least 150 guns, nmny of tlieiii 
10-inch, immense ordnance stores, 13 locomotives, 190 cars, a pontoon 
train (boats), &c., and a population of about 20,000, including any 
quantity of negroes. We have also captured three more lioiits, one (if 
them a wociden gun-boat, the rebels having blown up their iron-clad 
Savannali, just below the city, on the night of the 21st. 

The iSavaiinah .River, though obstructed for the present to large 
vessels, is open for those drawing six or seven feet, and Avill, as soon as 
possible, be cleared for large vessels, thus opening the -way for one 
gun-boats almost, if not quite, to Augusta, and insuring tlie permaiieiit 
subdivision of the Confederacy by this line, AAuth a new base for oper- 
ations against Lee’s rear. 

I forbore to destroy the Ueorgia Central Railroad below Station 4A 
(say, forty- five miles from Savannab) on my way down, with a view to 
use the road ourselves that far after taking the city. After re(;eiviiig' 
(leneral Clrant’s dispatches, however, it ajApeared not impossible tlmb 
this army might be ordered to the James River by sea, without giving- 
time to insure the fall of Savannah, and I therefore destroyed the rail- 
road for fifteen miles back from the city. The whole number of miles of 
radroacl I have destroyed is about 2()5— about 60 miles on the (leorgia 
road, from Atlanta to Madison, and 140 miles on the Georgia Central Rail- 
road, from a point, say, ten miles w^est of Gordon to Savannah, as above, 
and about 50 miles out from Savannah on the Gulf railroad, and about 
In miles on the Charleston railroad. It would be some time before 
Jeff, Davis could restore the coiniiiunications so rudely interrupted, 
across the heart of his empire, even if we had no objections to make. 

You may have shared the concern on our acciount Avhichthe neAvspapers 
and our friends on the coast tell ns aauis felt in the States; you know 
by this time that any such anxieties AA^ere groundless. Tlie weather 
through our march AAms perfect, only two clays of rain from Atlanta to 
the outskirts of Savannah; the roads in line order; forage, pigs, poul- 
try, iind SAveet ^lotatoes first rate, and abundant; and the men and 
animals in better order when they reached here than when they started.

(lENiiRAL: Your letter of December IS is just received. 1 Ivel very 
g-ratilied at re(*eiviiig the haudsoine connneiidation you pay iiiy 
army, I. will, in general orders, convey to the officers and men the 
substance of your note. 1 am also gratified that you have modified 
your loriner orders, as 1 feared .that the transportation by sea would 
very much disturl) the unity and moi-ale of my army, now so perfect, 
the occupation ol Bavaniiah, Avhich 1 have lieretofore reported, com- 
pletes the first part of our game, and fulfills a great part of your 
insti-uctions, and I am now engaged in dismantling the rebel forts 
which bear upon tiie sea channels, and transferring the heavy ord- 
nance and ammunition to Fort Frdaski, where they can be more'easilv 
guarded than if left in the city. The rebel inner lines are well adapted • 
to our purpose, and, with slight modifications, can be held by a (jom- 
liaratively small force, and in about ten days I expeid to lie ready to 
sally forth again. 1 feel no doubt whatever as to our future plans; 1 
Imve thought them o\'er so long and Avell that they appear as clear as 
daylight. 1 left Angusta^ untouched on purpose, because now the enemy 
will be in doubt as to my objective point after crossing the Savan- 
it b(3 or 01i<irl68ton, Jiiid will Dtitiirfilly 

divide his forces. I will then move either on Branchville or Columbia, 
on any curved line that gives me the best sufiplies, breaking ni) in my 
course as much railroad as posvsible ; then, ignoring Charleston and Au- 
gusta botji, occupy Columbia and Oainden; pausing there long enough 
lo oliseive the effect I would strike for the Charleston and CVilmington 
Ivaihruid, somewhere between the kSantee and the Ca])e Fear River, iind 
if possible, communicate with the fleet under Admiral Dahlgren (whoin 
1 find a inost agreeable gentleman, in every way accommodating himself 
to our wishes and plans); then 1 would favor Wilmington, in tlie belief 
that Porter and Butler Avill fail in their present undertaking. Charles- 
ton is now a mere desolated Avreck, and is hardly worthy the time it 
V ould take to sf/ai \ e it out; still, I am aware that, historically and politi- 
cally,_niuch importance is attached to the place, and it may be that, apa/i't 
from its military importance, both’ you and the administration would 
pi ctci I should give it more attention, and it would be avcH for you to 
give me some geueial idea on that subject, as otherwise 1 irould treat 
it as 1 have expressed, as a point of little importance after all its rail- 
roads leading’ into the interior are destroyed or occupied by us. But 
on the hypothesis of ignoring. Charleston and taking Wilmington , I 
Avould then favor a movement direct on Raleigh. The" game is then up 
with Lee, unless he comes out of Richmond, avoids you, and finrlits me 
in Avhich event I should reckon on your being on his lieels. ’ 

JSTow that Hood is used up by Thomas, I feel disposed to bring the 
matter to an issue just as cpiick as possible. I feel confident that I can 
break up the ivhole railroad system of South Carolina and North Caro- 
lina, and be on the Ivoanoke, either at Raleigh or M^eldon, bv the time the 
spring fairly ojicns. And if you feel confident that you can vdiip Lee 
outside of his intrenchments, I feel equally confident that I can handle 
liim in the open country. One reason why I would ignore Charleston 
IS this, that I believe they will reduce the garrison to a small force, 
with plenty of provisions, and I know that the neck back of Charleston 
can be made impregnable to assault, and we will hardly have time for 
s.ege operations. I Avill huA’e to leave in BaA'annah a garrison, and, if 
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Thomas can sxjaro thoiu, 1 would like to nave all detaclimeiits, (‘onva- 
lescents, &c., belonging to these. four cori)s sent forward at once. I 
don’t wmnt to crij)])le Tdioni as, because 1 1 'egard his oj)eratious as all 
iinx)ortant, and I have ordered him to xnirsue Hood down into Alabama-, 
trusting to the country for snx)])lies. I reviewed one of my corps to-day, 
and shall continue to review the whole army. I don’t like to boast, but 
I believe this army lias a conlidence in itself that makes it almost in- 
vincible. I wi<sh you Avould run down and see us; it would liave a good 
effect, and would show to both armies tliat they are acting on a common 
Xdaii. The weather is now cool and pleasant, and the general health 
very good.

General: I had the pleasure to receive your two letters of the 10th 
and ISth instant to-day, and I teel-more than usually iiattered by the 
high encomiums you have passed on our recent campaign, which is 
now complete by the occupation of Savannah. Iain also very glad 
that General Grant has changed his mind about embarking my trooi>s 
for James Eiver, leaving me free to make the broad swath you describe 
through South and Horth Carolina, and still more gratified at the 
news from Thomas in Tennessee, because it fuliills my jilan, which con- 
templated his being fully able to dispose of Hood in case he ventured 
north of the Tennessee Eiver; so 1 think, on the whole, I can chuckle 
over Jeff. Davis’ disappointment in not turning my Atlanta caiiipaign 
into a Moscow disaster. I have just finished a long letter to General 
Grant, aiid have explained to him that avc are engaged in shifting our 
base from the Ogeechee over to the Savannah Eiver, dismantling all 
the forts made by the enemy to bear uiion the salt-water channels, and 
transferi'ing the heavy ordnance, &c., to Fort Pulaski and Hilton 
Head, and in remodelling the enemy’s interior lines to suit our future 
plans and purposes. I have also laid down the i)rogTamme of a cam- 
jiaign which I can make this winter, and put me in the spring on the 
Eoanoke, in direct communication with him on the James Eiver. In 
general terms, my plan is to turn over to General Foster the city of 
Savannah, and to sally forth, -with my army resupplied, cross tlio 
Savannah, feign on Charleston and Augusta, but strike between, 
breaking en route the Charle.ston and Augustai Eailroad, also a la.rge 
part of that from Branchville and Camden toward Horth Carolina, and 
then rapidly moving to some point of the railroad from Charleston to 
Wilmington, between the Santee and Cape Fear Eivers; then, commu- 
nicating with the fleet in the neighborhood of Georgetown, I would 
turn upon Wilmington or Charleston according to the importance of 
either. I rather prefer Wilmington, as a live place,. over Charleston, 
which is dead and unimportant when its railroad communications are 
broken. I take it for granted tlie present movement on Wilmington 
will feil, because I know that gun-boats cannot take a fort, and Butler 
lias not the force or tlie ability to take it. If I should (leterniine to 
take (Charleston I would turn across lire country, which I Imve hunted 
over many a time, from Santee to Mount Pleasant, tlirowing one wing 
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])rese]it with one, ami generally that one engaged in destroying railroads. 
This work of destriietion was performed better tlian usual, Ix'caiiso 
I laid an engineer regiment provided with claws to twist the bar's after 
being heated. Such bars can never be used again, and the only wa.y 
in which a railroad line can be reconstructed across Georgia will be to 
make a new road from Fairbiirn Station, twenty-tbiir miles southwest of' 
Atlanta, to Madison, a distance of 100 miles j and before that can be 
(lone I propose to be on the road from Angnsta to Charleston, which is4 
a continuation of the same. 1 felt somewhat disappointed at I lardiMd.s 
escape from me, but really am not to blame. I moved as (puck ji.s 
possible to close up the “Union Causeway,” but intervening obstaclt^s 
were smh that before 1 could get my troops on the road Hardee had 
slip|)ed out. Still, I know tliat the men that wereiii Savannah will be lost, 
in a measure, to .h^ff. Davis; for the Georgia troops, imd(ir G. W. Smitb, 
declared they would not light in South Carolina, and have gone, north 
<m route for Augusta, aud I have reason to believe the Nor tlr Caro- 
lina troops have gone to Wibnington— in other words, they are scat- 
tered. 1 have reason to believe that llcauregard was present iii 
Savannah at the time of its evacuation, and 1 tliink lie and Hai’dee auo 
now in (Jharlestoii, doubtless making preparations for what they know 
will be my next step. 

Please say to the President that I received his kind message through 
(kilonel Markland, and feel thankful for h i s high favor, 1 f I di sui >1 )oi 1 1 1 
him ill the future, it shall not be from want of zeal or love to the cause. 
Of you 1 expect a full and frank criticism of my ]ilan8 foi' the fut ure, 
which may enable me to correct errors before it is too late. 1 do nob 
wish to be rasli, but want to give my rebel friends no chance to accuse* 
us of want of enterprise or courage.

Captain: I have the honor most respectfully to report that nothing 
of importance has occniTed in this district since my last coinmunicatioii. 
Troops have evidently returned to James Island, and to other parts of 
the enemy’s lines. It is not known in -what numbers, as no refugees or 
deserters have come to our outposts. The enemy has employed during 
the past week large fatigue parties in completing and repairing his 
fortifications in our frontj he has been particularly busy on James and 
John’s Islands at those points upon which we advanced against them 
in July last. They are to be seen at work clearing the space in front 
of their works of brush and undergrowdh, and are also repairing the 
roads in their rear. The last official information which I have received 
in regard to the operations of our forces in other districts of the depart- 
ment is to the effect that Savannah was evacuated by the enemy on 
the 20th instant, and that the iron-clad Savannah intended to attempt 
to make her escape on the following night. I have given the necessary- 
orders for her reception should she succeed in running out and attempt 
to enter Charleston Harbor.

General: In accordance with your instructions, I have the honor to 
submit the accompanying rough sketch* of plan for the defense of this 
city. I have reduced the garrison to the lowest probable limit ; a smaller 
one would render it difficult to use any part of it for such offensive 
operations as might be desirable. The x)roj)osed line will be so close to 
the city that some of the buildings will have to be torn down, and in 
case of attack all parts of the city will be under artillery fire. Still, 
the presence of the women and children of the enemy within our lines 
will render such a fire extremely improbable ; and should it be decided 
by the enemy that they ought to bombard the city, all stores and other 
valuable property will be quite secure at or near the levee. It is pro- 
posed to hold Fort Jackson only because a temxiorary occuxiatiou of it 
by the enemy would cause us serious inconvenience; to destroy it 
would require much labor, and even then its site would remain, which 
would be as detrimental to our interests as the fort itself. Fort Boggs

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should be dismantled, aud so much of it as can give a tire upon the 
city should be destroyed, because, being an inclosed work, an enemy 
might efiect a lodgment and hold it for a limited time, much to our 
annoyance. All the remainder of the enemy’s old line, being open to 
the rear, can do us no injury, and can therefore stand as it is. It is a 
good line, but too extensive for any garrison that will probably be left 
in the city; it Avould require 15,000 men to man it completely. The 
accompanying sketch does not show the character of the works pro- 
posed, but merely the approximate position of the line. The line of 
works should consist of a system of detached redoubts, in defensive rela- 
tions, which could be connected by infantry parapet at our leisure.

The city of Savannah and surrounding country will be held as a 
military post and adapted to future military uses;' but as it contains a 
liopiilation of some 20,000 people who must be provided for, and as 
other citizens may come, it is proper to lay down certain general priii- 
cixiles that all within its military jurisdiction ]nay understand their 
relative duties and obligations. 

I. During war the inilitary is superior to civil authority, and where 
interests clash the civil must give way, yet where there is no coutlict 
every encouragement should be given to welfdisposed aud peace- 
tid iiiliabitants to resume their usual pursuits; families should be dis- 
turbed as little as possible in their residences, and tradesmen allo^ved 
the free use of their shops, tools, &o. ; churches, schools, and all places 
of amusement and recreation should be encouraged, and streets and 
roads made perfectly safe to persons in their pursuits. Passes should 
not be exacted within the line of outer pickets, but if any iierson shall 
abuse these privileges by communicating with the enemy, or doino- any 
act of hostility to the Government of the United States, he or she will 
be punished with the utmost rigor of the law. Commerce with the 
outer world will be resumed to an exteot commensurate with the 
interests of the citizens, governed by the restrictions and rules of 
tli0 a.r6H'Siiry r^6233/rtni6iit. 

XI. The chief quaiteimaster and commissary of the army may o'tve 
suitable employment to the people, white and black, or transport them 
to such points as they may choose where employment can be' had and 
may extend temporary relief, in the way of provisions and vacant houses, 
to the worthy and needy, until such time as they can help theinselyes’ 
they will select, first, the buildings for the necessary uses of the army’ 
next, a sufficient number of stores to be turned over to the TreasuAr 
agent for trade stores; all vacant store-houses or dwellings and ail 
buildings belonging to absent rebels will be construed aud used as 
United States until such times as their titles can be 
settled by the courts of the United States. 

• major and city council of Savannah will continue, aud exer- 

cise their functions as such, and will, in concert with the commanding 
officer of the post and the chief quartermaster, see that the fire com- 
panies are kept in organization, the streets cleaned and lighted, and 
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keep up a good understanding between tlie citizens and soldiers: they 
will ascertain, and report to the chief commissary of subsistence as soon 
as possible, the names and number of worthy families that need assist* 
ance and support- The mayor will forthwith give ijiiblio notice that 
the time has come when all must choose their course, viz.j to remain 
within our lines and conduct themselves as good citizens, or depart in 
peace. He will ascertain the names of all wlio choose to leave Savan- 
nah, and report their names a,nd residence to the chief quartermaster, 
that measures may be taken to transport them beyond the lines. 

IV. Hot more than two newspapers will be published in Savannah, 
and their editors and proprietors will be held to the strictest account- 
ability, and will be punished severely in j)ersou and property for any 
libelous publications, mischievous matter, premature news, exaggerated 
statements, or any comments whatever upon the acts of the constituted 
authorities 3 they Avill be held accountable even for such articles tliough 
copied from other papers.

They will also take measures to stop all foraging hereafter, as the (xov- 
ernment is amply iirepared to furnish full supplies. _ Fourth, only the 
regularly appointed officers of the res^iective administrative depart- 
ments are authorized to collect horses, mules, or subsistence sstoresj 
all others are forbidden to indulge in such operations.

General : I have the honor to inform you that everything in this 
department and at Savannah is progressing hivorably. General Sher- 
man is clearing his army of incumbrances, and getting ready for 
another move, ■which, with his present army, actuated by its sanguine 
spirit, will be resistless by any force that the rebels can collect this side 
of Kichmond. I am now having the guns at Fort McAllister dis- 
niounted and brought, with the carriages, &c., to Hilton Head; those 
in Forts Beaulieu and Eosedew, and i^erhaps one or two other batteries, 
will likewise be removed. General Sherman proposes to leave the city 
in my charge, with a division of his troops for present emergencies. As 
soon as possible I am to arrange the different workvS necessai’y to be 
held to secure Savannah, so as to be able to hold the city with my 
present force, with one or perhaps two brigades, the remainder of the 
division to rejoin his column as soon as arrangements to tliat effect can 
be completed. At the request of General- Sherman I have notiiied the 
Treasury agent that he can take possession of the cotton and forward 
it to Hew York. The negroes are being removed — those that are not 
able-bodied — as also women and children, to Beaufort, to be put on the 
plantations in that district. Of the able-bodied men, all, except a 
few hundred absolutely necessary in the quartermaster’s department, 
will be sent, agreeably to General Grant’s order, to City Point. I do 
not, however, expect this transfer of able-bodied men can be made 
before General Sherman’s army leaves, inasmuch as they are all now 
actively employed in loading and unloading steamers, and in other 
necessary work in Savannah. 

The people of Savannah are, in a measure, destitute, and will hawe 
to be supported, to a certain extent, until such time as the ordinary 
course of labor and of supplies is resumed in the - city. General 
Sherman has made excellent arrangements, by which the mayor, 
receiving captured rice and other rebel stores, can so distribute them 
as to meet all the immediate demands of the destitute. In a very short 
time the supplies which I can allow to enter the city by the inland 
route will meet the wants of the people. Such products as they have 
may also be exported by the same route without any new change in 
the Treasury regulations. Having this supply and trade under my 
own control I can restrict it to proper and safe limits. 

As far as can be judged the people feel a sense of relief in having their 
city occupied by the Union troops and being freed from rebel rule. As 
an evidence of this it is known that the mayor and council protested 
against General Hardee’s attempting to defend the city. Most of the 
citizens remain, and show no alarm, but, on the contra.ry, the utmost 
confidence in General Sherman and his troops. Several general officers 
left their wives in the city, Mrs. General G. W. Smith and Mrs. General 
Eobert H. Anderson among the number. Yesterday the different 
churches were opened and filled with people as usual. Ladies walk 
the streets without alarm. 

As to the enemy and his movements, it is reported by deserters that 
the few regiments of old troops, only five or six in number, have gone 
toward Charleston or Wilmington. All the militia, which constituted 
the main body of General Hardee’s force, have gone back into Georgia, 
and, it is reported, to concentrate at Augusta. The Georgia troops, 
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on leaving Savannah, evinced a determined reluctance to fight for South 
Carolina, or to remain within the borders of that vState. My forcje is 
still posted, controlling the railroad, but will shortly be moved, a i)oi- 
tion being returned to their original stations and the balance to batvan- 
nah. I would respectfully suggest that if there are any new regmneiits 
or colored regiments disposable at the North I can make them enective 
by placing them in garrisons, and by that means be enabled to relieve 
all of General Sherman’s veteran regiments. ^ i i 

The facilities in the way of transportation, &c., are now ample, ana i 
apprehend no difficulty in supplying General Sherman’s army up any 
of the rivers in South Carolina, should he, during the course of his 
march, require supplies of any kind. 

The health of the troops here is good, and all the wounded are doing

General: Before writing you definite instructions for the next cam- 
paign, 1 wanted to receive your answer to my letter written from Wasli- 
ingtou. Your confidence in being able to march up and join this army 
pleases me, and I believe it can be done. The efiect of such a campaign 
will bo to disorganize the South, and prevent the organization of new 
armies from their binken fragments. Hood is now retreating, with his 
army broken and demoralized. His loss in men has probably not been far 
from 20,000, besides deserters. If tune is given the fragments may b.e 
collected together and many of the deserters reassembled j if we can 
we should act to prevent this. Your spare army, as it were, moving as 
X)roposed, will do this. In addition to holding Savannah, it looks to 
me that an intrenched camp ought to be held on the railroad between 
Savannah and Charleston. Your movement toward Branch ville will 
lirobably enable Foster to reach this with his own force. This will 
give us a position in the South from which we can threaten the interior, 
without marching over long narrow causeways easily defended, as we 
have heretofore been comiielled to do. Gould not such a camp be estab- 
lished about Pocotaligo, or Coosawhatchie?. I have thought that Hood 
being so completely wiped out for present harm, I might bring A. J. 
Smith here with from 10,000 to 15,000 men. With this increase I could 
hold my lines and move out with a greater force than Lee has. It 
would compel Lee to retain all his present force in the defenses of 
Richmond, or abandon them entirely. This latter contingency is prob- 
ably the only danger to the easy success of your expedition. In the 
event you should meet Lee’s army, you would be compelled to beat it, or 
find the sea- coast. Of course I shall not let Lee’s army escai)e if I can 
help it, and will not let it go without following to the best of my ability. 
Without waiting further directions, tlien, you may make preparations 
to start on your northern exiiedition without delay. Break up the rail- 
roads in South and North Carolina, and join the armies operating 
against Richmond as soon as you can, I will leave out all suggestions 
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about the route you should take, kuowiiig that your information, gained 
daily in the progress of events, will be better than any that can be 
obtained now. It may not be possible for you to march to the rear of 
Petersburg, but failing in this you could strike either of the sea-coast 
ports in Forth Carolina held by us; troni there you could take ship- 
ping. It would be decidedly preferable, liowever, if you could inarch 
the whole distance. From the best information I have, you will find no 
difficulty in supplying your army until you cross the Eoanoke. From 
there here is but a few days’ march, and supplies could be collected 
south of the river to bring you through. I shall establish communica- 
tion with you there by steam-boat and gun-boat. By this means your 
wants can be partially supplied. I shall hope to hear from you soon, 
and to hear your plan and about the time of starting. Please instruct 
Foster to hold on to all the property caiitured in Savannah, and 
esjiecially the cotton. Do not turn it over to citizens or Treasury 
agents without orders of the War Department.

Commanding Military Firisio^i of the Mississippi : 

My Dear General : I send Captain Breese to communicate witli 
you, and tell you about matters and things in this (juarter. I congrcffc- 
ulate you on your success, which I knew was sure when you started 
I told the world you would be off Savannah on the 10th, aiid you were 
not far off on that day. I feel certain that you are in Savannah to-dav 
or will be there in a Aveek. When you have captured that place I invite 
you to add to your brow the laurels thrown away by General Butler 
after they were laid at his feet by the navy, and which neither he nor 
those with him had the courage to gather up. I felt sure that it would 
be so when we started on the expedition. We attacked Fort Fislier 
silenced it, blew it up, burned it out, and knocked it to pieces. An officer 
belonging to the small skirmishing party of twenty men sent out by tke 
force that landed on the beach went on the parapet of Fort Fisher and 
brought away the flag that we had shot down. A sergeant wenf, 
through the sally-port into the fort, and met there a rebel orderlv 
ready to mount a horse for the purpose of carrying a letter. He killed 
the orderly, searched his body, found the dispatch, mounted the horse 
and rode out of the fort. Another soldier went in and brouo’lit out a 
mule that was stowed away in a bomb-proof; another fired lifs musket 
at a crowd of cowering wretches stowed away in the bomb-proof. Eot- 
unthstauding all this General Butler decided not to attack Fort JFisher 
as the navy fire has not injured it as a defensive work !” Great h e-i 
ens! wJiat are ye coming to? Well, I think that Providence intended 
it to be so; and it rests with you to add new honors to your name 
already famous, notwithstanding the newspaper reporters This i4 
merely on jmur way to Eichmond. Take this place and you take riio 
creme de la creme of the rebellion. I leave to Captain Breese to tell 
, you all my views; and I do hope, my dear general, that you ivill second 
me here and let our people see the folly of employing such oenerals o s 
But er and Banks. I have tried them both, and Gofsave me from 
further coiiiiection with such generals. With you 1 feel sure of suc- 
cess, and shall bless the day when I shall once more see your esteemed 
self m our midst. A host of old friends are here to welcome you and 
show you the most magnificent naval fight you ever laid your eyes on 
I hope soon to see you here. I have much to tell you that will aston- 
ish you.

Savannah: 

My Dear General : I take the liberty of calling your attention, in 
■is private and friendly way, to a matter which may possibly hereafter 
'■ of more importance to you than either of us may now anticipate. 
Idle almost every one is praising your great march through Georg-in 
id the capture of Savannah, there is a certain class, having now great 
fluence ivith the President, and very probably anticipating still more 
■i a change of Cabinet, who are decidedly disposed to make a point 
against you — I mean in regard to Inevitable Sambo.” They say that 
you have manifested an almost criminal dislike to the negro, and that 
you are not willing to carry out the ivishes of the Government in regard 
to him, but repulse him ivith contempt. They say you might have 
^ brought with you to Savannah more than b0,l)00, thus stripping’ 
Georgia of that number of laborers and opening a road by which as 
many more could have escaped from their masters,- but that instead 
of this you drove them from your ranks, prevented them from folio Aving 
you by cutting the bridges in your rear, and thus caused the massacre 
of large numbers by Wheeler’.s cavalry. 

To those who know you as I do such accusations will pass as the idle 
winds, for we presume that you discouraged the negroes from following 
yousimply becauseyou had not the means of supporting them and feared 
they might seriously embarrass your march. But there are others, and 
among them some in high authority, v^ho think, or pretend to think, 
othenvise, and they are decidedly disposed to make a point against yon. 

I do not Avrite this to induce you to conciliate this class of men by- 
doing anything which you do not think right and proper and for the in- 
terest of the Government and the country, but simj)ly to call your 
attention to certain things which are vicAA^ed here someAvhat differently 
than from your staiidjioint. I Avill explain as briefly as possible; 
kSonie here think that, in view of the scarcity of labor in the South' 
and the probability that a part, at least, of the able-bodied slaves will be 
called into the military service of the rebels, it is of the greatest impor- 
tance to open outlets by aaEIcIi the slaves can escape into our lines, and,- 
they say, that the route you have passed over should be made the route 
of escape and Savannah the great place of refuge. These I know are the 
views of some of the leading men in the administration, and they now ex- 
press dissatisfaction that you did not carry them out in your great mid.

General: The steamer leaves with the mail this aftemoon at 5 
p. m. I write only to say that since my last to yon there is nothing- ot 
nnportaiice to commuiiicate. The city is perfectly qniet and orderly. 
Q appear to be making preparations to receive ns over in 

bonth Carolina. As soon as I can aocnmnlate a sufficient snrplns of 
lorage and provisions to load my wagons, I shall be ready to start. 
We hnd the Savannah Eiver more obstructed than we expected. It is 
hlled with crib-works loaded with paving stones, making mud islands, 
with narrow, tortuous, and difficult channels. All our stores have to He 
lightered up from the ship anchorage about Tybee. I have been 
eng-aged 111 reviewing my troops, and feel a just pride in .their flue 
soldierly condition and perfect equipment. I propose at once to make 
lodgments m South Carolina, about Port Eoyal, opposite this city, and 
up about Sister s Ferry. When all is ready I can feign at one or inore 
places and cross at the other, after which my movements will be gov- 
erned by those of the enemy, and such instructions as I may receive 
from Lieutenant-General Grant before starting. I do not think I 
can employ better strategy than 1 have hitherto done, namely, make a 
good ready and then move rapidly to my objective, avoiding a battle at 
points where I would be encumbered by wounded, but striking boldly 
and quickly when my objective is reached. I will give due heed and 
encourageinent to all peace movements, but conduct war as thou<di it 
could only terminate with the destruction of the enemy and the ocmiua 
tion of all his strategic points. The weather is fine, thraii cool 
bracing, and my experience in this latitude convinces me that I mav 
safely depend on two good months for field-work. I await vour“ id 
Geneial Giants answers to my proposed plan of operations before tak- 
ing any steps indicative of futime movements. I should like to recei v-t 
belore starting, the detachments left. behind in Tennessee belonffino to 
these four corps, and it would be eminently proper that GeiiS Fn?t^ ! 
should be re-enforcedby about 5,000 men, to enable him to hold SavinnaTi 
without calling upon me to leave him one of my old divisions wdiicli 
IS too valuable m the field to be left behind in garrison.

Sir : I am informed by Brevet Brigadier-G-eneral Easton, chief quax*- 
terin aster of General Sherman’s army, that the transportation of that 
army is now in better condition than he has ever seen it; “in fact, it is in 
first-rate order.” The animals, of which there are about 35,000 with tli e 
army, of which 12,000 are horses, eat rice straw, and will not suffer for 
long forage. He ashs that shipments of grain continue while the army 
remains a.t Savannah, and that a small shipment of hay be also con - 
tinned. I have ordered the daily shipment of hay. to be reduced one-half, 
i. c., to 100 tons. I inclose a copy of a letter* from General Sherman, 
which is interesting as giving some results of his late experience, and. 
which also bears testimony to the services of the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment, by which he says all his “ armies have been admirably supplied.^” 
General Sherman states that his experience shows that every part of 
the Southern country will support the animals of an army moviiif^ 
through it, if a judicious system of foraging is adopted, and that more 
animals are lost while tied to wagons of the trains of armies at rest 
than in the long and seemingly hard marches into the interior. His 
own ainiy is fully supplied with horsqs and mules, and he is of opinion, 
that he can continue to supply it in the South with all the animals 
needed dniing contemplated operations. He may possibly, in the course 
ol the spiing, need some heavy artillery horses, but has a full supply nt/

General: Your note inclosing Mr. Oolien’s of this date is recni.vo<l, 
and I answer frankly, through yon, his inquiries. 

First. Ho one can practice law as an attorney in the United Statens; 
Avithout aekuoTvdedging the supremacy of our GoA'crnnient. If 1 am 
not in error an attorney is as much an officer of the court as the clerk, 
and it would be a noA^el thing in a government to have a court to admin- 
ister law that denied the supremacy of the Government itself. 

Second. Ho one will be allowed the privileges of a merchant, or rath ex* 
to trade is a iirivilege which no one should seek of the Government, 
without, in like manner, acknowledging its sui)remacy. 

Third. 'If Mr. Cohen remains in Savannah as a denizien, his property, 
real and personal, will not be disturbed, unless its temporary use bo 
necessary for the military authorities of the city. The title to property 
AA’^ill not be disturbed, in any event, until adjudicated by the courts oF 
the United States. 

Fourth. If Mr. Cohen leaves Savanuali under my Special Orders, Ho. 
143, it is a public acknowledgment that he “adheres to the enemiks oF 
the United States,” and all his property becomes forfeited to the Unitecl 
States. But as a matter of favor he Avill be allowed to carry with him 
clothing and furniture for the use of himself, his family, and servants 
and will be transported, at our cost, Avithiu the enemy’s lines, but not; 
by Avay of Fort Eoyal. 

These rules will apply to all parties, and from them no exceptions Arill 
be made.

It was believed that Sliernian 
was moving with his main force on Augusta. I could, however, gain no L 
definite or reliable information respecting the movement of the enemy’s 
infantry. W^lieeler attacked the enemy’s cavalry at Clinton Sunday, ^ 
but gained no advantage and got no information. The same day Col- 
onel Crews drove the enemy from Griswold, but being re-enforced. Crews 
Avas ill turn driven from the place. Monday Wheeler advanced on Gris- 
wold and drove Kilpatrick, vdio retreated on Milledgeville. Believing 
Macon rvonld not be attacked, in which my principal o^fficers concurred, ^ 
I ordered General Smith’s entire force, and a part of Cobb’s, to move 
on Augusta via the Central railroad. This road was broken, but as 
far as heard from could be easily repaired.

General : Yours of tliis morning has been laid before the major- 
general commanding. lie directs me to say in reply that no answer * 
was made to the conimiinication referred to because lie supposed tliat 
you understood, from verbal statements, tliat it was impossible to give 
you the men or labor called for. The evils alluded to in connection 
with the present system of obtaining labor are patent, and have been 
made the subject of many communications to the Governor of this 
State and the Department at Eichmond. It seems, however, that they 
are beyond the control or correction of the major-general commanding. 

By reierence to the act of Congress authorizing the impressment of 
slaves you will observe that it can be done in such States as have leg- 
islated on the subject only under the State law, and as South Carolina 
has jirovided for this .subject her law must govern. By its terms the 
impressment can be made for thirty days only, and the slaves must be 
discharged at the expiration of that term. Tlie disregard of this pro- 
vision in some cases is regarded by Governor Bonham in his late mes- ^ 

sago as one of the main reasons to which he attributed the tailure in 1 

the execution of the law. He points out tlie evil arising from the .short 
term of service required, and asks the Legislature to correct them. It 
is to be hoped that this will be done. Under existing orders from de- 
jiartmeiit headquarters thecliief engineer has control of and is responsi- 
ble for the efficient working of these slaves. He was notified this morn- 
ing that 2,000 would be here during the day, and of that number as 
many as the exigencies of tlie service elsewhere allowed will be as- 
signed to your sub-district.

It becomes, 
then, absolutely necessary, to insure the success of Hood, either that 
you should send him two or more divisions, or that you at once threaten 
Missouri, in order to compel the enemy to recall the re-enforcements 
lic! is sending to General Thomas. I beg to urge upon you prompt and 
<lecislva action. The fate of tlie country may depend upon the result 
of Hood’s campaign in Tennessee. Sherman’s army has lately aban- 
doned Atlanta on a venturesome march across Georgia to the Atlantic 
coast about Savannah. His object is, besides the destruction of public 
and private property, probably to re-enforce Grant and compel Lee to 
aliandon Ilhjhniond. It is hoped that Sherman may be prevented from 
c.liec;ting his object, but should it be otherwise, the success of Hood in 
Tcmnessee and Kentucky would counterbalance the moral effect of the 
loss of Richmond. Hence the urgent necessity of either re-enforcing 
Hood or making a diversion in Missouri in his favor.

Lieutenant: Since receiving (xeiieral Wheeler’s order to report to 
General Cobb I have been operating in the rear of the left flank of the 
enemy; have been engaged several times, 1 followed Howard’s Bight 
Wing, consistingof Fifteenth and Seventeenth Corps, to near McIntyre’s, 
on Central railroad; then moved to Milledgeville, and crossed the 
Oconee; then by forced march crossed Ogeechee at Fenn’s Bridge. I 
have reason to believe the Fifteenth Corps crossed Oconee at Jackson’s 
Ferry, two miles above Central railroad bridge; the Seventeenth, at 
Ball’s F erry, six miles below the railroad. I struck the Twentieth Corps 
on Tuesday a mile and a half from Louisville, on the Fenn’s Bridge 
road; on Wednesday the Fourteenth Corps, two miles ami a. half from 
Louisyille, on Fatterson’s Bridge road, and three miles from Louisville, 
on Farmer’s Bridge road; and on yesterday had a very severe fight 
with a large cavalry force (part of Kilpatrick’s corps) nine miles from 
Louisville, on the Waynesborough road. I have lost many men and 
valuable officers, and I have captured some iirisoners; some I sent to 
Macon, some turned over to General Ferguson, with whom I have been 
co-operating, though not under his orders, he thinking it best for us to 
act independently, but close enough to suppoid ea(‘h other. A large 
force of cavalry and at least two divisions of infantry, scouts report, 
left Louisville yesterday morning. The infantry en cameled on the 
place of Mrs. Ketherland, some thirteen miles from Louisville. I think 
the main force of Slocum have iiassed down the two Savannah roads — 
the one to Birdville, the other near the railroad. If I do not receive 
orders to-night I will move to the Waynesborough road, thence to the 
Birdville road. I have not definite information of your lieadquarters.

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Oil the 16tli of November, wlien about leaving Tuscumbia, Ala., on a 
tour of inspection to Oorintb, Miss., 1 was informed by General Hood o± • 
tbe report just received by him tliat Slierman would probably move irom 
Atlanta into Georgia. I instructed him at once to repeat liis orders to 
General Wheeler to watch closely Sherman’s movements, and should 
he move as reported, to attack and harass him at all tavorable points. 

I telegraphed to Lieutenant-General Taylor, at Selma, Ala., to call on 
Governor Watts, of Alabama, and Governor Clark, oi Mississii)X)i> for 
all the State troops that they' could furnish, and with all the available 
movable forces of his deipartment to keep himself in readiness to move 
at a moment’s notice to the assistance of Ma<j. Gens. Howell Cobb 
and G. W. Smith, who were then at or about Griffin, Ga., threatening 
Atlanta. I also telegraphed to General Cobb to call upon Governor 
Brown, of Georgia, and Governor Bonham, of South Carolina, for all 
the State troops''that could be collected. I made all necessary prepa- 
rations to repair forthwith to Georgia in the eAmnt of Sherman’s execut- 
ing his reported movement. 

-On my arrival at Corinth, on the 18th of November, having been in- 
formed that Sherman had commenced his movement, I issued all neces- 
sary orders to meet the emergency, including an order to General Hood 
to send one division of cavalry (Jackson’s) to re-enforce Wheeler, but this 
order was suspended by him, his objection being that Ins cavalry could 
not be reduced without endangering the success of his camx)aign in 
Tennessee, and that General Wheeler already had thirteen brigades 
under his command. I lliially instructed him to send only one brigade, 
if he coiitemi)lated taking the offensive at once, as had filready been 
decided upon. I then left Corinth for Macon, where I arrived on 
24th of November. 

1 did not countermand the campaign into Tennessee to imrsue Sher- 
man Avith Hood’s army for the following reasons : 

Hirst. The roads and creeks from the Tennessee to the Coosa Kivers 
across Sand and Lookout Mountains had been, by the prevailing heavy 
rains, rendered almost impassable to artillery and wagon trains. 

Second. General Sherman, with an army better appointed, had already 
the start of about 275 miles, on comparatively good roads. The trinis- 
fer of Hood’s army into Georgia could not have been more expeditious 
by railway than by marching through the country, on account of the 
delays unavoidably resulting from the conditioni of the railroads. 

Third. To p)ursue Sherman • the passage of the Army of Tennessee 
would necessarily have been over roads Avith all the bridges destroyed, 
and through a devastated country, affording no subsistence or forage, 
and, moreover, it was feared that a retrograde movement on our part 
Avould seriously deplete the army by desertions. 

Hourth. To have sent off the most or the Avhole of the Army of Ten- 
nessee in xmrsuit of Sherman would have opened to Thomas’ forces the 
richest portion of the State of Alabama, and Avould have made nearly 
certain the cax)ture of Montgomery, Selma, and Mobile, Avithout insuring 
the defeat of Sherman. 

Fifth. Ill October last, when passing through Georgia to assume com- 
mand of the MilitaAy Division of the West, I Avas informed by Governor 
Brown that he could probably-raise, in case of necessity, about 6,000 
men, which I supposed might be doubled in a levy en masse. General 
Cobb informed me, at the same time, that at Augusta, Macon, and 
Columbus he had about6,500 local troojis, and that hehoxied shortly to 
have collected at his reserve and convalescent camps near Macon 2,500 
more. Of these 9,000 men he Supposed about one-half, or 5,000, could 
be made available as movable troops for an emergency.

Dispatch of the 18th received. The enemy is concentrating before 
Wilmington, and the indications are that it will be speedily attacked. 
Grant has been re-enforced from Sheridan’s army, and, so far as knoAvn, 
has not detached any iiortion of his troops. This sufdciently shows 
the impracticability of complying with your request for Hoke’s and 
Johnson’s divisions. You will be able to judge better than myself, 
should the necessity arise for the evacuation of Savannah, or of 
Charleston, and wdli realize the propriety of postponing such action as 
long as the safety of the army will permit. In the meantime it is 
proper that whatever is not needed for the defense of either should be 
removed to places of greater safety. Non-combatants and all mov- 
able property should be sent away as promptly as possible. Should it 
be necessary to evacuate Savannah it is suggested that by massing 
principal part of your force so as to threaten route to Oharleston its 
defense as well as communication with Augusta may be maintained, 
and the final withdrawal from Oharleston secured if it should become 
necessary.

General: I am directed by the general commanding to forward to 
you the accompanying memorandum of orders, which he wishes you to 
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issue iiiiinediately after tlie evacuation of Savaunali. Tliey are designed 
to carry out his views as to the best disxoositiou of trooj^s under your 
command for the defense of Charleston and the State of South Caro- 
lina generally, Savannah being in the possession of the enemy. 

Mai. ^^^en. G. W. Smith’s command ’(about 2,000 men) being sent to 
Augusta, will leave of the troops coming from Savannah about 6,500, 
which, added to those under the immediate command of Maj. Gen. 
Sam. Jones, on the line of the Savannah and Charleston Bailroad (say 
about 5,500, exclusive of those in and around Charleston), makes 
about 12,000 troops. Of these he thinks there should be about 2,500 
to guard the left bank of the Combahee, with about 1,000 in reserve 
at a central point between the Combahee and Asliej^oo j about 3,500 
in the Fourth Sub-District, with about 1,000 of them in reserve at 
or near Adams’ Bun and Green Pond, and about 5,000 in the Second 
and Third Sub-Districts, in addition to those already there. The cav- 
alry guarding the left (or coast) flank and the front and right flanks 
may, of course, be used to sui)portthe troops to which they are nearest. 
The orders indicated in the accompanying memorandum will make 
a distribution approximating as nearly to those numbers as circum- 
stances will permit. In carrying them out it will be necessary that you 
should send iDromiitly the troops carried to Hardeeville by Brigadier- 
General Taliaferro to rejoin their respective brigades, and the detached 
companies or battalions of South Carolina reserves and militia to report 
to Brigadier- General Chesnut, at Grahamville, and the companies of the 
Third South Carolina Cavalry, under Colonel Colcock, to unite with 
those now in front of Grahamville and near Coosawhatchie and Poco- 
taligo and Kirk’s squadron, together with the section of horse artillery 
attached to the Third South Carolina Cavalry. Endeavor to bring 
and keep together, as far as practicable, the troops of the same organi- 
zation.

Several lines of defense have been selected from the Savannah Biver 
toward Charleston, already more or less fortified. The necessary re- 
connaissances and deferivsive works to coiniflete the system have been 
ordered, and should the enemy give us time it is hoped that his advance 
on Charleston from that direction will be much retarded, if not alto- 
gether jirevented. Those defensive lines are — first, tlie Combahee to 
Barnwell Court-House; second, the Ashepoo; third, the Edisto; fourth, 
the Edisto and Ashley. It is not considered advisable to adopt the 
flanking xiosition recommended by the President in his telegram of the 
20th instant, as it could not be carried into effect, with our small force, 
without abandoning entirely tbe sea-coast line. This would enable 
the enemy to Charleston from John’s Island, or even James 

Island, Avith a sea base almost immediately in his rear.

Organic law, as well as the enactments of this Confederacy, warrant 
the commanding general of an army defending a country to impress 
subsistence necessary for his troops, and General Beauregard has the 
T)ower to enforce the impressments made by his order, and it is to be 
inferred, under present circumstances, that he has the good will of the 
people generally to aid him. The country his army is depending on is 
iilentiful compared with Virginia, where General Lee’s army is ojiera- 
ting, and the latter can get nothing except from the collections of this 
bureau; but the officers of this bureau can no longer impress, because 
they have no power to enforce it, and the people will not surrender 
their stores. Virginia is ravaged and drained, and General Lee’s army 
must be supplied from the Oarolinas by what the bureau officers can 
collect. Eeceiitly General Beauregard required the chief commissary 
of subsistence to furnish 15,000 men with sixty days’ rations, and the 
order to assist in suiiplying Virginia was stated by the chief commissary 
of subsistence to be impossible. He was directed to send on what had 
been ordered for here, which would still have left General Beauregard’s 
army in far better condition than was or is General Lee’s. General 
Beauregard can exercise his legal powers to supply his army. The cir- 
cumstances have arisen for which the law was made.

there «ball be organized a force consisting of male slaves between the

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State agent, and whatever number greater than ten shall be so pre- 
scribed as a divisor to make the apportionment of no fractions of slaves 
either below or above such, number selected as a divisor shall be con- 
sidered or taken into the aiiportionmeut unless it is at least one-fifth 
or more of such divisor, and in such case the fraction of one-fifth shall 
betaken by requiring the party owning' it to furnish one hand for two 
months, wdth the same right of substitution as in case of whole num- 
bers, and the same rule as to fractions shall be observed when the 
number ten is used as the divisor in making the apportionment. 

Seo. II. It shall be the duty of His Excellency the Governor to 
appoint a State agent, such agent to be selected from the class ot per- 
sons not liable to conscription in the Confederate military service, if 
the services of a suitable agent can be secured Iroin said class, who 
shall receive for his services the pay of a lieutenant-^colonel of infantry,' 
as allowed by the Confederate Government, during his employment, to 
be xJaid to him monthly by the State. 

_ Sec. III. That it shall be the duty of the State agent aforesaid, imme- 
diately on the reception of any order from His Excellency the Governor, 
to make imxmessment of slaves under this act, to extend such order to 
the sheriffs of the several judicial districts of the State, whose duty it 
shall bo to execute the same in their respective districts, and it shall be 
the duty of the commissioners of roads andthe authorities ofincorporated 
cities, towns, and villages, and such other iiersou or persons as the State 
agent may appoint, to furnish to the sheriffs of their respective districts 
within thirty days after the passage of this act a full and correct 
return of all male slaves liable to road duty within their respective 
jurisdictions, which returns shall be based on the statements furnished 
by the owners of such slaves, sworn to in writing, such statements to be 
returned to the secretary of the board of commissioners of roads, and 
by them kept on file; and it shall be the duty of the said sheriffs, upon 
being notified by the said State agent of any order for the imxiressment 
of slaves as aforesaid, thirty days before the summons, all owners liable 
tinder such order to turnish slaves to have the slaves so liable at the 
respective depots and at the proper time, giving ten days’ notice thereof 
to the owners for transportation to the j)lace of labor as maybe directed 
by said order; and the said sheriffs shall in their respective districts, 
with the assistance of a respectable loyal citizen, to be chosen by the 
owner of each slave, if he will, and if not, by the sheriff, appraise said 
slaves on their delivery at said depots, and in case of their disagree- 
ment they shall select a third citizen of like qualification, whose decision 
shall be final, and give receipts to the owners for them, specifying in 
said receipts the names of the slaves, the valuation put ux)on them, and 
terai of service for which they are impressed, a duplicate of which re- 
ceipts shall also be furnished by the several sheriffs to the State agent; 
and if iijpon the day and at the place so notified any owner of slaves so 
liifyle shall fail to have them in readiness, then the sheriffs of tlie dis- 
trict where such owner resides shall immediately arrest such slaves, 
and the cost of such arrests, subsistence of slaves, and transxiortation 
to be paid by the defaulting owner, and to be taxed and collected as 
other costs now are by law, and when there is such default,, failure, or 
refusal to send slaves, after due summons to the owners by the sheriff, 
the slaves of such defaulters shall labor and serve on the military de- 
fenses for twice the period of time sjiecified in the call made by the 
Governor, provided that the slaves thus furnished shall not be detailed 
for any other service than such work as is intimately connected with 
the defense of this State. 
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hEC. IV. That the State agent may, with the consent of the Governor, 
|>|K)iut such other sub-agents as may be found necessary and proper to 
t lie execution ot the provisions of this act. But in no case shall he 
lijjipoint any iierson as such agent who is liable to conscription in the 
^ oiiledeiate seivice and jihysically able for active service in the army. 

Ii agents shall be paid by the State eight dollars per day for their 
rtiTvices at the end of each month. 

Hec. Y. The respective sheriffs for their services rendered under the 
Eiroyisions of this act shall be paid by the State eight dollars per day 
^vialst actually engaged in the discharge of said duties, besides their 
for arrests and fees for dieting prisoners so arrested in pursuance 
t ijcnuif, which latter shall be jiaid by the owners of said iirisoners.

liis Excellency President Davis : 

My Dear Sir: The accidental circumstance of the delay of Colonel 
Buist’s departure for Eichmond enables me to send this note by him. 
Generah Preston having informed me that you had been unwell, to- 
gether With the many matters now' pressing upon you, induce me to 
confine myself at this time to a few brief suggestions. The fall of 
Savannah has, of course, very much affected the people of this State. 
The question which naturally presents itself is, Avhy the force 'which 
penetrated Georgia cannot penetrate South Carolina. And at this 
moment it is not an unwillingness to oppose the enemy, but a chilling 
apprehension of the Intility of doing so, w'hich affects the people. 1 am 
endeavoring, and 1 Avill remove that cliill and disjiel that apprehension: 
but upon yon must I rely for that material aid which will assist the 
jieople of the Sta;te to make g'ood their determined opposition. As 
rapidly as it can be done I am reorganizing the militia: its effective 
lorce I cannot yet estimate — I hope larger than has been supposed. If 
j oil w^ll send us aid (although for the moment it falls short of effectual 
aid)_, if it be that aid wiiich now foreshadow^s other aid to come, that 
spirit can be vitalized which when aroused to a certain extent supplies 
the place of numbers, and is of itself strength. 
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Of any tee wliicli you may send I am very anxi(His tliat tlie brigade 
ot General Conner, a part of General Kersliaw’s division, slumld be a 
partof it, and sent as soon as possible. I would be miicli rejoiced if 
General Kersliaw with liis division could be spared to us. But if tliat 
IS not practicable I greatly desire tlie brigade of General Conner. The 
pre 8 en(‘,e ot General Conner with bis brigude would greatly tend to in- 
spire confidence and excite hope. 

You, of course, are mucli better informed of tlie number of troops 
on our coast and in tlie city ol Cbarleston than I am. You are also 
aware of the necessities at other points wbicb may control you: but 
it is considered that tlie torce on the coast is not sufficient to make 
enectual resistance to General Sbernian. If tliat is so. Charleston falls • 
d Charleston falls, Eichmond follows. Eichmond may fall and Charles’ 
ton be saved, but Eicliniond cannot be saved if Charleston falls. If now 
I iirge upon you the concentration of all available strengtli for the 
defense of Charleston I will be acquitted of all selfish consideration 
wlien I venture to remind you that two years ago, wffien it seemed as if 
then a necessity was about to arise in which you would be forced to 
decide between Charleston and Eichmond, I gave you then the assur- 
ance cd my support, however feeble, in sustaining you in the destruc- 
tion of Charleston if it would accomplish the end we then desired. 
Eow, however, I presume that, as between these places, there is no 
doubt that, if unable to save both. Charleston is that which from every 
consideration we must prefer to save. To save it Ave must have troops. 
It IS 111 this connection that I must bring also to your attention the vital 
consequence of attending at once to Brancliville as a place to be forti- 
fied and to which, troops should be sent. Its strategic importance I am 
sure IS too manifest to require from me any urgency in bringing it to 
your notice. There are no wmrks there whicli are of the slightest con- 
sequence. I understand surveys are now making; it is difficult to 
understand why they AA^re not made before this time. You Avill not 
understand from this that I wish to indulge in censure or criticism, but 
to indicate to you that a position of the utmost consequence is not pre- 
jiared for resistance to the attempt AAdiich may be reasonably supposed 
Will be made to possess it. If that attempt should be successful our 
future will be greatly clouded. 

In view of these difficulties I must freely confer with you as to the 
expediency of adding the services of such State officers as are connected 
wuth the State government to tliose Avhich the engineer officers of the 
Oonfederate Government may be now endeavoring to render. I am 
sure that, with the spirit AAdiich prompts me and them, there cannot be 
conflict or confusion, and that great success AAullbe gained Avdiich results 
from united action. In this connection also suffer me to make another 
suggestion. The number of detailed men in the State is considerable, 
it has been supposed that they are not liable to militia duty. It mat- 
ters little how that may be, except in this respect ; that their absence 
ffiom all appearance of military service by so much diminishes the in- 
fluences with which I am now attempting to quicken and excite our 
people not only to effective resistance, but to that confidence in the suc- 
cess of that resistance AAiiich will assist me in my efforts and sustain 
them 111 their conduct. If when the militia Avas paraded and inspected 
the detailed men Avere also to be paraded, I am quite sure of the effect. 
It would be no interference with the command of them by Confederate 
officers ; it would not interfere with their business, for it would not occur 
more than once or twice, and then only for a few hours, and the effect 
AA'ould be, I am sure, beneficial. 
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These .suggestions I make to you with the conviction that 3^311 will 
assist me iireveiy way to develop now all of our resources to aid 3U)U 
ill the task that is before you and us. There are other matters coii- 
ceriiiiig which I wall at an early day communicate with 3''0U.

Aide-de-Gamp : 

Lieutenant: General Wheeler told me verbally two day.s ago that 
he wished me to take charge of and picket the line between Union 
Creek and Rew River bridge, and that he would send me, in addition 
to my present force, 400 cavalry to perform the duty. Colonel Pointer’s 
regiment, of Allen’s brigade, has reported to me, but not the Second 
Tennessee. General Alien left without telling me what portion of the 
line was being picketed by his command. 1 was under the impression 
that he was covering the river between Izard’s and Screven’s PeiT3", 
but I have just received a note from General Young asking me to moAm 
the left of my line down to Huger’s place, as he was picketing six miles 
wdth only fifty men. What force is now iiicketing the line between 
Screven’s Feriy and New River bridged Please give me all the infor- 
mation 3^)11 can relative to the manner in which the line from Izard’s 
to New River bridge is being picketed. I would also respectfully 
request a written order defining exactly the duty I am to perform and 
when I am to commence performing it. I Avould also like to be informed 
Avhat quartermaster at Hardeeville my division quartermaster is to call 
on for corn. Colonel Pointer has reported to me, and has not a single 
wagon. Hoav can he subsist his men and horses? Everything for 
them must come from HardeeAulle, and it is absolutely necessary that 
he should have AAmgons. I am depending entirely on the major-general 
commanding to assist me in getting corn for my animals; without 
liis prompt assistance they must suffer. I have ordered Colonel White 
to extend his line to Clydesdale Creek, and Colonel Pointer to cover 
the line from Clydesdale Creek to Screven’s Ferry. Beyond this I 
liaA^e and shall do nothing until I hear from the major-general com- 
manding and until the Second Tennessee reports. My horses have had 
no corn for four or five days. Colonel Pointer told me this morning 
that several horses had already died from eating rice. Please urge 
upon the general the urgent necessity of supplying my command imme- 
diately Avith corn.

In the upper iiortion of the State I have some cavalry commands, 
CO inclosed iii’GHJipally of militia and deserters and absentees, organized 
under the authority of General Hood while that section of the State 
was in the occupancy of the enemy. The strength of these commands 
J do not know, {IS they have not yet reported to me, as I have required 
tliein to do. When purged of the men who belong to the Confederate 
servKJc 1 supiiose the various organizations will be about 1,200 strong, 
tiiid it was with this force, with such aid as I could give from the 
reserve iirtillery, that I proposed to drive the enemy from Dalton. I 
state these facts, and inclose a copy of my general order in reference to 
these troops, tliat you may be informed of the condition the State is in 
in ;i military point of view. 

About 1,()00 men, composed of Colonel Hood’s cavalry and a portion 
of the militia, under General McKay, were at the Altamaha bridge, on 
the bavannah and Gulf Railroad, at my last advices, on the 19th 
instant. All the militia that were fit for field service were sent forward 
to Saviiimah from this point, and the remainder, composed of old men 
unable to do field duty, were organized and furloughed by Governor 
Brown until furtlier orders. 

The information from the Army of Tennessee, which I gather from 
the papers, and the dispatch 1 forward to you' to-day from Colonel 
Brent containing the curious inquiry of General S. D. Lee, cause appre- 
hensions of serious disasters in that quarter. I am more and more per- 
suaded of the vital imiiortance of increasing our army by the volunteer 
principle of wliich I have spoken so freely to you. The number of men 
whoui it seems impossible to obtain by conscription, but who could be 
got in the way I have proposed, would greatly increase our army. 

1 should add that General Hood has called for all the arms and 
ammunition at this place to be forwarded to him, which has been done, 
reserving a very small portion of each.

General Orders, i Hdqrs. Ga. Bes. and Mil. Dist. op Ga., 

No. 30. I Ilacon, Ga., Deaemher 7, 1861. 

I. The following military organizations, raised under the authority of 
Governor Brown, and afterward received into the Confederate service 
by General J. B. Hood — to wit, the regiment commanded by Colonel 
Pindlay, the battalions commanded by Majors Beall, Murkinson, Gra- 
ham, McOallum, and Ledford, and the battalion lately commanded by 
Lieiiteiiaiit-Oolonel Glenn, of Pickens County (whose commission was 
revoked because he was reported to Governor Brown as a deserter), 
under the person who may have been elected to command it — will be 
maintained for sixty days from date in discharge of such duties as they 
may be called upon to perform. 

II. After the expiration of the sixty days all men between the ages 
of eighteen and forty- live subject to conscription will report to the 
proper enrolling officer for assignment to the army in the field; those 
liable either to militia duty or to service in the reserves will remain in 
the iiresent organizations. 

III. All persons now in these organizations absent without leave from 
the Confederate Army will return promptly to their commands with 
the assurance that their cases will be recommended to the most favor- 
able consideration of their respective commanding generals, in view of 
the services rendered by them in these organizations; and to carry out 
this object the officers under whom they have been serving will furnish 
each one with a statement of his services. After this opportunity fur- 
ther indulgence to absentees will not be granted. 

IV. The officers in command of these organizations are enjoined to 
be vigilant in the arrest of all deserters and absentees, and will forward 
them without delay to the conscript camp at this place.

Detailed and confidential instructions should be given as to tlie 
spiking, by means of rat-tail files, all heavy guns and such others as 
cannot be moved; for disabling carriages, chassis, and batteries. 

Second.' That the infantry and cavalry of your command be organized 
forthwith into brigades and divisions, under good commanders; that all 
the troops be supplied with knapsacks, haversacks, canteens, blankets, 
and shoes, and that ample transportation be supplied, as also aminuiii- 
tioii for small-arms and light batteries. 

Third. That all light batteries be organized into battalions of tlu’oe 
batteries each, one battalion being attached to each division, the others 
in reserve, under the chief of artillery.

Seadquarters Armies of the Confederate Stales : 

Dear General: The loss of Savannah I presume you anticipated, 
I felt convinced mj-self it could not be held, immediately upon my 
arrival and learning that no re-euforceinents could bo expected, 

I presume you have been mortilied to hear the complaints and charges 
which have been made agabist my command. The iirst charge wsis 
that my command straggled. This is partially true, but the great 
cause was the issuing of an illegal order by General T^iylor directing 
General Clanton to organize all absentees from the army into ninety-days’ 
regiments. This order aa^is, of course, abused, as all illegal orders 
generally are, and his officers enlisted men directly from my i-anlvs, and 
this nearly ruined one brigade and had a. bad effect upon my entire 
command! After such action on his part he Avms so unkind as to heap 
upon me abuse for the very thing which he (General Taylor) has caused. 
Of course there Avas other apparent straggling, always incident to rapid 
movement while Avatching or engaging an enemy. 

With regard to horse stealing, all was cliarged to me, Achile the facts 
are as follows: My coinniand captured a great number of horses from 
the enemy which AAmre the property of citizens. All of these liorses are 
being restored to their OAvners as rapidly as lAOSsible. As the enemy 
advanced I sent officers on in advance to advise citizens to take oif 
their horses and mules. When this duty Avas neglected I had details 
drive them off and thus saAmd them from the enemy. This stock has 
been or is being returned to the oAvners Avhen it is possible to do so. 
Ton have no doubt heard that I burnt mills after the enemy had 
passed. This is false. In my anxiety to save prox)erty I placed guards 
at mills, directing them to remain until the enemy drove them off, .and 
only to fire the mill when they saw it was impossible to remain any 
longer. 

I liaAm positive lAroof that the country swarmed witli organized parties 
who do not and neAmr did belong to my command. Most of these parties 
were acting under orders from Governor Brown, but in all their steal- 
ing they claimed to belong to Wheeler’s caA^alry. I now have the names 
of sixteen organized parties Avho steal on my credit. I haAm now run 
them off, and the difficulty has ceased. Captain Conway, ayIio acted so 
badly, is not and neAmr Avas in my command. He Avas acting under 
orders from Maj. Korman W. Smith. 

I make all these explanations to you as 1 feel grateful for tlie kind- 
ness you haAm shown me on so many occasions, and I knew you Avould 
regret to see me neglectful. I liaAm made tAAm AA’^ritten. applications for 
a board of officers of rank and standing to investigate the entire matter 
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and i‘ei)orfc the [‘acts. The world is getting worse and worse every day. 
It is astonishing what false representations are made by some ])arties. 
I beg, if any rei)resentations are made regarding my command, they 
will be referr<‘d to me and not allowed to rest until I am held aecomit- 
abh' or am able to prove the charges incorrect. 

We were all much sho(;ked at hearing of the President’s death, but 
were niucli relieved this morning to hear that the report Avas incorrect. 

I liope Hood will meet with success in Tennessee, but j’eports indicate 
that we may be disappointed.

The brave officers and men who for three years have fought 
with me in this sacred cause, facing every danger and enduring every 
hardship, are not guilty of horse-stealing and destroying property. 
Foul aspersions have been thrown uj)on you by the conduct of a few 
bad men, some of whom may belong in our ranks, but many of whom, 
falsely claiming identity with this command, hover around your line of 
march committing dexDredations in your name, thus throwing the odium 
of their bad conduct upon you. 

2. Besides being my duty to protect citizens and the families of your 
fellow soldiers, it is also my duty to i)rotect your honor and your fair 
names, and 1 am determined at any cost to accomx)lish these objects. 

3. If the base conduct of a few straggling robbers or the vile tongue 
of slander has clouded your otherwise bright fume, a course of the 
most scruxmlous and iiTe])roachable conduct on your ])art can alone 
relieve you. I therefore appeal to every one of my officers and sol- 
diers to aid to their utmost ability in bringing all offenders to justice. 

4. Citizens must also assist in this work. If their property is tres- 
passed upon or their horses stolen, they must follow the culprit nntil 
meaiis are acquired to secure his arrest, either by procuring aid or by 
tracing him to the camx). There complaint should be x^romptly made 
to his coininanding officer. If full redress is not given, appeal should 
be made to the next commander, and so on until justice is obtained. 

YII. 1, By rigidly enforcing this and other orders from these head- 
quarters on the subject of discipline and dei)redations, division com- 
manders can render the di.scipline of their commands perfect. A gen- 
eral court-martial is established in each division, and ample means fur- 
nished to relieve the army of disqualified and neglectful officers. 
Their places can be supplied by meritorious men whoin the law admits 
of being appointed for valor and skill. 

2. Ill holding division commanders strictly responsible for the conduct 
of their commands, the corjis commanders will lend them every aid by 
assuming the resxionsibility of ordering any imnishment which circum- 
stances may demand. Division will hold brigade commanders strictly 
responsible; brigade must look to regimental commanders, and they 
must hold captains to strict account for the conduct of their men. For 
every breach of discipline some one must be.punished. If the officers 
whose duty it is to punish the offender neglects that duty, his immedi- 
ate commander must take action against him. Without certain and 
prompt imnishment for every offense or neglect, proper discipline can- 
not be maintained.

Pirst. Western , and Atlantic road (Georgia State road): Track and 
bi’idges from Athinta to Etowah Eiver, inclusive, are destroyed. Be- 
yond Etowah no injury of moment is reported. Length of track 
destroyed, about 4(i miles; length of bridges at Chattahoochee and 
Etowali, 1,200 feet. The Governor of Georgia- has sent bis agents to 
examine and report as to the extent of injury to this road, the property 
of the State, but at the time of Caxitain Grant’s rexiort, 10th of Deceiii- 
ber, no x^ortion of the repairs had been made. All the labor and 
materials that can be obtained by the Government will be first axJX>hed 
to the reconstruction of the Georgia road (from Augusta to Atlanta), 
and to the Atlanta and West Point road, with a view to get one con- 
nection as soon as xiossible.
